Sir:  In  compliance  with  Article  XVI,  Section  9,  of  the  Charter  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the 
report  of  the  Auditor  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1910. 

The  report,  as .  submitted,  covers  all  the  financial  transactions  during  the 
year.  It  shows  in  detail  all  receipts  and  disbursements  pertaining  to  each 
Board,  Department  and  office  and  such  other  information  as  the  Auditor  is 
required  by  law  to  include  in  his  statement,  classifying  all  under  their  respective 
heads. 

During  my  incumbency  there  has  been  approximately  seventeen  millions 
five  hundred  thousand  ($17,500,000)  dollars  of  demands  on  the  treasury,  audited, 
as  against  thirteen  millions  ($13,000,000)  for  the  previous  year,  or  33%% 
increase  of  clerical  work  during  the  fiscal  year,  without  any  corresponding 
increase  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Auditor's  Department.  This  increase  is 
largely  due  to  the  increased  authorization  of  the  new  bond  issues. 

Particular  care  has  been  exercised  in  keeping  the  expenditures  Within  the 
bounds  prescribed  by  the  budget  allowances,  and  law  and  ordinances  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors. 

Your  attention  is  also  called  to  the  following  synopsis:  Demands  audited 
on  the  General  Fund,  School  Fund  and  Sinking  Funds,  showing  the  total  expend- 
itures of  each  department  for  salaries,  wages  and  material  and  supplies  fur- 
nished, respectively.  The  total  amount  of  demands  audited,  paid  and  outstanding, 
a  recapitulation  of  all  disbursements.  The  Treasurer's  receipts,  cash  on  hand 
on  the  last  day  of  the  fiscal  year,  the  amount  of  transfers  and  Treasurer's 
account  with  auditor  for  money  belonging  to  the  State  of  California :  report  of 
poll  tax  receipts.  'A  statement  showing  the  valuation  and  taxation  of  real  and 
personal  property  from  1867  to  1910,  inclusive;  a  comparative  statement  of 
valuation  of  property  for  the  year  1909-1910.  Summary  of  taxes  collected  and 
paid  into  the  treasury.  History  of  the  bond  issues  from  1904  to  1910.  Character 
and  amount  of  licenses  issued,  sold  and  returned  to  Auditor,  etc.,  etc.,

To  the  Honorable,  The  Board  of  Supervisors,  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

Gentlemen:  In  compliance  with  Article  III,  Chapter  I,  Section  2  of  the 
Charter  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco, -I  have  the  honor  to  transmit 
herewith  an  estimate  of  the  probable  expenditures  of  the  City  and  County 
government  for  the  next  ensuing  fiscal  year,  the  amount  required  to  meet  the 
interest  and  sinking  funds  of  all  outstanding  debts,  the  amount  necessary  to  be 
apportioned  to  each  fund  in  the  City  Treasury,  and  also  an  estimate  of  the 
amount  of  revenue  to  be  derived  from  sources  other  than  taxes. 

I  have  based  my  estimate  upon  a  probable  assessment  roll  of  $515,000,000 
which  I  consider  very  conservative. 

I  have  carefully  reviewed  the  recommendations  submitted  by  the  various 
Departments,  and  after  due  consideration  given  to  the  needs  of  the  City,  and 
to  the  limitations  of  its  revenue,  I  have  recommended  additional  appropriations 
over  those  of  last  year  in  the  Police,  Fire,  School,  Electrical  and  Elections  De- 
partments, and  for  cleaning  and  repair  of  streets,  street  lighting,  maintenance 
of  Playgrounds,  the  building  of  the  Mission  Street  viaduct,  and  the  recon- 
struction of  County  roads. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  City's  revenues  have  been  decreased  and  its 
expenditures  increased  by  Court  decisions  and  the  repeal  of  certain  Ordinances, 
and,  as  it  is  urgently  necessary  to  increase  our  revenues,  I  recommend  that 
your  Honorable  Board  may  take  some  action  as  may  be  proper  to  this  end,  by 
levying  an  increased  license  tax  upon  automobiles  used  for  hire.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT  AND  OF  THE 
HEALTH  OFFICER 

San  Francisco,  Cal.,  August  15,  1910. 
Honorable  P.  H.  McCarthy,  Mayor  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  Cal. 

Sir: — In  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  Section  9,  Article  XVI  of  the 
Charter  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit 
herewith  a  full  and  detailed  report  of  the  work  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Health  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30th,  1910. 

Having  assumed  the  position  of  Executive  Officer  of  the  Board  of  Health 
on  March  1st.  1910.  the  report  of  the  work  of  the  Department  for  the  preceding 
nine  months  is  submitted  as  same  was  folmd  on  the  records  of  the  Department. 
On  January  31st.  1910'.  the  present  Board  of  Health  assumed  control  of  the 
affairs  of  the  Department;  George  Lee  Eaton,  M.  D.,  T.  B.  Roche,  M.  D.,  Guy 
E.  Manning,  M.  D.,  constituting  the  medical  members  of  the  Board,  and  Mr. 
Frank  J.  Klimm.  a  master  plumber,  Mr.  D.  J.  Murray,  a  practical  butcher.  Mr. 
Germain  Pouchan,  a  restaurateur  and  Mr.  Arthur  M.  Sharp  a  hotel  proprietor, 
constituting  the  lay  members.  It  will  be  seen  from  the  various  occupations  of 
the  lay  members  above  named,  that  every  branch  of  business  which  is  directly 
under  the  sanitary  control  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health  is  represented 
by  able  and  experienced  individuals.  It  is  therefore  made  possible  in  the 
adjustment  of  matters  appertaining  to  the  work  of  the  Board  to  have  the 
assistance,  co-operation  and  advice  of  those  who  are  thoroughly  acquainted  with 
the  needs  of  the  various  classes  of  industries  with  which  we  have  to  deal. 

Dr.  George  Lee  Eaton  was  the  unanimous  choice  of  the  Board  to  serve 
as  its  President,  and  on  assuming  the  chair  Dr.  Eaton  made  the  following 
appointments  on  various  committees: 

HOSPITAL  COMMITTEE. 
Dr.  T.   B.  Roche,  Chairman;  Dr.  Manning  and  Mr.  Pouchan.

SANITATION    AND    LEGISLATION    COMMITTEE 
Mr.    Klimm:    Chairman;    Dr.    Roche    and   Mr.    Murray. 

JOINT  COMMITTEE,  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION  AND  BOARD  OF  HEALTH  ON 
MEDICAL    SCHOOL   INSPECTION 

Dr.  George  Lee  Eaton  was  chosen  to  represent  this  Department. 
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In  the  short  space  of  time  that  the  present  Board  has  been  in  office,  much 
valuable  work  has  been  accomplished,  important  legislation  enacted  and  a 
marked  advance  made  in  the  business  methods  of  the  Department. 

The  relations  of  the  Board  of  Health  to  the  general  public  and  the  various 
branches  of  the  Municipal  Government  with  which  it  must  necessarily  deal  have 
been  of  a  most  cordial  character  and  the  Department  of  Public  Health,  instead 
of  being  criticised  and  as  has  happened  in  the  past,  been  regarded  as  a  branch 
of  the  Municipal  Government  whose  work  was  more  or  less  inimical  to  the 
interests  of  some  people,  it  is  now  considered,  as  it  rightly  should  be,  a  Depart- 
ment whose  work  is  of  such  a  character  as  to  benefit  all  of  the  citizens  of  the 
community  without  undue  interference  with  property  rights  and  without  hard- 
ship to  business  interests. 

The  reports  of  the  various  bureaus  and  divisions  thereof  under  immediate 
supervision  of  the  Health  Officer  will  be  found  under  their  proper  headings  and 
should  be  consulted  in  order  to  get  a  full  and  adequate  idea  of  the  work 
accomplished  by  the  Department.  All  these  reports  are  shown  in  statistical 
and  tabulated  form  and  any  attempt  to  point  out  the  importance  of  their  work 
in  my  report  would  be  but  a  useless  repetition  and  of  no  value  to  the  reader. 
The  reports  of  these  divisions  should  be  consulted  in  order  to  appreciate  their 
true  worth. 

On  November  1st,  1909,  the  Medical  Inspection  of  the  Dead  and  Sanitary 
inspection  by  the  Federal  forces  in  the -continuance  of  the  work  for  the  eradica- 
tion of  Bubonic  Plague  was  discontinued;  Dr.  Rupert  Blife,  P.  A.  Surgeon  U.  S. 
P.  H.  r,nd  M.  H.  S.  who  had  entire  charge  of  the  Federal  forces  in  the  field 
announcing  at  that  time  that  health  conditions  were  such  as  to  not  require  the 
continuance  of  this  work  on  such  a  large  scale  as  formerly,  as  the  plague  had 
been  thoroughly  eradicated.  At  about  the  same  period,  namely  November,  1909, 
certain  newspapers  throughout  Mexico  were  circulating  reports  that  plague  had 
again  broken  out  in  this  city.  Realizing  the  danger  of  allowing  reports  of  this 
kind  to  be  circulated  and  thus  create  a  feeling  of  unrest  or  distrust  against  the 
city,  the  Mexican  Consul  in  San  Francisco  was  promptly  advised  by  this  Depart- 
ment that  said  reports  were  absolutely  untrue  and  without  any  foundation  what- 
ever in  fact,  and  the  result  was  the  stoppage  of  the  circulation  of  these  reports. 

In  February  1910,  Dr.  G.  W.  McCoy,  P.  A.  Surgeon  in  temporary  charge 
TJ.  S.  P.  H.  and  M.  H.  S.  reported  to  this  Department  that  eighteen  thousand 
rats  had  been  caught  in  the  city  since  November,  1909,  and  the  work  was  still 
continuing.  Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  no  chances  whatever  are  being  taken  to 
permit  of  the  recrudescence  of  plague  in  this  city.  While  a  large  focus  of  plague 
infection  exists  in  ground  squirrels  in  the  Bay  Counties  adjacent  to  this  city, 
there  is  not  much  to  be  feared  from  the  spread  of  infection  from  that  direction, 
as  the  importation  of  these  animals  into  the  city  is  prohibited  by  Ordinance  No. 
857,  adopted  August  2d,  1909,  and  which  reads  as  follows: 

ORDINANCE  NO.  857  (New  Series). 

Prohibiting  the  importation  and  sale  or  giving  away  of  or  having 
the  possession  of  ground  squirrels  in  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco. 

Whereas,  The  United  States  Health  Service  Officials  in  charge  of 
plague  suppression  measures  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
have  advised  that  it  has  recently  been  demonstrated  that  ground 
squirrels  in  Contra  Costa,  Alameda  and  Los  Angeles  Counties  are 
infected  with  plague,  and  has  further  recommended  that  the  importation 
and  sale  of  ground  squirrels  be  prohibited  in  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco,  which  recommendation  has  been  concurred  in  by  the 
Board  of  Health  of  said  City  and  County  in  communication  duly  filed 
with  this  Board;  now  therefore 
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Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  No  person  or  persons,  firm,  company  or  corporation 
shall  import  into  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  or  shall  sell 
expose  for  sale  or  exchange  or  deliver  or  distribute  or  have  in  their 
possession  any  ground  squirrel  or  squirrels  within  the  limits  of  the 
said  City  and  County. 

Section  2.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  Ordinance  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  twenty- 
five  dollars  and  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars  or  by  imprisonment 
in  the  County  Jail  for  not  less  than  ten  days  and  not  more  than  one 
hundred  days  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

The  following  report  submitted  by  Rupert  Blue,  Surgeon,  Commanding, 
will  indicate  the  present  status  of  plague  suppression  movements  in  San  Fran- 
cisco and  will  prove  to  be  of  value  to  the  interested  reader.

PLAGUE  PREVENTIVE  MEASURES  IN  SAN  FRANCISCO. 

The  work  being  done  by  the  Public  Health  and  Marine-Hospital 
Service  in  conjunction  with  the  Board  of  Health  of  San  Francisco  for 
the  prevention  of  plague  naturally  divides  itself  into  two  parts:  First, 
that  having  to  do  directly  with  the  destruction  of  rats  by  poisoning 
and  trapping;  the  trapped  rats  being  sent  to  the  Plague  Laboratory  for 
examination.  Second,  the  measures  taken  for  the  permanent  reduction 
in  rat  population.  The  latter  consists  of  the  abatement  of  nuisances 
of  various  sorts,  including  the  condemnation  of  unsanitary  structures. 
All  of  this  work  is  of  the  utmost  importance  and  if  carried  on  suffi- 
ciently long,  will  result  in  the  rendering  of  the  city  practically  free 
from  danger  of  invasion  by  plague.  No  one  familiar  with  the  past 
history  of  plague  in  America  and  elsewhere  will  dispute  the  great 
importance  and  value  of  this  work. 

At  the  present  time,  thanks  to  the  anti-rat  work  which  has  been 
carried  on  during  the  past  three  years,  there  are  only  three  parts  of 
the  city  that  have  large  rat  population.  These  are  the  Wholesale  Pro- 
duce section,  the  Japanese  Quarter,  and  the  section  known  as  "Butcher- 
town.'  ' 

The  volume  of  work  done  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30th, 
1910,  may  be  well  shown  by  the  following  figures  taken  from  a  report 
made  by  Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  George  M.  Converse,  who  has  had 
charge  of  the  field  work  during  the  year.

During  the  year  the  Service  Laboratory  was  moved  from  401 
Fillmore  Street,  to  the  present  location  at  the  old  Isolation  Hospital 
at  Army  and  DeHaro  Streets.  This  change  which  became  possible 
through  the  courtesy  of  the  Board  of  Health  gives  the  Laboratory 
an  almost  ideal  location. 

Daring    the    year    research    work    bearing    upon    various    features 

of  the  plague  problem  has  been  carried  on  in  the  laboratory  by  Passed 

•it    Surgeon    George    W.    McCoy    and    his    assistants.      This    is    of 

course    in    addition,    to    an    enormous    volume    of    purely    routine    rodent 

examinations. 

During  the  year  no  case  of  plague  has  been  detected  in  either 
man  or  in  rats:  th?  menace  however  remains,  not  only  due  to  the  large 
commerce  the  port  enjoys,  but  also  to  the  fact  of  a  rather  widespread 
infection  with  plague  of  the  ground  squirrels  in  several  counties. 
.  Contra  Costa.  Alameda,  Santa  Clara  and  San  Benito.  This 
office  is  at  present  maturing  plans  for  carrying  on  an  extensive  cam- 
paign against  the  ground  squirrels  in  the  infected  area. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  be  able  to  conclude  this  summary  of  our  work 
with  the  statement  that  without  the  cheerful  co-operation  of  the 
people  of  the  city,  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  of  the  Health  author- 
ities our  efforts  would  have  been  of  comparatively  little  benefit  to  the 
community.

On  the  first  day  of  April,  1910,  the  position  of  Chief  Sanitary 
Officer  of.  the  Department  of  Health  was  abolished  for  the  reason  that 
this  position  was  found  to  be  unnecessary  and  practically  a  duplication 
of  the  duties  of  the  Health  Officer.  Since  that  date  the  Health  Officer 
has  given  his  personal  attention  to  supervision  of  the  sanitary  field 
force,  and  personal  inspection  of  premise's  brought  before  the  Board 
of  Health  for  condemnation  in  addition  to  his  other  duties  as  Executive 
Officer  of  the  Board. 


BUREAU   OF   SANITATION. 

A  full  report  of  the  work  performed  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  of  this 
Department,  particularly  with  reference  to  the  inspection  of  complaints  of 
nuisances  and  investigation  of  communicable  diseases  will  be  found  on  page 

286    of    this   report. 
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On  March  13,  1910,  a  new  division  was  added  to  the  Bureau  of  Sanitation 
known  as  "Truck  Garden  Inspection,"  in  order  to  properly  enforce  the  pro- 
visions of  Ordinance  No.  1031,  adopted  January  5,  1910,  the  following  of  which 
is  a  copy : 

ORDINANCE    NO.    1031    (New    Series). 

Prohibiting  the  use  of  polluted  or  sewage  waters  for  irrigating 
or  sprinkling  vegetables  for  human  consumption,  and  requiring  a  license 
and  certificate  to  be  obtained  from  the  Board  of  Health  to  produce  or 
sell  or  offer  for  sale  vegetables  for  human  consumption. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco as  follows: 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or  corpora- 
tion to  use  human  discharges  or  excrement,  or  any  water  containing 
any  human  discharges  or  excrement,  or  the  waters  of  any  well,  spring, 
pond  or  creek  which  receives  the  discharges  of  any  sewer  or  drain,  or 
which  by  any  means  whatever  has  become  polluted  with  sewage  dis- 
charges, for  the  purpose  of  irrigating  or  sprinkling  vegetables  used  for 
human  consumption. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or  corporation 
to  bring  into  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  or  to  produce,  sell, 
or  offer  for  sale  or  have  in  his  or  their  possession  for  sale  for  human 
consumption  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  without  first 
obtaining  a  license  from  the  Board  of  Health  to  produce  sell  or  offer  for 
sale,  vegetables  for  human  consumption;  and  further  they  shall  also  be 
required  to  have  a  certificate  signed  by  the  Health  Officer  that  said 
vegetables  are  produced  in  a  manner  that  does  not  violate  any  of  the 
provisions  of  Section  1,  of  this  Ordinance  and  that  the  same  are  being 
handled  and  transported  in  wagons  and  containers  satisfactory  to  the 
Board  of  Health,  and  said  wagons  and  containers  shall  bear  the  legend 
"Inspected  by  the  Department  of  Public  Health,  San  Francisco,  Cali- 
fornia," before  license  for  their  operation  are  issued. 

Section  3.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  who  shall  violate  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor, and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of 
not  less  than  $25.00,  and  not  more  than  $500.00  or  by  imprisonment 
in  the  County  Jail  not  exceeding  six  months,  or  by  both  such  fine  and 
imprisonment. 

One  inspector  is  detailed  for  this  work,  his  particular  business  being  to 
prevent  the  use  of  contaminated  water  for  irrigation  purposes,  samples  of  the 
water  used  being  taken  at  regular  intervals,  and  submitted  to  the  Bacteriologist 
for  examination.  In  addition  to  this,  samples  of  vegetables  are  submitted  and 
examined  for  the  possible  presence  of  amoeba,  and  in  numerous  instances  these 
parasites  have  been  discovered  in  the  samples  submitted.  In  many  cases 
samples  of  water  taken  by  the  truck  garden  inspector  upon  bacteriological 
examination  have  developed  a  very  high  bacterial  count,  therefore  the  inaugur- 
ation of  this  Division  can  safely  be  said  to  afford  a  large  measure  of  protection 
to  the  health  of  the  citizens  of  our  community. 

On  August  3,  1910,  amoebiasis  was  included  in  the  category  of  com- 
municable diseases  to  be  reported  by  physicians  to  the  Board  of  Health. 

GARBAGE  INSPECTION. 

Owing  to  the  withdrawal  of  the  Federal  forces. from  the  field  in  November, 
1909,  the  very  important  work  of  supervision  of  garbage  inspection  devolved 
upon  this  Department  and  as  the  improper  storing  of  garbage,  swill  and  like 
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refuse  had  proven  to  be  a  very  important  factor  in  the  crusade  against  the 
rat,  the  position  of  Garbage  Inspector  was  created  on  March  11,  1910.  One 
inspector  at  the  present  time  covers  this  very  important  work  and  his  par- 
ticular duty  is  to  make  a  house  to  house  inspection  in  order  to  determine  if 
proper  receptacles  are  furnished  for  the  disposing  of  this  character  of  refuse. 
The  results  attained  during  the  short  time  that  this  supervision  has  been 
under  way  speaks  well  for  the  wisdom  of  this  move,  as  it  has  had  a  decided 
tendency  to  deprive  the  rat  of  one  of  its  favorite  sources  of  food  supply. 


PREVENTING  THE  SPREAD  OF  TUBERCULOSIS. 

On  December  18th,  1909,  Ordinance  No.  975,  known  as  the  "Tuberculosis 
Ordinance"  was  passed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  without  the  approval  of 
the  Mayor.  As  this  was  one  of  the  most  important  acts  of  legislation  enacted 
by  the  Department  of  Health,  it  is  given  here  in  its  entirety.  The  Ordinance 
is  very  broad  in  its  scope  and  places  in  the  hands  of  the  Board  of  Health  a 
very  wide  range  of  discretionary  power,  particularly  in  the  matter  of  forcible 
removal  to  a  hospital  or  sanitarium  of  any  sufferer  from  this  disease.  The 
Ordinance  is  in  force  and  reads  as  follows: 


ORDINANCE   NO.   975    (New   Series). 

Providing  methods  for  the  prevention  of  the  spread  of  tuberculosis 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
as  follows : 

REPORTS    BY   PHYSICIANS   AND    OTHERS. 

Section  1.  Tuberculosis  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  communicable 
disease,  dangerous  to  the  public  health. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  physician  practicing  in  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  and  of  every  person  in  charge  of  any  hospital, 
dispensary  or  other  private  or  public  institution  in  said  City  and 
County,  to  report  in  writing  to  the  Board  of  Health  the  name,  age,  sex, 
color,  occupation,  address  and  place  where  last  employed  of  every  person 
having  tuberculosis,  which  comes  under  his  care  or  observation.  Said 
reports  shall  be  made  in  writing  on  a  form  furnished  as  hereinafter 
provided,  and  shall  be  forwarded  to  said  Department  of  Public  Health 
within  twenty-four  hours  after  knowledge  of  the  case  comes  to  said 
physician  or  person. 

EXAMINATION   OF   SPUTUM. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Health  Officer  when  so 
requested  by  the  physician  or  by  authorities  of  any  hospital  or  dis- 
pensary to  make  or  cause  to  be  made  a  microscopical  examination  of  the 
sputum  sent  him  as  that  of  a  person  having  symptoms  of  tuberculosis 
accompanied  by  a  blank  giving  name,  age,  sex,  color,  occupation,  place 
where  last  employed,  if  known,  and  address  of  the  person  whose 
sputum  it  is.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Health  Officer  to  promptly 
make  a  report  of  the  result  of  such  examination  free  of  charge  to  the 
physician  or  person  upon  whose  application  the  same  is  made. 
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PROTECTION   OF   RECORDS. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Health  Officer  to  cause  all 
reports  and  all  results  of  examinations  showing  the  presence  of  the 
bacilli  of  tuberculosis  made  in  accordance  with  provisions  of  Section  1 
and  2  respectively  of  this  Ordinance  to  be  recorded  in  a  register  of 
which  he  shall  be  the  custodian.  Such  register  shall  not  be  open  to 
inspection  by  any  person  other  than  the  health  authorities  of  the  State 
and  of  the  said  City  and  County,  and  said  health  authorities  shall  not 
permit  any  such  report  or  record  to  be  divulged  so  as  to  disclose  the 
identity  of  the  person  to  whom  it  relates,  except  as  may  be  necessary  to 
carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance. 

DISINFECTION    OF    PREMISES. 

Section  4.  In  cases  of  vacation  of  any  apartment  or  premises  by 
the  death  or  removal  therefrom  of  a  person  having  tuberculosis,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  attending  physician,  or  if  there  be  no  such  physician, 
or  if  such  physician  be  absent,  of  the  owner,  lesee,  occupant,  or  other 
person  having  charge  of  said  apartment  or  premises,  to  notify  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Health  of  said  death  or  removal  within  twenty-four 
hours  thereafter,  and  such  apartment  or  premises  so  vacated  shall  not 
be  occupied  until  duly  disinfected,  cleaned,  or  renovated,  as  hereinafter 
provided.  Further,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  suffering  from 
tuberculosis  to  change  his  or  her  residence  or  to  be  removed  therefrom 
until  the  Department  of  Public  Health  has  been  notified  so  that  the 
vacated  apartment  or  premises  may  be  disinfected,  cleaned  or  renovated. 


HEALTH    OFFICER    TO    DIRECT    DISINFECTION,    CLEANING    OR 
RENOVATING. 

Section  5.  When  notified  of  the  vacation  of  any  apartment  or 
premises  as  provided  in  Section  4  thereof,  the  Health  Officer  or  one  of 
his  deputies  shall  thereafter  visit  said  apartment  or  premises  and  shall 
order  and  direct  that  except  for  purposes  of  cleaning  or  disinfection 
no  infected  article  shall  be  removed  therefrom  until  properly  and  suit- 
ably cleansed  or  disinfected,  and  said  Health  Officer  or  deputy  shall 
determine  the  manner  in  which  said  apartment  or  premises  shall  be 
disinfected,  cleansed  or  renovated  in  order  that  they  may  be  rendered 
safe  and  suitable  for  occupancy.  After  the  health  authorities  determine 
that  disinfection  is  sufficient  to  render  them  safe  and  suitable  for  oc- 
cupancy, said  apartments  or  premises,  together  with  all  infected  articles 
therein,  shall  be  immediately  disinfected  by  the  Department  of  Public 
Health;  or  if  the  owner  prefers,  by  the  owner  at  his  expense  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Health  Officer.  Should  the  Health  Officer  determine 
that  such  apartment  or  premises  are  in  need  of  thorough  cleaning  or 
renovating,  a  notice  to  this  effect  shall  be  served  upon  the  owner  or 
agent  of  said  premises,  and  said  owner  or  agent  shall  proceed  to  the 
cleaning  or  renovating  of  said  premises  in  accordance  with  the  in- 
structions of  the  Health  Officer,  and  such  cleansing  and  renovating 
shall  be  done  at  the  expense  of  said  owner  or  agent.  Such  articles  that 
cannot  be  disinfected  or  renovated  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Health 
Officer  shall  be  destroyed. 
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PROHIBITING  OCCUPANCY  UNTIL  ORDER  OF  HEALTH  OFFICER 
IS  COMPLIED  WITH. 

Section  6.  In  case  the  orders  or  directions  of  the  Health  Officer 
requiring  the  disinfecting,  cleaning  or  renovating  of  any  apartment  or 
premises  or  any  articles  therein  as  hereinbefore  provided  shall  not  be 
complied  with  within  forty-eight  hours  after  said  orders  or  directions 
shall  be  given,  the  Health  Officer  may  cause  a  placard  in  words  and 
form  substantially  as  follows,  to  be  placed  on  the  door  of  the  infected 
apartment  or  premises: 

"Tuberculosis  is  a  communicable  disease.  These  apartments  have 
been  occupied  by  a  consumptive  and  may  be  infected.  They  must  not 
be  occupied  until  the  order  of  the  Health  Officer  directing  the  disin- 
fection or  renovation  has  been  complied  with.  This  notice  must  not 
be  removed  under  the  penalty  of  the  law  except  by  the  Health  Officer 
or  other  duly  authorized  official.'' 


PROHIBITING    CARELESSNESS    OF    A   PERSON    HAVING   TUBER- 
CULOSIS. 

Section  7.  Any  person  having  tuberculosis  who  shall  dispose  of 
his  sputum,  saliva  or  other  bodily  secretions  or  excretion  so  as  to 
cauf-e  offense  or  danger  to  any  person  or  persons  occupying  the  same 
room  or  apartment  house,  or  part  of  house,  shall  on  complaint  of  any 
person  subject  to  such  offense  or  danger,  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
nuisance :  and  any  person  subject  to  such  a  nuisance  may  make  com- 
plaint in  writing  to  the  Health  Officer,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Health  Officer  receiving  such  complaint,  to  investigate  and  if  it  appears 
that  the  nuisance  complained  of  is  such  as  to  cause  offense  or  danger 
to  any  person  occupying  the  same  room,  apartment  house,  or  part  of  a 
house,  he  shall  serve  a  notice  on  the  person  so  complained  of,  reciting 
the  alleged  cause  of  offense  or  danger  and  requiring  him  to  dispose  of 
his  sputum,  saliva  or  other  bodily  secretion  or  excretion  in  such  a  man- 
ner as  to  remove  all  reasonable  cause  of  offense  or  danger. 


PROTECTION    OF    PATIENT'S    FAMILY. 

Section  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  a  physician  attending  a  patient 
for  tuberculosis  to  take  proper  precautions  and  to  give  proper  instruc- 
tions to  provide  for  the  safety  of  all  individuals  occupying  the  same 
house  or  apartment. 

FORCIBLE  REMOVAL. 

Section  9.  Whenever  a  person  having  tuberculosis  is  unable  for 
financial  reasons,  or  from  any  other  cause,  to  comply  with  the  rules 
of  the  Board  of  Health,  providing  the  precautions  to  be  observed 
to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection,  or  when  such  person  willfully  refuses 
to  comply  with  said  rules  and  in  all  cases  where  children  are  un- 
avoidably exposed  to  infection,  the  Board  of  Health  may,  on  presenta- 
tion to  it  of  proof  that  such  person  is  a  sufferer  from  tuberculosis,  order 
his  immediate  removal  to  a  hospital  or  other  institution  for  the  care 
of  sufferers  from  tuberculosis.  Such  person  shall  not  be  permitted  to 
leave  such  hospital  or  other  institution  until  the  danger  of  infection  has 
been  removed  or  he  is  able  and  willing  to  comply  with  the  precautions 
and  rules  herein  referred  to. 
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PRINTED     PRECAUTIONS     TO     BE     FURNISHED     BY     HEALTH 
OFFICER. 

Section  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Health  Officer  to  transmit 
to  a  physician  reporting  a  case  of  tuberculosis  as  provided  in  Section  1 
of  this  Ordinance  a  printed  statement  and  report  naming  such  procedure 
and  precautions  as  are  necessary  or  desirable  to  be  taken  on  the  prem- 
ises of  a  tubercular  patient.  Upon  receipt  of  such  statement  or  report, 
the  physician  shall  either  carry  into  effect  all  such  procedures  and  pre- 
cautions as  are  therein  prescribed,  and  shall  thereupon  sign  and  date  the 
same,  and  return  to  the  Health  Officer  without  delay;  or  if  such  attend- 
ing physician  be  unwiling  or  unable  to  carry  into  effect  the  procedure 
and  precautions  so  specified,  he  shall  so  state  on  this  report  and  im- 
mediately return  the  same  to  the  Health  Officer  and  the  duties  therein 
prescribed  shall  thereupon  devolve  upon  said  Health  Officer.  Upon  the 
receipt  of  this  statement  and  report,  the  Health  Officer  shall  examine 
the  same  and  satisfy  himself  that  the  attending  physician  has  taken  all 
necessary  and  desirable  precautions  to  insure  the  safety  of  all  persons 
living  in  the  apartment  or  premises  occupied  by  the  person  having 
tuberculosis.  If  the  precautions  taken  or  instructions  given  by  the 
attending  physician  are,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Health  Officer,  not 
such  as  will  remove  all  reasonable  danger  or  probability  of  danger,  to 
the  persons  occupying  the  same  house  or  apartment  or  premises,  the 
Health  Officer  shall  return  to  the  attending  physician  the  report  with 
a  letter  specifying  the  additional  precautions  or  instructions  which  the 
Health  Officer  shall  require  him  to  make  or  give;  and  the  said  at- 
tending physician  shall  immediately  take  the  additional  precautions  and 
give  the  additional  instructions  specified  and  shall  record  and  return 
the  same  on  the  original  report  to  the  Health  Officer.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Health  Officer  to  transmit  to  every  person  reporting  any 
case  of  tuberculosis,  or  if  there  be  no  attending  physician,  to  the  person 
reported  as  suffering  from  this  disease,  a  circular  of  information  which 
shall  inform  the  consumptive  of  the  precautions  necessary  to  avoid 
transmitting  the  disease  to  others. 

PENALTY   FOR   FALSE    STATEMENT. 

Section  11.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  physician  or  person 
practicing  as  a  physician  to  report  knowingly  as  affected  with  tuber- 
culosis any  person  who  is  not  so  affected  or  willfully  make  any  false 
statement  concerning  the  name,  sex,  color,  occupation,  place  where  last 
employed,  if  known,  or  address  of  any  person  reported  as  affected  with 
tuberculosis  or  certify  falsely  as  to  any  of  the  precautions  taken  to 
prevent  the  spread  of  infection. 

SCHOOL    ATTENDANCE. 

Section  12.  No  instructor,  teacher,  pupil  or  child  affected  with 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  shall  be  permitted  to  attend  school  by  any 
superintendent,  principal  or  teacher  of  any  public,  private  or  parochial 
school  except  by  written  permission  of  the  Health  Officer. 

REPORT    OF   RECOVERY. 

Section  13.  Upon  the  recovery  of  any  person  having  tuberculosis, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  attending  physician  to  make  a  report  of 
this  fact  to  the  Health  Officer,  who  shall  record  the  same  in  the  records 
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of   his   office   and  shall  relieve   said  person   of   furtker   liability   to   any 
requirements    imposed   by   this   act. 

Section  14.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
Ordinance  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction 
thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  five  hundred 
dollars  ($500)  or  shall  be  imprisoned  in  the  County  Jail  for  a  period 
not  exceeding  six  (6)  months  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 


DISPOSAL   OF   REFUGEE   SHACKS. 

The  previous  Board  of  Health,  having  entered  into  an  agreement  with 
the  Trustees  of  the  Relief  and  Red  Cross  Funds  for  the  handling  of  the  refugee 
shack  question,  (which  comes  as  a  heritage  from  the  disaster  of  April  18,  1906,) 
whereby  through  such  agreement  the  then  Board  of  Health  virtually  surrendered 
its  discretionary  power  to  properly  regulate  this  very  important  question — 
the  present  Board  of  Health  on  March  8,  1910,  by  resolution,  rescinded  the 
original  agreement  made  with  the  Relief  and  Red  Cross  Funds,  and  decided 
that  all  manifestly  insanitary  shacks  would  be  condemned  and  destroyed  by 
action  of  the  Board  of  Health  without  any  outside  assistance.  Many  buildings 
of  this  character  have  been  condemned  and  destroyed  through  the  action 
of  this  Board,  with  the  result  that  many  insanitary  nuisances  have  been 
abated.  The  time  for  the  removal  of  temporary  buildings  having  been  ex- 
tended by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  May  1st,  1911,  has  thrown  considerable 
additional  work  on  this  Department.  This  character  of  buildings  were  erected 
very  hastily  after  the  disaster  of  April  18th,  1906,  as  urgent  necessity  demanded 
their  construction.  Most  of  these  were  of  a  very  flimsy  character  and  in  many 
instances  were  built  over  the  ruins  of  buildings  destroyed  in  the  fire,  and 
without  any  particular  regard  to  sanitary  requirements.  As  a  consequence,  the 
duty  has  now  devolved  upon  this  Department  to  enforce  sanitary  regulations, 
even  though  the  buildings  are  of  but  a  temporary  character.  Much  good  work 
has  been  accomplished  in  this  direction  and  in  order  to  facilitate  our  efforts 
to  maintain  a  high  standard  of  sanitation,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  April 
1st,  1910,  set  aside  a  sum  sufficient  to  enable  the  Board  to  appoint  ten  ad- 
ditional Sanitary  Inspectors,  paid  out  of  the  funds  of  Special  Sanitation  and 
assigned  to  duty  under  A.  A.  Surgeon  Geo.  M.  Converse,  representing  the 
Federal  authorities,  this  official  maintaining  a  skeleton  outline  of  the  large 
organization  originally  inaugurated  under  Surgeon  Rupert  Blue.  With  the 
assistance  of  this  additional  force,  it  has  been  possible  for  this  office  to  divert 
many  complaints  of  nuisances  to  the  attention  of  Dr.  Converse,  and  the  con- 
demnation work  performed  by  this  Board  and  shown  under  its  proper  caption 
in  this  report,  will  indicate  very  clearly  the  splendid  character  of  the  work 
being  done  along  these  lines. 

Particular  attention  has  been  and  is  being  given  to  the  abatement  of 
stable  nuisances  and  the  laws  regulating  this  feature  are  being  rigidly  enforced. 
Manure  piles,  which  are  well  known  to  be  one  of  the  principal  breeding  places 
for  flies,  are  given  strict  attention  and  metal  lined  bins  with  tight  covers  and 
proper  vents  are  required  as  being  one  of  the  most  important  equipments  in 
a  stable. 

CRUSADE    AGAINST    THE    FLY. 

A  persistent  and  relentless  warfare  is  being  waged  against  the  house  fly, 
and  no  effort  will  be  spared  by  this  Department  to  minimize  as  far  as  possible 
the  spread  of  infection  through  the  medium  of  this  well  known  carrier  of  filth. 
The  screening  of  food  stuffs,  fruits  and  vegetables  is  a  part  of  our  work  which 
is  being  splendidly  enforced.  The  use  of  sanitary  garbage  cans  and  the  regula- 
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tion  of  construction  of  stables  as  above  mentioned,  are  the  principal  means 
through  which  we  hope  to  thoroughly  discourage  the  propogation  of  this 
dangerous  insect. 

In  furtherance  of  this  work  five  additional  inspectors  will  be  appointed  to 
be  provided  for  under  "Special  Sanitation,''  whose  sole  duty  will  be  to  visit  all 
restaurants,  stables  and  any  other  premises  known  to  be  the  breeding  place  of 
the  fly.  The  law  requiring  the  screening  of  food  stuffs  will  thus  be  very  rigidly 
enforced  and  in  all  places,  as  enumerated  above,  placards  bearing  the  following 
inscription  will  be  conspicuously  posted.  The  foregoing  will  indicate  to  the 
most  casual  reader  that  nothing  is  being  left  undone  to  eliminate  as  far  as 
possible  the  house  fly  as  a  disseminator  of  disease. 

Flies  are  carriers  of  typhoid  fever,  tuberculosis  and  other  diseases. 

Let  them  breed  and  multiply  and  the  communicable  diseases  increase  in 
number.  Prevent  this  by  keeping  all  garbage  and  manure  in  tightly  covered 
receptacles.  Filth  is  the  breeding  place  of  flies  and  other  disease-carrying 
insects. 

It  is  up  to  you  to  kill  the  fly  or  he  may  cause  your  death.  Place  the 
following  fly-poison  in  saucers  throughout  your  premises:  One  tablespoonful 
of  Formalin  to  one  pint  of  water;  sweeten  with  sugar. 

Each  female  fly  .lays  150  eggs.  Each  individual  effort  made  to  exterminate 
this  pest  helps  to  reduce  the  death  and  disease  rate. 

Screen  all  doors  and  windows  to  prevent  entry,  and  also  all  articles  of 
food  to  prevent  infection.  To  rid  house  or  store  of  flies,  darken  all  openings 
but  one  window  and  place  there  a  sheet  of  sticky  fly-paper  or  wire  mesh  fly- 
trap. 

Report  all  manure  and  garbage  nuisances  to  the  Department  of  Public 
Health. 

The  Department  of  Public  Health  wishes  to  impress  upon  the  public  mind 
the  great  danger  of  infection  through  flies,  and  urges  that  the  card  of  informa- 
tion and  advice  be  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  the  household,  factory  or 
store,  so  that  it  may  be  read  by  children  or  employes. 


BUREAU  OF  PLUMBING  INSPECTION. 

The  Chief  Plumbing  Inspector  of  this  Department  attended  the  conference 
of  the  American  Society  of  Inspectors  of  plumbing  and  Sanitary  Engineering  at 
Trenton,  New  Jersey,  from  January  20-22,  1910,  as  the  representative  of  this 
Department.  This  official  took  part  in  the  discussions  coming  before  this 
Convention  and  subsequently  submitted  a  report  to  this  Board  to  the  effect 
that  the  plumbing  and  drainage  laws  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
are  second  to  none  in  any  city  of  the  United  States.  A  communication  having 
been  sent  to  this  Department  by  the  International  Association  of  Master 
Plumbers  meeting  in  Toronto,  Ontario,  with  reference  to  changes  in  style 
and  form  of  traps,  this  Department  forwarded  a  strong  protest  to  said  Associa- 
tion deprecating  the  use  of  any  form  of  anti-syphon  trap,  or  the  adoption  of 
any  plan  of  plumbing  that  would  in  any  way  have  a  tendency  to  interfere  with 
the  proper  venting  of  plumbing  fixtures. 

On  March  4th,  1910,  the  Board  of  Examiners  for  Applicants  for  Licenses 
to  practice  as  Master  Plumbers,  was  increased  by  two  members  who  were 
selected  from  the  Journeymen  Plumbers'  Union,  to  aid  the  Master  Plumbers,  the 
last  named  class  having  for  some  years  had  full  control  of  this  work.  On  April 
22d,  1910,  a  resolution  was  adopted  by  this  Board  to  the  effect  that  the  sur- 
face drains,  soil  and  waste  pipes  discharging  below  the  water  line,  of  any  build- 
ing and  all  sumps  receiving  drainage  or  wastage,  be  made  of  iron.  This  legisla- 
tion was  necessary  in  order  to  definitely  settle  the  question  as  to  what  char- 
acter of  material  should  be  used  in  sumps.

A  full  report  of  the  Bureau  of  Plumbing  Inspection  will  be  found  on 
pages  290-2. 

One  of  the  very  important  matters  which  has  received  the  attention  of 
this  Department  has  been  the  use  of  the  Channel  known  as  Islais  Creek  for 
receiving  the  discharge  from  various  lateral  sewers  in  the  outer  Mission  and 
Glen  Park  Districts,  likewise  the  drainage  from  the  Sunnyside  district  which 
now  finds  its  way  to  this  channel  through  an  open  ditch.  The  result  of  this 
has  been  the  condemnation  of  the  waters  of  the  creek,  whose  course  ex- 
tends through  the  region  largely  given  to  the  raising  of  vegetables  and  garden 
truck.  The  use  of  this  polluted  water  as  above  pointed  out  has  resulted  in- 
contaminating  the  products  of  these  gardens  and  in  order  to  alleviate  this 
condition  this  Department  has  insistently  urged  upon  the  Board  of  Public 
"\Vorks  the  necessity  for  hurrying  to  completion  the  work  on  what  is  known 
as  the  Islais  Creek  Bond  Sewer,  which  will  receive  the  discharges  from  many 
main  sewers  now  emptying  into  this  creek  bed.  Some  legal  obstacles  at  present 
stand  in  the  way  of  the  completion  of  this  work,  but  I  am  informed  that  as 
soon  as  certain  condemnation  proceedings  looking  toward  the  acquiring  of  the 
necessary  right  of  way  are  completed,  that  this  work  will  be  rushed  towards 
a  rapid  finish.  The  main  sewer  already  provided  for  in  the  bonds  for  the 
draining  of  Sunnyside  district,  which  is  now  without  any  sewer  facilities  what- 
ever, will  receive  earnest  attention  in  an  effort  to  have  the  Board  of  Works 
construct  same  as  early  as  possible. 

DIVISION  OF  DAIRY  AND  MILK  INSPECTION. 

A  full  and  tabulated  report  of  the  work  performed  in  these  divisions  will 
be  found  on  pages  298-299. 

The  investigation  of  dairies  located  in  outside  counties  and  supplying  milk 
to  this  city  has  developed  into  one  of  the  most  important  features  of  our 
work.  Two  men  are  constantly  in  the  field  maintaining  a  close  supervision  over 
the  sanitary  condition  of  these  places.  Many  of  the  dairymen  show  a  very 
commendable  desire  to  comply  with  the  regulations  of  this  Department.  Some 
opposition  is  necessarily  met  with,  but  in  cases  where  dairymen  refuse  to  com- 
ply with  the  reouirements  of  this  Board,  particularly  in  regard  to  the  ship- 
ment of  clean  milk,  and  if  upon  proper  warning,  they  still  insist  upon  ignoring 
the  rules  of  the  Department,  their  product  is  promptly  confiscated  and  emptied 
into  the  wat-ers  of  the  bay.  This  method  has  had  a  very  salutary  effect  and 
the  result  is  that  there  is  a  higher  standard  created  on  these  dairy  ranches  in 
so  far  as  sanitation  is  concerned  than  has  formerly  existed. 

I  must  mention  in  this  connection  that  while  the  California  State  Board  of 
Health  has  fixed  the  standard  of  butter  fat  in  milk  at  3.0,  this  Department,  after 
considerable  experience  and  due  deliberation,  raised  the  standard  in  this  city 
to  3.4,  thus  insuring  to  the  citizens  of  San  Francisco  a  milk  supply  of  a  stand- 
ard that  will  compare  very  favorably  with  that  of  any  other  city. 

A  reference  to  the  records  of  arrests  which  appears  on  pages  302-303  of  this 
report,  will  indicate  very  readily  that  the  provisions  of  this  standard  are  being 
rigidly  enforced. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  milk  Ordinances  now  in  existence  in  this  city 
be  revised,  particularly  in  view  of  the  fact  that  as  they  are  now  worded  we 
find  some  difficulty  in  convicting  offenders,  owing  to  the  ambiguity  of  some  of 
the  wording  of  these  Ordinances.  They  should  be  so  amended  as  to  strictly 
conform  to  all  legal  requirements  and  should  be  so  constructed  as  to  not  give  to 
the  offender  an  opportunity  to  escape  punishment  on  some  legal  technicality. 
This  work  is  of  too  much  importance  to  be  nullified  through  the  medium  of 
loosely  drawn  laws. 

This  Department  has  been  called  upon  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  Ordi- 
nance No.  731,  which  reads  as  follows: 
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ORDINANCE    NO.    731    (New    Series). 
REGULATING   THE   KEEPING   OF   CATTLE. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  Saa 
Francisco  as  follows : 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or  corporation 
to  keep  or  cause  to  be  kept  any  cows  within  the  limits  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  except  as  herein  provided. 

Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  may  keep  one  cow  upon  any  lot 
within  the  City  and  County,  subject  to  provisions  of  all  Ordinances 
regulating  the  erection  and  maintenance  of  stables. 

Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  may  keep  two  or  more  cows  if  the 
person,  firm  or  corporation  so  keeping  the  same  shall  set  apart  for 
the  use  of  each  two  cows  so  kept  at  least  once  acre  of  land  and  such 
cows  shall  have  full  access  thereto. 

The  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  shall  not  apply  to  cattle  tempor- 
arily confined  for  slaughtering  purposes,  nor  to  cattle  in  transit. 

Section  2.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  who  shall  violate  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor 
and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  to  exceed 
five  hundred  ($500)  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  Gouty  Jail  for 
not  more  than  six  (6)  months,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Section  3.  Ordinance  No.  1409  entitled  "Regulating  the  Keeping 
of  Cattle,"  approved  February  7th,  1905,  and  all  orders  and  Ordinances 
in  so  far  as  they  conflict  with  this  Ordinance  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  4.  This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  January  1,  1910. 

ORDINANCE  NO.   1167   (New  Series). 

Amending  Section  4  of  Ordinance  No.  731  entitled  "Regulating 
the  Keeping  of  Cattle,"  approved  April  17th,  1909. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  4  of  Ordinance  No.  731,  entitled  "Regulating 
the  Keeping  of  Cattle,"  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  4.  This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  August  1st,  1910. 

It  will  be  noted  that  Section  4  of  said  Ordinance  makes  same  effective 
from  and  after  January  1st,  1910,  but  the  dairymen  interested  asked  for  a 
further  extention  of  time,  and  the  Ordinance  is  made  effective  from  and  after 
August  1st,  1910.  When  the  proper  time  arrives  the  Chief  of  Police  will  be 
asked  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  and  unless  unforseen  com- 
plications arise  it  will  mark  the  passing  of  the  existence  of  dairies  within 
the  limits  of  the  City  and  County. 

BUREAU    OF    MEAT    INSPECTION. 

On  January  5th,  1910,  Ordinance  No.  1034  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
was  adopted.  This  Ordinance  provided  for  the  inspection  of  meat  products 
offered  for  sale  within  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  authorizing  the 
Board  of  Health  to  make  regulations  governing  such  inspection  and  prescribing 
penalties  for  the  violation  of  the  provisions  of  said  Ordinance.  Since  that  time 
Ordinance  No.  1265  has  repealed  the  Ordinance  first  above  mentioned  (i.  e. 
1034),  and  although  it  was  passed  subsequent  to  the  close  of  the  present  fiscal 
year,  I  consider  it  of  enough  importance  to  reproduce  it  here. 
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ORDINANCE  NO.   1265    (New  Series). 

Providing  for  the  inspection  of  meat  and  meat  food  products 
offered  for  sale  within  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco;  authoriz- 
ing the  Board  of  Health  to  adopt  regulations  governing  such  inspection, 
and  penalties  for  the  violation  of  this  Ordinance. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco as  follows: 

Section  1.  Xo  person,  firm  or  corporation,  shall  expose  or  offer 
for  sale  or  sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of,  or  have  in  his  possession  within 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  any  meat  of  any  cattle,  calf, 
sheep,  lamb,  goat  or  swine,  which  does  not  have  upon  it  the  meat  in- 
spection brand  or  other  mark  of  identification  of  the  Board  of  Health 
of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  or  the  meat  inspection  brand 
or  other  official  mark  of  identification  of  Boards  of  Health  of  the  State 
of  California,  whose  meat  inspection  standard  is  equal  to  and  recognized 
by  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Health,  or  the  meat  inspection  brand  or 
other  mark  of  identification  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agri- 
culture. If  any  carcass  of  any  animal  hereinbefore  named,  or  part 
thereof  is  found,  offered  for  sale,  or  exposed  within  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco,  which  does  not  bear  any  of  the  meat  inspection 
brands  or  marks  recognized  by  the  Board  of  Health  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  said  Board  of  Health  shall  take  possession 
of  and  destroy  such  meat. 

Section  2.  No  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  ship,  send,  bring 
or  cause  to  be  broiight  into  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  the 
meat  of  any  cattle,  sheep,  lamb,  goat  or  swine  which  does  not  bear  the 
meat  inspection  brand  or  other  mark  of  identification  recognized  by  the 
Board  of  Health  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

Section  3.  The  carcasses  of  calves  in  good  healthy  condition  and 
over  four  weeks  of  age  may  be  brought  into  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco,  and  each  of  said  carcasses  of  such  calves  must  be  in- 
spected and  stamped  or  marked  by  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Health  at 
the  point  of  arrival  of  said  carcasses  of  such  calves  in  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco. 

Section  4.  An  aute-mortem  examination  shall  be  made  under  the 
direction  of  the  Board  of  Health  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco of  all  cattle,  sheep,  swine  or  goats  about  to  be  slaughtered  before 
they  shall  be  allowed  to  enter  the  slaughtering  pen.  All  animals  showing 
symptoms  of  or  suspected  of  being  affected  with  any  disease  or  condi- 
tion which  under  the  regulations  of  the  Board  of  Health  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  would  probably  cause  their  condemnation  in 
whole  or  in  part  when  slaughtered,  shall  be  marked  by  affixing  to  the 
animal  a  metal  tag  bearing  the  words  "San  Francisco  Board  of  Health 
Suspect."  All  such  animals  shall  be  slaughtered  separately. 

Section  5.  A  careful  post-mortem  inspection  under  the  direction 
of  the  Board  of  Health  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  must 
be  made  of  all  animals  herein  named  at  the  time  when  slaughtered  in 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.  The  head,  tongue,  tail,  thymus 
gland,  and  all  viscera  of  each  animal  shall  be  retained  in  such  a  manner 
as  to  preserve  their  identity  until  after  the  post-mortem  examination  has 
been  completed,  in  order  that  the  parts  so  retained  may  be  identified 
in  cases  of  condemned  carcasses.  Suitable  racks  or  metal  receptacles 
shall  be  provided  in  and  by  each  slaughtering  establishment  for  retain- 
ing said  parts. 
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Section  6.  All  carcasses,  meats,  or  meat  food  products  which 
are  unsound,  unhealthful,  unwholesome,  or  otherwise  unfit  for  food 
shall  be  stamped  or  otherwise  marked  by  the  Board  of  Health  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  "San  Francisco  Board  of  Health 
Inspected  and  Condemned"  and  shall  be  destroyed. 

Section  7.  All  meats  or  meat  food  products  offered  for  sale  in 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  shall  be  subject  to  reinspection 
and  condemnation  at  any  and  all  times  by  the  Board  of  Health  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

Section  8.  The  Board  of  Health  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  adopt  rules  and  regula- 
tions governing  the  sanitation  of  slaughter  houses  and  establishments 
where  meat  food  products  are  sold  or  manufactured,  the  inspection  of 
meats  and  the  ultimate  disposal  of  condemned  meats  in  addition  to  the 
provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  as  will  enable  the  said  Board  of  Health  to 
enforce  and  carry  out  the  meaning  and  intent  of  this  Ordinance.  The 
standard  of  meat  inspection  shall  be  that  adopted  by  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture. 

Section  9.  It  shall  be  unlawful  and  a  violation  of  this  Ordinance 
for  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  or  officer  or  agent  or  employee 
thereof  to  forge,  counterfeit,  simulate,  or  falsely  represent  or  without 
proper  authority  to  use  or  detach  or  knowingly  or  wrongfully  alter, 
deface  or  destroy  any  of  the  stamps  or  marks  or  brands  or  tags  recog- 
nized by  the  Boad  of  Health  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
any  cattle,  calf,  sheep,  lamb,  goat  or  swine,  or  any  carcass,  or  on  any 
part  of  any  carcass  or  carcasses  of  any  animal  named  in  Sections  1,  2 
and  3  of  this  Ordinance. 

Section  10.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  or  their  agents, 
violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  or  failing  to  comply 
with  any  direction  or  order  of  the  Board  of  Health  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  given  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordi- 
nance by  the  Health  Officer,  or  any  other  agent  of  said  Board  of  Health, 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  ($50.00)  dollars  nor  more 
than  five  hundred  ($500.00)  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  County 
Jail  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  ten  (10)  days  nor  more  than  three 
(3)  months  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Section  11.  Each  day  that  the  violation  of  this  Ordinance  or 
the  failure  to  comply  with  the  directions  of  the  Board  of  Health  of 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  given  in  accordance  with  this 
Ordinance  shall  continue,  shall  constitute  a  new  and  separate  offense  and 
be  punishable  accordingly,  as  herein  provided. 

Section  12.  All  Ordinances  and  parts  of  Ordinances  in  conflict 
with  this  Ordinance  are  hereby  repealed. 

Rules  and  regulations  have  been  adopted  in  order  to  carry  out  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Ordinance,  same  being  in  conformity  with  order  No.  150  of  the 
Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  in  effect 
May  1st,  1908.  The  foregoing  Ordinance  and  rules  and  regulations  were  adopted 
after  a  number  of  conferences  with  the  representatives  of  forty-nine  Civic  bodies 
in  this  City  and  County  and  also  delegates  representing  the  allied  butchers' 
crafts. 

A  full  report  of  the  Bureau  of  Meat  Inspection,  showing  the  number  of 
inspections,  seizures,  and  condemnations  made  appears  on  pages  293-4 
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DIVISION    OF    FOOD    INSPECTION. 

The  Division  of  Food  Inspection,  which  covers  the  inspection  of  candy 
factories,  and  stores,  fish  markets,  commission  houses,  delicacy  stores,  fruit 
stores,  grocery  stores,  hotels,  and  restaurants,  peddler  wagons,  pickle  works, 
milk  depots,  bakeries,  wharves  and  all  places  where  food  is  manufactured,  pre- 
pared, sold  or  offered  for  sale  is  but  inadequately  provided  for  owing  to  the 
fact  that  there  are  but  two  inspectors  detailed  to  this  very  important  work, 
and  the  greater  part  of  their  time  is  devoted  to  assisting  the  milk  inspectors 
in  collecting  samples  of  milk  for  chemical  analysis.  I  would  at  this  time 
respectfully  urge  the  enlarging  of  this  bureau  by  the  addition  of  at  least  eight 
more  inspectors.  The  question  of  weight  and  measures  of  food  products  is 
assuming  national  importance  and  it  is  therefore  necessary  that  this  Department 
be  fully  equipped  to  cover  this  particular  branch  of  inspection.  Notwithstanding 
the  very  limited  force  at  our  command,  much  important  work  is  accomplished  in 
this  Bureau  and  a  reference  to  the  report  of  the  division  of  Food  Inspection, 
which  appears  on  pages  295-6-7,  will  readily  indicate  what  is  being  accomplished. 


DIVISION    OF    MEDICAL    SCHOOL    INSPECTION. 

A  full  report  of  the  work  performed  in  this  division  will  be  found  on 
pages  281-2-3.  On  March  18,  1910,  the  position  of  Dental  Inspector  of  Schools 
was  created,  and  through  this  means,  it  is  hoped  that  the  physical  standard  of 
our  school  children  will  be  raised  to  a  very  high  level.  It  is  to  be  regretted 
that  owing  to  a  lack  of  funds  this  Board  was  unable  to  add  four  additional 
nurses  to  its  present  force.  There  are  eighty  schools  in  operation  in  the  City 
and  County  and  but  nineteen  of  these  can  be  covered  with  the  present  force 
at  our  command.  I  would  earnestly  recommend  that  in  the  adoption  of  the 
next  budget  for  this  Department,  determined  effort  be  made  to  include  a  suffi- 
cient amount  to  enable  us  to  enlarge  the  scope  of  this  most  important  work. 


CHEMICAL   LABORATORY. 

A  full  report  of  the  work  performed  by  this  division  will  be  found  on  pages 
304-341,  and  particular  attention  is  called  to  the  work  performed  in  analysis 
of  milk,  and  also  that  of  the  drinking  water  supply,  samples  of  the  latter 
being  taken  at  regular  intervals  from  the  sources  of  Spring  Valley  supply,  and 
when  same  is  found  upon  examination  (both  chemical  and  bacteriological)  to 
be  in  any  way  contaminated,  the  water  company  is  at  once  notified  to  clean 
its  reservoirs  in  order  to  remove  the  cause  of  the  impurities. 

I  have  to  mention  in  this  connection  that  a  very  important  change  in  the 
drinking  water  supply  of  the  Golden  Gate  Park  has  been  effected,  soley  through 
the  efforts  of  this  Department.  Repeated  bacteriological  and  chemical  analysis 
of  the  water  supply  taken  from  pumps  and  wells  in  Golden  Gate  Park  showed 
the  presence  of  B.  Coli  Communis  and  nitrates,  and  persistent  and  repeated 
orders  to  discontinue  the  use  of  this  water  for  drinking  purposes  finally  re- 
sulted in  the  installation  of  Spring  Valley  water  service.  In  view  of  the  fact 
that  thousands  of  our  citizens  and  their  children  are  constant  attendants  at 
this  vast  playground  and  imbibing  freely  of  drinking  water,  it  became  a  great 
public  necessity  and  the  change  will  no  doubt  tend  to  minimize  the  danger  of 
dissemination  of  typhoid  or  kindred  water  borne  infections. 

The  position  of  toxicologist  which  had  long  been  attached  to  this  De- 
partment was  abolished  on  June  30th,  1910,  for  the  reason  that  all  of  the  work 
of  this  official  was  done  on  behalf  of  the  Coroner  of  the  City  and  County.  The 
last  named  official  has  now  taken  over  into  his  Department  this  phase  of  the 
work. 
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BACTERIOLOGICAL  LABORATORY. 

A  full  report  of  the  work  performed  in  this  division  will  be  found  on  i>a-<>s 
342-rt.  A  most  important  step  has  been  taken  in  connection  with  this 
work  through  the  medium  of  the  installation  of  an  automatic  incubator  for 
the  reception  of  diphtheria  cultures.  Long  experience  has  shown  that  swabs 
taken  from  the  throats  of  diphtheria  suspects,  very  often  persist  in  showing 
negative  despite  the  fact  that  the  victim  displayed  all  the  clinical  symptoms  of 
the  disease.  This  could  probably  be  accounted  for  in  many  different  ways,  but 
the  most  sensible  conclusion  that  could  be  arrived  at  was  that  notwithstanding 
the  fact  that  the  swabs  were  taken  on  sterilized  cotton,  they  may  have  lost 
considerably  by  absorption  through  not  having  been  promptly  deposited  in  the 
incubator.  To  overcome  this  difficulty,  tubes  were  prepared  containing  culture 
media  and  immediately  upon  a  swab  being  taken  it  is  deposited  directly  on  the 
media  and  the  tube  dropped  into  a  receptacle  automatically  kept  at  a  temper- 
ature 37%  centigrade  or  98%  Fah.  (blood  heat)  thus  insuring  a  proper  growth. 
Under  the  old  system  a  tube  deposited  in  a  box  or  basket  might  lay  for  hours 
before  being  deposited  in  the  incubator  and  from  twenty-four  to  thirty-six 
hours  would  elapse  in  many  cases  before  the  physician  could  get  a  report  on 
the  swab.  With  the  present  system'  a  tube  may  be  deposited  directly  in  the 
incubator  as  late  as  12  midnight  and  by  9  o'clock  the  following  morning  the 
bacteriologist  is  enabled  to  determine  the  nature  of  the  growth.  Since  the  in- 
auguration of  this  system  there  are  fewer  negative  swabs  and  as  a  consequence, 
the  physician  is  enabled  to  determine,  in  the  absence  of  positive  clinical  symp- 
toms, whether  the  use  of  diphtheritic  antitoxin  is  imperatively  necessary.  On 
June  15th,  1910  a  rule  was  established  whereby  all  physicians  attending  cases 
of  diphtheria  are  required  to  submit  two  swabs  taken  five  days  apart,  both  of 
which  must  show  negative  before  a  quarantine  can  be  released.  The  adoption  of 
this  measure  will,  without  a  doubt  result  in  diminishing  the  danger  of  infection 
from  children  who  might  otherwise  be  released  from  quarantine  while  the  bacillus 
may  yet  be  active. 

In  May  1910,  your  Health  Officer  called  the  attention  of  the  Board  to  the 
effect  that  inasmuch  as  this  city  is  located  on  the  edge  of  the  Western  hemisphere, 
and  the  influx  of  Hindus  and  other  Asiatics  with  the  consequent  danger  of  the 
importation  of  tropical  diseases  such  as  Amoeba,  Uncinariasis  (hook  worm), 
Beri  Beri,  etc.,  presented  a  conditions  of  affairs  that  would  require  the  attention 
of  the  Health  Department  to  properly  regulate,  it  was  recommended  that  the 
scope  of  the  work  of  the  Bacteriological  Laboratory  be  enlarged  to  the  extent 
of  adding  an  assistant  whose  duty  it  would  be  to  engage  in  research  Work  in 
connection  with  the  class  of  diseases  above  enumerated.  In  this  way  much', 
practical  and  valuable  work  can  be  accomplished  and  the  results  obtained  would 
not  alone  benefit  San  Francisco  and  the  Pacific  Coast,  but  the  entire  United 
States  as  well.  If  this  plan  were  adopted,  much  valuable  data  could  be  ac- 
cumulated in  statistical  form  and  through  the  medium  of  proper  publication  would 
prove  to  be  of  great  assistance  to  this  Department,  and  the  medical  fraternity  in- 
general.  On  July  7th  a  resolution  was  adopted  by  your  Honorable  Board  creat- 
ing the  Bureau  of  Tropical  Medicine,  to  be  attached  to  the  Bacteriological  division 
and  I  desire  at  this  time  to  urge  the  appointment  of  a  competent  man  to  carry 
on  this  feature  of  our  work. 


CITY  AND    COUNTY   HOSPITAL. 

Saturday,  November  20th,  1909,  when  the  corner  stone  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Hospital  (familiarly  known  as  the  City  and  County  Hospital)  was  laid  with 
befitting  ceremonies,  it  marked  the  beginning  of  an  epoch  in  the  history  of  the 
Health  Department  that  had  long  and  earnestly  been  waited  for.  In  order 
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to  fully  appreciate  the  magnitude  of  this  great  task  in  behalf  of  suffering  hu- 
manity. I  herewith  submit  an  extract  from  the  Municipal  Record  of  the  date 
of  Thursday,  January  21st,  1909,  giving  a  full  description  of  this  group  of  mag- 
nificent buildings,  together  with  a  sketch  of  the  buildings  as  submitted  by  the 
(  itv  Architect.* 


N    FRANCISCO    WILL    CONSTRUCT    THE    FINEST    AND    HANDSOMEST 
GROUP  OF  HOSPITAL  BUILDINGS  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES  AND 
EQUIP   THEM   WITH   THE   MOST    MODERN   APPLIANCES 
KNOWN   TO    MEDICAL    SCIENCE. 

With   the   completion  of  the  new  City   and  County    Hospital  which   is  to   be 

•  d  at  an  approximate  cost  of  $2,000,000  and  paid  for  with  funds  derived 
frjm  the  sale  of  bonds  of  the  1908  issue,  San  Francisco  will  have  the  finest  and 
handsomest  institution  of  the  kind  in  the  United  States.  When  the  Supervisors 
learned  that  the  site  of  the  old  hospital  on  Potrero  Avenue,  between  Twenty- 
Second  and  Twenty-Third  Streets  was  too  small  to  permit  of  the  construction 
_-roup  of  modern  and  up-to-date  buildings,  they  directed  the  acquisition  of 
two  blocks  of  land  between  San  Bruno  Avenue  and  Vermont  Street  as  an  addi- 
tional area.  A  portion  of  this  property  was  purchased  at  private  sale  and 
mnation  proceedings  were  instituted  in  cases  where  the  owners  had  fixed 
a  selling  price  entirely  disproportionate  with  the  value  of  their  holdings.  The 
vill  be  866  feet  long  by  760  feet  wide,  and  on  it  will  be  erected  three 
ir.ain  institutions — a  general  hospital,  a  hospital  for  the  treatment  of  infectious 

-HS  and  another  for  tubercular  patients.  In  addition  there  will  be  a  power 
house,  laundry,  morgue  and  ambulance  sheds  and  stables  so  situated 'that  they 
will  be  within  convenient  distance  of  the  main  buildings. 

The  arrangement  of  the  several  structures  will  permit  of  the  erection  in 
the  general  hospital  and  adjuncts  on  the  old  hospital  site  thus  obviating  the 

--ity  of  delay  in  building  while  the  additional  area  is  being  secured. 

City  Architect  Newton  J.  Tharp,  who  designed  the  buildings,  chose  the  old 
site  for  the  location  of  the  general  hospital  so  as  to  be  able  to  place  the  in- 
fectious disease  building  on  the  high  ground  at  the  northeast  corner  of  the 
rty  and  the  tuberculosis  hospital  at  the  southwest  corner  where  the  pa- 
tients will  have  the  advantage  of  air  and  sunlight.  The  Italian  renaissance  style 
of  architecture  was  followed  by  Tharp  in  designing  the  buildings,  which  will 
be  of  brick  of  rich  color  with  terra  cotta  trim.  The  grounds  will  be  laid  out 
with  green  lawns  and  bright  flowering  plants  to  add  to  the  attractiveness  of 

•ructures. 

The  general  hospital,  which  will  be  four  stories  high,  will  have  room  for 
512  beds.  It  will  be  constructed  so  that  if  later  it  is  found  necessary,  752 
beds  can  be  provided.  The  main  entrance  to  this  hospital  will  be  in  the  center  of 
the  Potrero  Avenue  frontage  and  persons  entering  or  leaving  the  building  will 
aipelled  to  pass  attendants  who  will  be  on  duty  day  and  night.  To  the  east 
and  in  the  rear  of  the  office  will  be  an  imposing  courtyard  leading  to  the  ad- 
ministration building  at  the  sides  of  which  will  be  the  several  wards.  These 
wards  will  run  east  and  west  and  be  connected  with  the  administration  building 
bv  a  wide  corridor  which  will  extend  the  entire  length  of  the  site  and  unite 
all  of  the  structures. 

The  receiving  building,  which  will  be  used  as  an  emergency  and  surgical 
pavilion,  will  be  located  on  the  north  end  of  the  site.  Between  it  and  the 
administration  building  will  be  two  surgical  ward  buildings,  each  four  stories 
high,  while  to  the  rear,  but  centrally  located  and  connected  with  the  main

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corridor,  will  be  the  main  service  building.  Two  medical  ward  pavilions,  also 
four  stories  high,  will  be  erected  to  the  east  of  the  administration  and  service 
buildings,  and  to  the  south  of  them  will  be  the  home  for  the  nurses.  In  the 
center  of  the  grounds  and  at  the  rear  of  the  service  building  will  be  a  power 
house  and  laundry;  to  the  north  and  close  to  the  emergency  pavilion  will  be 
the  sheds  and  stables.  The  morgue  will  be  placed  at  the  extreme  south  of  the 
site  and  so  arranged  that  a  view  of  its  entrance  will  be  impossible  from  the 
other  buildings. 

The  receiving  building  has  been  designed  with  a  four- fold  purpose;  to  re^ 
ceive  patients  entering  the  hospital  proper;  for  use  as  an  emergency  hospital; 
for  the  treatment  of  minor  cases  and  as  an  entrance  for  students  from  the 
medical  schools.  On  the  first  floor,  the  wards  will  accomodate  32  detention 
cases,  and  the  second  floor,  which  will  be  devoted  to  surgical  operations  and 
.surgical  cases,  will  have  two  amphitheaters,  each  furnished  for  75  persons.  An 
amphitheater  sufficiently  large  to  accommodate  200  persons 'will  be  located  on 
the  third  floor  and  is  to  be  used  for  clinical  purposes.  In  the  basement  there 
will  be  a  hydrotherapeutic  department  and  a  ward  for  the  treatment  of 
orthopadia. 

The  main  ward  buildings  will  be  divided  into  30  bed  units,  with  26  in  a 
ward  110x26  feet,  and  2  separation  wards  of  2  beds  each,  with  a  cubic  air 
space  of  1500  feet  for  each  patient.  In  the  middle  of  the  large  wards  on 
the  north  side  will  be  placed  a  sanitary  tower,  containing  toilet  accommodations 
disconnected  from  the  ward  by  a  cross-ventilated  lobby.  In  the  administration 
portion  of  the  wards  will  be  a  dressing  room  where  minor  operations  may  be 
performed  without  moving  the  patient  to  the  surgical  pavilion;  a  diet  kitchen 
with  dining  room  attached,  a  laboratory,  linen  room,  toilets  and  a  large 
solarium  will  be  provided  for  each  ward.  An  elevator  capable  of  carrying  a 
bed  and  four  attendants  will  be  constructed  in  each  ward  building.  A  large 
porch  on  the  south  side  of  the  first  floor  of  all  wards,  will  permit  of  patients 
being  wheeled  into  the  air,  and  sunlight.  The  roof  of  the  main  connecting  cor- 
ridor also  will  be  available  for  that  purpose. 

The  administration  building  will  be  three  stories  high.  Offices  for  the 
rsuperintendent,  Health  Board,  medical  corps  and  matron  and  a  reception  room 
will  occupy  the  first  floor.  The  two  upper  stories  will  be  devoted  to  the  use  of 
the  medical  staff  and  internes  and  also  will  contain  a  library  and  recreation 
rooms. 

In  the  rear  of  the  administration  building,  will  be  the  main  service  building. 
Located  at  the  center  of  the  main  corridor,  it  will  be  easy  of  access  from  the 
other  structures.  It  will  contain  a  large  kitchen;  a  serving  pantry  from  which 
all  food  will  be  served  for  removal  in  food  wagons  to  the  wards;  secondary 
serving  pantries  between  the  medical  staff  dining  room  and  nurses  dining  room, 
and  the  male  and  female  dining  rooms.  The  drug  and  linen  storerooms  also  will 
be  located  in  the  building.  The  two  upper  floors  will  be  furnished  as  quarters 
for  the  help.  In  the  basement  will  be  a  general  storeroom,  bake  oven  and 
apartment  for  the  clothing  of  patients. 

The  nurses'  home  will  be  situated  at  the  extreme  southern  end  of  the 
main  corridor  and  will  have  a  garden  facing  the  south  where  the  attendants  will 
be  able  to  enjoy  themselves  and  be  free  from  view  of  the  ward  windows.  A 
large  lecture  room,  social  hall,  recreation  rooms  and  a  suite  for  the  home 
matron  will  be  situated  on  the  first  floor.  The  two  upper  stories  will  be  ar- 
ranged for  the  120  nurses  who  will  be  employed  in  the  hospital. 

The  laundry  and  power  house  will  be  in  the  center  of  the  group  formed 
by  the  general,  infectious  diseases  and  tubercular  hospitals  so  as  to  give  equal 
distribution  and  minimum  length  to  the  steam  mains,  etc.  All  clothing  sent  to 
the  laundry  will  be  passed  through  a  steam  disinfector  before  being  turned 
over  to  the  laundry  hands.  In  addition  to  the  large  boilers  for  heating  and 
hot  water  services,  there  will  be  a  generating  plant  which  will  provide  light 
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and  also  power  to  operate  the  elevators;  a  refrigerating  plant  to  supply  the  ice 
needed  for  the  several  hospitals:  a  vacuum  cleaning  apparatus  and  an  incinerator 
to  destroy  the  garbage,  old  bedding,  and  clothes.  Tunnels  will  connect  this 
building  with  the  three  main  institutions  and  in  the  tunnels  will  be  laid  the 
steam,  hot  and  cold  water  mains  and  other  conduits.  When  bodies  are  being 
removed  from  any  of  the  wards  to  the  morgue  they  will  be  carried  through 
these  tunnels,  thus  sparing  the  patients,  as  well  as  visitors,  all  depressing 
sights. 

In  the  ambulance  sheds  and  stables  will  be  housed  two  vans  for  general 
use  and  one  for  the  removal  of  patients  having  infectious  diseases.  Care  will 
be  exercised  in  keeping  these  ambulances  as  much  apart  as  possible. 

The  morgue  will  be  provided  with  two  autopsy  rooms  and  a  demonstration 
room  which  will  accommodate  between  75  and  100  students.  The  laboratories 
and  a  pathological  room  will  be  situated  on  the  upper  floor.  The  roof  will  be 
arranged  to  accommodate  dogs,  rabbits,  guinea  pigs,  and  other  animals  used  in 
research  work. 

The  infectious  diseases  hospital  will  consist  of  two  two-story  ward  build- 
ings. Each  floor  will  be  divided  into  two  units,  each  unit  to  be  composed  of  a 
nine,  three  and  two  bed  ward  constructed  to  provide  2000  cubic  feet  of  air 
space  for  each  patient.  By  this  subdivision  eight  units  of  fourteen  beds  each 
are  secured.  An  open  porch  on  the  south  side  of  the  building  will  give  sunlight 
and  air  to  the  wards.  The  administration  building  connected  with  this  hospital 
will  afford  quarters  for  the  medical  officers,  three  internes  and  twenty-five 
nurses.  The  kitchen,  dining  rooms,  and  apartments  for  the  help  will  be  located 
in  a  service  building,  two  stories  high.  Entrance  to  the  hospital  will  be 
from  Vermont  Street  and  at  the  gateway  will  be  an  office  with  rooms  for 
the  gate  keeper. 

In  the  buildings  for  the  tubercular  patients  every  modern  improvement 
known  to  medical  science  will  be  installed.  The  patients  will  be  divided  into 
two  classes — incipient  and  advanced.  The  incipient  patients  will  be  treated 
in  a  one-story  arcade,  open  on  the  south  but  protected  from  the  wind,  while 
the  advanced  patients  will  be  housed  in  two  story  wards  provided  with  shutters 
that  can  be  thrown  open  at  the  discretion  of  the  medical  attendants.  A  porch 
will  afford  the  patients  on  the  ground  floor  an  opportunity  to  exercise  in  the 
air  and  sunlight,  while  those  in  the  upper  wards  will  use  the  roof  of  the  main 
corridor.  Between  the  wards  and  the  arcade  will  be  the  service  and  administra- 
tion buildings  connected  by  an  open  corridor.  Adjoining  these  will  be  the 
dining  rooms  with  a  special  diet  kitchen  for  the  incipient  patients,  an  operating 
room  and  a  laboratory  for  research  work.  A  resident  medical  superintendent, 
matron,  six  nurses  and  other  help  will  have  accommodations  in  a  special  ad- 
ministration building,  but  when  not  on  duty,  they  will  sleep  in  the  main  in- 
stitution. The  entrance  to  this  hospital  also  will  be  from  Vermont  Street  and 
an  attendant  at  the  gate  lodge  will  prevent  the  entrance  of  visitors  not  bearing 
cards  entitling  them  to  admission. 

This  should  prove  to  be  of  much  interest  to  the  medical  fraternity  of  San 
Francisco  in  particular  and  to  the  country  in  general,  as  when  these  buildings 
are  completed,  San  Francisco  will  enjoy  the  distinction  of  possessing  the  best 
institution  of  its  kind  in  the  United  States. 

It  might  be  well  to  mention  in  this  connection  that  at  the  present  time 
the  City  and  County  Hospital  is  conducted  in  a  group  of  temporary  buildings  at 
Ingleside,  which  is  practically  a  suburb  of  the  city  and  on  account  of  its  in- 
accessibility, and  the  crude  character  of  the  buildings,  is  not  the  most  ideal 
place  for  a  hospital  location,  but  stern  necessity  demanded  that  the  city  sick 
be  housed  in  some  fashion  and  this  was  the  only  means  at  the  command  of 
this  Department,  the  use  of  the  buildings  in  question  being  given  to  the  city 
rent  free,  and  without  one  cent  of  expense,  through  the  generosity  of  Mr. 
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Thomas  H.  Williams,  who  by  his  action  has  exemplified  the  highest  type  of 
^splendid  citizenship. 

At  the  present  time  acute  city  cases  are  being  sent  to  the  Hahnemann,  Lane 
and  University  of  California  Hospitals,  and  the  average  number  of  patients  in 
each  hospital  is  thirty-five  per  day,  these  institutions  handling  these  cases  for 
the  city  at  the  rate  of  $10  per  week  per  patient. 

The  new  Infirmary  building  which  is  to  be  a  part  of  the  Relief  Home,  lo- 
cated on  what  is  known  as  the  "Almshouse  Tract"  is  to  be  used  for  hospital 
purposes,  the  intention  being  to  remove  thereto  the  city  cases  now  in  private 
hospitals  and  such  acute  cases  as  are  intended  for  the  City  and  County  Hospital. 
This  building  will  be  used  for  the  purpose  mentioned  until  the  completion  of  the 
.'San  Francisco  Hospital. 

EMERGENCY  HOSPITALS. 

It  is  with  extreme  pleasure  that  I  am  able  to  announce  that  the  Harbor 
Emergency  Hospital  located  for  some  years  in  a  ramshackle  wooden  building  at 
the  intersection  of  Mission  and  East  Streets,  has  been  removed  to  a  modern  brick 
building  on  Clay  Street  between  Drumm  and  East  Streets.  This  hospital  can 
safely  be  said  to  be  a  thoroughly  equipped  institution  for  handling  emergency 
cases  and  certainly  fills  a  long  felt  want.  The  building  has  two  entrances,  one 
on  Clay  Street  and  on  one  Commercial  Street.  The  building,  having  been 
constructed  according  to  specific  plans,  for  hospital  purposes,  will  no  doubt 
at  the  expiration  of  five  years,  revert  to  the  city  as  a  part  of  its  holdings.

In  connection  with  the  report  of  the  Isolation  Hospital,  I  would  particularly 
call  attention  to  the  fact  that  within  the  past  year  two  new  buildings,  one  for 
the  care  of  smallpox  patients  and  one  for  the  housing  of  the  Leper  colony, 
have  been  completed  and  are  now  occupied.  The  reports  of  Health  Officers 
of  this  Deparment  for  many  years  past  have  repeatedly  dwelt  upon  the 
sadly  neglected  condition  of  the  Leper  Division.  It  seemed  as  if  the  gates 
of  mercy  had  been  shut  upon  these  unfortunate  people  and  it  looked  as  if 
they  were  merely  abandoned  to  their  fate,  but  thanks  to  urgent,  persistent 
;and  well  directed  effort,  proper  places  of  habitation  with  modern  appliances 
and  conveniences  have  at  last  been  secured  and  the  agitation  of  years  has 
finally  resulted  happily.

To  The  Honorable,  The  Board  of  Health. 

Gentlemen: — I  have   the   honor  to   submit   to  you  the   annual  report  of  the 

Department  of  Medical  Inspection  of  Schools.  The  work  of  inspection  covers- 
19  schools  in  the  thickly  settled  parts  of  the  city,  with  an  enrollment  of  10,300 
pupils. 

The  work  of  the  4  nurses  in  our  Department,  both  in  the  school  and  the 
home,  has  shown  excellent  results.  Upon  inspection  following  the  summer 
vacation,  it  was  seen  that  many  pupils  received  medical  care,  and  more  complied 
to  the  State  Vaccination  Law. 

Following  is  a  summary  of  the  work  performed  during  the  fiscal  year 
beginning  July  1,  1909,  and  ending  July  1,  1910.  The  summary  has  been 
compiled  from  the  Department's  weekly  and  monthly  reports  for  the  year.

It   will  be    seen    from    the   tabulation   that    56   pupils   have    been    treated   by 
operation  and  that  116  have  been  cared  for  medically  by  the  family  physician. 
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This  shows  that  1.7%  have  been  treated  for  various  diseases  outside  of  the 
school.  The  results  are  gratifying  because  the  conditions  cared  for  are  ones 
entirely  overlooked  by  the  parent,  but  tending  to  impede  the  progress  of  the 
child  in  school. 

During  the  year  4,982  pupils  were  treated  by  the  school  nurses,  the 
various  ailments  consisting  of  impetigo,  ringworm,  pediculosis,  lacerations, 
abrasions,  etc. 

Through  medical  inspection  which  is  aboslutely  necessary,  50%  of  the 
pupils  have  received  medical  attention. 

From  figures  for  the  year,  we  find  that  90%  of  the  pupils  were  successfully 
vaccinated. 

From  March  1st,  1910,  2,207  pupils  were  physically  examined  by  the 
Medical  Inspector.

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  1%  of  the  pupils  are  suffering  from  organic 
heart  disease,  and  doubly  interesting  when  we  remark  that  this  condition  prevails 
in  the  schools  at  the  extreme  northern  and  southern  sections  of  the  city.  We 
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attribute  the  disease  to  lack  of  proper  food.     From  the  same  cause,  we  have  the 
number  suffering  from  anaemia. 

By  far  the  most  numerous  of  the  defects  found  were  those  affecting  the 
nose  and  throat.  Of  the  pupils  examined,  10%  had  adenoids;  30%  had  hyper- 
trophied  tonsils.  It  is  well  known  that  many  nervous  troubles  are  due  to  this 
condition,  the  result  being  impeded  progress  at  school. 

The  work  of  this  Department  has  been  materially  aided  by  the  co-operation 
of  the  Board  of  Education.  Without  the  assistance  of  the  Board,  the  work  would 
be  almost  impossible.

Dear  Sir:  I  herewith  submit  a  report  of  the  work  done  in  the  Chemical 
Laboratory  during  the  fiscal  year  of  1909-1910.  The  report  is  not  as  voluminous 
nor  are  the  explanations  as  extensive  as  they  would  have  been  if  the  work  had 
all  been  done  under  my  direction,  but  owing  to  the  change  in  the  administration 
of  the  Health  Office,  eight  months  of  the  work  done  during  July,  August,  Sep- 
tember, October,  November  and  December  of  1909,  and  January  and  February 
of  1910,  was  done  under  the  direction  of  my  predecessor,  C.  W.  Beaver,  and  his 
assistants,  Messrs.  C.  F.  Hoyt  and  Robert  A.  Jones.  The  work  of  March,  April, 
May  and  June  of  1910  was  done  by  the  present  staff  of  the  Chemical  Labora- 
tory, Mr.  Fred  West,  First  Assistant  Chemist,  and  Mr.  George  Ahlers,  Second 
Assistant  Chemist,  with  the  undersigned  as  Chief  Chemist  and  director  of  the 
work. 

For  details  of  the  work  done  by  my 'predecessor  and  his  assistants,  would 
most  respectfully  refer  you  to  the  Monthly  Bulletin  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Health,  since  this  is  my  only  source  of  information.  The  reports  of  Chief 
Chemist  C.  W.  Beaver  are  both  voluminous  and  comprehensive  and  give  a 
better  idea  in  every  respect  of  the  methods  employed  and  the  finindgs  obtained, 
and  also  the  court  cases  than  I  can  give  in  a  brief  review.  For  the  purpose  of 
avoiding  lengthy  explanations,  I  have  tabulated  the  results  by  series  for  each 
month.  The  comparative  Table  No.  1,  shows  the  work  done  in  the  laboratory 
each  month,  and  is  merely  a  recapitulation  and  condensation  published  in  the 
Monthly  Bulletin.  This  table  shows  that  a  grand  total  of  4,167  samples  of 
various  foods  and  waters  were  analyzed  during  the  year.  This  total  consisted 
of  3,229  samples  of  milk,  279  meats,  379  water,  68  condensed  milk,  149  meat 
brine,  13  coloring  material,  57  miscellaneous,  and  28  toxicological.  This  table 
also  shows  the  number  of  samples  of  each  series  found  below  standard  and 
adulterated,  also  the  total  of  fines  obtained  each  month  and  a  grand  total  for 
the  year. 

Table  No.  2  is  devoted  entirely  to  the  milk  work.  This  shows  the  number 
of  samples  analyzed  and  those  found  below  the  standard  in  butter  fat  and  total 
solids.  The  standard  for  the  butter  fat  is  the  same  for  every  month  throughout 
the  year,  viz.:  3.4%;  total  solids,  not  fat,  8.5%.  This  table  gives  both  the 
number  of  samples  and  percentages  so  that  the  variation  in  the  quality  of  the 
milk  supplied  to  San  Francisco  each  month  can  be  seen  at  a  glance. 

The  arrests  during  the  present  administration  were  made  on  samples  which 
showed  3.2%  butter  fat  and  less,  and  on  solids  not  fat,  8%.  These  standards 
were  taken  for  arrests  because  they  conformed  to  the  State  Milk  Law. 

The  meats  and  meat  brines  were  analyzed  for  preservatives.  The  brines 
showed  the  absence  of  preservatives,  while  a  large  percentage  of  the  hamburg 
steaks  analyzed  showed  the  presence  of  sulphites  in  large  quantities.  All  cases 
where  sulphites  were  found  present  were  arrested,  and  fines  ranging  from  tern  to 
fifty  dollars  obtained. 
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Table  No.  3  gives  the  complete  analysis  of  samples  of  water,  showing 
source,  where  taken  and  the  results  obtained.  The  samples  of  water  were 
analyzed  according  to  the  "Report  of  Committee  on  Standard  Methods  of  Water 
Analysis  to  the  Laboratory  Section  of  the  American  Public  Health  Association,'' 
as  given  in  Supplement  Xo.  1,  May,  1905,  in  the  Journal  of  Infectious  Diseases. 

In  conclusion,  would  state  that  the  methods  employed  in  the  analysis  of  all 
samples  of  foods  were  those  recommended  and  prescribed  by  the  Association  of 
Official  Agricultural  Chemists  and  the  United  States  Pharmacopoea.

Report  of  Bacteriologist 


San  Francisco,  July  1,  1910. 
To  the  Health  Officer — 

Sir:  In  submitting  to  you  my  annual  report  of  work  performed  in  the 
Bacteriological  Laboratory,  I  beg  leave  to  make  the  following  comments: 

There  have  been  a  number  of  advancements  made  to  facilitate  and  improve 
the  work  in  this  Department. 

In  order  to  reduce  the  quarantine  in  diphtheritic  cases  two  negative  swabs 
are  necessary,  five  days  apart.  It  has  come  to  our  notice  that,  at  times,  after 
.a  negative  we  have  received  a  positive  swab.  This  decreases  the  danger  of 
contamination. 

An  electric  incubator  has  been  installed  on  the  lower  floor  of  the  Depart- 
ment with  a  chute  entering  from  the  front  window  so  that  as  soon  as  the  culture 
is  brought  to  the  office,  irrespective  of  the  hour,  it  is  cultivated,  by  which 
means  we  are  able  to  save  the  physician  some  hours  in  diagnosis. 

The  physician  or  inspector  may  obtain  both  swabs  and  blood  serum  tubes  at 
the  Department  or  drug  stores  (free  of  charge)  containing  data  as  to  their  ap- 
plication. In  this  way  DIRECT  CULTURES  are  made  from  the  throats,  and  at 
any  time  of  the  day  or  night  may  be  cultivated  at  this  office  through  a  chute 

with  the  outside.  Thus,  if  Dr.  X is  called  to  case  at  10  p.  m.,  or  after 

the  office  is  closed,  he  makes  his  own  culture,  which  he  drops  in  the  chute 
incubator,  and  the  next  morning  receives  his  diagnosis.  He  is,  therefore,  saved 
many  hours  in  diagnosis. 

Swabs,  where  no  diptheria  is  shown,  are  given  a  report  as  to  the  exact 
variety  of  bacteria  present,  such  as  staphylococci,  streptococci,  diplococci,  etc., 
instead  of  the  old  negative  report.  Also  these  are  stained  for  the  Spirillum  of 
Vincent,  and  the  physician  notified  if  they  are  present. 

All  positive  slides  are  retained  in  the  Department  for  three  months  so  that 
the  physician  is  privileged  to  look  over  his  own  slides  in  case  he  be  in  doubt. 

We  have  been  experimenting  of  late  with  the  amoebae,  especially  those 
obtained  from  vegetables  which  have  been  irrigated  with  contaminated  water. 
This  we  are  doing  by  cultivating  with  media  and  by  experimentation  with 
kittens. 

We  have  had  an  increase  in  about  10%  of  the  total  examinations.

EXPLANATION   OF    TABLES. 

The  forms,  tables  and  reports  found  in  the  following  pages  are  only 
slightly  modified  from  last  year,  with  however,  the  addition  of  diagramatic 
charts. 

In  having  our  financial  report  presented  in  the  same  manner  as  in  many 
of  the  Eastern  hospitals  we  have  been  both  interested  and  instructed  by  com- 
paring their  costs  with  ours. 
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We  expect  that  in  the  next  annual  report  we  will  be  able  to  also  show  the 
<;ost  of  operating  the  different  departments  of  the  hospital.  These  tables  will 
show  the  difference  in  cost  of  treating  surgical,  medical,  tubercular  and  in- 
fectious cases,  also  the  cost  of  each  nurse  to  the  hospital  and  similar  instructive 
information. 

By  reference  to  the  tables  found  in  the  excellent  report  of  the  hospital  for 
1396  and  1897  presented  by  Dr.  J.  M.  Williamson,  Superintendent  Physician  at 

-ime.  we  are  able  to  carry  several  of  our  tables  back  to  the  year  1872, 
which  was  the  time  the  hospital  was  moved  to  the  Potrero  Avenue  site. 

The  diagraraatic  table  showing  the  relation  between  the  daily  average 
number  of  patients  treated  and  the  population  of  the  city  demonstrates  clearly 
how  inadequately  the  city  has  provided  for  its  indigent  sick.  The  completion 
of  the  new  hospital  so  earnestly  looked  forward  to  by  us  will  however  relieve 
this  and  remove  this  stigma  from  our  city. 

STATE  AID. 

We  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  we  annually  treat  many 
patients  who  have  no  legal  residence  in  this  city,  in  fact  the  majority  of  them 
Tiave  no  legal  residence  anywhere.  As  such  cases  from  all  over  the  State 
naturally  gravitate  to  this  city,  it  is  no  more  than  right  that  the  State  as  a  whole 
should  care  for  them,  thus  reducing  the  expense  of  this  city  for  such  work. 

The  State  law  provides  that  residents  of  other  counties  being  treated  here 
must  be  paid  for  by  the  county  of  which  they  are  a  resident,  but  makes  no  pro- 
vision relative  to  people  having  no  legal  residence. 

We  believe  that  it  would  well  repay  this  city  to  take  up  the  matter  at  the 
-next  Legislature  and  see  if  some  equable  arrangement  cannot  be  made. 

THE   RED    PLAGUE. 

By  reference  to  our  statistical  table  you  will  find  that  we  have  treated  152 
«ases  that  were  suffering  with  venereal  troubles  (gonorrhea,  syphilis,  chan- 
croid), or  in  other  words  6.4%  of  the  entire  number  of  patients  treated. 

As  a  class  these  cases  insist  on  leaving  before  they  are  cured,  in  fact, 
they  are  still  in  a  condition  to  infect  others,  and  we  have  no  authority  to  pre- 
vent them.  When  they  break  rules  and  are  unruly,  etc.,  which  is  very  common 
with  these  cases,  the  only  punishment  we  have  is  to  discharge  them.  So  that 
it  frequently  becomes  a  serious  matter  to  decide  which  is  best  for  .the  city  as 
a  whole.  Whether  to  let  them  practically  demoralize  the  institution  or  whether 
to  send  them  out  while  still  in  a  condition  to  infect  others. 

For  the  good  of  the  community  in  our  opinion  they  should  be  committed 
by  Court  Order  to  a  benevolent  hospital  detention  where  the  authorities  would 
be  able  to  enforce  the  rules  of  the  institution  and  the  patients  could  be  treated 
until  cured  and  could  be  kept  until  they  are  no  longer  a  menace  to  themselves, 
their  families,  their  friends,  and  the  community  at  large.  Possibly,  this  could 
"be  done  by  compelling  each  one  suffering  from  any  of  the  above  diseases  to  sign 
before  a  commission  a  paper  authorizing  it  to  detain  them,  forcibly  if  necessary, 
nntil  such  time  as  medical  opinion  deems  its  safe  for  them  to  mingle  with  the 
•world  at  large. 

Such   a  measure  would   I  believe  reduce   the  red  plague  in   this   community. 

THE  WHITE   PLAGUE. 

The  same  may  be  said  of  tubercular  cases  as  has  just  been  said  of  veneral 

-      They  leave  continually  because  they  do  not  want  to  obey  some  mutually 

benevolent  rule  or  we  are  compelled  to  discharge  them  for  drunkenness  or  some 

other  similar   cause.      They   stay   out   a   few   days   and  then   come   back   to   us   in 

-much    worse    physical    condition    than    when    they    left.      During    the    time    that 
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they  are  away  from  here  they  are  an  active  source  of  infection  for  others.. 
One  man  has  left  and  been  readmitted  six  times  during  the  year. 

I  believe  that  we  should  have  some  way  of  controlling  the  patient  in  thi» 
form  of  contagious  disease 

The  tents  supplied  some  time  ago  by  the  Associated  Charities  have  given 
excellent  service  and  have  been  habitable  even  during  the  worst  winter  storms. 

The  extra  nourishment  which  we  have  been  able  to  supply  in  all  tubercular 
cases  where  ordered  has  been  a  great  help  and  we  are  glad  to  state  that  our 
appropriation  for  the  next  fiscal  year  will  be  such  as  to  permit  us  to  continue 
this. 

We  have  finally  after  many  efforts  been  able  to  get  some  of  these  cases 
interested  in  making  and  caring  for  small  vegetable  gardens,  so  that  the  table 
in  the  tubercular  wards  is  frequently  supplied  with  green  vegetables  with  which 
we  could  not  otherwise  supply  them  on  account  of  the  increased  cost. 

By  reference  to  the  appended  Morbidity  Tables,  you  will  see  that  we  have 
treated  505  tubercular  cases  during  the  year  or  21%  of  all  cases  treated. 

ALCOHOLICS   AND    DRUG    FIENDS. 

As  in  the  last  two  annual  reports  we  would  call  your  attention  to  the  need 
of  being  able  to  properly  segregate  acute  and  chronic  alcoholics,  epileptics,  drug; 
fiends  and  criminals  in  order  to  give  them  proper  treatment.  We  believe  that 
such  cases  should  be  put  in  a  separate  institution  and  should  be  kept  there 
until  cured. 

TRAINING   SCHOOLS. 

On  the  1st  of  March,  1910,  Miss  Parsons,  Superintendent  of  Nurses  re- 
signed and  the  vacancy  was  filled  by  Miss"  Olive  McGinnes,  a  graduate  of  the- 
French  Hospital  of  this  city,  who  had  been  employed  for  several  months  a& 
head  nurse  of  the  male  tubercular  ward  at  this  hospital. 

We  continue  to  employ  eight  graduate  nurses  and  have  found  this  to  be 
very  useful  both  from  the  hospital  standpoint  of  administration  and  from  the- 
standpoint  of  the  visiting  physicians  and  surgeons. 

The  detailed  report  which  will  be  found  appended  shows  that  we  have 
made  a  net  gain  of  13  in  the  number  of  nurses  bringing  our  total  including- 
graduates  up  to  37  or  1  to  every  1Q  patients.  This  although  not  as  many  a» 
we  could  use,  still  is  a  decided  gain  over  last  year  when  we  only  had  1  to  every 
14  patients. 

The  school  for  male  nurses  or  orderlies  has  continued  and  has  proven  to- 
be  a  very  desirable  step.  In  this  school  we  now  have  7  men. 

SOCIAL    SERVICE. 

We  wish  again  to  call  to  your  attention  and  most  earnest  consideration  the 
advisibility  of  establishing  at  this  hospital  a  social  service  department  as  has- 
been  done  in  many  of  the  Eastern  hospitals  with  marked  success. 

The  person  presiding  over  this  department  would  assist  us  in  providing 
for  the  wants  or  necessities  of  patients  which  are  outside  the  purely  medical  and 
surgical  condition  for  which  they  are  admitted.  By  keeping  in  touch  with 
the  Associated  Charities,  the  Hebrew  Board  of  Relief,  the  San  Francisco 
Association  for  the  Study  and  Prevention  of  Tuberculosis,  The  California  Club- 
and  other  similar  organizations,  this  department  would  assist  us  in  discharging- 
patients  earlier  thus  permitting  us  to  care  for  a  larger  number  from  the  con- 
tinual stream  of  patients  applying  for  treatment. 

The    inspection   of   all    cases   applying   for    admission   has   been    continued    by 
the   Inspector  of  Hospitals  and  has  been  found  to  be  decidedly  useful. 

The  collection  of  $15  a  month  has  not  been  very  successful,  as  while  ia 
our  present  quarters  we  have  hardly  felt  justified  in  forcing  this  payment  front 
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all    those    able    to    pay    it,    but    have    confined    the    collection    to    those    who    have 
volunteered  payment. 

This  has  amounted  to  only  $95   during  the  year. 

SCPPLIES. 

The  supplies  received  during  the  year  have  given  great  satisfaction,  and 
have  been  uniformly  according  to  the  contract  specifications,  except  in  a  few 
minor  instances  which  were  undoubtedly  not  intentional. 

IMPROVEMENTS   AND   REPAIRS. 

The  following  repairs,  improvements  and  new  apparatus  have  been  in- 
stalled during  the  year  and  paid  for  out  of  our  regular  appropriation 

Cottase  No.  8  has  been  fixed  up  for  the  accommodation  of  internes.  The 
four  rooms  were  sealed  inside  with  tongue  and  groove,  a  bathtub,  toilet,  sink 
and  stoves  were  installed,  also  the  rooms  were  completely  furnished. 

Concrete  floors  have  been  laid  in  the  butcher  shop  and  vegetable  room. 

The   west    end   of   section    "M"    has   been   fitted   up    as    a    stable    with   nine 

and  complies  with  all   of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  this  city  governing 

There    is    a    concrete    floor  with    concrete    area   walls    and   manure    bin: 

-also    a    rat-proof    feed    room;    oak   racks    for    the    horses    to    stand    on;    a    gutter 

connects  with  the  main  sewer  and  patent   feed  boxes. 

The  root  of  "A"  Ward  for  male  tubercular  cases  began  to  sag  consider- 
.ably  after  being  covered  with  the  felt  and  tar  and  necessitated  bracing  at 
considerable  expense. 

The  re-arrangement  of  plumbing  in  "A"  Ward  and  "I"  Ward  and  the 
installation  of  the  new  hoppers  in  "A",  "K"  and  "Itb"  has  been  done  at 
considerable  expense. 

The  male  employees  quarters  in  "C"  Ward  have  been  improved  with  new 
flooring  throughout.  Four  rooms  have  also  been  fitted  up  for  female  employees. 

We  have  installed  a  Hobart  electric  meat  grinder  in  the  butcher  shop  and 
-also  a  24-qt.  North  Bros.  Machine  Ice  Cream  Freezer,  with  two  24-qt.  packing 
tubs  and  cans  which  is  run  by  the  same  motor  as  the  meat  grinder. 

Each  patients  bed  is  now  supplied  with  a  history  board  on  which  is 
designated  the  service  and  number  and  also  a  clip  for  holding  the  history 
sheets. 

Special  bottles  have  been  provided  for  sending  urine  to  the  laboratories  and 
labels  furnished  for  them. 

A  two-wheel  hand  cart  has  been  provided  for  each  building.  These  are 
used  for  transporting  supplies  from  the  store  rooms  to  the  Wards. 

The  following  improvements  have  been  paid  for  with  money  especially  pro- 
vided by  the  Supervisors. 

The  roofs  of  all  the  buildings  used  by  us  were  covered  with  felt  and  tar 
before  the  onset  of  winter  so  that  we  have  had  no  trouble  with  leaks  during 
the  rainy  season.  This  was  done  at  a  cost  of  $2,000.  The  male  medical  Ward 
containing  100  beds  was  found  too  large  to  be  properly  handled  and  was  cut 
Into  two  Wards  with  also  two  isolation  rooms.  This  arrangement  has  proven 
very  satisfactory.  This  was  done  at  a  cost  of  $1,200. 

By  an  appropriation  of  $1,500  we  have  been  enabled  to  install  a  modern 
X-Ray  outfit  equal  to  any  in  this  country,  and  to  have  a  room  partitioned  off 
in  which  to  use  it,  also  a  dark  room  connected.  The  outfit  consists  of  a  Kny 
Scherer  interrupterless  machine,  a  compression  diaphragm,  tube  stand,  lead 
screen  and  all  the  appurtenances  for  developing  plates. 

On  acco\mt  of  the  necessity  of  moving  from  here  shortly  the  amount  of 
permanent  improvements  during  the  last  few  months  has  been  practically  nil, 
=as  we  have  confined  our  efforts  to  simply  doing  urgent  repairs. 
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THE  NEW  HOSPITAL. 

The  great  progress  made  on  the  construction  of  the  new  hospital  during  the

Report  of  Relief  Home 


San  Francisco.   Aug.    1.    1910. 
To   the  Honorable  Board   of  Health,    San   Francisco. 

Gentlemen: — I  have  the  honor  to  present  you  herewith  a  report  for  the 
fiscal  year  1909-1910: 

The  appropriation  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Relief  Home  for  the  year 
amounted  to  $175,000,  all  of  which  was  used;  and  in  addition  we  had  a  deficit 
of  $900.00  The  total  cost  for  the  year  averages  37  cents  per  inmate  per  day,  a 
figure  which  compares  well  with  that  of  other  institutions  of  a  like  nature. 

In  August  1909  we  constructed  with  inmate  labor,  at  a  small  cost  to  the  City, 
a  reinforced  concrete  building  which  is  now  used  as  an  ice  and  cold  storage  plant. 
Since  the  completion  of  this  plant  we  have  furnished  without  charge,  to  the 
City  and  County  Hospital,  about  three  ton  of  ice  weekly,  beside  supplying  our 
own  needs. 

We  also,  with  inmate  labor,  built  a  concrete 'building  35x75  feet  which  is 
now  used  as  workshops.  In  this  building  we  have  our  paint  shop,  carpenter 
shop,  electrical  shop,  tailor  and  shoemaker.  The  upper  portion  of  this  building 
is  built  as  a  ward  to  accommodate  50  inmates  . 

Another  building  constructed  by  inmate  labor  is  the  addition  to  the  engine 
house,  built  of  reinforced  concrete,  20x50. 

All  the  above  buildings  were  constructed  between  July  1st.  1909  and 
January  1st  of  this  year. 

No  new  work  in  the  shape  of  construction  has  been  commenced  since  your 
Honorable  Board  has  taken  office,  inasmuch  as  the  Superintendent  understood 
it  was  not  the  desire  of  the  Administration  to  use  inmate  labor  in  construction 
work  of  any  kind. 

The  Infirmary  Building  which  is  being  constructed  under  bond  issue  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Board  of  Works  was  to  have  been  completed  in  August  of 
last  year  but  is,  at  the  filing  of  this  report,  still  uncompleted.  It  should  be 
finished,  however,  within  the  next  sixty  days. 

I  would  recommend  that  your  Board  endeavor  to  induce  the  Supervisors 
to  set  aside  a  sum  of  money  yearly  for  the  purpose  of  converting  our  wooden 
buildings  into  fireproof  structures,  preferably  reinforced  concrete.  This  could 
be  done  by  building  one  ward  a  year  out  of  the  tax  levy  and  gradually  replacing 
the  pavilions  now  occupied  as  the  Relief  Home.  There  are  at  present  twelve 
pavilions  in  addition  to  buildings  Xo.  3  and  4  used  for  detention  cases.  Re- 
placing one  of  these  buildings  each  year  would  not  necessitate  a  bond  issue, 
would  carry  the  construction  over  a  long  period  of  time,  and  would  give  the 
City  buildings  of  a  permanent  and  fireproof  character.  While  the  present  build- 
ings are  new,  they  are  of  wooden  construction,  and  housing  thirteen  hundred 
aged  and  crippled  people,  they  are  a  constant  fire  menace  and  should  be  replaced 
as  soon  as  possible  with  fireproof  structures. 

Another  recommendation  I  would  make  at  this  time  is  that  land  be  purchased 
from  the  Sutro  Estate  to  enlarge  the  area  occupied  by  the  Home.  The  ground  of 
the  tract  contains  88  acres,  30  of  which  are  on  the  other  side  of  the  Laguna 
Honda  Road  and  comparatively  inaccessible  to  this  institution.  If  40  to  50  acres 
were  purchased  from  the  Sutro  Estate  directly  North  and  East  of  the  institution, 
it  would  enable  us  to  make  use  of  the  40  acres  owned  by  the  City  on  Twin 
Peaks,  thus  adding  80  acres  to  the  available  ground  of  the  Home.  This  ground 
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could  be  used  for  raising  vegetables  and  for  pasturage  for  our  dairy  herd.  At 
present  we  are  milking  25  cows,  which  produce  one  half  the  amount  of  milk 
needed  for  daily  consumption  in  the  institution.  The  milk  produced  costs  the 
institution  one-half  as  much  as  that  which  we  purchase.  As  our  bill  for  milk 
runs  about  $260.00  a  month,  the  purchase  of  this  land  would  be  a  saving  on  milk 
alone,  of  $120.00  a  month.  It  would  therefore  not  take  many  years  for  the 
land  to  pay  for  itself  in  the  savings  effected. 

Our  power  plant  has  been  completely  overhauled  and  new  machinery  in- 
stalled. A  75  K.  W.  Electric  Generator  is  now  in  operation  and  a  50  K.  W. 
machine  is  to  be  installed  during  the  next  sixty  days. 

In  November,  1909,  we  purchased  and  installed  a  new  Dean  Pump  which 
has  given  great  satisfaction,  and  we  have  not  had  our  usual  summer  fear  of 
a  water  famine.  In  this  connection  I  have  to  call  attention  to  my  recommenda- 
tion that  our  wells  be  deepened  and  connected  with  our  pump  plant  in  the 
proper  manner,  the  method  which  is  now  used  being  obsolete  and  unsatisfactory. 
The  deepening  of  the  wells  might  insure  us  a  better  supply  of  water  than  that 
which  we  are  now  obtaining,  the  present  water  being  very  hard  and  of  an 
alkali  nature. 

I  would  also  recommend  that  the  ten  upper  dormatories  of  the  buildings  .be 
properly  ventilated,  the  only  ventilation  they  have  at  present  being  obtained  from 
the  windows. 

An  appropriation  should  be  obtained  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  dairy  herd. 
Our  present  herd  is  perhaps  not  as  free  from  tubercular  tendencies  as  it  should 
be,  and  I  would  recommend  that  a  complete  new  herd  be  purchased.  From  my 
investigation  of  this  subject  I  think  that  50  cows  should  be  purchased,  at  a 
cost  of  about  $325,  and  they  should  be  purchased  in  the  vicinity  of  Marysville, 
which  from  all  reports  is  the  only  portion  of  central  California  free  from  in- 
fection of  tuberculosis. 

During  the  year  a  number  of  entertainments  were  given  at  the  Relief 
Home,  which  were  thoroughly  enjoyed  by  the  inmates,  for  whom  I  desire  a,t  this 
time  to  thank  those  who  kindly  contributed  toward  their  entertainment.  Among 
those  who  entertained  the  old  people  were  the  St.  Vincent  de  Paul  Society,  the 
Catholic  Ladies'  Aid  Society,  the  Epworth  League,  League  of  the  Cross  Band, 
Polytechnic  High  School,  Twelfth  Night  Club,  Mr.  Clinton,  Walter  G.  Preddy 
and  the  Robin  Hood  Circle  of  Yeomen.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  various 
departments   of   the   Isolation   Hospital,    for   the   fiscal   year    1909-1910.

Today  the  leper  colony  is  housed  in  a  group  of  buildings  eminently  suited 
to  the  proper  care  and  segregation  of  this  class  of  patients. 

The  old  buildings  have  been  razed  and  in  their  place  erected  an  institution 
the  need  of  which  has  been  felt  for  many  years.  The  buildings  are  large  and' 
well  constructed,  situated  on  sloping  ground  with  excellent  drainage,  and  con- 
sist of  the  following;  a  two-story  central  building  containing  separate  dining 
rooms  (whereby  the  Asiatics  may  be  separated  from  the  remaining  patients), 
kitchen,  serving  rooms,  a  large  assembly  hall,  quarters  for  the  employees,  and 
for  female  patients  should  any  be  admitted  in  the  future. 

This  main  structure  is  connected  by  covered  passages  to  a  one-story 
building  on  the  west,  containing  ten  bedrooms  and  devoted  to  Asiatics,  and  on- 
the  east  to  a  similar  building  for  the  remaining  inmates. 

The  entire  institution  is  steam-heated,  with  hot  and  cold  water,  and  electric 
lights  in  every  room;  the  furnishings  are  simple  but  substantial  and  I  venture 
to  say,  that  as  far  as  their  physical  welfare  is  concerned,  the  lepers  are  under 
conditions  superior  to  those  obtained  in  any  other  lazaretto. 

Very  little  has  been  undertaken  or  accomplished  in  the  matter  of  specific 
treatment;  due  to  an  unfortunate  state  of  affairs  existing  for  some  time  past 
and  arising  from  the  enthusiastic  but  sadly  misdirected  activities  of  certain: 
well  meaning  members  of  the  community  who  have  attempted  to  force  the  in- 
troduction of  an  impossible  method  of  treatment,  and  failing  in  this,  aroused 
in  the  newer  patients  a  spirit  of  insubordination,  which  has  to  a  greater  or  less 
extent  affected  the  entire  colony.  I  am  happy  to  say  that  of  late  a  better 
feeling  exists. 

Much  is  to  be  hoped  for  from  the  announcement  of  Brinkerhoff  of  Molokai, 
who  has  at  last  been  able  to  culture  the  bacillus  leprae  on  artificial  media.  This- 
will  in  all  probability  lead  in  the  no  distant  future  to  the  production  of  a  ther- 
apeutic agent,  analagous  to  tuberculine,  so  extensively  and  successfully  em- 
ployed in  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis.

A  note  of  warning  has  recently  been  sounded  through  the  medium  of  the 
Eastern  medical  journals  and  the  publications  of  the  United  States  Public 
Health  and  Marine  Hospital  Service,  calling  attention  to  the  fact  that  smallpox 
is  far  more  prevalent  on  the  Atlantic  Coast  and  throughout  the  middle  states 
than  is  generally  supposed.  The  mortality  is  low  but  the  virulence  of  the 
disease  may  at  any  time  be  greatly  increased,  as  was  the  case  in  San  Fran- 
cisco in  the  years  1900-1901  and  1905-1906,  as  will  be  noted  in  the  following 
table.

The  smallpox  department  of  the  Isolation  Hospital  is  modern  in  every 
respect,  well  equipped,  and  an  institution  of  which  the  city  may  well  be  proud. 

Too  much  stress  cannot  be  placed  on  the  necessity  of  constant  vigilance 
in  the  matter  of  quarantine,  and  compulsory  vaccination  and  re-vaccination  of 
the  entire  community,  as  the  only  means  by  which  this  formerly  dread  disease 
may  be  eradicated,  or  at  least  reduced  to  a  minimum  both  in  the  number  of 
•cases  and  the  mortality  per  cent. 


PLAGUE  DEPARTMENT. 

As  no  cases  of  human  plague  have  been  noted  in  San  Francisco  since 
February.  1908,  this  hospital  is  no  longer  in  commission,  but  can  within  a  few 
hours  be  made  ready  for  the  reception  of  patients.  Several  of  the  buildings 
are  now  occupied  by  the  laboratories  of  the  United  States  Public  Health  and 
Marine  Hospital  Service  formerly  situated  in  Fillmore  Street.

Report  of  City  Physician 


San  Francisco,  Cal.,  August  20,   1910. 
To  the  Honorable,  The  Board  of  Health  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

Gentlemen: — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  work 
of  the  City  Physician  for  the  fiscal  year  1909-1910: 
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My  predecessor  in  office,  Dr.  Watkins,  had  charge  of  the  work  of  the 
City  Physician  for  the  first  seven  months  of  this  fiscal  year,  and  the  latter  portion 
of  the  year  has  been  under  my  charge.  As  you  can  see  from  the  tabulated 
report  above,  the  work  of  the  City  Physician  covers  quite  a  large  and  varied  "field 
of  action.  It  embraces  the  care  of  the  sick  and  destitute,  the  city  prisons  and 
the  vaccination  of  school  children.  The  Inspector  of  Indigents,  works  largely 
in  conjunction  with  the  City  Physician  and  I  wish  at  this  time  to  state  that 
Mr.  Clawson's  work  has  been  most  thorough  and  efficient. 

A  new  innovation  in  my  term  of  office  has  been  the  appointment  of  the 
resident  physician  of  the  City  and  County  Jail  by  the  Sheriff,  and  the  work 
there  is  receiving  careful  attention,  which  has  not  heretofore  characterized  it. 

In  taking  up  the  different  fields  of  work,  I  would  speak  first  of  the  care 
of  the  sick  and  destitute. 

This  year  has  been  a  particularly  hard  one  upon  the  poor  of  the  city  on 
account  of  the  fact  that  many  men  have  been  out  of  work  and  a  large  number 
of  floating  population  who  have  come  here  to  obtain  work  have  been  unable  to 
do  so.  The  calls  upon  the  city  for  the  care  of  this  class  have  been  heavier  than 
ever  before.  While  the  amount  of  sickness  in  the  city  is  not  greater,  the 
number  of  people  who  are  unable  to  provide  medical  care  and  attention  for 
themselves  is  much  larger.  The  practice  has  been  followed  of  sending  all 
such  patients  to  the  Central  Emergency  Hospital  and  from  there  alloting  them 
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to  the  various  hospitals.  It  has  been  found  necessary  to  still  continue  the 
practice  of  assigning  a  few  cases  to  the  Hahm-mann.  Lane  and  University  of 
California  Hospitals,  sending  the  remainder  and  the  tubercular  cases  to  the 
City  and  County  Hospital.  The  large  number  of  tubercular  cases  has  been  a 
great  drain  upon  the  city,  there  being  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  constantly  at 
the  City  and  County  Hospital.  There  seems  to  be  no  means  of  lessening  the 
number  of  those  suffering  from  this  dread  disease,  which  falls  particularly 
hard  upon  the  poor  in  that  it  incapacitates  them  for  such  a  length  of  time 
from  any  means  of  obtaining  a  livelihood  It  has  been  the  effort  of  the  City 
Physician  to  keep  as  small  a  number  as  possible  at  the  three  outside  hospitals 
named  above,  and  while  the  number  of  those  who  have  remained  over  thirty 
days  has  been  reduced  to  a  minimum,  still  the  kept  cases  remain  in  such  a 
number  as  to  keep  up  the  total  to  a  higher  figure  than  in  the  summer  of  1909. 
It  is  expected  however,  in  the  near  future  that  the  Infirmary  at  the  Relief 
Home  will  be  open  for  these  patients,  and  that  a  large  saving  will  be  made 
to  the  city.  I  know  of  no  means  by  which  the  number  of  patients  can  be 
reduced,  although  some  action  should  be  taken  to  see  that  other  counties  do 
not  ship  in  their  indigent  sick  upon  us.  It  is  not  an  uncommon  thing  for 
patients  to  be  brought  in  by  boat  and  train,  and  to  immediately  become  city 
charges. 

JAILS. 

The  City  Prisons  still  continue  to  be  extremely  inadequate  for  the  care  of 
the  prisoners.  The  surroundings  are  insanitary  and  the  means  of  caring  for 
any  ill  are  most  inadequate.  It  is  expected  that  the  new  Hall  of  Justice  will 
soon  be  completed  and  that  adequate  arrangements  will  be  made  for  the  care 
of  those  prisoners  who  may  be  ill.  At  present  we  have  to  depend  upon  the 
Emergency  Hospital  for  the  treatment  of  all  acute  cases.  A  fairly  full  line 
of  dressings  and  medicines  has  been  installed,  but  there  is  no  place  adequate 
to  keep  them  in  and  no  room  whatever  where  arrangements  for  doing  dressings 
or  dispensing  of  drugs.  It  is  almost  impossible  even  by  the  most  scrupulous 
care,  to  keep  the  jail  free  from  vermin  and  infectious  diseases.  The  class  of 
persons  who  come  in  for  minor  offenses  are  fully  one-half  subject  to  drug 
habits,  and  are  vagabonds  of  the  lowest  class.  They  are  almost  without  excep- 
tion infected  with  lice  and  loathsome  sores,  and  constantly  carry  these  to 
prisoners  who  may  not  be  infected  on  their  arrival.  The  custom  of  vaccination. 
of  prisoners  who  are  transferred  from  the  City  Prison  to  the  City  and  County 
Jail  has  been  instituted,  it  being  the  object  to  try  if  possible  to  keep  smallpox  out 
of  the  City  prisons. 

There  has  been  a  very  material  improvement  at  the  County  Jail.  Dr. 
Ring,  the  Resident  Physician  has  pursued  a  very  progressive  course  of  medical 
supervision  of  the  inmates  of  the  County  Jail.  He  is  there  constantly  and 
is  giving  more  attention  to  those  unfortunates  than  has  ever  heretofore  been 
given.  In  conjunction  with  the  City  Physician  he  has  been  enabled  to  obtain 
a  fairly  full  line  of  surgical  instruments  for  minor  operations  and  has  set  aside 
two  rooms  with  southern  exposures  with  five  beds  for  the  care  of  the  sick.  This 
has  made  a  very  marked  improvement  over  anything  that  was  ever  contemplated 
before.  He  has  been  enabled  to  take  care  of  many  cases  which  in  the  past  have 
been  sent  to  the  City  and  County  Hospital,  necessitating  the  use  of  three  deputy 
sheriffs  at  that  hospital,  and  therefore  has  saved  the  funds  of  the  sheriff  a  con- 
siderable amount.  It  is  a  well  known  fact  that  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
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City  and  County  Jail  is  not  of  the  best,  but  every  effort  has  been  made  to  keep 
the  jail  clean  and  the  occupants  in  as  hygienic  surroundings  as  possible.  However, 
the  building  is  an  old  one,  and  it  is  impossible  to  do  as  one  might  wish. 

In  dealing  with  the  criminal  class,  I  find  that  it  is  made  up  of  the  criminal, 
the  vagabond  class,  and  men  who  are  otherwise  usually  honest  and  respectable. 

The  criminal  class  is  distinct  and  made  up  largely  of  those  who  prey  upon 
the  public.  The  vagabond  class  is  made  up  of  those  charged  with  being  drunk 
in  a  public  place,  morphine  and  cocaine  fiends  and  beggars.  These  people  are 
committed  for  any  length  of  time  from  ten  days  to  six  months,  are  released  and 
in  a  short  time  committed  again.  The  prison  has  no  terrors  for  them,  except 
that  they  are  deprived  for  a  short  length  of  time  of  drugs  and  stimulants.  It 
would  be  safe  to  say  that  one-half  of  the  occupants  of  the  city  jail  is  comprised 
of  this  class.  They  are  a  fixed  class  and  are  in  and  out  of  jail  continuously.  Some 
provision  should  be  made  so  that  these  people  should  be  segregated  by  themselves 
and  should  be  compelled  to  work  while  in  confinement.  Their  sentences  should 
be  indeterminate  and  they  should  not  be  allowed  their  freedom  until  passed 
upon  by  some  intelligent  board  of  action.  They  are  a  menace  to  the  community 
ar^d  their  moments  of  freedom  are  given  up  wholly  to  the  indulgence  of  them- 
selves in  stimulants  and  drugs.  Certainly  the  present  system  of  punishment 
does  not  fit  the  case.  There  is  another  class  of  men  who  are  confined  with  these 
men  for  violation  of  ordinances  for  minor  offences,  who  are  not  either  physically 
or  morally  to  be  classed  with  the  preceding.  Nevertheless,  they  are  thrown 
in  the  midst  of  these  cocaine  and  morphine  fiends,  there  being  no  means  by 
•which  the  Sheriff  can  segregate  them. 

As  to  the  care  and  treatment  of  the  prisoners,  while  a  great  improvement  has 
already  been  made  it  is  expected  when  the  new  City  and  County  Hospital  is 
completed  there  will  be  rooms  especially  prepared  for  the  treatment  of  and 
keeping  of  sick  prisoners.  This  will  relieve  the  Sheriff  to  a  large  extent  of 
the  dangers  of  prisoners  escaping  from  the  City  and  County  Hospital. 


VACCINATION  OF   SCHOOL  CHILDREN. 

A  work  which  has  developed  to  a  very  large  extent  is  the  vaccination  of 
•school  children.  This  vaccination  is  enforced  by  a  rule  of  the  Board  of  Health, 
and  a  large  percentage  of  the  population  take  advantage  of  the  services  of  the 
City  Physician  in  having  this  performed.  At  present  the  vaccination  of  school 
children  is  being  performed  at  all  of  the  Emergency  Hospitals;  a  large  share  of 
it  being  done  at  the  Central  Emergency  Hospital  by  the  City  Physician.  The 
means  there  are  very  inadequate  for  the  same.  The  only  place  at  the  disposal  of 
the  City  Physician  is  a  small  room  10x20  which  is  occupied  by  the  Clerk  of 
the  Board  of  Sundry  Commissions.  On  some  days  there  have  been  as  high 
as  seventy-five  school  children  in  this  room,  together  with  one  hundred  and 
^ifty  to  two  hundred  fond  relatives.  It  is  almost  impossible,  in  such  cramped 
quarters,  to  work  to  advantage.  It  is  extremely  fortunate  that  in  such  surround- 
ings we  have  had  no  serious  cases  of  infection  since  my  tenure  of  office.  It 
is  to  be  hoped  that  when  the  new  City  Hall  plans  are  perfected,  that  provision 
is  made  for  suitable  quarters  for  the  City  Physician. 

I  wish  also  to  draw  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  plunge  bath  at  the 
County  Jail  has  been  done  away  with  and  a  shower  bath  substituted.  Formerly 
all  prisoners  entering  the  County  Jail  went  into  one  plunge  bath,  no  matter 
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whether  they  were  covered  witk  sores  or  suffering  from  infectious  diseases. 
This  was  extremely  insanitary  and  has  now  been  entirely  done  away  with. 
Many  of  the  prisoners  entering  suffer  from  vermin  of  all  kinds  and  their  clothing 
contains  the  germs  of  many  infectious  diseases.  A  new  fumigating  plant  is  an 
absolute  necessity  and  should  be  provided  for  immediately  by  the  Board  of  Su- 
pervisors or  Sheriff's  office. 

In  conclusion  will  say  that  while  the  work  along  all  lines  continues  to  in- 
crease, protests  from  citizens  as  to  the  conduct  of  the  office  of  the  City  Physician 
have  been  in  the  minimum.

Gentlemen : — I  herewith  submit  financial  statement  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Health  for  the  fiscal  year  1909-1910.  This  statement  shows  that  there 
was  a  surplus  of  $142.22  in  the  total  appropriation  of  the  Department. 

During  the  fiscal  year  just  closed,  5,513  requisitions  were  signed  by  the 
Health  Officer  for  supplies  for  the  different  institutions  of  this  Department,  and 
3,876  demands  upon  the  Treasury  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  were 
approved  by  the  Finance  and  Auditing  Committee  of  your  Board. 

The  enclosed  statement  is  true  and  correct  in  every  detail  and  agrees  with 
the  figures  of  the  expert  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

There  is  also  submitted  a  statement  giving  an  analysis  of  the  expenditures 
of  the  Central  Office  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health,  including  in  detail  by 
months  the  amounts  expended  for  each  Bureau  or  Department  of  the  Central 
Office.  Also,  a  statement  giving  a  detailed  account  of  the  funds  expended  in 
conjunction  with  the  United  States  Public  Health  and  Marine  Hospital  Service 
ia  the  work  of  Sanitation  in  San  Francisco.

Report  of  Playground  Commission 


San  Francisco,   August   17,    1910. 

To   the   Honorable   P.   H.   McCarthy, 

Mayor  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

Dear  Sir: — Pursuant  to  Section  9,  Article  XVI,  of  the  Charter  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco,  the  Playground  Commission  herewith  present 
their  report  for  the  fiscal  year  1909-1910.

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The  fiscal  year  of  1909-1910  has  demonstrated  in  the  most  practical  way 
the  possibilities  of  the  municipal  playground  as  a  feature  to  be  advanced  with 
the  ideas  of  modern  civic  improvement.  As  a  means  of  furthering  neighborhood 
conditions,  the  public  playgrounds  are  invaluable,  and  while  San  Francisco  is 
young  in  the  movement  which  is  now  an  indisputable  benefit  to  the  coming 
generation,  the  opportunities  presented  to  the  Playground  Commission  have 
been  improved  in  every  detail. 

The  two  sites  purchased  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  for 
playground  purposes,  have  with  the  exception  of  the  swimming  tank  on  the 
North  Beach  Playground  been  completed  during  the  period  following  January 
1.  1910.  and  in  every  particular  are  said  to  be  the  equal  of  similar  locations  in 
other  cities.  With  but  two  grounds  owned  by  the  city  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Playground  Commission,  all  efforts  have  been  extended  towards  making  them 
ideal  and  examples  to  be  followed  in  future  construction  of  the  kind.  Contracts 
for  the  open  air  swimming  tank  and  toilets  on  the  girls  section  of  the  North 
Beach  Playground  have  been  awarded,  which  negotiations  permit  the  com- 
pletion of  the  latest  attraction  to  be  added  to  the  already  popular  recreation 
ground  in  this  thickly  settled  district. 

In  bringing  about  the  first  public  bathing  place  to  be  constructed  in  San 
Francisco,  the  Playground  Commission  highly  appreciates  the  co-operation  of 
the  Fire  Commissioners  and  the  Board  of  Public  Works  in  addition  to  the 
personal  assistance  of  Marsden  Manson.  City  Engineer.  By  diverting  the 
fire  cistern  planned  for  the  vicinity  of  Powell  and  Lombard  streets,  to  the 
North  Beach  Playground  and  building  the  same  in  the  form  of  a  swimming 
tank,  it  will  serve  its  original  purpose  and  at  the  same  time  supply  a  long  felt 
want  in  that  district.  A  pumping  plant  which  will  bring  salt  water  from  the 
foot  of  Powell  Street  is  being  installed  and  this  entire  system  will  be  ready  for 
use  by  December  1,  1910. 

The  maintenance  of  the  playgrounds  incurs  a  reasonable  expenditure 
which  has  been  more  than  justified  in  the  report  of  the  Playground  Director. 
At  the  North  Beach  Playground  the  average  daily  attendance  is  recorded  from 
three  to  four  hundred  and  on  such  special  occasions  as  the  Fourth  of  July 
celebration,  the  numbers  are  beyond  estimate. 

Although  the  district  surrounding  the  Southside  Playground  at  Seventh 
and  Harrison  Streets  is  not  as  thickly  settled  as  at  the  time  of  its  purchase, 
the  population  indicates  a  rapid  return  to  the  old  locations.  The  announcement 
that  these  grounds  have  been  completed  has  attracted  children  from  all  parts 
of  the  city.  As  far  as  the  Western  Addition  and  the  Mission  have  come 
requests  for  the  use  of  these  grounds  by  the  children  of  the  outlaying  districts, 
who  appear  willing  to  come  from  a  distance  to  enjoy  their  games  on  the  South- 
side  Field. 

With  the  liberal  appropriation  allowed  the  Playground  Commission  for  the 
operating  expenses  and  construction  during  the  fiscal  year  1910-1911,  an  active 
programme  has  been  adopted  which  will  supply  other  sections  of  the  city  with 
playgrounds.  Plans  for  the  development  of  a  playground  in  the  Potrero  district 
along  the  lines  followed  at  North  Beach  and  Seventh  and  Harrison  Streets,  have 
been  approved  and  are  being  carried  out  at  Jackson  Square.  This  site  has  been 
turned  over  to  the  Playground  Commission  by  the  Park  Commission  for  a  play- 
ground and  will  be  in  operation  as  such  within  a  short  time. 

The  Board  of  Education  has  also  enabled  the  Playground  Commission  to 
further  its  work  in  other  parts  of  the  city  by  permitting  the  former  sites  of 
the  Spring  Valley  School  on  Broadway  and  Polk  Streets  and  the  Madison 
School  on  Clay  and  Cherry  Streets,  to  be  improved  as  playgrounds.  Plans  for 
these  grounds  have  been  accepted  and  the  districts  mentioned  will  soon  enjoy 
the  advantages  anticipated  by  the  Playground  Commission. 

From  all  sections  of  the  city  petitions  for  playgrounds  have  been  presented 
to  the  Commission.  The  Mission  district  in  particular  which  is  now  one  of 
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the  most  thickly  settled  neighborhoods  of  this  city,  is  sadly  in  need  of  play- 
grounds. Owing  to  the  limited  resources  of  this  Commission  it  is  not  possible 
to  purchase  property  for  playground  purposes  and  as  there  is  no  unoccupied 
city  property  in  the  Mission,  the  problem  of  providing  playgrounds  in  that 
locality,  has  been  a  hard  one  for  the  Playground  Commission  to  solve.  During 
the  coming  year  however  it  is  proposed  to  lease,  where  such  negotiations  can 
be  made,  sites  for  playground  purposes.  This  is  expected  to  relieve  the  situa- 
tion until  such  time  as  purchases  are  made  by  the  City  for  playgrounds. 

By  courtesy  of  the  Board  of  Education,  the  Playground  Commission  still 
continues  to  occupy  office  space  in  the  building  at  the  corner  of  Pine  and  Larkin 
Streets.  These  headquarters  conveniently  permit  the  transaction  of  business 
and  will  serve  the  purpose  until  such  time  as  conditions  permit  otherwise.

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INCINERATING  PLANTS 

Work  upon  the  Incinerating  Plants  was  seriously  delayed  by  the  difficulties 
of  selecting  acceptable  sites. 

It  was  decided  to  construct  at  once  two  units  of  the  five  on  each  of  the 
two  sites  which  were  finally  purchased.  These  sites  are  on  Taylor  Street  between 
Bay  and  North  Point  Streets  for  the  northerly  district,  and  near  the  middle  of 
the  block  south  of  Army  Street  between  Kansas  and  Rhode  Island  Streets, 
for  the  central  district. 

Specifications  have  been  prepared  for  these  in  accordance  with  the  re- 
quirements developed  by  the  extended  investigations  of  the  materials  to  be  in- 
cinerated, which  study  was  published  in  the  report  of  1908-1909.  These  speci- 
fications are  in  book  form  and  ready  to  issue. 


HETCH  HETCHY  WATER  SUPPLY 

At  the  close  of  the  last  fiscal  year,  tenative  maps  and  field  notes  of  the 
locations  of  canals,  diverting  dams  and  power  stations  necessary  for  the  develop- 
ment of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  or  Tuolumne  Water  Supply  System  had  been  submitted 
and  approved  by  the  Department  of  the  Interior  and  by  the  Forestry  Service. 

It  was  necessary  to  make  definite  surveys  of  all  of  these  canals,  diverting 
•dam  sites  and  power  stations  and  connect  the  same  up  with  the  public  land 
lines. 

This  work  was  at  once  undertaken  as  soon  as  the  weather  permitted  and 
has  been  prosecuted  with  diligence  until  all  of  the  lines  necessary  for  this 
work,  except  final  location  in  some  critical  instances,  have  been  laid  out,  in- 
volving the  survey  of  253  miles  of  line  over  very  precipitous  and  at  times 
dangerous  bluffs  and  canyons. 

During  the  summer  and  autumn  of  1909,  the  necessary  surveys  and  loca- 
tions were  made  and  on  March  30,  1910,  duplicate  maps  and  descriptions  were 
filed  with  the  District  Forester's  Office  in  San  Francisco  to  supplement  the 
preliminary  filings  to  the  following: 

(1)  Maps  and  field  notes  of  the  Cherry  Creek  Diversion  Canal. 

(2)  Maps  and  field  notes  of  Eleanor  Creek  Main  Canal. 

(3)  Maps   and  field  notes  of  Tuolumne  Diversion   Canal. 

(4)  Maps   and  field  notes  of: 

(a)  Diversion  dam  at  head  of   Cherry   Creek  Diversion   Canal. 

(b)  Diversion    dam    on    Tuolumne    River    at    head    of    Tuolumne 

Diversion  Canal. 

(c)  North  Mountain  Power   Stations   Nos.    1   and   2. 

(d)  Tuolumne    River    Diversion    dam    at    the    head    of    Tuolumne 

main  canal. 

There  was  also  secured,  the  use  in  perpetuity  (or  so  long  as  it  shall  I 
made  useful),  a  tract  of  ten  acres  in  Section  4,  T.  1,  N.  R.  19  E.  Mt.  D.  B  &  M. 
This  camp  site  is  just  beyond  the  Park  limit  and  within  a  short  distance  of 
L,ake  Eleanor  Dam.  It  has  been  fenced  and  made  use  of  during  the  past  season 
and  will  continue  to  be  of  use  during  the  construction  and  utilization  of  Lake 
Eleanor  Reservoir. 

A  force  of  about  eight  men  was  kept  busy  clearing  the  lines  for  the  surveys 
of  the  Lake  Eleanor  dam  and  cutting  a  canal  in  the  solid  rock  to  drain  the  creek 
ted  at  the  site  of  this  dam,  to  show  the  character  of  the  foundations.  A  per- 
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manent  cabin  was  constructed  for  occupancy  by  the  City's  employees  through 
the  winter  and  temporary  buildings  were  erected  for  occupancy  during  late 
Spring.  Summer  and  early  Autumn  months. 

These  preparations  were  made  preparatory  to  commencing  in  May,  1910, 
-tematic  clearing  of  the  reservoir  and  the  construction  of  the  dam  from  the 
sale  of  a  portion  of  the  $45,000,000.00  bond  issue  of  January  12,  1910.  On 
October  13,  1909,  a  deposit  of  $13,128.77  was  made  by  the  City  Engineer  in 
the  I*.  S.  Sub-Treasury  in  this  city,  in  payment  for  all  timber  to  be  cut  or 
•  yed  in  the  first  level  of  Lake  Eleanor  reservoir,  a  condition  of  this  ac- 
ceptance was  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  should  approve  and  accept  this 
payment  and  unless  this  could  be  satisfactorily  arranged,  the  amount  was  to 
be  turned  back  to  the  City  treasury.  Xo  time  was  fixed  for  this  adjustment 
and  it  has  not  yet  been  accomplished  although  several  attempts  have  been 
made.  Xo  reply  has  yet  been  received  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  to  the 
last  letter  on  this  matter.  Unless  that  official  approves  this  payment,  it  will 

— arily  be  turned  back   into   the   City   treasury. 

On  October  25,  1909,  application  was  made  to  the  Acting  Superintendent 
of  Yosemite  Xational  Park,  asking  authority  to  commence  the  systematic  clear- 
ing of  that  portion  of  the  reservoir  area  at  Lake  Eleanor  not  held  in  fee  simple 
by  the  City.  This  matter  was  referred  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  and  re- 
unacted  upon. 

On  February  18,  1910.  a  letter  was.  sent  to  the  Secretary  with  the  section, 
plan  and  a  general  description  and  specication  of  the  Lake  Eleanor  dam  and 
requesting  authority  to  proceed  with  the  work.  To  date  no  reply  has  been 
received  to  this  letter. 


SUBMISSION  OF  BOXD  ISSUES  FOR  WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  most  important  step  ever  taken  by  this  City  was  the  submission  to  the 
electorate  on  January  14.  1910,  upon  the  basis  of  reports  of  this  office  and  sub- 
sequent negotiations  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  following  propositions:

2,    on    this    ballot    shall    receive    the 
two-thirds    vote,    then    bonds    to    the    amount    of    $23,000,000.00    only 
shall   }>(-   issued  under   this   authorization.      Bonds   issued   for   such  purpose   shall 
interest    at   the  rate  of   four  and  one-half  per   centum  per   annum,   payable 
semi-annually.

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-  The  first  was  overwhelmingly  carried  by  a  vote  of  32,888  for  and  1,609 
against.  Strenuous  opposition  was  raised  against  the  second  proposition  and 
it  was  defeated  of  a  two-thirds  majority  by  the  following  vote:  For  22,068. 
Against  11,722. 

On  February  25,   1910,   the   Secretary  of  the  Interior  addressed   the   follow- 
ing letter  to  Mayor  and  Supervisors  of  this  City: 

Department  of  the   Interior, 
Washington,  February  25,  1910. 

Gentlemen : — My  predecessor,  Hon.  James  B.  Garfield,  heretofore  on 
the  llth  day  of  May,  1908,  granted  a  permit  to  the  City  of  San 
Francisco,  containing  the  following  provision: 

3.  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  will  develop  the  Lake 
Eleanor  site  to  its  full  capacity  before  beginning  the  development  of 
the  Hetch  Hetchy  site,  and  the  development  of  the  latter  will  be  begun 
only  when  the  needs  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  ad- 
jacent cities  which  may  join  with  it  in  obtaining  a  common  water  supply 
-may  require  such  further  development. 

This  permit  contemplates  the  contingent  use  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy 
Valley  in  the  Yosemite  National  Park  as  a  source  of  water  supply  for 
the  City  of  San  Francisco.  I  have  just  received  reports  from  the  Di- 
rector of  the  Geological  Survey  and  Engineers  Hill  and  Hopson,  of  the 
Reclamation  Service,  who  were  directed  by  me  in  October  last  to  in- 
vestigate and  report  upon  the  sources  of  water  supply  involved  in  said 
permit,  and  the  necessity  for  the  retention  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Valley 
within  the  terms  thereof. 

In  view  of  the  conclusions  of  Director  Smith,  a  copy  of  whose 
report  is  herewith  attached,  as  to  the  sufficiency  of  the  Lake  Eleanor 
reservoir  site  when  fully  developed,  and  in  view  of  the  importance  of 
the  public  interests  involved  in  this  matter,  and  the  Government's 
obligation  in  connection  therewith,  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  call  upon  you 
to  show  why  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Valley  and  reservoir  site  should  not  be 
eliminated  from  said  permit. 

You  are  accordingly  notified  to  submit  the  showing  above  indicated 
on  or  before  the  1st  day  of  May  of  this  year.

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This  citation  was  based  upon  the  following  report: 

Department  of  the  Interior, 
United  States  Geological  Survey, 
Washington,  D.  C.,  February  25,  1910. 

Sir: — While  accompanying  you  on  a  personal  inspection  of  the 
Yosemite  National  Park  in  October,  1909,  I  was  directed  by  you,  in 
addition  to  making  physical  examination  of  that  portion  of  the  park 
involved  in  the  application  and  permit  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco 
to  procure  a  water  supply  from  Lake  Eleanor  and  Hetch  Hetchy  Valley, 
to  review  the  government  records  and  all  other  data  which  might  be 
available  relating  to  the  subject.  Pursuant  to  similar  instructions, 
Engineers  Hill  and  Hopson,  of  the  Reclamation  Service,  who  parti- 
cipated in  said  physical  examination  have  submitted  reports  to  you. 
With  the  conclusions  therein  announced  I  fully  concur  and  submit  the 
following  report,  which  is  based  largely  upon  the  data  therein  set  forth. 

Under  its  application  for  the  right  to  acquire  and  develop  a  munici- 
pal water  supply  in  the  Lake  Eleanor  and  Hetch  Hetchy  Valleys,  and 
the  drainage  areas  tributary  thereto,  the  City  sets  up  two  claims: 

First.  That  the  Tuolumne  River  constitutes  the  only  practicable 
and  reasonable  source  of  water  supply  for  San  Francisco;  and, 

Second.  That  the  City  "could  not  afford  to  develop  the  Lake 
Eleanor  site  alone,  without  every  assurance  possible  to  be  given  by  the 
Government  that  the  Hetch  Hetchy  site  will  be  available  as  soon  as 
the  needs  of  the  City  exceed  the  Lake  Eleanor  storage  capacity." 

The  permit  granted  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  on  May  11, 
1908,  specifically  omitted  any  consideration  of  the  availability  or  ade- 
quacy of  other  Sierra  sources  of  water  supply.  At  the  hearings  before 
the  Senate  and  House  committees  having  under  consideration  proposed 
legislation  looking  to  the  congressional  confirmation  of  the  permit, 
accorded  the  City,  however,  the  representatives  of  San  Francisco  ad- 
mitted that  there  are  available  other  sources  of  supply,  which  sources, 
in  the  opinion  of  eminent  engineers,  are  reasonable  and  practicable.  It 
further  appearing  that  the  preference  for  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Valley  is 
based  primarily  upon  the  consideration  that  it  is  the  only  source  free 
from  conflicting  private  claims.  The  further  advantage  claimed  in  its 
favor  is  that  ''this  one  must  forever  remain  free  from  habitation  by 
virtue  of  the  natural  conditions  and  by  virtue  of  the  fact  that  it  is  in 
the  hands  of  the  National  Government,  which  will  maintain  it  as  a 
reservation.' ' 

Other  practicable  sources  of  supply  being  available,  the  first  claim 
of  the  City  resolves  itself  into  the  question  of  relative  cost  between 
the  National  Park  project  and  the  development  of  such  other  sources, 
and  is,  in  my  opinion,  not  justified. 

The  permit  now  in  force  provides  for  the  full  development  of  the 
Lake  Eleanor  site,  to  which  no  opposition  appears  on  the  part  of  the 
public.  If  there  can  not  be  reasonably  made  available,  through  the 
development  of  this  portion  of  the  proposed  scheme,  a  supply  of  water 
ample  to  meet  the  present  and  prospective  needs  of  the  City,  the  second 
claim  that  the  City  "could  not  afford  to  safely  develop  the  Lake  Eleanor 
site  aione  without  every  assurance  possible  to  be  given  by  the  Govern- 
ment that  the  Hetch  Hetchy  site  will  be  available  as  soon  as  the  needs 
of  the  City  exceed  the  Lake  Eleanor  storage  capacity"  is  justified,  and 
this  question  has  received  careful  consideration  at  the  hands  of  Messrs. 
Hill  and  Hopson  and  myself. 
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As  above  indicated,  such  adequacy  must  be  measured  in  the  light 
of  the  future  needs  of  San  Francisco  and  the  Bay  cities  which  may 
possibly  at  some  time  untie  to  form  a  metropolitan  water  district.  The 
population  and  the  water  consumption  of  such  a  district  forty  or  fifty 
years  hence,  are  of  course,  altogether  matters  of  conjecture,  and  there 
is  a  wide  divergence  between  estimates  by  the  City  Engineers  and  other 
engineers,  apparently  equally  qualified. 

There  is  an  unfortunate  dearth  of  rainfall  and  run-off  data  for  the 
streams  tributary  to  the  Lake  Eleanor  basin,  but  a  general  hydro- 
graphic  study  of  the  Tuolumne  and  other  Sierra  drainage  systems  justi- 
fies the  conclusion  that  there  is  a  general  diminution  in  precipitation 
and  yield  as  we  proceed  southward;  it  is  therefore  practicable,  on  the 
basis  of  relative  areas,  to  conservatively  estimate  the  proportion  of  run- 
off represented  in  the  long-term  gauging  records  at  La  Grange. 

Basing  his  calculations  upon  the  more  generous  claims  of  the 
City's  Engineers  as  to  prospective  population  and  water  consumption, 
and  making  due  allowance  for  the  flow  required  to  satisfy  vested  rights 
of  the  Modesto  and  Turlock  irrigation  districts.  Engineer  Hopson  has 
estimated  the  available  supply  from  the  drainage  areas  that  can  be 
made  tributary  to  the  Lake  Eleanor  reservoir,  and  finds  that  this  storage 
will  provide  an  available  supply  entirely  sufficient  to  not  only  satisfy 
normal  demands,  but  insure  against  shortage  during  even  critical  peri- 
ods of  drouth,  such  as  occurred  in  1897  to  1899.  The  margin  of  safety 
in  every  item  of  his  estimates  is  large,  and  it  is  confidently  anticipated 
that  actual  development  will  prove  a  considerably  greater  stream  flow 
available  in  the  several  creeks  under  discussion  than  that  assumed  in 
his  calculations. 

The  development  of  the  Lake  Eleanor  reservoir  site  to  its  full 
capacity,  as  provided  for  in  the  decision  of  the  Secretary  of  May  11, 
1908,  contemplates  the  use  of  the  Lake  Eleanor  and  Cherry  Creek 
drainage  basins,  the  former  comprising  84  square  miles  and  being  in  the 
extreme  northwestern  portion  of  the  Yosemite  National  Park  and  the 
latter  comprising  108  square  miles  of  the  Stanislaus  National  Forest, 
immediately  adjoining  the  National  Park.  These  northern  tributaries 
of  the  Tuolumne  River  have  more  prolific  drainage  areas,  both  as  to 
precipitation  and  run-off,  than  the  southeastern  members  of  the 
Tuolumne  drainage  system,  which  are  tribuary,  through  the  Grand 
Canyon  of  the  Tuolumne,  to  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Valley. 

The  full  development  of  the  Lake  Eleanor  storage  reservoir  would 
include,  of  course,  the  utilization  of  the  flood  waters  not  only  of  Cherry 
Creek,  but  eventually  also  of  Jack  Main  and  Stubblefield  Creeks,  whose 
basins  aggregate  93  square  miles;  and  on  all  of  these  streams  additional 
storage  could  later  be  provided  as  increased  demands  might  warrant 
the  additional  expenditure. 

The  entire  Lake  Eleanor  region  is  elevated  and  bare,  and  includes 
a  relatively  unattractive  and  inaccessible  portion  of  the  High  Sierra, 
being  as  a  consequence  much  less  liable  to  intrusion  by  tourists  or 
campers.  It  can  therefore  be  devoted  to  the  purposes  of  a  municipal 
water  supply,  and  subjected  to  the  necessarily  stringent  sanitary  control 
incident  thereto  with  a  minimum  of  interference  with  the  rights  of  the 
public  to  the  -use  thereof  for  park  purposes.  A  collective  and  storage 
system,  as  above  outlined,  can  be  constructed  at  the  Lake  Eleanor  site 
at  a  cost  comparing  most  favorably  with  that  incurred  in  providing  a 
municipal  supply  for  other  large  cities  in  the  country. 

The  conclusion  of  the  engineers  named,  which  has  my  full  con- 
currence, is  that  the  Lake  Eleanor  project  is  amply  sufficient  to  meet 
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the  present  and  prospective  needs  of  the  City,  and  that  it  is  not  neces- 
sary that  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Valley  should  be  available  to  San  Francisco 
for  the  purpose  of  a  municipal  water  supply.

There  is  entire  agreement  between  the  arguments  presented  by  Mr.  Harroun, 
on  behalf  of  the  Sierra  Club,  to  the  Secretary  and  the  reports  of  Messrs.  Hill  and 
Hopson,  upon  which  Director  Smith  bases  his  letter  above  quoted. 

Xo  definite  reconnoissance  nor  surveys  of  the  reservoirs  nor  of  the  routes 
over  which  it  is  proposed  to  divert  the  waters  of  Jack  Main  and  Stubblefield 
Creeks  appears  to  have  been  made.  The  City  never  having  contemplated  such 
developments  had  no  data  on  the  subject,  except  such  as  is  shown  in  the 
publications  of  the  U.  S.  Geological  Survey,  which  have  proved  far  from  ac- 
curate. 

The  advisory  board  of  the  officers  of  the  Corps  of  Engineers  submitted 
the  following  report: 

WASHINGTON,   D.   C.,   May   26,   1910. 

Sir: — The  advisory  board  of  the  officers  of  the  Corps  of  Engineers, 
appointed  by  Special  Order  No.  116,  War  Department,  May  18,  1910, 
has  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report : 

The  public  hearing  was  held  at  10  a.  m.,  May  25,  before  the  Hon- 
orable the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  and  at  2  p.  m.  the  advisory  board 
held  a  hearing  at  which  the  engineer  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  the  consulting  engineer  of  the  Spring  Yalley  Water  Com- 
pany, and  other  engineers  interested  in  the  question  of  the  vacation  of 
the  permit  to  use  the  Hetch  Hetchy  for  obtaining  a  water  supply  for 
the  City  of  San  Francisco  and  adjacent  cities,  and  having  information 
on  the  subject,  were  invited  to  speak.  The  special  points  under  consider- 
ation in  the  afternoon  were:  (1)  What  information  with  reference  to 
the  water  supply  of  the  Lake  Eleanor  and  adjacent  basins  is  available; 
(2)  what  additional  information 'the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
wish  to  obtain  during  the  year  asked  for  before  final  action  as  to  the 
vacation  of  the  permit  is  taken;  (3)  what  information  about  all  other 
available  sources  of  supply  is  on  hand:  C4)  what  additional  information 
should  be  obtained  about  the  various  available  sources  of  supply. 

The  engineers  representing  the  City  of  San  Francisco  stated  that 
the  information  at  hand  about  the  Lake  Eleanor  Yalley  proper  consisted 
of  detailed  surveys  of  the  valley  and  of  the  dam  site,  but  that  little  or 
no  information  about  the  rainfall  or  the  run-off  had  been  obtained:  that 
the  information  as  to  the  Cherry  Creek  basin  was  meager,  and  that 
they  had  practically  no  information  with  reference  to  the  Jack  Main 
and  Stubblefield  Creeks  watersheds,  which  it  had  been  suggested  might 
be  diverted  into  the  Lake  Eleanor  reservoir:  that  the  City  proposed 
to  make  surveys  to  determine  the  extent  and  location  of  any  reservoir 
sites  on  the  unsurveyed  portion  and  the  practicability  of  carrying 
water  from  the  other  watersheds  to  the  Lake  Eleanor  basin:  to  make 
observations  on  the  rainfall  and  run-off  and  to  secure  any  further  in- 
formation that  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  or  the  Advisory  Board 
of  Army  Engineers  should  desire. 

While  the  observations  on  rainfall  and  run-off  would  extend  over 
but  one  year,  and  therefore  not  be  comprehensive,  yet  by  comparison 
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with  the  observations  on  the  Stanislaus  River  and  at  the  La  Grange 
dam,  which  have  extended  over  several  years,  it  is  thought  a  fairly 
reliable  estimate  of  the  water  available  can  be  obtained.  With  reference 
to  the  other  sources  of  supply,  the  City  Engineers  stated  that  they  had 
no  data  of  value  on  hand;  that  a  preliminary  investigation  some  years 
previous  had  convinced  them  that  the  Tuolumne  was  the  best  and  most 
available  source  of  water  supply  for  San  Francisco,  and  that  the 
efforts  of  the  City  had  been  to  obtain  this  supply ;  that  the  permit 
granted  in  1908  did  not  require  any  further  investigation  on  the  part 
of  San  Francisco,  but  allowed  the  City  to  develop  the  Lake  Eleanor 
watershed  to  its  full  capacity  and  when  that  proved  insufficient  to 
dam  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Valley. 

Mr.  Harroun,  an  engineer  representing  parties  desirous  of  having 
the  Hetch  Hetchy  portion  of  the  permit  granted  to  the  City  of  San 
Francisco  revoked  at  once,  gave  estimates  of  the  amount  of  water  avail- 
able from  the  combined  sources  of  the  Lake  Eleanor  and  adjacent 
watersheds,  based  on  all  the  maps,  documents,  and  reports  that  he  had 
been  able  to  find.  His  conclusions,  after  considerable  study  and  work, 
were  that  under  the  most  unfavorably  conditions  a  supply  of  175,- 
000,000  gallons  a  day  could  be  assured,  and  general  at  least  200,- 
000,000  gallons.  Mr.  Harroun  had  made  no  observations  himself,  but 
had  collected  all  the  data  that  he  could  secure. 

It  appears  therefore,  that  the  City  of  San  Francisco  is  not  pre- 
pared to  furnish  at  once  accurate  information  as  to  the  water  possibil- 
ities of  this  watershed,  but  that  other  engineers  estimate  them  to  be 
ample  for  the  cities'  purposes. 

As  to  other  possible  sources  of  supply,  Mr.  Schussler,  consulting 
engineer  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company,  stated  that  at  present 
the  company  was  supplying  about  35,000,000  gallons  a  day,  or  about 
80  gallons  per  capita,  and  that  he  knew  that  the  company  had  resources 
which  it  absolutely  controlled  and  in  regard  to  which  no  legal  difficulties 
existed,  located  in  the  general  vicinity  of  San  Francisco,  capable  of  fur- 
nishing 145,000,000  gallons  to  150,000,000  gallons  a  day ;  that  the 
Crystal  Lake  system  of  reservoirs  near  San  Francisco  could  be  in- 
creased to  a  storage  capacity  of  about  40,000,000,000  gallons,  or  nearly 
a  three  years'  supply  at  the  present  rate  of  use;  that  wells  in  the  City 
of  San  Francisco,  under  private  ownership  and  development  furnished 
about  10  per  cent  additional. 

Mr.  Harroun  stated  that  back  of  the  trans-bay  cities  a  supply  of 
about  75,000,000  gallons  a  day  could  be  developed.  Mr.  Whitman, 
representing  several  civic  associations,  stated  that  several  private  com- 
panies had  offered  to  supply  San  Francisco  from  sources  other  than  the 
Tuolumne  200,000,000  gallons  daily,  which  is  the  ultimate  amount  that 
the  City  has  been  proposing  to  obtain  from  the  Tuolumne. 

In  determining  the  amount  of  water  which  the  various  sources  of 
supply  may  be  called  upon  to  furnish  in  the  future,  the  board  is  of  the 
opinion  that  the  population  of  the  other  bay  cities  should  be  taken  into 
consideration.  It  is  therefore  desirable  that  these  cities  should  now 
formally  express  their  wishes  and  opinions  in  the  matter. 

From  the  information  received  as  outlined  above,  the  board  is  of 
the  opinion  that  sufficient  accurate  data  on  Lake  Eleanor  and  adjacent 
watersheds  are  not  available;  that  as  the  City  of  San  Francisco  will  not 
be  permitted  to  do  any  development  work  in  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Valley 
during  the  interval,  nor  to  acquire  any  additional  rights,  there  is  no 
valid  reason  why  the  year's  delay  asked  for  by  the  City  should  not 
be  granted. 
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As  in  the  development  of  the  Lake  Eleanor  system  above  mentioned, 
the  City  now  expects  to  eventually  use  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Valley,  even 
though  the  time  of  this  use  may  be  delayed  a  number  of  years,  and  as 
the  occupation  of  this  valley  at  present  or  at  any  future  time  is  con- 
sidered to  be  undesirable  if  it  can  be  avoided,  it  is  recommended  that 
the  City  of  San  Francisco,  in  conjunction  with  the  trans-bay  cities, 
submit  such  data  about  all  available  sources  of  supply,  either  from  the 
Sierras  or  elsewhere,  with  or  without  filtration,  as  will  permit  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Interior  to  decide  whether  these  cities  could  not  procure 
from  such  other  sources  at  reasonable  cost,  water  of  good  quality  and 
in  sufficient  quantity  so  that  the  use  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Valley  for  a 
water  supply  may  be  avoided  in  practical  perpetuity. 

The  City  should  also  submit  a  description  of  the  methods  it  pro- 
poses to  use  to  develop  the  Tuolumne  water  supply,  giving  in  detail 
the  works  that  are  to  be  constructed  in  the  Yosemite  National  Park,  the 
water  power  that  will  be  developed,  and  the  ownership  and  use  to  be 
made  of  this  power. 

The  data  furnished  should  state  fully  the  extent  of  damage  to  the 
scenic  features  of  the  National  Park  that  will  result  from  the  proposed 
works,  and  exactly  what  restrictions  upon  the  use  of  the  park  by  the 
public  the  City  would  propose  to  preserve  the  purity  of  its  water  supply.

For  these  purposes  and  to  procure  such  independent  data  and  in- 
formation as  in  the  opinion  of  the  board  may  be  necessary  and  to  make 
the  necessary  personal  examinations,  it  is  estimated  that  $12.000.00 
-will  be  required.

VALLEY. 

In  the  matter  of  the  order  directed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  In- 
terior to  the  Mayor  and  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  State  of  California,  on  February  25,  1910,  to  show  cause 
why  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Valley  and  reservoir  site  should  not  be  eliminated 
from  the  permit  to  said  City  of  date  May  11,  1908. 

The  above  entitled  matter  having  come  on  regularly  to  be  heard  on 
the  25th  day  of  May,  1910,  at  the  hour  of  10  o'clock  a.  m.  and  said 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  having,  through  its  representatives, 
applied  for  a  continuance  of  said  hearing  and  for  further  time  within 
which  to  more  fully  respond  to  said  order,  said  application  being  made 
upon  the  ground  that  sufficient  data  was  not  available  upon  which  to 
make  showing  responsive  to  said  order,  and  an  adjournment  to  Thurs- 
day morning,  May  26,  at  10  o'clock  a.  m.  having  been  taken  to  permit 
the  Advisory  Board  of  Army  Engineers  to  confer  with  the  engineers, 
representing  the  several  parties  interested  herein  respecting  said  ap- 
plication and  the  propriety  of  granting  the  same,  whereupon  the  matter 
of  said  application  for  continuance  and  postponement  having  been  duly 
and  fully  considered  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  and  said  Advisory 
Board  of  Army  Engineer,  said  board  having  recommended  the  same  in 
writing. 

It  is  hereby  ordered  that  said  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
be,  and  it  is  hereby,  granted  to  and  including  the  1st  day  of  June, 
1911,  within  which  to  respond  to  said  order  to  show  cause,  and  that 
hearing  upon  said  order  be,  and  it  is  hereby,  continued  until  the  hour 
of  10  o'clock  a.  m.  on  said  last-mentioned  date. 

Said  continuance  and  postponement  is  granted  for  the  purpose  of 
enabling  said  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  furnish  necessary 
data  and  information  to  enable  the  Department  of  the  Interior  to  deter- 
mine whether  or  not  the  Lake  Eleanor  basin  and  the  watershed  con- 
tributary,  or  which  may  be  made  contributary,  thereto,  together  with  all 
other  resources  of  water  supply  available  to  said  City  will  be  adequate 
for  all  present  and  reasonably  prospective  needs  of  said  City  of  San 
Francisco  and  adjacent  bay  cities  without  the  inclusion  of  the  Hetch 
Hetchy  Valley  as  a  part  of  said  sources  of  supply,  and  whether  it  is 
necessary  to  include  said  Hetch  Hetchy  Valley  as  a  source  of  municipal 
water  supply  for  said  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  bay  cities. 

In  granting  said  postponement  and  continuance,  it  is  understood 
said  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  will  at  once  proceed,  at  its  own 
expense  and  with  due  diligence,  to  secure  and  furnish  to  said  Advisory 
Board  of  Army  Engineers  all  necessary  data  upon  which  to  make  the 
determination  aforesaid,  and  pending  the  hearing  upon  said  order  to 
show  cause  no  attempt  shall  be  made  by  said  City  or  any  of  its  officers 
or  agents  to  acquire,  as  against  the  United  States,  any  other  or  different 
rights  to  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Valley  than  it  noAV  has  under  said  permit, 
and  that  no  effort  shall  be  made  by  said  City  to  develop  said  Hetch 
Hetchy  Valley  site. 

Said  Advisory  Board  of  Army  Engineers  is  hereby  authorized 
to  procure  such  independent  data  and  information  as  it  may  deem 
necessary  or  proper  to  a  full  and  complete  determination  of  the  matters

committed  to  said  board  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  for  deter- 
mination, and  that  said  board  may  call  upon  the  Geologican  Survey  or 
other  bureaus  of  the  Department  of  the  Interior  for  such  assistance  as 
any  such  bureau  may  be  able  to  render  in  the  premises. 

It  is  further  understood  that  said  City  will,  as  soon  as  practicable, 
submit  to  said  Advisory  Board  a  full  exhibition  of  its  proposed  plan  of 
development  and  utilization  of  water  under  said  permit,  together  with 
estimates  of  the  cost  thereof,  and  also  a  full  statement  of  all  outstand- 
ing water  rights,  both  for  irrigation,  power,  and  other  uses  on  the 
Tuolumne  River  and  Lake  Eleanor  basins,  and  the  proposed  method  of 
providing  for  the  protection  thereof. 

All  questions  as  to  the  validity  and  legality  of  said  permit  of  date 
May  11,  1908,  are  hereby  expressly  reserved  for  decision  and  determina- 
tion until  said  final  hearing.

In  view  of  the  fact  that  under  stipulation  3  of  the  Grant  of  May  11,  1908, 
no  development  of  Hetch  Hetchy  reservoir  is  to  be  undertaken  until  after  the 
full  development  and  utilization  of  Lake  Eleanor,  and  of  the  further  fact  that 
San  Francisco  owns  under  patent  more  than  one-half  the  reservoir  area  and 
sufficient  land  to  exchange  for  the  remainder,  this  action  is  not  readily  under- 
stood. 

Under  this  order,  the  City  was  granted  a  continuance  and  postponement 
until  the  1st  day  of  June,  1911,  "to  furnish  necessary  data  and  information 
to  enable  the  Department  of  the  Interior  to  determine  whether  or  not  the  Lake 
Eleanor  basin  and  the  watershed  contributary  or  which  may  be  made  contribu- 
tary,  thereto,  together  with  all  other  sources  of  water  supply  available  to  said 
City,  will  be  adequate  for  all  present  and  reasonable  prospective  needs  of  said 
City  of  San  Francisco  and  adjacent  bay  cities  without  the  inclusion  of  the 
Hetch  Hetchy  Valley  as  a  part  of  said  sources  of  supply,  and  whether  it  is 
necessary  to  include  said  Hetch  Hetchy  Valley  as  a  source  of  municipal  water 
supply  for  said  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  bay  cities." 

The  work  imposed  upon  the  City  in  this  order  involves  a  study  of  "all 
available  sources  of  supply  either  from  the  Sierras  or  elsewhere,  with  or  without 
nitration,  as  will  permit  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  to  decide  whether  these 
cities  could  not  procure  from  such  other  sources  at  reasonable  cost  water  of 
good  quality  and  in  sufficient  quantity  so  that  the  use  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy 
Valley  for  a  water  supply  may  be  avoided  in  practical  perpetuity.'' 

Disregarding  the  source,  ownership  and  desirability  of  all  the  available 
sources,  it  is  not  difficult  to  answer  this  question  without  any  further  expense 
or  study.

Jack   Main  Creeks   and  the  lines  of   their  diversion   into   Lake   Eleanor. 

(2)  The    collection,    tabulation    and   mapping    of    data    regarding    the    area, 
rainfall  and  run-off  from  all  of  these   available   sources. 

(3)  The   ascertaining  of  the   cost  of  acquisition   of  the   rights   which  have 
been    granted    to    individuals    and    corporations    under    the    law    of    February    15, 
1901,    or   of  water   from   these   sources   as   developed   by   them. 

(4)  The    mode    of    filtering    and    delivering    the    waters    of    San    Joaquin 
and    Sacramento    Rivers   into    San   Francisco    and   adjacent    cities   and    the    deter- 
mination  of  the  problem,    ''whether   or  not   the   Lake   Eleanor  basin    and  water- 
shed  contributary,    or  which   may   be   made    contributary,    thereto,    together   with 
all  other   sources   of   water   supply   available    to    said   City,    will   be   adequate    for

The  work  above  ordered  has  been  commenced  on  broad  lines  and  will  be 
prosecuted  as  means  and  time  permit. 

RESULTS      OF      GAUGING     AND      PRECIPITATION   RECORDS      AT      LAKE 
ELEANOR,   SEASON  1909-1910. 

During  the  season  just  passed  continuous  observations  were  made  at  Lake 
Eleanor  of  the  precipitation,  temperature  and  discharge.  This  work  was  done 
with  the  generous  and  courteous  co-operation  of  the  U.  S.  Weather  Bureau 
and  the  Hydrographic  branch  of  the  U.  S.  Geological  Survey.  These  services 
furnished  the  necessary  instruments  and  forms.  This  work  shows  very  gratify- 
ing results,  as  it  offers  a  definite  basis  for  determining  the  amounts  of  water 
available  from  Lake  Eleanor,  both  for  storage  and  direct  use.  The  season 
1909-1910  was  one  of  somewhat  less  than  average  rainfall  and  the  daily  dis- 
charge measurements  show  that  the  City  could  have  drawn  from  this  source  for 
the  months  of  November  to  June  inclusive,  sixty  million  gallons  of  water  per 
day  and  would  have  commenced  the  storage  of  water  in  November;  that  by 
early  in  March,  there  would  have  been  stored  an  additional  supply  which,  with 
the  draft  of  sixty  millions  gallons  per  day,  would  have  supplied  the  City  through 
an  entire  year  of  drought.  During  this  period  the  natural  flow  of  the  river 
at  La  Grange  would  not  have  been  decreased  when  at  or  below  2,350  second- 
feet. 

So  much  has  been  stated  that  is  grossly  erroneous  and  misleading  regard- 
ing the  "average  flow"  of  the  river  at  this  point,  that  it  is  necessary  to  state- 
that  in  actuality  and  fact  there  is  and  can  be  no  such  thing  as  the  average- 
flow  of  a  river.  It  is  merely  an  abstract  statement  defining  what  the  flow  of 
a  river  would  be  if  every  drop  of  run-off  during  the  season  could  be  predeter- 
mined and  controlled  so  as  to  measure  it  out  with  mathematical  exactness  for- 
evt-ry  second  of  the  season.  In  the  consideration  of  the  flow  from  large  areas, 
it  merely  gives  an  expression  which  conveys  some  idea  of  the  magnitude  of  that 
flow,  but  has  little  bearing  upon  the  practical  problems  of  its  development,. 
storage  and  utilization.  When  it  is  borne  in  mind  that  the  flood  discharge  of 
the  Tuolumne  River  is  sometimes  60,000  second  feet  during  non-irrigation 
months,  the  weakness  and  folly  of  some  of  the  arguments  which  have  been 
based  on  the  ''average  flow"  are  made  manifest.

basin  as  hereinafter  given;  and  on  April  15th  an  irrevocable  option  until  May 
1,  1911  upon  all  lands  and  rights  in  Cherry  Creek  basin,  as  given  in  the  ac- 
companying statement,  for  $600,000.00  at  6%  interest,  this  interest  to  be 
expended  in  perfecting  and  maintaining  the  rights  and  filings  named. 


STATEMENT  OF  PROPERTIES  AND  RIGHTS  ACQUIRED  FROM  THE  TUO-

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WORK  OF  THE  DIVISION  OF  SURVEYS 

Chas.  H.  Holcomb,  Assistant  Engineer  in  Charge. 

The  map  defining  the  Street  and  Monument  lines  compiled  from  the  re-survey 
of  the  Fifty-Vara  District  is  finished  and  was  made  official  by  the  Honorable 
Board  of  Supervisors  under  Ordinance  No.  1028  (New  Series),  December  20th, 
1909.  The  original  was  filed  with  the  Recorder  and  two  duplicates  filed  at 
Sacramento,  one  with  the  Secretary  of  State  and  one  with  the  State  Surveyor 
General,  one  duplicate  is  on  file  in  the  Bureau  of  Engineering.  A  map  of 
same  on  a  scale  of  forty  feet  to  the  inch  has  been  compiled  and  bound  in  book 
form  showing  in  detail  the  position  of  buildings,  old  walls,  street  encroachments, 
public  Parks  and  properties,  the  position  of  Street  and  Monument  lines  and 
ties.  This  book  is  kept  in  the  office  of  the  Bureau  of  Engineering  for  public 
use. 

The  field  work  of  the  re-survey  of  the  One  Hundred  Vara  District  is  finished 
and  the  office  work  of  compiling  same  in  Map  form  will  soon  be  completed  and 
ready  for  confirmation  by  the  Honorable  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Three  hundred  and  twenty  block  frontages  of  the  field  work  are  finished  in 
the  re-survey  of  the'  Mission  and  Homers  Addition. 

The  re-survey  of  the  Market  Street  Homestead,  commonly  called  "The 
Snake  Tract"  is  well  under  way.  It  was  necessary  to  run  a  great  number  of 
preliminary  lines  which  had  to  be  done  with  unusual  care  before  any  final  lines 
could  be  attempted,  as  the  original  field  notes  of  the  survey  of  this  tract  were 
destroyed  by  the  fire  in  1906,  and  the  Map  or  Maps  of  same  are  very  defective. 
The  dimension  of  lots  and  blocks  do  not  check  or  close  in  any  single  instance. 
The  bearings  given  for  the  streets  are  so  defective  that  it  is  impossible  to  re- 
concile them.  The  side  lines  of  the  Streets  are  not  parallel  and  their  widths 
have  a  wide 'variance.  The  re-survey  of  this  district  is  a  greater  undertaking 
than  the  most  skilled  could  possibly  realize,  when  the  interests,  rights  and 
holdings  of  the  property  owners  are  taken  into  consideration,  it  will  be  some 
time  before  this  work  will  be  finished. 

Thirty-six  block  frontages  have  been  finally  located  and  forty-nine  stone 
monuments  placed  in  the  streets  to  definitely  define  and  tie  their  positions  on 
the  ground.  All  of  that  portion  westerly  from  Douglas  Street,  between  18th 
and  20th  Streets  will  soon  be  finished  and  ready  for  public  use. 

In  the  work  of  checking  and  establishing  new  Precise  Level  Benches,  many 
of  our  old  Precise  Benches  were  found  to  be  seriously  damaged  by  the  earthquake 
in  1906. 

Three  official  grade  books  have  been  compiled  and  are  kept  posted  to  date. 
One  hundred  and  eighty-nine  Official  Grade  Sheets  Covering  the  entire  City,  drawn 
to  a  scale  of  one  hundred  feet  to  the  inch  are  nearing  completion.  These  are 
also  kept  posted  to  date. 

A  new  official  index  map  of  the  City  and  County,  showing  all  subdivisions, 
correct  names  of  streets  as  fixed  by  Ordinance  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  Public 
Park  and  Public  properties,  Fire  Engine  Lots,  School  Lots,  etc.,  will  be  finished 
and  ready  for  general  use  in  a  few  months.  A  copy  of  this  map  will  be  furnished 
to  all  Municipal  Offices  in  the  City. 

The  current  work,  including  Surveys  for  public  and  private  street  work, 
Supervisors,  Board  of  Public  Works,  Board  of  Education,  Playgrounds  Commis- 
sion, City  Architect,  Building  Inspectors,  Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings, 
and  private  properties  has  been  kept  up  without  complaint  or  delays.  The  accom- 
panying tables  clearly  set  forth  in  detail  the  work  performed  during  the  fiscal 
year. 
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Two  hundred  and  eleven  different  petitions  from  property  owners  have  been 
referred  to  the  Division  of  Surveys  and  reported  upon,  in  many  cases  requiring 
extensive  surveys. 

Surveys  have  been  made  establishing  2,035  new  Precise  Bench  Marks,  4,000 
block  frontages,  1,792  crossings,  covering  about  308  miles.

The  work  of  the  Testing  Laboratory  continues  to  improve  and  to  be 
of  high  value  as  is  making  itself  manifest  in  all  branches  of  the  work  under 
direction  of  this  office. 

The  great  improvement  in  the  durability  of  asphalt  and  bituminous  rock 
pavement  is  due  in  large  part  to  the  control  which  the  laboratory  tests  give 
over  composition  of  the  binder  and  paving  materials.  The  same  is  true  of  the 
concrete  and  reinforced  concrete  structures.

San  Francisco,  August  1,   1910. 

To  the  Honorable,  the  Board   of  Public  Works, 

of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

Gentlemen: — Complying  with  instructions  from  your  Honorable  Body,  I 
submit  herewith  a  report  showing  the  operations  of  the  Bureau  of  Architecture 
for  the  Fiscal  Year  ending  June  30,  1910.

In  the  first  six  months  of  the  fiscal  year  the  Bureau  of  Architecture  was 
under  the  charge  of  Loring  P.  Rixford,  who  was  appointed  May  26,  1909.  He 
resigned  December  10,  1909,  Emil  de  Neuf  was  then  appointed  temporarily  and 
filled  the  position  until  the  appointment  of  N.  W.  Mohr.  Mr.  Mohr  resigned 
April  18,  1910,  after  serving  two  months,  and  John  L.  Fisher,  Chief  Inspector 
for  the  Bureau  of  Architecture,  was  appointed  Acting  Architect  for  the  Board  of 
Public  Works. 

In  school  work  there  are  at  present  in  course  of  constriiction  seventeen 
schools  representing  an  aggregate  cost  of  two  million  and  fifty  thousand  dollars 
($2,050,000.00).  Three  schools  of  the  five  million  dollar  ($5,000,000.00)  bond 
issue  have  been  finished  at  a  cost  of  two  hundred  and  ninety-three  thousand 
dollars  ($293,000.00).  There  are  at  present  drawings  being  made  for  fifteen 
more  schools  at  an  estimated  cost  of  one  million  eight  hundred  and  seventy- 
three  thousand  dollars  ($1,873,000.00).  This  includes  the  Polytechnic  High 
School. 

The  Hall  of  Justice  and  County  Jail  are  now  well  along  and  contracts 
have  been  let  to  the  extent  of  six  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($600,000.00). 

Contracts  on  the  San  Francisco  Hospital  have  been  awarded  amounting  to 
four  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($450,000.00). 

The  plans  for  all  this  work  have  been  prepared  by  this  Department  with 
the  following  exceptions:

Peabody  School — H.  C.  Smith,   Architect.

POLYTECHNIC     HIGH     SCHOOL. 

The  preliminary  sketches  for  this  technical  school  have  been  submitted  to 
the  Board  of  Education  and  approved  by  them.  Working  drawings  have  been 
started  and  the  work  at  present  is  well  under  way. 

In  preparing  plans  for  this  school,  the  best  examples  in  the  world  have  been 
carefully  studied  and  their  best  elements  chosen.  In  this  work  the  Department 
has  been  ably  assisted  by  Mr.  Alfred  Roncovieri,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  who 
in  the  past  made  a  trip  to  Europe  and  studied  the  technical  schools  of  the  Old 
World,  as  well  as  those  of  this  country.  He  has  furnished  this  Department  with 
invaluable  data,  photos,  etc. 

The  school  building  is  to  be  erected  on  a  lot  of  land  506  feet  by  278  feet, 
extending  from  Carl  to  Frederick  streets,  and  between  Willard  and  First  avenue. 
The  main  building  is  to  front  on  Frederick  street,  overlooking  the  Golden  Gate 
Park,  and  is  to  be  three  stories  high,  with  basement  and  attic.  At  either  end  of 
main  building  and  extending  back  to  Carl  street,  and  with  a  one  story  connecting 
building  on  Carl  street,  are  all  the  shops  and  mechanical  departments.  These 
shop  buildings  are  connected  with  main  building  by  arcades  only,  thus  practically 
isolating  the  shops  from  the  main  building.  This  prevents  any  noise  or  vibration 
from  the  shops  disturbing  the  pupils  at  classes. 

The  construction  of  main  building  will  be  class  "C"  ;  a  steel  carrying  frame 
for  all  floor  and  exterior  wall  loads.  Floor  joists  and  partitions  will  be  of  wood, 
protected  with  metal  lath  and  hardwall  plaster.  All  stairways  will  be  fireproofed. 
The  facades  are  to  be  faced  with  pressed  brick  with  common  brick  back  walls. 
All  trimmings  to  be  terra  cotta. 

Basement   floor  main    building — This   floor   has   three    direct    entrances   from 

Frederick   street,   with   four   stairways    leading   to   first   floor.      On   this   floor   are

First  Floor — This  floor  is  provided  with  ample  stairways,  two  elevators  and

•quired  laboratories,    store   rooms,   dark  rooms,    work  rooms,   lecture  rooms, 

"he  principal  and  teachers  rooms,  general  toilet  rooms  and  the  main  floor  of 

auditorium.     The  auditorium  is  planned  to  accommodate  about  1800  persons, 

nd  is  to  be  made  strictly  fireproof. 

Second  Floor — The  second  floor  is  reached  by  three  main  staircases  and  two 
levators.  On  this  floor  there  are  16  class  rooms,  general  toilets  and  the  balcony 
:"  the  auditorium.  * 

Third  Floor  and  Attic — These  floors  with  the  exception  of  four  class  rooms 
titioned  off  for  the  Domestic  Art  and  Drawing  Department,  consisting  of 
-ary  rooms,  store  rooms,  and  closets  required  for  this  department. 
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The  Shop  Building — The  lower  floor  of  the  shop  biiilding,  where  same  is  two 
stories  high,  is  devoted  to  carpenter  shop,  plumbing  shop  and  experimental  room, 
with  toilets,  locker  rooms,  offices  and  tool  rooms.  The  one  story  portion  of  shop 
building  is  for  the  accommodation  of  electric  wiring  and  fitting  shop,  machine 
shop,  blacksmith  shop,  foundry,  power  room,  pattern  shop,  with  toilets,  locker 
rooms,  lavatories,  offices  and  general  store  rooms.  One  wing  is  devoted  to  the 
mechanical  drawing  department  with  five  large  well  lighted  drawing  rooms  with 
all  necessary  blue  print  rooms,  offices,  store  rooms,  etc. 

The  bond  issue  calls  for  an  appropriation  of  $600,000.00  for  construction 
and  equipment. 


GIRLS'   HIGH   SCHOOL. 

The  new  building  is  to  be  erected  on  the  same  site  as  occupied  by  the  school 
previous    to    1906,    on    Scott    street,    between    O'Farrell    and    Geary    streets. 
preliminary    sketches    have    been    completed ;    and    have    been    approved    by 
the  Board  of  Education. 

The  building  as  planned  is  to  be  two  stories  and  basement,  with  three  sti 
frontages.  It  is  to  be  a  modern  structure  in  every  respect  and  is  specii 
studied  to  meet  the  requirements  of  a  Girls'  High  School. 

The  construction  is  to  be  Class  "C"  with  steel  carrying  frame,  brick 
terra  cotta  enclosing  walls,  wood  studs  and  joists  with  metal  lath  and  hai 
plaster.  All  stairways  are  to  be  fireproofed. 

The  building  is  entered  from  the  basement  floor,  four  entrances  from  tt 
street  and  three  from  the  yard,  thus  allowing  ample  opportunity  for  emptying 
building  quickry  in  case  of  emergency.  The  basement  is  planned  for  the  a< 
modation  of  general  locker  rooms,  toilet  rooms,  domestic  science  departmt 
(consisting  of  kitchen,  pantry  and  dining  room),  heating  plant,  large  gymnash 
and  shower  baths.  The  basement  floor  is  but  two  feet  below  grade,  thus  allowing 
for  the  maximum  lighting  of  same. 

The  first  floor  contains  the  auditorium,  provided  with  stage,  dressing 
and    retiring   rooms.      The    seating    capacity    of    the    auditorium    will    be    800 
ground  floor  and  four  hundred  in  the  balcony.     The  auditorium  can  be  com 
directly  with  the  rest  of  the  building  or  completely  isolated  as  desired. 

The  principal's  office,  teachers'  rooms,  two  large  study  rooms,  a  larg 
library,  general  toilet  room,  and  fourteen  class  rooms,  take  up  the  major  part  o 
the  rest  of  this  floor. 

Four  stairways  lead  from  the  first  floor  to  the  second,  the  same  being  equall 
distributed  over  the  area  of  the  building.  On  this  floor  are  the  gallery  an 
clerestory  of  the  auditorium,  three  large  drawing  rooms,  store  rooms,  sewing  an 
dressmaking  rooms,  six  class  rooms,  one  large  study  room,  physical,  chemic 
and  biological  laboratories,  with  shop  apparatus  and  necessary  store  rooms,  on 
lecture  hall,  etc. 

The  total  area  of  the  building  including  corridor,  etc.,  is  approximate! 
80,000  square  feet,  and  will  accommodate  comfortably  1,000  students. 

The  appropriation  for  this  building  is  $350,000.00,  and  working  plans  T; 
be  ready  for  figuring  about  November,  1911. 


LOWELL   HIGH    SCHOOL. 

This  building  is  to  occupy  the  block  of  land  bounded  by  Grove  Stree 
Masonic  Avenue,  Hayes  Street  and  tAshbury  Street. 

The  basement  contains  the  Boys'  and  Girls'  Gymnasiums,  each  fitted  wit 
shower  rooms,  dressing  rooms  and  locker  rooms;  Boys'  and  Girls'  Lunc 
Rooms  and  Caterer's  Room,  Boys'  and  Girls'  Lavatories,  Boiler  Room  and  Fa 
Room. 
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The  first  floor  will  contain  fifteen  class  rooms  used  by  first  and  second 
••upils;  one  physical  geography  laboratory,  consisting  of  three  rooms  and 
are  room,  with  an  inclined  floor  and  permanent  chairs,  so  arranged  as  to 

-d  by  other  science  work  besides  physical  geography.  This  floor  also 
contains  physical  director's  room,  girls'  lavatory,  coat  rooms  and  adminis- 
tration department. 

On  the  second  floor  will  be  four  class  rooms  and  seven  recitation  rooms 
devoted  to  special  subjects;  one  large  study  room  for  third  year  pupils;  and 
one  for  the  third  year  low  pupils  and  one  for  the  third  year  high  pupils:  one 
large  biological  laboratory  and  lecture  room  attached;  boys'  and  girls'  coat 
rooms,  library  and  school  association  room:  boys'  and  girls'  emergency  toilets. 

The  third  floor  will  contain  six  recitation  rooms;  fourth  year  low  and 
high  study  hall:  physical  laboratory  and  chemical  laboratory,  each  with  lecture 
room;  assembly  hall  wirh  16'x40'  stage  and  dressing  rooms  with  exits,  similar 
to  a  theatre:  girls'  lavatory,  teachers'  lunch  room;  mechanical  drawing  room 
and  free-hand  drawing  room  above  it,  connected  by  two  short  stairs;  wash 
room  and  lavatory  for  two  drawing  instructors. 

In  construction  the  building  will  have  a  steel  carrying  frame  with  wood 
studs  and  joists.  Exterior  walls  will  be  of  pressed  brick  and  terra  cotta.  This 
building  will  be  ready  for  the  contractors  to  begin  about  September  1,  1911. 
!0.00  has  been  set  aside  for  construction  and  equipment.

HALL  OF  JUSTICE. 

The    structure    is    located    upon    the    east    side    of    Kearny    Street    between 
-•on    and    Merchant    Streets,    extending    easterly    to    the    westerly    line    of 
Alley,  upon  a  lot   of  land  one  hundred  and  thirty-seven   feet  six  inches 
one  hundred  and  sixty  feet   (137'  6"xl60'  0")  in  size. 

TYPE  OF  STRUCTURE. 

The  type  of  the  structure  is  Class    'A"   with  a   steel  frame,   floors  and  roof 

reinforced  concrete.     The  fronts  on  Kearny,  Washington  and  Merchant 

t&  are  of  Raymond  granite  and  Colusa   sandstone,   backed  up  with  common 

-d   terra    cotta   hollow    tile.      The    front    on    Dunbar   Alley   and   the   walls 
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of  court  or  light  area  are  of  pressed  brick  and  terra  cotta  hollow  tile.  The 
interior  floor  construction  consisting  of  steel  beams  and  girders  carried  upon 
steel  columns  is  of  concrete  reinforced  with  galvanized  iron  wire  fabric  through- 
out; the  columns  are  also  wrapped  with  galvanized  iron  wire  fabric,  and  en- 
cased with  concrete  and  terra  cotta  hollow  tile. 

The  partitions  throughout  are  of  terra  cotta  hollow  tile,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  portion  of  the  fifth  story  occupied  by  the  City  Prison,  where 
they  are  to  be  of  reinforced  concrete.  The  structure  consists  of  a  sub-base- 
ment, basement  and  five  stories  above  the  street  level.  In  designing  the  struc- 
ture, it  has  been  the  idea  to  conceal  the  fact  that  the  City  Prison  is  located 
in  the.  building,  not  wishing  to  give  a  jail  effect  to  the  exterior,  it  being  ad- 
jacent to  the  County  Jail  building  which  is  situated  upon  a  lot  of  ground  di- 
rectly east;  the  jail  has  been  placed  upon  the  fifth  floor  and  does  not  show 
upon  the  fronts,  receiving  all  light  from  skylights  on  the  roof.  The  Kearny, 
Washington  and  Merchant  Street  fronts  are  very  elaborately  moulded  and 
carved,  the  stonework  being  relieved  with  marble  columns  at  second  story 
level  and  marble  panels  at  windows  at  third  story  level.  This  marble  is  Verde 
Antique  Alps  Green,  highly  polished.  The  main  entrance  to  the  upper  portion 
of  the  structure  is  in  the  center  of  the  Kearny  Street  front,  and  is  ten  feet  wide 
and  sixteen  feet  high,  and  is  very  elaborately  carved,  the  panels  in  the  jambs 
and  soffits  being  exceedingly  rich  in  design  and  treatment. 

Window  frames  of  cast  iron,  richly  ornamented  and  moulded  are  used  for 
all  window  openings  on  the  Kearny,  Washington  and  Merchant  Street  fronts 
of  the  structure,  fitted  with  metal  sashes,  it  being  the  intention  to  reduce  the 
use  of  wood  to  a  minimum. 

The  main  cornice  is  to  be  of  heavy  sheet  copper,  with  moulded  and  cast 
ornament. 

It  was  decided  after  much  deliberation  and  consultation  to  use  copper 
instead  of  stone  for  the  main  cornice,  due  both  to  its  projection,  and  the 
liability  of  any  earthquake  shocks  dislodging  any  of  its  members.  The  main 
cornice  is  surmounted  with  a  stone  parapet  consisting  of  pedestals  and  moulded 
and  turned  balusters. 

The  facing  of  the  Dunbar  Alley  front  and  the  walls  of  the  light  court  or 
area  are  of  standard  size  pressed  brick  full  height  of  same,  and  trimmed  with 
terra  cotta  window  sills.  The  color  of  the  brick  and  terra  cotta  is  of  a  tone 
to  blend  harmoniously  with  the  sandstone  of  the  fronts.  The  window  frames 
for  the  openings  in  Dunbar  Alley  and  light  court  walls  are  of  galvanized  iron, 
the  sashes  in  the  same  to  be  glazed  with  heavy  wired  plate  glass.  The  main 
roof  of  the  structure  is  of  reinforced  concrete  covered  with  five-ply  roofing  felt 
and  gravel. 

GENERAL  ARRANGEMENT  OF  STRUCTURE. 
SUB-BASEMENT. 

The  sub-basement  located  at  the  easterly  end  of  the  building  is  seventy 
feet  wide  and  one  hundred  and  six  feet  long.  In  this  will  be  located  the  boiler 
room  plant. 

There  will  also  be  a  large  space  devoted  to  the  purpose  of  storage  of 
bulky  evidence  in  the  care  of  the  Property  Clerk.  Access  to  this  space  is  by 
means  of  an  elevator,  for  bulky  evidence,  and  a  metal  staircase. 

BASEMENT. 

The  basement  covers  the  entire  area  of  the  lot,  and  also  the  entire  portion 
\inder  the  Kearny  Street  sidewalk,  and  a  small  portion  under  the  Washington 
Street  sidewalk.  The  level  of  the  basement  is  at  the  grade  of  the  sidewalk 
at  the  easterly  end  of  Washington  and  Merchant  Streets.  The  entire  base- 
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ment  is  devoted  to  the  use  of  the  Police  Department,  and  consists  of  a  drill 
hall,  the  size  of  which  is  one  hundred  and  twelve  feet  by  one  hundred  and 
twenty-eight  feet.  It  is  a  well-lighted  room,  having  windows  on  both  Wash- 
ington and  Merchant  Street  fronts  and  two  large  skylights.  Access  to  the 
drill  hall  is  to  be  had  from  entrances  on  both  the  Washington  and  Merchant 
Street  sides  through  corridors  ten  feet  wide.  Off  the  drill  hall  and  under 
the  Kearny  Street  sidewalk  is  to  be  located  the  shooting  gallery  for  Rifle  and 
Pistol  practice.  It  is  to  be  seventeen  feet  wide  and  one  hundred  and  thirty- 
six  feet  long.  Under  the  Washington  Street  sidewalk  is  located  the  general 
toilets,  lavatories  and  showers  for  the  Police  Officers. 

From  the  Washington  Street  side,  entrance  is  to  be  had  to  general  office 
and  offices  for  the  Captain  and  Lieutenant. 

From  the  Merchant  Street  side,  space  has  been  devoted  thirty  feet  by  fifty 
feet  in  area,  for  the  stabling  of  the  horses  and  patrol  wagons  of  the  Police 
Department. 

FIRST   FLOOR. 

The  main  entrance  to  the  building  is  in  the  center  of  the  Kearny  Street 
front  and  is  ten  feet  wide  and  leads  into  a  vestibule  fifteen  feet  wide,  from 
which  entrance  is  made  to  the  main  corridor  seventeen  feet  wide  and  seventy- 
four  feet  long.  From  this  main  corridor  leads  the  main  staircase,  to  the  upper 
stories,  and  fdur  passenger  elevators  for  public  service.  To  the  right  of  the 
-main  entrance  is  located  the  office  of  the  License  Department,  with  a  large 
vault  for  general  storage. 

At  the  corner  of  Kearny  and  Merchant  Streets  is  located  the  office  of 
Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners :  adjacent  to  it  is  a  Conference 
Room,  and  on  the  Merchant  Street  side  the  Meeting  Room  of  the  Board  of 
Police  Commissioners. 

This  room  is  twenty-six  feet  wide  and  fifty-five  feet  long  and  is  well  lighted 
from  the  Merchant  Street  side.  Access  to  the  meeting  room  of  the  Board  of  Police 
Commissioners  is  from  the  south  corridor  where  are  also  located  rooms  for  the 
witnesses,  who  testify  before  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners.  General  toilets, 
for  the  public  are  also  located  in  this  corridor.  At  the  end  of  the  south  corridor 
and  at  the  corner  of  Dunbar  Alley  and  Merchant  Street  is  located  the  main 
office  of  the  Property  Clerk. 

To  the  left  of  the  main  entrance  and  from  the  main  corridor  is  located  the 
Complaint  Department,  and  the  offices  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Chief  of  Police, 
and  on  the  corner  of  Kearny  and  Washington  Streets  the  private  office  of  the 
Chief  of  Police.  Adjacent  to  the  office  of  the  Secretary  to  the  Chief  of  Police 
is  located  the  main  telephone  exchange  and  from  a  private  corridor  is  the 
office  of  the  Captain  of  Detectives.  From  the  north  corridor  and  facing  on 
Washington  Street  is  located  the  general  office  of  the  Police  Department  for 
the  transaction  of  public  business. 

At  the  easterly  end  of  the  north  corridor  and  at  the  corner  of  Wash- 
ington Street  and  Dunbar  Alley  is  located  the  Detectives'  Assembly  Room,  with 
private  office  for  interview. 


SECOND    FLOOR. 

Upon  the  second  floor  on  the  Kearny  Street  front,  leading  from  the  main 
corridor,  are  located  two  Police  Courts,  in  size  twenty-six  feet  wide  by  fifty- 
one  feet  long,  and  adjacent  to  same  and  conveniently  located  are  the  Judges' 
Chambers  for  each  court. 

Two  additional  Police  Courts  are  located  at  ends  of  main  corridor,  facing 
on  Washington  and  Merchant  Streets  respectively. 
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In  the  south  corridor  and  facing  upon  the  light  court  are  located  t\vo 
Jury  Rooms  for  the  general  use  of  the  Police  Court  Juries. 

At  the  end  of  the  south  corridor,  and  corner  of  Merchant  Street  and  Dun- 
bar  Alley,  is  located  the  room  for  the  Police  Court  Records,  and  conveniently 
located  and  facing  upon  Merchant  Street  is  a  large  private  office  for  the  Ser- 
geant in  charge  of  the  records.  At  the  end  of  the  north  corridor  and  on 
the  corner  of  Washington  Street  and  Dunbar  Alley  is  located  the  Bond  and 
Warrant  Department,  with  a  large  storage  vault  in  same.  Adjacent  to  this 
office  and  facing  upon  Washington  Street  is  a  large  private  office  for  the  use 
of  the  Clerk  of  the  Bond  and  Warrant  Department. 

From  the  north  corridor  and  facing  upon  the  light  court  are  two  large 
sleeping  apartments  for  the  use  of  the  Clerks  who  are  on  duty  in  the  Bond  and 
Warrant  Departfent.  General  toilets  for  the  public  are  provided  in  both  the 
north  and  south  corridors. 

THIRD   FLOOR. 

From  the  main  corridor  and  facing  upon  Kearny  Street  is  located  one 
Superior  Court  room,  in  size  twenty-six  feet  wide  and  sixty-five  feet  long.  This 
court  room  is  to  be  twenty-four  feet  high  and  well  lighted  with  three  large 
windows  ten  feet  wide  and  eighteen  feet  high.  At  the  south  end  of  the  court 
room  is  located  the  Judges'  Chamber,  and  adjacent  to  the  chamber  and  facing 
upon  Merchant  Street  is  a  large  room  for  the  Judges'  stenographer. 

Two  Superior  Court  rooms  are  located  at  the  ends  of  main  corridor,  facing 
on  Washington  and  Merchant  Streets  respectively,  in  size  twenty-seven  feet 
wide  by  fifty-eight  feet  long;  conveniently  located  and  adjacent  are  the  Judges' 
Chambers  and  rooms  for  the  stenographers.  At  the  end  of  the  south  corridor, 
and  facing  upon  Dunbar  Alley  and  the  light  court  is  the  All-night  Jury  room, 
and  adjacent  to  same  is  a  room  provided  with  bath,  lavatory  and  toilet  facilities, 
for  the  use  of  the  jurors. 

At  the  end  of  the  north  corridor  and  facing  on  Washington  Street  and 
Dunbar  Alley  is  located  the  room  for  Criminal  Records,  and  adjacent  to  same, 
facing  upon  court,  is  a  large  private  office  for  the  clerk  in  charge  of  the 
Criminal  Records. 

From  the  north  and  south  corridor-s  and  facing  upon  the  light  court  are 
located  two  jury  rooms  for  the  use  of  the  Superior  Court  Juries.  General  toilets 
for  the  public  are  also  located  upon  these  corridors. 


FOURTH  FLOOR. 

At  the  south  end  of  main  corridor  and  facing  upon  Kearny  and  Merchant 
Streets  will  be  located  the  office  of  the  District  Attorney.  Adjacent  to,  and 
facing  upon  Merchant  Street  is  a  room  for  the  stenographer  and  the  public 
waiting  space.  The  balance  of  the  south  wing  is  occupied  by  the  upper  part 
of  the  Superior  Court  room  which  extends  through  two  stories,  and  eight  private 
offices  for  the  assistants  to  the  District  Attorney. 

At  the  north  end  of  main  corridor  facing  upon  Kearny  and  Washington 
Streets,  is  located  the  Grand  Jury  Room  twenty-six  feet  wide  and  thirty-two- 
feet  long,  and  adjacent  to  same  is  an  office  for  the  Clerk  of  the  Grand  Jury 
and  the  public  waiting  space. 

At  the  end  of  the  north  corridor  and  facing  upon  the  Washington  Street 
and  Dunbar  Alley  fronts  will  be  located  the  Bureau  of  Identification  and  Photo- 
graph Gallery  for  the  Bertillion  System  of  Measurements.  Off  the  photo- 
graph gallery  will  be  located  the  necessary  dark  rooms,  bromide  rooms  and 
work  rooms.  Off  the  north  corridor  and  facing  the  light  court  will  be  located 
two  rooms  to  be  used  for  the  Grand  Jury  witnesses,  one  for  either  sex. 
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FIFTH   FLOOR. 

The  entire  fifth  floor  is  devoted  to  the  City  Prison,  and  is  arranged  into 
three  departments.  The  Misdemeanor  Department  is  located  in  the  north  wing 
facing  Washington  Street  and  consists  of  twenty-nine  cells,  each  six  feet  by 
eight  feet  in  size  and  eight  feet  high.  One  large  cell  located  in  this  department 
twelve  feet  wide  by  thirty  feet  long  will  be  used  by  the  Trusties.  The  Felons' 
Department,  located  in  the  west  wing  facing  Kearny  Street,  consists  of  forty- 
two  cells,  the  same  size  as  the  Misdemeanor  Department. 

The  Women's  Department,  located  in  the  south  wing  facing  Merchant 
Street,  consists  of  nine  small  cells  same  size  as  in  the  Misdemeanors'  and 
Felons'  Departments,  and  four  large  cells  twelve  feet  by  twenty  feet.  Off  this 
department  is  located  a  sleeping  apartment  and  a  bath  for  the  matron  and 
general  bath  and  shower  room  for  the  female  prisoners.  In  the  south  wing 
facing  Dunbar  Alley  is  located  the  prison  kitchen,  store  room  and  Officers' 
Dining  Room.  Facing  the  light  court  is  a  dormitory  for  sick  prisoners,  thirteen 
feet  by  twenty-eight  feet  with  a  bath  attached.  Provision  is  also  made  for  a 
Doctor's  office  and  Private  Consultation  Room.  In  the  north  wing  facing 
Dunbar  Alley  will  be  located  the  General  Office  and  Booking  Department, 
the  Detinue  Ward  containing  three  cells,  a  Prisoner's  Consultation  Room,  and 
a  private  examination  room. 

All  cells  are  provided  wilh  a  toilet  and  lavatory,  and  ample  shower  facilities 
are  arranged  for,  for  each  line  of  cells.  All  the  doors  to  the  cells  are  sliding 
and  are  operated  with  a  lever  movement,  whereby  any  one  door  or  all  doors 
may  be  opened  or  closed  by  means  of  levers  and  automatically  locked. 

Access  to  the  City  Prison  is  to  be  had  by  means  of  two  metal  staircases, 
extending  from  basement  to  the  fifth  floor,  and  by  means  of  two  passenger 
elevators  from  the  basement  to  the  fifth  floor.  Between  the  north  and  the 
south  wings  at  each  flour  level  is  located  and  enclosed  bridge  and  at  the  third 
floor  a  bridge  is  carried  across  Dunbar  Alley  to  the  fourth  floor  level  of  the 
City  and  County  Jail  building. 

In  the  mezzanine  in  the  south  wing  will  be  located  the  general  store  room 
for  the  City  Prison  provisions  and  supplies,  and  a  sulphur  room  for  disinfecting 
blankets  and  a  general  storage  room  for  the  same. 

INTERIOR   FINISH. 

The  main  entrance  vestibule  is  to  be  finished  with  marble  walls,  floor 
and  steps  and  plaster  ceiling.  The  marble  used  throughout  to  be  such  as  is 
obtainable  in  this  State  and  of  such  colors  as  will  yield  a  most  decorative 
and  pleasing  effect.  The  main  staircase  from  the  first  floor  to  the  fourth  floor 
will  have  a  marble  treads  and  risers,  marble  facia  and  elaborate  metal  railing. 
The  walls  of  staircase  will  have  a  marble  wainscot  moulded  cap  and  base  and 
finished  above  with  Caen  stone  jointed  vertically  and  horizontally.  The  main 
corridor  in  the  first  story  will  have  marble  for  the  full  height  of  the  story, 
with  marble  columns  and  pilasters  at  staircase  and  marble  architraves  and  caps 
for  all  door  openings.  The  office  of  the  Chief  of  Police  will  have  a  wainscot  of 
birch  six  feet  high,  paneled  and  moulded,  and  moulded  cap  and  base. 

The  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners  will  also 
be  finished  in  birch,  moulded  base  and  chair  and  wood  trim  for  doors  and 
windows. 

The  meeting  room  of  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners  will  also  be  finished 
in  birch,  with  paneled  and  moulded  wainscot,  two  feet  six  inches  high  and 
moulded  architraves  for  door  and  window  openings.  The  ceiling  is  to  be  of 
plaster,  with  moulded  beams  and  cornice  richly  ornamented. 

The  balance  of  the  finish  throughout  the  first  story  will  be  what  is  known 
as  ''kalamein''  that  is,  metal  drawn  over  a  wood  core  or  base,  making  the 
structure  absolutely  fireproof. 
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The  toilets  are  lined  with  marble  wainscot  and  partitions  are  of  the  same 
material.  The  floors  throughout  except  that  portion  in  the  offices  used  by 
the  clerks,  are  to  be  "terrazzo"  :  in  the  offices  it  is  to  be  of  maple. 

The  Police  Court  rooms  in  the  second  story  are  to  be  finished  in  birch, 
with  paneled  and  moulded  wainscot,  and  moulded  architraves  and  trim  for  all 
door  and  window  openings.  Ceiling  is  to  be  of  plaster  with  moulded  cornice 
paneled  and  richly  ornamented. 

The  main  corridor  walls  of  the  second  story  will  be  finished  with  "hard 
wall"  plaster,  jointed  horizontally  and  vertically  and  to  be  of  color  to  imitate 
Caen  stone.  Marble  columns  and  pilasters  at  main  staircase,  and  marble  archi- 
trave and  trim  around  all  door  and  window  openings.  The  balance  of  the  in- 
terior finish  for  the  second  story  is  to  be  "kalamein." 

The  three  Superior  Court  Rooms  in  the  third  story  are  to  be  richly  finished 
in  mahogany.  Wainscot  paneled  and  moulded,  fifteen  feet  high,  will  extend 
on  four  sides  of  the  room,  moulded  architraves  around  all  door  and  window 
openings.  The  ceilings  are  to  be  of  plaster,  paneled  and  moulded,  and  very 
richly  ornamented.  The  main  corridor  walls  are  finished  with  "hardwall" 
plaster  in  imitation  of  Caen  stone,  and  jointed  vertically  and  horizontally. 

Marble  columns  and  pilasters  at  main  staircase  and  marble  trim  and  archi- 
traves around  all  door  and  window  openings. 

The  balance  of  the  finish  throughout  this  story  is  to  be  of  kalamine. 


BOILER  PLANT,    STEAM   HEATING,    STEAM   FITTING  AND  VENTILATING 
HALL  OF  JUSTICE. 

A  high  pressure  boiler  plant  will  be  installed  in  the  boiler  room  of  sub- 
basement,  with  all  necessary  auxiliary  apparatus,  together  with  a  complete 
direct  and  indirect  system  of  heating  and  ventilation  for  the  entire  building. 

There  will  be  installed  two  "Sterling"  boilers,  and  each  boiler  is  to  operate 
under  a  pressure  of  100  pounds  and  is  to  be  capable  of  developing  not  less 
than  one  hundred  and  forty  horsepower. 

The  boilers  will  be  fitted  and  arranged  to  burn  oil  as  fuel  and  the  furnace 
will  be  constructed  specially  for  this  purpose  in  accordance  with  the  best 
practice  and  with  a  view  to  economy  of  operation  and  freedom  from  noise. 

Smoke  breeching  will  be  run  from  smoke  outlets  of  the  boilers  to  the 
chimney  in  the  building,  of  proper  size  to  accommodate  the  two  boilers  and 
have  all  necessary  dampers,  levers,  chains,  etc.,  required  for  its  proper  opera- 
tion. 

A  complete  oil  burning  plant  will  be  installed  for  the  operation  of  the 
boilers.  The  pumps  will  be  two  4V2"x2%"x4"  duplex  pumps.  An  oil  heater  of 
approved  pattern  will  be  installed,  arranged  for  the  use  of  the  exhaust  steam 
from  the  pumps.  One  oil  storage  tank  will  be  installed  in  pit  under  Dunbar 
Alley  at  rear  of  the  building. 

Two  6"x4"x6"  duplex  steam  pumps  of  an  approved  pattern  are  to  be  used 
for  boiler  feed  pumps  and  two  7%"x5"x6"  duplex  steam  pumps  are  to  be 
used  for  house  pumps. 

A  day's  feed  water  heater  of  200  horsepower  capacity  with  all  necessary 
connections  and  fittings  will  be   located  back  of  the  boiler  feed  water  pumps. 
,         A  blow-off  tank  will  be  located  back  of  the  battery  of  boilers. 

A  hot  water  tank  will  be  located  between  main  switchboard  and.  oil 
pumps. 

The  heating  coil  will  consist  of  forty  lineal  feet  of  three-inch  brass  pipe 
and  the  steam  supply  to  the  coil  will  be  controlled  by  a  thermostat  so  con- 
structed and  connected  that  it  will  regulate  the  steam  supply  to  coil  when  the 
water  has  been  heated  to  any  pre-determined  point. 
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A  large  tank  will  be  located  in  corner  of  boiler  room  back  of  house 
pumps,  for  supply  to  house  pumps. 

There  will  be  erected  on  mezzanine  story  one  fresh  air  fan  for  the  supply 
of  fresh  air  to  the  several  court  rooms.  This  fan  will  have  a  blast  wheel  ap- 
proximately four  feet  six  inches  in  diameter  and  of  the  proper  width  to  deliver 
not  less  than  10,300  cubic  feet  of  air  per  minute  under  the  actual  conditions 
of  this  installation  and  at  a  speed  not  to  exceed  300  revolutions  per  minute. 
The  fan  will  be  arranged  for  direct  connection  to  an  electric  motor  of  six  horse 
power  output. 

In  boiler  room  one  exhaust  fan  will  be  erected  for  exhaust  of  certain  rooms 
in  the  lower  portion  of  building.  The  fan  wheel  will  be  about  forty-two  inches 
in  diameter  and  of  sufficient  width  to  deliver  not  less  than  nine  thousand 
cubic  feet  of  air  per  minute  under  the  actual  conditions  of  this  installation. 

On  the  fifth  story  mezzanine  floor  will  be  placed  an  exhaust  fan  for 
ventilating  jail.  The  fan  wheel  will  be  about  six  feet  in  diameter  and  of 
sufficient  width  to  deliver  23,000  cubic  feet  of  air  per  minute  against  a  pres- 
sure of  one-half  ounce  with  minimum  number  of  revolutions  not  to  exceed  250. 
The  fan  will  be  arranged  for  direct  connection  to  an  electric  motor  of  eleven 
horsepower  output. 

PLUMBING  WORK  FOR  THE  HALL  OF  JUSTICE. 

This  system  of  plumbing  consists  of  gas  piping,  drainage  sewers  and  ap- 
purtenances, all  piping  for  hot  and  cold  water,  supplies,  waste  and  ventilation 
of  waste,  also  the  plumbing  fixtures  and  appurtenances  making  the  system  of 
water  supply  use  and  waste  ready  for  service. 

All  materials  used  are  of  standard  type  and  the  best  of  their  kind,  all 
material  and  workmanship  being  thoroughly  inspected  before  acceptance. 

All  the  main  sewer  pipes  from  curb  line  to  main  sewer  in  Washington 
Street  will  be  vitrified  iron  stone  pipe.  All  piping  in  ground  under  basement 
floor,  and  out  to  the  iron  stone  sewer  connections,  will  be  of  extra  heavy  cast 
iron.  All  other  piping  throughout  the  building  will  be  of  the  screw  pipe  system 
of  wrought  iron  pipe. 

The  conductor  pipes  from  main  roof  and  from  cornice  to  be  connected  to 
main  line  under  basement  floor,  thence  to  main  storm  sewer  in  street.  At  the 
sidewalk  line  of  each  sewer  there  will  be  a  cast  iron  running  trap  with  cast 
iron  vent  pipe  on  house  side  extending  up  to  sidewalk  and  protected  by  a  cast 
iron  cover  and  grating. 

Two  lines  of  4"  wrought  iron  galvanized  pipe  are  run  from  basement  to 
run  and  act  as  standpipe :  at  each  floor  a  2*4"  connection  is  taken  off  to  a 
hose  rack  on  which  two  50'  0"  lengths  of  hose  are  placed.  These  standpipes 
will  be  connected  to  outside  of  building  and  be  supplied  with  polished  Siamese 
connections. 

All  cold  water  supply  will  be  drawn  directly  from  two  large  house  tanks 
placed  upon  the  roof  of  the  building.  These  tanks  are  supplied  by  means  of 
house  pumps  located  in  the  boiler  room. 

All  hot  water  will  be  supplied  from  a  heater  in  the  boiler  room  and  be 
run  to  all  fixtures  such  as  lavatories,  bath  tubs  and  showers. 

All  fixtures  in  building  are  selected  as  being  best  adapted  for  their  in- 
tended use.  Each  cell  is  fitted  with  an  approved  type  of  jail  water  closet  and 
lavatory. 

ELECTRICAL  WORK  FOR  HALL  OF  JUSTICE. 

The  electrical  work  consists  of  interior  conduit  and  wiring  system  complete 
in  all  details  for  lighting  of  the  various  rooms  and  power  to  operate  motors, 
etc.,  necessary  to  complete  the  mechanical  equipment,  also  a  system  of  tele- 
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phone  signals  and  bells  with  all  necessary  conduit,  wiring  and  such  other 
apparatus  to  make  a  perfect  working  installation. 

Direct  current  will  be  supplied  from  the  public  service  on  Washington 
Street,  at  a  pressure  of  220  volts  for  power  and  alternating  current  with  the 
three  wire  distribution  at  110  volts  for  the  lighting.  The  main  feeders  are 
brought  into  the  building  through  two  three-inch  conduits  to  the  meters  on  the 
main  switchboard  located  in  the  Boiler  Room. 

From  this  main  switchboard  conduits  for  light  and  power  will  be  run  to 
the  various  panel  boxes  and  tablets  throughout  the  building  and  again  from 
these  boxes  and  tablets  to  be  distributed  to  the  various  light  outlets  and 
motors. 

The  panel  boxes  or  cutout  cabinets  are  located  at  convenient  points  through- 
out the  building  and  are  set  flush  with  finished  wall  at  a  height  that  the 
switches  can  be  easily  reached.  The  cabinets  are  to  be  constructed  of  metal  and 
have  a  lining  of  marble. 

On  this  marble  board  there  will  be  mounted  switches  controlling  the  various 
lighting  circuits.  In  the  jail  portion  of  the  building  the  circuits  are  so  dis- 
tributed that  each  cell  will  have  a  single  light  outlet  in  the  ceiling  of  the  cell 
and  these  lights  will  be  controlled  from  switches  outside  of  cells. 


TELEPHONES  AND  SIGNAL  SYSTEMS. 

Three  conduits  are  run  to  each  telephone  outlet  in  building,  making  it 
possible  to  have  either  a  Home,  Sunset  or  local  telephone,  or  all  three.  Also 
at  each  of  these  points  provision  will  be  made  for  telegraph  and  messenger 
calls. 

In  addition  to  the  above  system  there  will  be  a  system  of  buzzers  and  inter- 
communicating telephones  in  connection  with  the  Police  Department.  The  tele- 
phone system  makes  it  possible  to  get  an  answer  directly  from  phone  wanted 
without  aid  of  a  central  and  any  conversation  which  may  take  place  over  the 
line  cannot  be  heard  except  by  parties  using  line. 


CITY  AND  COUNTY  JAIL  BUILDING. 
LOCATION. 

The  structure  is  located  upon  the  south  side  of  Washington  Street  com- 
mencing at  the  easterly  line  of  Dunbar  Alley  and  extending  easterly  ninety- 
five  feet  four  inches,  and  southerly  one  hundred  and  thirty-seven  feet  six 
inches  to  the  northerly  line  of  Merchant  Street. 

MUNICIPAL   BRANCHES  IN    STRUCTURE. 

The  structure  is  to  be  four  stories  in  height  and  will  have  a  basement 
over  entire  area  of  structure.  It  will  accommodate  three  branches  of  the  Muni- 
cipal Government — the  Coroner's  Office  and  the  Morgue,  the  Emergency  Hos- 
pital and  a  Ward  for  the  Detention  of  the  Insane,  and  the  City  and  County 
Jail  for  male  and  female  prisoners. 

TYPE  OF   STRUCTURE. 

The  type  of  the  structure  is  Class  "A"  with  a  steel  frame,  floors  and  roof 
being  of  reinforced  concrete.  The  fronts  on  Washington  and  Merchant  Streets 
and  the  returns  on  Dunbar  Alley  and  the  east  elevation  are  of  Raymond  Granite 
and  Colusa  sandstone,  backed  up  with  common  brick  and  furring  tile.  The 
front  on  Dunbar  Alley,  facing  the  easterly  exposure  of  the  Hall  of  Justice,  is 
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of  pressed  brick,  backed  up  with  common  brick  and  furring  tile.  The  easterly 
front  and  walls  of  light  court  are  of  common  brick  and  the  face  to  be  cemented, 
colored  to  harmonize  with  the  stone  exterior. 

The  interior  floor  construction,  consisting  of  steel  girders  and  beams  carried 
upon  steel  columns,  is  of  concrete,  reinforced  with  galvanized  iron  wire  fabric 
throughout.  The  columns  are  also  wrapped  with  galvanized  iron  wire  fabric 
and  encased  in  concrete  and  terra  cotta  hollow  tile.  The  partitions  throughout 
are  of  terra  cotta  hollow  tile. 

The  construction  in  general  is  the  same  as  the  Hall  of  Justice,  but  in  the 
design  of  the  exterior,  it  is  much  simplified. 

GENERAL  ARRANGEMENT  OF  STRUCTURE. 
BASEMENT. 

The  basement  covers  the  entire  area  under  building  and  is  connected  by 
means  of  a  pipe  tunnel  to  the  Hall  of  Justice  sub-basement,  these  basements 
being  on  the  same  level.  The  north  wing  facing  Washington  Street  is  devoted 
to  general  storage,  for  the  jail  and  emergency  hospital. 

The  south  wing  facing  Merchant  Street  will  contain  a  cold  storage  plant 
and  viewing  room  for  the  unidentified  dead.  It  will  contain  receptacles  for 
twenty-eight  bodies  and  will  be  so  arranged  that  the  bodies  may  be  kept  in- 
definitely. The  balance  of  this  part  of  the  basement  will  have  an  incinerating 
plant  and  general  storage  for  the  Morgue. 

FIRST   FLOOR. 

The  north  wing  facing  Washington  Street  is  devoted  to  the  use  of  the 
Emergency  Hospital. 

Upon  entering  the  vestibule  to  the  right  is  located  a  waiting  room,  next 
to  that  the  office  of  the  Chief  Steward,  and  on  the  corner  of  Dunbar  Alley  and 
Washington  Street  is  a  large  office  for  the  use  of  the  Chief  Surgeon. 

To  the  left  of  entrance  are  located  wards  for  male  and  female  patients, 
with  necessary  toilets,  lockers,  etc.  Convenient  bathroom,  diet  kitchen,  and 
retiring  room  for  the  Nurse  are  also  provided.  From  the  light  court,  where 
patients  are  received,  a  corridor  leads  to  tke  receiving  room,  sterilizing  room 
and  main  operating  room. 

These  rooms  will  be  finished  with  tile  for  floors  and  walls,  and  fitted  up 
with  the  most  modern  plumbing  and  sanitary  appliances  and  apparatus  for 
performing  minor  operations.  The  south  wing  facing  Merchant  Street  is  de- 
voted to  the  use  of  the  Coroner  and  the  Morgue.  To  the  right  of  the  main 
entrance  is  located  the  viewing  room  of  the  Morgue,  where  provision  is  made 
for  twenty  bodies.  These  are  placed  upon  marble  slabs  in  stalls  six  feet 
wide  by  seven  feet  long,  the  whole  finish  throughout  being  marble  and  tile.  To 
the  left  of  the  main  entrance  is  located  the  Autopsy  Surgeon's  office  and  ad- 
jacent to  same  will  be  located  a  general  autopsy  room,  and  a  private  autopsy. 
These  rooms  will  be  finished  with  tile  for  floors  and  walls  and  fitted  up  with 
the  most  modern  plumbing,  sanitary  and  ventilating  devices.  From  the  court 
off  Dunbar  Alley  is  located  the  Preparation  Room,  where  the  bodies  are  re- 
ceived and  prepared  to  being  taken  to  the  viewing  room.  A  special  room  is 
devoted  to  the  bodies  taken  from  the  water,  and  is  thoroughly  ventilated  and 
away  from  the  public. 

SECOND  FLOOR. 

The  north  wing  at  easterly  end  of  main  corridor,  contains  two  wards  for 
the  detention  of  male  and  female  insane.  The  male  ward  is  to  contain  ten 
rooms  and  the  female  ward  five  rooms.  Adjacent  to  each  ward  are  bath, 
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toilet  and  locker  rooms.  A  large  room  is  provided  for  the  examination  of  the 
insane  and  is  treated  the  same  as  a  Court  Room.  A  large  room  with  a  bath 
room  attached  has  been  provided  for  the  Matron.  At  the  south  wing  at  easterly 
end  of  a  lobby  is  located  the  Inquest  Room  with  a  Jury  Room  and  Witnesses' 
Room  attached.  Off  the  main  lobby  to  the  left  is  located  the  main  office  of  the 
Coroner,  with  rooms  conveniently  located  for  Coroner,  Chief  Deputy  and  Deputies. 
Room  for  the  Matron  has  also  been  provided  and  a  Deputies'  Sleeping  room  with 
bath  attached  is  conveniently  arranged. 

THIRD    FLOOR. 

Access  to  the  third  floor  is  had  by  means  of  passenger  elevator  leading 
from  light  court  at  first  floor  level.  Entering  public  space,  arranged  around 
same,  is  General  Office,  Sheriff's  main  and  private  offices.  Wards  for  male  and 
female  prisoners,  who  are  ill,  is  located  near  the  Doctor's  office  and  waiting 
room.  In  the  north  wing,  will  be  located  kitchen  for  the  jail  and  general  service, 
laundry,  butcher  shop,  vegetable  and  store  rooms. 

FOURTH  FLOOR. 

The  jail  proper  is  located  upon  the  fourth  floor,  the  north  wing  being  for 
men  only  and  the  south  wing  for  women.  The  general  office  is  located  between 
the  two  wings.  Both  wings  are  well  lighted  and  ventilated,  and  will  make  a 
very  modern  jail. 

IN    GENERAL.

The  finish  throughout  will  be  of  "kalamein"  of  a  simple  design  making  the 
building  absolutely  fireproof. 


SAN    FRANCISCO    HOSPITAL. 

The  three  groups  of  buildings  comprising  what  will  be  known  as  the  San 
Francisco  Hospital,  are  the  Main  Group,  Tubercular  Group  and  the  Infectious 
Group.  The  Main  Group,  for  which  the  steel  frame  is  now  erected  and  com- 
pletely fireproofed,  has  been  made  the  most  important  both  in  a  practical  as 
well  as  an  architectural  way,  especially  in  regard  to  the  perfect  managing  and 
equipment  required  in  an  up-to-date  institution  of  this  character. 

On  May  5,  1909,  a  contract  was  entered  into  with  Foster  &  Vogt,  and 
completed  by  them  September  17,  1909,  for  the  excavation  and  concrete  founda- 
tions, at  a  cost  of  $42,397.00,  to  which  was  later  added,  the  sum  of  $5,016.29, 
making  the  total  cost  $47,413.29. 

The  contract  for  the  steel  frame  was  next  in  order  and  was  awarded  on 
July  6,  1909,  to  the  Pacific  Rolling  Mill  Company  for  $211,528.86.  On  the  fur- 
ther study  of  the  four  ward  buildings,  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  add  a  pent 
house  on  each  roof  to  accommodate  the  toilets,  etc.,  required  for  the  roof 
gardens.  This  necessitated  some  additional  steel  work  amounting  to  $11,070.00, 
so  that  on  February  28,  1910,  on  acceptance  of  work,  the  total  cost  of  the 
steel  frame,  including  other  minor  extras  of  $928.86  allowed  by  the  Board  of 
Public  Works,  amounted  to  $222,598.86. 

The  best  method  of  fireproofing  the  steel  frame  was  the  next  detail  to  be 
thoroughly  considered.  The  terra  cotta  block  for  columns  and  floors  was  found 
to  be  too  expensive  so  concrete  was  adopted  and  the  contract  let  to  Foster  & 
Vogt  on  December  10,  1909,  for  the  entire  group,  at  a  cost  of  $102,897.00. 

Foster  &  Vogt  have  notified  this  department  that  on  August  15,  1910,  this 
work  will  be  entirely  completed. 
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The  rough  and  finished  plumbing  for  the  eight  buildings  was  awarded  on 
April  22,  1910,  to  V.  J.  Belknap,  for  $59,891.00.  The  rough  plumbing  to  date 
is  about  50  per  cent  completed  and  the  balance  progressing  in  a  satisfactory 
manner. 

On  receiving  bids  for  the  heating  pipes,  it  was  found  the  most  economical 
results  could  be  obtained  by  dividing  the  work  between  two  contractors,  the 
Wittmau-Lyinan  Company  taking  the  Receiving  and  Administration  Buildings 
for  $5,848.00,  and  the  Turner  Company  taking  the  other  six  buildings  for 
$11,964.00.  making  the  total  $17,812.00.  On  June  22,  1910,  these  contracts  were 
awarded  to  the  above  firms,  and  work  started  which  is  now  about  20%  com- 
plete. 

In  preparing  the  architectural  drawings,  a  design  was  finally  adopted  in 
the  Italian  Renaissance  style  which  will  allow  the  little  variations  necessary  to 
relieve  the  usual  plainness  of  the  straight  brickwork.  Ornament  has  been  used 
very  sparingly  and  only  where  it  will  add  to  some  special  feature  of  the  ex- 
teriors. The  Administration  building  is  the  only  exception,  this  being  the  archi- 
tectural centre  as  well  as  the  official  hub  of  the  whole  hospital  and  for  this 
reason  it  is  treated  as,  such  a  building  requires,  both  on  the  interior  and  the 
exterior. 

A  medium  shade  of  re-pressed  red  brick  and  white  flush  joints  will  be  used 
throughout,  terra  cotta,  granite  and  marble  in  the  panels  being  used  in  the  way 
of  ornament. 

The  passages  connecting  the  buildings  will  be  reinforced  concrete,  this 
will  be  plastered  with  a  white  cement  to  correspond  with  the  white  joints 
for  the  brickwork. 

All  of  the  brickwork,  concrete,  exterior  tile  and  marble,  granite,  and 
masons  iron  work  is  included  in  the  contract  now  being  estimated  for  the  main 
group  of  buildings.  This  work  will  probably  be  awarded  before  the  end  of  this 
month  and  if  conditions  are  satisfactory,  the  Nurses'  Home  and  Ward  Building 
No.  4  will  be  ready  for  roofing  before  the  rainy  season  starts. 

It  is  the  intention  of  this  department  to  rush  the  buildings  along  as 
rapidly  a*  i>  Consistent  with  thorough  workmanship.  The  exterior  carpenter 
and  mill  work  which  mainly  consists  of  the  window  and  door  frames  and  sash 
is  to  be  advertised  for  bids  about  the  10th  of  August,  so  there  will  be  no  delay 
in  delivery  of  same  as  the  building  for  mason  to  set  in  place.  The  contracts 
for  finishing  the  interior  of  all  of  the  eight  buildings  will  be  taken  up  as  the 
work  progresses,  and  excepting  some  small  changes  and  improvements  which 
are  likely  to  develop,  the  plans  as  they  stand  today  represent  practically  the 
condition  of  the  buildings  as  they  will  be  when  turned  over  complete  to  the 
Board  of  Health. 

These  eight  buildings  will  be  capable  of  housing  500  patients.  Care  has 
been  taken  to  allow  for  possible  future  extensions  consisting  of  two  more  ward 
buildings  with  space  for  240  beds. 

The  Tubercular  Group  will  be  composed  of  three  units,  one  Administration 
Building  and  two  Ward  Buildings  capable  of  accommodating  276  patients.  This 
group  as  well  as  the  Infectious  Group  are  complete  in  themselves,  with  Kitchen. 
Nurses'  and  Doctors'  quarters  entirely  separate  from  Main  Group.  The  second 
floor  of  the  Tubercular  Wards  is  to  be  open  for  outdoor  treatment,  sufficient 
potection  is  provided  from  the  weather  by  projecting  cornice  and  the  use  of 
copper  screens  for  the  large  openings.  The  first  floor  of  these  wards  will  be 
closed  the  same  as  required  in  the  treatment  for  the  other  patients. 

The  buildings  themselves  will  be  of  reinforced  concrete.  The  reduced 
height  of  these  buildings  in  comparison  to  the  Main  Group  and  the  area  they 
cover  was  very  adaptable  for  a  Mission  design,  using  a  red  tile  roof  and  with 
a  white  cement  plaster  finish  for  the  concrete.  This  group  of  three  buildings, 
while  not  very  pretentious,  will  still  be  in  harmony  with  its  more  important 
neighbors. 
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The  Infectious  Group  will  consist  of  four  units.  Administration  Building, 
two  Ward  Buildings  and  a  Discharging  or  Exit  Building,  with  accommodations 
for  100  beds.  The  design  for  these  buildings  will  be  much  the  same  as  that 
for  the  Tubercular  Group,  but  the  requirements  in  the  treatment  of  such  cases 
demand  outdoor  passages,  which  means  wide  balconies  running  from  one 
isolation  ward  to  another  across  the  exterior  of  the  building.  This  has  been 
treated  very  successfully  in  the  design  and  has  the  added  merit  of  being 
practicable  in  administering  to  the  needs  of  the  patients. 

The  Discharging  or  Exit  Building  is  connected  by  tunnel  with  the  Adminis- 
tration Building.  This  is  an  absolute  necessity  in  the  proper  treatment  of  in- 
fectious cases.  The  doctors,  nurses  and  help  attached  to  such  cases  are  re- 
quired to  pass  through  this  building  before  leaving  the  premises,  remove  their 
hospital  attire,  and  bathe  and  then  dress  in  their  street  clothes  and  on  entering 
the  premises  the  same  routine  applies  also.  Separate  suites  are  provided  for 
doctors,  nurses,  male  patients  and  female  patients  and  one  for  the  help.  In 
the  basement  of  this  building  the  patients'  clothes  are  stored  until  wanted, 
after  being  thoroughly  fumigated  and  marked. 

The  drawings  necessary  for  the  Tuberculosis  and  also  the  Infectious  Group 
are  being  prepared  at  this  time  and  will  probably  be  ready  for  estimating  about 
the  15th  of  September. 


ELECTRICAL    WORK. 

This  work  consists  of  a  complete  installation  of  an  electric  service  for  light 
and  power  complete  with  all  conduit,  wiring,  switchboards,  cutout  cabinets, 
switches,  fuses,  etc.,  and  all  conduit  required  for  telephone  system.  The  service 
wires  will  be  operated  on  the  three  wire  110-220  volt,  direct  current  system,  with 
a  minimum  pressure  of  220  volts  between  the  outside  wires.  The  power  and 
lighting  are  wired  separately. 

A  main  switchboard  will  be  located  in  the  basement  of  each  building.  The 
service  will  be  brought  to  these  various  boards  from  a  central  power  plant. 
From  these  boards  feeders  will  be  run  to  the  various  cutout  cabinets  located  on 
each  floor  of  the  different  buildings  and  from  these  boards  will  be  distributed 
to  the  various  lighting  outlets.  The  power  circuits  will  be  run  directly  to  the 
motor  outlet  from  the  main  switchboard  in  that  building. 

The  corridor  lights  will  be  controlled  from  the  cutout  cabinets  with  the  ex- 
ception of  certain  ones  known  as  "Night  Lights,"  these  will  be  controlled  by 
push  button  switches  placed  in  the  corridor. 

Signal  lights  from  the  various  wards  and  to  the  different  parts  of  the  buildings 
to  call  the  nurses  and  attendants  will  be  a  feature  of  this  installation. 

There  will  be  a  system  of  telephones  throughout  the  entire  group  that  will 
make  it  possible  to  communicate  between  any  of  the  various  departments,  etc. 

The  power  service  will  furnish  power  to  all  motors  needed  to  complete  the 
different  departments  and  for  elevators,  dumb-waiters,  etc.,  making  the  Hospital 
as  complete  as  possible. 

PLUMBING  WORK. 

The  plumbing  system  will  consist  of  the  gas  piping,  the  drainage  sewers  and1 
appurtenances,  all  piping  for  hot  and  cold  water  supply,  all  wastes  and  ventila- 
tion of  waters,  vacuum  cleaning  piping,  and  sterilized  water  piping,  also  the 
plumbing  fixtures  and  appurtenances  making  the  entire  system  ready  for  service. 

Cast  iron  sewers  will  be  carried  to  a  point  ten  feet  outside  the  building  line 
and  from  this  point  picked  up  by  the  iron  stone  sewer  which  will  run  through 
the  grounds  to  main  sewer  in  streets.  All  water  piping,  etc.,  will  be  carried  from 
one  building  to  another  through  tunnels  which  are  provided  as  connecting  pass- 
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ages  between  the  various  buildings.  "With  the  exception  of  the  sewer  piping 
which  is  extra  heavy  cast  iron,  all  piping  will  be  the  screw  pipe  system  using 
wrought  iron  pipe  galvanized. 

In  the  basement  of  Receiving  Building  there  will  be  a  swimming  pool.  This 
pool  will  be  emptied  by  means  of  a  pentrifugal  pump  which  will  lift  the  water 
from  the  low  level  and  discharge  it  into  the  sewer.  The  supply  to  the  pool  will  be 
kept  at  a  required  temperature  by  means  of  steam  pipes  running  around  the 
bottom  of  tank. 

The  building  will  be  completely  furnished  with  all  the  fixtures  peculiar  to  the 
different  modes  of  treatment  known  to  medical  science. 

MECHANICAL    WORK    IX    POWER    HOUSE    OF    THE    SAN    FRANCISCO 

HOSPITAL. 

The  Power  House  will  be  situated  in  the  center  of  the  groups  of  buildings 
consisting  of  the  General  Hospital,  Infectious  and  the  Tuberculosis  groups. 

The  building  will  consist  of  a  first  and  second  floor.  The  boiler  room  will  be 
situated  on  the  first  floor,  and  turbine  room  on  the  second  floor,  which  will  be 
level  with  the  grade. 

Upon  the  boiler  room  floor  will  be  located  four  boilers,  set  in  two  batteries 
and  spaced  for  a  single  boiler  that  may  be  installed  in  the  future.  Each  boiler 
will  operate  under  a  pressure  of  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  pounds  and  to  be 
capable  of  developing  not  less  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  horsepower  without 
forcing. 

The  boilers  will  be  fitted  and  arranged  to  burn  oil  as  fuel  and  the  furnaces 
will  be  constructed  specially  for  this  purpose  in  accordance  with  the  best  prac- 
tice and  with  a  view  to  economy  of  operation  and  freedom  from  noise. 

A  complete  oil  burning  set  will  be  installed  of  sufficient  size  to  operate  the 
boilers.  The  pumps  will  be  of  the  piston  pattern  Duplex  type.  The  heater  will 
be  so  arranged  for  use  of  the  exhaust  steam  from  the  pumps.  An  oil  storage 
tank  of  sufficient  capacity  shall  be  placed  in  the  ground  at  a  distance  from  the 
building. 

The  boilers  will  be  furnished  with  approved  first-class  oil  burners. 

The  two  Duplex  steam  pumps  of  the  piston  pattern  of  an  approved  type,  and  of 
sufficient  size,  will  be  used  for  boiler  feed  pumps. 

Two  Duplex  steam  pumps  of  the  piston  pattern  of  an  approved  type,  and  of 
sufficient  size,  will  be  used  for  the  circulating  of  hot  water  throughout  the 
groups  of  buildings  for  domestic  purposes,  and  will  be  set  under  the  second 
floor  near  the  hot  water  heater  and  supply  and  return  tanks  of  the  hot  water 
system. 

A  Day's  Feed  Water  Heater  of  sufficient  horsepower  capacity  and  with  all 
necessary  connections  and  fittings  will  be  located  in  front  of  the  boilers  near 
the  mezzanine  floor. 

A  blow-off  tank  will  be  located  outside  the  building  in  the  ground. 

There  will  be  located  on  turbine  room  floor  four  125-kilowat,  2,400  revolutions 
per  minute,  125/250  volts  three-wire  steam  turbines  of  non-condensing  type 
exhaust.  Steam  from  the  turbines  will  be  used  for  the  heating  system,  feed 
water  and  hot  water  system.  Space  will  be  left  for  additional  turbine  for  some 
future  installation. 

REFRIGERATING  AND  ICE-MAKING  PLANT— SAN  FRANCISCO  HOSPITAL. 

The  refrigerating  and  ice-making  plant  will  be  located  on  the  same  level  as 
the  boiler  room  floor  between  the  power  plant  and  the  tunnel. 

The  ammonia  compressor  will  be  motor  driven  and  located  on  turbine  room 
floor.  Motor  and  ammonia  compressor  shall  be  of  type  and  of  sufficient  sizes 
to  cover  all  requirements  of  said  plant. 
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Two  brine  pumps  of  sufficient  size  and  of  an  approved  type  will  be  installed 
under  mezzanine  floor  near  ammonia  compressor  for  pumping  brine  to  the  stor- 
age room  in  the  Service  building  of  the  three  groups,  and  to  the  Morgue  building 
for  cadaver  receptacles. 

The  ice-making  tanks  will  be  located  yi  ice  freezing  room  and  of  sufficient 
sizes  for  hospital. 

INCINERATOR    PLANT — SAN    FRANCISCO    HOSPITAL. 

The  Incinerator  room  will  be  located  on  the  same  level  as  the  boiler  room 
floor  between  the  power  plant  and  the  tunnel  to  Tubercular  group.  The  Incin- 
erator will  be  located  on  the  first  floor,  all  charging  to  be  done  from  the  charging 
room  floor  which  is  on  the  same  level  as  the  turbine  room  floor. 

LAUNDRY— SAN   FRANCISCO   HOSPITAL. 

The  laundry  is  located  in  the  south  half  of  the  Power  Plant  building. 

The  first  floor  is  one  foot  lower  than  the  boiler  room  floor  level.  In  the  east 
end  of  the  laundry  room  the  workers,  extractors,  soap  bleach  tanks  and  steril- 
izers are  located,  with  all  necessary  shafting,  hangers,  pulleys,  belting  and 
motor.  These  machines  will  be  erected  on  a  cement  floor  pitched  to  drain  into 
the  several  gutters  at  this  end  of  room  to  sewer  outlets. 

In  the  center  and  west  end  of  room  will  be  located  one  large  type  mangle,  one 
small  combination  mangle,  body,  band  and  combination  ironer,  finishing  ma- 
chine, ironing  boards,  mangle  tables,  dry  room,  spray  dampeners  and  starch 
extractor.  These  machines  will  be  erected  on  a  wooden  floor. 

Over  the  large  mangle  will  be  an  exhaust  hood  for  removal  of  all  vapor  aris- 
ing from  mangle  rolls. 

High  pressure  steam  supply  will  be  run  to  laundry  from  boiler  room  and 
reducing  to  desired  pressure  in  laundry  room  by  means  of  a  pressure  reducing 
valve. 

Hot  water  supply  to  laundry  will  be  run  from  domestic  hot  water  heater  in 
boiler  room  to  washers  in  laundry.

Both  stations  are  constructed  of  reinforced  concrete.  The  main  building  is 
the  same  in  both  cases,  each  containing  assembly  room,  Captain's  office,  Lieu- 
tenant's office,  booking  office,  general  office  and  detention  cells  on  the  first 
floor.  The  second  floor  is  made  up  of  a  large  locker  room  and  lavatories.  The 
stable  wings  on  the  Ingleside  Station  have  accommodations  for  41  horses  and 
patrol  wagon,  with  all  necessary  accessories.  There  are  accommodations  for 
30  horses  in  the  Park  Police  Station. 


MUNICIPAL    PLAYGROUNDS. 

While  the  preparation  of  plans,  etc.,  for  this  work  does  not  come  within  the 
scope  of  this  Department  as  provided  by  the  Charter,  the  work  has  been  done, 
however,  but  all  expenses  of  draughting,  blueprinting  and  inspection  have  been 
borne  by  the  Playground  Commission.  Previous  to  the  last  fiscal  year  the  east- 
erly half  of  the  Municipal  Playground,  situated  on  the  block  bounded  by  Powell, 
Lombard,  Montgomery  Avenue  and  Greenwich,  had  been  graded  and  retaining 
walls  built.  Toilets,  dressing  rooms,  etc.,  had  also  been  installed.  Contracts 
have  been  let  and  the  work  is  now  under  way  for  improving  the  westerly  half 
of  the  above  grounds.  A  swimming  pool  is  to  be  installed  by  the  Bureau 
of  Engineering  and  this  Department  is  now  engaged  in  drawing  up  plans  of  a 
"bath  house,  covering  and  enclosing  the  same.  This  house  provides  for  150 
dressing  rooms,  with  all  necessary  equipment  including  toilets,  showers,  etc. 

Located  within  the  grounds  has  been  built  a  toboggan  100  feet  long  and  24 
feet  high.  The  slide  has  a  pitch  of  28  degrees  and  has  proven  to  be  a  popular 
form  of  amusement. 

At  the  South  Side  Playground,  located  on  the  block  bounded  by  Harrison, 
Seventh,  Bryant  and  Sixth,  has  been  constructed  by  this  Department,  bleachers, 
running  track,  lavatories,  showers,  handball  courts  and  ground- keeper's  cottage. 
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INFIRMARY   OX   THE   RELIEF   HOME   TRACT. 

This  hospital  consists  of  a  group  of  buildings  composed  of  the  Adminis- 
tration Building,  Male  and  Female  Ward  Buildings,  Kitchen  and  Dining  Room 
Buildings,  all  of  which  are  connected  by  main  and  cross  corridors.  All  buildings 
are  constructed  of  reinforced  concrete,  with  cement  finished  exterior. 

The  Administration  Building  is  three  stories  high.  The  first  floor  is  used 
for  Superintendent's  Office,  Visitors'  Room,  Doctors'  and  Committee  Room, 
Nurses'  Room,  Dispensary,  Examining  Room.  The  second  floor  is  used  for 
bedrooms  on  south  side  of  corridor  with  the  operating,  anaesthetic,  recovery, 
sterilizing,  surgical  store  room  and  doctors'  dressing  room,  with  all  necessary 
toilets,  etc.,  on  the  north  side  of  corridor. 

These   rooms   are   connected  to   main   corridor  with   a   cross    corridor. 

The  third  floor  is  to  be  used  for  living  rooms,  etc.,  for  nurses,  toilet  rooms, 
etc.  The  male  ward  building  is  three  stories  high  with  basement.  The  base- 
ment is  arranged  for  living  rooms,  etc.,  for  male  help,  having  bath  and  toilet 
rooms  adjacent  in  Sanitary  tower. 

The  first  floor  is  composed  of  one  large  ward  (28  beds),  two  isolated  wards 
(2  beds  each),  solarium,  diet  kitchen,  nurses'  room,  linen  room,  doctors'  labora- 
tory, store  room  and  toilet  rooms.  Connected  to  main  ward  by  a  small  corridor 
is  a  sanitary  tower  in  which  are  located  showers,  urinals,  bath  tubs,  etc.  A 
metal  lined  linen  chute  is  connected  at  all  floors.  The  second  and  third  floors  of 
this  building,  also  sanitary  tower,  are  arranged  same  as  first  floor.  A  passenger 
elevator  runs  from  basement  to  third  floor.  The  female  ward  building  is  ar- 
ranged practically  the  same  as  the  male  ward  building. 

The  Dining  Building  is  one  story  with  a  dividing  corridor,  male  dining  room 
on  the  west  and  female  dining  room  on  the  east.  The  kitchen  building  is  three 
stories  and  basement.  The  first  floor  is  used  for  kitchen,  vegetable  room, 
scullery,  butcher  shop,  stewards'  store  room,  nurses'  dining  room,  helps'  dining 
room,  receiving  lobby  and  garbage  room.  The  basement  of  this  building  is  used 
for  the  storage  of  food-stuffs.  The  second  and  third  floors  of  this  building  are 
comprised  of  one  large  ward  (28  beds  each,  with  nurses'  room,  etc.)  same  as 
other  wards. 

The  male,  female  and  kitchen  buildings  are  connected  by  a  corridor  233 
feet  long  by  10  feet  wide.  This  corridor  opens  onto  a  balcony  on  first  floor  and 
a  sun  porch  on  the  second  floor,  both  having  a  southern  exposure.  The  roof  of 
the  Dining  Building  can  be  used  as  a  sun  porch,  same  connecting  with  main 
corridor. 

The  mprgue  building  is  located  east  of  the  female  ward  on  line  of  main 
axis  of  buildings. 

The  courts  between  the  buildings  are  to  be  laid  off  in  grass  plots  and 
flower  bed  with  cement  walks  connecting  the  several  buildings  with  one  main 
wall  in  front  of  Administration  Building,  which  leads  to  a  main  stairway  to  the 
plaza  below.  The  buildings  are  located  on  a  knoll  with  an  unobstructed  view  in 
all  directions,  having  a  fine  easterly  and  southerly  exposure. 

All  buildings  are  heated  by  direct  radiation  supplied  by  a  low  pressure 
steam  circulation  of  a  two-pipe  vacuum  system. 

The  lighting  system  is  operated  on  a  three  wire  system  designated  to  carry 
110  volts,  both  for  power  and  lighting. 

The  total  appropriation  for  this  group  of  buildings,  exclusive  of  equipment, 
is  $316,500.00.  The  Board  of  Works  expects  to  turn  the  building  over  to  the 
Almshouse  management  about  September  1,  1910.

STREET  ASSESSMENTS. 

Sixty-five  assessments  were  prepared  and  issued  for  the  cost  of  street 
work  performed  under  public  contract. 

Sixty-four  of  these  were  front  foot  assessments,  and  one  (the  sewering  of 
Alemany  Avenue  and  adjacent  streets)  was  a  district  assessment. 

The  total  cost  of  the  street  work  as  shown  by  these  assessments  amounted 
to  $124.696.90. 

These  assessments  were  issued  to  the  contractors  and  a  copy  of  each  was 
recorded  in  the  Street  Assessment  Records  in  the  Bureau  of  Streets,  together  with 
the  returns  made  thereon.

HOUSE   NUMBERING. 

'  Since  the  calamity  of  1906,  the  Bureau  of  Streets  has  been  issuing  certificates 
for  official  house  numbers  strictly  in  accordance  with  the  municipal  ordinance. 

As  practically  all  of  the  buildings  were  destroyed  within  the  burned  district 
the  re-numbering  has  occasioned  no  confusion  by  a  compliance  with  this  ordi- 
nance. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  in  the  month  of  December,  1909,  adopted  Ordinances 
Nos.  988,  989  and  1029,  changing  the  names  of  many  streets  in,  this  city.  By 
reason  of  these  name  changes  the  buildings  along  the  following  streets  (old 
names)  must  be  re-numbered.

The  average  cost  of  similar  work  done  under  contract  approximated  three 
cents  (3c)  per  square  foot  greater  than  the  cost  at  the  present  time.  Estimating 
the  total  number  of  the  square  feet  laid,  1,925,865  it  may  be  readily  seen  that 
the  Board  of  Public  Works  have  effected  a  saving  to  the  City  of  $57,775.95. 

The  initial  cost  of  the  "Plant"  was  about  $17,000.00,  thus  demonstrating 
beyond  question  the  superiority  and  cheapness  of  this  class  of  work  when 
performed  by  the  City's  employees  under  direction  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Works. 

It  has  also  been  demonstrated  that  the  class  of  pavement  laid  has  been 
better  and  of  a  more  permanent  nature.  This  is  shown  conclusively  by  the  in- 
frequent calls  upon  the  Street  Repair  Department  to  locations  wherein  they 
have  previously  performed  constructive  work.

SEWER  REPAIRS  AND  RECONSTRUCTION. 

There  were  402  sewer  breaks  during  the  year,  of  this  number  284  breaks 
were  repairs  to  iron  stone  pipe  sewers,  and  118  breaks  were  repairs  to  brick 
sewers. 

Seventy-nine  manholes  and   173   cesspools  and  inlets  were   constructed. 
126  manholes  were  repaired  and  old  defective  rims  and  covers  were  replaced 
by  new  ones. 

171  cesspools  and  inlets  were  repaired  and  reconstructed  and  old  defective 
frames  and  grates  were  replaced  by  new  ones. 

There  were  12,770  lineal  feet  of  brick  sewers  and  14,853  feet  of  iron  stone 
pipe  sewers  repaired  and  reconstructed  during  the  year.

Sir: — In  conformity  with  the  requirements  of  Section  9  of  Article  XVI  of 
the  Charter  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  I  herewith  submit  the 
following  as  my  report  as  City  Attorney  for  the  fiscal  year  1909-1910. 

RATE  LITIGATION. 
WATER  RATES. 

My  annual  report  of  1908-1909  contained  a  detailed  history  of  the  litigation 
brought  by  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Works  and  its  successor  the  Spring  Valley 
Water  Company  against  the  City  and  County  enjoining  the  enforcement  of  Ordi- 
nances covering  water  rates  for  the  fiscal  years  1903-1904  and  1908-1909,  in- 
clusive. Since  that  report  an  action  of  the  same  kind  was  commenced  July  1st, 
1909,  and  another  on  June  30,  1910,  covering  the  rates  for  1909-1911  inclusive. 
In  each  of  these  suits  preliminary  restraining  orders  have  been  issued.  The 
final  hearing  of  the  first  three  cases  involving  the  ordinance  rates  for  the  years 
1903-1904,  1904-1905,  1905-1906,  has  been  set  for  the  8th  day  of  August,  1910, 
before  Judge  E.  S.  Farrington  in  the  United  States  Circuit  Court. 

For  the  fiscal  year  1909-1910  there  was  deposited  by  the  Spring  Valley 
Water  Company  in  accordance  with  an  order  of  the  Court  made  upon  the  motion 
of  this  office  the  sum  of  $296,073.98,  which  sum  represented  the  excess  collected 
by  the  Water  Company  over  the  rates  fixed  by  Ordinance.  This  sum  is  on 
deposit  in  the  Mercantile  Trust  Company  Bank  of  this  City  and  County  in  the 
control  of  the  Clerk  of  the  United  States  Circuit  Court  to  be  returned  to  the 
consumers  if  the  City  is  successful  in  the  litigation. 

« 

GAS  RATES. 

Three  suits  have  been  brought  by  the  San  Francisco  Gas  &  Electric  Company 
for  the  purpose  of  enjoining  the  rates  fixed  by  the  Ordinances  for  the  fiscal  years 
1908-1909,  1909-1910,  and  1910-1911.  In  all  of  these  actions  temporary  in- 
junctions have  been  issued  with  the  proviso  that  the  moneys  collected  in  excess 
of  the  Ordinance  rate  of  eighty-five  cents  per  one  thousand  cubic  feet  shall  be 
deposited  by  the  Company  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Court.  The  amounts  so  im- 
pounded with  interest  to  date  for  the  fiscal  year  1908-1909  is  $281,061.33  and 
for  the  fiscal  year  1909-1910  is  $310,433.96  which  amounts  are  now  on  deposit 
with  the  Bank  of  California  (National  Association)  of  this  City  and  County. 

The  taking  of  testimony  before  the  Master  in  Chancery  of  the  United  States 
Circuit  Court  is  in  progress  at  the  present  time  and  will  continue  for  some 
time  to  come. 

The  Metropolitan  Light  and  Power  Company  also  has  brought  suit  for  the 
purpose  of  enjoining  the  rate  fixed  by  Ordinance,  for  the  fiscal  years  1909-1910, 
and  1910-1911,  arid  in  both  suits  temporary  restraining  orders  have  been  issued. 

Testimony  is  being  taken  in  these  cases  before  the  Master  in  Chancery  in 
the  United  States  Circuit  Court.

ACQUISITION  OF  MUNICIPAL   STREET  RAILWAY. 

On  December  30,  1909,  the  people  by  more  than  a  two-third  vote  authorized 
the  issuance  of  bonds  in  the  amount  of  $1,900,000  for  the  construction  of  a 
municipal  street  railway  on  Geary  Street,  commencing  at  Kearny  Street  and 
running  to  Presidio  Avenue;  thence  over  Point  Lobos  Avenue  to  10th  Avenue; 
thence  over  10th  Avenue  to  the  Park  and  commencing  at  10th  Avenue  and 
Point  Lobos  Avenue :  thence  over  Point  Lobos  Avenue  to  39th  Avenue,  thence 
over  Cliff  Avenue  to  the  Ocean. 

At  the  same  election  a  second  proposition  was  authorized  providing  for  the 
issuance  of  bonds  in  the  sum  of  $120,000  for  the  construction  of  a  road  over 
Market  Street  from  Geary  Street  to  the  Ferry. 

After  bids  were  called  for  the  purchase  of  bonds  under  the  first  proposition 
an  injunction  was  brought  by  Horace  G.  Platt,  president  of  the  Geary  Street 
Railway  Company,  to  restrain  the  issuance  and  sale  of  said  bonds.  The  City 
replied  by  demurrer,  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  a  motion  to  dissolve  the  tem- 
porary restraining  order.  A  hearing  was  had  before  the  Honorable  John  F. 
Ellison,  Superior  Judge  of  Tehama  County,  March  28,  1910,  and  a  decision  in 
favor  of  the  defendants  sustaining  the  demurrer  was  rendered  on  April  16,  1910, 
and  judgment  for  the  defendants  was  thereupon  entered.  An  appeal  was  then 
taken  to  the  Supreme  Court  by  the  plaintiff  and,  upon  motion,  the  time  for  the 
preparation  of  briefs  was  shortened  and  the  hearing  of  the  case  advanced  upon 
the  calendar  so  that  the  same  could  be  heard  on  June  6,  1910.  After  oral 
argument  on  that  date  additional  briefs  were  presented  and  on  the  25th  of  the 
same  month  the  Supreme  Court  by  unanimous  decision  affirmed  the  judgment 
and  sustained  the  City  in  every  point.  This  decision  established  the  right  of  the 
City  to  construct  and  operate  a  street  railway  and  to  issue  bonds  therefor  and 
also  interpreted  many  of  the  provisions  of  Article  XII  of  the  Charter  relating 
to  the  acquisition  of  public  utilities  which  heretofore  had  been  very  indefinite 
and  unsettled. 

ACQUISITION  OF  MUNICIPAL  WATER   SUPPLY. 

Since  the  filing  of  the  last  annual  report  of  this  office  the  action  by  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  vs.  Wm.  Ham  Hall  to  condemn  lands  and 
water  rights  in  and  around  Lake  Eleanor  was  dismissed  by  stipulation,  the  City 
having  purchased  all  of  the  property  thereby  sought  to  be  condemned  for  the 
purchase  price  of  $400,000. 

On  February  25,  1910,  Secretary  of  the  Interior  Ballinger  issued  an  order 
to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  show  cause  why  the  grant  of  the 
Hetch  Hetchy  Valley  should  not  be  eliminated  from  the  so-called  Garfield  permit. 
The  Garfield  permit  was  a  grant  to  the  City  to  the  right  to  develop  the  waters 
of  the  Lake  Eleanor  region  and  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Valley,  the  City  being  com- 
pelled to  exhaust  the  possibilities  of  Lake  Eleanor  and  its  water  shed  before 
attempting  to  store  any  of  the  waters  going  into  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Valley. 
Secretary  Ballinger  upon  the  advice  of  some  of  his  engineers,  that  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  could  secure  sufficient  water  for  all  time  in  the  Lake 
Eleanor  water  shed,  issued  the  above  mentioned  order.  This  office  prepared  a 
brief  on  the  facts  and  the  law  in  response  to  an  order  to  show  cause  and  the 
City  Attorney  appeared  before  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  on  May  25,  1910, 
and  moved  that  the  order  be  continued  for  one  year  in  order  that  thorough  sur- 
veys and  investigations  could  be  made  of  the  Lake  Eleanor  region  so  that  it 
could  be  creditably  ascertained  whether  the  estimates  of  the  engineers  of  the 
Interior  Department  were  correct.  Sources  adjacent  to  the  Lake  Eleanor  water 
shed  were  considered  by  the  engineers  of  the  Interior  Department  and  such 
sources  had  never  been  under  consideration  by  any  other  persons  who  had  sought 
to  utilize  this  territory  as  a  municipal  water  supply.  It  was  and  is  the  belief 
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of  the  representatives  of  the  City  that  the  estimates  of  the  Department  engineers 
are  not  sound  and  an  attempt  to  utilize  this  newly  discovered  source  would 
increase  the  cost  of  the  City  and  County  to  a  tremendous  degree  without  results 
justifying  such  increase.  The  Secretary  of  the  Interior  in  granting  the  motion 
for  a  continuance,  which  motion  was  concurred  in  by  the  government  representa- 
tives, such  representatives  admitting  that  the  information  at  their  command 
was  insufficient  upon  which  to  predicate  an  intelligent  and  satisfactory  con- 
clusion, enlarged  the  scope  of  the  investigation  so  that  a  Board  of  Army  En- 
gineers designated  by  the  Secretary  of  War  to  assist  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior  is  required  to  examine  all  available  supplies  for  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco.  The  enlargement  of  the  order  to  show  cause  is  unfortunate 
for  the  City  at  this  time  in  that  it  entails  a  heavy  expense  and  apparently 
reopens  questions  which  the  City  authorities  believed  had  been  settled  when 
former  Secretary  of  the  Interior  Garfield  made  a  careful  and  exhaustive  investi- 
gation after  a  full  hearing  resulting  in  the  grant  to  the  City. 

The  voters  of  San  Francisco  authorized  a  bonded  indebtedness  of  $45,- 
000,000  for  the  acquisition  and  construction  of  a  municipal  water  supply  at 
Lake  Eleanor  in  and  about  the  Tuolumne  River  and  this  office  has  been  engaged 
in  the  work  of  examining  titles  and  perfecting  the  City's  appropriation  of  the 
water.  This  work  will  continue  under  charge  of  this  office  for  the  next  few  year* 
and  entails  a  great  deal  of  work  necessitating  careful  supervision  and  exhaustive 
investigation. 

The  following  is  a  detailed  account  of  all  cases  brought,  pending  and 
determined  in  the  various  Courts  of  the  State  and  of  the  United  States  in 
which  the  City  is  a  party  interested. 


CEMETERY  CASES. 

In  March  of  this  year  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  rendered 
a  decision  in  the  case  of  Laurel  Hill  Cemetery  vs.  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco. 

The  Supreme  Court  held  that  the  Ordinance  adopted  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  in  1899  prohibiting  burials 
in  cemeteries  within  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  was  a  valid  exercise 
of  the  police  power  and  not  in  conflict  with  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States. 

This  decision  was  of  the  greatest  importance,  being  the  last  of  a  number 
of  decisions  of  the  Superior  Court  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  of  California  sustaining  the  validity  of  what 
is  known  as  the  Cemetery  Ordinance. 

This  settles  for  once  and  all  the  right  of  the  cemeteries  within  the  bound- 
aries of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  permit  burials  of  bodies 
therein  and  means  much  to  San  Francisco  in  that  it  will  permit  of  the  gradual 
elimination  of  the  cemeteries  and  the  consequent  utilization  for  building  purposes 
of  the  very  great  area  within  the  City  and  County  now  occupied  by  such 
cemeteries.

SPECIAL    ACTIONS    BROUGHT    UNDER    THE    ACT    OF    LEGISLATURE    OF 

MARCH    23.    1901,    FOR   APPOINTMENT    OF    GUARDIANS 

OVER  PUBLIC  CHARGES,  WHEN  SAID  CHARGES 

ACQUIRE   PROPERTY  INTERESTS. 

On  March  23,  1901,  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  California  enacted  a 
statute  entitled  "An  Act  to  provide  for  the  maintenance  and  support,  in  certain 
cases,  of  indigent,  incompetent  and  incapacitated  persons  (other  than  persons 
•adjudged  insane  and  confined  within  State  hospitals),  becoming  a  public  charge 
upon  the  counties  or  cities  and  counties  within  the  State  of  California  and  for 
the  payment  thereof  into  .  a  fund  for  the  maintenance  and  support  of  such 
persons.' ' 


766  CITY  ATTOENEY 

The  Act  provides  generally  that  every  county  and  city  and  county  shall 
relieve  and  support  all  pauper,  incompetent,  poor  and  indigent  persons,  and 
those  incapacitated  by  age,  disease,  or  accident,  lawfully  resident  therein,  when 
such  persons  are  not  supported  by  their  relatives  or  friends,  or  by  their  own 
means  or  by  State  hospitals  or  by  other  State  or  private  institutions;  that  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  superintendent  of  any  county  hospital  or  almshouse  to 
make  diligent  inquiry  into  the  ability  of  any  inmate  to  bear  the  actual  charges 
and  expenses  of  his  or  her  maintenance  and  support  and  to  notify  the  City 
Attorney  or  the  District  Attorney  of  such  county  or  city  and  county  the  result 
of  such  inquiry.  In  case  such  inmate  shall  be  or  shall  thereafter  become  the 
owner  of  property,  real,  personal  or  mixed,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City 
Attoney  of  the  county  or  city  and  county,  when  such  person  shall  be  incom- 
petent, to  apply  to  the  proper  court  for  the  appointment  of  a  general  guardian 
of  the  person  and  estate  or  either  of  such  person  or  minor. 

It  is  further  provided  in  the  Act  that  out  of  the  property  of  such  incom- 
petent the  expenses  of  his  or  her  maintenance  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury 
of  such  county  or  city  and  county. 

In  pursuance  of  such  Act,  I  instituted  proceedings  in  two  cases  brought  to 
my  attention  by  the  Superintendent  of  the  Belief  Home  for  the  Aged  and 
Infirm,  viz.:  In  the  Matter  of  the  Estate  and  Guardianship  of  Ann  Kelly,  an 
incompetent  person,  No.  8016;  Superior  Court;  petition  for  letters  of  guardian- 
ship in  re  inmates  of  Almshouse  under  Act  of  March  23,  1901,  and  in  the 
Matter  of  the  Estate  and  Guardianship  of  Elizabeth  Straube,  an  incompetent 
person,  No.  8017;  Superior  Court;  petition  for  letters  of  guardianship  in  re 
inmates  of  Almshouse  under  Act  of  March  23,  1901. 

In  the  first  proceeding,  Ann  Kelly,  the  incompetent,  has  about  $1200  on 
deposit  in  various  banks  in  this  city.  (Letters  of  guardianship  were  ordered 
issued  to  the  nephew  of  said  incompetent.) 

In  the  second  case,  Elizabeth  Straube,  the  incompetent,  is  the  owner  of 
a  lot  on  the  west  line  of  Eight  Avenue,  100  feet  south  of  Point  Lobos  Avenue. 
( In  this  case  letters  of  guardianship  were  ordered  issued  to  C.  M.  Wollenberg, 
Superintendent  of  the  Relief  Home,  the  petitioner.) 

I  have  also  filed  claims  in  behalf  of  the  City  and  County  for  their  support 
against  the  estates  of  Mary  O'Neil,  deceased,  and  P.  Finnegan,  deceased,  who 
at  the  time  of  their  deaths  were,  and  for  a  long  time  prior  thereto,  had  been 
inmates  of  the  Relief  Home,  and  the  sum  of  $720  has  been  collected  and  turned 
into  the  Treasury  of  the  City  and  County  from  both  of  said  estates. 

During  the  past  year  this  office  has  devoted  much  time  and  attention 
towards  perfecting  and  establishing  the  title  of  the  City  and  County  to  the 
many  pieces  of  property  owned  by  it.  These  number  upwards  of  three  hundred 
and  fifty,  and  the  task  of  compiling  the  data  is  great  and  exacting.  Before  the 
end  of  the  fiscal  year  1910-1911  I  expect  to  have  entered  and  recorded  judg- 
ments in  favor  of  the  City  and  County  establishing  title  to  every  parcel  of 
land  claimed  by  it.

Dear  Sir: — In  compliance  with  Section  9  of  Article  XVI  of  the  Charter  of 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioner  of  the 
said  City  and  County  do  hereby  submit  and  present  its  annual  report  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30,  1910,  containing  a  statement  of  the  expenditures  of  the 
Fire  Department,  and  also  a  report  of  the  Chief  Engineer  showing  the  condition 
of  the  department. 

ORGANIZATION. 

The  department,  as  is  now  constituted,  consists  of  a  Board  of  Fire  Com- 
missioners of  four  members,  a  secretary,  a  chief  engineer,  one  first  assistant  chief 
engineer,  one  second  assistant  chief  engineer,  twelve  battalion  chiefs,  forty- 
one  engine  companies,  ten  hook-and-ladder  companies,  eleven  chemical  engine 
companies,  one  water  tower  company,  three  monitor  batteries,  two  fire  boat 
companies,  one  relief  fire  boat  company  and  three  relief  engine  companies,  and 
employees  of  the  corporation  yard,  repair  shops  and  department  stables,  number- 
ing in  all  778  men,  of  which  number  710  constitute  the  present  uniform  force 
of  the  department.

To  the  Honorable,  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners. 

Gentlemen: — I  respectfully  beg  leave  to  submit  my  annual  report,  together 
with  such  recommendations  as  in  my  judgment  I  deem  necessary  and  proper  to 
promote  the  efficiency  of  the  department. 


FIRES. 

During  the  past  year  the  department  responded  to  829  alarms  of  fire 
received  from  street  and  automatic  fire  alarm  boxes,  of  which  765  were  first 
alarms,  41  second  alarms,  19  third  alarms,  3  fourth  alarms,  and  1  fifth  alarm. 
The  department  also  responded  to  615  still  alarms  during  the  year,  received 
verbally  and  by  telephone,  making  a  total  of  1,444  alarms  of  fire  responded  to.

APPARATUS. 

The  following  apparatus  is  in  good  condition  and  in  regular  service  in  the 
department :  Forty-one  steam  fire  engines  forty-three  hose  wagons?  ten  hook- 
and-ladder  trucks,  nine  chemical  engines,  three  combination  hose  and  chemical 
wagons,  one  water  tower,  three  monitor  batteries,  two  fire  boats,  fifteen  officers' 
buggies,  three  automobiles,  fifty  hand  fire  extinguishers,  and  89,750  feet  of 
fire  hose. 
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In  addition  to  the  above  there  is  also  the  following  apparatus  and  vehicles 
for  relief,  emergency  and  other  purposes :  Thirteen  steam  fire  engines,  eleven 
hose  wagons,  one  water  tower,  three  hook-and-ladder  trucks,  one  chemical  engine, 
thirteen  buggies,  five  supply  wagons,  ten  delivery  wagons,  one  delivery  truck,  one 
hay  wagon,  one  oil  wagon,  seven  hydrant  carts,  six  breaking  carts,  two  hose 
carriages,  13,650  feet  of  cotton  fire  hose  of  different  sizes  and  850  feet  of 
chemical  engine  hose. 

NEW  APPARATUS. 

During  the  year  the  following  new  apparatus  was  acquired  by  the  depart- 
ment: One  Metropolitan  and  one  Continental  steam  fire  engine,  (third  size); 
four  heavy  hose  wagons  for  high  pressure  service ;  one  city  service-hook-and-ladder 
truck;  two  combination  hose  and  chemical  wagons;  one  automobile;  fifty  hand 
fire  extinguishers.

One-story  frame  annex  to  Truck  Co.  7,  for  a  monitor  battery,  at  3050  Seven- 
teenth Street. 

One  and  two- story  reinforced  concrete  building  for  corporation  yard  and 
repair  shops  of  the  department  on  Francisco  Street,  between  Stockton  and 
Powell  Streets. 

During  the  year  Truck  No.  10,  which  has  been  temporarily  out  of  service 
since  1906,  was  restored  to  service  at  3767  Sacramento  Street,  and  the  follow- 
ing additional  companies  were  added  to  the  department:  Engine  Co.  40,  at  1249 
Ashbury  Street,  Engine  Co.  41,  at  1325  Leavenworth  Street,  Chemical  Co.  10, 
at  the  quarters  of  Truck  Co.  10.  and  Chemical  Co.  11,  at  3618  Twenty-second 
Street. 

HYDRANTS. 

During  the  year  145  new  hydrants  were  set,  18  reset  and  32  removed, 
making  a  total  of  4,328  fresh  water  and  28  salt  water  hydrants  that  are  in 
service  at  the  present  time. 

DEPARTMENT    STABLES. 

There  are  at  present  352  horses  in  the  department,  including  those  that  are 
kept  for  relief  and  emergency  purposes,  and  with  the  exception  of  ten  that  are 
at  present  under  treatment  at  the  department  stables  are  all  in  fairly  good 
condition.  • 

During  the  year  36  horsese  were  purchased,  23  were  condemned  as  being 
unfit  for  active  service  in  the  department,  ten  of  which  were  transferred  to  the 
Park  Commission,  ten  to  the  Sheriff  and  three  to  the  Health  Department.  One 
horse  was  shot  on  account  of  injuries  sustained  in  a  street  accident  while 
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responding  to  an  alarm  of  fire,  one  horse  died  from  injuries  received  when 
the  hose  wagon  of  Engine  Co.  41  was  upset  on  a  steep  grade.  Sixteen  horses 
died  during  the  year  while  under  treatment  for  various  diseases,  the  majority 
of  these  being  from  typhoid  pneumonia,  when  an  epidemic  of  this  disease  went 
through  the  department  stables,  and  there  being  no  provisions  there  for  separ- 
ating the  horses  afflicted  with  contagious  diseases  from  the  others.  The  total 
number  of  deaths  during  the  year,  both  from  sickness  and  injury  being  eighteen. 
756  cases  of  sickness  and  injury  to  horses  were  treated  by  the  veterinary  surgeon 
during  the  past  year. 

FIRE   BOATS. 

The  fire  boats  "Dennis  T.  Sullivan"  and  "David  Scannell"  designated  as 
Fire  Boat  Companies  No.  1  and  2,  respectively,  went  into  operation  about  the 
middle  of  the  year,  with  a  temporary  station  at  Harrison  Street  Wharf.  These 
boats  are  a  most  valued  acquisition  to  the  department  and  have  already  proved 
their  worth  in  several  serious  conflagrations  along  the  water  front,  and  as  soon 
as  hose  wagons  or  tenders  are  placed  in  operation  in  conjunction  with  the 
same  the  field  of  operation  for  these  boats  will  be  extended  into  the  mercantile 
district  in  the  vicinity  of  our  harbor  front.

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RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I  would  respectfully  recommend  that  new  building  sites  be  procured  for 
the  department  at  the  following  locations : 

Three  lots  on  the  south  line  of  Commercial  street,  commencing  at  the 
west  line  of  Drumm  street,  each  25x59.9  feet.  These  lots  to  be  used  as  a  site 
for  a  high  pressure  water  system  hose  wagon,  an  engine  company  and  a  hook- 
and-ladder  company. 

Lot  on  the  north  line  of  Mint  Avenue,  200  feet  west  of  Fifth  street,  25x75 
feet.  This  site  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with  the  fire  deprtment  property  ad- 
joining it  as  a  general  headquarters  and  offices  of  the  department,  together  as 
a  headquarters  for  the  Chief  Engineer  and  a  station  for  an  engine  company,  a 
hook-and-ladder  company  and  a  high  pressure  water  system  hose  wagon. 

Lot  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  Twenty-second  and  Wisconsin  streets, 
50x100  feet,  as  a  site  for  an  engine  company  to  take  the  place  of  Chemical  Co. 
7,  now  located  on  Twentieth  street  near  Connecticut. 

Lot  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  Hoffman  Avenue  and  Alvarado  street  as 
a  site  for  Engine  Co.  24. 

Lot  on  the  east  side  of  Stockton  street,  47%  feet  north  of  Greenwich, 
16x79  Va  feet.  This  site  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with  the  fire  department  lot 
adjoining  as  a  quarters  for  Engine  Co.  28  and  a  Battalion  Chief  Headquarters. 

Lot  in  the  vicinity  of  Kearny  and  Green  streets  as  a  site  for  an  engine 
company. 

Lot  in  the  vicinity  of  Fifteenth  Avenue  and  Geary  streets  for  an  engine 
company. 

Lot  in  the  vicinity  of  Railroad  Avenue  and  San  Bruno  Avenue,  50x100  feet, 
for  an  engine  company. 

Lot  in  the  vicinity  of  Plymouth  Avenue  and  Lake  View  Avenue,  50x100 
feet,  for  an  engine  company. 

Lot  in  the  vicinity  of  Jones  and  Clay  streets,  30x100  feet,  for  a  new  hook- 
and-ladder  company. 

I  would  also  recommend  the  erection  of  buildings  on  sites  already  in  the 
possession  of  the  department  and  sites  recommended  to  be  purchased  as  fol- 
lows: 

Three-story  and  basement  steel  frame  and  reinforced  concrete  building  on 
Mint  Avenue. 

Two-story  frame  building  for  an  engine  company  in  the  vicinity  of  Fifteenth 
Avenue  and  Geary  street. 

Two-story  reinforced  concrete  building  on  Seventh  street  near  Harrison  for 
Engine  Co.  6  and  a  new  hook-and-ladder  company. 

Two-story  frame  building  at  Brazil  avenue  and  Athens  street  for  an  engine 
company. 

Two-story  frame  building  on  San  Bruno  avenue  near  Silliman  street  for  an 
engine  company. 

Two-story  reinforced  concrete  building  at  Drumm  and  Commercial  streets  for 
an  engine  and  hook-and-ladder  company  and  a  high  pressure  system  hose  wagon. 

Two-story  frame  building  on  San  Bruno  avenue  near  Twenty-fifth  street 
for  Engine  Co.  37  and  Truck  Co.  9. 

Two-story  frame  building  in  the  vicinity  of  Hoffman  avenue  and  Alvarado 
street  for  Engine  Co.  24. 
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I  would  also  recommend  the  purchase  of  a  lot  in  the  vicinity  of  Third  and 
Townsend  streets  and  the  erection  of  a  building  thereon  for  Engine  Co.  35  and 
Truck  Co.  8.  as  the  present  location  of  this  company  on  Bluxoine  street  between 
Fourth  and  Fifth  streets  is  entirely  unsuitable. 

I  would  also  recommend  the  erection  of  new  buildings  for  existing  companies 
of  the  department  as  follows: 

Engine  Co.  3  and  Chemical  Co.  6  and  Monitor  Battery  3,  Post  street  near 
Polk,  two-story  Class  "C"  building. 

Engine  Co.  5,  1219  Stockton  street,  two-story  Class  "C"  building. 

Engine  Co.  6  and  new  hook-and-ladder  company,  Seventh  street  near  Har- 
rison, two-story  reinforced  concrete  building. 

Engine  Co.  8  and  Hook-and-Ladder  Co.  4,  1648  Pacific  avenue,  two-story 
Class  ''C"  building.  This  house  to  be  also  used  as  a  fuel  wagon  station. 

Engine  Co.  9,  and  high  pressure  water  system  hose  wagon,  320  Main  street, 
two-story  Class  "C"  building. 

Engine  Co.  19  and  Water  Tower  Co.  2,  Market  street  between  Tenth  and 
Eleventh,  two-story  Class  "C"  building. 

Hook-and-Ladder  Co.  2  and  Chemical  Co.  5,  643  Broadway,  two-story  Class 
"C"  building. 

Truck  Co.  5  and  Chemical  Co.  2  and  fuel  wagon  station,  1819  Post  street, 
two-story  Class  "C"  building. 

Chemical  Co.  3  and  Battalion  Chief  headquarters,  128  Jackson  street,  two- 
story  reinforced  concrete  building  with  pile  foundation. 

Truck  Co.  3  and  Chemical  Co.  4,  with  Battalion  Chief  headquarters,  451 
McAllister  street,  two-story  Class  "C"  building. 

Engine  Co.  4,  Water  Tower  Co.  1  and  Chemical  Co.  1,  676  Howard  street, 
two-story  Class  "C"  building. 

I  would  further  recommend  the  erection  of  building  for  new  companies  on 
the  following  fire  department  sites: 

Two-story  Class  "C"  building  for  a  new  engine  and  hook-and-ladder  com- 
pany on  the  lot  on  the  north  side  of  Bush  street,  east  of  Taylor,  formerly 
occupied  by  Engine  Co.  38. 

Two-story  frame  building  for  a  new  hook-and-ladder  company  and  automobile 
hose  tender  for  fire  boats  on  the  site  at  Kentucky  and  Twentieth  streets. 

Two- story  frame  building  for  Chemical  Co.  8  on  lot  on  the  west  line  of 
Forty-fourth  avenue,  285  feet  south  of  Cabrillo  street. 

I  would  also  recommend  the  overhauling  of  the  quarters  of  Engine  Companies 
14  and  21  and  also  the  overhauling  and  extending  of  the  quarters  of  Engine  Co. 
30,  in  order  that  a  hook-and-ladder  company  may  be  installed  there  at  a  later 
date. 

I  would  also  recommend  the  installation  of  at  least  fifty  additional  street 
water  cisterns  for  fire  protection  purposes,  to  be  located  in  sections  of  the  city 
that  are  not  covered  by  the  mains  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company  or 
provided  for  by  the  high  pressure  water  system. 

In  this  connection  I  would  further  recommend  that  the  excavation  in  How- 
ard street  at  its  intersection  with  Tenth  street,  which  was  formerly  used  by  the 
United  Railroads,  and  which  could  readily  be  converted  into  a  water  cistern  of 
from  800,000  to  900,000  gallons  capacity,  at  a  comparative  small  expense,  be 
utilized  for  that  purpose. 

In  order  to  afford  sufficient  water  facilities  for  fire  protection  purposes 
for  that  rapidly  growing  section  in  the  vicinity  of  Oceanside  district  south  of 
the  Golden  Gate  Park,  which  at  the  present  time  is  without  any  protection  in  this 
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respect  whatsoever,  I  would  recommend  that  connection  be  made  with  the  pipe 
system  from  the  pumps  supplying  Metson  Lake  in  the  Golden  Gate  Park,  by  run- 
ning a  12-inch  pipe  from  the  same  through  the  park  to  connect  to  the  new  cistern 
installed  at  Forty-seventh  avenue  and  Judah  street  and  thence  running  through 
intersecting  streets  to  Forty-ninth  avenue  and  Pacheco  street.  By  this  means 
the  said  cistern  could  be  readily  filled  whenever  required,  which  at  the  present 
time  involves  considerable  time  and  labor,  owing  to  the  remoteness  of  hydrants. 
Hydrants  could  also  be  connected  to  this  main  at  suitable  points  which,  after 
their  installation,  could  be  maintained  without  any  additional  cost  to  the  munici- 
pality, as  is  the  case  with  the  hydrants  supplied  by  water  by  the  Spring  Valley 
Company.  To  complete  this  work  would  require  the  laying  of  about  6,500  feet 
of  pipe,  and  would  afford  that  district  an  ample  supply  of  water  for  fire  protection 
purposes. 

I  would  also  recommend  that  the  following  chemical  companies  be  con- 
verted into  Engine  companies  with  the  full  compliment  of  men  required  for  the 
latter  companies:  Chemical  Co.  7,  to  be  changed,  from  its  present  location  at 
1524  Twentieth  street  to  the  vicinity  of  Twenty-second  and  Wisconsin  streets; 
Chejnical  Co.  8,  to  be  changed  from  its  present  location  at  720  Cliff  avenue  to 
Forty-fourth  avenue  near  Cabrillo  street;  Chemical  Co.  11  and  Chemical  Co.  12. 

I  would  recommend  that  separate  stations  and  berths  be  provided  for  the 
two  fire  boat  companies,  one  at  the  northern  and  the  other  at  the  southern  portion 
of  the  water  front,  as  more  efficient  service  would  be  renderd  by  these  boats  by 
this  change. 

I  desire  to  call  attention  to  the  great  progress  that  has  been  made  during 
the  past  few  years  in  the  development  of  motor  propelling  fire  apparatus  of 
various  kinds  in  this  country.  This  style  of  fire  apparatus  has  now  passed  the 
experimental  stage  and  is  being  acquired  by  most  of  the  cities  of  the  Pacific 
Coast,  both  large  and  small,  not  to  mention  the  Eastern  cities.  The  prime 
factor  in  this  advance  is  the  economy  in  operation  and  maintenance  of  this 
apparatus,  and  I  deem  it  a  wise  measure  that  this  department  immediately 
proceed  to  acquire  automobile  fire  apparatus.  I  would  therefore  recommend  the 
purchase  of  two  motor  driven  chemical  engines,  a  motor  driven  and  operated 
pumping  engine  of  not  less  than  700  gallons  of  water  per  minute,  this  being 
the  standard  capacity  of  a  second  size  steam  fire  engine  of  the  present  day,  and 
three  motor  driven  hose  wagons  or  tenders. 

I  would  also  recommend  the  purchase  of  the  following  additional  fire  ap- 
paratus: Two  fourth  size  steam  fire  engines,  two  city  service  hook-and-ladder 
trucks,  one  regulation  and  the  other  a  light  built  vehicle,  one  double  60-gallon 
chemical  engine,  one  monitor  battery,  four  regulation  hose  wagons,  one  automobile 
for  the  Second  Assistant  Chief  Engineer,  and  also  10,000  feet  of  3% -inch  hose. 

Work  on  the  auxiliary  high  pressure  water  system  is  progressing  under 
:the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  and  the  plans  for  the  district  north 
of  Market  and  east  of  Powell  streets  have  been  completed.  In  this  connection 
I  would  recommend  that  the  system  in  this  district  be  extended  along  Green 
street  in  an  easterly  direction  from  Stockton  to  Kearny  street,  thence  along 
Kearny  street  northerly  to  Union  street,  and  also  along  Kearny  street  southerly 
to  Vallejo  street.  This  would  cover  the  western  slope  of  the  Telegraph  Hill 
section,  which  is  built  up  of  frame  buildings  and  large  tenement  houses,  which 
the  present  plans  do  not  embrace,  but  which  should  be  covered  by  this  system. 

The  event  of  the  opening  of  the  Panama  Canal  in  a  few  years  will  result 
in  an  enormous  increase  in  the  shipping  interests  of  this  city,  and  will  bring  to 
this  port  many  vessels  of  a  far  greater  carrying  capacity  than  those  now  oper- 
ating here.  I  would  therefore  recommend  that  the  two  fire  boats  be  equipped 
with  machines  for  generating  gas  for  the  purpose  of  combating  fires  occuring 
in  the  cargoes  in  the  holds  of  vessels,  as  this  is  the  only  effective  manner  in 
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which  such  fires  can  be  successfully  handled  without  almost  totally  destroying  or 
damaging  the  cargoes.  It  would  be  necessary,  in  order  to  effectively  cope  with 
such  fires  in  the  holds  of  the  larger  vessels,  that  such  machines  should  have  a 
capacity  of  generating  not  less  than  50,000  cubic  feet  of  gas  per  hour. 

In  conclusion  I  desire  to  extend  my  sincere  thanks  to  your  Honorable  Board 
for  the  active  and  untiring  interest  manifested  by  you  in  all  matters  pertaining  to 
the  efficiency  and  advancement  of  the  department.  I  also  desire  to  express  my 
thanks  to  the  officers  and  members  of  the  department  for  the  commendable  manner 
in  Avhich  they  have  performed  their  required  duties  therein  during  the  fiscal  year 
just  ended. 

To  the  Chief  of  Police  and  the  members  of  his  force,  to  Fire  Marshal  Towe 
and  Captain  Comstock  of  the  Underwriters  Fire  Patrol,  to  Chief  Urmy  of  the 
Department  of  Electricity,  to  City  Engineer  Manson  and  his  assistants  and  the 
City  Architect,  I  also  desire  to  extend  my  thanks  in  appreciation  of  the  valuable 
assistance  they  have  given  the  department  whenever  required.

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RULES    AND    REGULATIONS    GOVERNING    THE    SAN    FRANCISCO    FIRE 

DEPARTMENT. 


RULE    1. 

Section  1.  The  office  of  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  shall  be  the 
headquarters  of  the  San  Francisco  Fire  Department.  Office  hours  for  the 
transaction  of  business  shall  be  from  8:30  o'clock  a.  m.  to  5  o'clock  p.  m. 
(Sundays  and  legal  holidays  excepted.) 

Sec.  2.  The  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  shall  be  in 
attendance  at  said  office  of  the  Board  during  office  hours  when  not  elsewhere 
engaged  in  the  business  of  the  department.  He  shall  keep  a  true  record  of  all 
official  actions  of  the  Board,  and  shall  also  keep  and  be  held  responsible  for  the 
accuracy  of  the  book  accounts  of  the  department.  He  shall  devise,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Board,  such  methods  for  checking  the  receipts  of  material, 
supplies,  etc.,  as  will  insure  absolute  accuracy  in  the  compliance  with  contracts 
or  agreements  of  purchase.  He  shall  have  the  custody  of  and  preserve  all 
records,  books,  documents  and  papers  belonging  to  the  department,  and  shall  do 
and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  the  Board  of  Fire 
Commissioners. 

Sec.  3.  The  office  of  the  Chief  Engineer  shall  be  at  the  headquarters  of  the 
department,  where  he  shall  be  in  attendance  during  office  hours  when  not  other- 
wise engaged  in  the  business  of  the  department. 


RULE    2. 

Section  1.  The  department  shall  be  divided  into  BaMalions,  each  of  which 
shall  be  under  the  immediate  supervision  of  an  Assistant  or  a  Battalion  Chief, 
with  headquarters  in  their  respective  districts. 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  be  two  general  divisions  of  the  department,  comprising 
the  Battalions.  One  of  which  said  divisions  shall  be  under  the  immediate 
supervision  of  the  First  Assistant  Chief  Engineer,  and  the  other  under  the  Second 
Assistant  Chief  Engineer,  and  shall  be  designated  as  General  Division  Nos.  1 
and  2,  respectively. 

Sec.  3.  The  assignment  of  the  First  and  Second  Assistant  Chief  Engineers 
to  Divisions,  and  of  Battalion  Chiefs  to  Battalions  shall  be  made  by  the  Board 
of  Fire  Commissioners  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Chief  Engineer,  and  such 
assignments  may  be  changed  from  time  to  time. 


RULE    3— THE    CHIEF    ENGINEER. 

Section  1.  The  Chief  Engineer  shall  be  the  Chief  Executive  Officer  of  the 
Fire  Department,  and  shall  have  general  supervision  over  all  officers,  members 
and  employees  thereof.  He  shall  also  have  and  exercise  supreme  command  at 
all  fires  over  the  officers,  members  and  employees,  and  over  all  the  apparatus  and 
appurtenances  belonging  to  the  Department. 

Sec.  2.  He  shall  take  all  measures  which  he  may  deem  expedient  for  the 
extinguishment  of  fires  and  the  protection  of  property  and  saving  of  life,  and 
shall  see  that  all  laws  and  ordinances  of  the  City  and  County  and  all  orders  and 
rules  and  regulations  concerning  the  Fire  Department  are  enforced. 

Sec.  3.  He  shall  cause  to  be  kept  in  the  office  of  Board  of  Fire  Com- 
missioners a  complete  record  or  file  of  all  complaints  against  members,  employees, 
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etc.,  and  may  suspend  any  subordinate  officer,  member  or  employee  of  the 
department  for  incompetency  or  for  any  violation  of  the  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  department,  and  shall  report  in  writing  to  the  Board,  at  its  next  regular 
meeting,  such  suspension  and  the  reason  therefor. 

Sec.  4.  He  shall  diligently  observe  the  condition  of  the  men  and  apparatus 
and  general  condition  of  the  department,  and  report  in  writing  thereon  at  least 
once  a  month,  or  whenever  required  to  do  so,  to  the  Board,  and  make  such 
recommendations  and  suggestions  respecting  the  same  as  he  may  deem  proper. 

Sec.  5.  He  shall  see  that  proper  discipline  is  maintained  by  the  officers 
and  men,  and  shall  report  to  the  Commissioners,  any  officer,  member  or  employee 
of  the  Department  who,  by  reason  of  age,  disease,  accident,  incompetency, 
insubordination  or  other  cause,  cannot  or  does  not  fully,  energetically,  promptly 
and  properly  perform  his  duties  in  the  Department. 

Sec.  6.  He  shall  make,  subject  to  approval  of  the  Board  of  Fire  Commis- 
sioners, such  assignments  or  details  of  the  officers,  members  and  employees  of 
the  department  as  he  may  deem  necessary  and  proper. 

Sec.  7.  He  shall  also  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  Commissioners  may 
direct. 

RULE  4— FIRST  ASSISTANT   CHIEF  ENGINEER. 

Section  1.  The  First  Assistant  Chief  Engineer  shall  rank  next  to  the  Chief 
Engineer,  and  shall  attend  all  fires  to  which  he  is  assigned,  and  such  other 
fires  as  he  may  be  assigned  or  summoned  to  by  the  Chief,  and,  in  the  absence 
or  inability  to  act  of  the  Chief  Engineer,  shall  have  and  exercise  the  duties  and 
powers  of  that  officer. 

Sec.  2.  He  shall  see  that  good  order  and  proper  discipline  is  maintained 
among  the  members  of  the  Department,  and  that  all  laws  and  ordinances  of  the 
City  and  County,  pertaining  to  and  all  orders,  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
Department,  are  enforced. 

Sec.  3.  He  shall  inspect  the  uniforms  of  all  officers,  and  require  strict 
compliance  with  the  specifications  therefor  hereinafter  given. 

Sec.  4.  He  shall  also  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  Commissioners  or 
Chief  Engineer  may  direct. 


RULE    5— SECOND    ASSISTANT    CHIEF    ENGINEER. 

Section  1.  The  Second  Assistant  Chief  Engineer  shall  rank  next  to  the 
First  Assistant  Chief  Engineer,  and  shall  attend  all  fires  to  which  he  is 
assigned,  and  such  other  fires  as  he  may  be  assigned  or  summoned  to  by  the 
Chief  or  First  Assistant  Chief  Engineer,  and  in  the  absence  or  inability  to  act 
of  the  Chief  or  First  Assistant  Chief  Engineer,  shall  have  and  exercise  the  duties 
and  powers  of  the  First  Assistant  Chief  Engineer. 

Sec.  2.  He  shall  see  that  good  order  and  discipline  is  maintained  by  the 
members  of  the  Department  in  his  Division;  that  all  laws  and  ordinances  of  the 
City  and  County,  pertaining  to  and  all  orders,  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
Department,  are  enforced. 

Sec.  3.  He  shall  examine  all  buildings  in  the  District  to  which  he  is 
assigned  and  report  to  the  Chief  Engineer  concerning  the  same. 

Sec.  4.  He  shall  forthwith  report  in  writing  to  the  Board  of  Fire 
Wardens  all  buildings  or  .structures  that  are  found  to  be  in  a  dangerous,  defective 
or  unsafe  condition,  and  said  Board  shall,  through  its  Secretary,  report  the 
same  to  the  Board  of  Public  Works  and  keep  a  record  thereof  in  a  book  used 
for  that  purpose. 

Sec.  5.  He  shall  also  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  Commissioners  or 
Chief  Engineer  may  direct. 
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RULE    6— CHIEFS    OF    BATTALIONS. 

Section  1.  The  Chiefs  of  Battalions  shall  respond  to  all  alarms  of  fire  to 
which  they  are  assigned,  and  on  arriving  thereat  shall  immediately  report  to 
the  commanding  officer  in  charge  of  the  fire. 

Sec.  2.  In  the  absence  of  the  Chief  Engineer  or  Assistant  Chief  Engineers 
at  fires,  the  command  of  the  force  will  devolve  upon  the  Chief  of  Battalion  who 
first  arrives,  and  he  shall  remain  in  charge  until  the  arrival  of  a  superior  officer. 

Sec.  3.  They  shall  visit  each  alternate  day  each  company  house  under  their 
charge,  inspect  its  condition,  and  see  that  the  horses,  apparatus,  hose  and 
equipments  are  in  proper  condition  for  efficient  service.  They  shall  obtain  a 
written  report  concerning  the  same  from  the  captain  of  each  company,  and  upon 
returning  to  headquarters  prepare  and  forward  to  the  Chief  Engineer  a  written 
report  of  the  result  of  such  visit  and  inspection. 

Sec.  4.  They  shall  examine  all  buildings  in  the  district  to  which  they  are 
assigned,  and  report  to  the  Chief  Engineer  concerning  the  same. 

Sec.  5.  They  shall  forthwith  report  in  writing  to  the  Board  of  Fire 
Wardens  all  buildings  or  structures  that  are  found  to  be  in  a  dangerous,  de- 
fective or  unsafe  condition,  and  said  Board  shall,  through  its  Secretary,  report 
the  same  to  the  Board  of  Public  Works  and  keep  a  record  thereof  in  a  book 
used  for  that  purpose. 

Sec.  6.  They  shall  be  held  responsible  for  the  discipline  of  all  companies 
under  their  respective  commands,  and  shall  enforce  all  laws  and  ordinances  of 
the  City  and  County  pertaining  to  the  Fire  Department,  and  a  strict  compliance 
with  all  orders,  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Department,  and  report  promptly 
to  the  Chief  Engineer  every  infraction  thereof. 

Sec.  7.  They  shall  report  promptly  to  the  Chief  Engineer  any  accident  or 
other  circumstance  calling  for  prompt  attention. 

Sec.  8.  They  shall  inspect  the  uniforms  of  the  officers  and  men  under  their 
supervision  before  they  are  worn,  and  reject  all  not  in  conformity  with  the 
specifications  hereinafter  given. 

Sec.  9.  They  shall  be  constantly  on  duty  at  their  respective  headquarters, 
except  when  necessarily  engaged  elsewhere  on  Department  business,  and  shall  not 
leave  their  districts  except  in  case  of  fire  or  by  permission  of  the  Chief  Engineer. 

Sec.  10.  They  shall  also  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  Commissioners 
or  Chief  Engineer  may  direct. 

RULE  7— THE  BOARD  OF  CHIEFS. 

Section  1.  The  Chief  Engineer,  the  Assistant  Chief  Engineers  and  the 
Battalion  Chiefs  of  the  Department  shall  compose  the  Board  of  Chiefs. 

Sec.  2.  The  Chief  of  the  Department  shall  be  ex-officio  chairman  of  the 
Board,  and  one  of  its  members  shall  be  elected  secretary,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  make  and  keep  a  proper  record  of  all  proceedings  of  the  Board. 

Sec.  3.  The  Board  shall  hold  meetings  once  a  month,  and  at  such  time  ana 
such  place  as  the  chairman  of  the  Board  may  designate. 

Sec.  4.  The  Board  of  Chiefs  shall  consider  the  interests  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment as  to  its  personnel,  discipline,  occupation  of  the  men  while  in  their  com- 
pany houses,  location  of  houses  and  the  apparatus  to  be  kept  or  placed  therein, 
the  character  of  the  apparatus,  hose,  nozzles,  etc.,  noting  those  giving  best  use 
and  satisfaction,  and  all  other  matters  relating  to  the  development  and  perfecting 
of  the  Department,  to  the  end  that  it  may  reach  highest  efficiency. 

Sec.  5.  The  Board  of  Chiefs  shall  transmit  to  the  Board  of  Fire  Commis 
sioners  such  recommendations  as  they  may  agree  upon  from  time  to  time. 
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RULE    8— CAPTAINS. 

Section  1.  Captains  shall  have  and  exercise  command  over  their  respective 
companies,  and  shall  be  responsible  for  the  discipline  and  condition  thereof,  and 
shall  see  that  the  houses  under  their  control,  and  everything  pertaining  thereto, 
horses,  harness,  apparatus  and  equipment,  are  at  all  times  kept  in  proper  order. 

Sec.  2.  They  shall  enforce  a  strict  compliance  with  the  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  Department  and  the  orders  of  the  Chief  Engineer,  and  report  to  their 
Battalion  Chiefs  any  infraction  thereof. 

Sec.  3.  The  Captain  of  each  company  shall  keep  three  books,  to  be  desig- 
nated as  follows: 

(a)  The  Property  Book,  (b)  The  Supply  Book — these  two  may  be  combined 
in  one — (c)  The  Journal. 

Sec.  4.  In  the  Property  Book  shall  be  entered  a  complete  list  of  all  the 
property  in  the  company  house  under  his  control,  furniture,  horses,  apparatus, 
hose,  tools,  etc.,  as  it  is  received  by  him  from  time  to  time,  and  such  as  may 
become  useless  or  destroyed,  or  that  may  be  returned  to  the  corporation  yards, 
stables,  shops,  or  the  persons  or  firms  from  whom  purchased.  On  December  31st 
of  each  year  the  Captain  shall  report  in  full  in  writing  to  the  Commission  all  the 
property  in  his  charge  belonging  to  the  Department. 

Sec.  5.  In  the  Supply  Book  shall  be  kept  an  accurate  memorandum  of  all 
perishable  supplies  received,  such  as  forage,  fuel,  etc.,  the  date  of  receipt,  the 
name  of  the  party  from  whom  received,  and  the  quality  of  such  supplies.  A 
receipt  shall  be  given  in  every  case  for  supplies  received  and  a  written  statement 
thereof  forwarded  to  the  Commissioners  monthly. 

Sec.  6.  In  the  Journal  shall  be  entered  a  brief  history  of  each  day's 
happenings. 

(a)  Particulars  of  all  alarms  responded  to. 

(b)  Accidents  to  men,  horses  or  apparatus. 

(c)  Special  duty  performed  by  officers  or  men  or  company. 

(d)  Delinquencies  and  insubordination. 

(e)  Orders  received,  how  and  from  whom  received. 

(f)  Unusual   occurrences. 

Sec.  7.  They  shall  also  keep  a  scrap  book,  in  which  shall  be  pasted  copies 
of  all  amendments  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Department,  and  all 
general  and  special  orders  and  instructions  issued  by  the  Board  of  Fire  Com- 
missioners and  the  Chief  Engineer. 

Sec.  8.  They  shall,  with  their  companies,  respond  promptly  to  alarms 
of  fire  according  to  directions  issued  from  time  to  time  by  the  Chief  Engineer, 
and  upon  their  arrival  at  a  fire  immediately  report  to  the  officer  in  command;  or 
if  first  to  arrive,  assume  and  exercise  command  until  the  arrival  of  a  superior 
officer,  and  if  deemed  necessary,  shall  order  a  second  alarm  before  the  arrival 
of  a  superior  officer.  The  apparatus  shall,  immmediately  upon  arrival  at  a  fire, 
be  placed  in  position  for  service. 

Sec.  9.  They  shall  justly  apportion,  among  all  the  members  of  the  different 
companies  under  their  respective  commands,  the  work  required  about  their  com- 
pany quarters. 

Sec.  10.  They  shall  politely  receive  visitors  and  answer  all  proper  questions 
civilly,  explaining  when  requested  to  do  so,  the  apparatus,  alarms,  etc.,  but 
shall  not  allow  habitual  lounging  or  visiting  in  or  about  quarters,  nor  shall  they 
permit  children  therein  unless  accompanied  by  parents  or  attendants. 

Sec.  11.  They  shall  see  that  all  the  required  work  about  their  quarters  is 
completed  by  10  o'clock  a.  m.  sharp,  and  that  everything  is  in  readiness  for 
the  daily  inspection  at  that  hour,  at  which  all  members  of  the  company  will 
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appear   in    uniform,    except   in    case    of    a    working   fire    after    12    o'clock    during 
the  previous  night. 

Sec.  12.  After  inspection  they  shall  make  out,  and  deliver  to  the  Battalion 
Chief  on  each  alternate  day,  a  report  of  the  condition  of  the  house,  horses, 
apparatus,  hose,  and  other  equipments  of  their  respective  companies. 

Sec.  13.  They  shall  make  such  disposition  of  the  men  under  their  command 
as  will  enable  them  to  attend  their  respective  places  of  worship  every  Sunday, 
if  possible,  but  at  least  once  on  every  alternate  Sunday,  or  other  day  of  the 
week,  which  the  man  or  men  are  accustomed  to  recognize  as  the  day  of  public 
worship.  Such  "offs"  will  be  so  arranged  as  not  to  impair  the  service,  and 
members  availing  themselves  of  this  privilege  will  be  required  to  attend  said 
places  of  worship  in  uniform. 

Sec.  14.  They  shall  report  to  their  Battalion  Chiefs  without  delay  all 
accidents  resulting  in  injury,  loss  of  life  or  damage  to  property,  together  with 
the  names  and  addresses  of  all  available  witnesses  thereto,  whether  happening 
to  members  of  the  Department  or  its  apparatus  or  horses  or  to  the  persons  of 
citizens  or  their  property,  in  connection  with  the  operation  of  this  Department. 
Sec.  15.  They  shall  promptly  report  in  writing  to  their  Battalion  Chiefs 
every  breach  of  discipline  or  violation  of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
Department. 

Sec.  16.  They  shall  see  that  the  wheels  are  taken  off  the  different  pieces 
of  apparatus  and  vehicles  that  may  be  under  their  charge  and  control  at  least 
once  in  every  week,  and  that  the  axles  and  wheel  boxes  are  carefully  inspected 
and  the  condition  thereof  noted  in  the  house  journal  of  that  day. 

Sec.  17.  They  shall  also  carefully  instruct  the  members  of  their  companies 
as  to  the  rules  and  regulations  relating  to  responding  to  alarms  of  fire  and  the 
changing  of  locations,  as  are  set  forth  in  the  Assignment  Book,  and  see  that  the 
same  are  strictly  observed,  and  it  shall  also  be  their  duty  to  see  that  the 
men  are  thoroughly  familiar  with  the  "pegging-up"  of  companies  on  the  record 
board. 

Sec.  18.  Captains  or  Acting  Captains  of  Companies  shall  at  the  end  of 
each  day  sever  the  tape  connected  with  the  register  in  their  respective  houses  on 
which  alarms  of  fire  are  registered,  thoroughly  familiarize  themselves  with  each 
box  registered  thereon,  and  then  safely  keep  and  store  the  same  away  in  some 
convenient  place  for  at  least  one  week.  Whenever  there  is  anything  wrong  with 
the  tapper,  gong  or  register,  or  anything  in  connection  therewith,  they  shall 
immediately  report  the  same  to  the  Fire  Alarm  Office. 

Sec.  19.  On  returning  to  quarters  from  an  alarm  of  fire,  before  allowing  the 
fire  to  be  pulled  from  their  respective  engines,  and  before  entering  the  house 
with  the  apparatus,  they  shall  ascertain  from  the  register  if  any  alarm  has  been 
sent  in  during  their  absence.  Captains  of  Trucks,  Chemicals  and  Water  Tower 
Companies  shall  do  likewise. 

Sec.  19%.  They  shall  devote  one-half  hour  of  one  day  in  each  alternative 
week  to  reading  and  explaining  to  the  members  of  their  respective  companies 
the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  department  pertaining  to  the  duties  of  the  men, 
etc.,  as  well  as  to  reading  all  written  orders  that  may  be  issued  by  the  Board  of 
Fire  Commissioners  or  the  Chief  Engineer,  allowing  one-half  of  said  time  to  the 
reading  of  the  rules  and  the  remainder  to  the  reading  of  orders. 

Sec.  20.  They  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  of  them 
by  their  superior  officers  and  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Department. 

RULE   9 — LIEUTENANTS. 

Section  1.  Lieutenants  shall  respond  to  all  alarms  of  fire  prescribed  for 
their  company  and  promptly  and  cheerfully  obey  the  orders  of  the  Captain  and 
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assist  him  in  the  performance  of  his  duties,  and  shall  also  perform  the  duties 
required  of  hosemen  or  truckmen,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  such  other  duties 
as  may  be  required  of  them  by  their  superior  officers  and  by  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  Department. 

Sec.  2.  Lieutenants  shall,  in  the  absence  of  the  Captain,  perform  his  duties 
and  exercise  the  authority  of  said  otticer. 

RULE  10— ENGINEERS. 

Section  1.  Engineers  shall,  under  their  commanding  officer,  have  the  care 
and  management  of  their  engine,  and  shall  be  held  responsible  for  its  condition. 
They  shall  see  that  it  is  kept  clean,  in  good  order,  and  ready  for  immediate 
service  at  all  times. 

Sec.«2.  Engineers  who  respond  to  boxes  along  the  water  front  will  each 
day  ascertain  from  the  daily  papers  the  condition  of  the  tide,  and  note  the  time 
of  high  and  low  water  on  the  blackboard  for  immediate  reference  in  event  of 
fire. 

Sec.  3.  When  additional  fuel  is  required  at  a  fire  the  stoker  or  driver  of 
the  company  shall  be  sent  to  the  nearest  engine  house  for  a  fresh  supply.  The 
Engineer's  orders  in  such  cases  shall  be  obeyed  by  the  stoker  or  driver. 

Sec.  4.  Where  engines  have  been  disconnected  from  the  heaters  long  enough 
to  allow  the  water  in  the  boilers  to  become  cool,  Engineers  shall  light  the  fire 
under  the  boiler  and  keep  the  water  at  least  at  scalding  heat. 

Sec.  5.  All  Engineers  must  have  their  apparatus  in  good  order  before  a 
lelief  Engineer  may  take  charge.  A  thorough  examination  by  both  Engineers 
must  be  made  immediately  before  the  relief  Engineer  receipts  to  the  Engineer 
reporting  off.  Such  receipt  must  be  given  at  once  to  the  Captain  of  the  company, 
.and  by  him  turned  over  to  the  Battalion  Chief. 

Sec.  6.  The  fires  of  engines  shall  not  be  dumped  upon  pavements  of 
bituminous  rock  or  asphaltum. 

Sec.  7.  On  receiving  a  relief  or  other  engine  in  place  of  their  own, 
Engineers  shall  immediately  prepare  said  engine  for  fire  service  by  relaying  fire, 
changing  tools,  filling  boiler,  and  heating  same,  and  shall  otherwise  see  that  the 
said  apparatus  is  in  perfect  order  for  fire  duty.  They  shall  also  retain  possession 
of  their  own  engine,  if  the  same  is  fit  for  service,  until  the  relief  engine  is 
prepared  to  roll. 

Sec.  8.  They  shall  open  and  close  by  hand  the  snap  valves  connecting  the 
engine  with  me  heater  at  least  once  every  twenty-four  hours;  see  that  the  stems 
are  well  lubricated  and  springs  properly  adjusted,  so  as  to  insure  their  closing 
when  the  engine  leaves  its  position.  Slip-joints  shall  be  removed  from  floor 
stuffing-boxes  and  cleansed  and  oiled  daily.  They  shall  also  see  that  the  snap- 
valves  are  closed  every  time  the  engine  pulls  away  from  the  heater  connections. 

Sec.  9.  They  shall  test  the  working  qualities  of  their  respective  engines 
twice  monthly,  under  the  same  pressure  allowed  at  fires.  When  draughting  with 
pumps  is  not  convenient,  Engineers  will  take  the  nearest  hydrant  to  quarters, 
generate  the  regulation  amount  of  steam;  run  water  pressure  up  to  120  pounds 
by  partially  closing  the  discharge  gate  (if  by  leaving  it  open  and  playing  a  full 
stream  the  street  and  surrounding  property  would  be  damaged) ;  leading  off 
sufficient  hose  to  reach  the  nearest  cesspool.  Engineers  shall  report  the  result 
of  such  monthly  tests,  in  writing,  to  the  Superintendent  of  Engines  upon  his 
visit  after  each  said  test. 

Sec.  10.  They  shall  thoroughly  cleanse  their  boilers  once  every  fourteen 
days  by  removing  all  plugs  from  around  the  bottom  of  the  boiler,  using  bent 
pipe,  which  will  be  furnished  upon  requisition.  Such  cleansing  must  be  done 
immediately  after  return  from  exercising  horses.  After  washing  out  boiler  they 
.-shall  connect  the  same  to  heater  pipes  and  fill  from  that  source,  making  use  of 
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the  hot  water  in  the  heater  and  boiler  where  there  is  one  in  use.  Heaters  shall 
also  be  emptied  and  cleansed  every  fourteen  days,  but  not  upon  the  same  day 
that  boilers  are  cleansed.  When  an  engine  has  been  working  an  hour  or  more, 
the  same  precautions  shall  be  observed  as  on  regular  boiler  cleaning  days,  and 
the  same  noted  in  daily  report,  together  with  such  other  remarks  on  the  con- 
dition of  the  boiler  as  may  be  deemed  proper. 

Sec.  11.  They  shall  carefully  examine  their  shut-off  nozzles  after  every  fire 
or  drill  at  which  said  nozzles  are  used;  see  that  all  parts  are  lubricated,  and 
weekly  attach  nozzles  to  nearest  hydrant;  open  and  close  same,  and  see  that 
all  parts  are  in  working  order. 

Sec.  12.  They  shall  inform  their  Captain  whenever  their  engine  may  need 
any  material  or  repairs. 

Sec.  13.  They  shall  at  no  time  change  or  alter  the  position  of  the  locking 
device  on  the  pop  valves  or  safety  valves  of  their  engines,  regulating  the  steam 
pressure  at  which  the  same  will  blow  off,  and  they  shall  at  all  times,  while 
their  engines  are  working  at  a  fire,  carry  a  water  pressure  of  one  hundred  and 
twenty  (120)  pounds,  except  when  ordered  to  carry  a  higher  or  lower  pressure 
by  the  officer  in  command  at  such  fire. 

Sec.  14.  They  shall  have  their  apparatus  clean  and  ready  for  inspection 
daily  at  10  o'clock  a.  m.,  except  in  case  of  a  working  fire  after  12  o'clock 
during  the  previous  night. 

Sec.  15.  Whatever  work  is  done  on  apparatus  other  than  cleaning  must 
be  fully  noted  in  the  company  journal. 

Sec.  16.  They  shall  carefully  instruct  the  other  members  of  their  respective 
companies,  who  may  be  in  charge  of  the  engine,  heater,  etc.,  during  their 
watches,  as  to  the  proper  care  of  the  same,  and  shall  report  to  the  Captain  any 
neglect  or  violation  of  the  rules  in  regard  to  the  care  of  engine,  heater,  etc., 
which  they  may  find  to  have  occurred  during  said  watches. 

Sec.  17.  They  shall  remove  and  relay  the  fire  in  the  fire-box  immediately 
upon  the  return  of  the  engine  to  quarters  after  exercising,  and  also  upon  the 
return  to  quarters  after  the  apparatus  has  traveled  one-half  mile  or  more  without 
having  ignited  fire. 

Sec.  18.  There  shall  be  in  each  Engine  Company  at  least  one  member 
thereof  who  must  be  competent  to  take  charge  of  the  engine,  and  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  act  as  Engineer  and  perform  the  required  duties  thereof  in  the 
absence  of  the  regular  Engineer.  When  not  acting  as  Engineer  he  shall,  in 
responding  to  alarms  of  fire  ride  on  the  rear  step  of  the  hose  wagon  and  make 
connection  of  hose  line  to  engine  or  hydrant  and  also  assist  the  Engineer  to 
connect  to  hydrant  by  taking  cap  from  hydrant,  chocking  wheels,  and  assisting 
otherwise  to ;  put  engine  to  work.  He  shall  then  assume  the  duties  of  Hoseman. 

Sec.  19.  They  shal?  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  of  them 
by  their  superior  officers  and  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Department. 


RULE  11 — DRIVERS. 

Section  1.  Drivers  shall  take  proper  care  of  their  horses;  exercise  the 
greatest  caution  in  their  care  and  management;  keep  the  stalls  clean,  and  see 
that  everything  pertaining  to  their  department  is  in  perfect  order  and  in 
readiness  for  immediate  service. 

Sec.  2.  They  shall  not  run  their  horses  while  responding  to  or  returning 
from  alarms  of  fire,  nor  shall  they  pass  other  apparatus  of  the  Department, 
unless  such  apparatus  or  horses  be  disabled  (except  that  drivers  of  Chemicals 
may  pass  other  apparatus  except  Chemicals,  if  the  same  can  be  done  with 
safety),  but  all  proper  dispatch  consistent  with  safety  must  be  used  in  respond- 
ing to  alarms  of  fire. 
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Sec.  3.  They  must,  on  all  occasions,  securely  strap  themselves  to  the  seat 
of  their  apparatus  immediately  upon  mounting  the  same. 

Sec.  4.  Drivers  of  Monitor  Batteries,  upon  returning  to  quarters  from  an 
alarm  of  fire,  shall  ascertain  from  the  register  if  any  alarm  has  been  sent  in 
during  their  absence,  before  entering  the  house  with  the  apparatus. 

Sec.  5.  Drivers  of  Chemical  Engines  are  expected  to  get  their  apparatus 
to  a  fire  at  the  earliest  possible  moment,  and  in  so  doing  shall  drive  at  as  rapid 
a  gait  as  is  consistent  with  the  safety  of  the  public  and  the  apparatus.  Chemical 
Companies  may  pass  other  companies,  except  other  Chemical  Companies,  when 
it  can  be  done  with  safety. 

Sec  6.  In  returning  from  a  fire  all  driving  shall  be  at  a  moderate  rate 
of  speed. 

Sec.  7.  They  shall  exercise  their  horses  one  hour  each  day  when  the  horses 
have  not  performed  any  work  after  1  o'clock  a.  m. 

Sec.  8.  Drivers  of  hill  companies  when  responding  to  alarms  that  take 
their  apparatus  off  the  hills  shall  be  careful  to  slow  up  as  much  as  possible  at 
crossings  and  look  up  and  down  each  street,  so  as  to  avoid  passing  the  fire. 

Sec.  9.  They  will  see  that  bells  or  gongs  are  rung  at  short  intervals  when 
proceeding  to  a  fire. 

Sec.  10.  Drivers  of  engines  shall  not  pass  a  fire  to  take  a  hydrant,  unless 
by  so  doing  they  can  obtain  a  closer  position  to  the  fire  without  shutting  out 
another  company  that  may  be  seen  coming  from  another  direction. 

Sec.  11.  Drivers  of  trucks,  chemicals,  towers  and  batteries  shall  not  stop 
their  apparatus  in  front  of  a  hydrant. 

Sec.  12.  They  shall  not  drive  their  apparatus  over  hose  except  when 
absolutely  necessary. 

Sec.  13.  Drivers  of  Engine  Companies  shall,  while  said  companies  are  in 
service  at  a  fire,  take  proper  care  of  all  the  horses  and  the  hose  wagon,  and  shall 
also,  when  necessary,  assist  the  Engineer  in  firing  his  engine. 

Sec.  14.  They  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  are  required  by  their 
superior  officers  and  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Department. 

RULE  12— STOKERS. 

Section  1.  The  duties  herein  imposed  upon  Drivers  shall,  as  far  as 
practicable,  apply  to  Stokers. 

Sec.  2.  They  shall  always,  in  response  to  alarms  of  fire,  precede  the  engine 
with  the  hose  wagon,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

Sec.  3.  They  shall,  after  having  led  into  a  fire,  tie  up  their  horses  in  some 
position  close  to  the  engine,  turn  the  care  of  horses  and  wagon  over  to  the  Driver, 
and  immediately  assume  the  duties  of  a  Hoseman. 

Sec.  4.  They  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  are  required  by  their 
superior  officers  and  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Department. 

RULE  13 — HOSEMEX  AND  TRUCKMEN. 

Section  1.  Hosemen  and  Truckmen  shall  respond  to  all  alarms  of  fire 
prescribed  for  their  respective  companies,  and  in  every  case  they  shall  conform 
to  and  promptly  and  cheerfully  obey  all  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Department, 
and  perform  such  other  duties  in  connection  with  the  Department  as  their 
superior  officers  may  require  of  them. 
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RULE    14— TILLERMEN. 

Section  1.  Tillermen  shall  be  at  the  tiller  in  going  to  and  returning  from 
fires,  and  upon  all  other  occasions  when  their  services  in  that  capacity  are 
required. 

Sec.  2.  They  shall  also  perform  such  other  duties  as  are  required  by  their 
superior  officers  and  by  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Department. 

RULE  15— CHEMICAL  ENGINE,  WATER  TOWER  AND  MONITOR  BATTERY 

COMPANIES. 

Section  1.  Officers  and  'members  of  Chemical  Engine,  Water  Tower  and 
Monitor  Battery  Companies  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  rules  governing  other 
officers  and  members  of  the  Department,  as  far  as  applicable,  and  shall  perform 
such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  of  them  by  their  superior  officers  and  the 
rules  and  regulations  of  the  Department. 

Sec.  2.  Drivers  of  Monitor  Batteries  shall  be  under  the  supervision  and 
subject  to  the  orders  of  the  Captain  of  the  company  in  whose  quarters  they  may 
be  located. 

RULE  16— HOUSES  AND  HOUSE  WATCH. 

Section  1.  The  house  should  be  kept  at  an  even  temperature  of  about  60 
•degrees;  thorough  ventilation  must  be  maintained  in  order  that  a  good  supply  of 
pure  air  may  be  secured  with  as  little  draught  as  possible. 

Sec.  2.  Houses  must  be  washed  twice  a  month,  weather  permitting.  The 
use  of  chloride  of  lime  or  any  like  substance  on  the  floors  of  the  houses  is 
prohibited,  except  on  stall  floors. 

Sec.  3.  Members  receiving  forage,  fuel,  etc.,  will  only  receipt  for  the  actual 
amounts  received  by  them.  Coal,  2,240  pounds  to  the  ton;  wood,  per  cord,  4x4x8 
— 128  cubic  feet;  feed,  per  100  pounds  or  fraction  thereof. 

Sec.  4.  Engineers  will  carefully  instruct  their  assistants  in  the  engine  house 
in  the  care  and  management  of  the  apparatus,  heater,  syphon,  etc.,  while  in 
quarters;  the  house  watchman  being  held  personally  and  solely  responsible  for 
said  apparatus  after  having  assumed  charge  of  the  floor. 

Sec.  5.  A  continuous  watch  shall  be  maintained  in  the  apparatus  rooms  of 
all  company  houses  of  the  department  during  the  whole  twenty-four  hours  of  the 
day.  The  hours  of  the  different  watches  shall  be  as  follows :  First  watch, 
six  a.  m.  to  six  p.  m. ;  second  watch,  six  p.  m.  to  ten  p.  m. ;  third  watch, 
ten  p.  m.  to  two  a.  m. ;  fourth  watch,  two  a.  m.  to  six  a.  m.  The  men  to  stand 
the  different  watches  shall  be  designated  in  turn  by  the  Captain  of  each  company, 
unless  otherwise  provided,  and  no  man  shall  be  called  upon  to  stand  more  than 
one  night  watch  in  twenty-four  hours.  The  Captain  of  each  engine  and  truck 
company  shall  also  designate  one  man  in  turn  who  has  had  no  watch  during  the 
preceding  night  and  who  shall  be  called  at  five  o'clock  a.  m.  to  assist  the  watch- 
man in  taking  up  bedding  and  feeding  horses.  The  man  on  watch  shall  be 
designated  as  house  watchman,  unless  otherwise  provided. 

Sec.  6.  (a)  In  all  engine  and  truck  companies  there  shall  be  two  men  on 
the  first  watch  and  one  man  on  each  of  the  other  watches,  unless  otherwise  pro- 
vided. There  shall  be  no  change  from  this  rule  where  an  engine  and  truck 
company  occupy  the  same  house. 

(b)  In  chemical  companies  or  water  tower  companies  occupying  the  same 
house  with  an  engine  or  truck  company,  there  shall  be  one  man  on  the  first 
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watch  and  one  man  on  the  second  watch,  but  no  later  watch  shall  be  maintained; 
provided,  however,  that  the  hoseman  of  such  chemical  or  water  tower  company, 
when  not  acting  as  lieutenant  or  driver,  shall  take  his  turn  on  late  watches  in 
common  with  the  members  of  the  other  company  occupying  the  house. 

(c)  In  chemical   or  water   tower   companies   occupying   houses    alone    there 
shall  be  one  man  on  each  of  the  watches. 

(d)  Where   a  chemical   and  water  tower   company   occupy   the   same   house 
there  shall  be  one  man  on  each  of  the  four  watches,  the  same  as  if  each  company 
was  alone,  and  the  crews  of  the  respective   companies  shall  have   charge  of  the 
house   alternately   every   twenty-four  hours.      During  vacations   and  regular  days 
off  men   shall  be   detailed  from  other  companies   in  order   to   keep  four  men   on 
duty    at   all   times  with   chemical   and  water  tower   companies   occupying   houses 
alone. 

Sec.  7.  (a)  In  all  engine  and  truck  companies,  and  in  chemical  or  water 
tower  companies  occupying  the  same  house  with  an  engine  or  truck  company 
the  captain  shall  stand  no  watch,  but  shall  remain  in  general  supervision  of  the 
apparatus  floor  at  all  times  between  the  hours  of  six  o'clotk  a.  m.  and  six  o'clock 
p.  m.,  unless  called  away  on  other  duties,  in  which  case  the  Lieutenant  shall 
remain  in  supervision  until  the  Captain's  return. 

(b)  Captains   of   chemicals   or  water   tower   companies   occupying   quarters 
alone  shall  stand  a  regular  watch. 

(c)  No    substitute    shall   be   qualified   or   allowed   to    stand   a   night  watch 
alone  in  any  company  unless  he  has  previously  worked  in  that  particular  company 
for    at    least    fifteen    days    and    is    known    by    the    captain    of    that    company    to 
thoroughly  understand  the  rules  applying  to  the  duties  of  house  watchman,   and 
to  be  otherwise  reliable  and  competent.     When  a  substitute  who  is  not  so  qualified 
is  required  to  stand  a  night  watch,   said  watch  shall  consist  of  two  men,  one  of 
whom  must  be  a  regular  member.     These  rules  shall  apply  to  all  companies  except 
chemical  and  water  tower  companies  occupying  houses  alone,  in  which  companies 
the  previous  time  worked  need  not  be  considered,  provided  that  the  substitute  is 
known  by  the  Captain  to  be  otherwise  qualified. 

(d)  Captains    of    chemical    and    water    tower    companies    occupying    houses 
alone  must  endeavor  at  all  times  to  secure  substitutes  who  are  qualified  as  pro- 
vided.    If  such  qualified  substitutes  are  not  available  said  Captains  must  request 
their  Chief  of  Battalion  to  detail  a  man  from  some  other  company,   sending  the 
unqualified  substitute  to  said  other  company. 

(e)  In  engine  companies  where  only  seven  men  are  on  duty,  if  there   are 
two   unqualified   substitutes  on   duty   in   place   of  regular  members,    if   necessary, 
the  Captain  shall  take  the  watch  from  six  to  ten  p.  m.,  and  the  Lieutenant  shall 
take  the  watch  from  ten  p.  m.  to  two  a.  m.  in  order  to  have  a  regular  member  in 
charge  of  each  watch. 

Sec.  8.  The  regular  house  watches  in  each  company  of  the  department  shall 
be  constituted  as  follows: 

Engine  Companies — 

Engineer  and  Driver 6   a.  m.  to      6  p.  m. 

Lieutenant 6  p.  m.  to    10  p.  m. 

One  man 10  p.  m.  to      2  a.  m. 

One  man 2   a.  m.  to      6  a.  m. 

In  all  engine  companies  during  the  watch  from  6  o'clock  a.  m.  to  6  p.  m. 
the  engineer  shall  be  designated  house  watchman  and  the  driver  shall  be 
designated  assistant  house  watchman. 
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Truck  Companies — 

Tillerman  and  Driver 6  a.  m.  to     6  p.  m. 

Lieutenant    : 6  p.  m.  to   10  p.  m. 

One  man 10  p.  m.  to     2  a.  m. 

One  man 2  a.  m.   to     6  a.  m. 

In  all  truck  companies  during  the  watch  from  6  o'clock  a.  m.  to  6  o'clock 
p.  m.  the  tillerman  shall  be  designated  house  watchman  and  the  driver  shall  be 
designated  assistant  house  watchman. 

Chemical  or  Water  Tower  Companies — 

(When  occupying  the  same  house  with  an  engine  or  truck  company.) 

Driver 6  a.  m.  to     6  p.  m. 

Lieutenant 6  p.  m.   to   10  p.  m. 

Chemical  or  Water  Tower  Companies — 

(In  houses  alone.) 

Driver 6  a.  m.  to  6  p.  m. 

Captain 6  p.  m.  to  10  p.  m. 

Lieutenant 10  p.  m.  to  2  a.  m. 

Hoseman 2   a.  m.  to  6  a.  m. 

During  the  absence  of  the  engineer,  driver  or  tillerman  of  any  company  at 
meals  the  relief  engineer,  relief  driver  or  relief  tillerman,  as  the  case  may  be, 
shall  assume  their  respective  duties  on  watch  on  the  apparatus  floor. 

Sec.  9.  In  no  case  shall  the  men  on  watch  or  either  of  them  leave  their 
post  of  duty  on  the  apparatus  floor  until  relieved,  except  in  case  of  fire.  In  the 
event  of  failure  on  the  part  of  their  successors  to  relieve  them  after  being  called, 
the  Captain  of  the  company  shall  be  promptly  summoned  and  advised  of  the  fact. 

Sec.  10.  They  shall  not  permit  visitors  after  10  o'clock  at  night,  except  by 
consent  of  the  Captain,  or  a  superior  officer. 

Sec.  11.  No  changing  or  trading  of  "offs"  or  any  watch  duty  in  companies 
will  be  allowed  without  the  consent  of  the  Captain. 

Sec.  12.  Members  shall  not  leave  company  quarters  after  ten  o'clock  p.  m. 
while  on  duty,  and  the  house  watchman  shall  report  to  the  Captain  any  member 
so  doing  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible. 

Sec.  13.  Watchmen  shall  not  doze  or  sleep  while  on  watch,  nor  permit  any 
violation  of  these  rules  or  regulations  by  any  one  in  or  in  front  of  quarters,  and 
shall  at  once  call  the  Captain  if  any  disturbance  occurs  in  or  about  quarters 
which  they  cannot  control. 

Sec.  14.  Captains  or  Acting  Captains  of  Companies  shall  at  the  end  of 
each  day  sever  the  tape  connected  with  the  register  in  their  respective  houses  on 
which  alarms  of  fire  are  registered,  thoroughly  familiarize  themselves  with  each 
box  registered  thereon,  and  then  safely  keep  and  store  the  same  away  in  some 
convenient  place  for  at  least  one  week.  Whenever  there  is  anything  wrong  with 
the  tapper,  gong  or  register,  or  anything  in  connection  therewith,  they  shall 
immediately  report  the  same  to  the  Fire  Alarm  Office. 

Sec.  15.  Whenever,  after  one  alarm  has  been  received  from  any  station, 
another  alarm  is  received  from  the  same  or  any  other  station  before  the  first 
alarm  has  been  tapped  out,  the  housewatchman  shall  immediately  call  the  Captain 
or  Acting  Captain  in  order  that  he  may  supervise  the  pegging  on  the  record 
board. 

Sec.  16.  At  six  o'clock  a.  m.  the  house  watchman  shall  call  the  company, 
and  all  members  thereof  must  immediately  arise  and  proceed  with  their  regular 
duties  of  the  day.

Sec.  17.  The  House  Watchman  shall  have  charge  of  the  Company  journal 
during  his  watch  and  shall  make  all  necessary  entries  therein  unless  otherwise 
provided  by  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  company;  provided,  however,  that  he  shall 
make  no  entry  therein  of  any  accident  or  injury  to  a  member  or  any  other 
unusual  or  important  occurrence  during  said  watch  without  first  calling  the 
attention  of  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  company  to  the  same.  Upon  the 
completion  of  each  day's  journal  entries  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  company 
shall  inspect  and  endorse  the  same. 

RULE  17— ACTS  OF  VALOR  TO  BE  REPORTED. 

The  officer  in  charge  at  a  fire  shall  report  to  the  Chief  Engineer  the  names  of 
such  officers  and  members  of  the  Department  as  may  distinguish  themselves  in 
the  discharge  of  their  duties  by  the  saving  of  human  life  at  the  risk  of  their  own, 
and  Assistant  Chiefs  and  Battalion  Chiefs  shall  report  any  other  meritorious  acts 
which  are  worthy  of  special  attention  that  may  have  been  performed  by  members 
of  the  companies  under  their  command,  while  on  duty,  either  at  a  fire  or 
elsewhere,  giving  a  full  and  correct  statement  of  the  facts.  The  Chief 
Engineer  shall  submit  all  such  reports  to  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  for 
their  consideration. 

RULE   18— LEAVES  OF  ABSENCE. 

Section  1.  Except  as  herein  provide-*,  all  leaves  of  absence  must  be 
obtained  from  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners,  apon  proper  written  application 
made  therefor. 

Sec.  2.  The  Assistant  Chiefs  and  Battalion  Chiefs  ire  authorized  to  and 
may  grant  leaves  of  absence  to  the  officers  and  members  of  companies  under 
their  control  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  four  days,  and  in  all  such  cases  they 
must  put  on  substitutes  at  the  expense  of  the  men  granted  leave.  All  such 
substitutes  to  be  taken  from  the  regular  authorized  list  thereof. 

Sec.  3.  The  Chief  Engineer  is  authorized  to  and  may  grant  leaves  of 
absence  to  officers  and  members  of  the  Department  not  to  exceed  ten  days,  and 
he  may  also  extend  leaves  of  absence,  granted  in  accordance  with  the  foregoing 
section,  not  to  exceed  six  days. 

Sec.  4.  The  President  of  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  may  grant 
leaves  of  absence  to  the  Chief  Engineer. 

Sec.  5.  When  any  member  of  the  Department  is  sick,  he  shall  report  or 
cause  the  fact  to  be  promptly  reported  to  his  Captain  and  Battalion  Chief. 
The  Battalion  Chief  shall  verify  the  statement  and  grant  a  leave  of  absence  "on 
account  of  sickness"  and  shall  put  on  a  substitute  in  his  place. 

Sec.  6.  Not  more  than  three  members  of  any  engine  or  truck  company 
having  the  full  complement  of  men,  and  not  more  than  two  members  of  any 
engine  or  truck  company  of  less  than  the  full  complement,  and  not  more  than 
two  members  of  any  chemical  company  will  be  allowed  off  on  leaves  of  absence 
at  the  same  time.  Exceptions  may  be  made  by  the  Battalion  Chiefs  in  cases  of 
sickness  or  urgency,  after  an  investigation  of  the  same. 

Sec.  7.  All  leaves  of  absence  granted,  with  the  time  and  cause  for  granting 
the  same,  must  be  reported  to  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  at  the  first 
regular  meeting  held  after  such  leave  is  granted. 

Sec.  8.  Applications  for  leaves  of  absence  from  members  of  companies 
will  not  be  considered  by  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  unless  the  same  have 
been  approved  and  countersigned  by  the  Chief  of  Battalion  and  the  Captain  of 
the  company  of  which  the  applicant  is  a  member  or  to  which  he  may  be  de- 
tailed for  duty. 
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RULE  19 — SUPERINTENDENT  OF  ENGINES. 

Section  1.  The  Superintendent  of  Engines  shall  be  responsible  to  the  Board 
of  Fire  Commissioners  and  the  Chief  Engineer  for  the  conduct  and  management 
of  the  repair  shop.  He  is  charged  with  the  control  and  direction  of  the  men 
assigned  to  duty  under  him,  and  shall  see  that  their  time  is  employed  to  the 
greatest  advantage  to  the  Fire  Department,  and  report  to  the  Chief  Engineer  in 
writing  all  accidents  or  injuries  received  by  said  men,  and  all  absentees  from 
duty,  together  with  the  reasons  for  their  absence. 

Sec.  2.  He  shall  keep  a  detailed  record  of  all  the  work  done,  and  shall 
make  and  keep  a  record  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose,  of  any  and  all 
apparatus  which  becomes  injured,  broken  or  in  any  way  disabled,  together  with 
the  date  of  such  occurrence,  the  company  or  place  to  which  it  belongs,  the 
nature  of  the  injury  or  disability,  the  cause,  if  known,  and  such  other  and 
further  information  regarding  the  same  as  may  be  necessary. 

Sec.  3.  He  shall  visit  the  quarters  of  each  company  once  a  month,  or  as 
often  as  occasion  may  require,  and  inspect  the  apparatus  in  service  in  the 
Department,  and  report  at  least  once  each  month  the  condition  of  the  same  to 
the  Chief  Engineer,  and  make  such  recommendations  as  he  may  deem  advisable. 

Sec.  4.  He  shall  see  that  the  apparatus  is  at  all  times  kept  in  good  repair 
and  ready  for  immediate  service. 

Sec.   5.     He  shall  attend  all  fires  for  which  third  alarms  are  sent  in. 

Sec.  6.  He  shall  also  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  or 
prescribed  by  the  Commissioners  or  Chief  Engineer. 


RULE  20 — CLERK  AND  COMMISSARY  CORPORATION  YARD. 

Section  1.  He  shall  be  responsible  to  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  and 
the  Chief  Engineer,  and  shall  be  on  duty  at  his  office  at  Corporation  Yard  of  this 
Department  from  8  o'clock  a.  m.  to  5  o'clock  p.  m.  daily  (Sundays  and  legal 
holidays  excepted)  and  at  such  other  times  as  the  Chief  Engineer  may  direct. 

Sec.  2.  He  shall  have  the  care  and  management  of  the  supply  department, 
and  have  charge  of  all  hose,  and  apparatus  and  supplies  purchased  by  order  of 
the  Commissioners. 

Sec.  3.  He  shall,  upon  the  receipt  of  requisitions  therefor,  deliver  to  the 
various  companies  the  monthly  supplies  and  stores  for  each  company. 

Sec.  4.  He  shall  keep  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  supply  department  in 
a  systematic  manner,  showing  the  supplies  received  by  him,  the  amount  delivered 
to  each  company  and  the  amount  remaining  on  hand,  and  report  monthly  to 
the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  keep  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose 
an  account  of  the  quantity,  kind  and  condition  of  the  hose  in  the  Department, 
and  in  each  company  thereof,  with  such  other  record  as  may  be  required  to 
insure  at  all  times  full  knowledge  of  the  condition  of  the  same. 

Sec.  6.  He  shall  not  deliver  any  supplies  or  stores  of  the  Fire  Department 
except  upon  an  order  signed  by  the  Chief  Engineer  and  the  Secretary  of  the 
Commissioners  (except  during  a  conflagration  supplies  or  apparatus  may  be 
delivered  on  the  order  of  the  Chief  Engineer,  Assistant  Chief  Engineer, 
Battalion  Chiefs  or  Captains)  and  shall  procure  a  written  receipt  for  all  such 
supplies  or  stores  delivered. 

Sec.  7.  He  shall  answer  all  third  alarms  of  fire,  and  perform  such  other 
duties  as  the  Commissioners  or  Chief  Engineer  may  direct. 
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RULE  21— VETERINARY  SURGEON. 

Section  1.  The  Veterinary  Surgeon  shall  be  responsible  to  the  Chief 
Engineer,  and  shall  visit  the  hospital  or  stables  daily.  He  shall  also  tend  to 
all  sick  or  injured  horses  belonging  to  the  Department  at  any  time  of  the  day 
or  night  that  such  service  may  be  needed.  He  shall  give  instructions  to  the 
attendants  in  charge  of  such  horses,  and  shall  report  to  the  Chief  Engineer  and 
Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  any  neglect  of  duty  of  same. 

Sec.  2.  Each  person  attending  to  horses  under  treatment  of  Veterinary 
Surgeon  shall  report  to  him  the  condition  of  horses  in  his  care,  and  obey  all 
orders  given  by  the  Veterinary  Surgeon  as  to  their  treatment. 


RULE  22— SUPERINTENDENT  OF  HORSES. 

Section  1.  He  shall  be  responsible  to  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners 
and  the  Chief  Engineer  for  the  performance  of  his  duties  in  the  general  care 
and  treatment  of  the  horses  of  the  Department. 

Sec.  2.  He  shall  instruct  his  men  to  give  such  medical,  surgical  and  other 
attention  to  the  horses  of  the  Department  as  may  be  ordered  by  the  Veterinary 
Surgeon,  regulate  their  feed,  and  give  such  directions  to  those  in  charge  of 
horses  as  in  his  judgment  is  necessary. 

Sec.  3.  He  shall  report  to  the  Chief  Engineer  once  a  month,  or  as  often 
as  circumstances  may  require,  the  condition  of  the  horses,  etc.,  under  his  charge, 
and  shall  also  report  all  deaths  of  horses,  and  recommend  the  condemnation  and 
disposal  of  horses  which  become  unfitted  for  service  in  the  Department. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  his  duty,  at  least  twice  each  month,  to  visit  each  com- 
pany quarters  and  inspect  the  horses  and  the  forage  furnished,  give  advice  and 
direction  as  to  feeding,  and  to  report  to  the  Chief  Engineer  any  willful  neglect 
or  any  undergrade  forage  found. 

Sec.  5.  He  shall  keep  an  accurate,  numerical  and  descriptive  record  of  all 
horses  in  the  Department,  containing  number,  date  of  purchase,  age.  color,  record 
of  accidents,  sickness  and  date  of  condemnation,  death  or  transfer,  together  with 
such  other  information  concerning  the  same  as  may  be  useful. 

Sec.  6.  He  shall  have  the  charge  and  direction  of  the  hostlers  assigned 
for  duty  at  the  stables,  and  shall  prescribe  their  duties. 

Sec.  7.  When  not  otherwise  engaged  on  Department  business  he  shall 
always  be  in  attendance  at  the  Department  stables. 

Sec.  8.  He  shall  have  and  assume  charge  of  the  stables  and  see  that 
everything  appertaining  thereto  is  kept  in  proper  order  and  condition. 

Sec.  9.  He  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  or  pre- 
scribed by  the  Commissioners  or  the  Chief  Engineer. 


RULE  23— HOSTLERS. 

They  shall  devote  their  entire  time  and  attention  to  the  stable  work 
assigned  them,  and  shall  perform  such  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the 
Ohief  Engineer  or  Superintendent  of  Horses. 


RULE    24— HYDRANTMEN. 

Section  1.  Hydrantmen  shall  attend  to  all  hydrants  and  cisterns  in  their 
respective  districts,  see  that  the  same  are  in  good  condition  and  ready  at  all 
times  for  immediate  use. 
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Sec.  2.  They  shall  see  that  the  hydrants  are  at  all  times  kept  free  from 
obstructions  of  every  character,  so  that  access  thereto  may  be  readily  had  by 
the  engines  of  the  Department. 

Sec.  3.  They  shall  visit  and  inspect  the  cisterns  in  their  respective  dis- 
tricts once  in  each  week,  keep  the  same  filled  with  water  and  see  that  they  are 
in  proper  condition  and  ready  for  immediate  use  at  all  times.  They  shall  report 
the  condition  of  the  several  cisterns  once  in  each  week  to  the  Battalion  Chief 
of  the  district  wherein  said  cisterns  are  located,  but  if  for  any  reason  a  cistern 
becomes  useless  the  fact  shall  be  immediately  reported  to  the  proper  Battalion 
Chief. 

Sec.  4.  They  shall  register  in  books  provided  for  that  purpose  the  exact 
location  of  all  hydrant  gates  in  their  respective  districts  and  shall  see  that  said 
gates  are  conspicuously  exposed  and  not  covered  over  or  hidden  in  any  way  by 
pavement,  bitumen  or  other  material  or  substance  used  for  street  purposes. 

Sec.  5.  They  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  of  them 
hy  the  Commissioners  or  Chief  Engineer. 

RULE    25— WATCHMEN. 

Section  1.  Night  watchmen  shall  be  in  attendance  daily  at  the  Corporation 
Yard  of  the  Department  to  which  they  may  be  assigned  for  duty  from  6  o'clock 
p.  m.  until  7  o'clock  a.  m.  the  following  morning,  and  shall  carefully  guard  and 
protect  the  property  intrusted  to  their  care. 

Sec.  2.  They  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  of  them 
by  the  Superintendent  of  Engines. 


RULE  26— CARE  AND  USE  OF  HOSE,  APPARATUS,  HORSES,  HARNESS, 
IMPLEMENTS,  ETC. 

HORSES. 

Section  1.  All  horses  of  the  Department  must  be  watered  at  5  o'clock 
a.  m.  and  fed  at  6  o'clock  a.  m.  with  the  regular  allowance  of  cooked  grain; 
the  allowance  of  grain  will  be  set  aside  by  the  driver,  and  the  assistant  house 
watchman  will,  about  1  o'clock  each  morning,  pour  boiling  water  over  the  same 
in  a  bucket  provided  for  that  purpose,  and  then  fix  the  cover  on  tight  so  as  to 
prevent  the  escape  of  the  heat  or  steam  therein.  On  feeding  said  allowance 
another  allowance  shall  be  immediately  prepared.  At  11  o'clock  a.  m.  the  horses 
shall  be  watered  and  given  a  small  quantity  of  hay,  and  at  about  12  o'clock  m. 
fed  the  regular  allowance  of  prepared  grain.  At  6  o'clock  p.  m.  water  and 
bed  the  horses,  give  them  their  allowance  of  hay,  then  give  a  few  carrots,  or 
other  feed  which  may  be  ordered  by  the  Superintendent  of  Horses. 

Sec.  2.  All  horses  shall  be  exercised  daily  for  one  hour,  unless  a  run  was 
had  after  1  o'clock  a.  m.  In  wet  weather  exercising  shall  be  done,  if  possible, 
between  showers. 

Sec.  3.  In  good  weather,  during  the  spring  and  summer  months,  the 
horses  shall  be  permitted  to  stand  outside  the  houses  from  9:45  to  11  a.  m. 

Sec.  4.  In  case  of  sickness  or  injury  to  any  horse,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
Captains  to  promptly  report  the  same  to  the  Superintendent  of  Horses,  and  he 
shall  see  that  measures  are  taken  for  the  relief  of  such  horse. 

Sec.  5.  Any  horse  which  neglects  to  eat  or  shows  any  signs  of  being  sick 
or  lame,  and  any  horse  loosing  a  shoe,  will  be  immediately  reported  to  the 
Superintendent  of  Horses,  and  a  relief  horse  shall  be  provided. 
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Sec.  6.  Teasing  or  annoying  horses  or  teaching  them  any  tricks,  or 
unnecessarily  or  severely  punishing  them,  is  prohibited. 

Sec.  7.  No  gas  or  electric  light  shall  be  placed  or  kept  directly  in  front  of 
a  horse's  eyes. 

Sec.  8.  Muzzles  are  strictly  prohibited  on  horses  between  the  hours  of 
6  p.  m.  and  6  a.  m.,  except  while  standing  on  the  street. 

Sec.  9.  On  cold  or  stormy  nights,  when  it  is  necessary  to  remain  at  a  fire 
for  a  long  time,  the  drivers  shall  blanket  their  horses  well,  and  exercise  them 
every  half  hour  for  ten  minutes.  If  possible  put  them  in  some  sheltered 
place. 

Sec.  10.  A  horse  shall  never  be  given  water  or  grain  while  he  is  hot  after 
a  run,  except  that  his  mouth  and  nostrils  shall  be  sponged  out  with  cold  water 
and  he  shall  be  given  two  of  three  swallows  only.  Sweat  shall  be  wiped  from 
around  the  eyes  and  under  the  tail  with  a  damp  sponge. 

Sec.   11.     Horses  shall  be  blanketed  when  standing  in  the  open  air. 

Sec.  12.  If  a  horse  be  under  medical  treatment,  the  driver  shall  be  careful 
to  follow  the  instruction  of  the  Veterinary  Surgeon  in  administering  the 
medicines  and  otherwise  attending  to  the  horse.  If  a  driver  lays  off  while 
attending  a  sick  horse,  he  shall  instruct  his  substitute  as  to  how  the  horse  is 
to  be  attended  to. 

Sec.  13.  After  returning  from  exercise  or  an  alarm,  horses'  feet  (not  legs) 
shall  be  washed  out  and  examined  for  nails,  loose  shoes,  etc.,  then  rubbed  down 
and  if  warm,  blanketed  (in  houses  that  have  no  heater).  The  back  door  shall 
be  kept  shut  and  draughts  avoided  as  much  as  possible. 

Sec.  14.  In  cold  weather  the  chill  shall  be  taken  off  drinking  water,  or 
only  a  small  quantity  of  cold  water  shall  be  given  at  one  time.  You  are 
directed  to  see  that  this  rule  is  strictly  observed  by  all  members  or  employees 
of  the  Department  having  the  care  or  charge  of  horses,  and  any  neglect  or  failure 
on  their  part  to  comply  therewith  will  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board 
of  Fire  Commissioners. 

Sec.  15.  A  bucket  shall  not  be  used  to  catch  the  horses  urine  in.  If  a 
horse  is  straining  to  urinate  and  afraid  to  do  so,  straw  shall  be  shaken  under 
him,  which  will  encourage  him  to  pass  it.  The  stall  shall  be  rinsed  out  or 
washed  down  immediately.  Manure  shall  also  be  removed  immediately. 

Sec.  16.  The  mane  and  tail  shall  be  washed  once  a  week  with  soap  and 
warm  water,  weather  permitting,  and  the  sheath  once  every  two  weeks. 

Sec.  17.  Horses  predisposed  to  scour  shall  get  small  quantities  of  water 
often,  instead  of  a  large  drink  at  one  time. 

Sec.  18.  Grey  or  white  horses  stained  on  quarters,  etc.,  may  have  spots 
sponged  off  with  warm  water  and  soap,  but  must  be  thoroughly  dried  with  a 
"rubber"  immediately.  "White  legs  may  be  treated  likewise  when  necessary; 
otherwise  the  legs  shall  never  be  washed,  except  by  order  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Horses. 

Sec.  19.  Rain,  sweat  and  mud  shall  be  removed  immediately  on  getting 
into  the  house;  first  with  scraper  and  afterwards  with  a  wad  of  straw  or  sack, 
care  being  taken  to  dry  out  the  hollow  of  the  heels  thoroughly;  what  is  left 
can  be  washed  or  brushed  off  when  dry;  use  no  water  to  remove  it.  Washing 
horses  is  prohibited. 

Sec.  20.     The  feet  shall  be  stuffed  every  other  night  in  dry  weather. 

Sec.  21.  Musty  or  overdried  hay,  or  musty  food  of  any  kind  shall  be 
rejected,  as  it  is  injurious  to  the  horse's  wind. 

Sec.  22.  Clipping  horses  shall  be  done  under  the  directions  of  the  Super- 
intendent of  Horses,  but  the  mane  and  legs  shall  be  clipped  clean  at  all  times. 
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Sec.  23.  Bedding  shall  be  removed  for  ventilation  from  the  house  in  dry 
weather  where  it  is  convenient  to  do  so. 

Sec.  24.  Drivers  are  strictly  prohibited  from  using  a  twitch  or  other  like 
appliance  upon  the  horses  while  clipping  the  legs,  cutting  the  manes,  washing 
tails,  etc.  If  a  horse  cannot  be  handled  without  the  use  of  said  appliances, 
the  driver  shall  notify  the  Superintendent  of  Horses. 

HARNESS. 

Sec.   25.      No  hot  or  warm  water  shall  be  used  in  cleansing  harness. 
Sec.   26.     The  use  of  emery  cloth  in  polishing  the  points  and  bells  of  Hale 
or  Berry  hames  is  strictly  prohibited.     Nothing  but  oil  shall  be  used. 

APPARATUS. 

Sec.  27.  No  alterations  shall  be  made  in  trace  or  pole  chains  other  than 
necessary  adjustments. 

Sec.  28.  The  use  of  water  in  and  around  the  furnace  of  fire  engines  for 
removing  sparks  or  other  evidence  of  fire  is  prohibited.  A  dry  broom  shall 
only  be  used  for  said  purpose. 

Sec.  29.  On  returning  from  a  run,  the  apparatus  will  be  left  outside  of 
the  house,  the  horses  blanketed,  and  the  running  gear  thoroughly  washed  with 
small  hose.  Companies  having  a  yard  may  wash  their  apparatus  therein. 

HOSE. 

Sec.  30.  Cotton  hose  shall  not  be  allowed  to  remain  on  the  wagon  more 
than  twenty-four  hours  in  a  wet  or  damp  condition  unless  unavoidable.  The 
hose  shall  be  changed  every  fifteen  days  unless  the  same  has  been  in  actual 
service  during  said  time,  and  when  said  change  is  made,  a  note  thereof  shall 
be  entered  in  the  company  journal. 

Sec.  31.  Cotton  hose,  after  being  used  at  a  fire,  and  when  returned  to  quarters, 
if  only  wet  or  damp,  shall  be  immediately  hung  up  in  the  tower.  If  any  hose 
is  in  a  dirty  condition  from  mud,  etc.,  it  shall  be  thoroughly  cleaned,  with  a 
broom  and  water  if  necessary. 

Sec.  32.  When  changing  hose,  before  it  is  taken  from  the  wagon  or  reel, 
there  must  be  lowered  down  from  the  tower  all  the  hose  that  is  to  be  put  on, 
and  the  lengths  coupled  together,  care  being  taken  to  see  that  the  couplings  and 
swivels  are  in  perfect  order  and  that  all  have  proper  washers.  A  small  quantity 
of  tallow  or  oil  should  be  used  on  the  threads  or  swivels,  but  not  enough  to 
run  on  the  fabric  or  rubber,  as  grease  will  injure  either.  What  hose  is 
necessary  can  then  be  removed  from  the  wagon  or  reel  and  the  dry  hose  placed 
thereon;  the  wet  hose  then  hoisted  in  the  hose  tower.  If  any  of  the  lengths 
of  hose  are  injured,  they  shall  not  be  rolled  up  and  set  aside,  but  must  be 
marked  and  hung  up  until  called  for  by  the  supply  wagon. 

Sec.  33.  Hose  covers  shall  not  be  folded.  The  inner  or  go-between  cover 
shall  be  rolled  and  stored  under  the  seat;  the  outer  cover  of  hose  wagons  and 
carriages,  when  not  in  use,  shall  be  hung  at  full  length  or  width  in  a  dry  place, 
and  not  creased  in  any  manner. 

RULE  27. — RULES  GOVERNING  MEMBERS  ON   SICK  LEAVE. 

Section  1.  When  a  member  of  the  Department  becomes  sick  or  disabled 
to  such  an  extent  as  to  render  him  unable  and  unfit  to  properly  perform  his 
required  duties  in  the  Deprtment,  he  shall  report  the  fact,  or  cause  the  same  to

be  promptly  reported  to  the  Captain  of  the  Company  to  which  he  may  belong 
or  to  which  he  may  at  that  time  be  assigned  for  duty. 

Sec.  2.  The  Captain  or  officer  receiving  such  report  shall  immediately 
notify  his  Battalion  Chief,  who  shall  promptly  investigate  the  case,  and  if  he 
deem  it  necessary,  grant  the  member  a  leave  of  absence'  on  account  of  sickness, 
and  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible  notify  the  Department  physician  and  surgeon 
thereof,  giving  him  the  exact  location  at  which  such  member  may  reside  or  can 
be  found. 

Sec.  3.  He  shall  also  visit  such  sick  member  within  twenty-four  hours 
after  the  granting  of  the  leave  of  absence:  provided,  the  member  resides  or  is 
located  in  his  Battalion  District  during  his  sickness,  and  submit  a  report  in 
writing  thereof  to  the  Chief  Engineer.  He  shall  continue  to  visit  him  on^e  a 
week  or  oftener,  if  necessary,  during  his  disability,  and  file  a  written  report 
thereof,  together  with  any  other  circumstances  connected  with  his  sickness  that 
he  may  deem  proper,  with  the  Chief  Engineer. 

Sec.  4.  Should  the  sick  member  reside  or  be  located  outside  the  boundries 
of  the  district  of  the  Battalion  Chief,  such  Battalion  Chief  shall,  immediately 
after  granting  him  the  leave  of  absence,  notify  the  Battalion  Chief  of  the 
district  in  which  the  member  may  reside  or  be  found  of  the  fact,  and  the 
Battalion  Chief  so  notified  shall  then  proceed  to  carry  out  the  requirements  of 
Section  3. 

Sec.  5.  The  Department  Physician  and  Surgeon  shall,  within  twenty-four 
hours  after  notification  by  the  Battalion  Chief,  visit  and  examine  each  and 
every  thus  reported  sick  member,  and  shall  continue  to  visit  them  at  least  once 
a  week  thereafter  during  the  continuation  of  their  sickness,  and  he  shall  also 
report  in  writing  once  a  week  to  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  the  names  of 
all  such  members  visited,  with  the  nature  of  their  illness  or  disability  and  con- 
dition of  the  same,  and  also  any  circumstances  or  irregularities  that  may  come 
under  his  observation  in  connection  therewith. 

Sec.  6.  All  members  of  the  Department  that  may  be  granted  leaves  of 
absence  on  account  of  sickness  or  disability  must  file  with  the  Board  of  Fire 
Commissioners  weekly  a  certificate  from  a  regularly  certificated  physician  clearly 
specifying  the  character  and  nature  of  such  sickness  or  disability,  and  all  such 
certificates  must  be  submitted  to  the  Department  Physician  and  Surgeon  to  be 
countersigned  before  filing  the  same  with  the  Board. 

Sec.  7.  Any  member  who  becomes  sick  or  incapacitated  from  the  per- 
formance of  his  required  duties  in  the  Department  through  intemperance,  vicious 
habits,  immoral  or  unlawful  acts,  or  through  the  reckless  negligence  of  his 
person  or  health,  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  salary  or  compensation  from  this 
Department  during  such  illness  or  disability. 

Sec.  8.  Any  member  whose  sickness  or  disability  does  not  necessarily 
confine  him  to  his  residence  or  a  hospital,  shall  report  to  the  Department 
Physician  and  Surgeon  in  person  at  his  office,  once  a  week,  or  oftener,  if 
directed  by  him,  on  the  regular  visiting  days  that  he  may  name. 

Sec.  9.  Members  off  duty  on  sick  leave  shall  not  be  permitted  to  leave  the 
City  without  having  first  obtained  the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Fire  Commis- 
sioners to  so  do,  and  when  thus  absent  from  the  City  must  file  a  physician's 
certificate,  as  required  by  Section  6. 

Sec.  10.  No  member  of  the  Department  will  be  allowed  salary  during  any 
sickness  or  disability  contracted  or  incurred  while  said  member  is  off  duty  on 
leave-of-absence  that  may  be  granted  or  allowed  without  pay  by  the  Board  of 
Fire  Commissioners  or  any  authorized  officer  of  the  Department. 

Sec.  11.  No  member  of  the  Department  off  duty  on  leave-of-absence 
granted  on  account  of  sickness  or  disability  shall  be  absent  from  his  residence 
after  eight  o'clock  p.  m. 
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Sec.  12.  Gaptains  or  other  officers  in  charge  of  companies,  shall  imme- 
diately notify  the  Department  Physician  and  Surgeon  whenever  members  who 
have  been  absent  from  duty  on  sick  leave  report  back  to  their  Companies  for  duty. 

Sec.  13.  Any  member  of  the  Department  violating  any  of  the  above  rules 
or  failing  to  strictly  conform  thereto  while  on  leave-of-absence  for  sickness  or 
disability  shall  not  be  allowed  salary  for  the  time  absent  from  duty  on  said 
leave. 

Sec.  14.  Any  member  of  the  Department  who  willfully  misrepresents  him- 
self to  be  sick  or  injured  and  unfit  to  properly  perform  his  required  duties  in 
the  Department  shall,  after  a  trial,  be  dismissed  therefrom  without  the  alterna- 
tive of  a  fine. 

GENERAL    RULES. 

I.  All   officers  and  members  of   the   Department   shall   devote   their   entire 
time   and  attention  to  the  services  of  the  Department,   and   shall   not   engage  in 
any  other  business  or  calling. 

2.  No  political,  social  or  other  organization  shall  be  formed  or  maintained 
in  the  houses  of  the  Department,  and  no  meetings  of  any  character,  other  than 
regular  company  meetings,  will  be  permitted  therein;   and  no  officer,  member  or 
employee  of  the  Department  shall  take  any  part  whatever  in  any  political  con- 
ventions, canvass  or  campaigns,  except  to  vote,  and  no  interference  in  the  free 
exercise   of   this   right   by   every   member   of   the   Department   will   be    tolerated. 
Any   violation   of   this   rule   will   be    deemed   sufficient   cause   for   dismissal    from 
the  Department. 

3.  The    officers    and    members    of    the    Department    are    prohibited    from 
forming  and  maintaining,  exclusively  amongst  themselves,   any   society,   company 
or  organization  supported  by  assessments  upon  or  contributions  from  the  mem- 
bers or  employees  of  the  Department,   without  having  first  obtained  permission 
from  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  to  so  do. 

4.  Officers  shall  be  just,  dignified  and  firm  in  their  intercourse  with  sub- 
ordinates, and  shall  abstain  from  using  violent,  abusive  or  immoderate  language 
in  giving  orders  and  directions,    as  well  as  when  in   conversation  with   them. 

5.  Officers  and  members  shall  at  all  times  conduct  themselves  in  a  gentle- 
manly manner  and  refrain  from  using  obscene,  immoral,  disrespectful,  impudent 
or  improper  language. 

6.  Members   of   the   Department   shall  not   enter   saloons   or  places   where 
liquor   is    sold   while   wearing   their   uniforms   or   while    on   duty,    except   in   the 
legitimate  discharge  of  their  duty. 

7.  No   intoxicating  beverages  shall  be  brought  into,   kept  or  drunk  in  or 
about  any   of   the  houses   or  premises   of.  the   Department,    and  any    member   or 
employee,  who,  while  on  duty,  or  while  in  uniform,  or  when  about  the  premises 
of    the    Department,    becomes  -intoxicated,    or    who    absents    himself    from    duty 
because   of   drink   shall   be    subject   to   dismissal,    or   such   other   penalty    as   the 
Board  of  Fire  Commissioners,  after  trial,  may  impose. 

8.  Smoking,  while  on  the  apparatus  or  vehicles  of  the  Department,  is  at 
all  times  prohibited. 

9.      Gambling  of  all  kinds  is  strictly  prohibited  in  or  about  the  houses  of 
the  Department. 

10.  Congregating  on  the  sidewalk  in  front  of  or  adjacent  to  company  houses 
is  also  prohibited. 

II.  Members  and  employees  of  the  Department  are  prohibited  from  using 
the   telephones   in   service   therein   for  any   other  purpose   than  on  business   con- 
nected   with    the    Department,    and    no    person    or    persons,    other    than    public 
officials,   shall  be   allowed   to   use   the   same,    and   then   only   on   official   business 
-connected  with  their  respective  offices. 
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12.  No    member    or   employee    shall    sell    or    assign    or    discount    his    salary 
warrant    or    demand    on    the    Treasurer;     nor     shall     any     member    or    ?mployee 
endorse   or  guarantee,   in   writing,    the  note,    assignment,   or   other   instrument   of 
like  nature  of  any  other  member  of  the  Department. 

13.  All    members    and    employees    of    the    Department    shall    promptly    pay 
their  just  and  lawful  debts,  contracted  or  incurred  while  in  the  service.    Failure 
to  do  so  will  be  considered  cause  for  suspension  or  dismissal. 

14.  No  officer,  member  or  employee  shall  at  any  time  be  guilty  of  any  act 
or   omission   which   impedes,    injures    or   hinders,    or    tends    to   impede,    injure    or 
hinder,     the    progress,     welfare,     discipline,     efficiency    or    good    name    of     this 
Department. 

15.  Members    of    the    Department,    as    a    mark    of    respect,    shall    rise    and 
salute    Commissioners    and    ranking    officers    of    the    Department,    or    any    other 
public  officers  visiting  their  quarters.     "When  a  ranking  officer  visits  the  quarters 
of    a    company,    all    members    thereof    that    may   be    outside    of    the    house    or    on 
the  street  in  the  vicinity  thereof  shall  immediately  return  to  quarters. 

16.  The    members    of    the    Department    shall    at    all    times    address    their 
superior  officers  by   their  proper  titles,   and  in   all   cases   use   the   word   without 
any  abbreviation  whatever.     The  Chief  Engineer,   Assistant  Chief  Engineers  and 
Battalion   Chiefs,   when   addressed   verbally   by   any   member   of   the   Department 
shall  be  addressed  as   "Chief,"   but  when  addressed  in  writing  the  full  title  of 
the  officer  shall  be  used. 

17.  Every   member  of   the  uniformed   force   shall  provide   himself  with   the 
regulation  uniform  within   thirty   days   after  his   appointment,   but   such   uniform 
must   not   be   worn   on   duty    until    it   has   been   inspected   and   approved   by    the 
Battalion   Chief.     It   shall   be   the   duty   of   said   members   of   the   Department   to 
wear  the  prescribed  uniform  at  all  times,  except  from  the  time  of  retiring  until 
10   o'clock  a.  m.     All  members  of   the   Department,   while   at   a  fire,    shall  wear 
their   official   badge   in   a    conspicuous    place   on   the   left   breast    of    their   coat    or 
outer  garment,  and  shall  wear  their  regulation  fire  hat. 

18.  Members  of  the  Department  shall  conduct  themselves  quietly  at  fires; 
shouting  or  boisterous  conduct  will  not  be  permitted.     Water  will  be  turned  on 
by  order  of  a  commanding  officer  and  not  otherwise.     Members  who  are  on   the 
pipe    leading    into    a    fire    above    the    ground    floor    will    shut    the    nozzle    off 
immediately   upon  connecting  the   same  to   the  hose. 

19.  No    exchange    of   badges    will    be    permitted    except    when    it    becomes 
necessary  in   cases  of  promotion   or   transfer;    nor  shall   the   same  be   loaned   to 
any  person,   or  used  for   any  but  the  legitimate  purposes  of  the   Department. 

20.  No  officer,   member  or  employee   shall   ride   or  attempt   to  ride  on   any 
street  car  on  his  official  badge  or  uniform  and  without  paying  his   fare,   unless 
such  privilege  has  been   accorded   the  members  by   the  railroad  companies,   and 
then  only  under  such  conditions  as  may  be  imposed  by  the  said  companies. 

21.  Members    of    the    Department,    when    resigning,    or   upon    dismissal    or 
suspension,  '  shall    immediately    surrender    to     the    commanding    officer    of    their 
company  their  official  badge,   cap  insignia,  and  all  other  property  of  the  Depart- 
ment that  may  be  in  their  possession. 

22.  Members   of   companies    shall    sleep  in   their   company   houses   when   on 
duty,   and  while  so  sleeping  shall  not  be  unnecessarily  disturbed. 

23.  Members  of  companies,  while  on   duty,   shall  not  leave  their  respective 
company  quarters  after  ten  o'clock  p.  m.  without  first  having  obtained  permission 
to  do  so  from  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  company. 

24.  The  hours  for  meals  in  the  various  Companies  shall  be   designated  by 
the   Captain,    every    man   being   entitled    to   one   hour   for    each   meal    when   three 
meals  are  taken  outside  of  quarters  during  the  day,  or  one  and  a  half  hours  for 
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each  meal  when  only  two  meals  are  taken  outside  of  quarters;  provided,  that 
the  total  time  for  all  men  of  the  Company  at  each  meal  shall  not  be  more  than 
four  hours.  The  number  of  men  absent  at  meals  at  one  time  shall  be  in  accord- 
ance with  these  hours,  taking  into  consideration  the  number  of  men  in  the 
Company. 

25.  Members  of  Companies  shall  not  go  beyond  the  limits  of  their  respective 
company  districts  for  their  meals  when  on  duty,  and  while  absent  at  meals  they 
shall   immediately  respond  to   all   alarms  of  fire  to  which  their  respective   com- 
panies   respond,    either   for    service   or   for    the   purpose    of    covering-in    to    other 
quarters.     Nor  shall  they  go  beyond  the  limits  of  their  said  company  districts  for 
any    other   purpose    while    on   duty   without   first    obtaining   permission    to    do    so 
from  the  Battalion  Chief  in  charge  of  their  respective  companies. 

26.  Members  shall  procure  at   their  own   expense   tappers  to  be  placed  in 
their  respective  eating  places. 

27.  Members   of   companies   shall   notify   their   Captains   of   the   address   of 
their  eating  place  and  residence  and  of  any  change  therein,  and  said  officer  shall 
keep  a  record  of  these  particulars  concerning  every  man  under  his  charge. 

28.  All  uniformed  members  of  the  Department,  when  appearing  before  the 
Board  of  Fre   Commissioners  for  trial  or  otherwise,   shall   so  appear  in   the   full 
regulation  uniform  of  the  Department. 

29.  No   visitors   shall   be   allowed  in   the   houses   of   the   Department    after 
10  o'clock  p.  m.  without  permission  of  the  Captain. 

30.  No   member   of   the   Department    shall   receive    any    reward   or   present 
of  any   kind   for  services  rendered  in   the   discharge  of  his  duties,   without  per- 
mission   of    the    Board    of    Fire    Commissioners,    and    no    member    shall    give    or 
contribute  toward  the  giving  of  any  present  or  thing  of  value   to   any  member 
or  officer  of  superior  rank   without   having  first   obtained   such  permission. 

31.  No    officer    or    member    of    the    Fire    Department    shall    wantonly    or 
maliciously  make  any  false  report  of  any  other  member,  nor  fail  to  report  any 
real  violation  of  the  rules,   etc. 

32.  Department  property  shall  not  be  loaned,  sold  or  given  away,  but  shall 
be  carefully  protected  from  waste  and  abuse. 

33.  The  various  companies  of  the  Department  shall  have  and  attend  sut-h 
drills    as    their    superior   officers    may    prescribe    and   the    members    thereof    shall 
attend   such  practice   drills   at  the  Drill   Towers  as  the   Chief   Engineer  or  Drill 
Masters  direct,   and  all  the  required  duties  of  such  drills  shall  be  properly   and 
efficiently  performed. 

34.  No  officer   or  member  of  any    company   shall  be   absent   from   his   com- 
pany  quarters  while  on  duty,  without  permission,   except  at  meal  hours,   unless 
by  order  of  the  Chief  Engineer. 

35.  Officers   and   members   shall   report  back   to    quarters   promptly    at    the 
expiration  of  meal  hours,  leaves  of  absence,  etc. 

36.  All  assignments  of  officers  and  of  companies  for  answering  alarms  and 
attending  fires   and   the   movements   of   companies  in    covering-in,    shall   be   made 
under  the  direction  of  the   Chief  Engineer. 

37.  No    work    or    labor    not    absolutely    necessary    shall    be    performed    on 
Sundays. 

38.  All  members  of  companies  (Drivers  and  Engineers  excepted)  shall  wear 
the   regulation   fire   hat   while   going   to   and   returning   from   alarms   of   fire    and 
while  working  thereat. 

39.  Officers    and    members    of    the    Department    shall    be    governed    by    the 
rules   and   regulations,    as    set   forth    in    the    Assignment   Book,    in   responding    to 
alarms  of  fire,  and  a  strict  observance  of  said  rules  is  required  of  them.

40.  The   First  Assistant   Chief   Engineer,    Second  Assistant   Chief  Engineer 
and  Battalion  Chiefs  may  suspend  any  subordinate  officer,  member  or  employee 
of  the   Department  for  a  violation  of  any  of  the  rules   of  the  Department,    and 
shall    forthwith   report   in    writing    such    suspension,    with    the    reasons    therefor, 
to  the  Chief  Engineer. 

41.  All  officers,   members  and   employees  of  the  Department   shall  perform 
al"    their  required  duties  therein  in  a  prompt,  proper  and  energetic  manner,  and 
continued   failure   or   neglect   to   so    do   will   be   considered   as    incompetency    by 
thi)  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners. 

42.  No  officer,  member  or  employee  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  perform  any 
duty  or   to   obey   any   order  of   a   superior   officer,   pertaining   to   matters   of   the 
Department. 

43.  Officers  shall  call  the  attention  of  all  members  present  to  any  miscon- 
duct, occurrence,  act  or  words  which  might  become  the  subject  of  charges  before 
the   Commission. 

44.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  members  or  employees  of  the   Department 
to   take   notice   of   any   conduct   or   action   of   any   member   or   employee    therein 
which  they  are  in  a  position  to  see  or  any  language  which  they  may  hear,  and 
which  may  be  prejudicial  to  the  good  and  welfare  of  the  Department,  and  said 
members   shall  ascertain   the   true   facts   and   conditions   in   every    case   to  which 
their  attention  may  be  called,  for  the  purpose  of  acting  as  witnesses. 

45.  False    swearing    or    willfully    withholding    the    truth    on    the    part    of 
members  while   acting  as  witnesses   in  the   trial  of  charges  before   the   Commis- 
sion will  be  made  the  ground  for   charges  and  be  punished   as   the   Commission 
may  determine. 

46.  The  duties  imposed  upon  members  of  the  Department  shall  also  apply 
to  Substitutes  when  on  duty,  and  a  strict  observance  of  the  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  Department  will  be  required  of  them. 

47.  Any  officer,   member  or  employee  violating  any  of  the   foregoing  rules 
and   regulations   of   the    Department,    or    any    subsequent   rules    and    regulations 
which  may  be  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners,   or  any  general  or 
special    orders    or    instructions    of    the    Board    of    Fire    Commissioners    or    Chief 
Engineer,  or  orders  of  any  superior  officer,   shall,   upon   conviction,  be   punished 
by  reprimand,  fine,   suspension  or  dismissal  from  the  Department,   as  the  Board 
of  Fire   Commissioners  may    determine. 

INSIGNA    OF    RANK. 

Chief  Engineer. — Five  trumpets,  measuring  one  and  three-sixteenths  inches 
each,  crossed  with  the  bells  outward,  and  projecting  beyond  mouthpieces,  so  as 
to  form  a  design  one  and  one-half  inches  in  diameter,  and  all  to  be  made  of 
gilt  metal  and  worn  on  the  front  of  the  cap. 

First  Assistant  Chief  Engineer. — Same  as  above,  with  the  exception  that 
there  shall  be  but  four  trumpets. 

Second  Assistant  Chief  Engineer. — Same  as  above,  with  the  exception  that 
there  shall  be  but  three  trumpets. 

Battalion  Chiefs. — Same  as  above,  with  the  exception  that  there  shall  be 
but  two  trumpets. 

Captains  of  Engine,  Chemical  Engine  and  Water  Tower  Companies. — Two 
trumpets,  one  and  three-sixteenths  inches  long;  made  of  white  metal;  trumpets 
placed  perpendicularly,  bells  downward;  letter  and  number  designating  company 
on  same.  To  be  worn  in  the  center  of  cap  front. 

Lieutenants  of  Engine,  Chemical  Engine  and  Water  Tower  Companies. — 
Same  as  above,  with  the  exception  that  there  shall  be  but  one  trumpet,  placed 
horizontally. 
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Captains  of  Truck  Companies. — Two  axes,  one  and  three-sixteenths  inches 
long;  made  of  white  metal;  axes  to  be  placed  diagonally  above;  letter  and 
number  designating  company  on  same.  To  be  worn  in  center  of  cap  front. 

Lieutenants  of  Truck  Companies. — Same  as  above,  with  the  exception  that 
there  shall  be  but  one  axe,  placed  horizontally. 

Engineers,  Drivers,  Stokers,  Tillermen,  Truckmen  and  Hosemen. — White 
metal  Maltese  cross  badge,  one  and  five-eighths  inches  each  way,  with  the 
Department  number  of  the  wearer  in  figures  three-eighths  of  an  inch  long. 
To  be  worn  in  the  center  of  the  cap  front.

COAT  to  be  double-breasted,  square  cut;  to  button  to  the  neck,  with  rolling 
collar,  made  to  be  worn  open  or  closed;  seam  in  back;  raw  edge,  Vz  inch 
double  stitched,  two  lower,  one  upper  pockets  witn  scalloped  flaps  3  V2  inches 
deep  at  points;  two  inside,  cut  crosswise;  two  rows  of  buttons,  eight  in  each 
row,  to  be  placed  in  pairs.

Hosemen. — Black  leather  hats,  with  eight  cones,  and  name  of  company  on 
black  front. 

Truck  Companies. — Red  and  white  leather  hats,  with  eight  cones. 

Chiefs'  Operators — Black  leather  hats,  with  eight  cones,  white  letters  on 
red  background,  with  word  "Operator"  and  number  of  battalion  or  rank  of 
Chief  thereon.

As  to  the  condition  and  conduct  of  the  office  of  County  Clerk,  I  attach 
and  make  a  part  hereof,  excerpts  from  the  report  of  the  Grand  Jury,  in  and 
for  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  for  the  years  1909-1910. 

As  may  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  Financial  Statement  hereto  attached, 
the  office  has  not  only  been  self-sustaining  during  my  incumbency,  but  for 
the  first  time  in  its  history  has  been  a  source  of  great  profit  to  the  City  and 
County,  earning  in  excess  of  running  expenses  the  sum  of  $276,396.85.

In  and  for  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
for  the  Years  1909-1910. 

THE  COUNTY  CLERK'S  OFFICE. 

The  office  is  modestly  furnished  and  conveniently  arranged  with  counters, 
desks,  book  racks,  and  metal  filing-cabinets,  presenting  a  very  business-like  ap- 
pearance. While  the  office  accommodations  are  inadequate,  it  will  continue  to 
answer  for  the  present  at  least,  but  we  respectfully  suggest  that  as  soon  as 
practicable  a  fireproof  and  commodious  office  be  provided  for  the  County  Clerk, 
to  protect  the  many  thousands  of  valuable  records. 

System  is  everywhere.  In  the  Civil,  Criminal,  Probate,  Quiet  Title,  Natural- 
ization, Marriage  License,  and  Copyist  departments,  system  prevails.  Courtesy, 
efficiency  and  promptness  are  essential  qualifications  to  every  employee  under 
Mr.  Mulcrevy's  jurisdiction. 

The  office-work  is  divided  into  several  departments,  as  follows:  General, 
Civil,  Probate,  Quiet  Title,  Criminal,  Naturalization,  Marriage  License  and 
Professional  Registration  and  copying  records. 

The  work  of  every  department  is  practically  up-to-date  particularly  the 
Civil  and  Probate  departments.  All  Court  orders  and  decrees  are  entered  and 
recorded  and  judgments  docketed  immediately,  and  every  record  and  filing  is 
always  in  its  proper  place. 

Each  department  keeps  a  separate  cash-book,  and  for  every  fee  received  a 
triplicate  cash  tag  is  made  out.  At  the  close  of  each  day  the  department  clerk 
makes  out  and  delivers  to  the  Cashier  a  statement  containing  the  number  of  each 
tag,  amount  received,  and  character  of  service  rendered.  The  Cashier  keeps  a 
general  cash-book  in  which  he  enters  receipts  of  the  day  received  from  each 
department.  The  system  insures  that  every  fee  received  must  be  accounted  for, 
thus  insuring  the  same  to  reach  the  Treasury. 

The  great  volume  of  business  transacted  in  the  Quiet  Title  Department 
reflects  credit  upon  the  office;  19,848  actions  have  been  filed,  and  it  is  expected 
that  during  the  next  year  at  least  fifteen  thousand  additional  actions  will  be 
filed.  Every  action  must  go  to  judgment  and  be  recorded,  and  it  is  practically 
impossible  for  the  limited  number  of  copyists  employed  to  keep  up  the  work  of 
recording.  Therefore  we  suggest  that  the  Supervisors  provide  for  the  employ- 
ment of  additional  help  in  the  next  budget.

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EXCERPTS  FROM  THE  REPORT  OF  THE  GRAND  JURY 

In  and  for  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
for  the  Years  1909-1910. 

The  present  naturalization  law  was  adopted  by  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States  of  America  and  approved  by  his  Excellency  the  President.  The  law 
became  effective  September  27,  1906.  The  enforcement  of  the  law  is  under  the 
direction  of  the  Department  of  Commerce  and  Labor,  Division  of  Naturalization. 

The  law  invests  certain  courts  with  authority  to  naturalize  aliens.  Among 
the  courts  specified  is  our  Superior  Court,  of  which  the  County  Clerk  is  ex- 
officio  Clerk.  In  all  naturalization  matters,  under  the  provision  of  said  law, 
and  in  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Department  of  Commerce  and  Labor, 
Division  of  Naturalization,  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  exercising  jurisdiction  in 
naturalization  matters  has  imposed  upon  him  a  great  many  important  duties, 
all  of  which  carry  with  them  very  grave  responsibilities.  If  the  Clerk  makes 
the  slightest  error,  or  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  law,  or  the  rules  of 
the  Department,  he  is  liable  to  fine  or  imprisonment,  or  both. 

When  the  law  became  effective  the  Clerk  was  advised  by  eminent  counsel 
that  he  had  authority  to  act  in  naturalization  matters,  and  therefore  established 
the  Department  of  Pensions  and  Naturalization  in  his  office  and  gave  it  his 
close  personal  attention,  and  found  that  this  department  was  a  great  convenience 
to  the  thousands  of  pensioners  who  come  to  the  office  to  have  their  vouchers 
verified  and  sworn  to ;  it  also  enables  thousands  of  our  naturalized  citizens  to 
have  their  naturalization  records  restored,  said  records  having  been  destroyed 
in  the  fire  of  April,  1906.  In  the  matter  of  new  naturalization,  the  law  provides 
that  the  Department  of  Commerce  and  Labor,  Division  of  Naturalization,  shall 
furnish  the  Clerk  with  all  books,  blanks,  etc.  It  also  provides  that  certain  fees 
shall  be  charged  petitioners  for  naturalization,  etc.,  half  of  said  fees  to  be 
forwarded  quarterly  to  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  and  Labor,  and  the  other  half 
to  be  retained  by  the  Clerk,  acting  as  the  agent  of  the  Federal  Government  in 
naturalization  matters.  The  fee  received  in  these  matters  is  in  no  way  com- 
mensurate with  the  service  rendered,  or  the  responsibilities  imposed,  but  the 
Clerk  discharged  these  duties  on  the  advice  of  the  Judges  of  the  Court,  who  are 
acting  in  these  matters,  for  the  reason  that  it  would  give  our  residents  who 
are  not  citizens  an  opportunity  to  file  a  petition  for  naturalization. 

In  reference  to  the  Clerk's  authority  to  act  in  naturalization  matters,  the 
question  was  referred  by  his  Honor  Mayor  Taylor  to  Hon.  Percy  V.  Long,  City 
Attorney,  who  agreed  to  give  an  opinion  on  the  question,  but  advised  that  the 
entire  question  be  submitted  to  the  Courts  for  adjudication,  which  procedure 
has  been  followed,  and  the  matter  is  now  before  the  Courts.

Under  the  Act  of  June  29,  1906  (U.  S.  Stats.,  1905-06,  Part  I,  p.  596),  all 
proceedings  in  naturalization  are  taken  over  by  the  Bureau  of  Immigration  and 
Naturalization  of  the  Department  of  Commerce  and  Labor.  The  County  Clerk 
of  San  Francisco,  ex-officio  Clerk  of  the  Superior  Court,  acts  as  the  representa- 
tive of  the  Division  of  Naturalization  for  the  Federal  Government.  For  the  filing 
of  declaration  of  intention  and  petitions  for  naturalization  and  the  recording 
and  accounting  thereof  the  Division  of  Naturalization  of  the  Department  of 
Commerce  and  Labor  has  provided  a  comprehensive  procedure  which  is  properly 
observed  by  the  County  Clerk.

Sir: — In  accordance  with  the  requirement  of  the  Charter,  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  and  Reading  Rooms  presents  its  report  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30th,  1910. 

With  98,499  volumes  on  hand  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  June  30th,  1910, 
the  Library  records  show  an  increase  of  22,832  volumes  during  the  year,  which 
is  a  greater  number  of  volumes  added  to  the  Library  than  in  any  year  since  the 
fire.  The  increase  is  more  than  justified  by  the  large  number  of  books  cir- 
culated, being  719,995  from  the  main  Library  Building,  the  Branches  and  the  De- 
posit Stations.  This  shows  on  an  average  that  each  book  in  the  Library  has  been 
placed  in  the  hands  of  seven  (7)  different  people  during  the  year.  The  increase 
in  circulation  over  the  preceding  year  is  111,029,  indicating  that  the  books  in  the 
Library  are  such  as  are  desired  by  the  reading  public. 

The  number  of  cards  in  force,  37,391,  is  nearly  as  large  as  the  number 
we  had  before  the  fire  of  1906,  when  the  Library  carried  167,000  volumes  on  its 
shelves. 

Realizing  the  importance  of  comparative  statistics,  we  have  had  compiled 
during  the  year  a  comparative  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures  of  public 
libraries  for  three  years  prior  to  July,  1909.  These  figures  are  compiled  from 
the  latest  statistics  available,  and,  with  the  exception  of  Chicago,  the  cities 
chosen  have  about  the  population  of  San  Francisco,  thus  giving  a  fair  com- 
parison of  library  disbursements. 
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Your  attention  is  respectfully  drawn  to  the  fact  that  the  table  shows  that 
the  San  Francisco  Public  Library  has  expended  a  greater  percentage  of  money 
for  books  and  improvements,  and  less  for  stationery,  printing  and  miscellaneous 
expenses,  than  any  other  city  compared,  and,  barring  Cleveland,  less  for  salaries. 

For  the  present  fiscal  year  the  amount  received  from  all  sources  (including 
$30,854.20  carried  over  from  last  year)  is  $114,532.65. 

The  disbursements  amount  to  $98,492.25,  and  include  final  payments  on 
the  Park  Branch,  amounting  to  $16,455.99.  The  disbursements  itemized  appear 
as  follows:

Since  the  fire  of  1906  the  Library  Board  has  been  working  with  the  mini- 
mum appropriation  allowed  by  the  Charter,  of  l^c  on  a  hundred  dollars  of 
assessed  valuation,  except  in  the  year  ending  June,  1909,  during  which  time  we 
had  an  extra  appropriation  of  $17,000,  which  was  obtained  and  used  for  the 
purpose  of  assisting  in  the  construction  of  Park  Branch  on  Page  Street,  which 
Branch,  with  land,  building  and  equipment,  represents  an  expenditure  of 
$31,974.90.  exclusive  of  books.  This  Branch  was  opened  in  October,  1909,  and 
though  only  running  for  a  little  over  eight  months  of  the  current  year,  this  Branch 
has  a  circulation  of  79,643,  and  ranks  second  in  the  number  of  volumes  cir- 
culated during  the  months  of  its  operation. 

In  addition  to  the  $31,974.90  aforesaid,  the  Library  has  disbursed  for 
permanent  improvements,  the  following: 

Temporary  Library,  Hayes  and  Franklin  Streets  $43,781.14 

Refitting    Mission    Street    Branch    1,407.30 

Establishment    North    Beach    Branch    1,700.45 

Which,  together  with  general  repairs,  furniture  and  improvements,  makes 
a  total  of  $91,308.29  expended  for  these  purposes  during  the  last  four  years,  all 
of  which  has  been  taken  from  our  regular  appropriation,  except  the  $17,000 
before  mentioned. 

During  the  last  year  there  have  been  established  Library  Stations  at  1874 
Union  Street,  (Golden  Gate  Valley);  San  Bruno  Ave.,  (San  Bruno),  and  4564 
Mission  Street,  (Excelsior  District).  All  three  of  these  stations  are  very  pop- 
ular in  their  respective  districts  and  are  circulating  a  large  number  of  volumes. 

There  is  great  need  of  a  new  Branch  Library  building  for  the  Richmond  Dis- 
trict, in  the  place  of  our  present  quarters  which  are  cramped  and  inadequate. 

There  is  also  need  of  a  Branch  Library  in  Sunset  District,  in  place  of 
the  present  Library  Station. 

Library  Stations  should  be  established  in  Courtland  Avenue  District,  (Bernal 
Heights),  Ingleside,  Polk  Street  District,  24th  Avenue  and  Clement  Street,  and 
in  the  Downtown  District. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  was  requested  in  our  last  budget  to  appropriate 
$30,150.00  for  these  extension,  but  the  request  was  not  granted. 

Early  in   May    of  this  year  the   following   communication  was   forwarded: 
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Hayes  and  Franklin  Streets,  May  5,   1910. 

To  The  Honorable  The  Board  of   Supervisors, 
City   and   County   of   San   Francisco. 

Gentlemen: — At  a  special  election- held  on  December  29th,  1903,  Library 
bonds  to  the  amount  of  $1,647,000  were  authorized  for  issuance  for  the  purpose 
of  acquiring  lands  and  erecting  thereon  a  Library  building;  $1,644,000  of  bonds 
were  ordered  printed.  Of  this  amount  $739,800  were  sold  on  November  28th, 
1904.  Of  this  there  has  been  expended  (for  the  purchase  of  Western  Addition 
Block  No.  73)  the  sum  of  $616,302.12,  leaving  a  balance  of  $123,497.28  in  the 
City  Treasury,  and  unsold  bonds  to  the  amount  of  $904,200  which  are  un- 
salable. 

There  is  great  need  for  a  new  Main  Library  building.  The  problem  of 
space  is  a  very  serious  and  urgent,  one,  and  in  a  short  time  the  book  stacks  will 
be  inadequate  to  hold  the  volumes  which  are  constantly  being  added  to  the  col- 
lection. The  reference  and  open  shelf  rooms  are  now  too  small  to  accomodate 
the  patrons  of  the  Library.  During  the  winter  months  both  rooms  are  crowded, 
at  times  people  being  compelled  to  sit  on  the  ledges  around  the  books  cases.' 
Under  such  conditions  it  is  almost  impossible  to  keep  the  atmosphere  either 
healthful  or  comfortable,  to  say  nothing  of  serving  the  patrons  of  the  Library 
promptly  and  efficiently. 

In  view  of  the  present  and  prospective  heavy  indebtedness  of  the  City, 
the  Board  of  Library  Trustees  does  not  favor  the  erection  of  a  building  to  cost 
•a  Million  or  more  of  Dollars  which  will  not  meet  our  requirements  any  better 
than  a  building  parked  in  the  center  of  our  Library  lot,  with  accommodations 
•entirely  adequate  for  the  requirements  of  the  reading  public,  which  will  be 
•comfortable,  and  architecturally  attractive.  A  design  of  such  a  building  as  we 
have  in  mind  is  herewith  submitted,  the  estimated  cost  of  which  is  about  $600,000. 
The  building  proposed  will  be  adequate  for  many  years  to  come;  the  reading 
rooms  are  large  and  commodious,  the  stack  room  has  a  capacity  for  340,000 
volumes,  and  the  building  is  so  planned  that  if  it  were  necessary  at  any  time 
to  increase  the  size  of  the  reading  room  or  stack  room,  the  same  could  be  easily 
done  at  comparatively  small  cost. 

The  Board  of  Library  Trustees  would  therefore  urge  the  cancellation  of 
the  unsold  3%%  bonds  to  the  amount  of  $904,200,  and  that,  at  a  bond  election 
to  be  called  at  an  early  date  for  that  purpose,  the  taxpayers  be  asked  to  vote 
on  an  issuance  of  $600,000  of  5%  bonds  in  place  of  this  $904,200  of  3V2  bonds 
cancelled.  With  this  new  issue  of  $600,000  and  the  $123,497.88  now  in  the 
City  Treasury,  a  suitable  and  handsome  building  could  be  erected  and  properly 
equipped. 

Your  consideration  of  this  matter  is  urgently  requested.

The  Trustees  believe  that  a  building  similar  in  design  and  interior  arrange- 
ment to  the  one  submitted  with  the  foregoing  letter,  will  not  only  meet  the 
needs  of  the  people,  but  that  it  can  be  conducted  at  a  minimum  of  expense, 
thereby  leaving  a  large  part  of  the  Library  funds  available  for  the  purchase  of 
books,  and  the  extension  of  branches  which  have  proven  such  a  great  convenience 
to  the  reading  public,  as  the  books  are  thereby  brought  almost  to  their  homes. 
The  reports  of  the  Secretary  and  of  the  Librarian  herewith  submitted  are 
respectfully  referred  to  for  further  information  regarding  the  details  of  the  work 
of  the  Library  during  the  last  fiscal  year.

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Report  of  Librarian 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  and  Reading  Rooms  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

Gentlemen : — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  report  of  the  Librarian 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1910. 

There  has  been  a  steady  growth  in  the  use  of  the  Library,  and  in  its 
efficiency  owing  to  the  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  volumes  added. 

The  new  furnace,  and  the  additional  doors  which  were  put  in  to  check  the 
draughts  have  done  much  to  make  both  the  patrons  and  the  staff  more  comfort- 
able. Double  swinging  doors  were  placed  in  the  main  entrance  hall  of  the 
Library  some  six  feet  from  the  regular  outside  doors,  forming  a  small  hall  or 
lobby  which  serves  to  keep  out  much  of  the  wind  which  was  formerly  so  an- 
noying. The  entrances  to  the  References  and  Open  Shelf  rooms  were  also  fitted 
with  double  swinging  doors,  an  arrangement  which  is  greatly  appreciated  as 
the  rooms  are  much  quieter  as  well  as  less  draughty.  As  there  is  no  provision 
whatever  for  warming  the  stack  room  it  was  found  necessary  to  place  swinging 
doors  at  the  openings  in  order  to  keep  the  rest  of  the  building  comfortable  on 
cold  days.  The  constant  passing  through  all  these  doors,  in  conjunction  with 
open  windows,  ordinarily  provides  a  sufficient  circulation  of  air  to  prevent  the 
rooms  from  becoming  too  close. 

By  removing  to  the  basement  the  accumulation  of  unbound  periodicals,  etc., 
and  by  using  the  lower  shelves  of  the  book  stack  we  shall  be  able  to  get  along 
for  another  year  without  adding  more  shelving;  it  must,  however,  be  provided 
for  in  the  following  year  or  we  shall  be  unable  to  properly  take  care  of  the 
books.  The  Open  Shelf  room  is  already  overcrowded  and  it  became  necessary  to 
build  additional  shelving  for  the  corner  of  the  room  which  is  reserved  for  the 
juvenile  books.  Even  with  this  extra  space  the  shelves  are  full,  with  no  pos- 
sibility of  further  increasing  the  shelf  space  in  the  room.  Our  present  quarters 
are  becoming  more  crowded  every  day,  and  the  necessity  for  a  new  building 
more  imperative. 

The  borrowers'  cards  in  force  now  number  37,391,  an  increase  of  5,702 
during  the  year,  and  3,088  less  than  were  in  force  on  the  date  of  the-  last 
report  before  the  fire.  Although  the  Library  has  been  increased  by  nearly  45,000 
volumes  during  the  past  two  years,  we  are  still  very  much  in  need  of  a  larger 
collection.  We  spent  a  greater  percentage  of  our  income  for  books  than  any 
other  large  library,  but  our  funds  are  too  small  to  meet  the  demands  made  upon 
us.  Not  a  dollar  of  additional  appropriation  has  ever  been  made  to  replace 
the  losses  sustained  by  the  fire,  and  our  receipts  from  the  city  last  year  amounted 
to  $74,309.00  as  against  $110,356.00  appropriated  by  Los  Angeles  and  $128,- 
571.00  by  Seattle  for  the  maintenance  of  their  public  libraries.  We  have  ex- 
tended our  activities  as  far  as  it  is  possible  to  do  so  with  the  funds  at  our 
disposal,  but  we  cannot  expect  to  conduct  the  work  on  the  same  scale  as  it  is 
conducted  in  cities  granting  larger  appropriations. 

The  Librarian  and  one  other  member  of  the  staff  attended  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  California  Library  Association  at  Long  Beach  in  April.  No  represent- 
tative  of  the  Library  has  attended  the  annual  meeting  of  the  National  Association 
since  1907. 

ACCESSION  AND   GIFTS. 

In  last  year's  report  it  was  stated  that  the  Library  had  added  more  volumes 
than  in  any  previous  year  of  its  history.  The  year  just  completed  shows  a 
still  larger  number  of  volumes  added  than  during  the  preceding  year,  although 
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the  net  gain  was  not  quite  as  large.  There  were  26,947  volumes  added  and 
4.11.5  wornout  and  withdrawn,  leaving  a  net  gain  of  22,832  and  a  total  of 
98,499  volumes  in  the  Library.  The  volumes  worn  out  and  withdrawn  were  re- 
placed with  new  copies  which  are  included  in  the  26,947  volumes  above  men- 
tioned. 

During  the  year  the  sum  of  $22,014.60  was  expended  for  books  and  $1.834.24 
for  periodicals,  making  a  total  of  $23,848.84,  or  22.3  per  cent  out  of  a  total 
expenditure  of  $98,492.25.  A  statement  of  the  proportionate  amount  expended 
for  the  various  branches  and  stations  will  be  found  in  the  tables  accompanying 
the  Secretary's  report. 

Bids  for  supplying  books  issued  by  American  publishers  were  asked  for 
and  three  firms  replied.  The  Emporium  again  submitted  the  lowest  bid,  and 
was  awarded  the  contract  at  rates  which  are  practically  the  same  as  those 
previously  in  force. 

Very  little  was  accomplished  during  the  year  toward  filling  out  our  period- 
ical sets,  and  we  are  still  lamentably  weak  in  this  department.  A  good  many 
out  of  print  volumes  were  purchased  from  second-hand  dealers,  but  the  great 
majority  of  our  purchases  were  of  current  publications.  We  shall  be  unable  to 
make  much  progress  in  securing  the  older  publications  until  we  have  larger 
appropriations ;  with  the  present  funds  we  can  scarcely  keep  up  with  the  current 
books. 

A  very  handsome  and  complete  set  of  48  volumes  of  the  Municipal  Reports 
of  San  Francisco  was  presented  to  the  Library  by  Mr.  Colin  M.  Boyd.  To  the 
San  Francisco  Musical  Club  we  are  indebted  for  a  gift  of  $20.00  to  be  used  for 
the  purchase  of  music,  making  a  total  of  $145.00  which  has  been  received  for 
this  purpose  since  the  fire. 

One  of  the  most  notable  gifts  that  has  been  received  since  the  fire  was 
the  collection  of  music  belonging  to  the  Boston  Music  Company.  This  included 
over  four  hundred  bound  volumes  and  thousands  of  pieces  of  sheet  music,  and 
constituted  their  circulating  library  of  music  in  Boston.  They  decided  to  dis- 
continue this  feature  of  their  business,  and  through  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Julius 
Weber  the  entire  collection  was  presented  to  this  Library. 

The  interest  taken  by  Mr.  Weber  in  the  music  collection  of  the  Library 
has  never  flagged.  It  was  solely  through  his  good  offices  that  we  received  the 
donation  above  mentioned,  and  he  has  also  been  instrumental  in  inducing  others 
to  contribute  to  this  department  of  the  Library.  His  advice  and  assistance 
have  been  of  the  greatest  possible  benefit,  and  constitute  one  of  the  most  valuable 
gifts  this  Library  has  ever  received. 

PRINTING   AND    BINDING. 

Nearly  all  of  the  new  books  added  to  the  Library  are  listed  in  the  Monthly 
Bulletin  which  is  issued  about  the  15th  of  each  month.  Most  of  the  issues  have 
contained,  in  addition  to  the  new  books,  special  reading  lists  on  topics  of 
general  interest.  For  a  few  months  the  experiment  of  issuing  short  lists  of  new 
books  on  single  sheets  at  intervals  of  about  ten  days  was  tried,  but  there  proved 
to  be  practically  no  demand  for  these.  No  finding  lists  have  been  issued,  but 
one  covering  the  electrical  books  in  the  Library  has  been  prepared  which  we 
hope  to  publish  in  the  near  future. 

There  are  now  some  excellent  devices  on  the  market  for  printing  short 
lists,  simple  forms,  etc.,  and  if  we  possessed  a  good  machine  of  this  kind  we 
should  be  able  to  do  much  more  in  the  way  of  exploiting  the  contents  of  the 
Library  by  turning  out  short  special  lists  in  quantities  for  general  distribution. 
During  the  year  9,065  volumes  were  sent  to  the  bindery,  an  increase  of  429 
volumes  over  last  year's  record.  When  we  consider  that  the  circulation  is 
more  than  seven  times  as  great  as  the  number  of  volumes  in  the  Library  it 
seems  remarkable  that  the  figures  are  so  low.  There  will  undoubtedly  be  an 
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increase  in  the  number  for  the  coming  year  as  many  of  the  less  popular  books 
purchased  soon  after  the  fire  are  now  showing  signs  of  wear,  and  our  circulation 
is  steadily  increasing.  The  miserable  paper  and  binding  which  characterize  many 
of  the  new  books  are  also  to  a  great  extent  accountable  for  the  large  number 
that  are  sent  to  the  bindery. 

Bids  were  asked  for  the  binding  for  the  coming  year  and  the  contract 
was  awarded  to  the  Hicks-Judd  Company  who  were  lowest  bidders.  The  cost 
for  binding  is  now  consideraby  higher  than  formerly  owing  to  the  increase  in  the 
price  of  materials  and  labor. 

CIRCULATION. 

There  were  circulated  last  year  from  the  Main  Library,  Branches  and  De- 
posit Stations  719,995  volumes.  This  is  an  increase  of  111,029  volumes,  eighteen 
per  cent,  over  the  previous  year.  While  it  is  a  smaller  gain  than  has  been 
shown  for  two  years  past,  it  nevertheless  represents  a  very  substantial  increase 
in  the  use  of  the  Library.  As  the  total  number  of  volumes  at  the  close  of 
the  year  was  98,499,  each  book  was  loaned  an  average  of  7.3  times.  This  high 
percentage  of  use  per  volume  accounts  for  the  large  number  sent  to  the  bindery.

Branch  No.  1  was  closed  for  the  first  thirteen  days  of  July  on  account  of 
moving  to  the  new  location  on  Valencia  Street  and  this  fully  accounts  for  the 
decrease  shown  above.  The  decrease  at  Branch  No.  2  is  larger  than  that  of  last 
year,  and  is  16,639  below  the  figures  for  1907-1908.  The  apparently  large 
increase  at  Branch  No.  3  is  due  to  the  fact  that  last  year's  report  covered  but 
eight  months,  this  Branch  having  been  opened  in  November,  1908.  Branch  No. 
4  continues  to  show  a  steady  increase,  and  was  apparently  unaffected  by  the 
opening  of  Branch  No.  5.  The  circulation  at  Branch  No.  6  has  fallen  off  more 
than  at  any  other  point.  Last  year  the  decrease  was  9,376  and  the  previous 
year  8,896,  making  the  total  circulation  last  year  18,272  less  than  in  1907-1908. 
Station  E  (South  San  Francisco),  is  the  only  one  showing  a  loss  for  each  of 
the  last  two  years. 
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The  percentage  of  fiction  circulated  was  lower  at  the  Main  Library  than 
at  any  of  the  Branches,  and  was  higher  at  Branch  No.  1  than  anywhere  else 
except  the  Deposit  Stations.  By  consulting  the  table  at  the  end  of  this  report 
showing  the  classified  circulation  you  will  notice  that  the  difference  in  the 
adult  fiction  circulation  between  the  Main  Library  and  Branch  No.  1  amounts 
to  over  22  per  cent.  The  space  available  at  the  Deposit  Stations  is  usually 
limited,  making  it  impracticable  to  send  out  books  that  are  not  in  great  de- 
mand, and  for  this  reason  the  collection  is  very  largely  made  up  of  fiction  which 
accounts  for  the  high  percentage  of  fiction  circulation. 


REFERENCE    DEPARTMENT. 

Statistics  of  circulation  give  a  very  incomplete  record  of  the  use  of  the 
Library  by  the  public.  They  show  partially  to  what  extent  it  is  used  for  pur- 
poses of  recreation,  but  they  tell  nothing  of  its  use  by  the  thousands  of  people 
who  come  to  the  Library  each  year  for  purposes  of  study  as  well  as  recreation. 
The  use  of  the  Reference  Room  has  increased  greatly  with  the  increase  in  our 
facilities,  which  are  still  all  too  small  for  the  demands  made  upon  us.  The 
work  is  much  more  difficult  than  it  would  be  if  we  had  a  larger  collection  of 
books  to  draw  upon,  for  it  often  requires  a  longer  search  to  find  the  required 
material.  We  are  adding  each  year  new  and  valuable  works  to  this  department, 
but  the  more  expensive  aids  are  awaiting  a  larger  appropriation.  The  tables 
which  were  railed  off  from  the  others  and  reserved  for  ladies  have  been  much 
used  and  many  more  ladies  are  availing  themselves  of  the  resources  of  the 
department  than  was  formerly  the  case.  The  special  lists  which  appear  in  the 
Monthly  Bulletin  are  compiled  by  the  head  of  the  department,  and  much  has 
been  done  in  the  way  of  making  card  indexes,  book  lists,  etc.,  for  the  use  of  the 
attendants.  No  attempt  is  made  to  keep  a  record  of  the  visitors  to  this  depart- 
ment, nor  of  the  books  used,  but  the  room  is  nearly  always  well  filled  and  often 
it  is  crowded. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  several  patrons 
have  made  it  a  special  point  to  express  their  appreciation  of  the  assistance 
rendered  them  in  this  department. 


CATALOGUE   DEPARTMENT. 

A  considerable  increase  in  the  equipment  of  this  Department  has  been 
made  which  adds  to  the  ease  and  facility  of  handling  the  work.  Two  of  the 
double  shelf  stacks  formerly  in  use  in  the  basement  of  Branch  No.  2  were  in- 
stalled, and  these  with  some  special  shelving  for  reference  books,  provide  ample 
shelf  room.  A  new  twelve  tray  cabinet  for  holding  the  subject  heading  cards 
was  purchased,  and  a  nine  double  drawer  cabinet  formerly  in  use  in  the  Ac- 
cession Department  was  moved  to  the  Catalogue  room  to  hold  the  shelf-list 
cards.  When  Branch  No.  1  was  moved  to  its  present  location  new  tables  were 
provided,  and  three  of  the  old  tables,  together  with  an  old  desk,  were  utilized 
in  the  Catalogue  Department.  Four  electric  lights  on  cords,  two  new  desk 
chairs  and  an  additional  truck  have  also  been  provided.  The  work  for  the  year 
included  the  cataloguing  and  preparation  of  the  books  for  Branch  No.  5  and 
for  three  new  Deposit  Stations  in  addition  to  the  regular  work.  Copying  on 
slips  all  the  subject  headings  in  use  in  the  public  catalogue  was  an  undertaking 
requiring  a  great  deal  of  time,  but  which  has  proved  to  be  well  worth  while. 
Formerly  it  was  necessary  for  the  cataloguers  to  come  down  stairs  every  time 
it  became  necessary  to  ascertain  whether  a  subject  heading  had  been  previoulsy 
assigned,  now  on  the  entire  list  is  in  the  Catalogue  room  and  can  be  consulted 
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without  an  instant's  loss  of  time.  In  addition  to  the  subject  headings  in  use 
in  our  own  catalogue  the  A.  L.  A.  list  in  use  by  the  Library  of  Congress  was 
copied,  furnishing  a  most  useful  guide.  The  Library  of  Congress  cards  are  now 
ordered  in  advance  for  all  branch  books  as  well  as  for  those  for  the  Main 
Library,  the  order  for  cards  being  sent  at  the  same  time  as  the  order  for  the 
books.  The  typewriter  is  employed  for  practically  all  records  where  Congress 
cards  cannot  be  used. 

Experience  has  proved  that  biographies  of  musicians  and  artists  are  gener- 
ally of  much  greater  use  when  classified  with  the  works  on  music  and  art  than 
they  under  biography,  and  for  that  reason  those  that  were  classified  as  biography 
are  being  changed  to  the  subject  of  music  or  art. 

The  use  of  the  colon  in  the  book  number  has  been  abandoned,  except  in 
fiction,  and  letters  have  been  substituted  as  it  is  practically  impossible  to  secure 
an  alphabetical  arrangement  within  the  classes  by  the  use  of  the  colon.  The 
number  of  volumes  of  fiction  is  so  large,  however,  that  it  would  be  inadvisable 
to  make  the  change.  A  number  of  large  libraries  have  dispensed  with  the  call 
number  for  fiction  altogether,  depending  entirely  upon  author  and  title  to  locate 
the  book.  A  list  of  all  the  books  in  the  Library  on  theoretical  and  applied 
electricity  with  the  allied  subjects  of  telegraphy,  telephony,  electrometallurgy, 
electrochemistry  and  radioactivity  has  been  practically  completed  and  can  very 
shortly  be  made  ready  for  the  printer.  This  has  necessitated  a  thorough  revision 
of  each  class,  in  some  cases  a  very  considerable  expansion  of  the  classification, 
and  much  recataloguing.  Before  the  special  lists  which  appear  in  the  Monthly 
Bulletin  are  printed  the  classification  is  gone  over  very  carefully  in  order  to 
secure  accuracy  before  publishing  in  permanent  form. 

The  public  eard  catalogue  has  increased  in  size  until  it  now  requires  nine 
sections  of  18  trays  each  to  hold  it.  Its  increased  use  by  the  patrons  of  the 
Library  is  very  noticeable.

As  there  are  but  four  employees  in  this  Department  including  the  Head 
Cataloguer,  the  average  number  of  titles  per  person  is  5,634.  These  figures 
of  course  do  not  represent  all  the  work  done  in  the  Department,  there  is  an 
immense  amount  of  revision,  proof  reading,  etc.,  which  cannot  be  shown  by 
means  of  figures. 

BRANCHES. 

On  July  14,  Branch  No.  1  was  opened  to  the  public  in  the  new  quarters  at 
1207  Valencia  Street.  The  change  from  the  dingy  crowded  room  on  23d  Street 
was  a  great  relief  to  both  the  public  and  staff.  There  were  1,962  volumes 
added  to  this  Branch  and  1,292  volumes  withdrawn  leaving  a  net  gain  of  670 
and  a  total  of  10,235.  On  an  average  each  volume  in  the  Branch  collection 
circulated  13  times.  But  for  the  closing  of  this  Branch  for  the  first  13  days  of 
July  it  would  have  shown  a  slight  gain  in  circulation  over  last  year  instead  of  a 
loss  of  3,017. 

There  were  1,769  volumes  added  to  the  collection  at  Branch  No.  2  and 
679  withdrawn  leaving  a  net  gain  of  1,090,  and  a  total  of  8,482.  In  spite 
of  this  considerable  addition  to  the  number  of  volumes  in  the  Branch,  nearly 
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13  per  cent,  the  circulation  dropped  from  96,383  to  87,789,  a  loss  of  8,594. 
On  an  average  each  volume  in  the  Branch  collection  circulated  10  times. 

A  large  number  of  books  in  the  Italian  language  have  been  added  to  the 
collection  at  Branch  No.  3  owing  to  the  great  number  of  Italian  residents  in  that 
section  of  the  city.  During  the  year  there  were  1,488  volumes  of  all  classes 
added  to  this  Branch  and  8  volumes  withdrawn  leaving  a  net  gain  of  1,480 
and  a  total  of  4,198.  The  circulation  for  the  year  was  40,338  the  percentage  of 
fiction  being  72.7,  nearly  eight  per  cent,  lower  than  at  any  other  Branch.  On 
an  average  each  volume  in  the  Branch  collection  circulated  9  times. 

Although  an  effort  has  been  made  no  more  commodious  quarters  have  as 
yet  been  secured  for  Branch  Xo.  4.  The  room  now  in  use  is  very  crowded 
making  it  uncomfortable  for  the  patrons  and  the  attendants.  The  Richmond 
district  is  growing  very  rapidly  and  we  need  a  building  with  a  much  greater 
capacity.  The  circulation  is  more  than  one-third  greater  than  at  Branch  Xo. 
3  with  barely  half  the  space.  More  books  could  be  used  to  good  advantage 
in  this  Branch  but  at  present  there  is  no  place  to  put  them.  There  were  1,497 
volumes  added  and  552  withdrawn  leaving  a  net  gain  of  945  and  a  total  of 
4.956.  On  an  average  each  volume  in  the  Branch  collection  circulated  13 
times. 

The  building  for  Branch  Xo.  5  on  Page  Street  near  Cole  was  completed 
in  October  and  was  opened  for  the  circulation  of  books  on  the  29th  of  that 
month.  This  part  of  the  city  is  densely  populated  and  the  Branch  has  been 
well  patronized  from  the  start.  The  building  is  light  and  airy,  and  exceedingly 
attractive  and  comfortable.  The  Branch  was  opened  with  about  4,000  volumes 
on  the  shelves  and  the  first  month's  circulation  was  over  9,000.  It  now  contains 
6,604  volumes  and  the  circulation  is  larger  than  at  any  other  Branch  except 
Xo.  1.  During  the  eight  months  this  Branch  has  been  open  each  volume  in 
the  collection  has  circulated  an  average  of  12  times. 

Two  years  ago  additional  shelving  was  placed  in  Branch  Xo.  6  to  relieve 
the  congestion.  It  is  now  necessary  to  still  further  increase  the  shelf  space 
in  order  to  provide  for  the  new  volumes  which  are  being  added  to  the  collection. 
If  the  funds  were  available  it  would  be  advisable  to  extend  the  building 
some  25  feet  at  the  rear  as  there  is  ample  ground  for  the  purpose,  and  the 
additional  space  is  greatly  needed.  There  were  1,743  volumes  added  and  877 
withdrawn  leaving  a  net  gain  of  866  and  a  total  of  9,579.  This  Branch  showed 
a  loss  of  9.376  in  circulation,  dropping  from  111,543  to  102,167.  On  an 
average  each  volume  in  the  Branch  collection  circulated  10  times. 

The  number  of  volumes  in  all  the  Branches  was  44,054  or  45  per  cent,  of 
the  total  number  in  the  Library  system.  The  combined  circulation  of  the 
Branches  was  507,092  or  70  per  cent,  of  the  entire  circulation. 


DEPOSIT    STATIOXS. 

Three  new  stations  were  opened  during  the  year,  Station  I,  at  2550  San 
Bruno  Avenue,  Station  J,  at  1874  Union  Street  and  Station  K  at  4564  Mission 
Street.  This  makes  11  stations  which  are  now  in  operation.  Station  B  in 
the  Potrero  had  the  largest  circulation  and  the  largest  increase  for  the  year. 
The  number  of  volumes  loaned  from  this  Station  was  8,782,  an  increase  of 
4,008  over  the  previous  year.  The  large  circulation  from  this  Station  is  due 
to  the  gift  of  447  volumes  from  the  Potrero  Women's  Club  on  the  condition 
that  the  volumes  should  be  kept  at  Station  B.  Station  D.  Sunset  District,  shows 
a  loss  of  1.115  in  circulation  which  is  greater  than  that  of  any  other  Station. 
Stations  J  and  K  which  have  but  recently  been  opened  are  showing  a  larger 
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circulation    than    any    of    the    older    Stations,    the    record    for    June    being    more 
than   double  that   of  most  of   the   others. 

The  circulation  of  all  the  Stations  was  52,327  or  seven  per  cent,  of  the 
total  circulation  of  the  Library. 

THE    STAFF. 

Exclusive  of  Deposit  Station  keepers  and  those  employed  in  looking  after 
the  buildings  there  are  on  the  staff,  including  pages,  39  employees  on  full  time, 
and  11  on  part  time;  amounting  to  an  equivalent  of  45  people  on  full  time. 

Examinations  for  applicants  for  positions  in  the  Library  were  held  the 
last  of  January  and  the  first  of  February.  Of  the  twenty  candidates  who  took 
the  examinations  twelve  passed,  but  only  nine  of  these  completed  the  test  by 
taking  the  probationary  work. 

The  popularity  and  usefulness  of  the  Library  are  largely  dependent  upon 
the  members  of  the  staff,  whom  I  desire  to  commend  for  efficient  and  con- 
scientious service.  Whatever  measure  of  success  the  Library  has  enjoyed  is 
largely  due  to  their  efforts.

REPORT 

OF  THE 

Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Exempt  Firemen's 
Relief  Appropriation 

San  Francisco,  July  18,  1910. 
Honorable  P.  H.  McCarthy, 

Mayor  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

Sir: — In  compliance  with  Charter  requirements,  we  the  undersigned  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  make  this  our  annual  report,  as  to  our  manage- 
ment and  disposition  of  the  fund  placed  at  our  disposal  for  the  fiscal  year 
1909-1910  for  the  relief  of  old  and  infirm  exempt  firemen,  who  rendered 
service  in  the  Volunteer  Fire  Department  of  San  Francisco,  previous  to 
December  3,  1866. 

In  awarding  the  allowances  to  the  beneficiaries,  we  exercised  our  best 
judgment  and  discretion  in  considering  their  past  services;  their  present 
conditions,  infirmities  and  wants. 

Your  Honor  will  see  that  the  whole  appropriation  was  entirely  applied  to- 
ward the  relief  of  the  living  and  the  burial  of  the  dead;  with  the  exception  of 
five  dollars  allowed  for  postage  stamps ;  postal  cards  and  stationery  for  office 
use. 

To  the  annexed  tabulated  form  your  attention  is  called  for  details;  show- 
ing the  names  of  the  beneficiaries,  together  with  their  age  in  years  and  the 
names  of  the  different  companies  in  which  they  served  and  from  which  they  be- 
came Exempt  Firemen.  The  total  number  of  those  who  became  exempt  between 
the  years  1850  and  1866  both  inclusive  was  1,290. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1910,  the  following  named  members 
died,  to  wit:  J.  W.  Kentzel,  John  Mengel,  John  Chester,  Patrick  Fitzsimmons, 
Henry  Wheeler,  Christian  Kobicke,  S.  E.  Storey,  P.  A.  O'Brien,  Carston  Hilde- 
brandt,  Richard  Brainard,  Peter  N.  Brown,  Richard  O'Neil  and  Chas.  B.  Mc- 
Farland,  making  twelve  (12).  To  these,  however,  may  be  added  G.  W.  Osborn, 
who  has  not  been  seen  or  heard  from  since  April,  1906.  It  is  believed  that  he  was 
one  of  the  many  victims  of  the  great  catastrophe,  making  a  total  for  the  year  of 
thirteen  (13). 

The  survivors  at  present  number  one  hundred  and  twenty-one  (121).  While 
we  may  find  some  difficulty  in  locating  all  of  these,  it  is  as  near  as  can  be 
ascertained. 

In  keeping  an  account  of  the  deaths,  we  are  in  a  great  measure  dependent 
on  the  funeral  notices  published  from  time  to  time  in  the  newspapers  and  some 
of  these  may  have  escaped  our  notice  in  years  past;  then  again  a  number  of 
these  exempts  left  here  as  volunteer  soldiers  in  the  First  California  Regiment 
of  Infantry  and  First  Cavalry  Battalion,  under  General  Carlton  in  September, 
1861,  bound  toward  Arizona  and  New  Mexico,  of  whom  we  have  no  means  of 
knowing  whether  they  are  living  or  dead;  while  others  joined  the  United  States 
Navy  or  went  to  sea  on  merchant  ships  and  never  returned. 

For  any  inquiries  which  you  may  think  it  necessary  to  make  as  to  the 
course  we  have  pursued  in  the  discharge  of  our  duty  as  a  board,  we  are  ready 
to  respond  at  any  time  you  may  think  proper  to  call  on  us.

Dear  Sir:  The  Librarian  and  Secretary  of  the  San  Francisco  Law  Library 
herewith  presents  his  annual  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1910. 

While  no  large  sets  of  books  have  been  purchased  during  the  past  year, 
the  accessions  have  been  along  the  lines  mapped  out  by  the  Board  of  Trustees 
at  its  first  meeting  after  the  destruction  of  the  old  library.  We  have  now  a  very 
satisfactory  working  library.  Yet,  there  is  much  to  be  done,  and  many  works 
have  to  be  purchased  before  the  library  even  begins  to  assume  the  rank  it 
formerly  had. 

During  the  year  3,451  volumes  have  been  added  to  the  library,  making  a 
total  of  20,971  volumes  now  on  the  shelves.  Of  these  93  were  records  of  the 
Supreme  Court,  40  were  records  of  the  District  Court  of  Appeal,  189  were 
presented,  and  3,129  were  purchased.

During  the  year  there  was  lost  from  the  membership  of  the  Library  by 
death:  A.  Morgenthal,  Charles  L.  Ackerman  and  William  T.  Wallace. 

The  Library  is  still  deficient  in  many  important  particulars.  We  have 
practically  no  Australian  publications,  although  the  demand  for  them  is  con- 
stantly increasing.  We  have  but  few  sets  of  legal  periodicals.  It  has  been 
found  almost  impossible  to  obtain  periodicals  for  the  reason  that  law  publishing 
houses  generally  do  not  deal  in  them.  Probably  the  only  way  they  can  be 
obtained  is  by  dealing  with  a  house  making  a  specialty  of  them.  This  will 
•entail  quite  a  large  expense. 

While  a  large  number  of  statutes  has  been  added  during  the  year,  the  field 
lias  been  comparatively  but  little  touched. 

Still  another  branch  of  legal  literature  is  that  of  British  East  India  re- 
ports. The  reports  of  these  provinces  are  now  being  cited  by  text  writers,  and 
there  is  a  growing  demand  for  them.  It  becomes  evident  therefore,  that  there 
is  much  yet  to  be  done  before  the  library  is  brought  up  to  the  standard  of  a 
first  class  law  library.  It  is  hoped  that  a  great  deal  will  be  accomplished  along 
these  various  lines  during  the  coming  year. 

Additional  rooms  have  been  allotted  by  the  Supervisors  for  the  use  of  the 
library.  While  these  relieve  the  strain  somewhat,  the  housing  is  still  very 
inadequate.

JAIL   NO.    1. 

This  jail  was  destroyed  by  dynamite  and  fire  on  April  19th,  1906,  and 
has  nnt  been  repaired.  Jail  No.  1  was  used  exclusively  for  the  holding  of  defend- 
ants waiting  trial  in  the  Superior  Court,  and  convicted  prisoners  whose  appeals 
were  pending  in  the  courts  of  appeal.  These  prisoners  are  now  confined  in  one 
win;;  of  Jail  No.  2  situated  at  Ingleside.  This  condition  not  only  occasions  a 
crowded  condition  in  Jail  No.  2,  but  increases  the  work  of  this  office  because 
of  the  long  distance  which  the  prisoners  awaiting  trial  in  the  Superior  Courts 
have  to  be  conveyed  to  and  from  court.  This  building  when  built  was  never 
intended  for  a  jail  to  hold  men  of  the  desperate  character  of  those  awaiting 
the  action  of  the  higher  court  as  the  cells  are  entirely  too  small  and  the  floors 
and  ceilings  are  constructed  of  wood,  instead  of  iron  and  concrete.  Hence,  you 
will  appreciate  the  necessity  of  the  use  of  all  possible  expedition,  in  the 
completion  of  the  New  Branch  County  Jail  No.  1. 


JAIL   NO.   2. 

The  buildings  known  as  Jail  No.  '2  are  very  old  and  in  great  need  of  repair, 
but,  when  all  felony  prisoners  may  be  kept  in  the  new  Jail  No.  1  now  in  the 
course  of  construction,  this  jail  when  properly  repaired  and  improved  will  suffice 
for  the  keeping  of  misdemeanor  prisoners. 
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I  respectfully  suggest  that  you  direct  the  attention  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  to  the  delapidated  condition  of  this  jail  with  instructions  to  make  all 
necessary  repairs  at  once.  The  improvements  that  are  the  most  urgent  are 
those  suggested  by  the  Committee  on  Jails  of  the  present  Grand  Jury,  to-wit : 
That  running  water  be  provided  in  each  of  the  cells,  and  that  the  stables  be 
rebuilt.  I  have  made  application  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  requesting  that 
a  sufficient  appropriation  be  made  for  these  improvements  and  I  expect  that 
favorable  action  will  be  taken  on  my  request. 

About  150  prisoners  are  engaged  in  the  kitchen,  butcher  shop,  tailor  shop, 
stables  and  barns,  and  in  repairing  the  walks  and  streets  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
jails.  This  work  has  been  of  much  benefit  to  the  neighborhood  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  jails,  and  keeps  the  prisoners  in  much  better  health. 

JAIL  NO.   3. 

This  jail  was  built  in  1858  and  was  originally  occupied  by  the  Industrial 
School.  It  was  partially  destroyed  by  the  seismic  disturbance  of  1906  and 
condemned  as  being  unsafe.  Since  then  one  wing  has  been  reconstructed  and 
is  now  occupied  exclusively  by  female  prisoners  who  are  as  a  rule  the  same 
all  the  year  round,  and  are  mostly  weak  irresponsible  women  unable  to  care  for 
themselves. 

Since  my  incumbency  I  have  caused  the  other  wing  of  the  jail  to  be 
Tazed  as  it  was  a  menace  to  those  who  had  occasion  to  go  near  it.  The  brick, 
I  am  having  cleaned  and  piled  for  future  use. 

The  prisoners  are  all  well  housed  in  the  Jail,  and  the  cells  are  large  and 
well  ventilated,  but  the  bedsteads  are  old  wooden  frames  and  not  sanitary  and 
•.should  be  replaced  by  metal  bedsteads  as  I  have  recommended. 


COMMISSARY. 

Attached  hereto  will  be  found  a  statement  showing  the  money  expended 
from  the  appropriation  for  Sheriff's  expenses.  This  statement  shows  net  credit 
balance  of  $361.13  to  be  turned  into  the  treasury. 

We  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  office  equipments 
of  the  County  Jail  are  entirely  inadequate.  In  this  connection  I  particularly 
suggest  that  a  Fairbanks  Platform  scale,  in  use  at  the  Relief  Home  would  be 
a  very  valuable  adjunct  to  the  equipment  of  the  Commissary  Department  and 
would  enable  us  to  have  a  satisfactory  check  on  the  coal,  hay  and  grain,  and 
other  bulky  articles  that  are  at  present  weighed  on  a  small  scale  at  a  great 
loss  of  time  and  labor,  the  results  obtained  in  this  manner  being  far  from 
satisfactory.  A  scale  of  this  kind  could  be  installed  at  the  entrance  of  Jail  No. 
2  and  all  supplies  thereby  correctly  weighed. 

Since  my  induction  into  office  I  have  removed  the  Sheriff's  office  to  City 
property  situate  at  the  gore  of  City  Hall  Ave.,  and  McAllister  Street,  at  a 
saving  of  One  Hundred  ($100.00)  Dollars  per  month  rental  to  the  City.  I 
have  installed  a  fireproof  safe  large  enough  to  hold  all  the  valuable  papers  and 
records  of  this  office.  I  have  successfully  endeavored  to  conduct  this  office 
strictly  along  business  lines  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  attorneys  and  litigants 
dealing  with  it.  Courtesy  and  expedition  are  mandatory  rules  of  the  office. 

Since  my  administration  of  the  Sheriff's  Office  I  have  appointed  a  com- 
petent physician  who  resides  at  the  Jail  and  is  at  all  times  at  the  call  of  the 
prisoners,  many  of  whom  are  in  constant  need  of  medical  attendance.  I  have 
installed  a  hospital  or  infirmary  adjoining  the  rotunda  of  the  jail,  thereby 
obviating  the  necessity  of  conveying  felony  prisoners  to  the  City  and  County 
Hospital  for  medical  treatment,  many  of  whom  feign  illness  for  the  purpose  of 
seeking  opportunity  to  escape.  I  have  abolished  the  swimming  pool  in  the 
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bath  house  and  in  lieu  thereof  installed  shower  baths,  a  far  more  sanitary  man- 
ner of  cleansing  prisoners.  I  have  also  made  alterations  in  the  heating  appar- 
atus thereby  causing  a  great  saving  in  the  fuel.  An  entire  new  fence  has  been 
constructed  around  the  reservoir  supplying  the  drinking  water. 

In  conclusion,  I  respectfully  call  to  your  attention,  thus; — The  City's  many 
thanks  are  due,  Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings,  — John  T.  Burns,  for  his 
untiring  efforts  and  assistance  in  connection  with  the  Board  of  Public  Works, 
for  the  repairing  done  and  many  improvements  made  in  and  about  the  County 
Jails.  Also,  to  the  Ladies  of  the  "California  Club"  for  their  many  contributions 
of  reading  matter.

Recorder's  Report 


San  Francisco,  July  26,   1910 
To  the  Hon.  P.  H.  McCarthy, 

Mayor,   City  and  County  of   San  Francisco: 

Dear  Sir: — Pursuant  to  Charter  provisions  (Article  XVI,  Section  9),  I 
beg  to  submit  herewith  a  detailed  report  of  the  operations  in  the  Recorder's 
office  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  on  June  30,  1910: 

I  am  gratified  to  be  enabled  to  report  to  you  that,  with  the  single  exception 
of  the  preceding  fiscal  year  (1908-1909),  the  business  of  the  year  just  closed 
was  greater  than  that  of  any  other  year.  The  special  reason  for  the  gain  in 
1908-1909  is  made  clear  in  a  following  paragraph. 

During  the  twelve  months  ending  on  June  30th,  1910,  there  was  filed  a 
total  of  57,673  documents.  In  the  preceding  fiscal  year  the  total  number 
filed  was  64,513.  The  greatest  number  filed  in  any  other  year  was  55,729  in 
1907-1908. 

The  cash  receipts  for  Recorder's  fees  during  the  twelve  months  was 
$97,813.40.  Tn  the  preceding  fiscal  year  the  receipts  were  $105.619.90.  The 
greatest  amount  collected  in  any  other  year  was  $85,884.55  in  1907-1908. 

The  expenses  of  the  department  for  the  past  fiscal  year,  and  the  profit 
to  the  city  in  conducting  it,  is  shown  by  the  following: 

CASH  ACCOUNT. 

Total   receipts   from  Recorder's  fees $97,813.40

In  addition  to  receipts  for  Recorder's  fees,  as  above,  there  was  also 
collected  for  desk  rentals,  and  paid  to  the  City  Treasurer,  a  total  of  $757.50. 

For  the  expenses  of  the  department  for  the  past  fiscal  year  the  Su- 
pervisors appropriated  in  the  annual  budget  the  sum  of  $73,400.  You  will 
observe  that  the  total  expenditures  are  $71,472.55,  the  balance  of  $1,927.45  re- 
verting to  the  general  fund. 

The  slight  excess  of  business  in  the  preceding  year  was  entirely  due  to 
the  increased  filing  of  those  documents  which  might  be  properly  placed  in  the 
emergency  class,  that  is,  not  belonging  to  regular  business,  but  specially  re- 
sulting from  the  disaster  of  1906.  These  special  documents  are:  suits  to 
establish  title  under  the  McEnerney  Act,  decrees  under  the  same  act,  and 
building  contracts  in  excess  of  the  normal.  In  the  preceding  fiscal  year  Mc- 
Enerney suits  to  the  number  of  9,177  were  filed,  as  against  4,707  for  the 
year  just  closed;  of  McEnerney  decrees  there  were  7,972  filed  in  1908-1909, 
against  5,890  for  the  past  fiscal  year;  of  building  contracts  there  were  2,612 
filed  in  the  former  fiscal  year  and  1,812  in  the  past  fiscal  year.  In  the  filing 
of  these  three  classes  of  papers,  it  will  be  seen,  the  fiscal  year  1908-1909  ex- 
ceeded the  fiscal  year  1909-1910  by  a  total  of  7,352.  Since  the  total  number 
of  papers  filed  in  the  former  fiscal  year  was  but  6,840  in  excess  of  those  filed 
during  the  past  fiscal  year,  it  follows  that  if  the  emergency  business  is  elim- 
inated in  the  comparison,  the  GENERAL  business  of  the  past  fiscal  year  was 
a  trifle  in  excess  of  the  business  of  the  preceding  fiscal  year,  and  thus  the  great 
cst  in  the  history  of  the  office. 
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I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  work  in  this  department  is  up  to  date, 
and  that  all  papers  are  ready  to  return  to  the  parties  who  file  them  in  the 
shortest  time  possible  under  the  routine  which  must  be  followed  in  abstracting, 
indexing,  copying,  comparing  and  filing. 

In  the  matter  of  general  equipment  in  this  department,  however,  there  is 
much  to  be  desired.  Among  the  serious  needs  is  an  elevator  to  run  from  the 
first  to  the  third  floor — each  story  being  more  than  twice  the  average  height. 
The  copyists  being  necessarily  stationed  on  the  third  floor,  it  is  necessary 
for  all  who  desire  to  inspect  the  books  in  process  of  being  filled  to  climb 
these  long  flights  of  stairs,  and  to  the  women  and  girls  employed  at  searching 
the  records,  the  necessity  of  frequently  making  these  arduous  trips  is  a  great 
hardship. 

I  am  grateful,  however,  for  the  betterments  granted  this  department  by  the 
several  officials  concerned.  I  want  to  refer  especially  to  the  good  work  done 
in  placing  a  wooden  floor  over  the  hard  and  cold  concrete  floor  which  formerly 
had  to  be  endured.  A  like  sum  was  never  spent  to  better  advantage  than  in  the 
building  of  this  wooden  floor. 

That  the  Supervisors  have  finally  made  an  appropriation  for  the  reproduc- 
tion of  the  official  maps  in  this  department  is  a  matter  of  special  congratulation 
to  all  who  wish  to  see  these  invaluable  records  preserved.  Many  of  the  originals 
are  now  worn  to  a  condition  which  renders  their  reproduction  a  necessity.  The 
work  will  be  commenced  at  once. 

Now  that  the  work  of  establishing  land  titles  under  the  provisions  of  the 
McEnerney  Act  has  been  largely  accomplished,  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  direct  the 
attention  of  the  public  to  the  importance  of  establishing,  also,  record  evidence 
of  marriages  and  births — the  records  of  the  latter  being  in  the  custody  of 
the  Board  of  Health,  while  the  marriage  data  belongs  exclusively  in  the  County 
Recorder's  office.  All  marriage  records  of  this  City  and  County  filed  prior  to 
April  18,  1906,  were  destroyed  in  the  conflagration  which  began  on  that  date, 
and  the  lack  of  such  records  frequently  proves  annoying  and  costly,  particularly 
in  litigation  and  in  settlement  of  estates  in  other  States  and  in  foreign 
lands. 

In  this  connection,  I  beg  to  suggest  to  your  Honor  that  it  would  be  com- 
mendable on  the  part  of  the  city,  and  serve  a  most  useful  purpose,  to  provide 
the  means  of  re-recording,  without  fee,  all  marriage  certificates,  embraced  in 
the  destroyed  records,  which  might  be  submitted  to  the  Recorder.  The  fee  of 
one  dollar  for  the  original  recording  of  these  certificates  was  in  all  cases  paid  to 
the  city,  and  it  would  cost  the  city  but  little  to  re-record  them.  The  depart- 
ment now  charges  the  regular  fee  of  one  dollar  for  re-recording  the  certificates. 
In  any  event,  I  have  determined  to  open  a  separate  index  to  re-recorded  mar- 
riage certificates,  so  that  such  records  may  be  easily  found  in  subsequent  years. 

In  closing.  I  will  refer  you  to  the  tabulated  statements  herewith  for  full 
details  of  the  business  of  this  office  during  the  past  fiscal  year. 

I  desire,  also,  to  express  my  thanks  to  your  Honor,  and  to  all  other 
city  officials  concerned,  for  the  many  courtesies  shown  me  and  for  such 
improvements  as  have  been  granted  this  department. 

And  I  will  be  greatly  pleased,  at  any  time,  to  have  your  Honor  visit  thjs 
office  and  thoroughly  inspect  the  same.

Assessor's  Report

Honorable  Sir:  In  accordance  with  Charter  provision,  I  hand  you.  here- 
with, my  annual  report  for  the  fiscal  year  1910  1911. 

If  ever  there  were  any  doubts  as  to  the  fact  that  our  municipal  finances 
rest  upon  a  sound  basis,  the  result  of  the  past  year's  work,  as  conducted  by 
this  office,  should  effectually  remove  the  same. 

These  results  are  obtained  at  a  time  when  they  would  scarcely  be  expected. 
It  has  been  the  history  of  all  great  catastrophies  to  cities  that  the  most  violent 
disturbance  of  values  has  occurred  from  two  to  three  years  thereafter.  To  find 
at  this  time,  more  than  four  years  after  our  disaster,  such  conditions  as  we  have 
is  most  gratifying  and  most  encouraging. 

Not  only  does  our  Assessment  Roll  show  values  to  be  well  sustained,  tut 
it  shows  all  previous  records  in  the  collection  of  taxes  on  personal  property  to 
be  exceeded. 

We  have  as  our  total  assessed  value  of  property  $515,027,164,  an  increase 
of  $22,160,127  over  our  Roll  of  last  year.  Of  this  increase  about  $6,000,000 
is  borne  by  our  quasi-public  corporations,  and  the  remainder  falls  largely  upon 
new  buildings,  making  the  assessment  of  buildings  the  greatest  in  the  history 
of  our  city. 

As  justifying  the  increase  of  $6,000,000  in  the  assessment  of  some  of  our 
quasi-public  corporations,  we  find  that  their  business  is  again  equal  to,  if  not 
greater,  than  that  done  prior  to  the  fire;  and  those  reductions  which  were 
granted  to  them  following  the  fire  are  now  being  taken  off. 

The  evidence  of  sustained  values  in  the  city,  gratifying  as  it  is,  does  not 
surpass  the  record  of  cash  collections  on  Personal  Property  unsecured  by  real 
estate.  These  collections,  as  made  by  this  office  up  to  the  first  of  August,  when 
this  office  ceases  to  collect  taxes  on  unsecured  personal  property,  amounted  to 
$884,851.73,  as  against  the  highest  previous  collections  in  1909,  which  were 
$761,000. 

We  have  also  the  largest  collections  ever  made  in  Poll  Tax,  amounting  to 
$102,380,  this  representing  a  considerable  increase  in  the  amount  to  be  appor- 
tioned to  our  city  schools.

The  examination  for  promotion  in  the  Police  Department,  from  the  rank  of 
policeman  to  the  rank  of  corporal,  held  Nov.  6,  1909,  was  cancelled  by  the 
Commission  on  December  29,  1909.  This  examination  was  held  in  the  Mission 
High  School  and  seven  class  rooms  were  used  in  seating  applicants.  A  sergeant 
of  police  was  placed  in  charge  of  each  class  room.  Each  sergeant  was  pro- 
vided with  printed  instructions,  and  his  duties  were  principally  to  preserve 
order  in  the  class  room,  to  prevent  unfairness  and  to  see  that  the  examination 
was  closed  promptly  on  time.  After  the  examination  had  been  held,  complaint 
was  made  that  several  sergeants  had  failed  to  collect  the  examination  papers 
of  some  of  the  applicants  until  five  or  ten  minutes  after  closing  time. 

The  Commission  investigated  the  complaint  on  December  22,  1909,  and  found 
the  evidence  to  be  conflicting.  In  the  course  of  the  investigation,  however,  it 
developed  that  one  of  the  sergeants,  through  a  misunderstanding  of  instructions, 
had  given  certain  competitors  under  his  charge,  five  minutes  more  time  than 
was  allowed  for  the  examination.  Two  competitors  testified  that  they  were 
among  those  given  the  extra  five  minutes.  One  of  these  competitors  claimed 
that  during  this  extra  time  he  solved  all  the  examples  in  arithmetic  and  copied 
them  on  his  examination  papers.  The  other  competitor  stated  that  the  extra 
five  minutes  enabled  him  to  work  three  examples  in  arithmetic. 

As  it  is  essential  to  Civil  Service  that  the  conduct  of  examinations  should 
be  scrupously  fair  and  impartial  and  free  from  any  just  cause  of  complaint,  the 
Commission  therefore,  on  December  29,  1909,  cancelled  the  examination  for 
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Corporals  of  Police  held  on  November  6,  1909,  and  ordered  that  a  new  exam- 
ination be  held  on  January  22,  1910.  The  new  examination  was  accordingly 
held  on  the  date  last  mentioned,  school  teachers  were  placed  in  charge  of  the 
class  rooms  instead  of  sergeants  of  police,  and  the  conduct  of  the  examination 
gave  general  satisfaction.

In  addition  to  the  above,  special  inspections  were  made  of  44  nickel- 
odeons, theatres  and  other  places  of  public  assemblage,  34  of  which  were  com- 
pelled to  conform  unsafe  equipment  to  the  proper  standard  as  now  established. 
The  prevailing  practice  of  utilizing  motors  for  the  operation  of  moving  pictures 
was  prohibited  by  seizing  and  removing  such  devices  wherever  found.  The 
large  percentage  of  defective  installations  in  these  places  indicates  the  neces- 
sity for  constant  inspection.  It  also  appears  that  a  large  number  of  hotels 
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and  other  public  buildings  employ  unlicensed  and  incompetent  "House  Elec- 
tricians" who  make  changes  in  and  extensions  to  approved  installations  regard- 
less of  all  rules,  and  without  reporting  the  same  to  the  Department,  thus 
creating  many  fire  hazards  throughout  the  city.  These  conditions  are  due 
to  the  impossibility,  with  our  present  inadequate  Inspection  Force,  of  coping 
with  the  problem  of  systematic  re-inspection  while  the  demands  of  new  construc- 
tion, in  spite  of  our  most  vigorous  efforts,  are  continuously  insistent  and  im- 
perative. It  is,  therefore,  earnestly  recommended  that  the  force  be  increased 
from  7  to  a  total  of  10  Inspectors. 

The  Inspection  Service  during  the  past  fiscal  year  has  been  more  than  self- 
sustaining,  showing  a  credit  of  $1,100.00  in  excess  of  the  expenditure,  receipts 
in  fees  having  amounted  to  $11,685.50.  If  the  street  railways  could  be  in- 
duced or  compelled  to  provide  free  transportation  to  Inspectors  while  on  duty, 
their  work  would  be  facilitated  in  an  economical  manner. 

The  new  Ordinance  providing  for  the  use  of  metal  conduit  within  the  fire 
limits  has  proved  of  great  benefit  in  eliminating  fire  hazards,  and  it  is  recom- 
mended that  the  conduit  district  be  extended  to  embrace  10th  street  to  the 
water  front  and  Market  to  Channel  streets,  and  that  the  requiremetns  of  this 
law  be  made  to  apply  throughout  the  city  to  public  buildings,  hotels,  apart- 
ment houses,  nickelodeons,  theatres,  feed  wires,  motors,  signs,  heating  devices, 
in  basements,  etc.  and  in  garages.  It  is  also  proposed  to  formulate,  publish 
and  circulate  in  the  electrical  fraternity  a  Manual  of  Local  Rules  and  inter- 
pretations of  the  "National  Code"  consistent  with  present  conditions  and  to 
settle  debatable  questions  heretofore  much  in  evidence. 

INTERIOR  CONSTRUCTION. 

Under  the  head  of  Interior  Construction,  10  Fire  Houses  were  wired  and 
equipped  with  new  instrument  boards  and  electric  lighting  systems  were  in- 
stalled in  two  houses.  A  new  and  efficient  burglar  alarm  system  was  in- 
stalled in  the  Treasurer  and  Tax  Collector's  vaults,  connecting' with  Central 
Fire  Alarm  and  Police  Stations.  New  fire  signal  service  was  installed  at  the 
Fourth  street  bridge  and  the  Water  Co.'s  headquarters  were  provided  with 
fire  tapper  service,  to  call  for  needed  pressure  of  water  for  fire  purposes.  All 
house  telephones  in  city  headquarters  on  Eddy  street  were  overhauled  and  made 
efficient.  New  fuses  and  test  switches  on  Tapper  and  Alarm  systems  were  pro- 
vided in  18  Fire  Houses. 

In  the  homes  of  Firemen,  to  announce  alarms  of  fire  during  meal  hours,  297 
outside  local  bells  were  installed,  212  moved  to  new  locations  and  34  discon- 
nected. Complaints  attended  to  in  Fire  Houses  numbered  1,531  and  tape  re- 
newals 360. 

MACHINE    SHOP. 

In  the  Machine  Shop  50  Fire  Alarm  Boxes  were  built  and  8  were  80% 
completed.  These  58  boxes  are  equipped  with  an  improved  and  perfect  type 
of  permanent,  glass-guarded  key,  invented  by  instrument  maker  Anton  Glock, 
the  rights  to  which,  for  use  in  San  Francisco,  have  been  assigned  to  the  city 
without  consideration  other  than  payment  of  patent  fees.  This  device  is  to  be 
highly  commended,  and  it  is  proposed,  as  rapidly  as  possible,  to  place  the 
same  on  all  boxes  now  in  service,  in  order  that  costly  delays  may  not  occur  in 
securing  keys  at  corners  in  event  of  fire.  The  above  boxes  were  also  provided 
with  improved,  adjustable  and  reliable  contacts  and  grounds,  and  were  con- 
structed under  an  appropriation  of  $4,500.00,  which  also  allowed  us  to  pur- 
chase necessary  machine  tools  for  the  permanent  equipment  of  the  shop. 

There  were  rebuilt  20  old  Fire  Alarm  Boxes  and  repaired  107.  28  Police 
Boxes  were  repaired  or  rebuilt  and  provided  with  new  solid  back  telephones. 
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There  were  constructed  86  Engine  House  Registers;  built,  6;  office  registers 
repaired,  22.  Repairs  were  made  to  129  bells,  110  relays,  151  letgoes,  256 
switches,  36  Morse  sets,  5  take-up  reels,  3  O.  S.  L.  sets,  3  repeaters,  12  pole 
pipe  extensions,  3  magnetos  and  386  miscellaneous  jobs. 

Notable  items  under  head  of  "New  Work"  consisted  of  50  improved  ad- 
justable fire  box  contacts,  35  new  design  register  reels,  121  mounted  term- 
inal strips,  5  engine  house  boards,  10  burglar  alarm  boxes,  855  fire  alarm 
box  keys,  160  number  plates.  On  August  26,  1909,  50  Gamewell  fire  alarm  boxes 
were  received,  26  of  which  were  adjusted  in  shop  and  installed  on  the  under- 
ground system  in  the  down-town  district. 

The  machine  tools  and  principal  equipment  of  the  shop  consist  of  2  milling 
machines,  1  shaper,  1  grinder,  3  drill  presses,  2  emory  grinders,  2  engine  and 
12  speed  lathes,  1  turret  lathe,  1  saw  table,  1  forge,  1  squaring  shears,  1  7  H.P. 
gas  engine,  1  D.  C.  generator,  1  3  H.P.  A.  C.  Motor.  Our  plant  is  especially 
adapted  to  the  requirements  of  the  signal  service  and  enables  us  to  turn  out 
the  highest  grade  of  instruments,  properly  proportioned  as  to  size,  design,  cur- 
rent capacity,  etc.,  for  the  purpose  intended,  and  to  make  quick  repairs  to  fire 
alarm  boxes  and  a  large  number  of  other  instruments  incidental  to  the  main- 
tenance of  the  signal  systems  at  their  highest  efficiency,  entirely  independent 
of  outside  Eastern  factories  whose  inferior  stock  products  have  been  found 
to  be  very  unsatisfactory. 


OUTSIDE  CONSTRUCTION — UNDERGROUND  SYSTEM. 

During  the  past  fiscal  year,  26  locations  in  the  down-town  congested  retail 
district,  which,  since  the  great  fire  of  1906,  had  remained  to  a  large  extent 
very  inadequately  protected  with  respect  to  fire  signal  service,  were  restored 
to  service  by  means  of  underground  connections,  viz:  at  O'Farrell  and  Taylor, 
Turk  and. .Mason,  Geary  and  Mason,  Ellis  and  Mason,  Eddy  and  Taylor,  Market 
and  Taylor,  McAllister  and  Jones,  Golden  Gate  Ave.  and  Leavenworth,  Sutter 
and  Stockton,  Post  and  Powell,  Geary  and  Stockton,  O'Farrell  and  Powell, 
Stockton  and  Ellis,  Washington  and  Kearny,  Pine  and  Kearny,  Market  and 
Grant  Ave.,  Clay  and  Grant  Ave.,  Bush  and  Grant  Ave.,  Sacramento  and 
Kearny,  Sutter  and  Kearny,  California  and  Grant  Ave.,  Market  and  Third, 
Post  and  Grant  Ave.,  Geary  and  Kearny,  Market  and  Fourth  and  Market  and 
Fifth  streets. 

Iron  bases  were  set  at  each  of  the  above  locations  and  350  feet  of  lateral 
conduit  were  run  to  connect  with  the  nearest  manholes.  There  was  then 
rodded  15,380  feet  of  underground  conduit,  which  was  a  very  difficult  task, 
as  many  of  the  ducts  had  to  be  cleared  of  old  abandoned  cable  to  the  extent 
of  8,370  feet,  ranging  in  size  from  4  to  100  conductors,  all  of  which  was  in  a 
damaged  conditions.  Another  difficulty  was  caused  by  the  ducts  of  the  tele- 
phone company  being  crowded,  instead  of  being  available  for  the  city's  use  as 
provided  for  in  their  franchise,  which  compelled  the  department  to  frequently 
divert  its  route  in  a  devious  course.  However,  15,000  feet  of  4-conductor 
cable  was  pulled  in  and  connected  to  the  26  boxes  above  indicated  and  thence 
with  the  main  lead  on  Market  street,  which  consists  of  old  temporary  cable,  to 
be  shortly  replaced  with  a  new  main  cable  lead,  orders  for  which  have  been 
filed  in  the  East.  All  cable  installed  has  been  carefully  spliced,  attached  to 
walls  of  manholes  so  as  to  give  greatest  possible  protection  from  injury  and 
is  identified  with  metal  tags  at  all  manholes.  It  has  thus  far  shown  free  and 
clear  of  all  faults. 

The  temporary  Hall  of  Justice,  64  Eddy  street,  the  City  Treasury  and  Tax 
Office  on  McAllister  street  were  all  connected  by  underground  cable  with  the 
Central  Fire  Alarm  Office  in  connection  with  the  burglar  alarm  system  pro- 
tecting the  city's  money  vaults.  Engine  Houses  Nos.  32  and  33,  the  new  Hall 
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of  Justice  on  Kearny  street  and  the  park  Police  Station  were  connected  under- 
ground to  the  system.  Repairs  were  made  to  cables  at  Grant  Ave.  and  Sutter 
street  and  at  Fourth  and  Market  and  500  feet  of  old  20-conductor  cable  was 
pulled  out  of  duct  at  Natoma  and  Third  streets.  Plans  and  estimates  were 
prepared  for  further  underground  extensions  and  the  removal  of  aerial  wires. 


OUTSIDE    CONSTRUCTION — AERIAL    SYSTEM. 

There  were  63  fire  alarm  boxes,  equipped  with  permanent  key  and  glass- 
guard,  installed  and  placed  in  service,  26  of  which  were  connected  on  the 
down-town  underground  system.  Fire  alarm  boxes  moved  to  new  locations 
numbered  27;  brought  to  shop  for  repairs,  39;  readjusted,  19.  Outside  local 
loops  run  to  firemen's  homes  were  146;  removed,  125;  overhead  line  troubles 
removed  were  357  and  miscellaneous  complaints  attended  to  were  427.  Wires 
obstructing  housemoving  operations  were  cared  for  at  19  locations. 

Five  miles  of  copper  wire  were  run  for  tapper  and  alarm  circuits  to  40  Engine 
at  17th  and  Ashbury.  Nos.  1  Engine  and  1  and  10  Truck  Houses  were  con- 
nected to  the  signal  system  and  placed  in  service.  Tapper  and  alarm  equipment 
was  installed  to  berth  of  Fire  Boat  No.  1  and  to  Engines  3  and  25.  A  new 
fire  signal  circuit  was  built  north  of  Golden  Gate  Park,  which  consists  of  11  *& 
miles  of  triple-braid  copper  wire.  This  circuit  covers  the  Richmond  District  and 
affords  added  protection  to  the  extent  of  18  additional  fire  alarm  boxes  of  the 
glass  key-guard  type.  Tapper  and  alarm  circuits  were  run  to  Fire  Boat  No.  2 
berth  and  No.  41  Engine  House.  Tapper  and  joker  circuits  were  built  from 
Tenth  Ave.  and  Irving  street  to  Pt.  Lobos  and  48th  Ave.,  consisting  of  8% 
miles  of  line  construction,  in  order  to  connect  No.  12  Chemical  House  to  the 
system,  and  3  miles  of  signal  circuits  were  rebuilt  on  48th  Avenue.  A  monthly 
inspection  of  all  boxes  on  the  system  was  maintained,  which  required  5,340 
turning-in  tests. 


INSPECTION    OF    PUBLIC    SERVICE    AERIAL    WIRES. 

Inspection  of  overhead  construction  involved  the  issuance  of  permits  to 
public  service  corporations  for  the  stringing  of  wires  on  2,996  various  poles 
and  the  transmission  of  500  complaints  on  their  work  installed  in  conflict  with 
Ordinance  No.  621. 

There  has  been  available  only  one  inspector  on  aerial  wires,  and  we  have 
endeavored,  with  the  limited  means  at  hand,  to  make  the  operation  of  the 
Ordinances  as  effective  as  possible.  During  the  last  quarter,  after  summarily 
cutting  down  a  number  of  wires,  the  removal  of  the  remaining  offensive  poles 
and  overhead  construction  was  accomplished. 

The  vastly  increased  appearance  of  the  streets  since  the  elimination, 
through  the  activities  of  this  Department,  of  numerous  and  unsightly  poles 
and  mazes  of  aerial  wires  from  our  down-town  district  needs  no  comment.  The 
clearing  of  construction  from  over  Mission,  Valencia  and  Fillmore  streets  is 
now  in  progress.  I  regret  to  report  that,  in  the  enforcement  of  Ordinance  789, 
in  our  efforts  to  effect  entirely  the  removal  of  wires  from  Fillmore  street,  be- 
tween Fulton  and  Sutter,  an  insurmountable  obstacle  was  encountered  in  the 
form  of  the  13,000-volt  power  transmission  lines  maintained  by  and  feeding  the 
sub-stations  of  the  United  Railroads  Company,  which  were  found  to  be  ex- 
pressly exempted  from  the  operation  of  the  Ordinance.  It  is  hoped  that  future 
legislation  will  provide  for  the  under-grounding  of  these  power  circuits  or 
cause  their  diversion  to  adjacent  side  streets,  with  a  view  to  safe-guarding  life 
and  property  along  this  artery  of  traffic. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS    AND    REMARKS. 

I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  necessity  of  making  provision  within 
the  next  two  years  for  the  permanent  housing  of  this  department  in  a  fireproof 
building,  located,  preferably  in  some  central,  city  square  isolated  from  fire 
exposures  and  especially  designed  to  safeguard  that  very  important  adjunct 
of  the  Fire  Department — the  Central  Station  equipment  of  the  Fire  Signaling 
System.  The  Central  Fire  Alarm  Office,  Inspection  Bureau  and  Repair  Shop 
of  this  department  occupy  at  present  a  Class  "C"  structure  erected  by  the 
city  at  55  Fulton  street  on  a  lot  137x137  feet  leased  in  January,  1908,  for  a 
period  of  5  years,  in  which  is  installed  a  temporary,  combustible  Central  Office 
Switchboard.  The  new  building  should  be  provided  with  a  marble,  fire  alarm 
station  board,  completely  mounted  with  high-grade  instruments  for  the  handling 
of  alarms  of  fire  and  police  patrol  signals. 

In  sections  of  the  city  where  public  service  corporations  have  diverted  their 
wires  to  underground,  the  Department  of  Electricity  still  maintains  many  fire 
signal  circuits  supported  on  said  companies  poles  along  since  cleared  of  all 
other  wires,  and  is  also  on  many  streets  using  railroad  trolley  poles  on  which 
to  carry  fire  alarm  wires.  Sufficient  money  should  be  appropriated  for  the 
undergrounding  of  our  fire  alarm  wires  under  such  conditions,  in  order  that  the 
city  may  at  least  keep  pace  with  the  service  companies  in  clearing  the  streets 
of  aerial  construction. 

No  provision  has  yet  been  made  to  re-establish  that  portion  of  the  Police 
Telegraph  System  which  was  destroyed  in  1906,  except  the  substitution  of  com- 
mon telephones  in  wooden  boxes  placed  on  available  poles — and  unreliable  and 
cumbersome  means  of  communication  for  police  work  as  compared  with  the 
modern  type  of  police  patrol  box,  especially  in  the  handling  of  unruly  prison- 
ers. Our  annual  estimate  filed  in  April  included  an  item  of  $28,609.00  for 
new  circuits,  patrol  boxes  and  station  boards  in  8  districts  and  new  station 
equipment  and  boards  in  4  districts,  in  order  to  provide  a  complete  and  efficient 
police  signal  system,  and  its  is  to  be  regretted  that  no  appropriation  was  made 
in  whole  or  in  part  under  the  detailed  specifications  as  submitted. 

The  necessity  for  rapid  transportation  in  the  maintenance  of  the  fire  alarm 
system  is  imperative.  We  have  more  than  400  miles  of  over  head  wires  ex- 
tending from  North  Beach  to  the  county  line  and  from  the  ocean  to  the  bay 
and  the  movement  of  a  horse  and  wagon  to  the  points  of  trouble  in  this  area 
entails  great  loss  of  time,  frequently  two  hours  being  required  to  arrive  there. 
This  means  that  from  15  to  30  fire  alarm  boxes  are  out  of  service  during  that 
period  of  time  and  in  the  event  of  their  being  pulled  for  a  fire  no  response 
of  apparatus  would  ensue.  This  condition  could  be  overcome  by  the  purchase 
of  two  automobile  runabouts,  which  in  one  year  would  pay  for  themselves  in 
saving  of  horse  and  buggy  hire  now  accruing.  With  our  shop  equipment  and 
our  own  skilled  machinists,  the  repair  account  of  these  machines  would  be  little 
or  nothing. 

A  great  deal  of  the  400  miles  of  circuits  mentioned  consists  of  iron  wire 
installed  from  3  to  10  or  more  years  ago  and  is  in  a  poor  state  of  preserva- 
tion, necessitating  constant  repairs,  particularly  during  the  stormy  winter 
months.  All  of  this  construction,  where  it  is  impracticable  to  go  under  ground, 
should  be  renewed  with  aerial  copper  wire  of  adequate  quality  to  withstand 
the  injurious  action  to  which  iron  wire  is  exposed  in  this  climate. 

Concerning  the  interior  wiring  of  public  buildings,  it  has  been  demonstrated 
that  this  work  can  be  advantageously  carried  on  by  this  department  at  a  con- 
siderable saving  as  compared  with  awarding  same  to  contractors.  For  example, 
in  the  installation  by  this  department  of  service  wires  at  the  new  Corporation 
Yard  of  the  Fire  Department,  the  proposed  expenditure  to  contractors  of  $600.00 
was  avoided.  Jn  April,  we  took  over  the  interior  electrical  construction  of  the 
new  San  Francisco  Hospital,  material  being  furnished  by  the  Board  of  Public 
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"Works.  The  present  progress  of  this  work  indicates  with  certainty  that  a  con- 
siderable sum  of  money  which  would  have  been  expended  under  contracts  on  this 
installation  will  have  been  saved  to  the  city,  in  addition  to  which  the  highest 
typo  of  construction  is  assured. 

Referring  to  the  personnel  of  the  department,  I  am  pleased  to  state  that 
the  critical  engineers  of  the  National  Board  of  Underwriters,  who  have  just 
completed  an  exhaustive  study  and  investigation  of  this  service  in  its  several 
branches,  in  a  published  report  under  date  of  .July  1,  1910,  express  satisfac- 
tion with  the  management  of  the  department  and  with  the  efficiency  of  its  em- 
ployees. 

Tn  conclusion,  I  desire  to  commend  the  members  of  the  Department  of  Elec- 
tricity for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties  and  to  acknowledge  my  in- 
debtedness to  them  for  their  co-operation  and  assistance.

GENERAL  DIRECTIONS. 

Teachers'  Annual  Salaries  shall  be  paid  in  twelve  equal  installments,  one  in- 
stallment for  each  month  in  the  calendar  year. 

Salaries  of  newly  appointed  teachers  shall  commence  on  the  date  of  the  begin- 
ning of  actual  and  personal  service. 

In  classes  consisting  of  two  grades,  the  salary  of  the  higher  grade  will  be  paid 
when  the  average  attendance  in  the  higher  grade  equals  or  exceeds  two-fifths  of 
the  average  attendance  for  the  class;  provided,  that  when  the  average  attendance 
of  the  entire  class  is  less  than  forty,  the  salary  of  the  lower  grade  shall  be  paid. 

When  there  are  more  than  two  grades  in  a  class,  the  Board  will  determine 
the  salary  of  the  teacher. 

HIGH  SCHOOLS. 

No   person   shall   be   appointed  head   of   a   High    School   Department,    nor   after 
the   fiscal   year   1908-1909,   continued   in   that   position,   unless    such   person 
have  at  least  one  assistant  under  his  or  her  supervision. 


GRAMMAR  SCHOOLS. 

In  all  schools  consisting  of  more  than  four  classes,  the  minimum  average  daily 
attendance  per  primary  class,  exclusive  of  first  grades  and  classes  of  more  than 
two  grades,  shall  be  forty ;  and  the  minimum  average  daily  attendance  per 
grammar  class  shall  be  forty-five. 

A  vice-principal,  when  acting  in  the  capacity  of  principal,  shall  receive  the 
minimum  salary  scheduled  for  the  principal  whose  place  he  or  she  is  temporarily 
filling. 

Since  Sec.  1687  of  the  school  law  provides  that  "Beginners  shall  be  taught  by 
teachers  who  have  had  at  least  two  years'  experience  or  by  normal  school  gradu- 
ates," normal  school  graduates  who  have  successfully  completed  their  proba- 
tionary term  as  teachers  of  first  grade  classes  will  be  allowed  two  years'  expe- 
rience as  the  equivalent  of  their  normal  school  training. 

The  salary  for  teachers  of  ungraded  classes  in  the  Grammar  Schools  of  this  de- 
partment shall  be  the  same  as  paid  to  such  teachers  during  the  month  of  May, 
1909,  as  per  Pay  Roll. 


PARENTAL   SCHOOL. 

The  salary  of  the  principal  of  the  Parental  School  is  hereby  fixed  at  $1,440 
per  year. 

Assistants  in  the  Parental  School  shall  be  paid  the  same  salaries  during  the 
fiscal  year  1909-1910  as  were  paid  for  the  month  of  May,  1909,  as  per  Pay  Roll. 
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YARD   ASSISTANTS. 

In  Primary  Schools  having  an  average  daily  attendance  of  500  or  over,  the 
principal  may  name  for  the  approval  of  the  Board,  an  assistant  to  perform  yard 
duty,  who  shall  be  paid  therefor  ten  dollars  per  month  in  addition  to  her  reg- 
ular salary. 

Five  ($5.00)  dollars  additional,  per  month,  shall  be  paid  to  regular  teachers 
in  Primary  and  Grammar  Schools  holding  special  certificates  in  Music,  and 
teaching  Singing;  provided,  however,  that  such  teachers  shall  be  required  to 
teach,  as  far  as  practicable,  every  class  in  the  school,  in  this  subject 

No  teacher  shall  be  paid  any  salary  for  the  Christmas  or  Spring  vacation, 
unless  such  teacher  shall  have  been  present  for  at  least  twenty  school  days  of 
the  period  preceding  the  vacation. 

Teachers  shall  be  paid  one-tenth  of  the  salary  of  the  Summer  vacation,  for 
each  school  month  of  the  preceding  fiscal  year  during  which  they  shall  have 
been  present.

NOTE:  The  meal  record  not 
being  discoverable  in  the  office, 
and  that,  in  a  constantly  shifting 
population  such  as  ours  being  the 
safest  index  to  the  daily  and  aver- 
age attendance,  I  cannot  rightly 
compute  the  average  cost  per  cap- 
ita per  diem. 


Total    1,670        $8,962.87 

Ages  of  children  range  from  infancy  to  eighteen  years. 

Sex   of  children,  both  male  and  female. 

Social  and  moral  condition  of  those  received;  delinquent,  dependent,  truant, 
stranded,  strayed,  abandoned,  unmanageable  at  home,  etc. 

Physical  condition  of  those  received;  usually  dilapidated  or  lacking  as  to 
clothing,  unclean  of  persons,  and  often  possessed  of  bodily  ills  ranging  from 
minor  to  extremely  infectuous  diseases.  In  all  cases  we  aim  to  cleanse,  clothe, 
and  heal  before  their  disposal. 

Condition  of  Home  •  In  very  poor  repair  and  most  inadequate  in  facilities 
and  equipment.  The  compulsory  confinement  together,  and  the  free  mingling 
and  contact  of  children  of  all  ages  and  conditions,  without  the  possibility  for 
segregation — even  for  effective  separation  of  sexes  is  a  condition  which  calls 
most  urgently  for  remedy. 

The  Home  Hygienic  Conditions:  The  bathing,  toilet,  and  clinical  provisions 
are  most  insufficient  and  crude.  One  bathtub  and  toilet  each  for  boys  and  girls: 
one  ordinary  thirty  gallon  kitchen  boiler  to  supply  hot  water  for  all  domestic 
purposes  as  well  as  for  bathing  and  scrubbing.  Other  health  requirements  are 
equally  short  of  meeting  the  actual  needs  of  the  establishment. 

Medical  Attendance:  The  fact  that  children  sent  from  here  to  homes,  fam- 
ilies, or  institutions  go  in  fairly  well  and  clean  condition:  and  the  further  fact 
that  there  are  as  yet  recorded  no  deaths  or  epidemics,  would  seem  under  the 
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circumstances  to  speak  very  highly  of  the  medical  and  supervisory  attention 
given  by  doctors  and  officials. 

Education:  The  divergent  characteristics  of  the  inmates;  the  constant 
shifting,  the  uncertain  and  indefinite  period  of  residence,  make  a  fixed  educa- 
tional program  unpractical.  Boys  of  school  age  however  are  taken  to  the  Par- 
ental school,  and  the  girls  receive  some  ideas  in  domestics  work  and  sewing 
under  the  guidance  of  the  Matron  and  volunteers  from  the  Ladies  Auxiliary  to 
the  Juvenile  Court. 

Religion:  Being  public  and  non-sectarian,  no  religious  forms  are  practiced 
— none  likewise  are  interfered  with  in  their  personal  observance,  and  every  pos- 
sible aid  is  extended  to  encourage  each  in  his  parental  faith.

1.  In   the   absence   of  the   President,    the   Clerk,    on    the    appearance    of   ten 
members,    shall    call    the    Board    to    order,    when    a    President    pro    tern,    shall    be 
appointed  by  the  Board  for  that  meeting,   or  until  the  appearance  of  the  Presi- 
dent. 

2.  Whenever  it   shall  be  moved   and   carried  that   the   Board  go   into   Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole,  the  President  shall  leave  the  chair  and  the  members  shall 
appoint   a   chairman   of  the   Committee   of   the  Whole,   who    shall  report   the   pro- 
ceedings of  said  Committee. 

3.  The    rules    of    the    Board    shall    be    observed    in    the    Committee    of    the 
Whole,    except  the  rules   regulating   a    call    for    ayes    and   nays   and   limiting    the 
time   of    speaking. 

4.  A  motion,   in  Committee  of  the  Whole,   to  rise  and  report  the  question, 
shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

5.  The   Clerk   shall   have    clips,   upon  which   shall   be   kept    all    Bills,    Ordi- 
nances,   Resolutions   and   Reports   to   be   acted   upon   by   the   Board,    except   those 
not  reported  upon  by   a   committee. 
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6.  A  resolution   or  a  bill   shall   not   be   submitted  to   the   Board   for   action 
until  it  shall  have  been  referred  to  and  acted  upon  by  a  committee  of  the  Board. 

7.  The  Order  of  Business,  which  shall  not  be  departed  from  except  by  the 
consent  of  ten  members,  shall  be  as  follows: 

1st — Calling  the  Roll. 

2nd — Reading  the  Journal. 

3rd — Roll    Call    for   Petitions    from   Members. 

4th — Presentation   of  Petitions  filed  with   the   Board. 

oth — Communications  and  Reports  from  City  and  County  Officers. 

6th — Reports  of   Committees,    except   Finance   Committee. 

7th — Presentation  of   Proposals. 

8th — Unfinished   Business. 

9th — Presentation  of  Bills  and  Accounts. 
10th — Report   of  Finance   Committee. 

llth — Bills,    Ordinances,    Motions  or  Resolutions    (Xew  Business). 
12th — Roll    Call    for   introduction    of  Resolutions,    Bills    and   Ordinances   not 
considered  or  reported  on  by  a  Committee. 

8.  No   person    other   than    a   member   or   an    ex-Mayor   shall   be    allowed    to 
address    the   Board   on    any   matter   that    may   be    before    it.    without    the    consent 
of  a  majority  of  the  members  present,   nor  to   speak   to  or  in  any  way  interfere 
with   a   member  while   in   his   seat   or  on    the   floor  of   the   chambers.      When   the 
privilege  of  the  floor  is   extended   to  persons  other  than  members  of  the  Board 
the  address  of  such  persons   shall  be  limited  to  a  period  of  not  more  than  five 
minutes  and  not  more  -than  three  proponents  or  three  opponents  of  any  question 
or  matter  pending  before  the  Board  shall  be  heard  on  the  subject. 

9.  If  any  question  under  debate  contains  several  points,  any   member  may 
have  the  points  segregated  and  acted  upon  separately. 

10.  When  any  question  has  been  put  and  decided,  any  member  who  voted 
with   the   prevailing   side   may   move   its   reconsideration,    but   no   motion   for   the 
reconsideration  of  any  question  shall  be  made  after  the  Bill,  Ordinance  or  Reso- 
lution voted  on  shall  have  gone  out  of  the  possession  of  the  Board.     A  question 
shall  be  reconsidered   only  at  the  meeting  at  which  the  vote  thereon  was  taken, 
or   at  the   next   succeeding  meeting:    provided,    notice   of   intention   to   reconsider 
shall   have  been   given   at    the   meeting  at   which   said   vote   was   taken;    provided 
further,  that  when  a  Bill  is  put  upon  its  final  passage,  and  fails  to  pass,  a  motion 
to   reconsider   shall   be    voted  on   only    at   the   meeting   next    occurring,    after   the 
expiration   of  twenty-four  hours   after  the   adjournment  of  the  meeting  at  which 
said  question  was  voted  on.     Only  such  questions  are  subject  to  reconsideration 
which   result    in    the    defeat    or    passage    of    a    Bill,    Ordinance    or   Resolution    or 
amendment  thereto,  and  no  such  question  shall  be  reconsidered  more  than  once; 
provided,   however,    that    any   member  who   voted   with    the    prevailing   side   may, 
upon   notice  of  intention   to  reconsider  given   by   any    other  member  voting  with 
that   side,   move  the  reconsideration   of  the   question. 

11.  A  motion  to  refer  or  lay  on  the  table  until  decided  shall  preclude   all 
amendments  to  the  main  question.     A  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  or  to  postpone 
indefinitely  shall  require  a  majority  vote  of  all  the  members  of  the  Board. 

12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  issue  such  certificates  as  may  be 
required  by   Ordinances  or  Resolutions,    and  transmit  copies   of   said  Ordinances 
or  Resolutions,  to  the  various  departments  affected  thereby. 

13.  All   accounts   and  bills  presented   shall   be  referred   to   the    appropriate 
committee  and  acted  upon  by  said  committee  and  the  Finance  Committee  before 
action  is  taken  by  the  Board. 
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14.  The    President    shall    preserve    order    and    decorum    and    shall    decide 
questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Board. 

15.  A  member,   before  speaking,   shall   rise   from  his   seat   and   address   the 
President.      No  motion  shall  be   in  order  if  made   while   the   mover  is   seated   or 
out  of  his  place. 

16.  When    several    members    rise    at    the    same    time,    the    President    shall 
designate    the    member   entitled    to    the    floor. 

17.  No  member   shall   speak  to   the   same   question  oftener   than   once   until 
all  other  members  desiring  to   speak   shall  have   spoken,   nor  oftener   than  twice 
without  the   consent  of  the   Board,   nor  for  more   than   five  minutes   without    the 
permission  of  the  President;   provided,  however,   the   author  of  the  Bill,   Motion, 
Ordinance  or  Resolution  shall  have  the  right  to  close  the  debate  thereon. 

18.  A  motion  shall  not  be  put  or  debated  until  seconded.     When  seconded 
it  shall  be  stated  by  the  Chairman  before   debate  and  shall  be  reduced  to  writ- 
ing upon  the  request  of  the  President  or  any  member. 

19.  After  a  motion  has  been   stated  by   the  President,    it  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  in   the  possession  of   the   Board,   but   it  may   be   withdrawn  by   the   mover 
thereof,  with  the  assent  of  the  second,  before  it  is  acted  upon. 

20.  Upon   a   call   of  the   Board   the  names  of  the   members   shall   be   called 
over  by    the   Clerk,    and   the    absentees   noted.      Those    for  whom    no    excuses    or 
insufficient  excuses  are  made  may,   by   order  of  those   present,   be    sent   for   and 
be  brought  to  the  chambers  of  the  Board  by  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  or  by  special 
messengers  appointed  for  the  purpose.      Proceedings  under  the  call  may  be  dis- 
pensed with  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  members  present. 

21.  When    a    question    is    under   debate,    no    motion    shall    be    entertained, 
except : 

1st — To   adjourn. 

2nd— Call  of  the  Board. 

3rd — To  lay  on  the  table. 

4th — The  previous  question. 

5th — To  postpone  to  a  day  certain. 

6th — To  commit  or  amend. 

7th — To  postpone  indefinitely. 

which    several    motions    shall    have    precedence    in    the    order    in    which    they    are 
arranged. 

22.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

23.  The    previous    question    until    decided    shall    preclude    all    amendments 
to  and  debate  on  the  main  question,  and  be  put  in  this  form:      "Shall  the  main 
question    be    now   put?"      It    shall   be    carried   by    a    majority    vote    of    all    the 
members. 

24.  Every  member  present  when  a  question  is  put  shall  vote  for  or  against 
it,  unless  the  Board  shall  excuse  him  from  voting,   or  unless  he  is  interested  in 
the  question.     But  no  member  shall  be  permitted  to  vote  upon  a  division  unless 
present  when  his  name  is  called  in  the  regular  order. 

25.  A    member   called   to    order    for   unparliamentary    conduct    or    language 
shall   immediately  take  his  seat,   and  the  Board,   if   appealed  to,    shall   decide   on 
the   case,  but  without  debate.      If  there  be  no   appeal   the   decision   of   the   Chair 
shall  be  final.     The  question  upon  such  appeal  shall  be:      "Shall  the  decision  of 
the  Chair  stand  as  the  decision  of  the  Board?" 
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26.  After    the    Board   has    acted,    the    names    of    those   who    voted    for    and 
those  who  voted  against  the  question  shall  be  entered  upon  the  Journal,  not  only 
in  cases  required  by  law.  but  when  any  member  may  require  it:  and  on  all  Bills, 
Ordinances  and  Resolutions  on  final  passage   the   ayes   and  nays   shall  be   called 
by  the  Clerk  and  recorded. 

27.  All  appointments  of  officers  and  employees  shall  be  made  by  a  majority 
of  the  members  of  the  Board. 

28.  No   member  shall  leave   the   Board   during   its    session   without   permis- 
sion from  the  President. 

29.  All    committees    shall    be    appointed    by    the    Board,    unless    otherwise 
ordered  by  the  Board.     Committees  shall  report  on  any  subject  referred  to  them 
by  the   Board   a   statement   of   facts   and  also   their  recommendations   thereon,   in 
writing;    and  no   report   shall  be  received   unless   it  be   signed  by   a   majority    of 
the   committee.     "Whenever  a  committee  recommends  that   a  contract  be  awarded 
to    any    one    other    than    the    lowest    bidder    thereon,    said    committee    shall    state 
specifically  in  its  report  its  reasons  for  such  recommendation.     Unless  otherwise 
ordered,  a  committee  shall  report  upon  all  subjects  referred  to  it  within  thirty 
days  thereafter. 

30.  The   Clerk   shall  prepare   and   cause   to   be  printed   and   placed  on   the 
desks  of  the  members  on  days  of  meeting,  and  immediately  before  such  meeting, 
a  calendar  of  matters  to  be  presented  to  the  Board  at  said  meeting.     Every  peti- 
tion or  other  written  instrument  intended  to  be  presented  to  the  Board  must  be 
delivered  to  the  Clerk  not  later  than  12  o'clock  noon  on  Saturday,  or  on  the  day 
preceding    the    meeting:    only    the    endorsement    of    such    petition    or    instrument 
shall   be   read   by   the   Clerk;    provided,    however,    that   upon   the   request   of   the 
President  or  of  any  member,  its  contents  shall  be  read  in  full. 

31.  Upon    adjournment    the   members   of    the    Board    shall    not    leave    their 
places  until  the  President  leaves  the  chair. 

32.  Ten  members   shall    constitute   a   quorum   to   transact   business,   and   no 
Bill,    Ordinance,    Resolution   or   amendment    thereto    shall    pass   without    the    con- 
currence of  at  least  that  number  of  members;  but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn 
from  day  to  day. 

33.  Except   when   otherwise   provided  by   these   rules,    the   Charter  or   law, 
a  majority  vote  of  the  members  present   shall   be   necessary   for  the   adoption   of 
any   motion. 

34.  On  any  questions  or  points  of  order  not   embraced  in   these  rules,   the 
Board  shall  be  governed  by  the  rules  contained  in  Cushing's  Manual. 

35.  It  shall  require  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  the  members  of  the   Board  to 
amend,   suspend  or  repeal  any  of  these  rules. 

36.  In  calling  the  roll  the  Clerk  shall  call  only  the  surnames  of  the  mem- 
bers, prefixing  the  word  Supervisors  to  the  surname  of  the  Supervisor  first  called. 

37.  No    smoking    shall    be   permitted    in    the    chambers    of    the    Supervisors 
during  the  sessions  of   the   Board. 

38.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  requests  and  instructions  directed 
by   the    Board  of   Supervisors   to   any   officer  or  Board  of   the   City    and   County, 
and   the   action   thereon   of   such   officer  or   Board.      The   record   of  such   request 
and   instructions,    until   acted   upon   by   such   officer  or   Board,    shall   be   read   by 
the  Clerk  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 
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39.  The  Journal  of  Proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  required  to 
be  kept  by  the  Clerk  by  Section  4  of  Chapter  1  of  Article  II  of  the  Charter, 
shall  be  printed  by  said  Clerk  in  convenient  form,  and  when  so  printed  and  ap- 
proved such  printed  journal  and  copies  thereof  shall  be  deemed  the  official 
Journal  of  the  proceedings  of  this  Board.

Mayor's  Inaugural  Address 


At  the  induction  into  office  of  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Supervisors  on 
January  8,  1910,  His  Honor,  Mayor  P.  H.  McCarthy  delivered  the  following 
inaugural  address: 

Gentlemen  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors: — The  people  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  have  seen  fit  to  place  in  our  hands  the  administration 
of  the  affairs  of  our  city.  It  now  becomes  our  solemn  and  sworn  duty  to  act 
with  that  degree  of  care  and  caution  as  will  show  to  the  people  the  wisdom  of 
their  action.  Let  us  at  all  times,  during  our  incumbency,  remember  the  fact 
that  the  duties  which  we  are  to  perform  are  not  only  those  committed  to  our 
care  by  a  confiding  public,  but  such  duties  and  the  manner  in  which  they  are 
performed  transcend  the  immediate  environment  of  municipal  significance  and 
extend  in  the  matter  of  reputation  to  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth,  to  all 
countries  and  their  people,  whose  eyes  are  now  upon  us  and  whose  future 
social  and  business  intercourse  with  us  will  be  more  or  less  affected  by  the 
manner  in  which  we  give  an  account  of  ourselves. 

The  people  have  expressed  their  unbounded  confidence  in  our  ability  and 
integrity,  therefore  let  us  see  to  it  that  our  efforts  shall  shine  forth  with  a  bril- 
liancy of  thought  and  action  which  will  bring  to  our  beloved  city  of  San  Fran- 
cisco the  enconiums  of  the  people  of  the  world. 

At  this  time  I  desire  to  extend  my  deepest  and  most  sincere  appreciation 
and  thanks  in  behalf  of  the  newly  elected  officials  and  myself,  to  the  people 
of  San  Francisco,  who  have  thus  honored  us,  and  to  say  to  them  that  the  con- 
fidence reposed  in  us  shall  be  answered  by  an  administration  which  will  challenge 
the  admiration  of  the  most  skeptical. 

NEW   ERA. 

Never  in  the  history  of  San  Francisco  have  officials  been  inducted  to 
office  under  circumstances  more  propitious  for  tremendous  results.  Our  city 
has  passed  through  a  most  trying  situation,  one  during  which  the  very  heart 
of  progress  has  been  severely  attacked  and  the  *social  and  commercial  condi- 
tions affecting  our  citizenship  most  violently  disturbed.  But  the  darkness  en- 
shrouding our  activity  and  advancement  has  broken  and  the  dawn  of  a  new 
and  enduring  era  of  prosperity  is  at  hand. 

A  new  and  better  atmosphere  pervades  our  business  and  industrial  life. 
Pessimism  has  yielded  to  optimism  and  there  is  now  present  among  our  citizens 
that  desire  for  unity  of  thought  and  action  which  bespeaks  a  bigger  and  bet- 
ter San  Francisco  and  a  happier  and  more  contented  people. 

When  we  gaze  about  us  and  observe  the  new  and  beautiful  city  which  less 
than  four  years  ago,  by  the  act  of  God,  was  made  a  barren  and  desolate  waste, 
it  fills  us  with  pride  that  we  are  San  Franciscans;  that  no  emergency,  however 
great,  is  beyond  the  fortitude,  thrift  and  determination  of  our  citizens. 

The  energies  which  have  builded  greater  than  ever,  the  confidence  which 
has  underlaid  that  rehabilitation,  the  strength  and  courage  which  have  abided 
that  reconstruction  are  the  assets  of  inestimable  value  which,  when  concen- 
trated, unified  and  properly  directed,  will  bring  to  our  city  and  her  people 
achievements  and  accomplishments  unprecedented  in  the  world's  history. 

It  therefore  lies  with  us,  who  have  been  chosen  to  conduct  the  affairs  of 
this  city,  to  show  ourselves  equal  to  the  task  imposed  upon  us. 
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From  you,  the  legislative  branch  of  the  government  of  our  city,  I  expect 
great  things.  The  majority  of  your  members  spring  from  the  ranks  of  plain 
people.  You  are  among  the  flower  of  those  with  whom  you  have  associated  in 
the  great  work  of  ennobling  and  uplifting  mankind  and  shaping  the  thought  and 
personal  action  of  your  fellowmen  into  the  best  citizenship.  Let  that  work  now 
continue  in  a  different  sphere  and  may  you  accomplish  for  all  the  people  that 
same  measure  o/  benefit  that  you  have  brought  to  your  own.  The  minority  of 
your  members  are  those  whose  activities  have  been  directed  in  different  lines, 
none  the  less  important  nor  dignified,  each  pursuing  in  his  particular  way  that 
which  to  him  seemed  the  best  and  most  expedient. 

Let  your  deliberation  be  characterized  by  sincerity  of  thought  and  a  deter- 
mination to  do  for  our  city  the  best  that  human  endeavor  can  accomplish.  Let 
your  debates  be  open  and  honest.  Let  the  complex  and  perplexing  questions 
with  which  it  shall  be  your  duty  to  cope  receive  the  most  open  and  fullest  ex- 
pression within  the  legislative  halls  in  order  that  the  people  may  be  given  the 
fullest  opportunity  to  learn  and  know  that  which  is  being  done  by  their  serv- 
ants, in  behalf  of  the  welfare  of  our  city. 

As  your  executive,  I  shall  accord  to  you,  and  I  shall  expect  from  you, 
the  fullest  and  heartiest  co-operation  in  all  matters  affecting  the  body  politic. 
It  shall  be  my  pleasure  from  time  to  time  to  make  such  recommendations  and 
offer  such  suggestions  as  to  my  mind  shall  seem  necessary  for  the  proper  con- 
duct of  our  municipal  affairs  and  the  upbuilding  and  improvement  of  our  city. 

INDUSTRIAL  PEACE. 

In  various  elements  of  society  the  false  and  absurd  impression  has  found 
expression  that  an  advent  of  a  labor  administration  would  presage  industrial 
disturbance  and  turmoil.  To  those  who  have  so  unhapply  analyzed  the  situa- 
tion, let  it  be  known  that  the  great  organizations  of  which  many  of  us  are 
representatives,  stand  for  industrial  peace,  that  the  citizenship  composing  those 
organizations  is  of  that  character  that  civic  pride  so  far  predominates  any  con- 
dition which  might  result  from  selfish  ambition  that  an  abuse  of  power  in  this 
respect  is  absolutely  absurd. 

Organized  labor  has  been  placed  upon  its  honor  and  organized  labor  in 
return  will  show  to  the  world  that  it  comprises  that  depth  of  feeling  in  the 
premises  that  stands  for  the  cleanest,  purest,  best  and  most  peaceful  civic 
government  to  be  found  anywhere. 

Organized  labor  stands  for  peace  with  its  resultant  benefits,  and  the  more 
harmonious  its  relations  with*  capital  the  more  beneficial  and  advantageous  its 
position  and  status.  It  stands  for  just  and  equitable  treatment  to  all  con- 
cerned and  the  reasonable  adjustment  of  all  controversies,  and  unless  strife 
is  precipitated  by  the  opponents  of  organized  labor  for  political  reasons,  peace 
must  and  shall  obtain. 

Should  the  occasion  arise  when  any  threatened  disturbance  shall  menace 
the  peaceful  aspect  of  our  industrial  life,  the  cause  shall  be  immediately  in- 
vestigated and  the  power  of  the  administration  shall  be  brought  to  bear  to 
stop  such  action  and  to  discover  to  the  people  those  who  may  be  guilty  of  such 
uncitizenlike  conduct. 

MONEY    ILLEGALLY    DRAWN    AND    PAID. 

I  desire  to  call  the  attention,  gentlemen  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  to 
certain  infractions  of  the  law  which  have  been  practiced  by  preceding  adminis- 
trations. To  you  the  people  look  for  an  economical  and  just  administration  of 
affairs  upon  strictly  legitimate  business  lines.  Our  organic  law  contains  pro- 
visions governing  the  handling  of  public  funds.  These  provisions  in  certain 
cases  have  been  absolutely  ignored  and  large  sums  of  money  have  been  illegally 
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drawn  from  and  paid  by  our  Treasury.  Political  obligations  have  been  satisfied 
by  the  illegal  creation  of  positions  and  the  illegal  disbursement  of  public  funds 
in  the  payment  of  improperly  authorized  salaries  and  other  expenditures.  In 
the  near  future,  I  shall  submit  to  your  honorable  body  a  detailed  list  of  the 
before-mentioned  illegal  payments  with  the  recommendation  that  steps  be  taken 
which  will  secure  the  restitution  to  the  Treasury  of  such  illegally  drawn  funds. 

AUTOMOBILES. 

It  is  true  that  in  some  matters,  because  of  the  uniformity  with  which  laws 
are  made  and  administered,  it  is  impossible  to  conduct  public  affairs  as  econom- 
ically as  a  private  business  can  be  managed.  It  is  also  true  that  in  the  con- 
duct of  governmental  affairs  there  is  a  lack  of  economy  and  care  exercised  which 
would  obtain  in  a  well  and  prudently  managed  private  business. 

Many  extravagancies  are  indulged  in  by  officials,  who,  in  private  life  would 
refrain  from  such  expenditure,  merely  because  it  is  the  disbursement  of  public 
money  contributed  by  the  great  body  of  taxpayers  who  are  obliged  to  pay  the 
bills  without  the  power  to  stop  the  expenditure. 

The  extravagant  use  of  automobiles  by  certain  departments  is  a  wanton 
waste  of  public  money,  costing,  as  it  has  in  the  past,  many  thousands  of  dollars 
annually. 

If  this  money  was  devoted  to  the  improvement  of  our  streets  in  many 
places  the  wagons  of  the  merchants  and  the  automobiles  of  our  wealthier  citi- 
zens would  fare  better  and  endure  longer. 

I  am  not  unmindful  of  the  fact  that  the  Police,  Fire  and  Health  Depart- 
ments are  in  need  of  rapid  transportation  and  therefore  I  do  not  refer  to  these 
particular  departments  futher  than  to  recommend  that  the  equipment  for  these 
department  be  at  all  times  kept  at  the  highest  standard  of  excellence. 

PUBLIC  ACCOUNTING. 

It  is  an  undisputed  fact  that  our  system  of  municipal  accounting  is  not  only 
obsolete  but  absolutely  impractical  and  unbusinesslike,  a  system  which  would 
not  be  tolerated  for  one  moment  in  an  ordinary  business  establishment  of  our 
city.  I  challenge  any  citizen  or  taxpayer  in  this  city  today  to  obtain  from  our 
municipal  department  a  complete  and  comprehensive  statement  of  the  sales, 
expenditures,  contracts  and  obligations  under  our  several  bond  issues;  beyond 
this  in  the  receipt  of  fees  and  revenues  of  the  various  departments  there  is  no 
modern  system  of  accounting  which  affords  any  proper  check  upon  the  financial 
transactions  of  our  municipal  employes.  The  revenues  of  our  city  are  therefore 
largely  dependent  upon  the  competency  and  integrity  of  those  employed. 

I  would  therefore  recommend  the  inauguration  of  a  municipal  system  of 
accounting  which  will  absolutely  protect  the  municipality  in  this  important  par- 
ticular. Until  such  a  system  can  be  adopted,  I  would  recommend  that  your 
honorable  body  take  such  action  as  will  require  all  special  deposits  funds  to  be 
handled  through  the  Auditor's  office  in  conjunction  with  the  Treasury,  as  the 
recent  scandals  seem  to  point  to  the  fact  that  such  defalcations,  or  shortages, 
I  believe  now  amounting  to  $90.000,  have  occurred  in  the  handling  of  funds 
-with  which  the  Auditor  has  had  nothing  to  do. 

PUBLIC    OFFICE    AND    PRIVATE    ENTERPRISES. 

No  small  amount  of  criticism  has  arisen  in  the  past  over  the  use  of  public 
office  to  promote  private  enterprise.  Many  of  our  citizens  engaged  in  mer- 
cantile pursuits  have  been  coerced  into  patronizing  certain  persons  or  firms 
through  fear  of  gaining  governmental  disfavor. 
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Legitimate  business  must  and  shall  be  protected  in  the  free  and  unre- 
stricted choice  of  trade  relations  and  any  attempt  on  the  part  of  any  elected 
or  appointed  official  to  force  or  influence  an  undesired  business  relation  will  be 
immediately  and  summarily  dealt  with. 

RELAXATION   OF  TOO    STRINGENT   MEASURES. 

Any  business  conducted  under  municipal  or  U.  S.  Governmental  license, 
in  a  lawful  manner,  must  be  fostered  and  encouraged  by  this  administration. 
There  has  been  a  tendency  in  the  past  to  harass  and  injure  for  political  or  per- 
sonal reasons  many  of 'our  business  men  who  conduct  lawful  and  orderly  enter- 
prises. In  many  instances  our  ordinances  are  given  a  most  narrow  and  strict 
interpretation  for  the  purpose  of  punishing  the  political  shortcomings  of  cer- 
tain citizens,  or  for  the  purpose  of  satisfying  personal  greed  on  the  part  of 
those  in  authority.  Moreover,  unnecessary  and  too  strict  measures  have  been 
enacted  to  satisfy  the  unreasonable  desire  of  reformers  who  have  slight  or 
narrow  comprehension  of  the  fair  and  liberal  spirit  which  should  characterize 
the  government  of  a  metropolitan  city. 

San  Francisco  is  a  metropolitan  city,  destined  to  be  one  of  the  greatest 
cities  in  the  world,  with  a  cosmopolitan  population  peculiarly  its  own.  It  is  a 
city  of  pleasure  lovers  and  pleasure  seekers  who  desire  freedom  of  action  within 
decently  defined  limits. 

Our  ordinances  should  be  so  amended  and  our  laws  so  enforced  that  not 
only  shall  those  engaged  in  legitimate  pursuits  have  reasonable  liberties  and  free- 
dom of  action,  but  those  who  seek  our  city  for  pleasures  which  it  may  afford 
should  be  guaranteed  safe  conduct  and  personal  protection  while  they  are  our 
guests  and  bring  to  us  millions  of  dollars  which  they  spend  in  return  for  the 
pleasure  had. 

During  the  recent  campaign  the  opponents  of  many  of  the  incoming  offi- 
cials predicted  that,  with  the  ascension  to  power  of  the  incoming  administration, 
the  moral  atmosphere  of  our  city  would  be  degraded  and  that  a  "wide  open" 
town,  shocking  to  the  moral  sensibilities  of  our  citizens  would  obtain. 

In  order  that  there  may  be  no  mistaken  impression  upon  the  part  of  our 
citizens  regarding  this  very  important  matter,  I  desire  to  place  before  you 
gentlemen  and  the  public  at  large  the  present  status  of  our  city  with  relation 
to  conditions  for  which  the  outgoing  administration  is  responsible  and  in  order 
that  this  unenviable  heritage  may  not  be  said  to  be  fathered  by  the  incoming 
administration. 

I  have  no  hesitancy  in  saying  that  so  far  as  lawlessness  and  the  harboring 
of  undesirable  persons  is  concerned  the  city  today  compares  favorably  with 
its  darkest  days  of  lawlessness  in  the  past. 

Our  resident  citizens  have  been  harassed  and  handicapped  by  the  en- 
forcement of  stringent  measures,  while  on  the  other  hand  suspicious  char- 
acters from  without,  who  have  no  interests  in  common  with  us,  are  not  a  part 
of  us,  hold  no  property  and  pay  no  tax  to  help  support  our  city,  are  given  an 
asylum  and  permitted  to  pursue  their  questionable  callings  without  interfer 
ence  on  the  part  of  the  last  so-called  Good  Government  administration.  1».

SURE-THING    OPERATORS. 

A  ''sure  thing"  game  ran  at  No.  82  Market  street,  up  to  December  11, 
1909 :  closed  on  account  of  falling  out  with  their  steerers  to  whom  they  re- 
fused to  pay  45  per  cent,  which  is  the  regular  amount  paid  to  steerers. 
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"Sure  thing"  game  at  the  present  time  at  787  Market  street,  rooms  17 
and  18.  They  have  at  least  fifteen  steerers  on  the  street  Avorking  for  them. 

"Sure  thing"  faro  game  at  the  northwest  corner  of  Fillmore  and  Golden 
Gate  avenue.  Steerers  around  who  bring  customers  upstairs. 

Penny  Arcade,  61  Market  street;   also  run  "sure  thing"   game  in  back. 

Penny  Arcade,  777  Market  street;  occasionally  "sure  thing"  game  in 
back. 

There  is  a  "sure  thing"  roulette  wheel  in  the  Hotel  Stanford,  Kearny 
and  Bush  streets,  operated  only  when  a  good  customer  shows  up. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  there  are  numbers  of  other  places  not  herein 
mentioned  where  unlawful  practices  are  in  operation  without  fear  of  molesta- 
tion on  the  part  of  the  authorities  of  the  past  "good  government"  adminis- 
tration. 

CHINESE. 

No  class  of  our  citizens  appreciate  more  clearly  than  do  our  wholesale 
merchants  the  value,  in  a  commercial  way,  of  that  great  body  of  foreign  resi- 
dents located  in  the  Chinese  quarter  of  our  city. 

The  Chinese  are  among  the  largest  purchasers  and  patrons  of  our  mer- 
chants, and  the  import,  export  and  local  trade  carried  on  by  them  is  one  of  the 
most  important  and  cherished  commercial  assets. 

Prior  to  the  fire  which  destroyed  the  Chinese  quarter  our  merchants  en- 
joyed this  trade.  Subsequent  thereto  the  transbay  cities  acquired  it  and  have- 
since  offered  to  the  Chinese  every  inducement  to  remain  with  them. 

The  Chinese  prefer  their  old  quarters  in  our  city  and  wish  to  live  there, 
but  our  authorities  have  made  it  so  unpleasant  by  the  enforcement  of  unreason- 
able regulations  that  they  have  remained  away  and  would  not  return  under  the 
past  regime. 

The  Chinese  have  pleasures  and  pastimes  peculiar  to  themselves,  which  are- 
enjoyed  exclusively  by  themselves,  and  they  prefer  to  be  alone  and  to  be  let 
alone.  The  Chinese  have  just  as  much  right  to  enjoy  their  exclusive  pleasures- 
in  their  different  clubs  as  have  our  white  citizens  in  their  exclusive  clubs. 

Therefore,  I  propose  to  offer  every  inducement  to  bring  back  to  our  city 
those  former  residents  who  have  left  us  because  of  more  liberal  treatment  in 
other  cities  of  our  State.  I  propose  to  extend  to  them  the  most  liberal  treat- 
ment within  the  law,  and  to  permit  them  as  much  freedom  as  others  enjoy 
without  discrimination,  and  to  hold  them  free  from  molestation  and  harassment 
so  long  as  they  live  within  the  law  and  do  not  commit  breaches  of  the  peace. 

I  believe  in  a  freedom  of  action  within  the  law,  that  the  poor  man  is 
just  as  much  entitled  to  his  legitimate  pleasures  and  pastimes  within  the  law 
as  is  the  rich  man,  and  to  that  end  I  shall  use  my  endeavors,  with  your  co- 
operation, to  see  to  it  that  all  legitimate  enterprises  shall  be  conducted  without 
interference  or  harassment,  but  I  shall  not  tolerate  nor  permit  any  department 
under  my  control  or  supervision  to  tolerate  the  operation  of  unlawful  enter- 
pises,  no  matter  by  whom  the  same  may  be  conducted.  Nor  shall  I  permit 
the  odium  resulting  from  the  present  immoral  atmosphere  surrounding  the 
outgoing  administration  to  be  visited  upon  and  made  chargeable  to  the  incom- 
ing administration. 

DISTRICT    ATTORNEY. 

I  am  in  deep  accord  with  the  sentiment  that  the  officials  of  the  incoming 
administration  possess  all  the  characteristics,  such  as  energy,  ability,  and  in- 
tegrity, to  make  this  administration  the  best  that  our  city  has  ever  had.  At  the 
same  time  I  am  mindful  of  the  fact  that  temptations  and  all  manner  of 
schemes  will  be  concocted  by  those  who  have  corrupt  motives  to  subserve,  or 
those  who  wish  to  discredit  the  incoming  administration,  for  political  reasons-

I  would,  therefore,  in  order  to  obviate  any  unhappy  condition  that  might  arise, 
rermnmend  that  the  District  Attorney  detail  the  members  of  his  department, 
during  the  hours  that  they  are  not  otherwise  employed,  to  be  present  at  the 
meetings  of  the  various  Boards,  Commissions  and  Departments,  in  order  that 
it  may  be  known  that  "weaving  spiders"  will  be  carefully  watched. 

HOSPITAL   AND   EQUIPMENT    GENERALLY. 

Through  laxity  in  our  hospital  service  and  the  equipment  of  the  same,  many 
unfortunates  have  been  made  to  suffer  serious  consequences  from  accidents, 
which,  if  they  had  been  immediately  and  properly  treated,  would  have  been 
preserved  in  life  and  limb. 

The  hospital  service  should  receive  the  most  careful  attention,  particularly 
the  hospitals  which  are  located  in  the  outlying  sections.  They  should  not  only 
have  competent  surgeons  within  immediate  call,  but  should  be  so  equipped  at 
all  times  that  emergency  cases  can  be  expeditiously  and  properly  handled.  Many 
accidents  have  occurred  in  the  vicinity  of  Golden  Gate  Park  wherein  life  or 
limbs  could  have  been  saved  had  proper  attendance  been  available  immediately. 
I  therefore  most  strongly  recommend  that  this  matter  receive  your  early  atten- 
tion. 

POLICE  DEPARTMENT. 

This  important  department  must  be  kept  at  the  highest  standard  of  effi- 
ciency. The  reputation  of  our  city  is  more  dependent  upon  the  proper  adminis- 
tration of  this  department  than  any  other.  Visitors  and  tourists  who  sojourn 
with  us  must  receive  safe  conduct  and  be  secure  in  the  protection  of  their  lives 
and  property.  The  chapter  of  crime  which  has  been  evident  in  this  city  for 
sometime  past  must  be  stopped.  Holdups  and  thuggery  must  be  reduced  to  a 
minimum  in  comparison  to  the  population  of  our  city  with  that  of  other  cities. 
Undesirable  characters  who  have  sought  an  asylum  in  our  city  as  a  fertile 
field  for  their  nefarious  Callings  must  be  incarcerated  or  driven  from  the  city 
so  that  our  citizens  may  go  from  place  to  place  after  nightfall  with  a  greater 
feeling  of  safety. 

The  ordinances  relating  to  public  assemblages  have  been  and  are  now  be- 
ing flagrantly  violated.  In  some  of  our  large  public  assembly  halls  the  aisles 
are  permitted  to  be  so  crowded  that  any  extraordinary  happening,  such  as  fire 
or  other  unusual  alarm  would  result  in  tremendous  loss  of  life.  To  these  mat- 
ters in  particular  I  shall  hold  the  heads  of  departments  strictly  accountable. 

The  condition  of  our  jails  and  detention  prisons  is  positively  appalling  and 
unfit  for  human  habitation  by  reason  of  improper  ventilation  and  lack  of 
ordinary  conveniences.  This  condition  is  particularly  noticeable  in  our  County 
Jail  where  many  persons  are  compelled  to  remain  awaiting  trial  to  determine 
their  innocence  or  guilt  of  the  crime  charged  against  them. 

I  am  mindful  of  the  fact  that  steps  have  been  taken  to  remedy  this  condition 
by  the  construction  of  the  Hall  of  Justice,  and  new  County  Jail,  but  no  time 
should  be  lost  in  the  completion  of  these  structures.  This  phase  of  the  matter 
is  elsewhere  treated  under  the  title,  "Public  contracts." 


REVENUE    AND    TAXATION. 

The  tax  levy  for  the  fiscal  year  1909-1910  was  based  upon  an  assessed 
valuation  of  real  and  personal  property,  of  $480,000,000.  The  assessment  roll 
when  completed  and  equalized  amounted  to  $492,867,039,  thereby  creating  a 
revenue  slightly  in  excess  of  the  amount  provided  for  by  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors. 
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The   tax    rate    for   the    same   year  was   fixed    at    $1.964    upon    each    $100   of 
taxable    property    made    up    as    follows: 

For  ordinary  expenses  of  municipality  $1.00 

For  bond  interest  and  redemption  23 

For  park  fund  07 

For  special   taxes   for   streets,    sewers,   fire   houses   and   lots,    school   houses 

and  repairs,   police  houses  and  lots  and  sanitation 30 

Total   $1.60 

Added  to  State  tax .364 


Making  a  total  of  $1.964 

Owing  to  the  departmental  expenses  which  must  be  confined  within  the 
$1  limit  having  increased  in  a  much  greater  ratio  during  the  last  three  years 
than  the  assessed  valuation  of  property  the  entire  amount  of  $4,800,000  was 
found  necessary  to  meet  the  demand  for  departmental  operating  expenses  with- 
out leaving  any  margin  to  be  devoted  to  the  betterment  of  streets  and  other  im- 
provements, therefore  special  taxes  were  levied  to  pay  for  the  last  mentioned 
improvements,  which  have  hitherto  been  largely  met  under  the  $1  limit.  I  have 
had  neither  time  nor  opportunity  to  make  a  close  study  of  the  departmental 
expenditures  during  the  past  administration,  and  .  shall  therefore  reserve  my 
judgment  as  to  the  same  until  a  careful  investigation  shall  have  been  made. 

The  special  taxes  levied  for  bond  interest  and  redemption  are  necessary  un- 
der the  law,  and  as  the  years  pass  this  tax  will  continue  to  increase  until  all  in- 
debtedness shall  have  been  paid. 

The  levy  of  $0.07  for  Park  Fund  is  an  expenditure  which  I  believe  every 
citizen  is  glad  to  pay,  in  order  that  Golden  Gate  Park  and  other  parks  may  be 
maintained  in  the  proper  manner  and  improved  from  time  to  time  in  keeping  with 
the  advantages  and  pleasures  derived  by  our  citizens  and  visitors  from  them. 

Of  the  special  tax  levy  of  $0.30  for  streets,  sewers  and  other  improvements 
hereinbefore  enumerated,  a  large  portion  of  this  money  has  been  devoted  to  per- 
manent improvements  which  will  perform  their  particular  function  and  pre- 
clude the  necessity  for  further  taxation  for  the  same  purpose  except  in  the 
matter  of  repairs. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  our  tax  rate  will  continue  to  increase  until  such 
time  as  the  assessed  valuation  of  real  and  personal  property  through  improve- 
ment and  embellishment  of  property  shall  meet  the  ordinary  and  extraordinary 
demands  upon  our  exchequer,  I  advise  a  most  careful  and  economical  expendi- 
ture of  the  public  funds.  All  departments  must  be  administered  in  a  manner 
that  shall  return  the  greatest  amount  of  benefit  for  the  least  amount  of  money 
spent. 

In  making  this  recommendation  I  do  not  advise  the  curtailment  of  service 
nor  the  impairment  of  the  efficiency  of  any  department,  but  I  do  recommend 
most  strongly  the  exercise  of  the  most  careful  and  soundest  business  judgment 
in  all  matters  financial. 

Where  extravagancies  can  be  stopped,  however  small,  the  accumulation 
consequent  thereupon  will  provide  many  necessary  improvements  which  other- 
wise will  have  to  be  met  by  direct,  ordinary  or  extraordinary  tax  levy. 

Again,  with  the  vast  areas  of  unimproved  property  with  which  our  city 
abounds,  in  a  city  which  presents  present  and  prospective  opportunities  for 
business  and  commercial  development  and  personal  gain  to  the  investor,  ex- 
treme care  should  be  exercised  to  make  such  investment  the  most  inviting  by 
holding  the  tax  rates  to  the  minimum  of  necessity  consistent  with  an  active  and 
progressive  administration  and  a  comprehensive  and  businesslike  campaign  of 
public  improvement. 
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FIRE    DEPARTMENT. 

The  efficiency  of  our  Fire  Department  should  be  improved  with  the  latest 
and  most  improved  devices  for  fighting  fire.  Our  experience  has  been  such  that 
we  cannot  put  too  high  a  valu-?  upon  a  fully  equipped  and  efficient  department. 

Every  means  consistent  with  sound  business  judgment  should  be  afforded 
the  Fire  Department  to  meet  any  emergency.  I  would  suggest  that  in  addition 
to  the  auxiliary  fire  protection  system  now  being  installed  that  the  members 
of  the  department  be  taught  the  proper  use  of  dynamite  and  a  comprehensive 
plan  be  adopted  by  which  in  case  of  extraordinary  emergency  a  conflagration 
could  be  confined  within  certain  limits  in  case  all  other  means  of  fire  fighting 
fail,  as  was  the  case  in  the  disaster  of  April,  1906. 


BEAUTIFICATIOX  OF  CITY. 

Consistent  with  an  economical  administration,  the  conservation  of  public 
funds  and  the  most  general  and  comprehensive  plan  of  public  improvement  so 
far  as  necessities  are  concerned,  I  would  urge  that  a  movement  be  made  in  the 
direction  of  beautification  of  our  city.  At  intervals  our  public  spirited  citizens, 
have  contributed  monuments  and  statuary  here  and  there,  but  it  seems  to  me 
that  the  proper  incentive  is  lacking  whereby  many  of  our  citizens  would  hail 
with  delight  the  opportunity  to  assist  in  the  beautification  of  our  city  were  the 
way  to  do  so  revealed  to  them.  Many  of  our  citizens  undoubtedly  stand  ready 
and  willing  to  perpetuate  the  history  and  traditions  of  this  western  land  in 
monuments  and  statuary  emblematic  thereof  were  suggestions  by  way  of  a 
governmental  plan  of  municipal  beautification  properly  presented. 

Moreover,  while  various  districts  are  still  unbuilt  and  the  lands  contained 
therein  are  purchaseable  today  at  a  less  price  than  they  will  ever  again  be 
available,  some  movement  should  be  made  to  beautify  such  districts  with  prop- 
erly laid  out  streets,  parks  and  boulevards  and  obviate  future  unsightly  and 
poorly  planned  areas  which  are  bound  to  result  in  case  no  attention  is  paid  to- 
the  same. 

The  Outdoor  Art  League  is  a  movement  in  the  right  direction  and  should! 
receive  every  encouragement  from  the  municipality  in  its  laudable  work. 

I  would  therefore  recommend  that  your  honorable  body  take  such  action 
as  will  bring  the  matter  of  the  beautification  of  our  city  to  the  attention  of  our 
citizens  by  having  adopted  the  plan  herein  mentioned. 


EXPENDITURES    BY    LAST    ADMINISTRATION. 

To  those  without  the  pale  of  the  inner  circle  of  municipal  activities,  the 
details  of  the  work  done  are  absolutely  unknown.  It  is  only  through  rumor 
or  street  gossip  that  glaring  mistakes  or  malconduct  become  known. 

If  a  few  remarkable  facts  which  have  come  to  my  knowledge  are  any  in- 
dication, the  secret  pigeonholes  and  private  drawers  of  the  municipal  depart- 
ments must  contain  many  facts  interesting  to  the  taxpayers. 

Among  those  transactions  which  have  consumed  many  millions  of  the  public 
funds,  street  talk  has  brought  to  light  several  which,  to  my  mind,  should  re- 
ceive a  full  explanation. 

1908  the  city  voted  $1.000,000  for  the  purpose  of  taking  care  of  garbage. 
Jn  1896  the  Sanitary  Reduction  Works  received  an  exclusive  franchise  from  the 
city,  for  the  period  of  fifty  years,  to  handle  all  garbage,  at  prices  fixed  for 
handling  the  same  to  be  paid  by  scavengers  and  others  requiring  the  disposal 
of  the  same. 

The  price  paid  by  the  franchise  holders  was  $2510  and  the  further  payment 
of  2  per  cent  for  the  term  of  fifteen  years  after  the  date  of  the  franchise  and 
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5  per  cent  for  the  remaining  term  of  thirty-five  years  on  the  gross  amount  of 
receipts  derived  under  the  franchise. 

The.  plant  of  the  Sanitary  Reduction  Works  is  located  in  the  block  bounded 
by  Rhode  Island,  De  Haro,  Alameda  and  Fifteenth  streets.  I  am  informed  that 
the  Sanitary  Reduction  Works  have  never  been  a  financial  success.  The  2  per 
cent  payment  to  the  city  under  the  franchise  would  have  expired  in  January, 
1911,  when  the  5  per  cent  payment  would  have  begun  had  the  Sanitary  Reduc- 
tion Works  continued  to  operate  under  its  franchise. 

During  the  present  fiscal  year,  however,  the  Hospital  and  Health  Com- 
mittee of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  Henry  Payot,  chairman,  reported  favorably 
to  the  Board  upon  the  purchase  of  the  plant  of  the  Sanitary  Reduction  Works 
in  the  sum  of  $400,000,  which  sale  was  consummated,  thereby  relieving  the 
Sanitary  Reduction  Works  of  all  further  liability  to  the  city. 

The  sum  of  $350,000  was  paid  in  cash  and  the  company  given  an  extension 
or  lease  of  the  plant  to  operate  the  same  under  the  terms  of  the  original  fran- 
chise for  a  period  of  two  years,  this  is  for  the  full  term  under  which  the  com- 
pany was  obligated  to  pay  the  city  2  per  cent  and  before  the  5  per  cent  period 
under  the  franchise  began. 

I  am  further  informed  that  the  income  to  the  city  from  this  source  has 
been  in  the  neighborhood  of  $17,000  per  year.  Whether  the  same  has  been 
paid  for  the  current  fiscal  year,  I  am  not  informed,  but  as  the  city  still  holds 
$50,000  of  the  original  purchase  price,  I  feel  that  the  city  is  secured  in  this 
respect. 

I  have  since  been  informed  that  there  is  more  or  less  objection 
to  the  location  of  the  incinerator  at  the  before  mentioned  location, 
and  that  the  aforesaid  committee,  Mr.  Henry  Payot,  chairman,  has 
recommended  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  that  the  property  be  sold 
for  the  sum  of  $200,000,  but  such  sale  has  not  been  consummated.  Thus 
it  will  be  seen  that  the  sum  of  $400,000  has  been  paid  for  this  property  to- 
gether with  the  assortment  of  junk  thereon,  in  the  shape  of  an  incinerator,  or 
$200,000  in  excess  of  its  value.  The  Sanitary  Reduction  Works  has  been  re- 
lieved of  a  white  elephant  at  a  very  handsome  figure  which  in  all  probability  will 
bring  to  its  stockholders  par  value  or  better  for  a  very  inferior  stock. 

The  city  is  now  confronted  with  the  important  problem  of  the  disposal  of 
the  garbage.  The  before  mentioned  committee,  Mr.  Henry  Payot,  chairman, 
recommended  to  the  Board  that  at  least  two  incinerating  plants  be  established 
in  lieu  of  the  former  one  and  the  Board  proceeded  to  acquire  property  in  North 
Beach  and  South  San  Francisco. 

The  North  Beach  purchase  is  so  unique  that  it  is  interesting  and  worthy 
»f  mention. 

In  December,  1905,  citizen  Meyer  Wood  sold  to  citizen  Daniel  Roth  two 
50  Vara  lots  at  Bay  and  Taylor  streets.  The  deed  recited  the  consideration  to 
be  $10,  although  like  property  of  the  same  dimensions  in  the  same  locality 
and  equally  as  good  sold  at  the  same  time  for  $27,500. 

On  November  12,  1909,  citizen  Roth  conveyed  this  same  property  to  citizen 
Walter  H.  Linforth,  the  son-in-law  of  Mr.  Henry  Payot,  the  aforesaid  chairman 
of  the  aforesaid  committee,  and  on  the  same  day,  citizen  Walter  H.  Linforth 
conveyed  the  property  to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  for  the  sum  of 
$80,000.  It  is  said  that,  contrary  to  all  custom,  Mr.  Henry  Payot  personally 
carried  the  demand  drawn  for  the  payment  of  this  property  in  the  sum  of 
$80,000  from  the  Clerk's  office  to  the  office  of  His  Honor,  Ex-Mayor  Taylor,  for 
the  latter 's  signature,  first  having  had  the  same  taken  from  the  bunch  of  de- 
mands passed  by  the  Board  on  the  previous  day. 

There  is  a  marked  difference  of  opinion  as  to  the  value  of  this  property 
between  Assessor  Dodge  (who  is  compelled  under  the  law  to  assess  property  at 
60  per  cent  of  its  value)  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  Assessor  Dodge  has 
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assessed  this  particular  property  as  follows:  1905,  $18,650;  1906,  $11,910; 
1907,  $17,850;  1908,  $18,450;  1909,  $18,450.  I  am  inclined  to  believe  the 
assessment  a  just  one. 

The  foregoing  reveals  the  facts  that  our  city  has  paid  the  enormous  sum 
of  $80,000  for  property  which  was  worth  in  1905  not  to  exceed  $30,000,  and 
during  the  interim  has  never  been  assessed  above  $18,650. 

A  similiar  transaction  was  attempted  by  which  the  second  piece  of  prop- 
erty for  incinerator  purposes  came  near  being  sold  to  the  city.  This  property  is 
located  in  South  San  Francisco  and  belongs  -to  Ex-Supervisor  Center.  The  deal 
would  have  been  accomplished  had  not  Ex-Supervisor  Center  discovered 
that  he  was  purchasing  for  the  city  property  owned  by  himself. 

In  this  instance  Mr.  Charles  B.  Marks  was  the  middleman,  and  he  agreed 
to  convey  and  the  city  agreed  to  buy  70,000  square  feet  of  land  in  Potrero 
Xuevo  Block  Xo.  130  (no  other  description)  for  the  vast  sum  of  $70,000. 

Assessor  Dodge  in  this  case  also  takes  a  different  view  of  the  valuation 
of  the  property.  The  assessment  rolls  show  the  following:  1905,  $7800;  1908, 
land,  $16,500,  improvements,  $700;  1909,  land,  $24,200,  improvements,  $700. 

The  ordinance  purchasing  this  property  in  the  sum  of  $70,000  was  finally 
approved  by  Ex-Mayor  Taylor  on  November  16,  1909.  (Resolution  Xo.  4763, 
Xew  Series.) 

Supervisor  Center  then  caused  the  repeal  of  this  ordinance  by  Resolution 
Xo.  4858,  Xew  Series,  on  December  1,  1909. 

The  foregoing  shows  that  the  city  barely  escaped  paying  $70,000  for 
lands  which  at  no  time  have  carried  an  assessment  at  over  $24,900. 

Another  remarkable  fact  revealed  by  the  public  records  that  in  the  pur- 
chase of  the  many  pieces  of  land  for  tjie  different  departments  of  the  municipal- 
ity, these  are  the  only  pieces  purchased  outside  of  the  office  of  the  City  Attor- 
ney. The  latter  official  has  purchased  during  the  last  fiscal  year  land  in  the 
vast  sum  of  $1,259,671.44,  apportioned  as  follows:  For  fire  protection  (bonds 
1908)  $100.512.50;  hospital  construction  (bonds  1908),  $218,929.49;  school 
sites  (bonds  1908),  $596,616.69;  hall  of  justice  (bonds  1904),  $163,113;  water 
supply  (bonds  1909),  $122,963.80:  sewer  construction  (bonds  1908),  (rights 
of  way),  $14,020.  Purchase  of  fire  lots  (special  tax),  $33,280.  Police  De- 
partment (special  tax),  $1075;  Fire  Department  (special  tax  1908-1909), 
$9160.96,  aggregating  the  sum  of  $1,259,671.44. 

There  are  other  expenditures  of  a  questionable  character  which  according 
to  the  opinion  of  the  City  Attorney  are  unlawful  and  the  raising  of  salaries  fixed 
by  the  charter,  through  ordinances  of  the  Supervisors  and  otherwise,  in  many 
departments.  These  expenditures  affect  many  of  the  high-priced  employees  of 
the  city,  some  of  whom  are  non-residents  and  others  who  are  employed  and 
paid  handsome  salaries  even  without  the  ordinary  formality  of  a  resolution 
or  ordinance  of  the  Supervisors  dignifying  the  employment  of  fixing  the  salary. 
Another  item,  inconsequential  in  comparison  to  others  is  the  salary  paid 
to  Attorney  Stockslager  of  Washington,  D.  C.,  who  received  the  handsome 
salary  of  about  $5000  per  year  for  the  purpose  of  "watching"  the  Hetch- 
Hetchy  proceedings  at  the  seat  of  the  Xational  Government. 

Among  the  many  other  items  of  extravagant  expenditure  which  our  mu- 
nicipal bookkeeping  system  contains  is  the  entry  showing  the  payment  to 
Dillon  &  Hubbard  of  Xc-w  York  the  sum  of  $20,000  for  an  opinion  upon  the 
validity  of  the  bond  issue  of  1908. 

I  have  the  utmost  respect  for  the  reputation  and  standing  of  this  firm  of 
Xew  York  lawyers.  I  have  also  a  greater  respect  for  the  reputation  and  stand- 
ing of  many  members  of  the  San  Francisco  and  California  Bar.  I  am  a  firm 
believer  in  home  industry.  It  is  a  peculiar  fad  of  modern  financial  operations 
that  the  validity  of  municipal  bonds  must  have  the  approval  of  a  single  firm 
of  lawyers  located  in  Xew  York  City,  or  the  bonds  are  considered  an  undesir- 
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able  security  in  the  eyes  of  the  bond  buyers.  T  cannot  comprehend  the  situa- 
tion, and  if  I  did  and  found  this  procedure  necessary,  I  would  make  an  ever- 
lasting effort  to  remedy  a  system  of  coercion  and  arbitrary  action  which  would 
make  the  exponents  of  the  principles  of  trade  unionism  blush  for  shame. 

This  action  is  a  sad  commentary  upon  the  ability  of  the  lawyers  of  San 
Francisco  and  should  receive  the  strongest  feeling  of  resentment.  We  are 
proud  of  our  bar  as  a  whole,  and  believe  that  no  brighter  minds  nor  more  able 
practitioners  are  to  be  found  anywhere,  and  when  the  bar  of  San  Francisco 
must  be  humilitated  by  the  employment  of  foreign  lawyers  (with  the  natural 
inference  that  we  possess  none  who  is  competent)  then  it  is  time  for  the  ex- 
pression of  righteous  indignation. 

I  would  recommend  to  your  honorable  body  that  a  careful  and  most  search- 
ing inquiry  be  had  into  the  expenditures  of  the  different  departments,  to  the 
end  that  a  more  economical  disbursement  of  public  funds  obtain. 

WORLD'S    FAIR. 

The  get-together  spirit  which  has  become  manifest  in  the  promotion  of 
the  interests  of  our  city  presages  an  uninterrupted,  continuous  and  unprecedented 
growth  of  our  interests,  property,  financial  and  commercial. 

The  spirit,  once  inculcated,  but  needs  the  proper  encouragement  to  accom- 
plish anything  attempted.  With  a  satisfactory  status  of  financial  and  commer- 
cial affairs  throughout  'the  country  and  a  feeling  of  security  for  the  future 
locally  after  a  most  satisfactory  holiday  season,  our  people  have  imbibed  that 
optimism  necessary  to  undertake  that  gigantic  enterprise  which  for  all  time 
will  elevate  our  city  to  the  first  rank  of  world's  cities,  namely,  the  World's 
Fair. 

With  unlimited  acres  possessing  wonderful  geographical  location  and  topo- 
graphical features  upon  the  shore  of  the  broad  Pacific,  the  magnitude  and  extent 
of  this  great  exposition  will  only  be  measured  by  the  human  effort  and  financial 
ability  put  behind  it.  There  is  no  reason  why  all  past  efforts  of  this  char- 
acter should  not  be  excelled  beyond  comparison  and  a  Fair  arranged  which  will 
challenge  for  size  and  grandeur  all  effort  and  all  countries  for  generations  to 
come. 

Our  people  are  taking  the  preliminary  steps  and  showing  an  enthusiasm 
which  not  only  bespeaks  the  thoroughness  of  their  judgment,  but  a  determin- 
ation to  achieve  the  most  successful  accomplishment  of  the  greatest  of  all  en- 
terprises ever  undertaken  for  the  welfare  of  our  city.  I  would  recommend  that 
your  honorable  body  render  to  the  promotion  of  this  enterprise  every  support 
and  assistance  within  your  power. 

MARKET    STREET    EXTENSION. 

The  tremendous  acreage  lying  west  of  Twin  Peaks  and  in  line  with  the 
westerly  extension  of  Market  street  were  the  same  extended,  has  no  communi- 
cation with  the  business  localities  of  the  city  except  by  a  circuitous  route, 
which  precludes  rapid  transit.  This  obstacle  renders  this  vast  territory  im- 
possible of  settlement  by  thousands  of  our  citizens  who  are  obliged  to  live 
within  a  radius  where  transportation  must  be  had  within  a  certain  fixed  time. 
The  effect  of  this  difficulty  is  that  many  thousands  of  our  citizens  find  sites  for 
their  homes  in  the  counties  down  the  peninsula,  and  San  Francisco  not  only 
loses  the  support  which  it  would  receive  in  the  matter  of  taxation,  but  our 
merchants  and  tradesmen  lose  the  patronage  which  would  aggregate  annually 
into  the  millions  of  dollars. 

To  obviate  this  unhappy  condition,  I  would  recommend  that  steps  be 
taken  towards  the  perfection  of  plans,  the  acquisition  of  rights  of  way  and

the  construction  of  a  tunnel  under  the  foothills  west  of  Market  street,  in  or- 
der that  Market  street  may  be  extended  to  the  ocean.  That  the  work  be  of 
such  magnitude  as  to  afford  ample  facilities  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  com- 
mercial use  of  such  highway. 

NOB    HILL    TUNNEL. 

I  have  investigated  the  matter  of  bringing  the  North  Beach  section  of 
our  city  into  closer  touch  with  the  business  center  of  our  city  through  the 
construction  of  a  tunnel  under  Nob  Hill.  The  construction  of  this  tunnel 
would  provide  a  means  of  railroad  construction  which  would  insure  rapid  transit 
for  a  larger  resident  population  of  the  North  Beach  district  and  people  from 
the  North  Bay  shores  who  will  eventually  land  at  North  Beach  to  the  doors 
of  our  merchants  in  the  great  retail  section,  besides  affording  an  easy  grade  for 
teaming  and  pedestrians. 

I  therefore  recommend  that  your  honorable  body  investigate  the  feasibility 
of  the  plan  with  a  view  of  putting  the  same  into  operation. 

FLUSHING   OF    SEWERS   AND  FIRE   PROTECTION. 

To  serve  at  least  two  purposes,  either  of  which  will  most  strongly  recom- 
mend the  plan  to  our  citizens,  the  impounding  of  salt  water  should  be  under- 
taken, first,  for  the  purpose  of  properly  flushing  the  sewers,  and,  second, 
to  be  used,  if  occasion  ever  requires,  as  a  further  auxiliary  protection  against 
conflagration. 

We  have  no  commercial,  up-to-date,  approved  plan  of  sewer  flushing,  and 
as  a  result  certain  portions  of  our  city  during  certain  seasons  are  made  veri- 
table fever  spots  where  the  zymotic  bacillus  holds  undisputed  sway  and  the 
children  of  our  less  rich  citizens  are  obliged  to  sacrifice  their  lives  upon  the 
altar  of  backward  or  non-intelligent  public  improvement. 

We  possess  every  attribute  for  the  successful  operation  of  this  most  needed 
and  most  important  life  saving  facility.  The  foothills  skirting  the  ocean  and 
bay  shores  afford  superb  locations  for  large  storage  reservoirs  for  salt  water 
and  with  the  heights  entirely  surrounding  our  city  for  the  location  of  subsidiary 
reservoirs  a  most  perfect  system  of  sewer  flushing  ever  inaugurated  could  be 
installed. 

The  salt  water  could  be  pumped  from  the  ocean  and  turned  into  our  sewers 
at  an  expense,  which  in  comparison  to  the  vast  benefits  achieved,  would  be 
unimportant.  The  sanitary  condition  of  our  city  would  be  incomparably  im- 
proved and  our  death  rate  remarkably  lessened. 

The  second  feature  of  this  improvement  would  furnish  a  protection  against 
fire  throughout  our  city,  which  the  new  auxiliary  system  furnishes  to  certain 
localities.  Instead  of  storage  in  cisterns  the  sewers,  with  the  addition  of  ad- 
justable gates,  would  become  salt  water  mains,  conveying  unlimited  quantities 
of  water. 

Our  past  experience  has  taught  us  a  lesson,  and  if  history  should  repeat 
itself  to  us  or  to  our  descendants,  let  us  see  to  it  that  the  utilization  of  natural 
advantages  by  intelligent  action  shall  be  equal  to  all  emergencies. 

I  would  therefore  recommend  that  this  important  matter  receive  your  at- 
tention. 

GREATER    SAN    FRANCISCO. 

In  the  near  future  I  shall  suggest  to  your  honorable  body  a  plan  for  the 
expansion  of  our  city  by  the  proposed  annexation  of  contiguous  territory  south 
of  our  city  and  county. 
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It  embraces  a  portion  of  San  Mateo  county,  where  railroads,  both  steam 
and  interurban  electric,  furnish  rapid  transit  and  links  the  district  with  our 
city.  Industrially  and  commercially  such  annexation  will,  in  my  opinion,  result 
in  tremendous  benefit  to  both  sections. 

THE  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS. 

Realizing  that  our  school  system  must  produce  the  city's  future  citizenship, 
and  that  the  intellectual  and  moral  growth  of  the  community  must  find  its  root 
in  the  classroom,  I  earnestly  intend  to  devote  the  greatest  care  and  attention  to 
a  practical  and  proper  upbuilding  of  the  San  Francisco  School  Department.  In 
order  that  the  very  best  results  may  be  obtained,  I  ask  for  the  sincere  and  un- 
selfish co-operation  of  public  officials,  teachers  and  parents  in  the  work.  There 
is  much  to  be  done.  The  calamity  of  1906  compelled  the  use  of  many  tem- 
porary shack  buildings  which  are  now  wholly  unfit  for  the  use  of  pupils,  and 
which  should  be  supplanted  by  proper  school  buildings  at  the  earliest  possible 
moment.  The  task  of  erecting  the  new  school  buildings  provided  for  by  bond 
issue,  must  be  pressed  forward  with  all  energy,  and  in  accomplishing  this  work 
we  will  not  alone  benefit  the  child  in  school,  but  we  will  be  able  to  use  the 
money  realized  from  bond  sales,  and  now  lying  idle,  thereby  receiving  the 
benefit  of  this  money  on  which  we  are  paying  interest,  and  affording  employ- 
ment to  a  large  number  of  workingmen.  I  desire  to  see  our  teachers  well  paid, 
appreciating  as  I  do  that  their  lives  are  dedicated  to  the  work  they  have  in 
hand — a  work  that  means  more  to  the  safety  of  the  nation  than  the  con- 
struction of  fleets  or  the  maintenance  of  an  army.  I  am  determined  to  encour- 
age the  school  department  to  the  fullest  extent  of  my  ability,  enlarging  the 
scope  of  activity  in  every  branch  of  work  entrusted  to  the  hands  of  the  Board 
of  Education,  and  doing  everything  possible  within  the  law  to  provide  the  best 
facilities  for  the  child  in  the  classroom. 

OUTSIDE  DISTRICTS. 

The  normal  expansion  of  any  city  is  first  indicated  by  the  manner  in  which 
its  outside,  or  outlying  districts,  develop  and  sustain  themselves.  I  have  never 
believed,  and  I  do  not  now  believe,  that  these  pioneers  in  a  city's  growth  should 
be  left  to  receive  a  full  measure  of  public  improvements  and  benefits  only  when 
the  .same  can  be  no  longer  withheld.  I  believe  in  giving  to  these  districts  those 
public  improvements  necessary  to  the  health,  comfort  and  commercial  advantage 
of  the  citizens  therein,  and  in  giving  them  quickly.  I  therefore  declare  it  to  be 
my  intention  to  carefully  look  after  the  needs  of  these  remote  sections  and  to 
assist  in  securing  needed  facilities  wherever  funds  actually  exist  to  provide  the 
same.  The  outlying  district,  in  its  development,  materially  advances  the  value  of 
property  in  the  more  central  location,  by  its  very  existence,  and  it  therefore 
deserves  our  prompt  recognition  and  aid.  It  shall  be  my  aim,  and  I  shall 
ask  those  public  officers  who  may  be  concerned  in  the  work  to  join  me  in  the 
undertaking,  to  secure  for  the  outlying  districts  at  as  early  a  date  as  possible 
the  betterments  needed,  and  for  which  the  city  may  be  in  a  position  to  pay. 

WEST    OF    POWELL    STREET. 

Assuming  that  every  citizen  of  San  Francisco,  who  has  pride  in  the  city's 
well-being  and  growth,  is  sincerely  anxious  to  see  that  the  barren  and  vacant 
territory  known  as  the  "West  of  Powell  Street  Section"  is  rebuilt,  I  look 
to  those  who  may  be  vested  with  authority  to  assist  me  in  bringing  about  a 
reasonable  adjustment  of  affairs  whereby  property  owners  in  that  locality  shall 
be  induced,  quickly  and  without  uncertainty,  to  improve  their  holdings. 
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That  the  very  heart  of  San  Francisco  should  repose  in  idleness  as  a  barren 
area  which  alone  remains  to  remind  us  of  the  calamity  of  1906,  is  a  matter 
deeply  to  be  deplored.  There  is  a  safe  and  sound  basis  upon  which  the  people 
owning  property  in  this  seemingly  forbidden  section  may  proceed  with  the 
erection  of  fine  buildings,  any  one  of  which  will  immediately  attract  its  quota 
of  permanent  tenants  and  in  the  end  bring  back  from  Oakland  and  our  sister 
cities  about  the  bay  thousands  upon  thousands  of  persons  who  once  lived  in 
the  West  of  Powell  Street  locality. 

Even  as  I  pledged  myself  in  the  recent  campaign,  I  am  prepared  now  to 
enter  upon  a  consideration  of  this  subject,  with  the  positive  end  in  view  of 
making  it  an  inducement  for  property  owners  to  build  up  this  district  without 
delay,  and  I  propose  to  achieve  this  without  unwisely  modifying  any  regulation 
which  might  once  have  been  framed  for  insuring  greater  fire  protection. 

STREET    AND    SEWERS. 

The  importance  of  good  streets  and  sewers  to  any  city  that  aims  to  be 
attractive  to  the  visitor  and  pleasant  for  the  resident  citizen,  cannot  be  over- 
estimated and  is  fully  realized  by  me.  I  intend  to  provide  every  foot  of  pave- 
ment and  sewer  that  the  revenues  of  the  city  will  justify,  and  I  shall  insist  upon 
a  prompt  and  efficient  vindication  of  all  contracts  in  this  connection.  I  urge 
those  public  officials  whose  duty  it  may  be  to  look  after  our  streets  and  sewers 
to  persistently  investigate  our  greatest  needs  in  this  regard,  and  to  afford  all 
relief  from  existing  evil  conditions  that  may  be  physically  possible. 

PARKS    AND    BOULEVARDS. 

Even  as  the  public  playground  is,  in  this  modern  day,  a  positive  essential 
to  the  well  being  of  the  child,  so  is  the  park  and  the  boulevard  absolutely  neces- 
sary to  the  well  being  of  the  people  as  a  whole.  I  shall  help  the  park  and 
boulevard  project  all  I  am  able,  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  covered  by  ap- 
propriation, prosecuting  all  work  with  vigor.  I  am  anxious  to  see  that  the 
Sloat  boulevard  is  extended  from  Baden  to  the  city  proper  by  way  of  San 
Bruno  road,  and  that  the  Ingleside  and  Onondaga  boulevards  are  extended  along 
Russian  avenue  to  the  San  Bruno  road.  I  am  determined  to  see  Nineteenth 
avenue  improved,  and  believe  the  same  will  be  a  boon  to  that  section  of  the 
city.  We  must  establish  parks  in  the  Mission  west  of  College  Hill,  and  like- 
wise in  South  San  Francisco,  Bay  View,  Richmond  and  the  Potrero.  I  shall 
expect  the  fullest  co-operation  of  the  city  officials  charged  with  the  respon- 
sibility of  this  work,  in  achieving  these  distinct  public  improvements. 

MUNICIPAL    BAND. 

Patterning  after  many  great  cities  where  the  experiment  has  been  tried 
with  eminent  success,  I  intend  to  work  for  the  early  establishment  of  a  muni- 
cipal band  which  shall  dispense  music  in  the  public  parks  at  regular  intervals, 
and  give  the  people  in  all  sections  of  the  city  genuine  musical  treats  during 
all  seasons  of  the  year.  For  the  very  little  money  that  this  will  cost  the  return 
in  genuine  and  beneficial  pleasure  to  the  people  is  a  ten-fold  reward.  The  band 
will  prove  an  inspiration  and  an  education,  and  a  universal  boon  to  our  men, 
women  and  children  in  this  pleasure-loving  city. 

AUDITORIUM. 

The  erection  of  an  appropriate  auditorium  or  convention  hall  in  this  city 
is  of  vast  importance  to  us,  and  must  be  speedily  accomplished.  The  city  of 
Milwaukee,  with  a  vast  Exposition  building,  but  without  the  physical  and 
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geographical  charms  of  our  own  metropolis,  has  earned  fame  as  the  greatest 
convention  city  in  the  world.  Thousands  of  visitors  and  millions  of  dollars 
in  money  are  brought  to  the  city  each  year  by  reason  of  this  ability  to  handle 
large  conventions  and  assemblages.  What  has  been  possible  for  Milwaukee, 
will  be  even  more  distinctly  successful  here,  and  it  behooves  us,  both  for  com- 
mercial and  fraternal  reasons,  to  provide  in  the  near  future  an  auditorium 
that  will  be  a  credit  to  the  city  and  attract  tens  of  thousands  of  people  to  our 
gates. 

NEW   CITY   HALL. 

For  the  safe,  effective  and  business-like  conduct  of  all  public  offices,  it  is 
positively  essential  that  a  temporary  City  Hall  be  erected,  to  serve  until  a 
permanent  structure  can  be  built  under  bond  issue,  and  in  which  to  properly 
assemble  the  various  departments  of  the  city  government  under  one  roof.  A 
business  house  conducted  on  sensible  lines  would  not  think  of  scattering  its 
departments  about  a  city;  no  more  should  the  municipality  itself.  A  saving 
of  $100,000  annually,  now  being  paid  out  for  rentals,  will  be  at  once  effected, 
the  wisdom  of  erecting  this  temporary  City  Hall  thereupon  being  easily  ap- 
parent 

PUBLIC  CONTRACTS. 

An  evil  to  be  dealt  with,  in  behalf  of  the  people  as  a  whole,  is  the  un- 
reasonable and  unbusinesslike  delays  now  permitted  on  the  part  of  the  aver- 
age contractor  in  discharging  his  bonded  contract  to  the  city.  A  private  owner 
would  not  tolerate  persistent  lapses  on  the  part  of  a  contractor,  for  it  means  a 
loss  of  both  time  and  money.  I  shall  insist  on  all  contracts  with  the  city  being 
fulfilled  and  wholly  vindicated  within  the  time  limit  agreed  upon  in  the  con- 
tract, unless  conditions  over  which  the  contractor  has  no  control  might,  in  ex- 
ceptional instances,  be  shown  to  exist.  As  an  example  of  the  loss  to  the  city 
which  a  too  great  laxity  with  contractors  brings  about  I  will  call  your  at- 
tention to  the  delay  attending  the  erection  of  the  Hall  of  Justice  and  County 
Jail.  No  contractor  should  undertake  to  carry  out  a  contract  which  he  knows 
he  cannot  handle.  Time  delays  mean  money  lost  to  the  city,  and,  therefore, 
extensions  of  time  to  procrastinating  contractors  must  cease.  I  invite  the 
attention  of  the  proper  public  officers  to  this  important  matter. 


GEARY    STREET    RAILWAY. 

The  people  having  emphatically  expressed  their  desire  regarding  the  oper 
ation  by  the  city  of  the  Geary  street  railway,  it  becomes  the  plain  duty  of 
the  civic  authorities  to  proceed  without  delay  to  transform  the  line  into  an 
efficient  and  up-to-date  system  that  will  redound  credit  to  the  municipality. 
As  an  example  of  what  a  public  utility  ought  to  be,  the  opportunity  presents 
itself  in  the  speedy  construction  and  equipment  of  the  Geary  street  railway  to 
demonstrate  the  feasibility  of  a  traction  line  built  and  operated  by  the  people 
themselves. 

Since  the  people  have  so  distinctly  made  known  their  preference  in  the  mat- 
ter of  acquiring  this  public  utility,  the  responsibility  for  a  careful,  economical 
and  suitable  installation  of  the  same  falls  upon  the  servants  of  the  public  in 
office.  The  operation  of  this  line  will  prove  a  comfort  and  benefit  to  the  traveling 
public,  and  work  of  construction  must  be  of  the  very  latest  and  most  ap- 
proved type,  enabling  us  thereby  to  acquire  a  traction  line  that  will  remain 
as  an  ornament  to  the  city  and  a  vindication  of  the  theory  of  municipal  owner- 
ship. I  ask  your  sincere  co-operation  in  the  task  of  establishing  this  muni- 
cipal railway  at  the  earliest  practical  moment,  and  I  promise  you  my  untiring 
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support    in    the   general   undertaking   of   completing   the   work   properly    and    sat 
isfactorily. 

CONDUCT  OF  PUBLIC  OFFICES. 

The  offices  and  departments  of  any  city  government  should  be  conducted 
upon  a  sound  business  basis,  and  very  much  like  the  departments  of  a  large 
and  prosperous  mercantile  house.  The  wants  and  needs  of  the  citizen,  tax- 
payer and  the  merchant  who  may  have  dealings  with  the  various  branches  of 
the  city  government  should  be  of  primary  consideration,  and  their  convenience 
and  legal  rights  should  be  first  considered  and  subserved. 

I  want  to  see  a  businesslike  and  practical  system  of  operation  in  vogue  in 
every  department,  with  the  interests  of  the  municipality  safeguarded  to  the  last 
degree,  and  with  the  component  parts  of  the  great  civic  organization  working 
smoothly,  in  full  harmony  and  accord.  There  must  be  a  comprehensive  and 
unimpeachable  system  of  public  accounting,  so  that  the  people  may  know  how 
the  affairs  of  government  are  actually  conducted,  and  a  uniform  spirit  of 
courtesy  among  all  municipal  employees,  when  dealing  with  the  public,  which 
will  dispel  the  suspicion  of  arrogance  and  make  the  public  feel  that  it  is  not 
an  unpleasant  nor  an  unsatisfactory  thing  to  transact  business  with  the  city 
and  her  authorized  agents. 

THE    MISSION    VIADUCT. 

There  can  be  no  question  but  that  the  need  for  the  Mission  viaduct  has 
become  a  stern  and  pressing  one.  I  have  treated  of  this  subject  much  in  the 
past,  but  I  wish  at  this  time  to  invite  your  attention  to  the  hourly  increasing 
necessity  for  this  public  improvement  in  the  Mission  district,  and  to  ask  your 
prompt  co-operation  in  the  effort  to  make  of  the  viaduct  project  an  early 
reality. 

So  rapidly  indeed  is  the  city  expanding  that  the  district  tapped  by  this 
projected  viaduct  will  be  immeasurably  aided  if  we  can  but  acquire  the  viaduct 
at  an  early  date.  I  leave  this  suggestion  in  your  minds  as  a  most  important 
matter  which  we  must  soon  take  up  for  disposition. 

LOWER  MARKET   STREET. 

The  Sutter  street  car  line  must,  in  some  manner  and  under  fair  and  rea- 
sonable circumstances,  be  operated  through  to  the  ferry  building  and  the  un- 
sightly bob-tailed  street  car  of  antiquated  days,  which  now  offends  the  traveler 
in  lower  Market  street,  abandoned. 

The  demand  on  the  part  of  the  people  that  this  line  run  through  to 
the  ferry  building  is  universal  and  is  based  upon  common  sense.  It  is  absurd, 
where  tracks  are  laid  and  in  readiness,  to  establish  an  electric  terminus  at 
Sutter  and  Market  streets  and  inaugurate  a  silly  horse  car  system  from  that 
point  to  the  real  destination,  or  point  of  departure,  the  ferry.  I  ask  your 
support  in  the  work  of  extending  this  line  through  to  its  logical  goal,  under 
conditions  that  are  absolutely  fair  and  advantageous  to  the  city,  whatever  those 
conditions  may  prove  to  be. 

HOME    INDUSTRY. 

I  am  convinced  that  I  take  no  issue  with  a  single  citizen  of  this  city 
when  I  proclaim  the  absolute  importance  of  fostering  and  sustaining  our  home 
industries  as  against  the  industries  of  other  and  far  distant  parts.  Whatever 
money  we  have  to  spend  for  public  improvements,  or  in  the  public  interest, 
should  be  spent  so  far  as  may  be  possible  in  San  Francisco.  After  all,  it  is 
the  money  of  the  taxpayers  that  goes  to  pay  for  the  maintenance  of  the  gov- 
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eminent,  and  surely  these  citizens  are  then  entitled,  all  things  being  equal, 
to  the  added  benefit  of  having  their  own  money  circulated  in  their  own  com- 
munity. I  urge  upon  you  the  policy  of  favoring  home  industry  wherever  op- 
portunity presents,  and  I  say  to  you  now  that  I  shall  devote  my  best  efforts 
in  discharging  my  official  duties  to  follow  out  this  policy  to  the  letter. 

The  manufacturer  or  merchant  who  has  money  invested  in  San  Francisco 
is  of  more  concern  to  us  than  establishments  in  the  east,  north  or  south.  Our 
working  people  and  merchants  depend  upon  our  industries  here  for  their  de- 
gree of  prosperity,  and  we  are  therefore  serving  all  interests  when  we  patron- 
ize our  own  industries,  to  the  exclusion  of  all  others. 

Should  the  city  find  itself  in  a  plight  where  some  necessary  article  is 
not  produced  in  or  about  this  city  we  have  no  option  then  but  to  seek  that 
article  wherever  it  may  be  found;  but  under  ordinary  circumstances  I  am  un- 
alterably opposed  to  sending  our  money  elsewhere  if  the  same  may  be  spent 
here  in  procuring  for  the  municipality  whatever  may  be  needed.  In  following 
out  this  policy,  I  earnestly  ask  your  support  and  careful  co-operation. 

WAGES     AND     SALARIES. 

I  am  a  firm  believer  in  the  theory  that  every  man  is  worthy  of  his  hire. 
I  do  not  believe  that  a  municipality  should  expect  to  receive  faithful  and 
expert  services  for  a  very  small  compensation,  any  more  than  would  a  business 
establishment  shrewdly  managed.  I  am  in  favor,  therefore,  of  paying  to  public 
servants,  in  whatsoever  capacity  they  may  serve,  the  maximum  wage  or  salary 
that  may  be  allowed  under  the  law,  seeing  to  it  that  a  fair  living  wage  is 
vouchsafed  to  every  man  or  woman  in  the  public  service. 

It  will  be  the  policy  of  the  present  administration  and  the  pursuit  of  this 
policy  will  be  my  especial  care,  so-  to  adjust  the  salaries  of  municipal  em- 
ployees that  those  whose  pay  has  been  raised  to  a  standard  in  excess  of  the 
service  rendered  shall  have  their  pay  fixed  in  accordance  with  the  work  per- 
formed by  them.  Salaries  that  have  been  inflated  must  be  brought  back  to 
a  proper  level,  and  wages  that  have  been  unreasonably  reduced  in  order  to 
allow  of  such  advances  must  be  raised  and  restored  so  that  the  employees  in- 
volved may  receive  a  full  measure  of  the  reward  due  them. 


BONDED    INDEBTEDNESS    AND    WATER    SUPPLY. 

The  bonded  indebtedness  o'f  the  city  at  the  present  time,  including  bonds 
authorized,  sold  and  unsold,  including  the  Geary  street  railway,  is  $27,289,000. 

There  are  questions  now  pending  which  will  require  the  action  of  our 
citizens  on  Friday  next,  January  14,  1910,  and  if  these  questions  are  not  treated 
in  a  careful  and  intelligent  manner  they  will  involve  the  city  in  endless  liti- 
gation and  retard  for  many  years  to  come  the  general  and  sectional  improve- 
ments of  which  our  city  is  in  great  need,  as  well  as  the  rehabilitation  of  our 
City  Hall. 

Section  9  of  Article  XII  of  the  charter  provides:  "No  indebtedness  shall 
be  incurred  for  the  acquisition  of  any  public  utility  under  the  provisions  of  this 
article,  which  together  with  the  existing  bonded  indebtedness  of  the  city  and 
county,  shall  exceed  at  any  one  time  fifteen  per  centum  of  the  assessed  value 
of  all  real  and  personal  property  in  the  city  and  county." 

The  assessed  valuation  of  all  real  and  personal  property  in  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  for  the  year  1909-1910  is  $492,867,039,  and  fifteen 
per  cent  of  that  amount  is  $73,930,000. 

Therefore  if  our  bonded  indebtedness  incurred  shall  exceed  the  amount  of 
$73,930,000,  such  action  shall  be  void.  The  seriousness  of  the  situation  be- 
comes manifest  in  this.  The  bonded  indebtedness  to  be  incurred  relates  to  a 
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water  supply.  For  several  years  the  city  has  been  endeavoring  to  acquire  a 
supply  from  the  Sierra  Mountains  and  the  present  question  relates  to  that 
supply.  Should  the  city  at  this  time  decline  to  avail  itself  of  this  bountiful 
supply  of  pure  mountain  water  it  is  questionable  when  the  opportunity  will 
again,  if  ever,  present  itself.  Our  National  Government  has  extended  certain 
privileges,  grants  and  rights  to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  condi- 
tioned upon  the  citizens  of  San  Francisco  expressing  their  approval  by  the 
adoption  of  this  bond  issue  on  or  before  January  20,  1910.  If  the  city  does  not 
avail  itself  of  this  supply  at  this  time,  then  the  aforesaid  rights  and  privileges 
will  expire  by  limitation. 

This  is  now  and  was  at  the  time  of  the  holding  of  the  recent  election,  the 
status  of  the  Hetch-Hetchy  water  question.  Immediately  following  the  elec- 
tion, the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company,  realizing  the  impending  danger  to  a 
hitherto  uninterrupted  reign  of  successful  domination  of  municipal  administra- 
tions, took  immediate  steps,  with  the  co-operation  of  a  friendly  outgoing  ad- 
ministration, to  have  the  question  of  the  purchase  of  the  Spring  Valley  plant 
in  the  sum  of  $35,000,000  presented  to  the  people  for  their  action.  - 

The  question  has  been  so  arranged  that  in  its  presentation  to  the  voters 
it  is  not  alone  an  alternative  proposition,  but  both  an  alternative  and  com- 
bined proposition.  The  Spring  Valley  Company  is  aware  that  our  people  will 
demand  the  Hetch-Hetchy  plan,  and  have  so  arranged  it  that  if  Hetch-Hetchy 
is  carried  and  Spring  Valley  as  well,  the  Spring  Valley  proposition  carries 
with  a  portion  of  the  Hetch-Hetchy  plan.  Herein  lies  the  danger.  If  the 
Hetch-Hetchy  plan  is  adopted  in  the  sum  of  $45,000,000,  this  sum  added  to  the 
present  bonded  indebtedness  of  $27,289,000,  will  amount  to  $72,289,000,  or 
$1,611,000  less  than  the  limit  of  bonded  indebtedness.  If  the  Hetch-Hetchy 
plan  is  adopted  and  also  the  Spring  Valley  proposition  is  adopted  in  the  sum 
of  $35,000,000,  then  only  $23,000,000  of  the  Hetch-Hetchy  will  be  incurred, 
making  a  total  of  $58,000,000  for  both.  This  latter  sum,  added  to  the  present 
bonded  indebtedness  in  the  sum  of  $27,289,000,  will  make  a  grand  total  of 
$85,289,000,  or  $11,389,000  more  than  the  charter  limitation  of  $73,930,000, 
and  will  render  the  bond  issue  void.  This  would  in  effect  destroy  all  chances 
of  acquiring  the  Hetch-Hetchy  and  foist  upon  the  city  the  Spring  Valley  plant, 
without  one  dollar  for  necessary  extensions  and  no  means  with  which  to  get 
them. 

An  abundant  supply  of  pure  mountain  water  is  one  of  the  most  valuable 
attributes  of  any  municipality.  As  cities  are  built,  the  quickest  means  of  ac- 
quiring a  water  supply  to  meet  immediate  and  pressing  demands  are  em- 
braced. Once  had  and  the  want  satisfied,  it  is  a  matter  of  tremendous  effort 
and  long  delay  to  change  from  the  established  supply  and  acquire  a  new  one, 
particularly  so  when  the  source  of  supply  is  removed  hundreds  of  miles  from 
the  place  of  consumption.  Owing  to  the  settled  areas  adjacent  to  our  coast 
cities  and  towns,  the  watersheds  are  used  for  pasturage  of  stock  and  other  pur- 
poses which  absolutely  preclude  a  supply  of  pure,  unpolluted  water. 

As  cities  grow,  however,  greater  volume  becomes  necessary  and  the  sani- 
tary welfare  of  the  people  demands  the  acquisition  of  a  supply  of  the  greatest 
purity  if  the  same  is  available.  This  is  the  situation  in  which  San  Francisco 
finds  herself  today.  She  has  grown  beyond  the  capacity  of  the  present  Spring 
Valley  supply.  The  city's  wants  demand  extensions  of  that  system  for  both 
supply  and  necessary  pressure. 

This  extension  the  company  has  not  given  us  and  many  of  our  citizens 
domiciled  in  the  newly  opened  outlying  districts  are  without  water. 

The  Spring  Valley  system  under  municipal  ownership,  with  its  inadequate, 
decayed  and  antiquated  distributing  plant,  must  derive  its  income  from  the 
sale  of  water  in  order  to  provide  sufficient  moneys  to  defray  the  expenses  of 
operation,  extension  and  improvement. 
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To  this  may  be  added  the  sum  of  $192,000  paid  for  water  for  muni- 
cipal purposes,  which  is  the  amount  of  money  today  expended  out  of  the  gen- 
eral fund  for  the  service  specified.  Again,  there  may  be  added  to  the  total 
sum  the  amount  of  taxes  now  paid  by  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company  to 
this  and  to  other  counties,  amounting  in  all  to  over  $460,000  annually.  The 
charter  provides  that  nothing  shall  be  charged  to  the  city  by  a  public  utility 
owned  by  the  city,  and  as  a  result  thereof  every  dollar  of  this  great  sum 
must  come  from  the  rate  payer. 

A  new  distributing  plant  to  augment  the  present  system  must  be  pro- 
vided out  of  the  pockets  of  the  consumer  at  a  cost  of  many  millions  of  dol- 
lars. A  full  consideration  of  all  the  facts  and  circumstances  point  strongly 
to  the  probability  that  the  acquirement  of  the  Spring  Valley  system  would  mean 
an  advance  in  the  already  too  high  water  rate  of  from  40  to  50  per  cent.  This 
unhappy  condition  and  prospect  comes  to  us  as  a  heritage  from  the  outgoing 
administration. 

Fortunately  for  San  Francisco,  on  the  other  hand,  there  is  available  at 
this  time  and  for  all  time  to  come  a  source  of  supply  to  be  had  in  the  Hetch- 
Hetchy  Valley,  which  guarantees  an  abundance  of  pure  mountain  water  con- 
stantly flowing  from  the  melting  snow  upon  the  mountains  of  the  Sierra  Range. 

This  priceless  commodity  is  within  our  grasp,  and  it  but  remains  for  our 
citizens  to  so  express  their  desires  by  going  to  the  polls  next  Friday,  the  14th 
instant,  and  voting  for  Hetch-Hetchy  (Proposition  No.  1)  and  against  Spring 
Valley  (Proposition  No.  2.) 

I  would,  therefore,  recommend  that  your  honorable  body  take  such  action 
as  will  suggest  to  the  citizens  of  San  Francisco  the  advisability  of  adopting 
this  measure  for  the  acquisition  of  the  Hetch-Hetchy  water  supply  and  the  re- 
jection of  Spring  Valley. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  conclusion,  I  want  the  unselfish  and  cordial  support  of  every  public 
officer  and  employee,  and  I  want  rendered  in  the  interests  of  the  municipality  the 
very  best  service  of  which  such  officer  or  employe  may  be  capable.  I  would 
like  to  have  every  citizen  do  his  part  in  the  work  that  is  to  advance  and  de- 
velop this  city,  and  to  know  that  at  all  times  he  is  welcome  at  the  office 
of  the  Mayor  if  he  has  a  complaint  to  make  or  a  legitimate  idea  to  submit  for 
the  public  interest.  I  shall  endeavor,  as  I  see  the  light,  to  redeem  every  pledge 
I  have  made  to  the  people,  and  in  this  task  I  am  obliged  to  depend  for  success 
upon  you,  gentlemen,  as  upon  all  public  employees  and  the  sound  citizenship  of 
the  community. 

We  have  a  great  city  to  rebuild  and  big  and  beneficial  projects  to  carry 
out.  This  will  call  into  play  all  the  manhood,  stability,  firmness  of  character  and 
patience  of  which  we  are  capable.  To  the  upbuilding  and  advancement  of 
our  city,  then,  I  hereby  dedicate  my  zealous  and  painstaking  care,  and  I  call 
upon  you,  gentlemen,  as  upon  all  other  public  officials  and  employees,  to 
aid  me  in  achieving  a  creditable  management  of  the  affairs  of  this  municipality, 
to  the  end  that  the  people  entrusting  us  with  this  vast  responsibility  shall  be 
gratified  with  the  accounting  we  finally  render  to  them. 

I  wish  you  well  upon  this,  the  launching  of  your  official  activities,  and 
I  ask  you  to  depend  upon  me  for  co-operation  and  aid  in  any  good  work,  even 
as  I  shall  depend  and  rely  upon  you.  I  shall  sustain  every  public  employee 
who  is  in  the  right,  and  I  shall  unhesitatingly  eliminate  any  public  servant  whom 
I  am  convinced  is  in  the  wrong.  With  our  shoulders  to  the  wheel,  let  us  enter 
upon  our  task  with  mutual  confidence  and  good  feeling,  and  work  out  for  our 
municipality  a  future  that  will  make  of  San  Francisco  a  city  to  be  envied  by 
the  greatest  cities  of  the  world. 


Water  Rates 


PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SUPERVISORS  IN  THE  MATTER  OF 
FIXING  RATES  TO  BE  CHARGED  BY  ANY  PERSON  OR  CORPORATION 
SUPPLYING  WATER  TO  THE  CITY  AND  ITS  INHABITANTS  FOR  THE 
YEAR  ENDING  JUNE  30,  1911. 

WATER  RATES. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors,  pursuant  to  the  requirements  of  the  Constitution 
of  the  State  of  California,  of  the  Act  of  the  Legislature,  approved  March  7, 
1881,  and  of  Section  1,  Chapter  II,  Article  II  of  the  Charter  of  the  City  and 
County  and  in  compliance  therewith,  obtained  statements  from  the  corporations 
engaged  in  the  business  of  supplying  water  during  the  year  1909,  showing 
their  receipts  and  expenditures  and  nature  and  character  of  properties,  and  after 
consideration  and  investigation,  fixed  the  rates  to  be  collected  for  furnishing 
water  during  the  year  commencing  July  1,  1910,  and  ending  June  30,  1911. 

CONSTITUTIONAL  PROVISIONS. 

The  following  article  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State,  adopted  in  1879, 
and  which  went  into  effect  on  January  1,  1880,  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors,  in  the  month  of  February  of  each  year,  to  fix  the  rates  for  the  en- 
suing fiscal  year,  commencing  on  the  first  day  of  July,  of  compensation  to  be  col- 
lected by  any  person,  company  or  corporation  engaged  in  the  business  of  sup- 
plying water  for  the  use  of  the  City  and  County  or  its  inhabitants. 

ARTICLE   XIV — WATER  AND  WATER  RIGHTS. 

Section  1.  The  use  of  all  water  now  appropriated,  or  that  may  be  here- 
after appropriated,  for  sale,  rental  or  distribution,  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a 
public  use  and  subjected  to  the  regulation  and  control  of  the  State,  in  the  man- 
ner to  be  prescribed  by  law ;  provided,  that  the  rates  of  compensation  to  be  col- 
lected by  any  person,  company  or  corporation  in  this  State  for  the  use  of  water 
supplied  to  any  city  and  county,  or  city  or  town,  or  the  inhabitants  thereof, 
shall  be  fixed  annually  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  or  City  and  County,  or 
City  or  Town  Council,  or  other  governing  body  of  such  city  and  county,  or  city 
or  town,  by  ordinance  or  otherwise,  in  the  manner  that  other  ordinances  or  legis- 
lative acts  or  resolutions  are  passed  by  such  body,  and  shall  continue  in  force 
for  one  year  and  no  longer.  Such  ordinances  or  resolutions  shall  be  passed  in 
the  month  of  February  of  each  year,  and  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  July 
thereafter.  Any  board  or  body  failing  to  pass  the  necessary  ordinances  or 
resolutions  fixing  water  rates,  where  necessary,  within  such  time,  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  peremptory  process  to  compel  action  at  the  suit  of  any  party  interested 
and  shall  be  liable  to  such  further  processes  and  penalties  as  the  Legislature 
may  prescribe.  Any  person,  company  or  corporation  collecting  water  rates  in 
any  city  and  county,  or  city  or  town  in  this  State,  otherwise  than  as  so 
established,  shall  forfeit  the  franchise  and  water  works  of  such  person,  company 
or  corporation  to  the  city  and  county,  or  city  or  town,  where  the  same  are 
collected,  for  the  public  use. 
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Sec.  2.  The  right  to  collect  rates  or  compensation  for  the  use  of  water 
supplied  to  any  county,  city  or  county,  or  town,  or  the  inhabitants  thereof,  is 
a  franchise,  and  cannot  be  exercised  except  by  authority  of  and  in  the  manner 
prescribed  by  law. 

The  following  section  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution,  as  amended  in  1885, 
also  granted  the  right  to  persons  and  corporations  to  use  the  public  streets  for 
supplying  water  or  illuminating  light  to  the  inhabitants,  on  condition  that  the 
Legislature  shall  have  the  right  to  regulate  the  charges: 

ARTICLE  XI— RIGHT  OF  WATER  AND  GAS  COMPANIES  TO  USE  PUBLIC 

STREETS. 

Section  19.  In  any  city  where  there  are  no  public  works  owned  and  con- 
trolled by  the  municipality,  for  supplying  the  same  with  water,  or  artificial 
light,  any  individual,  or  any  company  duly  incorporated  for  such  purpose  under 
and  by  authority  of  the  laws  of  this  State,  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Streets,  or  other  officer  in  control  thereof,  and  under  such 
general  regulations  as  the  municipality  may  prescribe  for  damages  and  indemnity 
for  damages,  have  the  privilege  of  using  the  public  streets  and  thoroughfares 
thereof,  and  of  laying  down  pipes  and  conduits  therein,  and  connections  there- 
with, so  far  as  may  be  necessary  for  introduction  into  and  supplying  such  city 
and  its  inhabitants  either  with  gas  light  or  other  illuminating  light,  or  with 
fresh  water  for  domestic  and  all  other  purposes,  upon  the  condition  that  the 
municipal  government  shall  have  the  right  to  regulate  the  charges  thereof. 

ACT  OF  LEGISLATURE. 

The  Legislature  of  the  State,  at  the  session  of  1881,  passed  the  following 
Act,  providing  for  carrying  out  the  objects  of  Article  XIV  of  the  Constitution, 
by  imposing  upon  the  Board  of  Supervisors  the  duty  of  requiring  all  persons 
or  corporations  engaged  in  supplying  water  to  file  statements  in  the  month  of 
January  of  each  year,  showing  the  names,  residence  and  the  amount  paid  by 
each  ratepayer  during  the  preceding  year,  the  revenue  derived  from  all  sources, 
and  an  itemized  statement  of  expenditures  made  for  supplying  water  during  the 
same  time: 

An  Act  to  enable  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  Town  Council,  Board  of  Aldermen 
or  other  legislative  body  of  any  city  and  county,  city  or  town,  to  obtain 
data  and  information  from  any  corporation,  company  or  person  supplying 
water  to  such  city  and  county,  city  or  town.  Requiring  such  Board,  Town 
Council,  or  other  legislative  body  to  perform  duties  prescribed  by  Section  1 
of  Article  XIV  of  the  Constitution,  and  prescribing  penalties  for  the  non- 
performance  of  such  duties. — Approved  March  7,  1881. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly, 
do  enact  as  follows: 

(Municipal  Corporations  to  Fix  Water  Rates.) 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Supervisors,  Town  Council,  Board  of  Aldermen  or 
other  legislative  body  of  any  city  and  County,  city  or  town,  are  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered,  and  it  is  made  their  official  duty,  to  annually  fix  the  rates  that 
shall  be  charged  and  collected  by  any  person,  company,  association  or  corpora- 
tion for  water  furnished  to  any  such  city  and  county,  or  city  or  town,  or  the 
inhabitants  thereof.  Such  rates  shall  be  fixed  at  a  regular  or  special  session  of 
such  Board  or  other  legislative  body,  held  during  the  month  of  February  of  each 
year,  and  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  July  thereafter,  and  shall  continue 
in  full  force  and  effect  for  the  term  of  one  year,  and  no  longer. 
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(Annual  Statement  to  be  Made  by  Water  Companies,  etc.) 

Sec.  2.  The  Board  of  Supervisors,  Town  Council,  Biard  of  Aldermen  or 
other  legislative  body  of  any  city  and  county,  city  or  town,  are  hereby  authorized, 
and  it  is  hereby  made  their  duty,  at  least  thirty  days  prior  to  the  fifteenth  day 
of  January  of  each  year,  to  require  by  ordinance  or  otherwise  any  corporation, 
company  or  person  supplying  water  to  such  city  and  county,  city  or  town,  or  to 
the  inhabitants  thereof,  to  furnish  to  such  Board  or  other  governing  body,  in  the 
month  of  January  in  each  year,  a  detailed  statement,  verified  by  the  oath  of 
the  president  and  secretary  of  such  corporation  or  company,  or  of  such  person, 
as  the  case  may  be,  showing  the  names  of  each  water-rate  payer,  his  or  her  place 
of  residence,  and  the  amount  paid  for  water  by  each  of  such  water-rate  payers, 
during  the  year  preceding  the  date  of  each  statement,  and  also  showing  all 
revenues  derived  from  all  sources,  and  an  itemized  statement  of  expenditures 
made  for  supplying  water  during  said  time. 

(Additional  Statements  to  be  Made  by  Water  Companies,  etc.) 

Sec.  3.  Accompanying  the  first  statement  made  as  prescribed  in  Section  2 
of  this  Act.  every  such  corporation,  company  or  person  shall  furnish  a  detailed 
statement  verified  in  like  manner  as  the  statement  mentioned  in  Section  2 
hereof,  showing  the  amount  of  money  actually  expended  annually  since  com- 
mencing business,  in  the  purchase,  construction  and  maintenance,  respectively, 
of  the  property  necessary  to  the  carrying  on  of  its  business,  and  also  the  gross 
cash  receipts  annually,  for  the  same  period,  from  all  sources. 

(Refusal   by  Water  Companies   to  Make    Statement   a   Misdemeanor.) 

Sec.  4.  Every  corporation,  company  or  person  who  shall  refuse  or  neglect 
to  furnish  the  statements  mentioned  in  Sections  2  and  3  of  this  Act,  or  either 
one  of  them,  or  shall  furnish  any  false  statements  in  relation  thereto,  within 
thirty  days  after  having  been  required  or  requested  to  furnish  the  same,  as 
prescribed  in  Sections  1,  2  and  3  of  this  Act,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor. 

(Copies  of  Statements  to  be  Made  and  Filed  with  the  County  Recorder.) 

Sec.  5.  Upon  receiving  the  statements  provided  for  in  Sections  2  and  3  of 
this  Act.  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  Town  Council,  Board  of  Aldermen,  or  other 
legislative  body  shall  cause  a  copy  thereof  to  be  made  and  filed  in  the  office  of 
the  County  Recorder  of  such  city  and  county,  or  of  the  county  wherein  such 
city  or  town  is  situated. 

'Water  Rates  to  be   Equal   and   Uniform — Proviso.) 

Sec.  6.  Rates  for  the  furnishing  of  water  shall  be  equal  and  uniform. 
There  shall  be  no  discrimination  made  between  persons,  or  between  persons  and 
corporations,  or  as  to  the  use  of  water  for  private  and  domestic,  and  public  or 
municipal  purposes;  provided,  that  nothing  herein  shall  be  so  construed  as  to 
allow  any  person,  company,  association  or  corporation  to  charge  any  person, 
corporation  or  association  anything  for  water  furnished  them  when  by  any 
present  law.  such  water  is  free. 

<  Excess  in  Charging  Rates  Forfeits  Franchise,   etc.) 

Sec.  7.  Any  person,  company,  association  or  corporation,  charging  or 
attempting  to  collect,  from  the  persons,  corporations  or  municipalities  using 
water,  any  sum  in  excess  of  the  rate  fixed  as  hereinbefore  designated,  shall,  upon 
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the  complaint  of  the  said  Board  of  Supervisors,  Town  Council,  Board  of  Alder- 
men, or  other  legislative  body  thereof,  or  of  any  water-rate  payer,  and  upon 
conviction,  before  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  shall  forfeit  the  franchise 
and  water  works  of  such  persons,  company,  association  or  corporation  to  the  city 
and  county,  city  or  town,  wherein  the  said  water  is  furnished  and  used. 

(Penalty  to  Supervisors  for  Neglecting  to  Enforce  Provisions  of  Act.) 

Sec.  8.  Any  Board  of  Supervisors  or  other  legislative  body  of  any  city  and 
County,  city  or  town,  which  shall  fail  to  refuse  to  perform  any  of  the  duties 
prescribed  by  this  Act,  at  the  time  and  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  specified, 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  malfeasance  in  office,  and  upon  conviction  thereof,  at 
the  suit  of  any  interested  party,  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  shall  be 
removed  from  office. 

(Act    in    Effect.) 

Sec.  9.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage. 

CHARTER  PROVISION. 

The  following  provision  of  the  Charter  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  in  effect  November  23,  1907,  empowers  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  fix 
and  determine  by  ordinance  the  rates  or  compensation  to  be  collected  by  any 
persons,  company  or  corporation  for  the  use  of  water,  heat,  light  or  power,  and 
to  prescribe  the  quality  of  the  service. 

ARTICLE    II,    CHAPTER    II — POWERS   OF    THE    SUPERVISORS. 

Section  1 — Sub.  14.  To  fix  and  determine  by  ordinance  in  the  month  of 
February  of  each  year,  to  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  July  thereafter,  the 
rates  or  compensation  to  be  collected  by  any  person,  company  or  corporation 
in  the  City  and  County,  for  the  use  of  water,  heat,  light,  power,  or  telephone 
service,  supplied  to  the  City  and  County  or  to  the  inhabitants  thereof,  and  to 
prescribe  the  quality  of  the  service. 

INVESTIGATION  OF  WATER  RATES. 

As  preliminary  to  commencing  the  investigation  of  water  rates  for  the  year 
commencing  July  1,  1910,  and  ending  June  30,  1911,  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
adopted  the  following  resolutions  in  order  to  procure  the  information  necessary 
to  enable  it  to  act  intelligently  and  fairly  in  fixing  such  rates: 

Resolution  No.  4925  (New  Series)  requiring  statements  to  be  filed  by  all 
persons,  companies  or  corporations  engaged  in  the  business  of  supplying  water 
to  the  inhabitants  of  the  City  and  County. — Adopted  December  6,  1909. 

Resolution  No.  4926  (New  Series),  directing  the  Board  of  Public  Works  to 
make  an  appraisement  of  certain  properties  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Com- 
pany.— Adopted  December  6,  1909. 

•  Resolution  No.  4927  (New  Series),  directing  the  Spring  Valley  Water 
Company  to  furnish  an  inventory  of  all  its  property  actually  used  in  supplying 
water  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  City  and  County. — Adopted  December  6,  1909. 

INVESTIGATION  COMMENCED. 

On  January  17,  1910,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  Resolution  No.  5205 
(New  Series),  fixing  Tuesday,  February  1,  1910,  as  the  date  for  commencing 
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the   investigation   for  the   purpose   of  fixing  water  rates   for   the    following   fiscal 
year. 

Accordingly  the  Board  of  Supervisors  met  on  the  date  set  and  resolved 
itself  into  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  for  the  purpose  of  making  the  investigation. 
The  Committee  of  the  Whole,  by  Supervisor  Nelson,  Chairman,  reported  that  it 
had  commenced  the  investigation,  and  that  Exhibits  Nos.  1  to  5  had  been  filed; 
that  the  investigation  would  be  continued  on  February  10th.

Gentlemen : — 

Under  Resolution  No.  2927,  your  Honorable  Board  has  been  directed  to 
submit  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  an  appraisement  of  the  properties  of  the 
Spring  Valley  Water  Company  actually  used  in  furnishing  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  and  the  inhabitants  thereof  a  pure  and  wholesome  supply  of 
water,  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  said  Board  of  Supervisors  to  establish  a 
basis  of  valuation  of  said  properties  and  upon  which  it  may  fix  and  deter- 
mine water  rates  to  be  charged  to  said  City  and  County  and  its  inhabitants  for 
the  fiscal  year  commencing  July  1,  1910. 

In  1900-1901  a  very  careful  examination  and  estimate  was  made  of  the 
value  of  the  properties  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company.  This  work  ex- 
tended over  a  period  of  about  nine  months,  and  for  this  work  about  $30,000.00 
was  made  available  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  This  elaborate  estimate  has 
been  the  basis  of  all  values  of  the  properties  of  the  Spring  Valley  Company 
for  rate  fixing  purposes  since  that  date.  Special  reference  is  hereby  made  to 
the  results  of  this  work  and  the  accompanying  details  furnished  by  the  Spring

Gentlemen: 

In  submitting  our  estimates  of  depreciation  and  obsolescence,  we  stated 
that  it  was  hurriedly  prepared  and  that  it  would  be  necessary  to  study  various 
authorities  before  expressing  an  unqualified  opinion  as  to  the  estimates  therein 
contained.  Having  made  a  careful  study  of  the  matter,  I  am  more  than  ever 
convinced  that  the  principle  of  a  liberal  allowance  is  one  that  will  best  protect 
the  interests  of  the  community  and  the  interests  of  the  company. 

The  estimated  life  of  timber  structures,  ten  years,  was  made  on  the  basis 
of  present  condition  of  the  structures.  If  depreciation  is  based  on  amortization, 
two  methods  are  open:  to  estimate  on  the  basis  of  value  of  the  plant  in  its 
present  condition,  or  on  the  basis  of  cost. 

In  the  estimate  rendered  you,  the  fund  was  amortized  at  an  interest  rate 
of  three  and  one-half  per  cent  per  annum.  This  rate  of  interest  is  too  high. 
We  could  hardly  expect  to  realize  on  idle  funds  more  than  the  city  realizes  on 
its  idle  funds,  which  is  two  per  cent  per  annum. 

But  amortization  of  the  cost  or  value  of  a  plant  that  is  subject  to  deprecia- 
tion is  not  a  safe  or  sound  method  of  creating  a  depreciation  fund. 

Consulting  authorities,  I  find  they  disagree  on  the  life  of  physical  parts  as 
well  as  on  other  vital  elements.  Mr.  Grunsky,  in  his  report  of  1901,  assumes 
"periods  of  serviceability."  Mr.  Adams,  in  his  affidavit  or  testimony,  differs 
with  Mr.  Grunsky.  I  understand  reports  have  been  made  by  Rudolph  Hering, 
Samuel  L.  Gray  and  Joseph  M.  Wilson,  but  I  have  been  unable  to  consult  them. 

There  are  elements  of  depreciation  or  obsolescence  that  I  have  endeavored  to 
impress  upon  you  should  be  covered  for  the  better  safeguarding  of  the  interests 
of  the  community.  The  system  of  amortizing  cost  or  value  of  depreciable 
plant  is  unsound  in  that  it  does  not  cover  the  depreciation  caused  through 
the  advisability  that  may  arise  of  installing  modern  and  improved  inventions, 
or  for  the  changes  in  plant  that  may  become  necessary  by  the  growth  of  fixed 
conditions,  both  tending  to  economy  and  efficiency.  It  is  unsound  bookkeeping 
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for  a  corporation  to  wait  until  the  end  of  its  fiscal  year  and  then  ask  the 
question:  How  much  can  we  afford  to  write  off  this  year  for  depreciation? 

It  is  unwise,  unjust  and  illegal  not  to  provide,  either  through  a  deprecia- 
tion fund  or  through  a  contingent  fund,  a  reserve  to  cover  contingencies.  In 
other  words,  from  earnings  must  be  provided  the  necessary  moneys  to  properly 
repair,  maintain  or  replace  every  component  part  of  the  structural  plant. 

It  is  not  to  the  best  advantage  of  the  community  who  desire  to  pay  low 
water  rates,  or  to  the  company  who  desires  to  distribute  water  at  the  lowest 
rates  consistent  with  proper  methods  of  accounting,  to  lay  a  foundation  for  a 
depreciation  fund  that  will  not  amply  protect  the  company  in  all  changes  to  its 
plant  that  tend  toward  efficiency  and  economy  of  distribution. 

In  my  opinion  three  hundred  thousand  dollars  per  annum  is  a  minimum 
charge  that  should  be  made  if  conditions  will  permit:  but,  considering  all  the 
elements  of  difference  that  exist  between  engineers  and  accountants,  the  matter 
is  one  that  should  be  adjusted  by  mutual  agreement.  The  city  would  be  amply 
protected  from  every  point  of  view  if  dividends  were  controlled  by  agreement. 


ON   THE  MATTER   OF   THE   VALUE   OF   PROPERTY  USED   IX    SUPPLYING 
THE  CITY  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO  WITH  WATER. 

From  Mr.  Grunsky's  report  we  quote  the  following: 

"What  element  of  value  the  lands  on  which  the  gravel  beds  of 
Sunol  and  the  artesian  wells  near  Pleasanton  are  located  may  have 
acquired  by  reason  of  water  development  is  difficult  to  answer  with  any 
degree  of  precision,  particularly  in  view  of  the  fact  that  in  the  one 
case  the  value  depends  upon  the  amount  of  water  obtained  and  per- 
manently obtainable,  and  in  the  other  largely  upon  the  permanent 
serviceability  of  the  natural  filter." 

In  his  report   Mr.   Marsden  Manson   says: 

"One  other  factor  of  moment  which  this  office  has  not  been  able 
to  consider  is  the  value  of  the  Alameda  system  as  a  permanent  supply, 
which  has  only  been  brought  out  by  continued  use." 

In  the  time  that  I  have  been  able  to  give  to  this  matter,  I  cannot  under- 
stand how  your  present  engineer  arrived  at  his  estimate  of  value,  particularly 
as  I  understand  it  is  based  on  Mr.  Grunsky's  estimate.  In  his  report  dated 
January  30,  1903,  Mr.  Grunsky  gives  an  estimated  value  of  $28,024,389.  Only 
for  the  purposes  of  rate  fixing,  let  us  consider  his  estimates  of  value.  The 
Peninsula  water  system  is  valued  by  Mr.  Grunsky  at  $9,945,458;  the  Alameda 
Creek  system  at  $4,554,483.  Both  systems,  as  at  present  developed,  supply 
about  the  same  amount  of  water.  The  basic  value  of  the  Peninsula  system 
is  much  greater  at  this  time.  Is  it  not  a  very  reasonable  assumption  of  value 
to  add  $4.000,000  as  the  value  of  the  proved  serviceability  of  the  Alameda 
Creek  system? 

Another  large  element  of  value,  which  I  will  not  take  into  consideration 
here,  is  the  demand  which  now  exists,  and  which  did  not  exist  in  1903,  for  the 
water  of  the  Alameda  Creek  system  in  Oakland  and  elsewhere  at  prices  larger 
than  could  be  obtained  here  and  at  a  smaller  distributing  cost.  The  basic  value 
of  the  Peninsula  system  has  increased  owing  to  the  known  increase  in  value 
of  land  on  the  peninsula  between  this  city  and  San  .Jose  for  residential  and  other 
purposes.  One  of  the  basic  elements  of  Mr.  Grunsky's  estimate  is  17,233  acres 
of  land  appraised  at  $60  per  acre.  The  holdings  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water 
Company  in  this  water  shed  are  now  very  much  greater,  but  we  will  assume 
only  17,233  acres.  These  lands  are  now  worth  more  than  $300  per  acre,  a 
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difference  in  basic  value  between  then  and  now  of  $4,135,920.  Since  1901  the 
company  has  made  capital  expenditures  amounting  to  $3,189,501.30;  deducting 
from  this  the  capital  expenditures  for  1902,  (which,  I  assume,  was  covered  in 
Mr.  Grunsky's  report  dated  January  30,  1903,)  amounting  to  $678,478.25,  we 
have  $2,511,023.05.

The  above  statement  of  nearly  thirty-eight  million  dollars  is  made  by  using 
the  valuation  placed  by  the  city's  own  engineer  in  1903  and  applying  that 
valuation  to  conditions  known  to  exist  in  1909,  but  does  not  take  into  considera- 
tion higher  estimates  considered  conservative  by  other  engineers  in  1901  and 
1903,  nor  other  important  elements  of  increased  value  existing  in  the  year  1909. 

We  trust  the  Supervisors  will  learn  how  the  estimate  of  value  of  approxi- 
mately $25,000,000  was  reached  by  the  present  Assistant  City  Engineer  and 
recently  filed  for  your  consideration.

Dear  Sir:  I  have  just  discovered  what  is  evidently  an  unintentional  mistake, 
for  I  can  readily  appreciate  that  members  of  the  city  government  are  often 
rushed  owing  to  the  multiplicity  of  their  duties. 

In  his  report  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  dated  February  2,  1909,  the  Chief 
Assistant  Engineer  states: 

"Since  1901  all  estimates  of  the  valuation  of  the  Spring  Valley 
Water  Company  property  which  have  been  submitted  by  your  Honor- 
able Board  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  have  been  based  upon  the  com- 
prehensive estimate  made  during  1900-1901,  under  the  direction  of  your 
Board,  by  City  Engineer  C.  E.  Grunsky.  Tn  addition  to  the  above 
estimate,  City  Engineer  Grunsky  submitted  estimates  to  your  Board 
on  January  31,  1902,  January  30,  1903  and  January  26,  1904. 

"A  recapitulation  of  the  estimate  of  January  26,  1904,  is  as 
follows:" 

Then  follows  a  correct  citation  from  Mr.   Grunsky's  estimate. 
I    again    quote    from    the   Chief    Assistant    Engineers'    report: 
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"In    Janauary,    1908,    City    Engineer    Marsden    Manson    estimated 
the  value  of  the  works  in  use  at  $24,925,321;" 

and  he  uses   this  amount    as   the  basis   of   his   summary,    from  which   amount   is 
deducted  $750,000  for  the  now  unused  office  lot  and  building. 

City  Engineer  Marsden  Manson's  report,  dated  February  18,  1908,  starts 
with  Mr.  Grunsky's  estimate  as  a  basis,  and  then  states: 

'  'Accepting  the  estimated  value  approved  by  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors   in    1907    of    $24,569,828." 

Turning  to  this  report,  dated  February  15,  1907,  and  signed  by  City 
Engineer  Thos.  P.  Woodward,  I  find  no  mention  is  made  of  Mr.  Grunsky's 
report,  but  probably  that  report  was  used  as  a  basis.  By  an  examination  of  this 
report  of  the  City  Engineer  of  February  15,  1907,  we  learn  that  the  following 
deductions  were  made: 

PENINSULA   SYSTEM. 

Less    estimated    value    of    pipe    line    destroyed    by    earthquake    of    April 

18,    1906,    about $300,000 


CITY    DISTRIBUTING    SYSTEM. 

Less  estimated  value  of  damage  by  earthquake  of  April  18,  1906,  about..  200,000 
This  estimate  also  leaves  out  the  valuation  of  the  office  of  lot 750,000 

As  the  damage  by  the  earthquake  to  the  City  Distributing  System  has  been 
repaired  and  an  independent  line  laid  to  replace  the  old  Pilarcitos  line,  these 
deductions  should  be  restored.  As  the  estimated  value  of  the  office  lot  has  been 
deducted  twice,  $750,000  should  be  added.  These  items  alone  amount  to 
$1,250,000. 

I  understand  the  1906  appraisement  by  the  City  Engineer  was  $25,450,327. 
This  report  I  have  not.  The  appraisement  dated  January  26,  1905,  was 
$25,001,441,  which  brings  us  back  to  Mr.  Grunsky's  year.  In  his  report  dated 
January  30,  1903,  Mr.  Grunsky  estimates  the  value  at  $28,024,389.  Included 
in  this  estimate  was  the  following: 

Value  due  to  fact  that  business  is  established $1,400,000 

Suggested   allowance   for   franchise   value 2,500,000 

Since  that  report  these  two  vital  elements  of  value  have  been  eliminated.

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INVESTIGATION   RESUMED. 

On  March  1,  1910,  the  investigation  was  resumed  and  the  matter  was  con- 
sidered in  the  Committee  of  the  Whole,  Supervisor  O'Dowd  in  the  chair.  The 
committee  reported  that  the  testimony  of  W.  H.  Healy  and  Jas.  A.  Jordan,  rep- 
resenting the  Healy -Tibbitts  Construction  Company;  Milton  T.  Clark,  repre- 
senting the  Clark  Construction  Company ;  J.  A.  Dowling,  representing  the 
Western  Construction  Company,  relative  to  alleged  excessive  charges  made  for 
water  used  in  building  construction;  also  of  W.  B.  Bourn,  president  of  the 
Spring  Valley  Water  Company,  Exhibit  No.  20,  being  78  complaints  received 
by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  for  excessive  charges  for  water  by  the  Spring 
Valley  Water  Company  with  requests  for  investigation,  was  placed  on  file. 

INVESTIGATION  RESUMED. 

On  March  9,  1910,  the  investigation  was  resumed  and  the  matter  was  con- 
sidered in  the  Committee  of  the  Whole,  Supervisor  Nelson  in  the  chair.  The 
committee  reported  that  it  had  heard  the  testimony  of  S.  P.  Eastman,  second 
vice-president  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company;  E.  J.  McCutcheon,  attorney 
of  said  company;  Frank  Lentner  and  T.  L.  Sharman,  representing  the  Bay  View 
District;  also  of  W.  H.  Healy,  representing  the  Healy-Tibbitts  Construction 
Company;  J.  J.  Flinn  of  Flinn  &  Treacy,  K.  E.  Parker,  representing  the  Clinton 
Fireproofing  Company;  J.  J.  Fennell,  E.  S.  Rainey  and  W.  S.  Scott,  representing 
the  Masons'  and  Builders'  Association;  also  of  Marsden  Manson,  City  Engineer, 
Exhibits  Nos.  21,  22,  and  23,  were  filed,  which  are  as  follows:

Dear  Sir: — In  accordance  with  your  request  to  the  committee  which  appeared 
before  your  Board,  composed  of  Mr.  Stanley  Dollar,  representing  the  Robert 
Dollar  Steamship  Company ;  Mr.  Frye,  representing  the  Pacific  Mail  Steamship 
Company  and  the  San  Francisco  and  Portland  Steamship  Company,  and  myself, 
representing  the  Pacific  Coast  Steamship  Company,  that  I  put  in  writing  sub- 
stantially what  I  stated  before  your  committee,  relating  to  the  excessive  rate 
charged  for  water  supplied  the  steamers  in  this  harbor,  I  beg  to  submit  the 
following: 

The  tariff  rate  as  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  water  supplied 
any  vessel  from  the  harbor  is  $1.50  per  1,000  gallons,  which  is  paid  by  a 
number  of  shipowners,  while  others  pay  at  the  rate  of  75c  per  1,000  gallons,  and 
still  others  pay  a  lump  sum  per  steamer,  which  is  supposed  to  work  out  about 
75c  per  1,000  gallons  for  the  quantity  used.  Against  this,  the  tariff  approved 
by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  water  supplied  within  the  city  limits,  the 
charge  for  the  highest  quantity  consumed  within  a  month,  is  12c  per  100  cubic 
feet,  say  16c  per  1,000  gallons. 

Practically  every  steamship  line  running  regularly  out  of  this  port  will 
take  during  a  month  a  much  larger  quantity  of  water  than  the  quantity  called 
for  in  the  tariff  for  the  city  (100,000  cubic  feet  per  month)  insuring  the  rate 
of  16c  per  1,000  gallons.  Taking  our  case,  we  use  on  an  average  1,400,000 
gallons  per  month,  and  at  the  75c  rate  per  1,000  gallons  which  we  have  recently 
been  paying,  makes  the  monthly  charge  for  water  $1,050.00,  whereas  if  we 
were  charged  the  same  as  a  manufacturer  on  the  west  side  of  East  Street, 
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using  only  100,000  cubic  feet    (say  700,000  gallons)   per  month,  we  should  pay 
for  our  quantity  $225.00,    or  $826.00  per  month  less  than  we  now  pay. 

I  am  advised  that  the  Pacific  Mail  Steamship  Company  has  a  rate  of  75c 
per  1,000  gallons  for  water  supplied  its  steamers,  but  for  water  used  on  the 
wharf  sprinkling  the  dock,  flushing  urinals,  etc.,  it  is  charged  16c  per  1,000 
gallons,  notwithstanding  the  fact  there  is  but  one  water  main  on  the  wharf, 
through  which  the  water  is  supplied  to  both  the  steamers  and  the  dock,  but 
when  used  for  the  steamers  a  rate  nearly  five  times  as  great  is  charged  as  when 
water  coming  out  of  the  same  pipe  and  in  smaller  quantities' is  used  for  dock 
purposes. 

The  Kosmos  line,  which  is  charged  $1.50  per  1,000  gallons,  takes  from  San 
Francisco  as  little  water  as  possible,  inasmuch  as  their  boats  while  on  the 
Sound  C Victoria)  can  get  all  the  water  they  require  for  the  lump  sum  of  $10.00. 

The  American-Hawaiian  Steamship  Company  is  also  charged  for  some  of 
its  boats  at  the  rate  of  $1.50  per  1,000  gallons,  on  other  of  its  steamers  a  lump 
sum  is  charged.  In  either  case  the  rate  charged  is  in  excess  of  what  the  same 
quantity  of  water  could  be  gotten  for  practically  at  any  other  important  port 
in  the  United  States,  along  this  or  the  Atlantic  Coast,  or  that  the  same  water 
would  be  furnished  a  consumer  within  the  city  limits  of  San  Francisco. 

In  Seattle,  the  charge  for  water  supplied  vessels  is  8%c  per  1,000  gallons, 
but  as  the  cost  of  getting  the  water  into  Seattle  is  much  less  than  getting  it 
into  San  Francisco,  we  believe  it  would  be  unjust  to  the  water  company  to 
ask  for  so  low  a  rate  for  this  port,  but  we  do  insist  that  if  the  water  company 
can  supply  manufacturers  in  this  city  at  a  rate  of  12c  per  1,000  cubic  feet, 
which  equals  16c  per  1,000  gallons,  we  see  no  reason  why  they  cannot  furnish 
a  vessel  in  the  port,  taking  the  same  or  a  larger  quantity,  at  a  rate  no  higher 
than  that  charged  the  manufacturer,  of  16c  per  1,000  gallons,  as  we  understand 
there  is  no  more  expense  to  delivering  this  water  along  the  water  front  than 
any  other  part  of  its  system. 

So  far  as  I  know,  this  is  the  only  port  in  the  world  when  chartering  a  vessel 
the  shipowner  stipulates  in  the  charter  party  who  shall  pay  for  the  water, 
owners  or  charterers.  At  other  ports  the  cost  of  water  is  such  a  small  item 
that  it  is  practically  considered  in  the  incidentals. 

The  S.  S.  "Cleveland"  when  in  this  port  was  required  to  take  361,500 
gallons  of  water,  for  which  she  was  charged  $1.50  per  1.000  gallons,  and  paid 
$542.25.  Had  this  quantity  been  supplied  a  manufacturer  on  the  opposite  side 
of  East  Street  from  the  "Cleveland's"  dock  at  16c  per  1,000  gallons,  the 
schedule  price,  such  manufacturer  would  have  paid  only  $120.50,  or  $421.75  less 
than  was  charged  the  "Cleveland:"  in  other  words,  the  owners  of  the  "Cleve- 
land" were  charged  over  nine  times  as  much  as  the  manufacturer  would  have 
been  charged  for  the  same  quantity  of  water. 

"We  therefore  respectfully  ask  your  Honorable  Body  to  grant  our  request 
that  the  shipping  no  longer  be  discriminated  against,  but  be  placed  on  the  same 
basis  as  the  consumer  on  shore,  when  there  is  no  additional  expense  involved 
in  making  the  delivery.  Very  respectfully,

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INVESTIGATION    RESUMED. 

On  March  15,  1910,  the  investigation  was  resumed,  the  matter  being  con- 
sidered in  the  Committee  of  the  Whole,  Supervisor  Nelson  in  the  chair.  The 
committee  reported  that  it  had  heard  the  testimony  of  E.  J.  McCutcheon,  attor- 
ney of  the  Spring  Valley  Water,  Company,  and  Exhibit  No.  24  was  filed  as 
follows :

Gentlemen: — We  beg  to  file  the  following  as  an  exhibit  in  the  matter  of  the 
fixing  of  rates  for  your  fiscal  year  1910-11: 

First :  The  cost  of  the  properties  used  in  supplying  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  with  water. 

These  figures  are  taken  from  the  record  of  the  rate  suits. 

The  law  requires  that  rates  should  be  fixed  on  the  value  of  the  property 
used  in  rendering  service,  provided  that  that  rate  is  not  unreasonable  to  the 
rate  payer ;  and  we  have  testified  that  the  water  rate  of  San  Francisco  is  from 
30%  to  60%  lower  than  the  water  rates  of  the  surrounding  cities  and  towns, 
where  conditions  of  the  water  supply  are  somewhat  similar  as  regards  rain  fall 
and  availibility  of  supply ;  but  the  service  to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco can  only  be  performed  owing  to  its  situation  at  a  much  greater  capital  in- 
vestment than  other  important  cities  on  San  Francisco  Bay. 

We  ask  you  for  a  rate  10%  greater  than  that  now  being  collected,  with  a 
$5.00  hydrant  rate. 

We  refer  you  to  the  correspondence  between  this  company  and  your  pre- 
decessors in  office  in  reference  to  the  $5  hydrant  rate.  This  rate  should  be 
given  to  the  company  in  fulfillment  of  the  city's  agreement  and  because  the 
service  is  well  worth  that  figure.  Large  capital  investments  were  made  under 
the  promise  of  that  rate.  This  matter  is  fully  covered  in  the  correspondence  to 
which  we  draw  your  attention. 

If  the  rates  asked  for  are  granted,  the  estimated  revenue  of  the  company 
would  be  $3,237,472 — deducting  estimated  operating  expenses,  depreciation  and 
taxes  estimated  at  $1,569,483,  would  leave  a  balance  of  $1,667,989,  which  is 
approximately  5%  on  $32,000,000. 

It  is  within  your  knowledge  that  all  properties  that  have  been  acquired  by 
the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company  during  the  last  forty-five  years  have  greatly 
appreciated  in  value,  except,  possibly,  some  of  the  structural  parts,  which, 
owing  to  use,  may  have  depreciated. 

If  the  rate  is  fixed  on  value,  the  rate  we  ask  would  yield  a  return  which 
would  probably  be  held  confiscatory,  and  the  rate  we  ask  you  to  fix,  and  which 
will  be  accepted,  would  yield  less  than  5%  on  the  cost  of  the  properties,

Thereupon  the  investigation  was  closed  and  the  exhibits  filed  were  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Water  Rates  with  instructions  to  report  a  bill  and  ordi- 
nance fixing  water  rates  for  the  year  commencing  July  1,  1910. 

REPORTS   OF    COMMITTEE    OX   WATER    RATES. 

On  June  6,  1910,  the  following  proceedings  were  had  in  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  relation  to  fixing  water  rates: 

The  following  bill  and  reports  laid  over  from  last  meeting  were  taken  up: 

Bill    No.    1336,    Ordinance    No.    (New    Series),    entitled,    "Regulating 

the  Monthly  Rates  of  Compensation  to  be  collected  by  any  Person,  Company  or 
Corporation  engaged  in  the  business  of  supplying  water  to  the  inhabitants  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  for  family  uses,  for  private  purposes,  for 
municipal  uses  and  for  all  public  purposes  of  said  City  and  County,  for  the  year 
commencing  July  1,  1910.  and  ending  June  30,  1911." 


MAJORITY  REPORT. 

San  Francisco,    Cal.,   May    23,    1910. 

To  the  Honorable,   the  Board  of  Supervisors 

of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Water  Rates,  on  whom  devolved  the  duty 
of  recommending  an  ordinance  fixing  rates  to  be  charged  for  furnishing  pure, 
fresh  water  to  this  city  and  county  and  its  inhabitants  for  the  fiscal  year  com- 
mencing July  1,  1910,  begs  leave  to  make  report  thereon  as  follows: 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Resolution  Xo.  4925  (New  Series), 
requiring  companies,  corporations,  and  persons  furnishing  water,  to  file  state- 
ments with  your  Honorable  Board  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1909,  the 
Spring  Valley  Water  Company  in  response  thereto  filed  exhibits  embracing 
appraisements  and  valuations  of  their  plant,  cost  of  maintenance  and  other 
expenditures,  receipts  from  consumers  and  other  sources,  together  with  testi- 
mony of  its  officers  in  proof  thereof. 

Additional  to  these,  there  was  filed  an  appraisement  by  the  City  Engineer, 
Mr.  Marsden  Mauson,  showing  his  valuation  of  the  Company's  plant  and  other 
data  taken  from  its  books. 

Complaints  were  also  filed  by  water  consumers,  contractors,  builders  and 
shipping  companies,  asking  relief  from  what  they  considered  excessive  charges 
for  water  supplied. 

While  your  committee  find  much  reason  in  the  complaint  of  the  shipping 
interests,  and  would  cheerfully  recommend  some  relief  in  that  quarter,  they  are 
confronted  with  the  problem  of  a  return  in  the  revenue  which  the  company 
claims  it  would  lose  by  reducing  the  rates  on  shipping  from  present  figures. 

The  testimony  taken  before  your  committee  showed  that  the  Spring  Valley 
Water  Company  discriminates  in  favor  of  some  shippers  by  materially  reducing 
their  charges  for  water,  but  that  in  no  case  do  they  exceed  the  maximum  rate 
allowed  by  the  ordinance. 

To  produce  this  lost  revenue,  it  would  be  necessary  to  increase  rates  on 
householders  and  thereby  create  a  hardship  on  a  greater  number  of  consumers 
who  already  claim  to  be  taxed  to  the  limit  in  their  water  supply. 

To  reduce  the  company's  revenue  without  an  adequate  compensation,  might 
seriously  affect  the  pending  litigation  and  hamper  the  City  Attorney  in  the  suit. 
It  is  therefore  with  great  reluctance  your  committee  finds  itself  unable  to  sug- 
gest a  remedy. 
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For  the  same  reason,  the  complaints  of  contractors  and  builders  are  found 
impossible  of  relief. 

The  company  asks  for  a  25  per  cent  raise  in  the  rates,  claiming  that  this 
would  bring  an  adequate  return  on  their  investment  (and  contend  that  the 
estimate  of  the  City  Engineer  does  not  take  into  consideration  a  fair  valuation 
of  its  property),  but  in  the  testimony  they  refuse,  in  the  event  of  a  raise  in 
rates,  to  agree  to  place  mains  in  districts  already  inadequately  supplied,  or  give 
relief  asked  for  in  portions  of  the  city  still  without  water  pressure;  it  is  there- 
fore, obvious  that  no  relief  to  the  city  and  county  would  accrue  by  considering 
this  phase  at  all,  and  it  is  for  this  reason  dismissed  from  consideration. 

Your  committee  is  unable  to  arrive  at  any  definite  amount  which  might  cover 
alleged  depreciation,  but  from  the  statements  of  the  company  which  show  an 
increase  of  revenue  due  largely,  in  our  opinion,  to  increased  amount  of  new 
business,  we  believe  that  that  increase  is  ample  to  compensate  for  any  deprecia- 
tion to  the  property  and  at  the  same  time  give  them  the  required  percentage 
of  profit  for  reasonable  interest  and  dividends,  especially  as  no  material  replace- 
ments nor  other  extraordinary  expenditures  are  being  made. 

After  due  consideration  of  all  the  data  presented,  both  by  the  Spring  Valley 
Water  Company  and  the  City  Engineer,  your  committee  would  recommend  that 
the  Ordinance  of  1909-10,  fixing  water  rates,  be  re-enacted  as  a  basis  of  rates 
to  be  collected  for  the  fiscal  year  commencing  July  1,  1910,  and  ending  June 
30,  1911.  Respectfully  submitted,

MINORITY  REPORT. 
I 

San   Francisco,   May   24,    1910. 
To  the  Board  of   Supervisors : 

I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  minority  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Water  Rates: 

Perhaps  the  most  difficult  and  unsatisfactory  task  imposed  upon  a  Supervisor 
is  the  fixing  of  rates  to  be  charged  for  water  by  the  corporation  serving  the  city. 
The  presumption  of  law  is  that  he  shall  act  in  a  judicial  capacity  and  allow  a 
rate  that  shall  be  found  to  be  fair  to  both  parties  in  interest,  but  as  matter  of 
fact  it  is  not  uncommon  for  the  platform  of  a  political  party  .to  establish  the 
rate  in  its  platform  and  to  require  pledges  that  a  fixed  amount  shall  not  be 
exceeded,  and  a  public  officer  who  dares  to  be  governed  by  his  own  judgment 
rather  than  by  popular  clamor  is  regarded  with  suspicion. 

To  ask  the  representatives  of  the  people  to  fix  the  price  to  be  paid  by  those 
who  elect  them  for  the  water  they  use  is  certainly  illogical  and  it  is  not  strange 
that  it  has  brought  constant  litigation  and  deplorable  animosity.  No  Supervisor 
can  form  a  satisfactory  conclusion  from  his  own  knowledge.  He  must  rely  upon 
experts,  using  his  best  judgment. 

The  City  Engineer  is  the  official  naturally  relied  upon,  but  the  Charter 
places  the  final  decision  not  in  his  hands,  but  with  the  Supervisors.  His  recom- 
mendations should  receive  due  weight,  but  not  be  considered  the  only  source  of 
knowledge.  Other  estimates  should  be  weighed  and  corporations,  whatever 
their  practices,  should  be  treated  with  absolute  fairness.  Then  the  city  would 
be  in  a  position  to  compel  the  best  service.  The  result  of  undervaluation  has 
been  prolonged  litigation,  expensive  in  many  ways,  and  court  injunctions  in 
protection  of  property  rights  that  nullify  the  rates  fixed  by  the  Supervisors. 

There  seems  no  escape  from  the  dilemma  but  through  the  acceptance  by 
both  parties  of  the  final  decision  of  the  courts  (if  it  is  ever  reached),  or  by 
the  purchase  of  the  property  by  the  city.  It  is  matter  of  great  regret  that  the 
recent  opportunity  to  secure  the  property  was  not  appreciated.  The  failure  is 
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without  doubt  to  be  largely  attributed  to  the  persistent  belittling  of  the  value 
of  the  supply.  It  is  sincerely  to  be  hoped  that  the  renewed  effort  to  come  to 
terms  with  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company  may  result  in  complete  municipal 
ownership. 

In  the  meantime  the  duty  devolves  upon  us  to  fix  rates  for  the  present 
year,  and  the  only  consideration  that  should  influence  us  is  the  present  value 
of  the  property  and  the  rate  that  will  guarantee  a  just  return  upon  it.  We  need 
not  flatter  ourselves  that  our  action  will  influence  a  federal  judge  or  in  any  way 
prejudice  the  city's  case.  And  if  we  feared  it  might,  it  would  not  absolve  us 
from  the  obligation  to  act  on  our  own  judgment. 

In  arriving  at  a  valuation  we  should  carefully  consider  the  estimate  of  the 
City  Engineer,  and  we  should  also  give  due  weight  to  other  estimates  and  cir- 
cumstances. 

The  report  of  Col.  Heuer.  based  on  an  average  of  fourteen  separate  valua- 
tions, fixed  $31,000,000  as  a  reasonable  figure.  The  fact  that  nearly  two-thirds 
of  the  voters  favored  the  purchase  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company  for 
$35,000,000  is  an  indication  that  the  actual  value  of  the  portion  of  the  property 
used  for  supplying  the  city  with  water  somewhat  exceeds  the  amount  arrived  at 
by  the  City  Engineer. 

The  action  of  a  federal  judge  of  high  standing  in  authorizing  the  collection 
of  15  per  cent  more  than  the  rate  allowed  by  the  ordinance  of  the  Board  cer- 
tainly compels  consideration,  for  it  determines  the  rate,  whatever  we  do,  and 
was  arrived  at  by  an  officer  trained  in  weighing  evidence,  after  an  examination 
much  fuller  than  we  can  possibly  give. 

It  is  plainly  evident  that  a  final  judicial  determination  of  the  value  must 
be  reached  before  any  degree  of  harmonious  action  can  be  obtained. 

The  question  presented  now  is,  What  should  the  Board  of  Supervisors  do 
in  advance  of  the  decree?  Recent  decisions  seem  to  leave  no  doubt  that  the 
present  valuation  of  the  property,  and  not  the  company's  investment,  is  the 
basis  of  value;  but  this  principle  must  be  interpreted  rationally.  The  claim 
for  a  return  on  $46,000,000  seems  wholly  unreasonable.  There  is  a  wide  varia- 
tion between  the  estimate  presented  by  the  company  and  that  presented  by  the 
City  Engineer — a  variation  impossible  to  reconcile  by  a  comparison  of  items, 
since  the  basis  is  wholly  different.  The  City  Engineer  takes  the  Grunsky  valua- 
tion of  1901  and  adds  the  capital  investment  since  made.  Mr.  Grunsky  stated 
in  his  report  in  1902  that  the  permanent  value  of  the  Alameda  supply  remained 
to  be  demonstrated  and  he  consequently  did  not  allow  for  it.  It  would  seem 
that  the  fact  that  during  the  eight  years  that  have  since  elapsed  more  than 
12.000,000  gallons  per  day  has  been  furnished  from  that  source,  with  no  diminu- 
tion in  quantity,  proves  its  permanency  beyond  question,  and  no  one  can  visit 
the  Sunol  gravel  beds  without  being  convinced  that  the  property  is  of  very 
great  value.  To  decline  to  admit  this  in  fixing  rates  seems  manifestly  unjust. 
How  much  should  be  added  by 'reason  of  this  is  hard  to  determine,  but  it  would 
seem  that  including  other  items  of  investment  and  appreciation  since  1901,  ten 
per  cent  would  be  a  small  allowance. 

The  present  valuation  fixed  by  the  City  Engineer  is  practically  $25,500,000, 
and  the  rate  of  1909  is  based  on  that  valuation,  less  about  $245,000  added  for 
capital  expenditure  during  the  past  year.  The  annual  report  of  the  company 
shows  an  unusually  good  year.  Three  thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifty-five 
new  consumers  brought  the  total  to  54,932,  the  largest  number  in  its  history. 
The  increase  in  gross  revenue  outside  of  the  15  per  cent  collected  under  injunc- 
tion was  $207,273,  while  the  increase  of  expenses  was  but  $61,495.  Including 
the  $299,341  deposited  pending  the  court  decision  the  gross  revenue  of  the 
company  was  $2.770.974.  After  paying  operating  expenses,  interest  on  bonds 
and  4  per  cent  dividends  on  the  capital  stock  at  $50  per  share,  there  remained 
$446.497.15.  of  which  $260.000  was  charged  to  depreciation  and  obsolescence, 
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$120,000    to    contingent    and    insurance    fund    account,    and    $64,497    was    added 
to   surplus. 

Had  the  company  collected  only  the  rate  allowed  by  the  ordinance,  the 
surplus  available  for  depreciation,  etc.,  would  have  been  $147,155.  This  would 
indicate  that  the  15  per  cent  collected  under  injunction  was  rather  more  than 
was  necessary  to  insure  a  fair  return  on  proved  value,  but  that  the  rate  originally 
fixed  by  the  Board  would  not  give  an  adequate  return.  From  a  careful  study  of 
all  the  facts  I  feel  that  the  company  is  entitled  to  a  rate  to  private  consumers 
10  per  cent  in  advance  of  the  1909  rates,  and  would  recommend  the  adoption 
of  an  ordinance  to  that  effect.  Under  such  an  increase  the  following  would  seem 
a  fair  estimate  for  the  coming  year:

The  property  not  used  for  water  purposes,  estimated  at  about  $5,000,000, 
returns  in  rents,  etc.,  about  $100,000  per  annum,  which,  considering  the  appre- 
ciation in  the  value  of  the  property  from  year  to  year,  is  a  fair  return. 

If  the  company  should  accept  the  schedule  proposed,  consumers  would  save 
5  per  cent  on  the  rate  they  are  now  paying.  If  the  company  again  resorts  to 
the  courts  the  probability  of  securing  an  injunction  would  certainly  be  lessened 
as  the  rates  are  less  likely  to  be  judged  unreasonable  and  confiscatory.  The 
proposed  increase  on  the  nominal  rate  is  an  actual  decrease  on  the  amount  now 
paid  or  likely  to  be  paid  should  last  year's  rate  be  re-enacted.  It  would  be  of 
advantage  to  consumers  and  increase  the  probabilities  of  the  acquisition  of  the 
property. 

As  regards  the  rate  of  water  furnished  by  the  company  to  shippers,  I  feel 
that  the  present  method  of  charging  all  that  can  be  collected  is  a  serious  com- 
mercial detriment.  The  rates  are  in  nearly  all  instances  far  below  the  rates  fixed 
in  the  ordinance,  but  far  in  advance  of  the  regular  meter  rates.  On  account  of 
additional  expense  the  company  is  entitled  to  some  increased  revenue  and  I 
would  recommend  that  in  lieu  of  the  present  provision,  that  all  water  for  ship- 
ping be  supplied  at  20  per  cent  advance  on  regular  meter  rates. 

This  it  is  estimated  will  lessen  the  receipts  of  the  company  at  least  $90,000 
a  year,  and  toward  meeting  this  I  would  recommend  an  increase  of  the  hydrant 
rate  from  $2.50  to  $4.00,  which  will  necessitate  a  draft  on  the  budget  of  about 
$78,000. 

In  fixing  the  rate  for  the  coming  year  it  should  be  taken  into  account  that 
to  meet  the  increasing  demand  for  water  the  company  will  be  obliged  to  expend 
a  considerable  sum  of  money  in  bringing  in  and  properly  distributing  the  supply 
we  shall  need,  and  we  cannot  expect  them  to  make  the  necessary  capital  invest- 
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ment  unless  they  are  assured  that  in  some  way,   at   some  time,   they  will  be  re- 
imbursed for  the  outlay. 

If  we  fix  a  fair  rate  and  if  they  will  moderate  their  demands  and  accept 
the  rate  we  fix,  there  is  every  probability  that  during  the  year  an  equitable 
settlement  can  be  reached  and  that  the  voters  of  the  city  will  ratify  it  at  the 
polls.

PRIVILEGE  OF  THE  FLOOR, 

E.  C.  McCutchen,  attorney,  representing  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company, 
took  exception  to  certain  statements  in  the  majority  report,  declaring  that  if  the 
committee  was  of  the  opinion  that  the  company  would  refuse  to  furnish  addi- 
tional service  in  the  event  of  an  increase  of  25  per  cent  being  granted,  that  it 
was  in  error  as  no  such  statement  had  been  made.  He  stated  that  the  company 
did  not  deem  25  per  cent  increase  adequate,  but  would  be  satisfied  therewith. 
He  called  attention  to  the  value  of  the  Alameda  property,  for  which  no  allow- 
ance had  been  made  in  the  City  Engineer's  estimate.  He  suggested  that  the 
matter  be  laid  over  one  week  in  order  that  differences  might  be  adjusted. 

COMMUNICATION    FROM    BOARD    OF    FIRE    UNDERWRITERS,     CALLING 

ATTENTION  TO  DANGER  FROM  FIRE  IN  WESTERN  ADDITION 

OWING  TO  LACK  OF  WATER  PRESSURE. 

Thereupon  the  following  communication  to  His  Honor  the  Mayor  was  read 
by  the  Clerk  and  ordered  filed: 

San  Francisco,  Cal.,  May  19,  1910. 

Hon.  John  A.  Kelly",  Acting  Mayor,  City  of  San  Francisco. 

Dear  Sir: — The  underwriters  respectfully  but  urgently  call  the  attention 
of  yourself  and  the  Honorable  Board  of  Supervisors  to  the  dangerous  condition, 
partially  described  by  Fire  Chief  Murphy,  in  his  recent  communication  to  you, 
of  that  large  portion  of  the  city  embraced  between  Gough,  Pine,  Baker  and 
Haight  streets,  on  account  of  the  insufficient  water  pressure  and  supply  for  the 
extinction  of  fire. 

This  danger  affects  not  only  the  district  named,  but  through  it  the  remainder 
of  the  city  to  the  east  and  the  Mission  to  the  south,  more  especially  in  the  sum- 
mer time  when  high  winds  prevail. 

We  are  informed  that  the  company  supplying  water  has  temporarily  con- 
nected the  Lake  Honda  supply  with  the  distributing  system  of  the  district 
named,  but  that  it  cannot  maintain  the  connection  through  the  summer  without 
depleting  or  exhausting  the  supply  in  Lake  Honda  itself.  In  September,  1909, 
this  supply  was  reduced  from  the  ordinary  average  of  a  little  less  than  33,000,- 
000  gallons  to  a  little  over  16,500,000  in  ten  days  of  warm  weather,  namely, 
those  from  the  8th  to  the  17th  inclusive,  The  ordinary  average  supply  of  Lake 
Honda  was  not  restored  thereafter  until  the  28th,  the  restoration  being  gradual. 

The  importance  of  maintaining  a  supply  sufficient  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
many  fire  engines  required  in  the  extinction  of  a  large  fire  seems  to  be  greater 
than  that  of  maintaining  the  pressure  of  100  pounds  at  present  existing.  The 
water  company  has  therefore  arranged,  we  are  informed,  to  substitute  for  the 
Lake  Honda  supply  that  of  College  Hill  which  has  a  lower  elevation,  and  which 
substitution  will  reduce  the  pressure  to  55  pounds  at  Fillmore  street,  and  to  a 
lower  pressure  at  higher  points  in  the  district.  An  employee  of  the  water  com- 
pany will  be  provided  with  a  motorcycle  and  instructed  to  connect  the  Lake 
Honda  system  with  the  distributing  pipes  of  the  district  on  telephonic  notice 
of  fire. 
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It  is  possible  that  this  arrangement  is  the  best  obtainable;  but  it  is  obvious 
that  the  city  should  not  depend  for  its  safety  on  so  obsolete  a  practice. 

The  water  company  should  relieve  the  property  owners  and  the  under- 
writers by  installing  proper  force  mains  and  pumps  to  increase  the  supply  from 
the  original  source  to  Lake  Honda.  The  time  occupied  in  this  installation  would 
be  so  great  that  the  city  would  not  be  relieved  of  the  danger  impending  during 
the  summer  months,  including  September,  in  which  month  there  is  a  probability 
of  the  greatest  number  of  successive  hot  days. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  intelligence  of  the  Honorable  Board  of  Supervisors  and 
ourself  may  devise  a  means  of  providing  the  city  with  water  for  fire  purposes, 
adequate  in  supply  and  pressure.  It  is  possible  that  in  the  meantime  an  enforc- 
ible  ordinance  can  be  adopted,  requiring  economy  on  the  part  of  users  of  water 
throughout  the  city,  that  the  impending  danger  warrants. 

Your  Honor  will  consider  that  while  there  was  great  cause  for  the  anxiety 
felt  by  the  citizens  last  September  during  the  short  warm  period,  the  large  in- 
crease in  number  of  buildings,  and  consequent  connections  with  the  water 
system  during  the  year,  has  increased  the  demand,  while  the  supply  has  not  been 
increased  at  all. 

It  must  not  be  forgotten  that  the  hazard  of  conflagration,  existing  in  the 
inflammable  section  described  in  the  Chief's  letter  and  that  known  as  the  Mission, 
cannot  be  found  in  any  other  city  in  the  civilized  world;  therefore  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  underwriters  the  protection  of  this  city  from  another  serious  con- 
flagration requires  that  all  reservoirs  be  kept  full. 

Until  a  proper  supply  is  deyeloped,  every  building  added  during  the  wonder- 
ful growth  of  the  city  will  increase  the  danger  of  conflagration,  and  make  more 
important  the  adoption  of  efficient  protective  measures  by  the  citizens  selected 
for  the  intelligence  to  govern  in  such  matters.

FURTHER  PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SUPERVISORS.

corporation  engaged  in  the  business  of  supplying  water  to  the  inhabitants  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  for  family  uses,  for  private  purposes,  fo* 
municipal  uses  and  for  all  public  purposes  of  said  city  and  county  for  the  year 
commencing  July  1,  1910,  and  ending  June  30,  1911." 

REPORT  OF  JOINT  COMMITTEE  ON. WATER  RATES  AND  PUBLIC 
UTILITIES. 

Thereupon,    Supervisor  Nelson  presented   the   following  report: 

San  Francisco,  Cal.,  June   13,   1910. 
To  the  Honorable,  the  Board  of  Supervisors 

of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

Gentlemen: — Your  Joint  Committee  on  Water  Rates  and  Public  Utilities,  to 
whom  was  referred  the  Ordinance  fixing  water  rates  for  the  fiscal  year  com- 
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mencing  July  1,  1910,  together  with  majority  report  and  minority  report  thereon, 
begs  leave  to  report  having  taken  additional  testimony  submitted  by  the  Spring 
Valley  Company  and  the  representatives  of  the  shipping  interests. 

President  Bourn,  for  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company,  offered  to  accept  the 
rate  by  which  the  company  is  now  collecting  under  the  injunction,  together  with 
a  $5.00  hydrant  rate,  and  will  agree  to  a  reduction  in  the  shipping  rate. 

This  would  mean  an  increase  of  15  per  cent  on  the  rate-payer  and  an  in- 
crease of  approximately  $130,000  from  the  taxpayer  on  the  hydrant  appropria- 
tion. 

While  your  committee  believes  that  the  present  rates  are  a  hardship  on  the 
shippers,  it  is  impossible  at  this  time  to  remedy  the  matter  by  an  increase  in 
the  hydrant  rates,  for  the  reason  that  the  budget  has  already  been  passed  and 
no  money  is  available  to  meet  the  increase. 

Your  committee,  believing  that  the  production  of  revenue  for  the  company 
should  not  be  made  a  burden  on  any  class  of  rate-payers,  and  that  rates  should 
be  so  equalized  as  to  be  measurably  and  reasonably  just  to  all,  would  recommend 
that  when  rates  are  again  considered  some  feasible  measure  be  taken  to  bring 
about  a  radical  relief  to  the  shipping  interests.  _ 

The  time  is  very  short  when  this  Board  is  required  by  statute  to  fix  a  water 
rate,  and  for  that  reason  as  well  as  for  the  reasons  set  forth  in  the  majority 
report  of  the  Water  Rates  Committee,  we  recommend  the  passage  of  the  Ordi- 
nance already  submitted  Yours  truly,

MINORITY  REPORT  ON  WATER  RATES  FOR  1910-11. 

Whereupon,    Supervisor    Murdock   presented    the    following: 

June  13,  1910. 
To  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Being  unconvinced  that  the  nominal  water  rates  of  last  year,  rendered  in- 
operative through  an  injunction  compelling  a  15  per  cent  advance,  afford  the  fair 
return  on  a  reasonable  valuation  that  we  are  called  upon  to  allow,  I  cannot  join 
in  the  report  recommending  its  adoption.  I  favor  an  increase  of  ten  per  cent, 
which  is  an  actual  decrease  of  five  per  cent  on  the  rate  collected.  I  believe  it 
fairly  called  for  and  that  if  adopted  the  company  will  not  be  able  to  secure  an 
injunction. 

Including  the  15  per  cent  collected  under  injunction  the  company  has  been 
able  to  pay  4  per  cent  dividends  on  its  capital  stock,  and  the  loss  of  $100,000.00 
which  will  be  saved  to  consumers  by  the  adoption  of  the  amendment  I  propose 
will,  in  my  judgment  not  constitute  an  impairment  sufficient  to  justify  any 
judge  in  granting  an  injunction. 

If  a  rate  is  adopted  that  a  court  can  justify  the  city  will  gain  standing  room 
for  compelling  the  company  to  furnish  water  to  consumers  not  now  adequately 
supplied,  and  to  give  additional  protection  against  fire. 

Whatever  action  may  be  taken  in  regard  to  the  general  rate,  the  price  for 
water  furnished  to  shipping  through  connection  with  the  company's  mains  should 
be  modified,  and  I  recommend  that  for  the  coming  year  it  shall  not  exceed  double 
the  rates  provided  for  ordinary  meter  service. 
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The  budget  having  been  adopted  and  no  funds  being  otherwise  available,  I 
would  recommend  no  change  in  the  hydrant  rate  this  year.  If  at  the  end  of 
the  year  it  is  shown  that  the  change  has  materially  decreased  the  company's 
income  the  fact  can  be  taken  into  consideration  in  fixing  the  rates  for  1911.

PRIVILEGE  OF  THE  FLOOR. 

Captain  Hibbard,  representing  the  Steamship  Companies,  was  granted  the 
privilege  of  the  floor  and  stated  that  unless  the  bill  provided  a  material  reduction 
in  water  rates  for  shipping  in  San  Francisco,  that  the  steamship  companies 
would  be  obliged  to  purchase  their  water  and  take  their  business  elsewhere.  He 
declared  that  his  company  had  already  purchased  a  barge  for  conveying  water 
and  was  preparing  to  obtain  their  supply  of  water  from  outside  sources.  He 
declared  that  other  companies  were  docking  at  Oakland  or  were  making  similar 
preparations  to  get  water  from  other  sources.

When  supplied  by  connection  with  water  pipes  at  rates  that  shall  not  exceed 
double  the  regular  meter  rate  established  by  Section  10.

Thp  next  2,000  cubic  feet  used  (between  8,000  and  10,000  cubic  feet)  shall 
be  charged  for  at  the  rate  of  twenty  (20)  cents  per  100  cubic  feet. 

The  next  5.000  cubic  feet  used  (between  10,000  and  15,000  cubic  feet)  shall 
be  charged  for  at  the  rate  of  nineteen  (19)  cents  per  100  cubic  feet. 

The  next  5,000  cubic  feet  used  (between  15,000  and  20,000  cubic  feet)  shall 
be  charged  for  at  the  rate  of  eighteen  (18)  cents  per  100  cubic  feet. 

The  next  5.000  cubic  feet  used  (between  20,000  and  25,000  cubic  feet)  shall 
be  charged  for  at  the  rate  of  seventeen  (17)  cents  per  100  cubic  feet. 

The  next  5,000  cubic  feet  used  (between  25,000  and  30,000  cubic  feet)  shall 
be  charged  for  at  the  rate  of  sixteen  (16)  cents  per  100  cubic  feet. 

The  next  10,000  cubic  feet  used  (between  30,000  and  40,000  cubic  feet) 
shall  be  charged  for  at  the  rate  of  fifteen  (15)  cents  per  100  cubic  feet. 

The  next  10.000  cubic  feet  used  (between  40,000  and  50,000  cubic  feet) 
shall  be  charged  for  at  the  rate  of  fifteen  (15)  cents  per  100  cubic  feet. 

The  next  10,000  cubic  feet  used  (between  50,000  and  60,000  cubic  feet) 
shall  be  charged  for  at  the  rate  of  fourteen  (14)  cents  per  100  cubic  feet. 

The  next  10,000  cubic  feet  used  (between  60,000  and  70,000  cubic  feet) 
shall  be  charged  for  at  the  rate  of  thirteen  (13)  cents  per  100  cubic  feeet. 

All  water  used  in  excess  of  70,000  cubic  feet  per  month  to  be  charged  for 
at  the  rate  of  twelve  (12)  cents  per  100  cubic  feet. 

Xo  monthly  meter  bill  to  be  less  than  one  and  80-100  dollars  ($1.80),  except 
as  hereinafter  provided. 

Upon  application  of  any  ratepayer  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  reserve 
the  right,  upon  a  proper  showing  of  cause,  to  require  the  company  to  put  in  a 
meter  and  charge  meter  rates  for  any  consumer  of  water,  on  such  conditions  a« 
the  Board  may  impose  as  to  the  rental  when  meter  is  not  actually  used. 


METER  RATES  FOR  SHIPPING. 

Water  shall  be  furnished  and  delivered  by  meter  measurement  to  shipping 
lying  alongside  of  the  bulkhead  or  any  of  the  wharves  on  the  water  front  where 
water  pipes  or  mains  are  laid,  between  the  hours  of  6  o'clock  a.  m.  and  6  o'clock 
p.  m.,  daily  upon  application  being  made  therefor,  at  the  following  rates:  When 
supplied  by  reel  and  hose  cart,  $1.50  per  1.000  gallons.  When  supplied  by  con- 
nection with  water  pipes,  at  rates  that  shall  not  exceed  double  the  regular  meter 
rates  established  by  Section  10.  The  minimum  charge  for  each  separate  delivery 
to  be  fifty  (50)  cents. 

Xo  water  boat  furnishing  and  supplying  water  to  shipping  lying  at  anchor 
within  the  limits  of  the  wharves  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  shall 
charge  a  rate  to  exceed  three  dollars  ($3. 00)  per  1,000  gallons. 
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HYDRANT  RATES. 

Section  11.  The  rates  of  compensation  to  be  collected  for  water  supplied 
by  and  through  hydrants  to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  shall  be  two 
dollars  and  fifty  cents  ($2.50)  per  month  for  each  hydrant  for  fire  purposes  and 
flushing  of  sewers. 

PREVENTION  OF  WASTE. 

Section  12.     Prevention  of  waste  or  excessive  use: 

In  no  case  where  the  fixed  rates  above  provided,  other  than  meter  rates,  are 
applicable,  shall  any  charge  for  water  be  made  by  meter  rates,  it  being  the  pur- 
pose of  this  Ordinance  to  provide  for  all  dwelling  houses  a  fixed  monthly  rate, 
which  shall  not  be  increased  by  the  person,  company  or  corporation  supplying 
water. 

Provided,  however,  that  for  the  purpose  of  discovering  and  repressing  waste 
or  excessive  use,  all  persons,  companies  or  corporations  shall  have  the  right  in 
all  cases  to  apply  and  maintain  meters  to  measure  the  water  used  or  consumed, 
and  to  charge  and  collect  for  waste  or  excessive  use  under  the  condition  and  to 
the  extent  hereafter  provided  in  this  section,  and  not  otherwise. 

No  consumer  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  waste  or  excessive  use  unless  the 
water  used  or  consumed  upon  his  premises  in  any  month  shall  exceed  by  fifty 
1.50)  per  cent  the  number  of  cubic  feet  which  at  regular  meter  rates  amount  to 
his  rated  bill,  in  which  case  such  excess  shall  be  deemed  waste  or  excessive  use. 

Immediately  after  the  discovery  of  any  waste  or  excessive  use,  the  con- 
sumer shall  be  notified  thereof  by  the  person,  company  or  corporation  supplying 
water  by  notice  mailed  to  his  address  or  to  the  agent  or  person  to  whom  his 
water  bills  are  presented  for  collection. 

After  such  notice  the  consumer  may  be  charged  and  there  may  be  collected 
from  him  for  any  waste  or  excessive  use  thereafter  occurring  upon  his  premises 
at  regular  meter  rates,  but  such  charge  or  collection  shall  not  exceed  for  the  first 
month  the  sum  of  two  dollars  ($2.00),  for  the  second  month  the  sum  of  four 
dollars  ($4.00),  or  for  any  following  month  the  sum  of  five  dollars  ($5.00). 


BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS  TO  EXAMINE   COMPLAINTS,   ETC. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  by  its  Gas,  Water  and 
Electrical  Inspector  of  this  city  and  county,  to  inquire  into  all  cases  of  com- 
plaints by  water  consumers  as  to  charges  made  against  them  for  waste  or  ex- 
cessive use  under  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  section,  and  to  adjust  such 
charge  as  follows : 

Any  water  consumer  against  whom  a  water  bill  is  presented  containing  a 
charge  for  waste  or  excessive  use  of  water  may  within  five  days  after  such  bill 
is  presented  to  him  (provided  that  he  first  pay  the  fixed  rate  charged  on  such 
bill,  exclusive  of  the  charge  made  for  said  alleged  waste  or  excessive  use)  make 
complaint  to  said  Inspector  that  such  charge  is  incorrect,  whereupon  the  said 
inspector  shall  promptly  inspect  the  premises  of  the  consumer  so  complaining  and 
cause  a  test  to  be  made  of  the  water  meter  upon  said  premises,  and  from  such 
inspection  and  test  and  subsequent  inspection  and  test  as  said  inspector  may 
see  fit  and  proper  to  make  shall  determine  as  near  as  can  be  the  amount  of 
water  used,  consumed  or  wasted  upon  said  premises  during  the  period  covered 
by  said  bill.  As  soon  as  such  determination  is  made  and  within  twenty  (20) 
days  after  the  said  complaint  is  made,  said  Inspector  shall  make  a  certificate 
stating  the  amount  of  water  so  determined  to  have  been  used,  consumed  or 
wasted,  and  showing  the  true  and  correct  amount,  if  anything,  which  may  be 
charged  against  and  collected  from  said  consumer  under  the  foregoing  provisions 
of  this  section  for  waste  or  excessive  use,  and  shall  immediately  transmit  such 
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certificate  to  the  person,  company  or  corporation  supplying  water,  and  also  a 
copy  thereof  by  mail  to  the  water  consumer. 

The  said  certificate  shall  be  conclusive  between  the  water  consumer  and 
•said  person,  company  or  corporation  as  to  the  amount,  if  anything,  which  said 
person,  company  or  corporation  shall  be  entitled  to  collect  from  the  consumer 
for  waste  or  excessive  use  of  water  during  the  period  covered  by  the  bill  of 
which  complaint  is  made;  provided,  however,  that  if  either  the  consumer  or  the 
water  company  is  dissatisfied  with  the  certificate  of  the  Water  Inspector,  appeal 
may  be  taken  within  five  (5)  days  to  the  Committee  on  Water  Rates  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors,  which  shall,  within  five  (5)  days  after  such  appeal,  hear  and 
finally  determine  the  matter  in  dispute. 

The  said  Inspector  shall  keep  in  his  office  a  proper  record  or  records,  show- 
ing the  date  of  each  complaint  made  to  him,  the  name  of  the  consumer  complain- 
ing, the  location  of  his  premises,  and  stating  briefly  the  inspection  made  by  him 
of  the  premises  and  the  tests  applied  to  the  meter,  the  time  or  times  of  such 
inspection  and  tests,  and  the  results  thereof,  with  the  reading  of  the  meter  at 
each  test  or  inspection,  and  all  other  material  facts  connected  therewith.  Such 
records  so  kept  to  be  open  for  public  examination  in  his  office. 

RATES— WHEN  PAYABLE. 

Section  13.  All  water  rates,  except  meter  rates  and  city  and  county  rates, 
are  due  and  payable  monthly  in  advance. 

Meter  and  city  and  county  rates  are  due  and  payable  at  the  end  of  each 
month,  and  upon  meter  rates  a  deposit  not  exceeding  three-fourths  (  %  )  of  the 
value  of  the  estimated  quantity  of  water  to  be  consumed  may  be  required. 

NOTICE   OF  DISCONTINUANCE. 

Section  14.  Any  consumer  may  at  any  time,  upon  payment  of  accrued  rates, 
notify  the  company  in  writing  to  cut  off  or  discontinue  the  water  supply  upon 
bis  premises,  after  which  no  charge  shall  be  made  for  water  for  said  premises 
until  the  use  of  water  is  resumed. 

MAXIMUM   RATES  FIXED. 

Section  15.  This  Ordinance  fixes  the  maximum  beyond  which  no  person, 
company  or  corporation  shall  be  permitted  to  charge  for  water  supplied.

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Light,  Heat  and  Power  Rates,  1910-1911 

The  Charter  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  Article  II,  Chapter  II, 
Sec.  1,  Sub.  14,  empowers  the  Board  of  Supervisors  "to  fix  and  determine  by 
Ordinance,  in  the  month  of  February  of  each  year,  to  take  effect  on  the  1st  day 
of  July  thereafter,  the  rates  or  compensation  to  be  collected  by  any  person, 
company  or  corporation  in  the  City  and  County,  for  the  use  of  water,  heat, 
light,  power,  or  telephonic  service,  supplied  to  the  City  and  County,  or  to  the 
inhabitants  thereof,  and  to  prescribe  the  quality  of  the  service." 

In  order  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  might  obtain  information  upon  which 
to  intelligently  fix 'the  rates  or  compensation  to  be  collected  by  any  person, 
company  or  corporation,  for  the  use  of  gas  or  electric  light  or  power  supplied  to 
the  City  and  County,  or  the  inhabitants  thereof,  for  the  year  commencing  July  1, 
1910,  the  Board,  on  December  13,  1909,  adopted  the  following  Resolution 
"requiring  persons,  companies  and  corporations  furnishing  heat,  light  or  power, 
to  furnish  information  as  to  the  revenue  derived,  the  expenditure  and  the  costs 
of  the  plant,  etc.,"  viz.: 

RESOLUTION  NO.  4966. 

(New   Series.) 

Resolved,  That  the  San  Francisco  Gas  and  Electric  Company,  the  Metro- 
politan Light  and  Power  Company^  the  Mutual  Electric  Light  Company,  the 
City  Electric  Company,  the  Standard  Electric  Light  Company,  the  United  Rail- 
roads of  San  Francisco,  the  Sutro  Baths  and  all  other  persons,  companies  or 
corporations  supplying  heat,  light  or  power  to  this  City  and  County  or  to  the 
inhabitants  thereof,  be  and  they  are  hereby  required  to  furnish  this  Board  on  or 
before  February  15,  1909,  with  the  following  information,  to  wit: 

First.  A  detailed  statement  showing  all  revenue  derived  from  such  person, 
company  or  corporation  supplying  heat,  light  or  power,  from  all  sources,  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1909. 

Second.  An  itemized  statement  showing  all  expenditures  made  for  the  manu- 
facture and  supply  of  heat,  light  or  power  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1909. 

Third.  The  original  cost  and  the  estimated  present  value  of  the  plant  used 
for  the  manufacture  and  supply  of  heat,  light  and  power. 

Fourth.  If  it  be  a  company  or  corporation  the  amount  of  the  capital  stock 
of  the  company  or  corporation  outstanding,  the  amount  of  the  bonds  of  the  com- 
pany or  corporation  outstanding,  and  the  amount  of  the  floating  debt  of  the 
company  or  corporation. 

The  above  statements  to  be  verified  by  the  oath  of  the  president  of  such 
company  or  corporation,  or  of  such  person,  as  the  case  may  be. 

The  object  of  this  inquiry  is  in  order  that  this  Board  may  obtain  informa- 
tion upon  which  to  fix-  and  determine,  in  the  month  of  February,  the  rates  or 
compensation  to  be  collected  by  any  person,  company  or  corporation  in  this 
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City  and  County  for  the  use  of  heat,  light  or  power  supplied  to  this  City  and 
County  or  to  the  inhabitants  thereof,  and  to  prescribe  the  quality  of  the  service, 
as  provided  under  the  provisions  of  the  new  Charter  of  the  City  and  County  of 
Sail  Francisco.  Article  II,  Chapter  II,  Section  1,  Subdivision  14,  under  the 
title  "Powers  of  the  Supervisors." 

Further  Resolved,  That  the  Clerk  of  this  Board  be  and  is  hereby  directed 
to  forthwith  serve  a  certified  copy  of  this  Resolution  upon  the  president  and 
secretary  of  each  company  or  corporation,  or  upon  such  person  hereinbefore 
mentioned,  and  upon  all  other  companies  or  corporations,  or  such  persons,  as 
the  case  may  be.  furnishing  heat,  light  or  power  to  this  City  and  County  or  to 
the  inhabitants  thereof. 


INVESTIGATION   COMMENCED. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  met  on  February  8,  1910,  for  the  purpose  of 
taking  testimony  and  of  making  such  investigation  as  would  enable  it  to  fix  and 
determine,  heat,  light  and  power  rates  for  the  year  commencing  July  1,  1910, 
and  ending  June  30,  1911.  The  Board  resolved  itself  into  a  Committee  of  the 
Whole  with  Supervisor  J.  O.  Walsh  in  the  chair. 

The  Committee  of  the  Whole  subsequently  reported  to  the  Board  as  follows: 

That  it  has  heard  the  testimony  of  John  A.  Britton,  President,  and  C.  E. 
Jones.  Engineer,  of  the  San  Francisco  Gas  and  Electric  Company,  and  George 
K.  Frink,  relative  to  the  inferior  quality  of  gas  supplied.

On  February  17,  1910,  the  investigation  was  resumed  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  sitting  as  a  committee  of  the  whole,  Supervisor  J.  O.  "Walsh  in  the 
chair.

REPORT   OF    COMMITTEE. 

On  April  25,  1910,  the  committee  on  Artificial  Lights  reported  that  it 
harl  made  an  investigation  of  the  matter  of  fixing  rates  to  be  charged  for  gas 
and  electricity,  (Journal  1910,  Page  416),  and  presented  bills  fixing  such  rates, 
which  bills  were  passed  for  printing.  On  May  2,  1910,  the  ordinances  were 
finally  passed  and  are  as  follows: 

BILL    NO.    1300.      ORDINANCE    NO.    1163. 
(New    Series.) 

Fixing  the  maximum  rate  and  price  to  be  charged  for  incandescent  and  electric 

lights,  and  for  electricity  for  heat  and  power  purposes  for  the  year  com- 
mencing July  1,  1910,  and  ending  June  30,  1911. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  as 
follows : 

Section  1.  The  maximum  rate  and  price  to  be  charged  by  any  persons, 
company  or  corporation  for  furnishing  incandescent  electric  light  to  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  and  the  inhabitants  thereof  for  the  year  commencing 
July  1,  1910,  and  ending  June  30,  1911,  is  hereby  fixed  at  nine  (9)  cents  per 
one  thousand  (1000)  watt  hours. 

From  this  rate  discounts  shall  be  allowed  for  quantity  consumed  per  six- 
teen candle  power  lamp,  as  follows : 

On  a  consumption  per  16-candle  power  incandescent  lamp  of  2000  to  3000 
watt  hours  in  one  month,  5  per  cent. 

On  a  consumption  per  16-candle  power  incandescent  lamp  of  3000  to  4000 
watt  hours  in  one  month,  10  per  cent. 

On  a  consumption  per  16-candle  power  incandescent  lamp  of  4000  to  5000 
watt  hours  in  one  month,  15  per  cent. 

On  a  consumption  per  16-caudle  power  incandescent  lamp  of  5000  to  6000 
watt  hours  in  one  month,  20  per  cent. 

On  a  consumption  per  16-candle  power  incandescent  lamp  of  6000  to  7000 
watt  hours  in  one  month,  25  per  cent. 

On  a  consumption  per  16-candle  power  incandescent  lamp  of  7000  to  8000 
watt  hours  in  one  month,  30  per  cent. 

On  a  consumption  per  16-candle  power  incandescent  lamp  of  8000  to  9000 
watt  hours  in  one  month,  35  per  cent. 

On  a  consumption  per  16-candle  power  incandescent  lamp  of  over  9000  watt 
hours  per  month,  40  per  cent. 

In  estimating  the  discounts,  one  arc  lamp  shall  be  equivalent  to  two  six- 
teen incandescent  lamps  for  each  ampere  of  current  used  by  said  arc  lamp. 

A  charge  of  $1.00  for  the  maintenance  of  a  meter  during  any  month  may 
be  made,  to  any  consumer  whose  bill  for  current  furnished  during  such  month 
does  not  exceed  $1.00,  but  in  the  event  of  such  charge  being  made,  no  further 
charge  shall  be  made  for  current  furnished  during  said  month  to  said  con- 
sumer. 
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Section  2.  The  maximum  rate  and  price  to  be  charged  by  any  person, 
company  or  corporation  for  furnishing  arc  lights  of  7  amperes  and  pressure 
at  each  lamp  of  not  less  than  70  volts,  or  lamps  of  equal  wattage,  to  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  the  inhabitants  thereof  for  the  year  com 
mencing  July  1,  1910.  and  ending  June  30,  1911,  is  hereby  fixed  as  follows: 

For  each  arc  light  burning  twenty-four  hours,  $5.00  per  week. 

For  each  arc  light  burning  from  sunrise  to  sunset,  $3.00  per  week. 

For  each  arc  light  burning  from  sunset  to  sunrise,  $2.25  per  week. 

For  each   arc   light   burning   from  sunset   to   midnight,    $1.75   per  week. 

For  each  arc  light  burning  for  six  nights  from  sunset  to  9:30  p.  m.,  $1.40 
per  week. 

Section  3.  The  maximum  rate  and  price  to  be  charged  by  any  person, 
company  or  corporation  for  furnishing  electricity  for  heat  and  power  purposes 
to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  the  inhabitants  thereof  for  the 
year  commencing  July  1,  1910,  and  ending  June  30,  1911,  is  hereby  fixed  at 
9  cents  per  1000  watt  hours,  subject  to  the  above  discounts,  each  horsepower 
of  motor  capacity  connected  being  considered  as  equivalent  to  twelve  and  one- 
half  sixteen  candle  power  incandescent  lamps. 

Section  4.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Ordinance  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  5.  This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  on  the  first 
day  of  July,  1910.

Fixing  the  minimum  standard  quality  and  illuminating  power  of  gas  and  the 
maximum  rate  and  price  to  be  charged  therefor,  for  the  year  commencing 
July  1,  1910,  and  ending  June  30,  1911. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  The  minimum  standard  quality  and  illuminating  and  heating 
power  of  gas  to  be  furnished  by  any  person,  company  or  corporation,  to  be 
used  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  is  hereby  established  at 
nineteen  (19)  candles,  with  a  minimum  heat  value  of  600  British  thermal  units, 
said  candle  and  heating  power  to  be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works 
of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  the  maximum  rate  and  price  to 
be  charged  and  collected  therefor  from  consumers  by  any  such  person,  company 
or  corporation,  for  the  year  commencing  July  1,  1910,  and  ending  June  30,  1911, 
is  hereby  fixed  and  established  at  eighty-five  (85)  cents  per  one  thousand  cubic 
feet. 

Section  2.  The  maximum  rate  and  price  to  be  charged  by  any  person, 
company  or  corporation  for  furnishing  gas  for  lighting  public  buildings  for 
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the  year  commencing  July  1,  1910,  and  ending  June  30,  1911,  is  hereby  fixed 
at  eighty-five  (85)  cents  per  one  thousand  cubic  feet. 

Section  3.  The  maximum  rate  and  price  to  be  charged  by  any  person, 
company  or  corporation  for  furnishing  incandescent  gas  lamps  for  lighting  the 
public  streets,  parks  or  squares  for  the  year  commencing  July  1,  1910,  and 
ending  June  30,  1911,  is  hereby  fixed  at  eight  and  seven-tenths  (8.7)  cents 
per  lamp  per  night,  including  care,  lighting  and  extinguishing,  each  lamp  to 
be  kept  burning  from  thirty  (30)  minutes  after  sunset  until  thirty  (30)  minutes 
before  sunrise  on  the  next  day,  and  the  number  of  such  gas  lamps  may  be  in- 
creased or  diminished  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  subject  to  any  moon- 
light schedule  the  Board  may  adopt,  provided  that  the  price  of  incandescent 
gas  lamps  of  three  lights  each  is  hereby  fixed  at  fifteen  (15)  cents  a  cluster 
lamp  per  night. 

Section  4.  The  maximum  rate  and  price  to  be  charged  by  any  person, 
company  or  corporation  for  furnishing  gas  for  heating  purposes  for  the  year 
commencing  July  1,  1910,  and  ending  June  30,  1911,  is  hereby  fixed  at  eighty- 
five  (85)  cents  per  one  thousand  cubic  feet. 

Section  5.  All  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  with  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  6.  Any  person,  company  or  corporation  or  any  officer  or  agent 
of  any  person,  company  or  corporation,  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  ($500)  dollars  or  by 
imprisonment  not  exceeding  six  (6)  months,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  im- 
prisonment, and  such  person,  company  or  corporation,  or  officer  or  agent  of  any 
such  person,  company  or  corporation  shall  be  guilty  of  a  separate  offense  for 
every  day  that  such  violation  shall  continue,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  penalty 
imposed  by  this  section  for  each  and  every  separate  offense. 

Section  7.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  on  the  first 
day  of  July,  1910.

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TELEPHONE   RATES   FOR    1910-1911. 

The  Charter  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  was  amended  in 
1907  so  as  to  permit  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  fix  the  rates  to  be  charged 
and  collected  for  telephonic  service. 

Subdivision  14  of  Chapter  II  of  Article  II  of  the  Charter  is  as  follows: 

14.  To  fix  and  determine  by  ordinance  in  the  month  of  February  of  each 
year,  to  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  July  thereafter,  the  rates  or  compensation 
to  be  collected  by  any  person,  company  or  corporation  in  the  City  and  County, 
for  the  use  of  water,  heat,  light,  power  or  telephonic  service,  supplied  to  the 
City  and  County,  or  to  the  inhabitants  thereof,  and  to  prescribe  the  quality  of  the 
service. 

Under  the  authority  of  the  above  provision  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in 
February  commenced  an  investigation  preliminary  to  the  fixing  of  rates  for 
telephonic  service  for  the  year  commencing  July  1,  1910,  and  ending  June  30, 
1911. 

By  the  provisions  of  Ordinance  342  (New  Series)  all  persons  and  cor- 
porations engaged  in  the  business  of  furnishing  telephonic  communication  are 
required  to  file  statements  during  the  month  of  January  in  each  year  showing 
in  detail  the  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  previous  year;  also  an  itemized 
inventory  of  all  property  used  in  such  business.  In  compliance  with  the 
requirements  of  this  ordinance  communications  were  received  from  the  com- 
panies engaged  in  the  telephone  business. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  met  on  February  15,  1910,  for  the  purpose  of 
making  the  necessary  investigation  prior  to  fixing  the  rates  to  be  paid  for 
telephonic  service  during  the  year  1910-1911. 

The  Board  resolved  itself  into  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  and  the  report 
of  the  committee  was  to  the  effect  that  it  had  heard  the  testimony  of  E.  C. 
Bradley,  Vice-President  and  General  Manager  of  the  Pacific  States  Telephone 
and  Telegraph  Company,  concerning  the  business  of  said  company;  and  Mr. 
Frick  of  the  Home  Telephone  Company ;  also  that  certain  communications  had 
been  filed  and  numbered  Exhibits  1,  2,  3  and  4. 

The  investigation  was  continued  to  and  resumed  on  February  24,  1910,  by 
the  Board  of  Supervisors,  sitting  as  a  Committee  of  the  Whole.  The  Committee 
reported  that  it  had  heard  the  testimony  of  J.  B.  Downs  and  G-.  B.  Bush  of 
the  Pacific  States  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company.  The  investigation  was 
thereupon  closed.

From  these  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  the  net  gain  in  telephones  in  opera- 
tion for  the  year  1909  was  13,343,  which  is  a  gain  of  27.5%  over  the  number  in 
operation  on  January  1,  1909.  The  corresponding  increase  for  the  previous  year, 
14)08,  was  13,166  telephones,  which  was  a  gain  of  37.2%  over  the  number  in 
operation  on  January  1,  1908.

The  reduction  of  the  average  revenue  per  station  from  $4.233  for  the  six 
months  of  1908  to  $3.714  for  the  last  six  months  of  1908  is  due  in  part  to 
the  reduction  in  rates  which  took  effect  on  July  1,  1908,  and  also  partly  due 
to  the  increase  in  the  number  of  telephones  in  operation  during  the  last  six 
months  of  the  year  as  compared  with  the  number  of  telephones  during  the  first 
six  months  of  the  year.  On  the  other  hand  the  reduction  in  the  average  revenue 
per  station  from  $3.714  from  July  1,  to  December  31,  1908,  to  $3.689  during 
the  period  from  January  1  to  June  30,  1909,  is  due  solely  -to  the  increase  of 
the  mimber  of  telephones  in  operation.  Similarly,  the  reduction  in  the  average 
revenue  from  $3.689  for  the  first  six  months  of  1909  to  $3.492  for  the  last 
six  months  of  the  same  year  is  due  both  to  the  reduction  in  rates  taking  effect 
July  1,  1909,  and  to  the  increase  in  the  number  of  telephones  in  operation  during 
the  last  six  months  of  the  year  as  compared  with  those  in  operation  during  the 
first  six  months  of  the  year. 

The  average  revenue  per  station  for  the  different  classes  of  service  during 
December,  1907,  1908  and  1909  is  given  below  showing  the  effect  of  the  reduced 
rates  which  began  July  1,  1908,  the  rates  being  still  further  reduced,  beginning

Gentlemen: — I  beg  to  present  herewith  a  statement  showing  the  effect  which 
the  modification  in  rates  proposed  by  your  committee  will  have  upon  the  gross 
revenue  of  The  Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  in  San  Francisco  for 
the  year  from  July  1,  1910,  to  June. 30,  1911. 

Modification  in  present  rates  include*: 

First: — Rate   Numbers   1,   15,   16,    17,   18  and   19  in  the  "Business  Measured 

Service,"   and  there  is  one  entirely  new  rate  introduced  in  this  class  of  service, 

namely,  the  one-party,  $7.50  per  month,  including  175  free  switches  with  excess 
switches  at  the  rate  of  4c  each. 

Second: — Rate  Numbers  31  and  32  in  the  "Residence — Unlimited  Exchange 
Service.' '

The  net  revenue  of  The  Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Co.,  in  San  Fran- 
cisco for  the  year  1909,  as  filed  with  the  city  and  as  set  forth  on  Page  14  of  my 
report  to  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  under  date  of  February  1,  1910,  is  $619,116.26. 

The  valuation  or  investment  in  the  plant  of  the  company  in  San  Francisco 
on  July  1,  1909,  was  $7,446,100.32,  or  for  the  year  1909  the  net  return  upon  the 
investment  was  at  the  rate  of  8.31%. 

Based  on  the  number  of  telephones  in  operation  on  January  1,  1910,  the 
reduction  in  the  rates  as  above  indicated  would  correspond  to  a  decrease  in  the 
gross  earnings  of  $92,185.20,  or  a  reduction  of  14.9%  upon  the  net  revenue,  for 
the  year  1909,  which  was  $619,116.26.

Dear  Sir: — Referring  to  the  proposed  ordinance  fixing  telephone  rates  for 
the  twelve  months  beginning  July  1,  1910. 

I  wish  to  offer  a  few  suggestions  covering  modifications  in  the  present 
schedule  which  are  based  upon  our  experience  in  the  conduct  of  our  business 
during  the  past  year.  This  has  shown  that  the  needs  of  certain  classes  of  sub- 
scribers are  not  met  by  the  rates  now  in  force. 

The  changes  I  suggest  are  given  in  heavy  face  type  on  the  printed  schedule 
of  our  rates  on  the  next  page.

The  following  explanations  of  the  proposed  changes  may  be  in  order: 


BUSINESS  MEASURED  SERVICE. 

In   addition   to   the   present    schedule,   introduce    a   rate   of  $7.50  per  month, 
including  125  calls,  excess  calls  oc  each. 

Under  the  present  schedule  tin-re  is  no  intermediate  rate  between  $5.00  and 
and  a  subscriber  under  the  $5.00  rate,  which  includes  60  calls,  would  pay 
J8.25    p.-r  month  for   125   calls.      Therefore,   the  proposed  rate  is  a   reduction  of 
75c    p»-r   mouth   to   subscribers   who   avail   themselves   of   it. 
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BUSINESS   PREPAYMENT    SERVICE. 

It  is  believed  that  rates  for  four-party  business  service  should  be  no  longer 
quoted.  The  practice  in  all  large  exchanges  throughout  the  country  is  to  con- 
fine business  service  to  one  and  two-party  lines.  In  fact,  San  Francisco  is  the 
only  exchange  having  over  2,000  telephones  operated  by  The  Pacific  Telephone 
and  Telegraph  Company  in  which  four-party  service  is  quoted.  I  find  that  it 
has  a  detrimental  effect  upon  the  general  exchange  service  because  of  the  ex- 
cessive number  of  subscribers  on  one  circuit,  resulting  in  false  signals  and  '  'line 
busy.'' 

RESIDENCE    UNLIMITED    SERVICE. 

I  am  willing  to  consent  to  a  reduction  in  our  rate  for  two-party  residence 
unlimited  service  from  $3.50  to  $3.00,  although  at  the  outset  it  means  a  re- 
duction in  our  net  revenue  of  approximately  $8,000  per  year.  It  is  probably 
true  that  if  the  two-party  rate  were  made  $3.00,  a  large  number  of  our  sub- 
scribers who  are  paying  $2.50  for  four-party  service  would  gladly  avail  them- 
selves of  the  two-party  rate  because  of  the  superior  service  it  offers,  and  that  the 
exchange  service  in  general  will  be  benefited  thereby. 

We  have  about  2,600  subscribers  remaining  under  the  four-party  rate  men- 
tioned above,  although  no  new  contracts  have  been  taken  at  this  rate  for  some- 
time past. 

It  is  practically  an  impossibility  to  furnish  satisfactory  service  with  four 
subscribers  on  the  same  circuit  each  having  unlimited  switching. 

This  being  the  case,  I  suggest  that  this  four-party  rate  be  stricken  from 
the  ordinance. 

RESIDENCE  PREPAYMENT   SERVICE. 

We  have  156  subscribers  at  the  two-party  nickel-in-the-slot  residence  rate, 
under  which  a  subscriber  guarantees  lOc  per  day,  and  this  small  number  is  evi- 
dence of  its  unpopularity. 

I  am  suggesting  that  the  guarantee  be  reduced  to  7*£c  per  day,  with  the 
idea  in  mind  that  a  considerable  number  of  subscribers  who  now  have  four-party 
nickel-in-the-slot  service  guaranteeing  5c  per  day  would  prefer  the  two-party 
rate  of  7%c  per  day  because  of  the  superior  service  it  offers. 

The  following  figures  show  the  increase  and  decrease  in  each  class  of  service 
during  the  past  year:

You  will  note  the  heavy  proportionate  increase  in  the  cheaper  grades,  and 
you  can  readily  understand  to  what  extent  we  are  handicapped  in  furnishing 
first-class  service  by  this  heavy  growth  in  four-party  subscribers. 

It  is  not  our  policy  to  force  any  subscriber  to  take  a  higher  grade  of  service, 
but  we  wish  to  have  our  schedule  of  rates  so  graded  that  subscribers  will  volun- 
tarily avail  themselves  of  the  slight  increase  in  rate  in  order  to  secure  improved 
service,  and  I  trust  the  suggestions  I  have  given  herein  will  «neet  with  your 
concurrence. 

If  there  is  any  point  in  regard  to  the  proposed  changes  which  this  letter 
does  not  clearly  cover,  I  would  be  glad  to  give  you  further  information  if  you 
will  advise  me.

On  June  6,  Supervisor  R.  J.  Loughery,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Tele- 
phone Rates  introduced  the  bill  fixing  telephone  rates  for  the  following  year, 
and  the  same  was  passed  for  printing.  On  June  13,  the  bill  was  finally  passed 
as  Ordinance  No.  1207  (New  Series)  and  is  as  follow>: 


BILL    NO.    1352.      ORDINANCE    NO.    1207. 

(New     Series.) 

Fixing  and  determining  the  maximum  rates  or  compensation  to  be  collected  for 
telephonic  service  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  for  the  year 
commencing  July  1,  1910,  and  ending  June  30,  1911.  and  prescribing  the 
quality  of  said  telephonic  service  during  said  year. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  as 
follov 

Section  1.  The  maximum  rates  or  compensation  to  be  collected  by  »uy 
person,  company  or  corporation  for  telephonic  service  supplied  to  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  or  to  the  inhabitants  thereof,  for  the  year  commencing 
July  1.  1910.  and  ending  June  30,  1911,  shall  be  as  follows: 

Business  and   Professional  Rates.

For  a  single  party  line  telephone,  business  or  professional,  including  240 
exchange  switches,  $9.15  per  month,  and  for  all  exchange  switches  in  excess 
of  the  number  included  in  this  r;>te,  a  sum  not  to  exceed  3%  cents  each. 

For  a  single  party  line  telephone,  business  or  professional,  including  380 
exchange  switches.  $1247  per  month,  and  for  all  exchange  switches  in  excess 
of  the  number  included  in  this  rate,  a  sum  not  to  exceed  3  cents  each.

For  a  four-party  line  telephone,  business  or  professional,  including  2  ex- 
change switches  per  day,  10  cents  per  day,  and  for  all  exchange  switches  in 
excess  of  the  number  included  in  this  rate,  a  sum  not  to  exceed  5  cents  each. 

For  a  four-party  line  telephone,  business  or  professional,  $1.00  per  month, 
a'nd  for  each  exchange  switch  a  sum  not  to  exceed  5  cents. 

Extension   Telephones. 

For  each  extension  telephone  on  a  business  or  professional  line  the  maxi- 
mum charge  shall  be  a  sum  not  to  exceed  50  cents  per  month. 

Private    Branch    Exchange    and    Extension    Service. 

The  following  charges  shall  be  made  for  private  branch  exchanges  and  for 
extension  telephones  connected  with  said  exchanges  and  equipped  and  in- 
stalled: 

MONTHLY  RENTAL  RATES — For  each  switchboard  and  operator  tele- 
phone, a  sum  not  to  exceed  $5.00  per  month. 

For  each  trunk  line  connecting  a  private  exchange  with  the  telephone  com- 
pany exchange,  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $2.50  per  month. 

For  each  additional  telephone  connected  with  a  private  exchange  and  in- 
stalled in  the  same  premises  (except  in  hotels),  a  sum  not  to  exceed  50  cents 
per  month. 

For  each  additional  telephone  installed  in  hotels  and  connected  with  the 
private  exchange  therein: 

50  cents  per  month  each  for  the  first  100  telephones  or  less. 

45  cents  per  month  each  for  telephones  over  100  and  not  over  150. 

40  cents  per  month  each  for  telephones  over   150   and  not  over  200. 

35  cents  per  month  each  for  telephones  over  200  and  not  over  300. 

25  cents  per  month  each  for  telephones  over  300. 

For  each  desk  set  in  place  of  wall  set,'  10  cents  per  month  in  addition  to  the 
above  rates.

Public  Telephone   Service. 

The  charge  for  a  single  exchange  switch  from  any  telephone  located  in 
the  City  and  County  shall  not  exceed  5  cents,  and  all  persons,  companies  or  cor- 
porations engaged  in  the  business  of  supplying  telephonic  service  in  the  City  and 
County  are  hereby  expressly  forbidden  to  aiithorize  or  permit  any  of  tin  ir

lessees,  subscribers  or  patrons  to  charge  any  person  more  than  the  rate  above 
described;  provided,  however,  that  from  any  telephone  in  a  hotel  room  con- 
nected with  a  hotel  private  branch  exchange  the  charge  for  a  siiisr!^  exchange 
switch  shall  not  exceed  10  cents.

The  following  maximum  charges  shall  be  made  for  resiJ.^nco  nu'.-sinvd 
service  with  coin  or  token-collecting  attachment: 

For  a  two-party  line  residence  telephone,  including  2  exchange  switches, 
per  day,  7  %  cents  per  day,  and  for  all  exchange  switches  in  excess  of  the  num- 
ber included  in  this  rate,  a  sum  not  to  exceed  5  cents  each. 

For  a  four-party  line  residence  telephone,  including  one  exchange  switch 
per  day,  5  cents  per  day,  and  for  all  exchange  switches  in  excess  of  the  number 
included  in  this  rate,  a  sum  not  to  exceed  5  cents  each. 

Extension  Telephones. 

For  each  extension  telephone  on  a  residence  telephone  line  the  maximum 
charge  shall  be  a  sum  not  to  exceed  50  cents  per  month. 

Names  in   Telephone   Directory. 

Any  person,  company  or  corporation  supplying  telephonic  service  in  this 
City  or  County  shall  at  least  three  times  a  year  furnish  free  of  charge  to  each 
subscriber  a  complete  directory  of  all  subscribers  in  San  Francisco,  and  an 
additional  copy  of  said  directory  for  each  extension  telephone:  provided,  however, 
that  for  every  name  listed  in  said  directory  under  the  telephone  number  of  a 
subscriber,  in  excess  of  the  number  of  main  and  extension  telephones  installed 
on  the  premises  of  the  subscriber,  a  sum  not  to  exceed  25  cents  per  month  for 
each  such  name  shall  be  charged. 

Private  Lines. 

The  following  maximum  charges  shall  be  made  for  private  telephones  and 
lines  not  connected  with  a  telephone  exchange: 

For  private-line  telephones,  a  sum  not  to  exceed  50  cents  per  month  each. 
For  private  lines,   a   sum  not   to   exceed   $2.50  per  mile  per  month. 
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Quality    of    Service. 

Section  2.  The  I'-rm  ''Telephone''  as  used  in  this  ordinance  is  hereby 
denned  to  mean  both  a  transmitter  and  a  receiver.  It  shall  be  optional  with 
the  person  demanding  telephonic  service  to  elect  to  take  or  use  either  portable 
or  stationary  telephonic  apparatus  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  person,  com- 
pany or  corporation  supplying  telephonic  service  in  the  City  and  County  to  fur- 
nish such  apparatus  without  additional  cost,  except  as  in  this  ordinance  pro- 
vided. 

The  term  "Exchange  Switch,"  as  used  in  this  ordinance,  is  hereby  denned 
to  mean  an  availing  call,  that  is  to  say,  a  call  whereby  an  outgoing  conver- 
sation or  message  is  transmitted  from  one  telephone  station  within  the  City 
and  County  and  received  at  another  telephone  station  within  the  City  and 
County. 

No  switching  charge  shall  be  made  for  aft  unavailing  call,  and  when  a  nickel 
or  token  is  deposited  in  the  coin-collecting  attachment  for  an  unavailing  call 
the  same  shall  be  returned  to  the  person  by  whom  it  was  deposited.  Single 
conversations  on  party  lines  shall  not  exceed  five  minutes. 

Upon  the  application  in  writing  of  the  owner  or  occupant  of  any  building: 
or  premises  distant  not  more  than  three  hundred  feet  from  any  underground 
conduit  or  pole  line  of  the  person,  company  or  corporation  furnishing  tele- 
phonic service,  and  payment  by  the  applicant  of  all  money  due  from  him,  the 
person,  company  or  corporation  must  within  thirty  days  supply  telephonic  service 
as  required  for  such  building  or  premises,  and  cannot  refuse  on  the  ground  of  any 
indebtedness  of  any  former  owner  or  occupant  thereof,  unless  the  applicant  has 
undertaken  to  pay  the  same. 

No  restriction  shall  be  placed  by  any  company,  person  or  corporation  sup- 
plying telephonic  service  upon  the  right  of  subscribers  to  employ  operators. 
provided  that  any  operator  or  substitute  operator  to  be  employed  and  paid  by 
the  subscriber  shall  conform  to  the  reasonable  rules  and  regulations  pertaining 
to  the  service  of  such  person,  company  or  corporation. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  telephone  company  to  advise  their  subscribers 
oy  written  notice  if  it  is  found  that  for  three  consecutive  months  the  schedule 
charged  is  higher  than  the  number  of  contract  switches  shown.  Said  notice  tu 
state. 

1.  The  rate  charged. 

2.  The  number  of  contract   switches. 

3.  The   number  of   excess    switches. 

4.  Advice  as  to  average  number  monthly  switches. 

5.  Advice  as  to  what  proper  schedule   subscriber  should  be  under. 

The  telephone  company  shall  also  print  on  the  reverse  side  of  their  bill- 
heads their  schedules,  showing  the  various  grades  of  monthly  rental,  contract 
switching  and  excels  switching,  so  the  same  can  easily  he  understood  by  their 
subscribers. 

Upon  demand  of  any  person,  company  or  corporation  using  business  or 
professional  measured  telephonic  service  (excepting  prepayment  service)  every 
person,  company  or  corporation  supplying  telephonic  service  within  the  City  and 
County  shall  install  and  maintain  in  connection  with  each  such  measured  service 
line,  a  meter  which  shall  prove  effective'  in  actual  use  for  accurately  and  cor- 
rectly recording  the  number  of  outgoing  messages  and  conversations  over  said 
line,  and  said  meter  shall  be  subject  to  inspection  at  all  reasonable  times  by 
the  subscriber  upon  whose  line  the  same  is  installed. 

Section  3.  Any  person,  company  or  corporation,  or  any  officer  or  a^ent 
of  any  person,  company  or  corporation,  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof 
shall  he  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred^  ($500)  dollars,  or  by 
imprisonment  not  exceeding  six  (6)  months,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprison- 
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mi-lit. -and  such  person,  company  or  corporation,  or  officer  or  agent  of  any  such 
person,  company  or  corporation,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  separate  offense  for  every 
day  that  such  violation  shall  continue  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  penalty  im- 
posed by  this  section  for  each  and  every  separate  offense. 

Section  4.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after 
July  1,  1910.

Acquisition  of  Water  Supply 


The  Municipal  Report  for  1908-9  contained  the  proceedings  relative  to  the 
acquisition  of  a  municipal  water  supply,  showing  the  progress  of  the  plan  to 
July  1,  1909  (Municipal  Reports,  1908-9,  pages  1381  to  1432). 

On  October  26,  1909,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  passed  and  approved  Ordinance 
No.  924  (New  Series)  declaring  and  determining  that  the  public  interest  and 
necessity  demanded  the  acquisition,  construction  and  completioh  of  a  water 
supply  for  San  Francisco,  the  source  thereof  to  be  Lake  Eleanor  and  the 
Tuolumne  River  and  its  tributaries,  and  requesting  the  Board  of  Public  Works 
to  submit  plans  and  estimates  of  cost  thereof.  At  the  same  time  Resolution  No. 
4618  was  adopted  soliciting  offers  for  the  sale  of  any  existing  system  to  the 
city.  The  notice  soliciting  such  offer  was  published  as  required  by  the  charter. 


PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SUPERVISORS. 

On  November  8,  1909,  the  following  proceedings  were  had  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors :

Gentlemen: — We  have  heretofore  acknowledged  receipt  of  your  letter  of 
October  25,  1909,  in  which  you  enclosed  copy  of  Resolution  No.  4618  (New 
Series),  approved  October  20,  1909,  and  a  notice  bearing  date  October  23.  1909, 
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addressed  to  all  owners  of  any  existing  public  utility,  to  wit  a  water  supply 
and  works  for  supplying  water  to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and 
its  inhabitants,  or  any  portion  thereof,  soliciting  and  inviting  them  to  submit 
an  offer  or  offers  in  writing  to  sell  such  utility  to  the  City  and  County,  and 
stating  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  will  consider  any  and  all  such  offers 
that  may  be  submitted  on  the  15th  day  of  November,  1909. 

In  compliance  with  this  notice,  we  hereby  offer  as  follows  : 

First:  It  has  been  repeatedly  stated  by  the  members  of  your  Board  that 
it  is  your  policy  to  proceed  with  the  acquisition  of  the  so-called  Hetch  Hetchy 
system  whether  the  city  and  county  does  or  does  not  acquire  the  property 
of  the  Spring  Yalloy  Water  Company,  and  you  have  formally  declared  in  favor 
of  the  acquisition  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  system.  The  cost  of  that  system  will 
be  more  than  forty  million  dollars.  It  will  not  be  possible  for  you  to  incur  an 
indebtedness  of  forty  million  dollars  for  the  acquisition  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy 
system  and  to  purchase  the  property  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company  even 
at  the  valuation  placed  upon  it  by  your  Board  and  by  the  City  Engineer  owing^ 
to  the  Charter  limitations  upon  the  bonded  indebtedness  which  the  municipality 
may  create  without  a  radical  increase  of  the  present  assessed  valuation  of  the 
property  of  the  taxpayers.  The  Hetch  Hetchy  system  cannot  be  completed 
inside  of  ten  or  twelve  years  from  the  date  when  work  is  actively  begun.  We 
recognize  that  if  you  are  to  proceed  with  that  system  it  is  absolutely  essential 
to  the  protection  of  the  city  that  some  arrangement  be  made  by  which  the 
water  supply  may  keep  pace  with  the  demand  until  water  from  Hetch  Hetchy 
can  actually  be  delivered  within  the  municipal  limits.  In  this  emergency,  and 
in  order  that  the  resources  of  this  company  may  be  so  utilized  as  that  the  city 
may  be  kept  fully  supplied  with  water,  and  upon  terms  which  are  financially 
possible  to  the  municipality,  we  offer  to  sell  to  the  city  and  county  all  of  the 
distributing  system  within  the  limits  of  the  municipality,  including  reservoirs, 
pumping  stations  and  all  pipe  lines  of  every  description  and  service  connections 
and  also  five  hundred  acres  of  the  Merced  Ranch  in  which  are  included  the  two 
Merced  Lakes,  for  nineteen  million,  four  hundred  and  twenty  thousand,  seven 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars.  The  details  of  this  offer  will  be  furnished  to  you  on 
your  request. 

If  the  property  be  purchased  we  will  enter  into  a  contract  to  deliver  to 
the  city  and  county,  at  the  county  line  for  fifteen  years,  water  in  the  following 
quantities  and  at  the  following  prices: 

Forty  million  gallons  per  day  until  July  1,  1910,  at  fifteen  cents  per  thousand 
gallons  ; 

Fifty  million  gallons  per  day  from  July  1,  1910,  until  July  1.  1912,  at  four- 
teen cents  per  thousand  gallons  : 

Seventy  million  gallons  per  day  from  July  1.  1912,  until  July  1,  1917,  ;»t 
thirteen  cents  per  thousand  gallons: 

One  hundred  million  gallons  per  day  from  July  1,  1917,  until  July  1,  1925, 
at  twelve  cents  per  thousand  gallons; 

and  at  the  option  of  the  city,  to  be  exercised  when  the  contract  is  made,  we  will 
agree  to  deliver  daily  seventy-five  million  gallons  for  a  stated  time  after  1925, 
or  perpetually.  The  contract  to  fix  the  minimum  quantity  which  the  nranici- 
pality  shall  take  during  the  periods  specified.  Payments  to  be  made  by  the 
city  and  county  each  month  for  water  supplied  during  the  preceding  month. 

The  property  which  we  herein  offer  to  sell  will  be  useful  and  available  to 
the  city  and  county  in  connection  with  any  water  supply  which  the  municipality 
may  acquire  and  'the  purchase  of  it  by  the  city  and  county  under  the  plan 
suggested  would  practically  enable  the  municipality  to  own  its  water  works  long 
before  the  time  when  water  can  be  supplied  from  any  other  system. 

If  this  proposition  is  accepted  by  you.  all  papers  necessary  for  its  consum- 
mation will  be  executed  at  once  by  the  company  and  deposited  in  escrow  for 
a  period  of  five  months. 
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Second:  If  you  are  willing  to  consider  only  the  purchase  of  the  entire 
property  of  the  company  our  offer  is  as  follows : 

There  has  been  much  discussion  between  members  of  your  Board  and 
representatives  of  this  company  regarding  the  value  of  the  company's  property. 
Litigation  is  now  pending  between  the  municipality  and  the  company,  in  which 
the  value  of  the  property  is  an  important  issue  to  be  decided.  In  view  of 
the  differences  of  opinion  on  this  subject,  it  seems  quite  probable  that  u 
negotiation  looking  to  an  agreement  upon  a  price,  which  the  municipality 
can  afford  to  pay,  and  at  which  the  company  can  afford  to  sell,  carried  on 
in  the  utmost  good  faith  would  cover  a  considerable  period.  Transactions  of 
such  magnitude  cannot,  in  the  nature  of  things  be  speedily  determined.  The 
highest  value  ever  placed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  upon  the  property  and 
the  highest  value  ever  fixed  by  the  City  Engineer  is  far  below  the  price  which 
the  company  would  accept  for  the  property.  On  the  other  hand,  you  have 
given  us  to  understand  that  the  value  placed  upon  the  property  by  the  company 
and  by  the  company's  engineers  is  in  excess  of  the  price  at  which  you  would 
recommend  its  purchase  by  the  city  and  county.  It  has,  however,  been  stated 
by  individual  members  of  your  Board  that  the  Board  would  recommend  to  the 
electors  the  purchase  of  the  property  at  its  reasonable  value,  and  the  company 
has  several  times  stated  that  it  would  sell  for  what  the  property  is  reasonably 
worth.  Under  the  circumstances  it  does  not  seem  reasonable  that  the 
company  should  be  asked  to  make  an  offer  of  its  property  which  you  may 
arbitrarily  reject  or  upon  which  you  may  fail  to  take  any  action  whatsoever. 
If  you  do  really  desire  to  acquire  the  property — and  you  have  never  indicated 
by  any  action  of  your  Board  that  you  do  desire  to  acquire  it — and  will  take  up 
the  subject  of  the  purchase  and  endeavor  to  agree  upon  a  price,  and  if  we  can,  in 
private  discussion  with  all,  or  a  designated  number,  of  your  members,  agree  upon 
a  figure  at  which  you  will  recommend  its  acquisition  to  the  electors,  we  will  make 
you  a  formal  offer. 

If  this  suggestion  does  not  commend  itself  to  you,  then  we  are  willing 
to  agree  that  the  value  for  any  and  all  purposes  shall  be  fixed  by  arbitrators. 
We  will  sell  at  a  price  to  be  fixed  by  a  board  of  arbitration  consisting  of  eleven 
members,  to  be  composed  as  follows: 

The  Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  California; 

Two  to  be  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  United  States; 

Two  to  be  appointed  by  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  California;  or,  at  your 
option,  the  last  two  to  be  appointed  as  follows:  One  by  Hon.  W.  W.  Morrow, 
Circuit  Judge  of  the  United  States,  and  the  other  by  Hon.  Erskine  M.  Ross, 
Circuit  Judge  of  the  United  States: 

Three  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco : 
and 

Three  by  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company. 

Of  the  three  to  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  at  least  one 
shall  be  an  hydraulic  engineer;  of  the  three  to  be  appointed  by  the  Spring 
Valley  Water  Company,  at  least  one  shall  be  an  hydraulic  engineer. 

No,  one  who  has  been  a  witness,  or  who  has  made  an  affidavit  in  any 
litigation  now  pending  between  the  city  and  the  company,  or  between  the  city 
and  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Works,  or  who  has  been  or  is  an  officer  of  the 
city  or  the  company,  or  who  has  ever  appeared  as  a  representative  or  advocate 
of  the  city  or  company  in  any  matter  affecting  the  acquisition  of  a  water 
supply  by  the  city  shall  be  appointed  as  an  arbitrator. 

The  company  will  agree  to  sell  its  property  to  the  ci'ty  at  the  award 
made  by  a  majority  of  the  arbitrators,  the  sale  to  be  made  at  any  time  within 
six  months  after  the  award  is  made  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  its  part 
shall  agree  that  upon  the  coming  in  of  the  award,  it  will  recommend  to  the 
electors  the  purchase  of  the  property  at  the  amount  of  the  award,  and  will 
take  all  of  the  necessary  steps  to  submit  the  proposition  to  the  electors. 
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If  this  form  of  arbitration  does  not  meet  with  your  approval,  we  will 
ji^ree  to  take  any  other  mode  of  arbitration  that  is  calculated  to  result  in  the 
selection  of  fair  and  unbiased  men. 

There  may  be  some  doubt  of  your  power  to  agree  to  an  arbitration. 
Nevertheless  the  company  is  willing  to  submit  to  an  arbitration  and  to  be 
bound  by  the  award  which  the  arbitrators  may  make. 

We  assume  that  thirty  days  will  afford  you  ample  time  to  determine 
whether  you  wish  to  accept  either  of  these  offers,  and  each  of  them  will  remain 
open  for  thirty  days. 

At  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  held  this  day,  this  letter 
was  unanimously  approved  by  the  Board  and  ordered  spread  upon  the  minutes 
of  the  company.

PIPE   SYSTEM. 

We-  have  estimated  the  value  of  the  pipe  system  at  $7,000,000. 

Many  elements  enter  into  this  estimate.  The  larger  portion  of  the  system 
consists  of  an  extra  high  standard  of  cast  iron  pipe  made  under  rigid  specifications 
and  supervision.  To  reproduce  this  pipe  today  would  cost  much  more  than  was 
originally  paid  for  it.  Against  this  increase  in  value  over  cost  is  to  be  charged 
depreciation  in  value  for  its  use  when  a  valuation  is  being  made  for  the  purposes 
of  a  sale.  Owing  to  the  increased  cost  of  labor  and  the  condition  of  the  streets 
in  San  Francisco,  which  in  many  places  are  filled  with  public  service  and  other 
structures,  and  now  bituminized,  the  cost  of  laying  pipe  would  be  far  greater 
than  the  original  cost  of  the  system. 


MERCED   LAKES. 

To  determine  the  value  of  Merced  Lakes  with  500  acres  of  land,  two  or 
more  methods  of  valuation  are  open : 

As  a  water  supply,  these  lakes  produce  over  three  million  gallons  of 
water  per  day.  They  are  so  situated  that  this  water  is  available  for  distribution 
at  a  minimum  expense.  Allowing  a  net  value  for  water  after  deducting  cost 
of  pumping,  etc.,  the  water  appraised  at  twelve  cents  per  thousand  gallons, 
would  produce  an  income  of  $131,400  per  year,  which  sum  is  equivalent  to  five 
per  cent  on  $2,628,000.  If  capitalized  at  the  rate  of  four  and  a  half  per  cent, 
at  which  the  city  is  issuing  bonds,  its  value  would  be  $2,920,000. 

The  value  of  500  acres,  if  treated  for  its  land  value,  would  be  from  $4,000 
to  $5,000  per  acre.  Five  hundred  acres  at  $4,000  per  acre,  equals  $2,000,000. 

In  addition  to  its  land  value,  it  is  the  almost  universal  opinion  of  those 
familiar  with  the  situation  that  it  is  of  vital  importance  as  a  storage  reservoir 
for  San  Francisco.  The  lakes  now  store  twenty-five  hundred  million  gallons 
of  water.  They  can  readily  and  economically  be  made  to  store  three  thousand 
million  gallons.  In  determining  this  value  it  is  necessary  to  consider  what  it 
would  cost  to  acquire  land  and  build  a  reservoir  within  the  city  limits  capable  of 
storing  three  thousand  million  gallons. 

We  have  appraised  the  water  and  the  reservoir  and  enough  land  in  addition 
to  that  covered  by  the  lakes  to  equal  five  hundred  acres  at  the  sum  of 
$5, 000,000.

Sirs: — The  offer  herewith  made  to  sell  to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, an  available  source  of  fresh  water  supply,  combined  with  an  originally 
constructed  and  completed  system  of  water  works,  constituting  together  a 
complete  public  utility  of  water  supply  for  the  City,  for  the  sum  of  $30,950,000 
is  bona  fide. 

The  source  of  water  supply  included  in  our  offer  will  provide  very  much 
more  water  than  60,000,000  gallons  daily,  this  quantity  named  being  the  specifica- 
tion of  quantity  which  the  water  works  we  offer,  completely  constructed,  will 
deliver.  The  available  quantity  of  water  supply  from  our  source  is  sufficient 
for  the  full  supply  of  water  works  of  very  much  larger  daily  capacity  of  flow 
than  60,000,000  gallons.

ceptable. We  would  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  City's 
advertisement  does  not  specify  the  quantity  of  water  which  shall  be  available 
for  the  service  of  the  City.  In  other  words  the  City  has  not  said  how  much 
water  it  desires. 

We  desire  to  state  that  we  are  prepared  to  modify  our  offer  if,  in  the 
progress  of  your  negotiations,  you  find  that  it  will  be  to  the  advantage  of  the 
City  to  combine  the  water  sources  and  water  works  construction  of  several 
offers  into  a  single  proposition  of  water  supply.

REPORT  OF  PUBLIC  UTILITIES  COMMITTEE  ON  BOND  ISSUE  MATTERS.

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Public  Utilities,  charged  with  the  matter 
of  securing  the  acquisition  of  a  water  supply  and  street  railroads  herewith 
presents  the  following: 

A  Bill  reciting  that  the  plans  and  estimates  of  cost  for  the  acquisition 
of  water  supply  is  too  great  to  be  paid  out  of  the  annual  revenue,  and  declaring 
that  the  incurring  of  a  bonded  indebtedness  is  necessary. 

2.  A  Bill  calling  a  special  election  to  be  held  December  28th,  for  the 
purpose  of  submitting  the  question  of  the  acquisition  of  the  water  supply  and 
works  to  .the  voters. 
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;!.      A    Bill    reciting    that    the    cost    of    the    acquisition    and    runstriu-tion     of 
street    railways    on    Geary.    Market    and    other    streets    is    too    great    to    be    paid 
out     of     the     annual     revenue     and     declaring     that     a     bonded     indrbtcdm  - 
necessary    therefor. 

4.  A    bill    calling    a    special    election    for   December    f!0th.    for    the    purpose 
of    submitting    to    the    voters    the    question    of    incurring    a    bonded    indebtedness 
for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  street  railways  upon  Geary  and  Market  streets;. 

5.  Resolution  requesting  the  Board  of   Election   Commissioners   to  maintain 
the    same  boundaries   of   election  precincts   as  were   in   effect   at    the   last   general 
municipal  election.

.Supervisor  Johnston  submitted  the  following  Resolution  and  moved  its 
adoption  : 

REJECTING  OFFERS  TO  SELL  SYSTEMS  OF  WATER  SUPPLY  AND  WORKS. 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco did  by  Resolution  No.  4618  (New  Series)  solicit  offers  from  the  owner 
or  owners  of  any  existing  public  utility,  to  wit,  a  system  of  water  supply  and 
works  for  supplying  water  to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  its 
inhabitants,  or  any  portion  thereof;  and 

WHEREAS,  Communications  have  been  filed  with  this  Board  from  the 
Spring  Valley  Water  Company  and  from  W.  II.  H.  Hart,  each  of  said  com- 
munications purporting  to  contain  an  offer  to  sell  to  said  City  and  County  the 
said  described  public  utility:  and 

WHEREAS,  Each  of  said  purported  offers  has  been  given  full  and  careful 
consideration  by  this  Board  of  Supervisors  and  by  the  individual  members 
thereof ;  now,  therefore, 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Board  of  Supervisors  does  hereby  determine  that 
by  the  acceptance  of  said  purported  offers  or  any  or  either  of  them  the  electors 
of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  would  not  have  the  benefit  of  acquir- 
ing such  a  public  utility  as  is  described  in  the  aforesaid  Resolution  No.  461S 
i  New  Series)  ;  and 

RESOLVED  FURTHER,  That  the  aforesaid  purported  oftVr>  and  each  and 
all  of  them  are  hereby  rejected. 


DEBATE  ON  QUESTION. 

Supervisor  D'Ancoua— It  seems  to  me  that  this  is  a  precipitate  action  to 
take.  I  was  very  much  impressed  by  what  was  said  by  Judge  Lindley  and  your 
Honor  at  the  conference  on  Saturday  last  but  nevertheless  we  have  what  is  on 
the  face  of  it  an  apparent  compliance  with  the  request  of  the  Board  of.  Super- 
visors by  Ordinance.  I  am  free  to  say  that  I  am  not  sure  that  what  the  Spring 
Valley  Water  Company  offers  the  City  should  accept  but  nevertheless  the  City  has 
called  for  bids  for  a  public  utility  of  this  nature  and  this  is  the  only  company 
which  is  maintaining  such  an  utility.  It  has  not  been  referred  to  a  romm'itttM' 
or  to  th»-  oi'H'-ial  '-onrsclov  of  the  Board.  It  skeins  to  nit-  w»-  ou^lit  not  to 
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say  in  this  offhand  way  that  the  offer  should  be  rejected.  When  we  do  have 
an  utility  of  this  kind,  we  certainly  must  have  a  distributing  system  within 
the  City,  and  we  must  have  city  reservoirs.  Now  it  may  be  that  we  do  not 
want  the  distributing  system  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company,  but  they  are 
offering  that,  and  it  seems  to  me  that  something  more  than  an  offhand  con- 
sideration is  warranted  by  the  conditions.  Certainly  I  think  we  should  have 
the  opinion  of  the  legal  adviser.  I  do  not  know  that  the  distributing  system 
is  of  any  value  to  the  City,  but  I  do  know  that  the  city  reservoirs  are  of  value 
to  the  city  and  that  Lake  Merced  is  of  value  to  the  city.  Lake  Merced  certainly 
is  a  valuable  asset  to  San  Francisco  in  case  we  are  ever  threatened  with  a  water 
famine.  Lake  Merced  is  of  incalculable  value  in  case  any  break  occurs  in 
the  system.  It  seems  to  me  that  we  should  be  very  short-sighted  if  we  did  not 
contract  for  Lake  Merced.  If  it  is  to  be  abandoned  as  a  source  of  domestic 
supply,  it  should  be  retained  for  its  scenic  beauty.  To  say  that  we  won't  con- 
sider the  city  reservoirs,  to  say  that  we  won't  consider  Lake  Merced,  is  to  treat 
a  very  important  matter  in  a  light  way. 

MOTION    TO    AMEND. 

Supervisor  McAllister — I  feel  like  Supervisor  D'Ancona  in  this  matter 
and  would  suggest  that  the  resolution  be  amended  by  eliminating  the  word 
"rejected"  and  stating  that  the  offers  will  be  taken  under  consideration. 

Supervisor   Pollok   seconded    Supervisor   McAllister's    amendment. 

DEBATE  RESUMED. 

Supervisor  Connolly  asked  that  the  next  Resolution  on  the  Calendar  relat- 
ing to  the  appointment  of  a  Committee  to  confer  with  the  officials  of  the  Spring 
Valley  Water  Company  be  read,  and  the  Mayor  instructed  the  Clerk  to  so  do. 

Supervisor  Connolly — I  do  not  consider  that  Resolution  is  quite  specific. 
I  think  it  should  specify  that  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company  has  sub- 
mitted an  offer  to  sell  its  distributing  system  for  $19,420,750,  and  otherwise 
to  submit  to  arbitration.  Opinions  may  vary  as  to  whether  the  Spring  Valley 
Water  Company  has  made  the  offer  in  good  faith,  but  I  think  we  are  justified 
in  assuming  that  it  is  made  in  good  faith.  Therefore  let  us  appoint  this 
Committee  to  treat  with  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company  on  the  terms  sub- 
mitted by  it. 

Mr.  Connolly  then  went  on  to  speak  of  the  offer  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water 
Company  and  its  rejection  by  the  Board,  the  contradictory  character  of  the  two 
Resolutions  and  also  the  proposed  bond  election. 

Supervisor  Johnston — I  understand  that  Mr.  Connolly  is  speaking  upon  a 
thing  which  is  not  before  the  Board. 

Supervisor  D'Ancona — What  else  can  the  Board  do?  In  No.  192  (refer- 
ring to  the  item  on  the  Calendar  of  Proceedings)  you  consider  the  offers  and 
reject  them  and  in  No.  193  you  appoint  a  committee  to  consider  them. 

Supervisor  Johnston — I  do  not  think  that  is  a  correct  statement  on  the 
part  of  Supervisor  D'Ancona.  You  send  a  committee  from  this  Board  and  from 
the  Law  Department  of  the  city  to  interview  and  negotiate  with  the  officials  of 
the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company  to  take  up  a  new  method  for  the  offer  of 
its  properties  and  possibly  get  an  offer  which  may  be  acceptable  to  the  city. 
The  Committee  that  took  up  the  matter  of  the  drawing  of  this  Resolution 
with  the  law  officers  of  the  city  thought  it  would  be  entirely  satisfactory  to 
the  members  of  the  Board.  The  Resolution  was  drawn  in  the  City  Attorney's 
office  and  had  the  approval  of  the  City  Attorney  and  of  those  of  his  assistants 
who  have  been  during  their  terms  of  office  in  close  touch  with  matters  in  the 
City  Attorney's  office  connected  with  the  water  question.  It  was  approved  by 
H.  A.  Mason,  who  is  an  ordinance  expert,  and  I  think  the  lawyers  in  the  city

will  agree  as  to  his  ability  in  framing  an  ordinance,  and  had  the  approval  of  his 
Honor  the  Mayor.  It  seems  to  mo  that  a  Resolution  so  drawn  and  so  OK'd 
ought  to  be  satisfactory  to  the  members  of  the  Board  who  are  not  attorneys. 
The  matter  certainly  has  been  considered  by  the  Board  and  by  the  members 
of  the  Board,  and  I  say  for  mys'elf  that  I  have  considered  it,  and  I  think  the 
Resolution  of  rejection  is  the  action  that  ought  to  be  taken  by  the  Board. 
It  is  true  that  there  has  not  been  much  time  spent  on  it,  but  that  is  not  the 
fault  of  the  Board,  as  the  offer  was  only  filed  on  Friday,  the  12th.  and  was 
followed  on  the  next  day  by  the  details  of  the  items  making  up  the  nineteen 
million  dollar  offer.  I  studied  over  the  whole  matter  Saturday  afternoon, 
Saturday  night  and  yesterday  again,  and  I  can  say  that  I  have  given  it  thorough 
consideration.  I  have  taken  the  trouble  to  compare  the  company's  list,  of 
properties  with  the  estimates  made  by  Mr.  Hermann  Schussler,  the  then  Chief 
Engineer  of  the  Company,  and  by  Mr.  Grunsky,  the  then  City  Engineer,  at  the 
time  of  the  taking  of  the  testimony  in  the  water  rate  suits,  and  if  it  is  in  order 
I  would  like  to  have  the  estimates  made  by  Mr.  Schussler  and  by  Mr.  Grunsky 
put  into  the  record.

DEBATE    RESUMED. 

Supervisor  Johnston — On  Friday  afternoon  after  the  offer  from  the  Spring 
Valley  Water  Company  came  in,  I  took  home  with  me  a  copy  of  the  Municipal 
Reports  for  1900-01  and  was  interested  in  finding  what  Mr.  Grunsky,  our  then 
City  Engineer,  had  to  say  about  Lake  Merced.  These  two  paragraphs  struck 
ine  as  being  quite  important,  and  I  will  read  them: 

"The  proximity  of  Lake  Merced  to  the  populous  districts,  Ocean  View,  in 
San  Francisco,  and  Colma,  in  San  Mateo  County,  from  which  localities  surface 
drainage  is  toward  the  lake,  subjects  the  lake  water  to  a  danger  of  pollution 
that  will  probably  always  keep  the  lake  among  the  least  popular  sources  of 
supply,  no  matter  how  carefully  pollution  may  be  guarded  against. 
Until  works  for  the  further  protection  of  the  North  Lake  have  been  carried 
out  the  water  there  stored  is  to  be  regarded  as  a  reserve  supply,  not  to  be 
drawn  upon  except  in  case  of  an  emergency." 

I  do  not  want  to  say  that  that  statement  of  the  then  City  Engineer  ought 
to  be  decisive,  but  as  it  has  been  made  it  certainly  is  an  element  in  con- 
sidering whether  or  not  it  is  advisable  to  accept  the  offer  of  the  Spring  Valley 
Water  Company,  aside  from  the  advice  given  us  that  it  would  not  come  within 
the  purview  of  the  ordinance.  It  seems  to  me  that  the  Resolution,  No.  192 
on  the  Calendar,  ought  to  be  adopted  as  presented.  The  law  officers  of  the 
city  have  drawn  up  this  Ordinance,  and  approved  and  OK'D  as  it  is.  it  is  cer- 
tainly preferable  to  the  one  hurriedly  drawn  by  Supervisor  McAllister,  and  I  think 
his  amendment  should  be  voted  down. 

Supervisor  Pollok — May  I  ask,  Mr.  Manson,  what  value  Lake  Merced  would 
be  to  the  city  as  an  emergency  storage,  and  also  whether  the  city  is  getting 
3,000,000  to  5,000,000  gallons  from  that  lake  today  .' 

Mr.  Manson — What  was  the  first  question? 

Supervisor    Pollok — Could    you    duplicate    Lake    Merced    on    the    peninsula  ? 

Mr.  Manson — I  could  not  and  I  would  not  want  to.  It  is  subject  to  pollu- 
tion. It  should  be  held  as  an  emergency  in  case  of  a  dire  necessity.  It  has 
for  a  long  time  been  difficult  to  keep  it  pure.  Every  possible  effort  is  being 
made  to  keep  it  pure.  I  have  seen  the  drainage  lines  leading  into  it  quite 
polluted.  Some  chickens  died  there — I.  do  not  know  from  what  cause.  I  do 
not  think  it  should  be  used  except  in  case  of  dire  necessity. 

Mayor  Taylor — The  amendment  of  Supervisor  McAllister  is  to  strike  out 
so  much  of  the  resolution  as  rejects  the  offers  and  to  substitute  therefor  that 
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the  Board  will  take  them  into  consideration.  I  don't  think  any  lawyer  on 
earth  could  say  that  the  offers  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company  are  of 
any  value  whatever. 

Supervisor  Pollok — I  know  one  who  believes  them  legal. 

Mayor  Taylor — I  don't  think  they  have  any  legal  value.  The  Chair 
ventures  that  much. 

Supervisor  Pollok — Question.

DEBATE  ON  QUESTION. 

Supervisor  Pollok — What   can  they  do  ? 

Supervisor  Murphy — If  we  pass  this  resolution  we  contradict  our  former 
resolution  and  re-vitalize  it.  If  we  appoint  this  committee  independently 
without  reference  to  the  offer  that  has  been  rejected,  we  should  proceed  along 
legal  lines. 

Supervisor  Pollok — We  have  refused  the  offer  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water 
Company;  at  the  same  time  we  authorize  these  men  to  enter  into  negotiations 
with  them. 

AMENDMENT. 

Supervisor  Connolly — We  have  rejected  the  offer  of  the  Spring  Valley 
Water  Company  because  we  are  advised  that  it  is  not  a  reply  to  our  former 
ordinance,  but  we  have  not  thrown  aside  the  good  will  which  the  Spring  Valley 
Water  Company  has  shown  by  its  attempt  to  arbitrate.  I  move  that  the  fol-

Supervisor  Johnston  introduced  the  following  entitled  Bill  and  moved  its 
passage  for  printing: 

Bill  No.  1092,  Ordinance  No.  -  -  (New  Series),  "Calling  and  providing 
for  a  special  election  to  be  held  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  on 
Tuesday,  the  28th  day  of  December,  1909,  for  the  purpose  of  submitting  to 
the  electors  of  said  City  and  County  the  following,  to  wit :  A  proposition 
to  incur  a  bonded  debt  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  the  amount 
of  forty-five  million  dollars  for  the  purpose  of  the  acquisition,  construction 
and  completion  of  a  public  utility,  to  wit :  A  water  supply  and  works  to  be 
owned  and  controlled  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  furnish  to 
said  City  and  County  and  to  the  inhabitants  thereof  a  sufficient  supply  of 
good,  pure  water  for  all  purposes,  the  sources  of  such  supply  to  be  Lake 
Eleanor,  the  waters  of  the  Tuolumne  River  and  its  tributaries  in  Tuolumne 
County,  California.  This  Ordinance  is  the  third  of  a  series  of  Ordinances 
to.  be  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  relating  to  and  designed  to  secure 
the  acquisition,  construction  and  completion  of  the  public  utility  herein  named." 

DEBATE  ON  QUESTION. 

Supervisor  D'Ancona — Before  I  vote  I  would  like  to  ask  the  Chairman  of 
the  Public  Utilities  Committee  a  question.  I  understand  that  it  leaves  out  the 
Hetch  Hetchy  portion  of  the  project. 

Supervisor  Johnston — It  leaves  out  of  the  Ordinance  mention  of  the  name 
"Hetch  Hetchy,"  that  is  all.  The  Ordinance  is  framed  by  the  law  officers 
of  the  city  in  order  to  comply  strictly  with  the  terms  of  the  grant  under 
which  we  get  this  source  of  supply.  You  will  remember  last  year  that,  after 
being  granted  permits  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  to  Hetch  Hetchy  and 
Lake  Eleanor  reservoir  sites,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  called  a  special  election, 
one  of  the  objects  of  which  was  that  the  voters  should  ratify  by  their  votes 
that  agreement  entered  into  between  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  Secretary 
of  the  Interior.  I  take  it  you  will  agree  that  information  concerning  that 
agreement  was  very  generally  spread  and  that  the  terms  of  the  agreement  were 
very  generally  understood.  The  voters  ratified  the  proposition  in  all  its  clauses 
by  a  vote  of  6  or  7  to  1.  This  Ordinance  we  have  before  us  asks  the  people  for 
a  bond  issue  of  $45,000,000  for  the  building  of  the  system,  the  Lake  Eleanor 
dam  site  included.  The  word  "Hetch  Hetchy"  being  omitted  because  we  can- 
not build  that  dam  until  we  have  first  developed  the  possibilities  of  Lake 
Eleanor.  That  having  been  done  the  officers  of  San  Francisco  can  then  build 
the  dam  site  at  Hetch  Hetchy.  The  waters  at  Hetch  Hetchy  will  be  used 
if  this  authorization  is  given,  but  it  will  not  be  used  as  a  storage  site. 

PRIVILEGE  OF  FLOOR. 

Mr.  Charles  Wesley  Reed — Gentlemen 

Supervisor  Connolly — I  move  that  the  gentleman  be  given  the  privilege  of 
the  floor. 

So  ordered. 

Mr.  Reed — I  come  here  as  a  citizen  of  San  Francisco  to  urge  upon  you  that 
it  is  a  mistake  of  judgment  to  leave  out  the  Hetch  Hetchy  proposition. 

Mayor  Taylor — The  Hetch  Hetchy  proposition  is  not  left  out,  Mr.  Reed. 
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Mr  Heed — That  is  merely  a  question  of  words.  The  City  Engineer  has 
studiously  avoided  putting  in  the  cost  of  the  Hetch  Iletchy  dam,  as  we  are  not 
entitled  under  the  terms  of  the  grant  to  the  rights  to  the  water.  I  think  as  a 
matter  of  vote- petting  this  is  a  mistake.  I  think  we  ought  to  vote  upon  the 
whole  proposition  at  one  time.  If  it  had  been  included  in  a  former  election 
it  could  now  come  before  the  Board  as  a  public  utility.  I  have  here  some  notes 
which  I  will  read : 

''I  respectfully  urge  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  include  the  cost  of  the 
Hetch  Hetchy  dam  in  the  proposed  water  supply  bond  issue,  because : 

''First:  Its  omission  will  cost  votes  at  the  election.  The  enemies  of  the 
project  will  say  that  we  have  abandoned  our  most  important  source  of  supply. 
Our  friends  will  be  confounded  by  being  told  that  all  this  palaver  about  Hetch 
Hetchy  means  nothing,  because  we  do  not  propose  to  use  the  waters  of  Hetch 
Iletchy  anyhow,  inasmuch  as  it  has  bueu  carefully  omitted  from  the  bond  issue. 
The  proponents  of  the  bond  issue  will  be  continually  on  the  defensive,  and 
explaining.  The  French  say  'He  who  excuses  himself  accuses  himself.' 

<ni'i:  Gai-field's  permission  required  that  the  waters  of  Lake  Eleanor 
must  be  developed  first.  It  does  not  require  that  all  mention  of  the  Hetch 
Hetchy  project  shall  be  omitted  from  the  bond  issue. 

''Third:  Before  this  matter  is  concluded  there  will  be  many  other  Secre- 
tarit-s  of  the  Interior.  It  is  not  inconceivable  that  permission  to  build  the 
clam  at  Hetch  Hetchy  will  be  given  by  some  Secretary  of  the  Interior  as 
friendly  to  us  as  was  President  Roosevelt  himself,  if  we  should  be  in  a  position 
to  begin  work  immediately,  especially  as  the  needs  of  'adjacent  cities'  to  San 
Francisco  (specially  mentioned  in  the  Garfield  permit)  may  require  an  earlier 
construction  that  the  mere  needs  of  San  Francisco  may  dictate.  In  fact  the 
common  interests  of  San  Francisco,  Oakland,  Berkeley  and  Alameda  in  a 
Sierra  water  sr/pply  will  probably  result  in  joining  these  cities  in  one  munici- 
pality, to  be  known  as  Greater  San  Francisco. 

''Fourth:  It  is  taking  two  bites  at  a  cherry.  A  new  election  will  be 
necessary,  and  that  cost  ought  to  be  saved.  If  the  Board  had  submitted  this 
whole  question  to  the  people  last  year,  there  would  now  be  nothing  before 
this  Board  to  consider  but  the  speedy  construction  of  the  works. 

''In  conclusion,  I  want  to  say  that  the  most  important  consideration  is, 
that  the  omission  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  dam  from  the  bond  issue  will  cost 
votes,  and  may  defeat  the  whole  project.  This  is  too  important  a  matter 
to  be  hazarded  by  any  mistake  in  judgment.  As  long  as  the  money  to  construct 
the  Hetch  Hetchy  dam  has  not  been  authorized,  so  long  will  our  enemies  in 
Congress  fight  us:  the  Sierra  Club  will  keep  up  its  campaign,  the  Spring  Valley 
will  not  be  face  to  face  with  defeat  and  the  city's  rights  will  not  become  vested 
in  something  more  tangible  than  a  revocable  permit. 

''To  say  that  the  Hetch  Hetchy  dam  is  not  included  in  the  Garfield  permit 
is  tn  quibbU-.  To  say  that  we  cannot  put  it  in  the  bond  issue  is  to  speak  idly. 

"When  we 'go  on  the  stump  next  month  we  will  be  confronted  by  the  fact 
that  we  have  not  added  an  extra  million  for  the  dam  site  at  Hetch  Hetchy." 

Supervisor  D'Ancona — Does  the  proposed  issue  include  the  entire  cost  of 
construction  *-x<-ept  the  dam  in  Hetch  Hetchy? 

Mr.  Manson — The  plans  at  present  presented  provide  for  the  development 
and  distribution  in  the  streets  of  San  Francisco,  through  a  very  elaborate  system 
of  pipes,  sixty  million  gallons  of  water  per  day.  The  major  portion  of  that 
consumption  will  tooBOf  from  the  Hetch  Hetchy.  During  six  or  more  months  of 
an  average,  year  the  greater  portion  of  that  water  will  come  directly  from  the 
Hetch  Hetchy.  We  do  not  provide  for  the  construction  of  a  dam  to  utilize 
that  reservoir,  but  the  water  comes  through  that  valley  from  the  river.  We 
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do  not  get  any  water  whatever  from  the  valley ;  it  comes  from  the  river.  It  i» 
not  considered  necessary  at  this  time  to  estimate  on  the  construction  of  a  dam, 
which  would  unquestionably  be  necessary  in  case  the  other  municipalities 
joined  us.  The  time  when  we  will  require  it  as  a  separate  municipality  will 
probably  be  thirty  years  hence.  You  will  still  receive  each  calendar  year  more 
than  half  of  your  water  from  the  Tuolumne  River. 

Supervisor  Johnston — Mr.  Chairman,  I  quite  agree  with  Mr.  Reed  that 
opponents  of  the  Sierra  water  project  are  liable  to  say  a  good  many  things  about 
this  omission  and  hold  it  up  as  one  of  the  reasons  that  it  should  not  be  voted 
for.  It  is  a  matter  of  regret  that  a  friend  of  this  project,  like  Mr.  Reed  is, 
should  place  any  such  construction  upon  it.  Being  honest  about  it,  I  am 
satisfied  that  we  can  explain  it  very  satisfactorily.  I  think  it  would  be 
more  honorable  to  the  Board  not  to  include  it  when  it  should  not  be  under  the 
terms  of  the  grant.  In  regard  to  what  Mr.  Reed  terms  "idle"  as  to  the  dam 
site  not  being  included  in  the  Garfield  grant,  what  was  said  was  that  the  strict 
interpretation  of  that  grant  was  that  the  dam  site  could  not  be  constructed 
before  first  developing  the  waters  of  Lake  Eleanor.  I  undertake  to  say  that 
no  real  friend  of  San  Francisco  in  getting  a  Sierra  water  supply  will  vote  against 
the  bonds  because  we,  in  the  true  interest  of  the  pi'oject,  follow  the  law  in  com- 
plying strictly  with  the  terms  of  the  grant. 

Supervisor  Connolly — I  hope  that  the  Chair  will  explain  to  such  members 
of  the  Board  as  were  not  present  at  the  conference  on  Saturday  last,  or  such 
citizens  as  are  present  here,  some  of  the  reasons  that  cause  the  Chair  at  that 
meeting  to  leave  the  words  "Hetch  Hetchy"  out  of  the  Ordinance. 

Mayor  Taylor — All  the  Chair  would  have  to  say  about  that  is  that  the 
present  Secretary  of  the  Interior  is  very  urgent  that  we  shall  hew  straight  to 
the  line  of  the  Garfield  grant  and  develop  Lake  Eleanor  first  and  not  couple 
it  with  the  Hetch  Hetchy  until  we  have  used  the  Lake  Eleanor  supply.  It 
would  be  a  great  mistake  of  judgment  if  we  antagonize  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior  by  putting  the  storage  of  water  in  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Valley  promi- 
nently before  the  people  when  under  the  terms  of  the  grant  we  are  bound  to  use 
the  Lake  Eleanor  supply  first.  We  do  not  want  at  present  to  build  a  dam 
across  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Valley.  It  will  be  years  and  years  before  we  shall 
require  it.  It  would  be  the  absurdity  of  absurdities  to  ask  Mr.  Manson,  or 
any  civil  engineer,  to  undertake  to  estimate  what  a  dam  to  be  built  twenty 
years  hence  would  cost.  The  proceedings  now  are  precisely  the  same  as  they 
have  been  from  the  beginning,  and  it  would  be  a  very  serious  legal  mistake 
for  us  to  change  these  now,  and  I  beg  to  say,  with  Supervisor  Johnston,  that 
no  real  friend  of  San  Francisco  in  getting  a  Sierra  water  supply  will  antagonize 
us  simply  because  we  are  following  the  law  in  every  possible  way. 

Supervisor  Murdock — I  am  not  a  lawyer,  but  I  do  wish  to  protest  against 
this  trying  to  catch  votes.  It  don't  pay. 

Supervisor  Pollok — Will  this  system  have  a  capacity  of  sixty  million  gallons 
a  day? 

Mr.    Manson — That    will    be    its    capacity. 

Supervisor  Pollok — Then  it  is  the  Mayor's  opinion  and  yours  that  it  will  do 
for  the  city  for  twenty  years? 

Mr.  Manson — Precisely.  I  see  no  immediate  prospect  of  duplicating  the 
consumption. 

Mayor  Taylor — Spring  Valley  is  not  going  to  dry  up. 

Supervisor  Pollok — I  thought  we  eliminated  them. 

Mayor  Taylor — When  we  have  exhausted  Lake  Eleanor,  and  when  we 
find  it  is  not  sufficient,  then  under  the  Garfield  grant  we  can  extend  to  Hetch 
Hetchy  as  well. 

Supervisor  Pollok — I  did  not  intend  to  speak  at  all,  but  as  Mr.  Reed  has 
brought  up  the  matter  I  will  do  so,  although  Mr.  Reed  and  I  differ  in  our 
views  vei-y  materially.  I  have  here  a  few  notes  which  I  will  read: 
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•'In  my  opinion  this  is  the  most  important  matter  that  has  come  before  this 
Board. 

•'I  have  given  the  subject  very  careful  consideration  and  desire  to  place 
on  record  my  views  regarding  it.  About  a  year  ago,  a  proposition  was  submitted 
to  the  people  whether  they  desired  to  acquire  a  water  supply,  the  sources  of 
which  were  Lake  Eleanor  and  Hetch  Hetchy  Valley.  It  was  represented  to 
the  voters  at  that  time  that  that  utility  could  be  completed  for  $43,000,000. 
Under  the  inspiration  of  this  Board,  literature  was  actively  circulated,  in  which 
that  representation  was  made.  We  have  already  authorized  a  bond  issue 
of  $600,000,  and  have  spent  out  of  the  current  revenue  about  $150,000,  making 
in  the  aggregate  $750,000.  The  plans  and  estimates  for  the  public  utility,  the 
acquisition  of  which  is  now  about  to  be  submitted  to  the  people,  show  that  the 
cost  will  be  $45,000,000.  This  does  not  include  Hetch  Hetchy  Valley,  nor  any 
work  in  connection  with  the  Hetch  Hetchy  reservoir.  So  far  as  the  present 
proposition  is  concerned,  Hetch  Hetchy  is  entirely  eliminated.  This  can  no 
longer  be  called  the  Hetch  Hetchy  plan  or  system.  The  proposal  now  is  to 
submit  to  the  people  the  acquisition  of  a  water  supply,  and  the  representation 
is  made  that  it  can  be  acquired  for  $45,000,000. 

"Mr.  Manson  was  quoted  by  the  public  press  as  stating,  the  other  night 
at  the  Commonwealth  Club,  that  it  would  take  ten  years  to  complete  the 
.system. 

"There  is  no  item  in  the  present  estimate  of  cost  for  interest  during  con- 
struction. We  propose  to  issue  bonds  that  will  pay  4  MJ  per  cent  per  annum. 
Every  business  man  knows  that  if  money  is  worth  4%  per  cent  per  annum,  and  it 
will  require  ten  years  to  complete  this  system,  there  should  be  included  interest 
for  five  years,  that  is  to  say:  The  average  interest  on  the  whole  $45,000,000  for 
ten  years  is  equivalent  to  full  interest  for  five  years.  Five  years'  interest  at 
I1-  per  cent  is  22^,  and  22%  percent  of  $45,000,000  is  $10,125,000.  No 
business  man  will  for  a  moment  deny  the  propriety  of  including  this  item  of 
interest  in  the  estimate  of  cost. 

•'Adding  $10,125,000  to  the  $45,000,000,  the  amount  of  Mr.  Manson's 
estimate,  and  adding  to  that  $750,000,  already  expended  or  authorized,  gives  a 
total  of  $55,825,000.  It  is  impossible  to  escape  the  conclusion  that  this  will 
represent  the  minimum  cost,  if  Mr.  Mansou's  figures  are  correct,  of  a  public 
utility,  which  will  only  include  Lake  Eleanor,  and  which  will  exclude  Hetch 
Hetchy. 

"I  would  like  to  ask  the  members  of  the  Board,  and  particularly  the 
members  of  the  Public  Utilities  Committee,  by  what  authority  they  omit  any- 
thing for  interest  during  construction  and  represent  to  the  people  that  the 
<-ost  of  this  utility  will  be  only  $45,000,000.  It  seems  to  me  that  it  is  so 
apparent  from  a  casual  inspection  of  the  estimates  of  Mr.  Manson,  taken  in 
connection  with  the  fact,  which  has  been  so  frequently  stated,  that  at  least  ten 
years  will  be  required  to  complete  the  plant,  that  it  is  misleading  and  un- 
warranted to  omit  a  charge  for  interest  during  construction,  and  that  such 
omission  is  unfair  to  the  taxpayers. 

"It  will  be  very  easy  after  this  construction  is  commenced  and  the 
*4.~>. 000,000  expended  and  the  plant  still  uncompleted  to  say  we  have  gone  so  far 
and  we  shall  be  compelled  to  expend  the  additional  money  necessary  to  com- 
plete the  system:  but  candor  and  good  faith  require  that  we  should  tell  the 
taxpayers  in  advance  that  the  item  for  interest  during  construction  has  been 
omitted,  and  that  such  item  will  really  constitute  part  of  the  cost. 

\Y,  have,  heretofore  represented  to  the  people  that  the  expenditure  of 
.<4:>. Don. (ioo  would  provide  them  with  the  Hetch  Hetchy  system,  and  it  seems  to 
me  that  candor  requires  that  they  should  now  be  advised  that  the  $45,000,000. 
which  is  intended  to  be  expended  for  this  utility,  does  not  include  the  acquisition 
of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  reservoir. 
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"It  is  represented  that  from  Lake  Eleanor  we  can  obtain  a  supply  of 
60,000,000  gallons  per  day.  I  have  always  had  the  impression  that  Messrs. 
Fitzgerald  and  Marx,  who  were  employed  as  engineers  by  the  City  to  advise  with 
reference  to  this  subject,  stated  that  the  data  available  regarding  the  water 
supply  from  Lake  Eleanor  was  not  sufficient  to  enable  them  to  determine  what 
quantity  could  safely  be  relied  upon  from  that  source.  If  there  is  any 
additional  information  upon  that  subject,  this  Board  has  never  been  advised  of  it. 

"The  expenditure  of  $45,000,000 — indeed,  as  I  have  shown  it  will  be 
$56,000,000  at  least  before  we  are  though,  is  a  very  serious  matter,  and  it 
seems  to  me  that  before  the  Board  votes  to  submit  such  a  proposition  to  the 
people — because  its  submission  to  the  people  carries  with  it  an  approval  by  the 
Board — we  should  have  positive  information  upon  that  subject.  So  far  as  I 
am  concerned,  I  have  no  such  information.  For  both  of  these  reasons  I  am 
opposed  to  the  proposed  ordinance/' 

Supervisor  Johnston — Will  you  file  that? 

Supervisor  Pollok — Yes,  thank  you.

OFFER  OF  SPRING  VALLEY  WATER  COMPANY  TO  SELL  ENTIRE 
PHYSICAL  PROPERTY  OF  SAID  COMPANY,  FREE  OF  DEBT,  FOR 
$35,000,000.

Gentlemen: — Referring  to  Resolution  No.  4794  (New  Series)  passed  by  your 
Board,  to  our  letter  of  November  12,  1909,  and  to  our  letter  to  your  Special 
Committee,  dated  November  24,  1909: 

We  urged  upon  your  Committee  our  belief  that  a  fair  and  reasonable  value 
of  the  property  owned  by  the  company  exceeded  the  sum  of  forty-five  million 
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dollars,  and  we  felt  that  we  could  satisfactorily  demonstrate  a  value 
forty  million  dollars  by  taking  as  a  basis  the  estimate  made  for  rate-fixing  pur- 
poses in  January,  1903,  by  the  then  City  Engineer,  C.  E.  Grunsky,  and  adding 
to  that  estimate  elements  of  value  that  were  mentioned  but  not  then  determined 
by  Mr.  Grunsky,  property  and  values  not  then  considered  by  him,  increases  of 
value  that  have  occurred  since  his  estimate  was  made,  and  capital  expenditures 
since  1903,  and  deducting  therefrom  the  value  of  properties  sold  by  the  company, 
and  a  reasonable  allowance  for  depreciation  of  structural  parts. 

The  committees  had  several  conferences,  the  proceedings  of  which  are 
now  in  the  hands  of  the  official  stenographer  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 
The  directors  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company,  as  the  representatives  of 
all  shareholders,  feel  that  the  policy  of  the  company  in  its  negotiations  with 
the  city  should  be  one  of  broad  but  just  liberality  to  the  end  that  a  source 
of  interminable  strife  may  be  removed,  the  city  protected  in  its  water  supply 
and  the  interests  of  all  shareholders  safeguarded  from  further  depreciation. 

For  the  above  reasons,  and  as  a  result  of  the  meetings  with  your  com- 
mittee, the  directors  have  decided  to  make  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
the  offer  contained  in  this  communication,  under  authority  conveyed  to  them  at 
the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company, 
held  on  April  14,  1909,  217,111%  shares  of  stock,  out  of  a  total  outstanding 
issue  of  280,000  shares,  being  present  in  person  or  by  proxy.  At  that  meet- 
ing the  following  resolution  was  adopted  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  all  stock 
represented: 

''RESOLVED,  That  all  questions  which  may  now  exist,  or  which  may  here- 
after arise  or  exist,  between  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  this  cor- 
poration, whether  Avith  reference  to  the  fixing  of  rates  for  water  or  to  the 
sale  of  the  company's  property,  be  left  to  the  judgment  and  discretion  of  the 
directors  of  the  company,  in  whom  the  stockholders  hereby  express  entire 
confidence." 

The  offer  herein  made  is  with  the  proviso  that  if  it  is  accepted,  the  city 
will,  at  the  time  the  purchase  is  closed,  allow  the  company  to  retain  all  water 
rates  collected  by  it  since  the  commencement  of  the  water  rate  litigation, 
including  the  amount  now  impounded  under  order  of  Court,  and  also,  including 
any  water  rates  which  may  hr.ve  been  earned  at  the  time  of  purchase,  but  not 
then  collected,  and  that  the  city  will  then  relieve  the  company  and  its  sureties 
from  any  liability  upon  the  bonds  heretofore  filed  in  any  litigation  between  the 
city  and  the  company,  and  that  the  company  be  allowed  to  take  judgment  in  all 
litigation  with  the  city:  also,  with  the  proviso  that  the  city  will  cause  itself 
to  be  substituted  in  the  place  of  the  company  in  all  litigation  then  pending,  in- 
volving the  property  offered,  and  will  assume  all  future  responsibility  and  expense 
of  such  litigation. 

The  term  "physical  property."  as  herein  used,  is  intended  to  include  all 
the  assets  of  the  company  with  the  exception  of  cash,  bills  receivable,  accounts 
outstanding,  bonds  and  securities  other  than  stocks  in  subsidary  companies 
and  irrigation  companies  connected  with  the  property  offered.  The  offer  is  for 
cash  or  its  equivalent.  The  offer  expires  January  20,  1910.

River  in  units  of  thirty  million  gallons  of  water  daily  at  a  cost  to  the  City  of 
only  ten  cents  per  one  thousand  gallons  or  a  gross  sum  per  annum  of  $1,095,000. 
The  distribution  to  be  made  by  the  City  and  County,  and  the  City  and  County 
to  have  an  option  to  purchase  the  supply  and  works  at  the  end  of  fifty  years  at 
cost  plus  ten  per  cent  profit,  the  cost  of  maintenance  to  be  paid  by  my  clients. 

Please  see  that  the  proposition  gets  before  the  Board  in  time  to  be 
considered  when  the  other  propositions  are  submittd  to  the  people.

Gentlemen: — On. behalf  of  the  owners  of  the  water  supply  from  Lake  Tahoe 
and  the  North  Fork  of  the  American  River,  I  hereby  make  the  following 
proposition  : 

We  will  enter  into  a  contract  with  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
to  supply  water  from  said  sources  in  units  of  thirty  million  gallons  daily  at 
the  rate  of  ten  cents  per  one  thousand  gallons  to  be  paid  at  the  end  of  each 
month  on  delivery  at  a  reservoir  east  of  or  near  the  City  of  Oakland.  From  that 
point  the  water  to  be  conveyed  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to 
such  point  or  points  as  may  be  desired  without  cost  to  us.  Delivery  of  the 
said  water  to  begin  within  four  years  from  the  date  of  the  contract. 

By  this  contract  the  City  and  County  will  obtain  a  supply  of  the  purest 
mountain  water  within  the  shortest  possible  time  without  any  bonded  indebted- 
ness and  at  a  cost  of  less  than  the  interest  on  the  bonds  which  would  be 
necessary  to  pay  for  the  construction  of  the  Tuolumne  system.  The  contract 
to  run  for  fifty  years.  At  the  end  of  that  time  the  City  can  have  the  option 
to  buy  the  water  supply  and  works  at  cost  plus  a  profit  of  ten  per  cent.  We 
will  pay  the  cost  of  maintenance. 

The  water  can  be  taken  from  the  receiving  reservoir,  east  of  Oakland, 
and  carried  by  tunnel  and  pipes  directly  to  the  Twin  Peaks  in  San  Francisco  or 
by  pipes  to  Dumbarton  Point  and  across  the  bay  by  submerged  pipes  to 
reservoirs  on  the  west  side  just  as  the  waters  of  Alameda  Creek  are  now 
carried.  In  either  way  the  cost  would  probably  not  exceed  $1,500,000.  That 
would  be  paid  by  the  City  and  County. 

In  New  York  City  where  the  City  owns  the  supply  and  the  works,  the 
average  cost  of  water  is  twelve  and  one-half  cents  per  one  thousand  gallons. 
In  Los  Angeies  it  is  ten  cents.  It  will  probably  be  impossible  for  San  Fran- 
cisco to  obtain  a  mountain  supply  as  cheaply  in  any  other  way.  We  can  afford 
this  low  price  only  because  of  the  large  power  development  which  will  be  part 
of  the  project.  This  does  not  make  it  necessary  for  the  City  to  abandon  the 
Tuolumne  project,  but  it  will  give  ample  time  to  secure  and  develop  that 
property  if  deemed  desirable.  We  can  increase  our  supply  to  a  sufficient 
quantity  for  a  population  of  five  million  on  the  same  terms. 

Wr  are  prepared  to  satisfy  you  of  our  ability  to  carry  out  the  said  contract. 
Also  to  satisfy  your  attorney,  as  to  our  title  and  your  engineers  that  the 
project  is  feasible.

Gentlemen: — In  compliance  with  Resolution  No.  4862  (New  Series), 
transmitted  by  you  on  the  30th  ultimo,  I  submit  herewith  the  plans  and 
estimates  of  the  cost  of  developing  Lake  Eleanor  and  Tuolumne  River  and 
its  tributaries,  to  be  used  as  a  source  of  water  supply  in  connection  with 
the  works  and  property  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company  in  the  event 
of  the  purchase  of  such  works  and  property  by  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco. 

The    plans    and    estimates    for    Cherry    River    diversion    canal.    Lake    Eleanor 
dam    and    main    canal.    North    Mountain    Power    Station,    Tuolumne    main    canal. 
Bear    Gulch    Power    Station,     and    the    Foothill    Division,     as     indicated    on     the 
accompanying    plans,    will    remain    of    the    same    capacity    as    reported    on    Nov-m 
ber    11th.    1909. 
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The  Valley  Division  and  the  Bay  Division  and  the  City  receiving  reser- 
voirs and  distributing  system  under  the  requirements  of  Resolution  No.  4862 
(New  Series)  of  November  29th,  1909,  are  modified  as  follows: 

The  Valley  Division  will  require  only  one  pipe  line  and  the  reduction 
of  the  pumping  capacity  at  Altamont,  the  Bay  Division  will  require  only  one 
pipe  line  to  the  receiving  reservoirs  in  the  City,  and  the  omission  of  the 
emergency  reservoir  and  pumping  station. 

The  City.  Division  is  modified  to  omit  the  elaborate  system  of  distributing 
pipes  and  the  new  service  reservoirs.  The  works  and  property  of  the  Spring 
Valley  Water  Company,  the  purchase  of  which  is  now  under  consideration, 
will  require  extensions  and  betterments  amounting  to  $1,500,000  in  order  to  be 
used  in  connection  with  the  Lake  Eleanor  and  Tuolumne  River  supply  herein 
referred  to.

COMMUNICATION  FROM  THE  CITY  ATTORNEY  OUTLINING  PROCEDURE 
FOR  HOLDING  ELECTION  ON  JANUARY  14,  1910,  FOR  ACQUISITION 
OF  WATER  SUPPLY,  AND  SUBMITTING  OPINION  OF  DILLON  & 
HUBRARD  IN  RELATION  THERETO. 

San  Francisco.    December   6,    1909. 

Gentlemen : — Referring  to  the  propositions  for  the  acquisition  by  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  of  a  water  supply,  which  are  now  before 
your  Board,  permit  us  to  advise  as  follows: 

On  October  18th,  1909,  your  Board  passed  to  print  Ordinance  No.  924 
(  X,-\\  S,r:«'si.  by  which  it  was  decided  and  determined  that  the  public 
interest  and  necessity  demanded  the  acquisition,  construction  and  completion 
of  a  public  utility,  to  wit :  A  water  supply  and  works  to  be  owned  and 
controlled  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  to  furnish  to  said 
City  and  County  and  to  the  inhabitants  thereof  a  sufficient  supply  of  good, 
pure  water  for  all  purposes.  In  that  Ordinance  Lake  Eleanor  and  the 
watf-rs  of  thf;-  Tuoiumne  River  and  its  tributaries  in  Tuolumne  County. 
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California,  were  designated  as  available  sources  for  obtaining  a  sufficient 
supply  of  good,  pure  water  for  all  purposes. 

On  the  same  day  your  Board  adopted  Resolution  No.  4618  (New  Series), 
soliciting  offers  for  the  sale  to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  of  any 
existing  public  utility,  to  wit,  a  system  of  water  supply  and  works  for  supply- 
ing water  to  said  City  and  County  and  its  inhabitants,  or  any  portion  thereof. 

In  response  to  such  Resolution  and  the  notices  provided  therein,  two 
offers  were  submitted  to  your  Board,  one  of  which  was  an  offer  by  the  Spring 
Valley  Water  Company  to  sell  to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
its  distributing  system  at  a  designated  price. 

On  November  15,  1909,  your  Board  took  three  separate  actions  with 
regard  to  the  matter  under  consideration,  viz.: 

By  Resolution  No.  4793  (New  Series)  your  Board  rejected  both  offers  which 
had  theretofore  been  submitted  for  the  sale  of  purported  public  utilities  and 
determined  that  by  the  acceptance  of  such  offers,  or  either  of  them,  the 
electors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  would  not  have  the  benefit 
of  acquiring  such  a  public  utility  as  is  described  in  your  Resolution  No.  4618 
(New  Series),  above  referred  to. 

At  the  same  meeting  your  Board  adopted  Resolution  No.  4794  (New 
Series),  in .  and  by  which  certain  designated  gentlemen  were  appointed  "t 
committee  to  conduct  negotiations  with  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company, 
looking  toward  the  sale  of  the  plant  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company 
to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  at  a  price  to  be  fixed  by  arbitration, 
or  otherwise,  and  to  report  to  this  Board  the  result  of  such  negotiations." 

At  the  same  meeting,  Bill  No.  1092,  Ordinance  No.  962  (New  Series), 
calling  and  providing  for  a  special  election  to  be  held  December  28th,  1909, 
for  the  purpose  of  submitting  to  the  electors  of  said  City  and  County  the 
proposition  of  incurring  a  bonded  debt  in  the  amount  of  Forty-five  Million 
(45,000,000)  Dollars,  for  the  purpose  of  the  acquisition,  construction  and 
completion  of  the  water  supply  and  works  designated  in  the  original  Ordinance 
No.  924,  was  passed  to  print. 

The  committee  appointed  by  Resolution  No.  4794  (New  Series)  has  held 
several  conferences  with  the  directors  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company, 
and  with  a  special  committee  appointed  by  that  Board.  As  a  result  of  such 
negotiations  a  definite  offer  has  been  received  from  the  Spring  Valley  Water 
Company  to  sell  its  entire  physical  properties  to  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  for  the  sum  of  Thirty-five  Million  (35,000,000)  Dollars,  which 
offer  is  now  before  your  Board. 

On  November  29th,  1909,  your  Board  adopted  Resolution  No.  4862  (New 
Series),  in  and  by  which  the  Board  of  Public  Works  was  requested  to  obtain 
from  the  City  Engineer  and  transmit  to  your  Board  additional  plans  of  the 
cost  of  the  acquisition,  construction  and  completion  of  the  Lake  Eleanor  and 
Tuolumne  River  system  as  the  same  will  be  modified  if  that  system  is  used 
in  conjunction  with  the  existing  system  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company. 
Such  additional  plans  and  estimates  have  this  day  been  filed  with  your 
Board.  In  this  modified  estimate  it  is  stated  by  the  City  Engineer  that  in 
case  it  should  become  necessary  to  use  the  sources  of  supply  described  in 
Ordinance  No.  924  (New  Series)  as  a  reinforcing  supply  to  the  existing  works 
now  offered  to  the  City,  the  estimate  submitted  on  November  llth,  must  be 
modified  in  the  particulars  thereinafter  stated.  With  the  modification  referred 
to  the  estimated  cost  of  the  water  supply  and  works  described  in  Ordinance 
Xo.  924  (New  Series),  with  necessary  additions  to  the  existing  system,  is 
placed  at  Twenty-three  Million  (23,000,000)  Dollars.  Adding  this  estimate 
to  the  sale  price  named  by  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company,  a  total  bonded 
h'debtedness  of  Fifty-eight  Million  (58,000,000)  Dollars  will  be  necessary 
in  order  to  acquire  and  improve  the  existing  plant  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water 
Company  and  to  acquire,  construct  and  complete  such  portions  of  the  water 
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works  with  the  source  of  supply  at  Lake  Eleanor  and  the  waters  of  the 
Tuolumne  River  as  are  necessary  to  be  used  in  connection  with  the  existing 
works. 

The   San  Francisco  Charter  provides,  in  Article  XII,   Section  2,   as  follows: 

"Before  submitting  propositions  to  the  electors  for  the  acquisition  by 
original  construction  or  condemnation  of  public  utilities,  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors must  solicit  and  consider  offers  for  the  sale  to  the  City  and  County  of 
existing  utilities,  in  order  that  the  electors  may  have  the  benefit  of  acquiring 
the  same  at  the  lowest  possible  cost  thereof." 

In  view  of  the  appointment  of  the  committee  for  the  continuation  of 
negotiations  at  the  same  time  that  the  first  offer  from  the  Spring  Valley 
Wdter  Company  was  rejected,  and  in  view  of  the  further  fact  that  the 
negotiations  of  that  committee  had  under  order  from  your  Board,  have 
resulted  in  the  receipt  of  a  definite  offer,  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  such 
offer  must  be  submitted  to  the  electors  of  San  Francisco  conternporaneously 
with  the  submission  of  the  proposition  to  incur  a  bonded  indebtedness  for 
Forty-five  Million  (45,000,000)  Dollars  for  the  acquisition,  construction  and 
completion  of  a  water  supply  and  works  as  described  in  Ordinance  No.  962 
(New  Series). 

The  submission  of  the  latter  proposition  before  affording  the  electors 
the  opportunity  of  expressing  their  acceptance  or  rejection  of  the  offer  made 
by  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company,  might  raise  serious  doubts  as  to  the 
legality  and  marketability  of  any  bonds  issued  as  a  result  of  such  election. 
As  we  construe  the  provisions  of  the  Charter,  we  believe  that  the  electors 
are  now  entitled  to  have  submitted  to  them  alternative  propositions  in  such 
manner  that  they  may  have  the  opportunity  of  expressing  their  choice,  i.  e., 
(1)  whether  they  desire  the  construction  of  an  entire  new  water  system  without 
regard  to  the  existing  plant:  (2)  whether  they  desire  the  purchase  of  the 
existing  plant  alone,  without  extension;  or  (3)  whether  they  desire  the  pur- 
chase of  the  existing  plant  and  the  acquisition  and  construction  of  such  por- 
tions of  the  new  system  as  may  be  necessary  to  be  used  in  connection 
therewith. 

A  form  of  ordinance  is  herewith  transmitted  which  provides  for  the 
submission  to  the  electors  at  a  new  election  to  be  held  on  January  14th. 
1910,  the  two  propositions  of  acquiring  a  new  system  of*water  supply  and  of 
purchasing  the  existing  plant  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company.  To 
the  first  proposition  is  attached  a  proviso  that  in  event  the  second  proposi- 
tion receives  the  necessary  two-thirds  vote  the  bonds  to  be  issued  under 
proposition  No.  1  shall  be  limited  to  Twenty-three  Million  (23,000,000)  Dollars, 
the  amount  which  will  be  necessary  to  be  used  in  the  acquisition  and  con- 
struction of  the  Lake  Eleanor  and  Tuolumne  River  system  when  used  in 
connection  with  the  system  of  works  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company. 

Under  these  two  propositions  every  elector  will  have  an  opportunity  of 
expressing  his  choice  of  the  three  proposed  plans.  Those  who  desire  to 
acquire  the  Lake  Eleanor  and  Tuolumne  River  system  alone  will  vote  for 
proposition  No.  1  and  against  proposition  No.  2.  Those  who  desire  to  acquire 
the  system  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company  alone  will  vote  for  proposition 
Xo.  2  and  against  proposition  No  1.  Those  who  desire  to  acquire  the  system 
of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company  and  the  acquisition  and  construction 
of  such  portions  of  the  Lake  Eleanor  and  Tuolumne  River  system  as  may  be 
necessary  to  be  used  in  connection  with  the  system  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water 
Company  will  vote  in  favor  of  both  propositions. 

The  method  of  submitting  these  propositions  which  is  contained  in  the 
accompanying  ordinance  has  the  unqualified  approval  of  the  City  Attorney  and 
has  staff,  of  the  special  counsel  for  the  City  and  of  his  Honor  the  Mayor. 
After  an  agreement  had  been  reached  by  all  of  the  above  persons  the  plan 
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covered  by  the  accompanying  ordinance  was  submitted  to  the  Public  Utilities 
Committee  of  your  Board,  and,  with  its  approval,  the  entire  situation  has  been 
submitted  by  wire  to  Messrs.  Dillon  &  Ilubbard  of  New  York,  specialists  in  the 
matter  of  the  issuance  of  municipal  bonds,  who  have  heretofore  been  employed 
by  the  City  in  connection  with  its  bond  issues.  In  a  telegram  received  from 
these  latter  gentlemen  on  December  3rd,  they  have  expressed  their  unqualified 
approval  of  the  form  of  submission  covered  by  the  accompanying  ordinance. 
Copies  of  this  correspondence  with  Dillon  &  Hubbard  are  attached  to  this 
opinion. 

We,    therefore,    advise    that    under    the    present    situation    the    following   pro- 
ceedings be   taken : 

1.  On    December   6th,    1909,    the    accompanying    ordinance,    repealing    Ordi- 
nance   No.    962    (New    Series),    passed    November    22nd,    1909,    and    calling  "an 
election  for  January   14th,    1910,   be  passed  to  print. 

2.  On  December  13th,   1909,  the  accompanying  ordinance  be  finally  passed 
and    thereafter    be    published    for    ten    days — December    14th,    15th,    16th,    17th, 
18th,   20th,    21st,    22nd,   23rd  and   24th. 

3.  On    December    13th,    1909,    an    ordinance    giving    notice    of    election    be 
passed    to    print    and    thereafter    be    published    five    days — December    14th,    15th, 
16th,   17th  and  18th. 

4.  On    December    27th,    1909,    the    ordinance    giving    notice    of    election    be 
finally    passed    and    thereafter    be   published    for   fourteen    days — December    28th, 
29th,    30th,    31st,    1909,    and   January    3rd,    4th,    5th,    6th,    7th,    8th,    10th,    llth, 
12th   and   13th,    1910. 

From   the   foregoing   it   will   appear   that  January    14th,    1910,    is   the   earliest 
day  upon  which  the  election  can  be  held.

TELEGRAM    TO    DILLON    &    HUBBARD. 

San   Francisco,    December   1st,    1909. 

To   Dillon   &   Hubbard,   Western   Union   Building, 
New  York  City. 

On  October  18th,  1909,  Board  of  Supervisors  passed  following  declaratory 
ordinance  under  Article  12  of  the  Charter  (Ordinance  924,  New  Series). 

On  the  same  day  Board  passed  following  resolution  (Resolution  No.  4618, 
New  Series). 

Under  these,  Board  of  Public  Works  estimated  completed  construction 
Sierra  Tuolumne  supply  45,000,000,  including  comprehensive  distributing  system. 
Spring  Valley  made  offer  only  of  distributing  system,  with  contract  to  supply 
water  at  wholesale.  Also  offered  scheme  of  arbitration.  Both  propositions  were 
rejected  as  not  being  in  conformity  with  resolution  and  charter.  Board  then 
ordered  election  for  December  28th,  to  vote  on  Sierra  Tuolumne  supply.  At 
same  meeting  Board  appointed  Special  Committee  to  confer  with  Spring  Valley 
with  view  of  obtaining  offer,  passing  following  resolution  (Resolution  No.  4794. 
New  Series). 
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Conference  resulted  in  Spring  Valley,  on  December  29th,  making  flat  offer 
t<>  s^ell  its  entire  property,  free  of  debt,  for  $35,000,000.  If  this  offer  should 
l»e  accepted  Engineer  estimates  twenty-two  million  of  Sierra  Tuolumne  bonds 
will  be  unnecessary.  Spring  Valley  may  thus  be  purchased  for  thirty-five  mil- 
lion and  be  supplemented  by  Tuolumne  supply  for  twenty-three  million  addi- 
tional. Under  this  state  of  facts  the  City  desires  to  be  advised  as  follows : 
First,  may  the  City  proceed  with  the  election  now  fixed  for  December  28th, 
involving  Tuolumne  supply  only  and  call  another  election  to  vote  on  offer  of 
Spring  Valley,  or  should  the  two  propositions  be  submitted  to  the  people  at 
the  same  time  ?  Second,  may  the  City  abandon  the  pending  election  proceedings 
fixed  for  December  28th,  and,  without  calling  for  new  offers  and  acting  under 
original  declaratory  ordinance,  submit  combined  Tuolumne- Spring  Valley  proposi- 
tions to  the  people  on  $58,000,000  bond  issue  basis?  Third,  may  the  City 
call  new  election,  based  on  original  declaratory  ordinance,  resolution  and 
engineer's  estimates,  submitting  three  propositions  in  the  alternative,  as 
follows : 

First.      Tuolumne  Sierra  project  alone,  forty-five  million. 

Second.      Spring  Valley  alone,  -thirty-five  million. 

Third.      Combination  Tuolumne  and  Spring  Valley,  fifty-eight  million. 

Fourth.  May  the  City  submit  the  following  two  interrelated  propositions, 
acting  under  the  engineer's  original  and  amended  estimates  and  original  declara- 
tory ordinance:  Proposition  One — To  incur  a  bonded  debt  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  to  the  amount  of  $45,000,000  for  the  purpose  of 
the  acquisition,  construction  and  completion  of  a  water  supply  and  works  to 
be  owned  and  controlled  by  the  said  City  and  County  to  furnish  to  said  City 
and  County  and  to  the  inhabitants  thereof  a  sufficient  supply  of  good,  pure 
water  for  all  purposes,  the  sources  of  supply  to  be  Lake  Eleanor,  and  the 
waters  of  the  Tuolumne  River  and  its  tributaries  in  Tuolumne  County,  California: 
provided,  that  if  proposition  No.  2  on  this  ballot  shall  receive  the  necessary 
two-thirds  vote,  then  bonds  to  the  amount  of  $23,000,000  only  shall  be  issued 
under  this  authorization.  Bonds  issued  for  this  purpose  shall  bear  interest 
at  the  rate  of  four  and  one-half  per  centum  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually. 
Proposition  No.  2 — To  incur  a  bonded  debt  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  to  the  amount  of  $35,000,000,  for  the  purpose  of  the  acquisition 
of  an  existing  public  utility,  to  wit,  the  water  supply  and  works  of  the  Spring 
Valley  Water  Company,  a  corporation,  to  be  owned  and  controlled  by  the  said 
City  and  County,  to  furnish  to  said  City  and  County  and  to  the  inhabitants 
thereof  a  sufficient  supply  of  good,  pure  water  for  all  purposes.  Bonds  issued 
for  this  purpose  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  four  and  one-half  per  centum 
per  annum,  payable  semi-annually. 

We  realize  difficulty  of  answering  questions  of  this  importance  by  telegraph. 
hut  Spring  Valley  offer  expires  January  20th,  and  present  Board  retires 
shortly.  Time  is  short  to  enable  it  to  set  machinery  in  motion.  We  earnestly 
request  your  telegraphic  opinion  by  Saturday  morning.  Wire  at  our  expense.

REPORT    OF    PUBLIC    UTILITIES    COMMITTEE. 

San   Francisco,   Cal.,   December  6.   1909. 

To   the   Honorable, 

the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Public  Utilities,  having  charge  of  all  water 
supply  matters,  begs  leave  to  submit  the  following  report: 

Since  calling  the  election  to  be  held  on  December  28,  1909,  for  the 
acquisition  of  a  system  of  water  supply  and  works,  with  the  source  of  supply 
at  Lake  Eleanor,  etc.,  new  conditions  have  arisen  which  have  resulted  in  a 
change  of  the  plan  as  originally  determined  upon. 

The  offer  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company  to  sell  its  property  to  the 
city,  made  a  week  ago,  has  raised  certain  questions  of  a  legal  character  which 
were  referred  to  the  City's  legal  department.  A  report  thereon  has  this  day- 
been  presented  to  this  Board,  and  upon  such  opinion  this  committee  bases  its 
recommendation  to  repeal  Ordinance  No.  962  (New  Series),  calling  an  election 
for  December  28th,  and  to  pass  a  new  ordinance  fixing  a  new  date  for  such 
election  on  January  14,  1910.  At  this  election  two  propositions  will  be 
submitted: 

One  for  the  acquisition  and  construction  of  the  Lake  Eleanor-Tuolunine  sys- 
tem, the  other  for  acquisition  of  the  Spring  Valley  system,  with  a  proviso 
attached  to  the  first  proposition  to  the  effect  that  if  the  second  proposition  is 
carried  then  bonds  to  the  amount  of  $23,000,000  will  be  issued  under  proposi- 
tion 1,  this  being  the  amount  shown  by  the  report  of  the  City  Engineer  as 
necessary  to  make  a  combined  system. 

The  bill  herewith  presented,  in  addition  to  the  matters  indicated  in  the 
title,  provides  the  term  and  form  of  the  bonds,  their  time  of  payment  and  the 
rate  of  interest  to  be  paid.  These  details  are  as  follows: 

All  bonds  are  to  be  dated  July  1,  1910,  and  are  of  the  denomination  of 
$1000  each.  All  are  to  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  4J/&  per  cent  per  annum, 
payable  semi-annually :  this  being  the  lowest  rate  that  the  present  state  of  the 
bond  market  will  warrant. 
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The  $45.000.000  bonds  issued  under  proposition  1  will  be  payable  $1,000,000 
annually  for  forty-five  years,  commencing  ten  years  from  their  date.  The 
s:;:,.  Odd.  ooo  issued  under  proposition  'J  will  be  payable  $1,000,000  annually  for 
thirty-five  years,  commencing  eight  years  from  their  date. 

If  both  propositions  carry,  the  $58,000,000  thereby  authorized  will  be 
payable  $1,000,000  annually  for  fifty-eight  years  commencing  ten  years  from 
their  date. 

Your  committee  recommends  the  passage  to  print  of  the  bill  herewith 
presented.

Whereas,  This  Board  has  fully  considered  the  same;  now,  therefore, 
Resolved,  That  all  matters  and  things  contained  in  such  communications 
purporting  to  be  offers  of  the  sale  of  an  existing  public  utility,  to  wit:  A 
water  supply  and  works  used  in  supplying  water  to  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  and  its  inhabitants,  or  any  portion  thereof,  be  and  the  same 
are  hereby  rejected,  excepting  the  offer  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company  to 
sell  its  entire  physical  property  to  the  City  and  County  for  the  sum  of 
$35,000,000.

RESULT    OF    SPECIAL    ELECTION. 

On  January  14,  1910,  the  special  election  was  held  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  Ordinances  No.  995  and  Xo.  1030  (New  Series),  with  the  fol- 
lowing results: 

Proposition  Xo.  1,  to  authorize  the  incurring  of  a  bonded  indebtedness  in 
the  sum  of  $45,000,000  for  the  construction  of  the  Sierra  system  received 
32,886  votes  in  favor,  with  1609  votes  against. 

Proposition  No.  2,  authorizing  the  incurring  of  an  indebtedness  in  the 
sum  of  $35,000,000  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  the  property  of  the  Spring 
A'alley  Water  Company,  received  22,068  votes  in  favor,  with  11,722  votes  against. 

Resolution  Xo.  5201  (New  Series),  declared  the  result  of  said  election 
and  decided  that  proposition  No.  1  had  been  accepted  and  proposition  No.  2 
rejected  as  not  having  received  the  two-thirds  vote  necessary  to  authorize 

the  debt. 

Thereafter,  un  February  21,  1910,  Ordinance  Xo.  1081  (Xew  Series)  was 
passed  and  approved,  authorizing  the  issuance  of  bonds  to  the  amount  of 
$45.000,000  for  the  purpose  set  forth  in  proposition  Xo.  1. 


THREATENED  REVOCATION  OF  HETCH  HETCHY  GRANT. 

In  March,  1910,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  received  the  following  com- 
munication from  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  Department: 

The    Secretary    of    the    Interior,    Washington. 
February   25,    1910. 

Gentlemen: — My  predecessor,  Honorable  James  R.  Garfield,  heretofore, 
on  the  eleventh  day  of  May,  1908,  granted  a  permit  to  the  City  of  San 
Francisco  containing  the  following  provision: 

3.  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  will  develop  the  Lake  Eleanor 
site  to  its  full  capacity  before  beginning  the  development  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy 
site,  and  the  development  of  the  latter  will  be  begun  only  when  the  needs  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  adjacent  cities  which  may  join  with  it  in 
obtaining  a  common  water  supply,  may  require  such  further  development. 

This  permit  contemplates  the  contingent  use  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Valley 
in  the  Yosemite  National  Park  as  a  source  of  water  supply  for  the  City  of 
San  Francisco.  I  have  just  received  reports  from  the  Director  of  the  Geo- 
logical Survey  and  Engineers  Hill  and  Hopson  of  the  Reclamation  Service,  who 
were  directed  by  me  in  October  last  to  investigate  and  report  upon  the  sources 
of  water  supply  involved  in  said  permit  and  the  necessity  for  the  retention 
of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Valley  within  the  terms  thereof. 

In  view  of  the  conclusions  of  Director  Smith,  a  copy  of  whose  report 
is  herewith  attached,  as  to  the  sufficiency  of  the  Lake  Eleanor  reservoir  site 
when  fully  developed,  and  in  view  of  the  importance  of  the  public  interests 
involved  in  this  matter,  and  the  Government's  obligation  in  connection  there- 
with. I  feel  it  my  duty  to  call  upon  you  to  show  why  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Valley 
and  reservoir  site  should  not  be  eliminated  from  said  permit. 
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You    are    accordingly    notified    to    submit    the    showing    above    indicated    on 
or  before  the  first   day   of   May  of  this  year.

REPORT  OF  GEO.  OTIS  SMITH,  DIRECTOR  OF  GEOLOGICAL  SURVEY. 

Department  of  the  Interior,  United  States 

Geological  Survey,  Washington. 

February    25,    1910. 
The  Honorable,   the   Secretary  of  the  Interior. 

Sir: — While  accompanying  you  on  a  personal  inspection  of  the  Yosemite 
National  Park  in  October,  1909,  I  was  directed  by  you,  in  addition  to  making 
physical  examination  of  that  portion  of  the  park  involved  in  the  application  and 
permit  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco  to  procure  a  water  supply  from  Lake 
Eleanor  and  Hetch  Hetchy  Valley,  to  review  the  government  records  and  all 
other  data  which  might  be  available  relating  to  the  subject.  Pursuant  to 
similar  instructions,  Engineers  Hill  and  Hopson  of  the  Reclamation  Service,  who 
participated  in  said  physical  examination,  have  submitted  reports  to  you.  With 
the  conclusions  therein  announced  I  fully  concur  and  submit  the  following  report 
which  is  based  largely  upon  the  data  therein  set  forth. 

Under  its  application  for  the  right  to  acquire  and  develop  a  municipal  water 
supply  in  the  Lake  Eleanor  and  Hetch  Hetchy  Valleys,  and  the  drainage  areas 
tributary  thereto,  the  city  sets  up  two  claims : 

First.  That  the  Tuolumne  River  constitutes  the  only  practicable  and  reason- 
able source  of  water  supply  for  San  Francisco ;  and, 

Second.  That  the  city  "could  not  afford  to  develop  the  Lake  Eleanor  site 
alone,  without  every  assurance  possible  to  be  given  by  the  Government  that  the 
Hetch  Hetchy  site  will  be  available  as  soon  as  the  needs  of  the  city  exceed  the 
Lake  Eleanor  storage  capacity." 

The  permit  granted  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  on  May  11,  1908, 
specifically  omitted  any  consideration  of  the  availability  or  adequacy  of  other 
Sierra  sources  of  water  supply.  At  the  hearings  before  the  Senate  and  House 
Committees  having  under  consideration  proposed  legislation  looking  to  the  Con- 
gressional confirmation  of  the  permit  accorded  the  city,  however,  the  representa- 
tives of  San  Francisco  admitted  that  there  are  available  other  sources  of  supply, 
which  sources,  in  the  opinion  of  eminent  engineers,  are  reasonable  and  prac- 
ticable, it  further  appearing  that  the  preference  for  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Valley 
is  based  primarily  upon  the  consideration  that  it  is  the  only  source  free  from 
conflicting  private  claims.  The  further  advantage  claimed  in  its  favor  is  that 
"this  one  must  forever  remain  free  from  habitation  by  virtue  of  the  natural 
conditions  and  by  virtue  of  the  fact  that  it  is  in  the  hands  of  the  National 
Government,  which  will  maintain  it  as  a  reservation." 

Other  practicable  sources  of  supply  being  available,  the  first  claim  of  the 
city  resolves  itself  -into  the  question  of  relative  cost  between  the  National  Park 
project  and  the  development  of  such  other  sources,  and  is,  in  my  opinion,  not 
justified. 

The  permit  now  in  force  provides  for  the  full  development  of  the  Lake 
Eleanor  site,  to  which  no  opposition  appears  on  the  part  of  the  public.  If  there 
cannot  be  reasonably  made  available,  through  the  development  of  this  portion 
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of  the  proposed  scheme.  ;i  supply  of  water  ample  to  meet  the  present  and  pros- 
pective needs  of  the  city,  the  second  claim  that  the  city  "could  not  afford  to 
safely  develop  the  Lake  Eleanor  site  alone  without  every  assurance  possible  to 
be  given  by  the  Government  that  the  Hetch  Hetchy  site  will  be  available  as  soon 
as  the  needs  of  the  city  exceed  the  Lake  Eleanor  storage  capacity"  is  justified, 
and  this  question  has  received  careful  consideration  at  the  hands  of  Messrs.  Hill 
;»nd  Hopson  and  myself. 

As  above  indicated,  such  adequacy  must  be  measured  in  the  light  of  the 
future  needs  of  San  Francisco  and  the  bay  cities  which  may  possibly  at  some 
time  unite  »to  form  a  metropolitan  water  district.  The  population  and  the 
water  consumption  of  such  a  district  forty  or  fifty  years  hence  are,  of  course. 
altogether  matters  of  conjecture,  and  there  is  a  wide  divergence  between  esti- 
mates, by  the  city  engineers  and  other  engineers,  apparently  equally  qualified. 

There  is  an  unfortunate  dearth  of  rainfall  and  run-off  data  for  the  streams 
tributary  to  the  Lake  Eleanor  basin,  but  a  general  hydrographic  study  of  the 
Tuolumne  and  other  Sierra  drainage  systems  justifies  the  conclusion  that  there 
is  a  general  diminution  in  precipitation  and  yield  as  we  proceed  southward;  it 
is.  therefore,  practicable,  on  the  basis  of  relative  areas,  to  conservatively  esti- 
mate the  proportion  of  run-off  represented  in  the  long-term  gauging  records  at 
L=i  Grange. 

Basing  his  calculations  upon  the  more  generous  claims  of  the  city's  engineers 
as  to  prospective  population  and  water  consumption,  and  making  due  allowance 
for  the  flow  required  to  satisfy  vested  rights  of  the  Modesto  and  Turlock  Irri- 
gation Districts,  Engineer  Hopson  has  estimated  the  available  supply  from  the 
drainage  areas  that  can  be  made  tributary  to  the  Lake  Eleanor  reservoir,  and 
finds  that  this  storage  will  provide  an  available  supply  entirely  sufficient  to  not 
cnly  satisfy  normal  demands,  but  insure  against  shortage  during  even  critical 
periods  of  drouth,  such  as  occurred  in  1897  to  1899.  The  margin  of  safety 
in  every  item  of  his  estimates  is  large  and  it  is  confidently  anticipated  that  actual 
development  will  prove  a  considerable  greater  stream  flow  available  in  the  several 
creeks  under  discussion  than  that  assumed  in  his  calculations. 

The  development  of  the  Lake  Eleanor  Reservoir  site  to  its  full  capacity, 
as  provided  for  in  the  decision  of  the  Secretary  of  May  11,  1908,  contemplates 
the  use  of  the  Lake  Eleanor  and  Cherry  Creek  drainage  basins,  the  former  com- 
prising 84  square  miles  and  being  in  the  extreme  northwestern  portion  of  the 
Yosemite  National  Park,  and  the  latter  comprising  108  square  miles  of  the 
Stanislaus  National  Forest,  immediately  adjoining  the  National  Park.  These 
northern  tributaries  of  the  Tuolumne  River  have  more  prolific  drainage  areas, 
both  as  to  precipitation  and  run-off,  than  the  southeastern  members  of  the 
Tuolumne  drainage  system,  which  are  tributary,  through  the  Grand  Canyon  of 
the  Tuolumne,  to  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Valley. 

The  full  development  of  the  Lake  Eleanor  storage  reservoir  would  include. 
of  course,  the  utilization  of  the  flood  waters  not  only  of  Cherry  Creek,  but 
eventually  also  of  Jack  Main  and  Stubblefield  Creeks,  whose  basins  aggregate 
9'i  square  miles;  and  on  all  of  these  streams  additional  storage  could  later  be 
provided  as  increased  demands  might  warrant  the  additional  expenditure. 

The  entire  Lake  Eleanor  region  is  elevated  and  bare,  and  includes  a 
relatively  unattractive  and  inaccessible  portion  of  the  High  Sierra,  being  as  a 
consequence  much  less  liable  to  intrusion  by  tourists  or  campers.  It  can  there- 
fore be  devoted  to  the  purposes  of  a  municipal  water  supply  and  subjected  to 
the  necessarily  stringent  sanitary  control  incident  thereto  with  a  minimum  of 
interference  with  the  rights  of  the  public  to  the  use  thereof  for  park  purposes. 
A  collective  and  storage  system  as  above  outlined  can  be  constructed  at  the 
Lake  Eleanor  site  at  a  cost  comparing  most  favorably  with  that  incurred  in  pro- 
viding a  municipal  supply  for  other  large  cities  in  the  country. 
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The  conclusion  of  the  Engineers  named,  which  has  my  full  concurrence,  is 
that  the  Lake  Eleanor  project  is  amply  sufficient  to  meet  the  present  and  pros- 
pective needs  of  the  city  and  that  it  is  not  necessary  that  the  Hetch  Hetchy 
Valley  should  be  available  to  San  Francisco  for  the  purpose  of  a  municipal 
•water  supply.  Very  respectfully,

Lane,  City  Engineer  Marsden  Manson,  Engineers  C.  D.  Marx  of  Stanford  Univer- 
sity, John  R.  Freeman  of  New  York,  and  Mayor  Beverly  Hodghead  of  Berkeley. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  hearing  Secretary  Ballinger  made  the  following 
01 der : 

ORDER. 

IN  THE   MATTER  OF  THE   PERMIT  OF  MAY    11TH,    1908,   TO   SAN   FRAX- 
CISCO  RELATING  TO  THE  HETCH  HETCHY  VALLEY. 

In  the  matter  of  the  order  directed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  to  the 
Mayor  and  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  State  of  Cali- 
fornia, on  February  25,  1910,  to  show  cause  why  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Valley  and 
leservoir  site  should  not  be  eliminated  from  the  permit  to  said  «ity  of  date. 
May  11,  1908: 

The  above  entitled  matter  having  come  on  regularly  to  be  heard  on  the 
25th  day  of  May,  1910,  at  the  hour  of  ten  o'clock,  a.  m.,  and  said  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  having,  through  its  representatives,  applied  for  a  con- 
tinuance of  said  hearing  and  for  further  time  within  which  to  more  fully  respond 
to  said  order,  said  application  being  made  upon  the  ground  that  sufficient  data 
\sas  not  available  upon  which  to  make  showing  responsive  to  said  order,  and 
an  adjournment  to  Thursday  morning,  May  26th,  at  10  o'clock  a.  m.,  having 
bf  en  taken  to  permit  the  Advisory  Board  of  Army  Engineers  r<>  .-.infer  witli  tlir 
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engineers  representing  the  several  parties  interested  herein  respecting  said  appli- 
cation and  the  propriety  of  granting  the  same,  whereupon  the  matter  of  said 
application  for  continuance  and  postponement  having  been  duly  and  fully  con- 
sidered by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  and  said  Advisory  Board  of  Army 
Engineers,  said  Board  having  recommended  .the  same  in  writing. 

It  is  hereby  ordered  that  said  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  be  and 
is  hereby  granted  to  and  including  the  first  day  of  June,  1911,  within  which 
to  respond  to  said  order  to  show  cause,  and  that  hearing  upon  said  order  be, 
and  it  is  hereby  continued  until  the  hour  of  10  o'clock  a.  m.  on  said  last  men- 
tioned date. 

Said  continuance  and  postponement  is  granted  for  the  purpose  of  enabling 
said  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  furnish  necessary  data  and  informa- 
tion to  enable  the  Department  of  the  Interior  to  determine  whether  or  not  the 
Lake  Eleanor  Basin  and  the  watershed  contributary,  or  which  may  be  made 
contributary,  thereto,  together  with  all  other  sources  of  water  supply  available 
to  said  city,  will  be  adequate  for  all  present  and  reasonably  prospective  need  of 
said  City  of  San  Francisco  and  adjacent  bay  cities  without  the  inclusion  of  the 
Hetch  Hetchy  Valley  as  a  part  of  said  sources  of  supply,  and  whether  it  is 
necessary  to  include  said  Hetch  Hetchy  Valley  as  a  source  of  municipal  water 
supply  for  said  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  bay  cities. 

In  granting  said  postponement  and  continuance  it  is  understood  said  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  will  at  once  proceed,  at  its  own  expense,  and  with 
due  diligence,  to  secure  and  furnish  said  Advisory  Board  of  Army  Engineers 
all  necessary  data  upon  which  to  make  the  determination  aforesaid,  and  pending 
the  hearing  upon  said  order  to  show  cause  no  attempt  shall  be  made  by  said 
city  or  any  of  its  officers  or  agents  to  acquire,  as  against  the  United  States, 
any  other  or  different  rights  to  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Valley  than  it  now  has  under 
said  permit,  and  that  no  efforts  shall  be  made  by  said  city  to  develop  said  Hetch 
Hetchy  Valley  site. 

Said  advisory  Board  of  Army  Engineers  is  hereby  authorized  to  procure 
such  independent  data  and  information  as  it  majr  deem  necessary  or  proper  to 
a  full  and  complete  determination  of  the  matters  committed  to  said  Board  and 
th^  Secretary  of  the  Interior  for  determination  and  that  the  said  Board  may 
call  upon  the  Geological  Survey  or  other  bureaus  of  the  Department  of  the 
Interior  for  such  assistance  as  any  such  bureau  may  be  able  to  render  in  the 
premises. 

It  is  further  understood  that  said  city  will,  as  soon  as  practicable,  submit 
to  said  Advisory  Board  a  full  exhibition  of  its  proposed  plan  of  development 
and  utilization  of  water  under  said  permit,  together  with  estimates  of  the  cost 
thereof,  and  also  a  full  statement  of  all  outstanding  water  rights,  both  for  irri- 
gation, power,  and  other  uses,  on  the  Tuolumne  River  and  Lake  Eleanor  Basins 
and  the  proposed  method  of  providing  for  the  protection  thereof. 

All  questions  as  to  the  validity  and  legality  of  said  permit  of  date,  May 
11.  1908,  are  hereby  expressly  reserved  for  decision  and  determination  until  said 
final  hearing.

PURCHASE  OF  LAKE  ELEANOR  LANDS. 

Shortly  after  the  grant  by  the  Interior  Department  of  reservoir  rights  in 
rletch  Hetchy  Valley  and  Lake  Eleanor,  negotiations  were  entered  into  between 
the  City  and  County  and  the  owners  of  lands  around  Lake  Eleanor  which  lands 
were  under  private  ownership.  The  earlier  negotiations  resulted  in  a  disagree- 
ment as  to  the  price  to  be  paid,  and  the  City  Attorney  was  instructed  to 
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commence  condemnation  proceedings  for  their  acquisition.  The  suit  was 
accordingly  commenced  and  had  been  pending  for  several  months  when 
negotiations  were  resumed  for  the  purpose  of  settling  all  matters  in  con- 
troversy. 

In  March,  1910,  an  agreement  was  finally  reached  by  which  the  City  and 
County  agreed  to  purchase  the  lands  adjacent  to  Lake  Eleanor  for  the  sum  of 
$400,000  and  receive  an  option  to  purchase  lands  and  water  rights  on  Cherry 
Creek  for  the  sum  of  $600,000. 

The  full  text  of 'the  agreement  is  set  forth  in  the  following: 

BILL  NO.  1251.  ORDINANCE  NO.  1125  (New  Series). — Providing  for  the 
execution  of  an  agreement  for  the  purchase  of  certain  lands,  water  rights, 
claims  and  other  properties  in  the  County  of  Tuolumne,  State  of  California, 
in  connection  with  the  Lake  Eleanor  Water  Supply  for  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Mayor  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  State 
of  California,  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  sign  and  execute  in 
the  name  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and.  for  its  benefit,  the 
following  agreement,  to  wit: 

This  Agreement  made  and  entered  into  this day  of  March,  1910, 

by  and  between  the  Tuolumne  Water  Supply  Company,  a  corporation,  the 
party  of  the  first  part,  and  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  a  municipal 
corporation,  the  party  of  the  second  part. 

WITNESSETH: 

Whereas,  The  said  party  of  the  first  part  is  the  owner  of  all  of  those 
certain  lands,  water  rights,  storage  and  diversion  claims,  and  properties  in 
and  adjacent  to  Lake  Eleanor,  Eleanor  Creek  and  its  tributaries,  situate 
in  the  County  of  Tuolumne,  State  of  California,  and  more  particularly  de- 
scribed as  follows:

with  all  and  singular  the  tenements,  hereditaments,  cabins,  trails,  and  all  other 
improvements  of  any  kind  now  or  hereafter  placed  or  made  upon  any  and  all  of 
the  properties  hereinbefore  described,  and  all  notes  of  surveys,  maps,  diagrams, 
and  other  data  appertaining  thereto; 

Whereas,  The  said  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  is  desirous  of  pur- 
chasing from  said  party  of  the  first  part  all  and  singular  the  lands  and 
properties  above  set  forth: 

Now,  therefore,  for  and  in  consideration  of  the  premises,  said  party  of  the 
first  pan  hereby  covenants  and  agrees  to  sell  and  convey  to  said  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  by  deed  of  grant,  bargain  and  sale,  all  of  the  lands 
and  rights  above  described,  and  to  make,  execute  and  deliver  such  deeds  and 
•  •onveya.nees  as  may  be  necessary  therefor,  upon  the  following  conditions: 

The  total  purchase  price  of  said  lands,  rights  and  claims  is  the  sum  of 
$4on. ooo,  which  said  sum  is  TO  be  paid  out  of  the  "Water  Supply  Fund  at  the 
office  of  the  Treasurer  of  said  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  in  said  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco,  upon  the  execution  and  delivery  of  a  satisfactory 
deed  of  the  said  lands,  right  and  properties. 

The  said  party  of  the  first  part  hereby  covenants  and  agrees  that  its  title 
to  all  said  lands,  rights  and  properties  is  now  merchantable  and  clear,  unincum- 
bered  and  free  of  liens,  and  that  all  taxes  thereon  have  been  paid. 

The  said  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  agrees  on  its  part  to  purchase 
all  of  said  lands,  rights  and  properties  hereinbefore  described  upon  the  terms 
and  conditions  herein  expressed.

Tuolunine  Water  Supply  Company  upon  the  properties  hereinbefore  described 
from  the  date  hereof  until  this  option  is  exercised,  and  provided  further  that, 
in  the  event  that  this  option  shall  not  be  exercised  within  the  time  above 
stipulated,  the  same  shall  be  extended  for  the  period  of  twelve  months  from  the 
e'xpiration  of  said  time  upon  the  condition  that  the  said  Mayor,  his  successor 
or  assigns,  shall  advance  to  the*  said  Tuolumne  Water  Supply  Company  such 
amounts  as  will  be  necessary  for  said  Tuolumne  Water  Supply  Company  to 
expend  during  said  twelve  months  for  the  protection  of  said  rights  and  develop- 
ment of  said  properties;  provided,  however,  that  if  the  amount  designated  by 
said  Tuolumne  Water  Supply  Company  for  such  purpose  shall  not  be  deemed 
satisfactory  to  said  Mayor,  his  successors  or  assigns,  then  the  amount  to  be 
so  paid  shall  be  determined  by  a  competent  engineer  to  be  chosen  by  said 
Tuolumne  Water  Supply  Company  and  said  Mayor,  his  successors  or  assigns. 

This  agreement  and  all  the  covenants  herein  shall  apply  to  and  bind  the 
successors  and  assigns  of  the  said  Tuolumne  Water  Supply  Company.

ACQUISITION  OF  THE  COUNTY  LINE  WATER  COMPANY. 

On  November  12,  1908,  at  a  special  election  the  city  was  authorized  To 
purchase  the  property  of  the  County  Line  Water  Company,  situated  near  the 
southern  line  of  the  county,  for  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $40,000. 

After  extended  negotiations  the  purchase  was  finally  consummated  and  the 
agreement  ratified  on  November  8,  1909,  by  the  adoption  of  the  following:

Whereas,  on  the  fifth  day  of  November,  1909,  a  certain  agreement  was  made 
and  entered  into  by  and  between  the  County  Line  Water  Company,  a  corporation.

the  proper  and  legal  representatives  of  said  corporation  on  its  part,  and  by  the 
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Mayor  of  said  city  and  county,  attested  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors, which  said  agreement  agrees  to  convey  to  the  said  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  certain  real  and  personal  property,  as  fully  appears  therefrom 
find  is  made  a  part  of  this  resolution;  now  therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  agreement  referred  to  in  the  preamble  t»  this  resolution 
mid  hereinafter  fully  set  forth,  and  the  execution  thereof  by  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  ratified  and  in  all  things  con- 
firmed ;  that  the  following  is  a  true  copy  of  said  agreement  :

a  statement  of  all  money  expended  for  operating  said  plant,  and  should  said 
statement  show  that  more  money  has  been  expended  than  has  been  received, 
during  the  full  term  of  two  years,  the  difference  or  deficiency  shall  be  paid  by 
said  Central  Trust  Company  of  California  to  the  said  party  of  the  second 
part,  from  said  sum  as  above  provided,  and  the  balance  then  remaining  of 
said  sum  shall  be  paid  by  said  Central  Trust  Company  of  California  to  the 
party  of  the  first  part  or  its  assigns. 

It  is  further  understood  and  agreed  by  and  between  the  said  parties  hereto 
that  the  present  engineer  of  said  plant  'shall  be  retained  in  his  position  by 
the  party  of  the  second  part,  until  the  said  sum  of  Twenty  Thousand  Dollars, 
above  mentioned,  has  been  paid  to  said  party  of  the  first  part. 

The  said  party  of  the  first  part  hereby  covenants  and  agrees  to  turn 
over  and  deliver  to  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  the  property  herein 
agreed  to  be  sold  and  conveyed,  free  and  clear  of  all  liens  and  incumbrances 
of  every  sort,  and  free  and  clear  of  all  taxes  and  liens  for  taxes;  and  the  party 
of  the  first  part  hereby  agrees  that  upon  the  execution  and  delivery  of  this 
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agreement  it  will  cxtcute  to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  deliver 
to  the  said  Central  Trust  Company  of  California  a  good  and  sufficient  grant, 
bargain  and  sale  deed  conveying  all  of  the  property  described  herein,  real  and 
personal,  to  the  said  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  said  deed  to  be 
delivered  to  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  upon  the  payment  of  the  said 
sum  of  Twenty  Thousand  (20,000)  Dollars  and  the  deposit  of  the  further  sum 
of  Five  Thousand  (5,000)  Dollars  as  specified  herein.

Geary  Street  Railway  Bond  Issue 


In  the  Municipal  Reports  of  1904-5  an  account  of  the  unsuccessful  attempts 
to  issue  bonds  for  the  construction  of  the  Geary  Street  Railway  are  given  in 
detail  (pages  587-598). 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  again  considered  the  subject  in  1909.  On  April 
19th  of  that  year  the  Board  adopted  Ordinance  No.  750  (New  Series),  determin- 
ing that  the  public  interest  demanded  the  construction  of  a  municipal  street 
railway  on  Geary  Street,  Point  Lobos  Avenue  and  Cliff  Avenue  to  the  Sutro 
Baths  and  along  Tenth  Avenue  from  Point  Lobos  Avenue  to  Golden  Gate  Park, 
and  directed  the  Board  of  Public  Works  to  prepare  and  file  the  necessary  plans 
and  estimates. 

On  May  3,  1909,  the  City  Engineer,  through  the  Board  of  Public  Works, 
filed  the  required  plans  and  estimates  for  the  said  railway. 

The  estimates  were  $1,995,000  for  an  overhead  trolley  systt-m  over  the 
entire  route,  and  $2,259,000  for  an  underground  system  along  Geary  Street  from 
Market  Street  to  Point  Lobos  Avenue,  overhead  trolley  to  be  used  over  the 
remainder  of  the  route  (See  Journal  of  Proceedings,  pages  455-456). 

On  May  17,  the  Board  passed  Ordinance  No.  772  (New  Series),  calling  a 
special  election  for  the  purpose  of  authorizing  the  issuance  of  bonds  to  the 
amount  of  $1,950,000  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  the  Geary  Street  Railway 
over  the  route  stated,  said  election  to  be  held  on  June  24,  1909. 

The  election  was  held   on   said  day,   with  the  following  result: 

In  favor  of  the  bonds,  14,404;  against  the  bonds,  7,805.  The  proposition, 
not  having  received  the  necessary  two-thirds  vote,  was  declared  defeated. 


PROPOSITION  AGAIN    SUBMITTED.. 

On  October  25,  1909,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  passed  Ordinance  No.  928 
CNew  Series),  declaring  that  the  public  necessity  demanded  the  construction  of  a 
municipal  street  railway  along  Geary  Street  from  Market  Street  to  Point  Lobos 
Avenue  (now  Geary  Street),  Cliff  Avenue  to  a  point  near  the  Ocean  and  on 
Tenth  Avenue  from  Point  Lobos  Avenue  to  Golden  Gate  Park;  also  as  a  secoixd 
and  separate  proposition  to  construct  a  railway  along  Market  Street  from 
Geary  Street  to  the  Ferry. 

On  November  15,  1909,  the  City  Engineer  filed  the  following  plans  and 
estimates:

Thi  ;.  .in-  sufficient  to  construct  that  portion  from  Geary  Street  to 
Presidio  Avenue  as  an  underground  conduit  system,  or  to  adopt  the  overhead, 
trolley  system  should  that  be  deemed  advisable. 

plans  and  estimates  are  also  sufficiently  flexible  to  permit  of  the 
utilization  of  all  or  any  part  of  the  existing  trucks,  etc.,  should  this  use  be  found 
practicable  ;:r:d  desirable,  and  the  use  of  lighter  cars  than  those  estimated  upon.

On  November  22,  1909,  the  Board  of  Superivosors  passed  Ordinance  No. 
964  (New  Series),  calling  a  special  election  for  December  30,  1909,  for  the 
purpose  of  authorizing  the  issuance  of  bonds  to  the  amount  of  $1,900,000  for 
the  construction  of  a  municipal  street  railway  over  the  route  first  described, 
and  to  the  amount  of  $120,000  for  the  construction  of  a  municipal  street  railway 
along  Market  Street.  The  two  propositions  were  separate,  and  the  voters  were 
to  vote  on  each. 

ELECTION    HELD. 

The  election  was  held  on  the  day  fixed  and  the  result  thereof  was  as 
follows : 

Proposition  One — Votes  in  favor,  31,151;  votes  against,  11,704. 

Proposition    Two — Votes   in   favor,    30,869;    votes   against,    11,613. 

The  necessary  two-thirds  vote  having  been  cast  in  favor  of  both  proposi- 
tions, they  were  declared  to  have  been  accepted  and  the  bonds  authorized. 

BONDS    ISSUED. 

On  February  8,  1910,  Ordinance  1062  (New  Series)  was  passed,  formally 
issuing  said  bonds,  as  follows: 

Geary  Street  Railway  bonds  to  the  amount  of  $1,900.000  and  Market 
Street  Railway  bonds  to  the  amount  of  $120,000. 

The  bonds  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  4%  per  cent  per  annum  and  are 
payable  in  series,  one-twentieth  part  on  July  1,  1915,  and  au  equal  amount 
annually  thereafter. 
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BONDS  DECLARED   VALID. 

As  soon  its  the  Supervisors  announced  their  intention  to  offer  the  Geary 
street  Bonds  for  sale,  suit  was  instituted  by  Horace  G.  Platt,  president  of  the 
Geary  Street,  Park  and  Ocean  Railway  Co.,  to  restrain  such  sale  on  the  ground 
that  their  issuance  was  in  excess  of  the  powers  of  the  municipality  .  The  case 
was  heard  by  Hon.  J.  F.  Ellison,  Superior  Judge  of  Tehama  County,  and  on 
April  16,  1910,  the  court  rendered  its  decision  to  the  effect  that  the  plaintiff's 
contentions  were  not  well  taken  and  that  the  bonds  were  valid  in  every  respect. 

Almost  concurrently  with  this  decision  came  an  opinion  from  Dillon  & 
Hubbard,  expert  bond  attorney*.  New  York,  expressing  views  similar  to  those 
of  Judge  Ellison. 

The  case  was  thereupon  appealed  to  the  Supreme  Court  and  early  in  July 
tliat  court  affirmed  the  decision  of  the  Superior  Court  in  every  particular  (40 
Cal..  Dec.  JK_9 — 158  Cal.,  page ). 

SALE   OF   BONDS. 

On  July  "IK  ('ids  were  received  for  the  purchase  of  Geary  Street  Railway 
Bonds,  the  amount  offered  being  $240,000.  Bids  were  received  for  $121,000 
of  these  bonds  and  the  remainder  were  sold  "over  the  counter"  within  ten 
days.  On  August  first  $260,000  were  offered  for  sale  and  this  amount  was 
similarly  disposed  of.  all  having  been  sold  by  September  first.  These  sales 
were  in  small  lots  to  local  investors. 


Gough  Street  Franchise 


On  July  13,  1908,  the  Fillmore  Street  Improvement  Association  filed  with 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  an  application  and  petition  for  a  franchise  for  twenty- 
five  years  to  construct  and  operate  a  street  railroad  from  the  intersection  of 
McAllister  and  Gough  streets  and  running  thence  along  Gough  street  to  its 
Intersection  with  Market  and  Valencia  streets  connecting  with  the  present  tracks 
on  Valencia  street.  On  January  3,  1910,  the  Supervisors,  by  resolution  No. 
5096  (New  Series),  decided  to  offer  the  franchise  for  sale  and  fixed  the  terms 
upon  which  such  franchise  would  be  sold.  On  January  17,  1910,  notice  was 
first  published  to  the  effect  that  bids  for  the  purchase  of  such  franchise  would 
be  received  up  to  February  19,  1910,  at  3  o'clock  p.  in.,  and  that  the  bids  would 
be  opened  and  considered  on  February  21. 

At  the  time  stated  a  bid  for  said  franchise  was  received  from  A.  J.  Pon, 
which  bid  was  accepted  and  thereupon  Bill  No.  1244  was  passed  to  print,  and 
after  the  lapse  of  ninety  days  the  bill  was  finally  passed  and  became  an  ordi- 
nance on  June  14,  1910.  Following  is  the  ordinance  granting  such  franchise: 

BILL  NO.  1244.  ORDINANCE  NO.  1196.  (NEW  SERIES).  GRANTING  TO 
A.  J.  PON  A  FRANCHISE  FOR  A  RIGHT  OF  WAY,  AND  THE  RIGHT 
TO  CONSTRUCT,  MAINTAIN  AND  OPERATE  A  DOUBLE-TRACK, 
STANDARD  GAUGE  RAILROAD,  TOGETHER  WITH  ALL  NECESSARY 
SIDE-TRACKS,  TURN-OUTS,  SWITCHES,  CURVES  AND  CROSSINGS, 
ALONG  GOUGH  STREET,  BETWEEN  McALLISTER  AND  MARKET 
STREETS,  IN  THE  CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  as 
follows : 

Section  1.  The  right  of  way  is  hereby  granted  unto  A.  J.  Pon,  his  suc- 
cessors or  assigns,  for  the  term  of  twenty-five  (25)  years,  to  use  portions  of 
the  streets  hereinafter  named  and  described  for  street  railroad  purposes,  as 
hereinafter  set  forth,  and  to  that  end  the  said  A.  J.  Pon,  his  successors  or 
assigns,  is  hereby  granted  the  right  to  construct,  erect,  maintain  and  operate, 
by  means  of  electricity  or  such  other  improved  motive  power  as  science  has 
now  or  may  hereafter  discover  and  the  laws  sanction,  a  double-track,  standard 
gauge  railroad  along  the  following  described  route,  to-wit: 

Commencing  at  a  point  formed  by  the  intersection  of  Gough  and  McAllister 
streets,  thence  running  southerly  along  Gough  street  to  its  intersection  with 
Haight,  Market  and  Valencia  streets,  to  connect  with  the  existing  lines  on  Mc- 
McAllister  street  and  on  Market  street. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  lawful,  and  said  A.  J.  Pon,  his  successors  or  assigns, 
shall  have  the  right  to  build,  construct,  erect  and  maintain  all  necessary  poles, 
feed,  trolley,  guy,  stay  and  sustaining  wires,  overhead  construction,  connecting 
tracks,  Y  tracks,  side-tracks,  turnouts,  curves,  switches,  crossings,  and  to  con- 
nect any  or  all  of  said  tracks  with  the  existing  tracks  on  McAllister  street  and 
on  Market  street. 

Section  3.  The  foregoing  grants  are  made  upon  the  following  express  con- 
ditions, to  be  strictly  complied  with  by  the  said  grantee,  his  successors  or 
assigns,  viz : 

First — The  grantee,  his  successors  or  assigns,  shall  pay  to  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  in  lawful  money  of  the  United  States,  a  percentage 
upon  the  gross  annual  receipts  of  sa-id  grantee,  his  successors  or  assigns,  arising 
from  the  use,  operation,  possession  or  enjoyment  of  such  franchise,  us  follows: 
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Three  per  centum  thereof  during  the  first  five  years  of  the  period  for  which 
said  franchise  is  granted;  four  per  centum  thereof  during  the  next  succeeding 
ten  years  of  said  period,  and  five  per  centum  thereof  during  the  next  succeeding 
ten  years  of  such  period. 

All  such  per  centum  of  said  gross  i-eceipts  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury 
of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  on  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  the  next 
ensuing  month  after  such  gross  receipts  shall  have  been  earned. 

Second — The  grantee,  his  successors  or  assigns,  shall  continuously  operate 
the  whole  of  the  railway  hereby  authorized,  and  at  the  end  of  the  term  of  this 
franchise  the  road,  track  and  bed  of  said  railway  and  all  its  .stationary  fixtures 
upon  the  public  streets  shall  become  the  property  of  the  City  and  County. 

The  grantee,  his  successors  or  assigns,  shall  within  one  hundred  days  after 
the  date  of  the  grant  hereby  made  commence  the  construction  of  the  railway 
hereby  authorized,  and  continuously  thereafter  in  each  and  every  month  until 
the  completion  thereof  expend  in  such  construction  at  least  the  sum  of  three 
thousand  dollars. 

A  failure  to  comply  with  any  of  the  conditions  in  the  foregoing  paragraphs 
shall  work  an  immediate  forfeiture  of  such  franchise  and  the  road  or  track 
constructed  thereunder,  and  there  shall  be  no  power  in  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
to  relieve  from  such  forfeiture  or  from  any  of  said  conditions. 

On  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  each  month,  after  said  receipts  shall  have 
been  earned,  the  president  :md  secretary  of  said  railway  company  shall  make 
and  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  a  sworn  statement  of  the 
gross  receipts  of  such  railway  for  the  preceding  month. 

Third — The  franchise  hereby  granted  shall  not,  upon  expiration  of  the  term 
thereof,  be  renewed  or  regranted,  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  shall  at'  all  times  have  power  to  regulate  the  rates  of 
fare  to  be  charged  by  those  using,  operating,  possessing  or  enjoying  this  fran- 
chise, and  the  Finance  Committee  of  said  Board  shall  at  all  times  be  permitted 
to  examine  and  inspect  their  books  as  to  their  gross  receipts. 

Fourth — The  grantee,  his  successors  or  assigns,  shall  be  required  to  pave 
the  space  between  the  rails  and  for  two  feet  each  side  thereof,  and  between 
the  tracks  if  there  be  more  than  one,  upon  the  streets  Avhereon  said  tracks  are 
to  be  laid,  and  to  keep  the  same  in  good  condition  and  repair  under  the  super- 
vision and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  and 
County. 

Fifth — The  grantee,  his  successors  or  .•i-.simis.  shall  pay  to  the  City  and 
County  as  a  license  upon  each  car  such  sum  as  the  Board  of  Supervisors  may 
fix,  provided,  however,  that  such  sum  shall  not  exceed  fifty  ($oO.OG)  dollars  per 
annum,  nor  be  less  than  fifteen  ($15.00)  dollars  per  annum. 

Sixth-— Said  street  railroad  franchise  is  hereby  granted,  subject  to  the  con- 
ditions and  restrictions  provided  in  the  Charter  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  with  particular  reference  to  the  following  subdivisions  and  sections 
of  Chapter  2,  Article  II  of  said  Charter,  relating  to  the  powers  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  to-wit: 

Subdivision  2  and  subdivision  27,  as  amended  February  5.  1903,  of  Section 
1  thereof,  and  Section  6  thereof. 

Section  4.  This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after 
its  passage.

List  of  Public  Officers  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 


In  the  year  1862,  assisted  by  Mr.  Thos.  K.  Morgan,  then  Deputy  County 
Recorder,  a  table,  showing  the  early  officers  of  the  Pueblo  was  prepared  by 
Mr.  James  W.  Bingham,  which  is  now  republished,  with  additions,  so  as  to  hrint: 
the  record  up  to  the  present  time. 

On  the  3d  of  November,  1834,  the  Departmental  Legislature  of  California 
passed  an  Act  authorizing  the  election  of  an  Ayuntamiento  in  the  Township  or 
Pueblo  of  San  Francisco;  in  pursuance  of  which,  Francisco  De  Haro  was  e.lertrd 
First  Alcalde. 

The  second  election  took  place  November  27,  1835,  when  Jose  Joaquin 
Estudillo  was  elected  First  Alcalde.  The  succeeding  Alcaldes  under  Mexican 
authority  (but  who,  in  many  instances,  were  Justices  of  the  Peace  exercising 
the  functions  of  Alcaldes)  were:

The  American  flag  was  hoisted  at  Monterey  on  the  7th  day  of  July,  1846, 
by  Commodore  John  T.  Sloat,  of  the  United  States  Navy,  who  took  fonnal  posses- 
sion of  the  country  in  the  name  of  the  United  States  Government.  On  the  17th 
of  August  following,  Commodore  Robert  F.  Stockton,  successor  to  Commodore 
Sloat,  assumed  command  and  issued  a  proclamation,  which  appeared  in  an  extra 
of  the  Californian,  published  in  Monterey,  on  the  5th  of  September,  1846,  which 
reads : 

Monterery,    Saturday,    September  5th,    1846. 
To  the  People  of  California. 

On  my  approach  to  this  place  with  the  forces  under  my  command,  Jose  Ca-stro, 
the  Commandant-General  of  California,  buried  his  artillery  and  abandoned  his 
fortified  camp  ''of  the  Mesa,"  and  fled,  it  is  believed,  toward  Mexico.  With  the 
sailors,  the  marines,  and  the  California  Battalion  of  Mounted  Riflemen,  we  entered 
the  "City  of  the  Angels,"  the  Capital  of  California,  on  the  13th  of  August,  and 
hoisted  the  North  American  flag.  The  flag  of  the  United  States  is  now  flying 
from  every  commanding  position  in  the  Territory,  and  California  is  entirely  free 
from  Mexican  dominion.  The  Territory  of  California  now  belongs  to  the  United 
States,  and  will  be  governed,  as  soon  as  circumstances  may  permit,  by  officers 
and  laws  similar  to  those  by  which  the  other  Territories  of  the  United  States 
are  regulated  and  protected.  But  until  the  Governor,  the  Secretary  and  Council 
are  appointed,  and  the  various  civil  departments  of  the  Government  are  arranged, 
military  law  will  prevail,  and  the  Commander-in-Chief  will  be  the  Governor  and 
protecto*  of  the  Territory. 

In  the  meantime  the  people  will  be  permitted  and  are  now  requested  to  meet 
in  their  several  towns  and  departments,  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  see 
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fit,  to  elect  civil  officers  to  fill  the  places  of  those  who  decline  ;..  .•ontimu-  in 
office,  and  to  administer  the  laws  according  to  former  usages  of  the  Territory. 
In  all  cases  where  the  people  fail  to  elect,  the  Commander-in-Chief  arid  Governor 
will  make  the  appointments  himself. 

All  persons,  of  whatever  religion  or  nation,  who  faithfully  adhere  to  the  new 
Government,  will  be  considered  as  citizens  of  the  Territory,  and  will  be  zealously 
and  thoroughly  protected  in  the  liberty  of  conscience,  their  persons  and  property. 
No  person  will  be  permitted  to  remain  in  the  Territory  who  does  not  agree  to 
support  the  existing  Government,  and  all  military  men  who  desire  to  remain  are 
required  to  take  an  oath  that  they  will  not  take  up  arms  against  it  or  do  or  say 
anything  to  disturb  its  peace.  Xor  will  any  persons,  come  from  where  they  may. 
be  permitted  to  settle  in  the  Territory  who  do  not  pledge  themselves  to  be  in  all 
respects  obedient  to  the  laws  which  may  be  from  time  to  time  enacted  by  the 
proper  authorities  of  the  Territory. 

All  persons  who,  without  special  permission,  are  found  with  arms  outside  of 
their  own  houses,  will  be  considered  as  enemies,  and  will  be  shipped  out  of  the 
country.  All  thieves  will  be  put  to  hard  labor  upon  the  public  works,  and  there 
kept  until  compensation  is  made  for  the  property  stolen. 

The  California  Battalion  bf  Mounted  Riflemen  will  be  kept  in  the  service  of 
the  Territory,  and  constantly  on  duty  to  prevent  and  punish  any  assrossions  by 
the  Indians  or  any  other  persons  upon  the  property  of  individuals,  or  the  peace 
of  the  Territory;  and  California  shall  hereafter  be  so  governed  and  defended  as 
to  give  security  to  the  inhabitants  and  defy  the  power  of  Mexico. 

All  persons  are  required,  as  long  as  the  Territory  is  under  martial  law.  to  be 
within  their  houses  from  10  o'clock  at  night  until  sunrise  in  the  morning.

A  second  proclamation  of  Governor  Stockton,  dated  Los  Angeles.   Auu":- 
ordering  an  election  throughout  the  towns  and  districts  of  California.   \va>   issued 
soon   after  the   foregoing,   and  reads: 

To  the  People  of  California — 

On  the  15th  day  of  September.  184G,  an  election  will  be  held  in  the  >.-v,-ral 
towns  and  districts  of  California,  at  the  places  and  hours  at  which  such  elections 
have  usually  been  held,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  Alcaldes  and  other  municipal 
officers  for  one  year. 

In  places  where  Alcaldes  hav  been  appointed  by  the  present  government, 
they  will  hold  the  election.  In  those  places  where  no  Alcaldes  have  been  ap- 
pointed by  the  present  government,  the  former  Alcaldes  are  authorized  and 
required  to  hold  the  election. 

Given  under  my  hand  this  22d  day  of  August,  A.  D.  1846f  at  the  Govern- 
ment House,  Ciudad  de  Los  Angeles.

On  the  rtth  day  of  July,  1846,  San  Francisco  was  formally  taken  possession 
of  by  Captain  John  B.  Montgomery,  commanding  the  United  States  sloop  of  war 
Portsmouth,  by  whom  Lieutenant  Washington  A  Bartlett  was  appointed  Chief 
Magistrate,  or  Alcalde,  which  appointment  was  subsequently  ratified  by  a  formal 
election  by  the  citizens.  Mr.  Bartlett  held  the  office,  with  a  brief  interval,  until 
February,  1847. 
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Soon  after  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office  as  First  Magistrate  of  the 
infant  city,  Mr.  Bartlett  issued  a  set  of  rules  and  regulations  for  government  in 
commercial  transactions,  which  read: 


RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  FOR  THE  TRADE  OF  THE  BAY  OF  SAN 

FRANCISCO. 

.It  having  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Commander  of  the  District  of  San 
Francisco,  etc.,  etc.,  that  persons  are  engaged  in  stealing  and  killing  cattle,  and 
then  selling  the  produce  to  any  purchaser;  and  it  being  necessary  to  put  every 
possible  check  upon  such  practices,  and  to  secure  all  property  to  the  proper 
owners  thereof ; 

It  is  ordered  that,  from  and  after  this  date,  no  shipments  of  products  of  the 
country  will  be  permitted  to  be  made  in  any  boat,  launch,  or  other  vessel,  except 
under  the  following  regulations : 

1st.  The  points  of  shipment  where  boats  or  launches  will  be  permitted  to 
take  freight  on  board  are  at  ' 'Saucelito,"  Corte  "Madera"'  (the  wood  landing 
between  Saiicelito  and  San  Rafael),  San  Rafael,  Petahima  and  Sonoma,  and  only 
at  the  usual  landing  of  those  places,  for  the  north  of  the  bay. 

2d.      For  the   Sacramento  Valley  and  River,   at  Sutter's  landing. 

3d.      For  the   San  Joaquin,  Dr.   Marsh's  landing. 

Inspectors  will  be  appointed  for  all  the  above-named  points,  with  instructions 
for  their  guidance. 

4th.  For  that  part  of  the  bay  called  the  Contra  Costa,  commencing  at  the 
mouth  of  the  San  Joaquin  River  and  extending  as  far  as  the  landing  of  the 
Mission  of  San  Jose,  hides,  tallow,  etc.,  may  be  shipped  under  the  following 
regulations:  The  shipper  to  give  a  bill  of  sale  in  writing,  signed  by  himself, 
certifying  to  the  marks  in  said  bill  to  correspond  with  the  marks  on  the  articles, 
particularly  the  marks  on  the  hides  and  bags  of  tallow. 

5th.  An  office  of  inspector  of  hides  and  tallow  will  be  established  at  the 
Pueblo  of  San  Jose,  and  a  sub-inspector  at  the  landing  of  said  Pueblo.  The 
Inspector-General  will  be  at  Yerba  Buena. 

6th.  Shipments  may  be  made  at  any  point  from  the  Pueblo  of  Yerba  Buena 
under  the  same  regulations  contained  in  Article  4. 

7th.  The  Inspector-General  at  Yerba  Buena  will  inspect  all  launches  or  boats 
on  their  arrival,  and  ascertain  if  the  freight  corresponds  with  the  bill  of  lading. 
and  particularly  as  to  the  marks  being  the  same  as  expressed  in  the  bills. 

8th.  An  inspector  of  talloAv  will  be  appointed  to  ascertain  if  it  is  of  a  mer- 
chantable quality,  and,  if  it  corresponds,  that  no  fraud  has  been  attempted  by  the 
introduction  of  other  substances  to  defraud  in  weight. 

9th.  Any  person  found  guilty  of  selling  or  disposing  of  hides  that  are  not 
legally  his  own,  will  be  severely  punished  by  fine  and  labor  on  the  public  work*. 
according  to  the  nature  of  the  offense. 

10th.  Any  person  found  guilty  of  an  attempt  to  defraud  by  introducing  im- 
proper articles  in  bags  of  tallow,  will  forfeit  the  whole  package  and  suffer  a  fur- 
ther penalty,  according  to  the  nature  of  the  offense. 

llth.  In  order  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  inspectors,,  which  are  intended 
to  protect  all  who  are  engaged  in  a  just  and  honorable  trade,  a  tax  of  three  cents 
on  each  hide,  and  twenty-five  cents  on  each  bag  of  tallow  will  be  assessed. 

12th.  All  such  certificates  and  certified  bills  of  lading  will  be  deposited  in 
the  office  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Port,  for  the  benefit  of  all  concerned. 
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13th.      All  boats  or  launches  arriving  at  the  anchorage  of  Yerba  Buona  must 
be  entered  for  inspection  before  they  can  be  permitted  to  unload.

The  following  extracts  embrace  some  interesting  details  of  the  former  history 
of  San  Francisco  as  it  appears  in  the  "Annals  of  San  Francisco,"  to-wit: 

In  1839,  Don  J.  B.  Alvarado,  then  Constitutional  Governor  of  California, 
dispatched  an  order  to  then  Alcade  of  San  Francisco,  Francisco  Haro,  to  get 
a  survey  taken  of  the  plain  and  cove  of  Yerba  Buena.  This  -was  accordingly 
made  by  Captain  Juan  Vioget  in  the  fall  of  the  same  year,  and  was  the  first 
regular  survey  of  the  place.  It  included  those  portions  of  the  present  city 
which  lie  between  Pacific  street  on  the  north,  Sacramento  street  on  the  south, 
Dupont  street  on  the  west,  and  Montgomery  street  on  the  east. 

July  8,  1846. — The  American  flag  was,  on  the  morning  of  this  day,  hoisted 
in  the  plaza  or  public  square  of  Yerba  Buena.  by  Captain  Montgomery,  of  the 
United  States  sloop-of-war  Portsmouth,  then  lying  in  the  bay.  Two  days  before 
<'ommodore  Sloat  had  dispatched  a  messenger  to  Captain  Montgomery,  informing 
him  of  his  intention  to  raise  the  American  flag  at  Monterey,  and  commanding 
him  to"  do  the  same  in  the  northern  parts  of  the  province  around  the  Bay  of 
San  Francisco.  This  Montgomery  did  at  the  above  date,  accompanied  by  a  party 
of  seventy  sailors  and  marines,  and  under  a  salute  of  twenty-one  guns  from 
the  Portsmouth.  The  plaza  at  this  time  received  the  name  of  Portsmouth 
JS<iuarf',  and  the  street  lying  on  the  beach  was  called  Montgomery  street. 

It  may  be  mentioned  that  the  American  flag  was  raised  at  Sonoma  on  the 
10th  of  this  month;  and  soon  afterwards  at  every  principal  place  in  the 
northern  portion  of  California,  where  it  was  generally  beheld  with  tranquility. 
if  not  with  applause. 

On  the  30th  of  January,  1847.  the  following  important  "Ordinance"' 
appeared  in  the  "California  Star": 

An  Ordinance. — Whereas,  The  local  name  of  Yerba  Buena.  as  applied  to  the 
settlement  or  town  of  San  Francisco,  is  unknown  beyond  the  district;  and 
has  been  applied  from  the  local  name  of  the  cove,  on  which  the  town  is 
built:  Therefore,  to  prevent  confusion  and  mistakes  in  public  documents,  and 
that  the  town  may  have  the  advantage  of  the  name  given  on  the  public  map, 

i-It  is  hereby  ordained,  that  the  name  of  San  Francisco  shall  hereafter  be 
used  in  all  official  communications  and  public  documents,  or  records  appertaining 
to  the  town.

Mr.  Harriett  was  the  first  Alcalde  of  San  Francisco  under  the  American 
flair.  He  was  a  lieutenant  in  the  United  States  Navy:  and  on  being  subse- 
quently ordered  to  his  ship,  Mr.  Edwin  Bryant  was  appointed  in  his  place, 
and  sworn  into  office  on  the  22d  day  of  February,  1847.  This  gentleman  had 
Traveled  the  previous  year  across  the  country  from  Independence.  Mo.,  to  the 
Pacific,  and  iutd  subsequently  joined  Colonel  Fremont  as  a  volunteer  in  the 
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reduction  of  California.  Shortly  afterwards,  he  published  in  New  York  an 
interesting  account  of  his  travels  under  the  title,  "What  I  Saw  i-n  California.' ' 
Before  Mr.  Bryant's  appointment  to  the  chief-magistracy,  Mr.  George  Hyde 
had  acted  for  a  short  time  as  temporary  Alcalde. 

Three  kinds  of  buildings  generally  appeared  early  in  the  progress  of 
American  settlements: — the  church,  tavern  and  printing  office.  The  last  was 
established  so  early  as  January,  1847,  when  the  population  was  little  more  than 
three  hundred;  and  on  the  7th  of  that  month  the  first  number  of  the  '-Cali- 
fornia Star"  appeared.  This  paper  was  published  by  Mr.  Samuel  -Bfannan. 
and  edited  by  Dr.  E.  P.  Jones.  It  was  a  small  sheet  of  four  pages,  about 
fifteen  inches  by  twelve  of  type,  and  appeared  every  Saturday.  It  was  a  neat 
production — type,  matter  and  arrangement  being  of  excellent  quality.  A  passage 
in  the  prospectus  gave  notice  that  it  "will  eschew  with  the  greatest  caution 
every  thing  that  tends  to  the  propogation  of  sectarian  dogmas.''  This  clause 
may  have  been  inserted  in  consequence  of  the  publisher  having  but  recently 
been  prominently  connected  with  a  certain  religious  sect,  and  with  a  view  to 
assure  the  public  that  it  was  no  part  of  his  intention  to  make  the  "Star" 
the  medium  of  promulgating  its  peculiar  sectarian  tenets. 

"The  Californian,"  also  a  weekly  newspaper,  of  still  smaller  dimensions, 
and  of  much  inferior  typographical  pretension,  had  previously  appeared  at 
Monterey,  where  its  first  number  was  issued  on  the  15th  of  August,  1846.  by 
Messrs.  Colton  &  Semple,  by  whom  also  it  was  edited.  Commodore  R.  F. 
Stockton,  however,  was  the  originator  of  this  publication.  This  was  the  first 
newspaper  in  the  English,  or,  indeed,  in  any  language,  which  was  published  in 
California.  For  the  sake  of  the  natives,  the  editors  gave  a  portion  of  the 
contents  in  Spanish;  but  the  greater  part  from  the  beginning,  and  soon  the 
whole  of  it,  was  printed  in  English.  The  publishers  seem  to  have  been  reduced 
to  considerable  difficulty  in  getting  out  their  paper.  In  one  of  the  impressions 
they  give  this  explanatory  and  apologetic  note  for  its  rude  appearance. 

We  copy  literally: 

"OUR  ALPHABET. — Our  type  is  a  Spanish  font  picked  up  here  in  a 
cloister,  and  has  no  W's  (W's)  in  it,  as  there  is  none  in  the  Spanish 
alphabet.  I  have  sent  to  the  sandwich  Islands  for  this  letter,  in  the  mean  time 
we  must  use  two  Vs.  Our  paper  at  present  is  that  used  for  wrapping 
segars;  in  due  time  we  will  have  something  better;  our  object  is  to  establish 
a  press  in  California,  and  this  we  shall  in  all  probability  be  able  to  ac- 
complish. 

"The  absence  of  my  partner  for  the  last  three  months  and  my  buties  as 
Alcadd  here  have  dedrived  our  little  paper  of  some  of  those  attentions  vvich 
I  hope  it  will  hereafter  receive.

The  printer  is  responsible  for  a  few  errors  in  the  above  extract ;  but  the 
editor  seems  also  blameable  for  the  rapid  changes  from  singular  to  plural  and 
back  again. 

March  4,  1847. — A  meeting  of  citizens  was  held  this  day -to  consider  the 
propriety  of  resolving,  that  the  District  of  San  Francisco  should  be  nth- 
represented  by  one  member  in  the  new  Legislative  Council,  convened  by  the 
Governor,  until  a  proper  constitution  should  be  obtained  for  the  Territory ; 
when  it  was  resolved  to  that  effect,  and  Mr.  J.  G.  T.  Dunleavy  was  chosen 
by  a  majority  of  votes,  to  be  representative  accordingly. 

It  appeared  that  the  Legislative  Council,  recently  organized  by  Commodore 
Stockton,  consisted  of  seven  individuals,  four  of  whom  were  Californians, 
one  Englishman  and  two  Americans;  while  it  was  an  undoubted  faet  that  the 
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majority  of  the  white  population  was  from  the  United  States,  and  the  constant 
immigration  was  daily  increasing  this  majority. 

Similar  meetings  complaining  of  the  insufficient  American  representation  in 
the  Council  were  held  at  Sonoma,  Santa  Clara,  and  other  places,  at  which 
American  delegates  were  chosen  to  represent  their  interests,  the  Governor  being 
entreated  by  these  meetings  to  accept  of  their  choice,  and  formally  to  re-appoint 
their  nominees  as  members  of  the  Legislative  Council. 

It  does  not  appear  that  any  notice  was  taken  of  these  proceedings,  or 
that  the  "people's  choice"  became  also  His  Excellency's.  The  latter  alone 
had  the  complete  control  of  the  Government — which,  so  long  as  war  with 
Mexico  lasted,  was  necessarily  a  military  one — and  appointed  only  such  officers 
t'.  assist  him  in  the  same  as  suited  his  personal  views  of  the  subject. 

March  20th. — The  local  newspaper,  the  ''California  Star,"  is  pleased, 
nt  last,  to  acquiesce,  very  unwillingly,  in  the  change  of  name  from  Yerba 
Buena  to  San  Francisco;  and  today,  for  the  tirst  time,  dates  its  leader  from 
the  latter. 

This  change  seems  not  to  have  gratified  every  party.  Mr.  Semple.  of  the 
Monterey  '  'California!!."  and  Mr.  T.  O.  Larkin,  who  had  jointly  founded 
the  new  city  of  Franciscn,  on  the  Strait  of  Carquinez,  afraid  lest  their  rising 
tu\vn  should  be  confounded  and  lost  in  the  name  and  fame  of  San  Francisco, 
were  forced  to  change  the  appellation  of  the  former  to  Benicia.  In  those 
days.  Benicia  was  anticipated  by  many  to  be  the  great  future  rival  of  San 
Francisco.  Later  times  have  shown  how  unnecessary  fear  was  on  the  subject. 

July  28.  1847. — The  Alcalde.  Mr.  Georze  Hyde,  selected  six  gentlemen  to 
assist  him  in  disposing  of  the  great  and  daily  accumulation  of  municipal 
business.  These  were  the  ayuntamiento,  or  "town  council,''  as  they  were 
called,  and  were  to  remain  in  office  until  the  Governor  should  think  fit 
formally  to  cause  an  election  to  take  place  amontr  the  citizens  to  fill  their  places. 
Accordingly,  on 

August  15th.  Governor  Mason  issued  an  Ordinance,  addressed  to  Mr. 
Hyde,  in  regard  to  such  an  election.  As  it  explains  the  manner  in  which  the 
municipal  sovernment  was  carried  on  in  those  days,  we  quote  the  principal 
portion  of  it: 

••Th.-re  is  wanted  in  San  Francisco  an  efficient  town  government,  more  so 
than  is  in  the  power  of  an  Alcalde  to  put  in  force.  There  may  be  soon 
expected  a  large  number  of  whalers  in  your  bay.  and  a  large  increase  of 
your  population  by  the  arrival  of  immigrants.  It  is  therefore  highly  necessary 
that  you  should  at  an  early  day  have  an  efficient  town  police,  proper  town 
laws,  town  officers,  etc.,  for  the  enforcement  of  the  laws,  for  the  preservation 
of  order,  and  for  the  proper  protection  of  persons  and  property. 

"I  therefore  desire  that  you  call  a  town  meeting  for  the  election  of  six 
persopjg,  who  when  elected  shall  constitute  the  town  council,  and  Avho  in 
conjunction  with  the  Alcalde  shall  constitute  the  town  authorities  until  the  end 
of  the  year  is -4.-.  All  the  municipal  laws  and  regulations  will  be  framed  by  the 
council,  but  executed  by  the  Alcalde  in  his  judicial  capacity  as  at  present. 

"The  first  Alcalde  will  preside  at  all  metings  of  the  council,  but  shall 
have  no  vote,  except  in  cases  where  the  votes  are  equally  divided. 

''The  town  council  (not  less  than  four  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  business),  to  appoint  all  the  town  officers,  such  as 
trea.-iii-'-r.  •  •<, notables.  Avatchmen.  etc..  and  to  determine  their  pay,  fees,  etc. 

"The  treasurer  to  enter  into  ample  and  sufficient  bonds,  conditioned  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  the  bonds  to  be  fully  executed  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  council  before  the  treasurer  enters  upon  his  duties.  The 
s.-cond  Alcalde  shall,  in  case  of  the  absence  of  the  first  Alcalde,  take  his  place 
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and  preside  at  the  council,  and  there  perform  all  the  proper  function*  of  the 
first  Alcalde. 

"No  soldier,  sailor  or  marine,  nor  any  person  who  is  not  a  bona  fide 
resident  of  the  town  shall  be  allowed  to  -vote  for  a  member  of  the  town 
council." 

In  pursuance  of  the  foregoing  order,  Mr.  Hyde  fixed  the  election  for  six 
members  for  a  town  council  upon  September  13.  We  give  the  names  of 
the  gentlemen  elected,  along  with  the  names  of  those  who  had  previously 
been  appointed  by  the  Alcalde,  as  an  intei-im  council: 

Councillors  Elected. — William  Glover,  126  votes;  William  D.  M.  Howard, 
114;  William  A.  Leidesdorff,  109;  E.  P.  Jones,  88;  Robert  A.  Parker.  74. 
William  S.  Clark,  72. 

Councillors  Chosen  by  Alcalde. — William  A.  Leidesdorff,  Robert  A.  Parker, 
Jose  P.  Thompson,  Pedro  T.  Sherrebach,  John  Rose,  Benjamin  R.  Buckelew. 

The  town  council  chose  Mr.  Leidesdorff  their  Treasurer.  The  first  Alcalde 
was  Mr.  George  Hyde ;  and  the  second,  Dr.  T.  M.  Leavenworth.  Immediately 
after  the  formation  of  the  town  council,  its  members  entered  with  spirit  upon 
the  duties  of  their  office.  They  passed  a  multitude  of  laws  affecting  the  general 
interests  of  the  town,  regulating  the  streets  and  buildings,  the  licensing  and 
character  of  business  allowed,  appointed  constables,  etc. 

August  11,  1848. — A  second  grand  illumination.  This  time  it  was  in 
celebration  of  the  peace  between  Mexico  and  the  United  States,  the  official 
news  of  which  reached  Monterey  on  the  6th  instant.  In  the  early  part  of  the 
day  guns  were  fired  on  all  sides,  from  the  Presidio  and  barracks,  ships  in 
harbor,  and  by  every  youngster  on  shore  who  happily  owned,  or  could  buy. 
borrow  or  steal  a  little  gunpowder  and  a  fire-arm,  from  a-  musket  to  a  rusty 
key  with  a  priming  hole  filed  across  the  barrel.  A  cavalcade  of  citizens 
proceeded  through  the  streets.  In  the  evening,  the  windows  of  every  house 
remaining  inhabited  were  illuminated,  many  of  them  brilliantly.  Tar  barrels 
and  bon-fires  blazed  on  all  sides.  Squibs,  crackers  and  pistols  boomed  off 
in  harmony  with  the  general  rejoicing. 

August  29,   1848. — Dr.  T.  M.  Leavenworth  elected  first  Alcalde. 

September  6,  1848. — The  first  brick  house  was  erected  by  Mellus  & 
Howard,  at  the  corner  of  Montgomery  and  Clay  streets.  This  was  the  second 
brick  building  erected  in  Upper  California,  one  having  been  previously  con- 
structed at  Monterey. 

October  3,  1848. — At  a  second  election  Dr.  T.  M.  Leavenworth  was  again 
chosen  first  Alcalde.  B.  R.  Buckelew  and  Barton  Mowrey  were  also  elected 
town  councillors.  One  hundred  and  fifty-eight  votes  were  polled. 

October  9,  1848. — First  meeting  of  the  town  council  since  May  last.  At 
an  adjourned  meeting  held  on  the  llth,  it  was  resolved  that  the  limits  of  the 
town  for  the  administration  of  justice  should  be  as  follows,  viz.:  ''That  the  line 
shall  commence  at  the  mouth  of  Creek  Guadalupe,  where  it  empties  into  the 
Bay  of  San  Francisco,  following  the  course  of  said  stream  to  its  headwaters: 
from  thence  a  due  west  line  to  the  Pacific  Ocean ;  thence  northwards  along 
the  coast  to  the  inlet  to  the  harbor  of  the  bay;  thence  eastwardly,  through  the 
middle  of  the  said  inlet  into  the  Bay  of  San  Francisco,  and  embracing  the 
entire  anchorage  ground  from  the  inlet  to  the  mouth  of  the  Creek  Guadalupe." 

November  1,  1848. — No  regular  church  had  hitherto  been  established;  but 
nearly  every  Sunday,  for  a  long  period  back,  occasional  religious  services  had 
been  performed  by  clergymen  of  various  denominations;  or,  in  their  absence, 
by  some  serious  minded  layman.  This  day,  the  Rev.  T.  D.  Hunt,  who  had 
been  invited  from  Honolulu,  was  chosen  Protestant  chaplain  to  the  citizens,  and 
an  annual  salary  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  appropriated  to  him, 
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tn  be  defrayed  out  of  the  subscriptions  of  various  town's  people.  Divine 
worship  on  Sundays  to  take  place  in  the  Public  Institute  (school  house), 
Portsmouth  Square. 

November  13th. — The  "California!!,"  having  been  bought  up  by  the 
proprietors  of  the  "California  Star,"  a  new  paper,  similar  in  appearance  to 
both  these,  and  virtually  a  continuation  of  the  latter,  which  had  stopped  five 
months  before,  was  issued  this  day  under  the  title.  "The  Star  and  Californian." 

December. — The  markets,  as  might  be  expected,  were  very  high  about  this 
time,  though  prices  fluctuated  considerably.  On  the  1st  of  this  month  flour  was 
twenty-seven  dollars  a  barrel,  beef  twenty,  pork  sixty;  butter  was  ninety  cents 
a  pound,  and  cheese  seventy.  Two  weeks  later,  flour  sold  at  from  twelve  to 
fifteen  dollars  a  barrel,  while  other  articles  had  fallen  in  proportion.  Brandy 
was  in  demand  at  eight  dollars  a  gallon,  and  gold  dust  dull  of  sale  at  ten  dollars 
and  a  half  an  ounce. 

December  12.  1848. — The  public  school,  after  having  been  closed  for  many 
months  during  the  gold  mania,  re-opened.  Rates  of  tuition  were  announced 
to  be  eight  dollars  a  term. 

December  21  and  23. — Great  public  meetings  were  held  (Dr.  Townsend 
in  the  chair),  regarding  the  propriety,  and  growing  necessity  of  immediately 
organizing  a  provisional  government.  For  some  time  back  much  public 
agitation  had  existed  on  this  subject.  The  frequent  murders  and  other  daring 
outrages  committed  of  late  in  different  parts  of  the  country,  especially  at  the 
mines,  while  there  was  no  proper  legal  protection  for  the  lives  and  property 
of  the  citizens,  had  forced  the  people  to  conclude  that  Congress  had  been 
trifling  with  them  in  delaying  the  long  proposed  constitution — that  there  was 
no  more  time  to  wait — and  therefore  that  instant  steps  should  be  taken  to 
establish  a  form  of  government  for  themselves.  At  these  meetings  resolutions 
wen1  passed  to  the  above  effect,  and  five  delgates  appointed  to  be  chosen 
at  a  subsequent  public  meeting,  to  represent  the  town  and  district  at  a 
general  convention  to  be  held  at  San  Jose,  in  March  next,  for  the  purpose 
of  framing  a  form  of  constitution.  A  meeting  to  the  same  effect  had  been 
held  at  San  Jose  on  the  llth  instant,  which  had  fixed  the  assembling  of 
the  convention  so  early  as  the  2d  of  January  following,  and  similar  meetings 
were  beginning  to  be  called  all  over  the  country. 

The  most  honest,  intelligent  and  influential  inhabitants  of  California 
believed  that  they  could  wait  no  longer  the  slow  movements  of  Congress, 
and  conceived  that  their  own  social  safety  would  be  best  consulted  by  at 
once  improvising  governments  of  their  own.  Accordingly,  attempts  were  soon 
severally  made,  by  the  people  of  San  Francisco.  Sonoma  and  Sacramento,  to  form 
legislatures  for  themselves,  which  they  invested  with  supreme  authority.  Other 
portions  of  the  country  prepared  to  follow  the  example  of  the  places  named. 
It  was  quickly  found,  however,  that  these  independent  legislatures  threatened 
occasionally  to  come  into  collision  with  each  other,  while  the  existence  in  a 
limited  country  of  so  many  different  supreme  courts,  each  governed  by  its 
own  maxims  and  principles  of  procedure,  betrayed  an  anomalous  state  of 
things  too  uncertain  and  unsatisfactory  to  be  longer  patiently  borne.  A 
general  feeling,  therefore,  became  evident  that  the  sooner  such  partial  legislation 
was  put  a  stop  to  the  better  for  the  country :  and  that  nothing  less  than  a 
general  constitution  and  complete  civil  government  would  be  held  satisfactory 
by  the  people. 

Great   meetings   for   these   purposes  were   held  at    San   Jose,    San   Francisco, 

Monterey,   Sonoma,   and  other  places,   in  the  months  of  December  and  January. 

49.      It  was   there   resolved   that    such   a    civil    organization   was    expedient. 

;ind    that    delegates    should    be    chosen    by    popular    election,    from    each    district 

df   the   country,   who   should   afterwards  assemble   at    San   Jose,   though   the  place 
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of  meeting  was  subsequently  changed  to  Monterey.  The  period  of  meeting 
was  first  fixed  for  the  sth  of  January,  then  extended  to  the  5th  of  March, 
next  10  the  1st  of  May.  and  finally,  in  order  to  give  ample  time  to  every  district 
to  make  the  necessary  arrangements,  to  the  first  Monday  in  August.  The 
delegates  to  meet  at  this  convention  were  to  frame  the  constitution  de>ired. 

The  resolutions  adopted  at  these  primary  meetings  were  forwarded  to 
and  exchanged  between  the  principal  districts  and  towns  of  the  country  for 
their  consideration  and  approval:  by  which  places  they  were  unanimously 
approved  of.  These  initiatory  movements  were  not  dictated  by  political 
faction;  but  -were  the  true  and  honest  result  of  popular  feeling  on  the  subject. 
There  were  no  partisans  in  the  matter,  where  there  was  only  one  great  party. 
and  that  included  the  whole  thinking  population. 

While  the  people  of  California  were  thus  working  out  for  themselves 
the  great  problem  of  a  State  constitution,  the  military  irovernor.  General  Riley. 
thought  fit  to  interfere.  On  the  3d  of  June.  1849.  he  issued  a  proclamation. 
in  which  was  fairly  enough  stated  the  anomalous  and  unsatisfactory  position 
of  the  country,  both  in  its  local  and  general  governments:  and  he  thereupon 
ordained  the  inhabitants  in  certain  specified  districts  to  return  delegates  to  a 
convention,  which  would  meet  at  Monterey  on  the  1st  of  September.  TO  frame 
a  State  Constitution,  and  which  should  afterwards  he  submitted  to  the  people 
for  their  approval.  In  the  same  proclamation  he  likewise  made  provision  for 
the  election  of  certain  district  oifficials  to  complete  the  temporary  local 
organization. 

The  people  in  many  parts  of  the  country  considered  the  inri-rrVrence  of 
the  military  authority  to  be  as  unnecessary  as  it  was  uncalled  for.  As.  h  iw- 
cver,  matters  could  not  be  improved,  the  different  districts  were  content  to 
adopt  the  provisions  of  General  Riley 's  proclamation,  and  chose  th»ir  dele-rates 
accordingly. 

These  delegates  were  forty-eight  in  number,  and  while  they  nominally 
represented  only  different  parts  of  California,  they  might  have  been  taken  as 
a  fair  representation  of  every  State  in  the  Union.  They  likewise  included 
natives  of  various  European  countries.  They  were  chiefly  men  of  comparatively 
youthful  years,  many  of  them  not  much  accustomed,  at  least  of  late,  to  the 
study  of  those  abstract  questions  which  might  have  been  anticipated  in 
devising  the  constitution  of  a  State.  But  they  were  all  fully  impressed  with 
the  importance  of  their  trust,  and  determined  to  do  their  duty  in  the  best 
manner  possible.  Among  the  number  were  individuals  of  high  talents,  whose 
wisdom,  despatch  and  aptitude  for  legislation  were  eminently  displayed.  As 
these  delegates  cannot  be  too  well  known,  we  give  the  following  list  of  their 
names,  and  the  districts  they  represented  :

December  27.  1848. — The  following  gentlemen  were  elected  as  town 
council,  or  ayuntamiento.  for  1849.  viz.:  Stephen  C.  Harris.  Wm.  D.  M.  Howard. 

_••?  C.  Hubbard,  Robert  A.  Parker.  Thomas  J.  Roach,  John  -Sirrine,  and 
John  Townsend — the  last  of  whom  was  chosen  president.  The  number  of  votes 
polled  was  three  hundred  and  forty-seven. 

I  >c<M-rnber  28,  29  and  30,  1848. — Various  meetings  were  held  of  the  old 
town  council,  which  ended  in  its  resolving  that  the  election  of  the  27th  instant 
was  invalid,  owing  to  the  votes  of  a  small  number  of  unqualified  parties  having 
been  received:  and  a  new  election  was  ordered  for  the  loth  proximo. 

January  8,  1849.-- -Election  of  delegates  to  the  proposed  convention  at 
San  Jose,  in  conformity  with  the  resolutions  of  the  public  meeting  of  23d  ultimo, 
when  Wm.  M.  Stewart,  Francis  J.  Lippitt,  Elbert  P.  Jones.  Myron  Norton  and 
John  A.  Patterson  were  chosen. 

January  15,  1849. — New  election  of  town  council,  which  resulted  ;n  the 
choice  of  Stephen  C.  Harris,  Lazarus  Everhart,  Stephen  A.  Wright,  Daniel 
Stark.  Isaac  Montgomery,  John  Sirrine  and  C.  E.  Wetmore.  Mr.  Sirrine  was 
appointed  president.  There  were  at  this  period  three  town  councils  in  San 
Francisco,  viz.:  the  old  one  of  1848,  not  yet  dissolved,  and  those  elected  on 
the  27th  of  December  and  15th  of  January  respectively.  The  former  of  the 
TWO  last  insisted  that  the  council  of  the  previous  year  had  expired  the  very  day 
of  its  own  election,  on  the  27th  of  December,  and  therefore,  the  members  met 
and  transacted  business  as  if  it  alone  represented  the  town.  A  majority  of 
the  old  council,  however,  insisted  on  continuing  in  office  till  those  whom  they 
ronsidered  their  proper  successors  were  choosen,  and  accordingly,  they  supported 
the  council  elected  on  the  15th  of  January,  and  resolved  to  transfer  the 
municipal  records  into  its  hands.  The  citizens  generally  seemed  adverse  to 
the  pretensions  of  the  old  council,  as  scarcely  a  fourth  part  of  the  members 
that  voted  on  the  27th  of  December  voted  on  the  second  election  of  the  15th  of 
January.  Strong  party  and  personal  feelings  existed  among  the  inhabitants  at 
this  time.  The  Alcade,  T.  M.  Leavenworth,  and  his  official  acts,  among  other 
subjects  of  contention,  were  vigorously  attacked  by  one  party  and  as  strenuously 
defended  by  the  other. 

January  24th. — The  corresponding  committee  for  the  District  of  San 
Francisco,  on  the  suggestion  of  the  delegates  chosen  at  Monterey,  recommended 
.1  postponement  of  the  assembling  of  the  convention  for  framing  a  civil  govern- 
ment to  the  first  day  of  May,  in  order  to  give  the  southern  districts  sufficient 
time  to  elect  delegates  and  appear  at  the  convention.  The  movement  for  the 
election  of  such  delegates  is  general  over  the  country,  as  the  people  are  satisfied 
that  the  present  state  of  civil  disorganization  cannot  safely  be  longer  permitted. 

February,  1849. — It  was  estimated  that  the  population  was  now  about  two 
thousand: 

February  12.  1849. — Public  meetings  of  citizens  to  consider  the  anomalous 
position  of  two  town  councils  existing  and  acting,  independently  of  each  other, 
at  the  same  time.  Myron  Norton  was  called  upon  to  preside,  and  T.  W. 
Perkins  to  act  as  secretary.  George  Hyde  submitted  a  plan  of  municipal 
organization  and  government,  which  was  adopted  by  the  meeting:  and  resolutions 
were  passed  requesting  the  members  of  both  councils  to  resign,  and  appointing 
an  election  of  fifteen  town  councillors  and  three  justices  of  the  peace,  to  take 
place  on  the  21st  instant. 

February  17  and  24,  1849. — Public  meetings  to  consider  the  propriety  of 
instructing  the  delegates  to  the  convention  of  the  1st  of  May  to  oppose  any 
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incipient  act  that  might  tend  to  the  introduction  of  neirm  slavery  into  ( 'alit'ornia. 
Captain  J.  L.  Folsom  was  chosen  president  and  B.  R.  Buckelew  secretary.  It 
was  known  that  the  whole  delay  of  Congress  in  providing-  a  territorial  govern- 
ment had  arisen  from  the  disputes  and  the  apparent  impossibility  of  agreement 
between  the  two  great  political  parties  on  this  subject.  The  inhabitants  of  the 
country  itself  might  be  said  to  be  unanimous  against  slavery  in  all  shapes 
among  them;  and  they  were,  justly  indignant  that  the  Atlantic  politicians  should 
pretend  to  dictate  to  .them  anything  on  the  matter.  At  these  meetings,  resolu- 
tions were  passed  instructing  the  delegates  of  the  San  Francisco  district,  "by 
all  honorable  means  to  oppose  any  act,  measure,  provision  or  ordinance  that  is 
calculated  to  further  the  introduction  of  domestic  slavery  into  the  Territory  of 
California.' ' 

February  21,  1849. — In  compliance  with  the  wishes  of  the  meeting  of  the 
12th  instant,  the  members  of  both  town  councils  resigned  their  office,  and 
an  election  of  fifteen  members  of  a  legislative  assembly  and  three  justices  of  the 
peace  took  place  this  day,  which  it  was  hoped  would  settle  all  disputes  between 
the  rival  partisans.  The  parties  elected  were  as  follows :

George  F.  Lemon,  George  Hyde,  Robert  A.  Parker. 

On  the  5th  proximo  these  gentlemen  met  and  chose  various  officials:  but  as 
the  whole  proceedings  were  afterwards  set  aside,  it  is  unnecessary  here  to 
detail  more  of  them. 

March. — An  address  to  the  people  of  California  was  issued  by  several 
of  the  delegates  for  San  Francisco.  Monterey,  Sonoma.  Sacramento  and  other 
parts  of  the  country,  recommending  a  postponement  of  the  meeting  of  the 
convention  to  frame  a  civil  government,  to  the  first  Monday  of  August,  and  that 
the  place  of  meeting  be  Monterey,  instead  of  San  Jose. 

June. — For  the  last  six  numths,  and  particularly  during  the  last  two. 
the  public  events  of  most  consequence  to  San  Francisco  resolve  themselves 
into  two  divisons,  viz.:  the  appointment  of  proper  district  and  municipal 
authorities,  and  the  formation  of  a  State  government.  We  have  already 
chronicled  several  meetings  on  both  these  heads:  but  notwithstanding  all  that 
had  been  said  or  done,  no  common  action  could  be  obtained  to  promote  the 
ends  in  view  to  the  satisfaction  of  all  parties. 

As  regarded  the  municipal  question,  the  recently  appointed  legislative 
assembly  abolished  the  office  of  Alcalde,  and  substituted  the  Senior  Justice  of 
the  Peace  in  his  place.  Afterwards,  the  Alcalde,  Mr.  Leavenworth.  was  ordered 
to  give  up  the  town  documents  and  official  papers  in  his  hands;  upon  which 
he  applied  for  advice  to  General  Smith,  who  recommended  him  not  to  comply 
with  the  demands  of  the  legislative  assembly.  That  body  next  ordered  the 
election  of  a  sheriff,  who,  when  appointed,  proceeded  to  take  what  he  considered 
legal  steps  against  Mr.  Leavenworth,  who  had  meanwhile  resuscitated- the  old 
council  of  1848,  to  sanction  and  confirm  his  proceedings,  which  it  really  did, 
appealing  to  Governor  Riley  for  advice  and  protection.  The  Governor,  accord- 
ingly, on  the  4th  of  June,  issued  a  proclamation  to  the  citizens,  recognizing 
the  office  and  power  of  the  existing  Alcalde,  declaring  the  legislative  assembly 
an  illegal  body,  and  forbidding  payment  of  taxes  to  them. 

While  that  was  the  state  of  affairs  regarding  the  municipality  and  District 
of  San  Francisco,  the  Governor,  on  the  3d  day  of  June,  issued  a  proclamation 
to  the  people  of  California,  in  which,  after  narrating  the  position  of  the  country, 
and  the  necessity  of  both  district  and  general  governments,  he  appointed  the 
first  day  of  August  for  the  election,  first,  of  certain  specified  municipal  and 
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district  provisional  officials  over  tlu-  whole  country,  according  to  Mexican  custom; 
and  second,  of  thirty-seven  delegates  to  be  chosen  from  tin-  specified  districts, 
as  delegates  to  a  general  convention  to  be  held  at  Monterey,  on  the  first  day  of 
September,  next,  for  the  purpose  of  forming  a  State  Constitution. 

Following  upon  these  proclamations,  the  people  of  San  Francisco  held  a 
mass  meeting  in  Portsmouth  Square,  on  the  12th  of  June,  when  Win.  M.  Stewart 
was  chosen  President  and  E.  Gould  Buffum,  Secretary.  The  meeting  was  large 
and  enthusiastic,  and  after  being  addressed  by  several  eloquent  speakers, 
resolved  that  the  people  of  California  had  a  right  to  organize  a  government 
for  their  own  protection — that,  therefore,  delegates  should  bo  chosen  to  frame  a 
constitution — and  that  a  committee  of  five  be  immediately  appointed  by  the 
president  of  the  meeting  to  correspond  with  the  other  districts  of  the  country. 
in  order  to  carry  out  in  a  practical  manner  the  said  resolution.  The  meeting- 
refused  to  recognize  Governor  Riley's  proclamation  as  binding  on  them.  The 
committee  chosen  consisted  of  Peter  H.  Burnett,  Wm.  D.  M.  Howard,  Myron 
Norton,  E.  Gould  Buffum  and  E.  Gilbert.  This  committee,  on  the  18th  of  June, 
issued  an  address  to  the  public,  in  which,  without  admitting  the  right  or  power 
in  Governor  Riley  to  "appoint"  time  or  place  for  the  election  of  delegates  and 
assembling  of  the  convention,  yet  considered  it  best,  as  a  matter  of  expediency, 
to  adopt  the  terms  of  the  Governor's  proclamation  in  these  respects. 

These  steps  settled  the  plan  and  course  of  future  proceedings  so  far  as  the 
State  Government  was  concerned.  In  respect  to  the  municipality  the  legislative 
assembly  published  a  long  address  to  their  constituents,  in  answer  to  Governor 
Riley's  proclamation  of  the  3d,  and  the  very  "uncourteous  and  disrespectful" 
one  of  the  4th  of  June.  In  this  document  they  resolved  that  they  were  a 
legally  constituted  body,  and  declared  their  determination  to  hold  office  and 
to  act  in  the  same  until  formally  deprived  of  their  authority  by  the  people  from 
whom  it  was  derived.  Thus  arose  a  sort  of  civil  war  on  a  small  scale.  The 
assembly  afterwards  having  considered  it  expedient  to  appeal  directly  to  the 
people,  a  ballot  was  taken  on  the  subject,  on  the  9th  of  July,  when  one 
hundred  and  sixty-seven  votes  appeared  for  their  continuance  in  office,  and  only 
seven  against  it.  But  as  this  result  showed  either  the  indifference  of  the 
citizens  on  the  subject,  since  but  a  small  proportion  of  their  number  voted,, 
or  else  their  tacit  desire  that  the  legislative  assembly  should  altogether  cease, 
that  body  thought  fit,  at  last,  to  dissolve  itself.  Thus  the  old  Alcalde,  Mr. 
Leavenworth,  was  virtually  reinstated  in  triumph,  and  no  obstacle-,  left  to  the 
several  elections  ordered  by  Governor  Riley's  proclamation  of  the  3d  of  June. 
These  various  meetings  and  other  proceedings  narrated  ni;iy  possess  little 
interest  for  the  present  inhabitants  of  San  Francisco:  but  they  certainly 
much  excited  those  who  dwelt  in  the  town  at  the  time  of  their  occurrence. 

August  1,  1849. — The  elections  ordered  by  Governor  Riley  took  place  in  a 
spirited,  though  orderly  manner. 

The    candidates    were    numerous,    and    the    following    parties    were    elected: 

Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court — Peter  H.  Burnett  (who  had  1.298  votes  in 
San  Francisco  and  76  in  San  Jose).

First  Alcalde — John  W.  Geary,  1,516  votes.  Second  Alcalde — Frank  Turk, 
1.055  votes. 

Ayuntamiento,  or  Town  Council — Talbot  H.  Green,  1,510  votes;  Henry  A. 
Harrison,  1,491  votes;  Alfred  J.  Ellis,  1.354  votes:  Stephen  C.  Harris,  1,323 
votes:  Thos.  B.  Winton,  1,052  votes;  John  Townsend,  1,052  votes;  Rodman 
M.  Price,  840  votes;  Wm.  H.  Davis,  835  votes;  Bezer  Simmons,.  825  votes; 
Samuel  Brannan,  823  votes;  Wm.  M.  Stewart,  815  votes;  Gabriel  B.  Post, 
691  votes. 
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Delegates  to  Convention — Edward  Gilbert,  1,512  votes;  Myron  Norton,  1,436 
votes;  Wm.  M.  Gwin,  1,073  votes;  Joseph  Hobson,  839  votes:  Win.  M.  .Stewart, 
333  votes. 

Supernumerary  Delegates — Win.  D.  M.  Howard,  876  votes;  Francis  J. 
Lippitt,  874  votes;  Alfred  J.  Ellis,  872  votes;  Francisco  Sanchez,  872  votes; 
Rodman  M.  Price,  871  votes. 

There  were  some  ten  or  a  dozen  different  tickets  at  this  election,  upon 
all  of  which  the  name  of  Colonel  John  W.  Geary  appeared  for  the  office  of 
First  Alcalde.  He  consequently  received  the  whole  number  of  votes  polled. 

August  Gth,  8th  and  llth. — The  Ayuntamiento  meet,  take  the  oaths  of 
office,  and  organize  and  distribute  themselves  into  various  committees,  for 
the  purpose  of  systematically  conducting  the  affairs  of  the  town.

January  8,  1850. — An  election  was  held  for  the  members  of  Legislature, 
Alcaldes  and  Ayuntamiento.  The  interest  on  these  occasions  increased  with  the 
population,  and  the  election  of  today  was  the  most  exciting  that  had  yet 
been  held. 

The  weather  was  exceedingly  unpleasant,  the  wind  blowing  a  gale,  and 
the  rain  pouring  down  in  torrents.  The  streets  were  covered  with  mud  and 
water  so  as  to  render  them  almost  impassable.  Still  the  neighborhood  of  the 
polls  was  crowded  during  the  entire  day  with  men  and  boys,  zealous  as  they 
well  could  be  in  their  endeavors  to  promote  the  public  welfare. 

It  is  one  of  the  glorious  consequences  of  our  republican  institutions,  that 
at  such  times,  so  many  worthy  people  are  always  to  be  found,  utterly  regardless 
of  their  personal  interests,  and  so  entirely  devoted  to  the  general  good.  Although 
the  excitement  ran  unusually  high,  the  day  passed  off  without  disturbance,  and 
much  good  humor  was  exhibited  by  the  conflicting  parties. 

The  voters  were  numerous;  every  citizen  of  the  United  States  being 
entitled  to  the  elective  franchise,  and  almost  all  who  were  here,  from  every  part 
of  the  world,  claimed  to  be  American  citizens.  The  way  to  the  polls,  for  a 
considerable  distance,  on  either  side,  was  completely  blocked  up  by  roughly 
dressed  men,  who  thrust  their  favorite  tickets  into  the  hands  of  every  newcomer, 
with  loud  exclamations  in  behalf  of  the  parties  for  whom  they  were  working. 

''Here's  for  Geary,  and  the  old  council  "  cries  one,  "Geary  and  the  old 
council  forever  ' ' 

"Forever  is  a  long  day,"  says  another;  ''rotation  in  office  is  my  doctrine. 
The  old  council  has  made  money  enough.  Let's  give  a  new  one  a  chance  at 
the  public  crib  ' ' 

"The  old  ones  are  so  fat  they  can't  eat  any  more  "  exclaims  a  third;  "we 
had  better  keep  them  where  they  are  ' ' 

"We  have  had  the  old  council  long  enough  "  vociferates  a  stout  six- 
footer,  wading  up  to  his  waist  in  mud;  "I  go  for  a  new  council,  SIDEWALKS 
AND  CLEAN  STREETS  " 
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•'You  do.  do  you?"  replies  a  wag:  "then  I  guess  you  will  have  to  go  an 
infernal  long  way  to  find  them  ' ' 

''We  want  another  yuntermenter, "  bawls  out  a  youngster  in  a  red  shirt 
and  tarpaulin  hat,  and  resembling  a  drowned  rat  more  than  an  independent 
voter.  ''We  want  another  yuntermenter.  and  here's  the  ticket  for  um  " 

•'It's  a  gutterminty  that  ye  want?"  replies  a  brawny  Irishman:  ''then  take 
it.  and  good  luck  till  ye  "  giving  the  luckless  wight  a  toss  that  sent  him 
sprawling  into  the  gutter  overhead  in  water.  ''I  am  thinking  ye  won't  want 
another  gutterminty  soon,  any  how  ' ' 

With  much   difficulty   the  polling  desk  was  reached,   where  other  scenes,  no- 
less    amusing,    were    transpiring.        Around    the    judges    and    inspectors    were    an 
eager  and  excited  crowd,   some  endeavoring  to  vote  and  others  to  prevent   them. 
''I   challenge   that  man's   vote,"    cries   a   bystanded,    as   a    simple    Sandwich. 
Islander,    almost    as   dark   as   an    African,    offered   his    ticket. 

"Then  we  must  swear  him  "  says  the  judge,  and  the  usual  oath  was  ad- 
ministered. 

''Where  were  you  born?"   was  the  inquiry. 

''In  New  York  "  whispered  a  prompter,  and  the  answer  was  siven  ac- 
cordingly. 

''Where   did   you   come   from   last?"        "New   York."    was    again    the   reply. 
"Where    was    your    father    born?"       "New    York." 
"In  what  street  did  you  live?"      "New  York." 
"Where  is  New  York?"    the  judge  next  inquired. 
This  was  too  much  for  the  poor   fellow. 

He  knew  as  much  of  the  locality  and  streets  of  the  invisible  world  as  he 
did  of  New  York. 

His  prompter,  who  had  brought  him  there  to  vote,  endeavored  to  instruct 
him.  but  without  success.  His  impatient  challenger  at  length  exclaims:  "Turn 
him  out,  he  is  a  Kanaka  "  and  the  vote  was  rejected. 

Another  and  another  pressed  forward,  and  similar  questions  and  just  as 
honest  answers  were  given,  and  many  a  vote  was  polled,  to  the  right  of 
depositing  which  the  elector  was  no  more  entitled  than  the  poor  Kanaka. 
Still  the  election  proceeded,  and  notwithstanding  the  interest  and  excitement 
manifested,  the  best  sort  of  feeling  was  preserved  throughout.  The  polls  were 
closed  early  in  the  evening,  and  the  judges  announced  the  following  gentlemen 
elected  to  the  offices  named:

April  1,  1850. — The  lirst  election  for  county  officers.  The  principal  office 
to  be  rilled  was  that  of  Sheriff,  for  which  there  were  three  candidates.  Colonel  J. 
Townes  was  the  regular  Whig  nominee:  Colonel  J.  J.  Bryant,  the  nominee 
of  the  Democratic  party,  r.ncl  the  celebrated  "Texan  Ranger."  Colonel  John  C. 
Hayes,  was  selected  by  the  people  as  an  independent  candidate. 

It  was  soon  apparent  that  the  contest  rested  between  the  two  last  named. 
Colonel  Bryant  was  a  man  of  fortune,  and  was  determined  to  spare  no  exertions 
or  expense  to  secure  his  election.  He  was  proprit -tor  of  the  most  extensive 
and  best  conducted  hotel  in  the  place,  known  at  that  time  as  the  "Bryant 
House."  formerly  the  "Ward  House."  which  was  a  great  place  of  resort  for 
politicians,  and  where  hundreds  of  the  Colonel's  pretended  friends  and  real 
supporter*  enjoyed,  in  no  slight  degree,  the  advantages  of  his  generous 
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hospitality.  A  band  of  music  was  daily  stationed  on  the  balcony  of  the 
Bryant  House  after  the  nomination  of  its  proprietor,  free  lunches  were  served  in 
the  spacious  saloon,  and  on  this  day  the  building  was  literally  covered  with 
flags,  signals,  and  banners  of  every  form  and  beautiful  color,  while  the  finest 
liquors  were  gratuitously  dispensed  at  the  well-stocked  bar  to  all  who  chose 
to  drink. 

On  Saturday  afternoon,  March  29th,  the  friends  of  Colonel  Hayes  held  a 
mass  meeting  on  the  plaza,  which  was  a  large  and  enthusiastic  assembly. 
After  several  spirited  addresses  had  been  given,  the  meeting  formed  in 
procession,  and  headed  by  a  band  of  music,  paraded  the  principal  streets, 
cheering  and  being  cheered  by  multitudes  of  spectators  as  they  passed  along. 
In  the  evening  the  Democrats  also  assembled  in  the  square,  making  a  truly 
splendid  display.  The  whole  plaza  was  covered  with  men,  horses  and  wagons, 
and  was  illuminated  with  flaming  torches  and  other  lights,  which  blazed  from 
the  speakers'  stand,  and  hundreds  of  vehicles  admirably  arranged  for  effect. 
Numerous  transparencies,  banners  and  flags  added  greatly  to  the  life  and 
splendor  of  the  pageant.  Able  speakers  urged  the  claims  of  the  democracy 
in  general,  and  of  Colonel  Bryant  in  particular,  to  the  suffrages  of  the  people, 
whilst,  at  regular  intervals,  cannons  were  fired  to  give  effect  and  increase  the 
excitement.  This  meeting  also  ended  in  a  procession,  which  traversed  the 
streets  to  a  late  hour  of  the  night. 

Early  this  morning  the  different  parties  were  in  force  about  the  polls, 
and  in  due  time  the  judges,  inspectors  and  clerks  were  chosen  and  installed 
in  their  respective  offices.  The  election  was  conducted  with  more  than 
usual  spirit. 

At  noon  it  was  evident  that  Colonel  Hayes  was  the  people's  favorite, 
which  incited  to  increased  efforts  the  Bryant  party.  Accordingly  they  appeared 
with  another  grand  display  upon  the  plaza.  A  procession  of  mounted  men,  and 
carriages  filled  with  musicians,  with  banners  and  flags  waving  and  floating 
above  them,  occupied  the  square,  and  were  in  a  measure,  producing  the  desired 
effect.  But  in  the  midst  of  the  excitement  thus  produced,  Colonel  Hayes, 
mounted  upon  a  fiery  black  charger,  suddenly  appeared,  exhibiting  some  of  the 
finest  specimens  of  horsemanship  ever  witnessed.  The  sight  of  the  hero,  as  he 
sat  bare-headed  and  unattended  upon  his  noble  animal,  took  the  people  by 
surprise,  and  called  forth  the  admiration  and  patriotism  of  the  vast  multitude 
of  spectators,  from  every  one  of  whom  shout  after  shout  rent  the  air,  deadening 
the  sounds  of  trumpets  and  drums  and  being  heard  far  and  wide  over  land 
and  sea.  Men  crowded  around  him  on  every  hand,  some  seizing  the  bridle, 
others  clinging  to  his  clothing  and  stirrups,  and  each  anxious  to  obtain  a 
grasp  of  his  hand.  The  noise  and  tumult  terrified  the  spirited  beast  he  strode, 
which  reared  and  plunged  among  the  enthusiastic  crowd,  though  so  admirably 
managed  as  to  do  injury  to  none;  when,  at  length,  his  rider  giving  him  the  rein, 
he  dashed  into  and  along  the  adjoining  street,  followed  and  greeted  by  loud 
huzzas  at  every  step. 

This  settled  the  question.  The  cause  of  Colonel  Bryant  was  abandoned, 
and  a  vast  majority  of  votes  were  given  in  favor  of  the  "Texan  Ranger."

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Aprr  —The  City  Charter  passed  by  the  State  Legislature.  The 

limits  of  the  city  are  now  declared  to  be  as  follows:  "The  southern  boundary 
shall  be  a  line  two  miles  distant  in  a  southerly  direction  from  the  center 
of  Portsmouth  Square,  and  which  line  shall  be  a  parallel  to  the  street  known 
as  Clay  street.  The  western  boundary  shall  be  a  line  one  mile  and  a  half 
distant  in  a  westerly  direction  from  the  center  of  Portsmouth  Square,  and  which 
line  shall  be  parallel  to  the  street  known  as  Kearny  street.  The  northern 
and  eastern  boundaries  shall  be  the  same  as  the  County  of  San  Francisco." 

The  city  was  to  be  divided  into  eight  wards  by  the  first  council  appointed 
by  the  Charter;  and  for  its  government  were  to  be  elected  a  Mayor,  and 
Recorder,  a  Board  of  Aldermen,  a  Board  of  Assistant  Aldermen,  which  two 
boards  should  be  styled  the  "Common  Council,"  each  consisting  of  one  mem- 
ber from  each  ward. 

There  were  also  to  be  elected  by  the  city  a  Treasurer,  Comptroller,  Street 
Commissioner,  Collector  of  City  Taxes,  City  Marshal  and  City  Attorney,  and 
by  each  ward  two  Assessors.  As  at  the  time  of  the  first  election  under  the 
Charter  there  were  only  four  wards,  it  was  provided  that  two  chief  and  as 
many  assistant  Aldermen  should  be  elected  from  each,  while  the  same  number 
of  Assessors  should  be  chosen.  The  municipal  officers  were  to  hold  office  only 
one  year,  and  new  elections  to  be  made  on  the  fourth  Monday  of  April 
annually.  The  powers  and  duties  of  the  Common  Council  and  municipal 
officers  are  minutely  laid  down  in  the  Charter. 

May  1,  1850. — This  day  the  City  Charter  was  submitted  to  the  inhabitants 
for  approval,  when  it  was  adopted;  and  the  first  election  under  its  provisions 
took  place.

Before  the  term  of  election  expired,  several  changes  occurred  in  the 
Common  Council.  Mr.  Burgoyne.  having  made  a  visit  to  the  Atlantic  States 
immediately  after  the  election,  was  never  qualified,  and  his  place  was  declared 
vacant;  and  Mr.  Macondray  resigned  shortly  afterwards.  Their  places  were 
filled  on  the  27th  of  June,  1850,  by  the  election  of  Moses  G.  Leonard  and  John 
Middleton.  Mr.  Mayuard  resigned  January  24,  1850,  and  soon  afterwards  the 
resignation  of  Mr.  Botts  was  accepted:  and  a  new  election  to  fill  the  vacancies 
thus  occasioned,  on  the  27th  of  July,  resulted  in  the  choice  of  George  W.  Green 
and  James  Grant.  Subsequently  Messrs.  Gillespie  and  Leonard  retired  from  the 
Board  of  Aldermen,  and  Mr.  Morris  from  the  Board  of  Assistants. 

Their  places  were  also  supplied  by  election  on  the  20th  of  January,  1851.  by 
W.  H.  V.  Cronise  and  D.  G.  Robinson  to  the  first,  and  George  W.  Gibbs 
to  the  second  Board.  We  are  somewhat  particular  in  mentioning  these  changes 
in  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  since  the  affairs  of  their  salaries,  and  the  famous 
medals,  directed  much  attention  to  the  individual  members. 
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In  September,  1850,  the  first  "Directory"  of  the  city  was  published 
by  Charles  P.  Kimball.  It  was  a  duodecimo  pamphlet  of  one  hundred  and 
thirty-six  pages,  and  contained  about  twenty-five  hundred  names. 

June  11,  1851. — The  "Vigilance  Committee'  is  at  last  formed,  and  in 
good  working  order.  They  hanged  at  two  o'clock  this  morn  in;:  upon  the 
plaza  one  Jenkins,  for  stealing  a  safe. 

July    11,    1851. — Trial    and   execution    of  James    Stuart. 

August  24,  1851. — Recapture  from  the  legal  authorities  of  Whittaker  and 
McKenzie,  and  their  execution  by  the  "Vigilance  Committee." 

On  the  19th  of  January,  1851,  about  8  o'clock  in  the  evening,  two  men 
entered  the  store  of  C.  J.  Jansen  &  Co.,  and,  professing  to  be  purchasers, 
asked  to  see  some  blankets.  Mr.  Jansen,  who  was  alone  in  the  store,  was  in 
the  act  of  producing  the  articles,  when  he  was  violently  struck  with  a  slung 
shot,  and  fell  insensible  on  the  floor.  While  in  that  state  he  seems  to  have 
been  farther  maltreated,  and  was  probably  considered  by  the  ruffians  as  dead. 
These  robbed  the  premises  of  two  thousand  dollars,  and  immediately  fled. 

The  whole  circumstances  of  the  outrage  were  of  the  most  daring  character, 
and  knowledge  of  them  caused  much  excitement  among  the  people. 

The  next  day  a  man  was  arrested,  believed  to  be  one  James  Stuart,  but  who 
gave  his  name  as  Thomas  Burdue,  on  the  charge  of  having  murdered  Mr.  Moore, 
the  Sheriff  of  Auburn,  and  of  having  robbed  him  of  four  thousand  dollars.  Stuart 
had  been  confined  in  the  jail  at  Sacramento  to  await  his  trial,  but  had  escaped 
two  months  before.  Circumstances  meanwhile  had  raised  a  suspicion  that  this, 
man  Stuart,  alias  Burdue,  had  had  something  to  do  with  the  attack  on  Mr.  Jansen, 
and  accordingly  he,  and  another  person  of  the  name  of  Windred.  who  had  been 
apprehended  on  suspicion  of  the  same  offense,  were,  on  the  21st,  confronted  with 
the  wounded  man.  Jansen  at  once  recognized  Stuart  and  also  Windred,  although 
with  some  faint  doubt  of  the  identity  of  the  latter,  as  being  the  two  persons  who 
had  committed  the  assault  and  the  robbery.  These  circumstances  being  known, 
the  citizens,  in  a  state  of  the  greatest  excitement,  gathered  on  the  following  day 
(Saturday,  22d  February),  around  the  City  Hall,  where  the  examination'  of  the 
prisoners  was  going  on.  Upwards  of  five  thousand  people  thus  collected.  This 
was  not  a  mob,  but  the  PEOPLE,  in  the  highest  sense  of  the  term.  They  wanted 
only  a  leader  to  advise  and  guide  them  to  any  undertaking  that  promised  relief 
from  the  awful  state  of  social  terror  and  danger  to  which  they  were  reduced. 
Hand-bills  were  extensively  circulated  among  the  multitude,  which'  were  to  the- 
following  effect : 

"CITIZENS  OF   SAN  FRANCISCO. 

"The  series  of  murders  and  robberies  that  have  been  committi'd  in  this  cits- 
seems  to  leave  us 'entirely  in  a  state  of  anarchy.  'When  thieves  are  left  without 
control  to  rob  and  kill,  then  doth  the  honest  traveler  fear  each  bush  a  thief.' 
Law,  it  appears,  is  but  a  nonentity  to  be  scoffed  at:  redress  can  be  had  for 
aggression  but  through  the  never  failing  remedy  so  admirably  laid  down  in  the 
code  of  Judge  Lynch. 

"Not  that  we  should  adrnii-e  this  process  for  redress,  but  that  it  seems  to  be 
inevitably  necessary. 

"Are  we  to  be  robbed  and  assassinated  in  our  domiciles,  and  the  law  to  let 
our  aggressors  perambulate  the  streets  merely  because  they  have  furnished  straw 
bail?  If  so,  'Let  each  man  be  his  own  executioner.'  'Fie  upon  your  laws  '  They 
have  no  force. 

"All  those  who  would  rid  our  city  of  its  robbers  and  murderers,  will  as- 
sem-ble  on  Sunday  at  two  o'clock  on  the  plaza." 

September  3,  1851. — Annual  election  for  the  County  of  San  Francisco.

The  new  City  Charter  had  provided  that  the  first  general  election  for  munici- 
pal officers  should  be  held  on  the  fourth  Monday  of  April,  1851,  and  "There- 
after annually  at  the  general  election  for  State  officers." 

Under  this  section  of  the  Charter  it  was  understood  by  some  that  the  second 
city  election  should  take  place  in  September  of  the  year  named,  when  the  usual 
annual  election  of  State  officers  occurred.  Another  construction  was  put  upon 
the  section  in  question  by  the  parties  already  in  office  and  by  a  large  number  of 
the  inhabitants,  to  the  effect  that  the  second  election  under  the  Charter  could  only 
take  place  in  September,  1852.  Thus  one  party  would  give  the  existing  common 
council  and  municipal  officers  only  half  a  year  in  power,  while  another  party,  in- 
cluding the  present  incumbents,  claimed  a  year  and  a  half. 

So  dignified,  or  so  satisfied  with  the  legal  strength  of  their  position,  were  the 
existing  city  officers,  that  they  took  no  steps  to  order  a  new  election  in  Septem- 
ber, 1851.  Their  opponents,  however,  relying  on  their  own  interpretation  of  the 
words  of  the  Charter,  proceeded  to  act  without  them,  and,  unopposed  in  any  way. 
elected  the  whole  parties  on  their  ticket.  The  general  public  took  little  interest 
in  the  matter,  and  most  people  seemed  to  believe  that  the  new  election  would  end 
in  nothing.  So  little  did  the  citizens  concern  themselves,  that  some  of  these 
newly  elected,  polled  but  a  very  few  votes. 

When  the  election  was  finished  the  new  officers  made  a  demand  upon  the  old 
ones  for  a  surrender  of  the  public  books  and  documents.  This  being  refused,  the 
new  Mayor-elect.  Stephen  R.  Harris,  immediately  raised  the  necessary  legal  action 
against  the  old  Mayor,  C.  J.  Brenham,  for  a  declaration  of  his  own  rights  and  the 
ejection  of  the  latter  from  office.  In  the  District  Court  a  judgment  was  given  to 
the  effect  that  the  present  incumbents  should  hold  office  till  April.  1852,  and  that 
then  those  elected  in  September,  1851,  should  enter  upon  and  remain  in  office  for 
one  year.  The  result  of  this  decision  would  have  been  that  six  months  would 
always  intervene  between  the  election  and  the  entering  upon  office  of  the  munici- 
pal authorities.  This  decision  was  unsatisfactory  to  most  people. 

Mr.  Harris  next  carried  the  case  into  the  Supreme  Court,  where  a  majority  of 
the  judges  (24th  December),  after  able  arguments  were  heard  from  the  parties, 
reversed  the  judgment  of  the  Court  below,  and  found  Mr.  Harris  entitled  to  enter 
upon  office  as  in  September,  1851.  Mr.  Brenham  promptly  acknowledged  the 
weakness  of  his  position,  and  at  once  yielded  to  his  legal  successor. 

Party  feeling  prevented  the  other  city  officers  from  surrendering  their  seats 
so  readily.  Those  already  in  power  consisted  of  men  of  both  of  the  great  political 
parties — Whig  and  Democratic ;  and  had  been  originally  selected  chiefly  from 
among  the  independent  candidates,  as  men  who  would  earnestly  work  for  the 
common  good  and  the  purification  of  the  city  from  official  corruption  and  wide- 
spread crime.  On  the  other  hand,  those  newly  elected  were  altogether  of  the 
Democratic  party.  The  old  council  offered  to  resign,  if  the  new  one  would  do 
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the  same;  when  both  could  appeal  a   second  time  to  the  people.      But   th.-   latter 
council  refused  to  do  this. 

Meanwhile  the  legal  courts  had  adjourned,  and  it  would  have  i-ost  much  time 
and  expense  to  drive  out  the  old  council  from  the  places  which  they  resisted  in 
retaining;  and  their  year  of  office  would  probably  expire  before  this  could  be 
managed.  In  the  end,  however,  the  old  coiincil  thought  it  best  for  their  own 
honor  and  the  interests  of  the  city,  to  quietly  retire  from  the  unseemly  contest, 
and  make  way  for  their  unexpected  successors.

September  16,  1851. — The  "Vigilance  Committee"  agreed  to  suspend  in- 
definitely further  operations  regarding  crime  and  criminals  in  the  city.  The  mem- 
bers, however,  did  not  dissolve  the  association,  but  only  appointed  a  special  or 
executive  committee  of  forty-five  to  exercise  a  general  watchfulness,  and  to  sum- 
mon together  the  whole  body  when  occasion  should  require.  Necessity  formed 
the  committee,  and  gave  it  both  irresistible  moral  and  physical  force. 

January  25,  1852. — Election  of  officers  of  the  Mercantile.  Library  Associa- 
tion. It  had  long  been  evident  that  such  an  association  was  much  needed  in  San 
Francisco.  To  withdraw  youths  in  particular  from  the  haunts  of  dissipation,  and 
to  give  to  persons  of  every  age  and  occupation  the  means  of  mental  improvement, 
and  a  suitable  place  for  passing  their  leisure  hours,  were  the  great  objects  of 
the  Mercantile  Library  Association.  Public  meetings  were  held,  at  which  the 
purposes  and  advantages  of  the  proposed  institution  were  strongly  urged  by  its 
benevolent  projectors  and  patrons:  and  committees  were  formed  to  collect  con 
tributions  of  books  and  subscriptions  from  the  general  public.  By  these  means 
a  considerable  deal  of  interest  was  excited  on  the  subject,  and  liberal  dona- 
tions and  subscriptions  were  procured.

November  23,  1852. — The  waters  of  Lake  La  Mercede,  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
city,  and  which  cover  several  hundred  acres,  sank  about  thirty  feet.  Shortly 
In-fore  midnight  of  this  day,  a  shock  like  that  of  an  earthquake  was  felt  by 
parties  residing  near  the  place:  and  the  following  morning  it  was  discovered 
that  a  great  channel  between  the  lake  and  the  sea  had  been  opened,  through  a 
b-road  and  high  sand  bank,  during  the  night,  by  which  the  waters  had  found  a 
way  and  been  discharged.  It  was  supposed  by  some,  either  that  the  bed  of  the 
lake  had  been  suddenly  uplifted,  by  volcanic  agency,  whereby  the  raised  waters 
scooped  through  the  yielding  bank  the  channel  just  mentioned,  and  that  after- 
wards the  bed  of  the  lake  had  fallen  to  its  former  level,  or  else  that  a  great 
sinking  of  the  bank  itself  had  taken  place  (supposed  to  have  been  produced  by 
subterranean  cause),  owing  to  which  depression,  the  water  had  been  drawn  off 
to  the  extent  mentioned.  The  most  probable  conjecture  is,  that  the  excessive 
rains  of  the  season  had  simply  forced  open  a  passage  through  the  broad  and 
1-iose-  sand-bank  from  the  lake  to  the  ocean.  Formerly  the  lake  had  no  visible 
cutlet  whatever;  and  its  waters  had  insensibly  been  kept  about  the  same  level 
by  means  of  evaporation,  or  by  concealed  underground  communications  with 
the  sea.

The  foregoing  needs  no  comment  to  present  more  forcibly  to  the  reader  a 
contrast  of  existing  affairs  in  the  Bay  City  at  the  present  day,  with  those  of 
Yerba  Buena  about  fifty  years  ago.
